E  EING  it  hath  pleafed  God  out  of  his  gracious  Will  and  Fleafure 
to  caufe  me  to  caft  my  Eye  upon  this  Commonwealtb  of  England^ 
my  native  Country,  (and  your  three  Kingdoms  j)  and  viewing  there, 
to  behold  xhe  fad  and  lamentable  Condition,  that  now,  and  for  many 
Years  paft,  it  hach  been  intangled  in  (  which  as  Reafon  and  Confcience  to- 
gether perfmides  me,  is  occafioned  chiefly  for  want  of  its  ancient  and  ever 
cudomed  way  of  Government,  (to  WitJ  a  King  and  Parliament,  which  hath 
been  unftttled  altogether  amongft  us,  ever  fince  the  unhappy  Death  of  your 
-Majefty's  late  Father  our  King ;  by  rea(bn  thereof,  our  ancient  and  accuftomed 
wholfome  Laws,  both  of  Church  and  State,  are  moft  ilrargely  torn  and  maf- 
facred  ;  an^  all  through  the  fclf-feeking  end  of  fome  certain  Perfons,  which 
at  prefent  I  judge  not  fit  herein  to  be  communicated,  who  having  gotten  the 
Power  of  the  Sword  in  their  Hands,  thought  for  ever  to  rule  and  reign  over 
their  Oppofers  ;  (I  think  in  fpitc  of  God  or  Man:)  But  of  late  fome  of  thofc 
(I  hope,  I  may  truly  blefs  the  Name  of  the  Lord  for  it)  who  were  the  chief 
Rulers  of  thofe  unhappy  Diflferences  between  our  King,  and  his  poor  diftradt- 
cd  Kingdoms,  are  taken  out  of  this  World  •,  infomuch,  that  the  Power  of 
thofe  remaining,  is  much  weakened  5  but  yet  they  will  (I  perceive)  ftek  to 
ftread  in  -the  felf-fame  Steps  of  them  that  have  gone  before  them,  as  feeking 
only  to  fet  up  tteir  own  Interefi,  although  to  the  utter  Ruin  of  the  Nation.

Egyptian  Bgn^age^  aft  I  may  term  it)  and  in  reftqring  the  Crown  to  the  right 
Owner  thcrc-ofs  which  if  poflible  to  be  done^  fhaJl   be  done  with  as  much 
Care,  Safety,  and  Diligence,  as  God  fhall  enable  me,  and  that  with  as  little 
wrong  as  tMy  be  either  to  King  or  SubjeAs  ^  which  Work,   when  it   is  per-* 
fcAed,  I  hope,  will  tend  to  the  firm  Settlement  of  our  ancient  Protcftant  Re- 
ligion :  In  teeder  CoR&deratioo  of  all   which  PremifTcs,  I  moft  humbly  beg 
that  high  Favour. of  your  IViajefty,  that  you  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed,    to 
permit  me  to  m^ke  f]>efe  Propofals  following.     Firft,  Whether  your  Majcfty 
will  be  pleaicd,  to  accept  of  the  real  Endeavours  of  me  your  unworthy  Subjcft 
and  Servant  to  be  employed  in  being  a  means  in  helping  your  Majcfty  to  a 
ouiet  and  fife  PoflVflloo- of  tfcree.  Kingdoms  \  which  have  (with  Violence)  been 
fo  long  time  withheld  from  you?  If  yea,  then,  will  your  Majcfty  be  pleafed, 
to  confent   to  a  Treaty  to  be  had  between   your  Majcfty  and  a  free  Parlia- 
ment, which  Ihall  be  lawfully  eltAedi  .and  chofen  by  the  Country^  whofe  Care 
I  hope  will  be  for  the  chufing  of  fuch  honeft,  godly,  and  religious  Men,  as 
had  no  hand  in  the  Death  of  our  late  King,  or  fince  his  Death,  have  (by  any 
unlawful  means   whacibever)  enjoyed  any  of  his  Lands,  Tenements,  or  Rents, 
or  the  Lands,  Tenements,  and  Rents,  of  the  late  Deans  and  Chapters,  or  any 
of  your  late  fequeftred  Subjefts,  or  which  fince  his  Death  have  appeared  violent 
in  their  aAmg  againft  Kingihip,  and  confcquently   againft  your  Majefty,  our 
lawful  King :  Not  in  the  leaft  that  1  have  any  MaTice  or  evil  Will  againft: 
fuch  Perfons,  but  for  that  my  Conlcicnce  tells  me,  that  fo  long,  as  fclf-interef- 
tcd  Perfons  are  fuffered  to  fit  in  Parliament,  there  is  little  good  to  be  ex- 
pected, either  for  King  or  Kingdom ;  Ibr  it  is  a  hard  thing  for  Men   to  a6t 
againft  their  own  felves,  to  the  lofs  of  their  Lands  and  Livings ;  which  the^ 
fiippofb  they  have  fo  honeftly  gained.    If  your  Majefty  will  be  pleafed  to 
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cohfent  to  fuch  a  Treaty,  and  that  thereupon  it  may  bt'  agreed  Upon,  that 
yoa>  Majefty  fttall  be  reftored  16  your  ttu^e  Kirtgdoms  ;^  «1iidi^ftqyift)0n  nor, 
bitt  wffl  be  the  Event  of  fiich  a  Treaty  :  Then  I  humbly  beg,'  thlit^youk*»Ma^ 
jefty  wOuH  be  pleafed,  to  think  fit  to  declare  what  Mercy '  fend  Pky,  jb^  arfe 
pleafcd  (hall  be  ihewn  to  all  thofe  that  have  been  the  chief  oF  y6Qr  Snemies, 
(vhofe  Blood, in  Seveftty  of  Juftice,  might defervAlly  be  fptitO  «|>oti  tfieir  humble 
Submiflion  to  your  Majcfty,  and  their  promife  of  future  ObedieA^  ^  fo^J  hope 
you  WiH  judge^  that  the  only  way  to  join  the  Hearti  of  thd^Fedj^t  VffCfe^ 
rlirce  Kfbgdoms,  to  pray  for  your  happy  Succ^s  in  btt  tli)r^;W^(}>fiM}oriiy 
fo,  but  it  will  undoubtedly  encourage  them  all  to  renter"  th^ir  Lii^e»  ^ftkiriftfalj. 
your  Oppofefs,  if  any  (hall  conteft :  And  alfo  that  yoiir  Ms^fty  Mtoiild  teTplftifed 
CO  declare  out  of  your  gradoiA  Goodnefi^  what  SatisfaAion  AhH  be^'ttWdll^  th^ 
poor  common  Souldiery  throughout  your  ihree  Kingdoms,  who  lii^illii^HWeil 
CO  take  up  Arms,  although  againft  yoor'MSijefty^  for  mcKf  nfld^^to^lOCp  iWtf^ 
and  their  Families  from  ftarv4hg,-  wbo^  indeed  arc  moch  biftiitel'4i(l)tif  PtfyV 
which  ^  will  be  utterly  lofl*,  anduikbne,  vnleia  yteHir  Majefty  tfke'^GDAij^affiori 
npon  rhem  ;  which  if  you  are  pMftd  fotado,  I  queftion  nt]»,  blityDd^will 
find  as  much  Humility  and  Submiflion  ffooi  thero,  as  can  be  dxpeftcd ;  and 
for  the  future  it  will  engage  them  t»  be  a^  ttBdy  to  fer^e  your  Me^efly,  as 
they  were  to  ferve  your  Enemies  for  the  tim^paft:  And  mdreo^cr,  I  con- 
ceive it  will  be  a  great   Incouragement  to  thetn;  to  join  with  me  in  this  De* 
fign.     I  (hall  trouble  your  Majc^y  with  lin)«  more  at  prefent;  But  to  let  you 
know,  that  my  hopes  are  that  you  would  be  pleafed,  to  have  that  Confidence 
in  me,  as  not  to  credit  any  Rumours  or  Reports,  that  may  contradict,  what 
I  have  herein  propofed  ;  for,  as  for  that,  I  would  haVi  your  Majefty  to  be 
confident,  that  I  (hall  not  value  nekher  the  Ill*will|  or  y^t  look  upon  the  Fa<* 
vour  of  any,  who  ffliaH  appear  in  Oppofition  to  a  thkig  that  I  have  fo  really 
propofed,  fo  long  as  God  and  my  Confcience  perfuades  me,  that  in  (b  doing 
I  (hall  accompTifti  a  good  Work,  both  for  his  Glory,  and  my  Country's  Good  : 
And  yet  I  chmk  fit  to  carry  as  fair  a  Correfpondency  as  I.  can,  with  tho&  that 
have  taken  upon  them  the  Authority  in  England:  To  that  etid,  I  have  thougha 
of  going  tojjmdon  very  (iiddenly,  that  I  maiy  lee  their  AAings,  and  order 
things  there  loniewhat  for  my  Advantage ;  I  htnnbly  beg  your  Mafefty's  fpeedy 
Anfwer  touching  thefe  Propofiik :  So  with  all  SUblBiffivene(s,  I  crave  your  Ma* 
lefty's  Favour,  in  giVmg  me  leave  to  fisforibe  myfclf

THIS  is  to  let  you  undertl*nd,  that  I  have  rfecciv«l  yours  of  the  Twen- 
tieth f>f  December^  the  Twenty-fifth  of  the  fame  Month.  The  Content* 
whereof,  dor  icaufe  me,  to  judge  you  defervrng,  of  the  Title  that  I  have  given 
TOu,  aflCl>I  hope,  the  farther  ivents  of  your  intended  Proceedings,  may  c*er 
Ming  merit  a  greater^  and  forafmuch^  as  I  conceive  it  neceflfary,  to  give  you 
AtefpeedyRefult  of  my  Mind  in  Anfwer  thereunto,  I  think  fit  to  let  you  know 
fti'  tbe  fifft'  f  lace,  that  1  freely  pardoh  you  for  all  Offences  of  Crimes,  what- 
Jbe^cf  cifrfrtiftterf  (or  which  you  know  yourfcif  guiUy  of)  againft  my  late 
^af  Faafl^er,  ahd  myfcff ;  I  bcfetcTi  the  Lofd  to  forgive  you  likewifc  j  I  muft 
confcfi,  I  ate  not'  rgnorant  Of  the  Power,  that  you  for  fome  Years  paft,  have 
Kid  over  the  Englrjb  Army  in  Scotland ;  and  I  do  likewife  blefs  God,  who  hath 
now  opened  your  Eycsj  to  behold  the  Mifcries  of  my  three  poor  diftreiTcd 
Kingdoms ;  and  alfo  for  that  he  hath  made  you  fo  far  fenfible  of  his  heavy 
.  Jiidgments  (ready  to  be  fliowered  down  upon  them,  by  reafon  of  the  grie- 
vous and  tnmentable  outcrying  Sins  of  the  People)  as  to- caufc  yo«,  to  make 
fo  fair  and  feafonable  a  Proffer  of  the  ^tender  of  your  Service,  both  for  the 
Glory  of  God,  and  the  Good  of  me  and  my  People.  The  Lord  open  youp 
.Heart,  couragioufly,  to  go  on  in  the  perfeiting  of  fo  great  a  Work,  as  you 
have  intended  to  let  on  foot,  you  having  now  fo  fit  an  Opportunity  ;  and 
for  the  anfwering  the  Propofals  therein  containing,  in  order  as  they  He,  I  do 
declare'  that  1  fhall  With  a  willing  and  joyfiil  Heart,  accept  of  your  faithful 
and  honed  Endeav'oprs  to  be  employed,  for  the  Glory  qf  God,  and  the  ma- 
nifcft  Good  of  me  and  my  Subjefts  •,  not  fo  much  for  the  Profit  or  worldly. 
Advantage  that  I  think  to  receive  thereby,  but  that  which  I  (hall  chieflieft  rejoice 
in,  is,  only  for  the  Glory  of  God,  and  the  Good  of  my  three  Kingdoms.  I 
mean  in  freeing  them  from  their  Slavery,  in  preferving  them  from  any  far- 
ther Effufion  of  Blood,  and  for  the  fettling  amongft  them  their  ancient  way. 
of  Church  and  State  Government,  for  the  Advancement  of  the  true  Proteftant 
Religion}  and  alfo  for  the  quafhing  of  all  Herefies, 'HypocriGes,  SeAs  and 
Schifms,  that  are  lately  crept  into  our  Proteftant  Church  5  whereby  we  arc  be-- 
come  a  mere  laughing  Stock  to  all  Nations  •,  and  as  for  my  confenting  to  a 
Treaty,,  to  be  had  between  me  and  a  Parliament,  to  be  chofen  by  a  free  Con- 
lent  of  my  People,  I  am  fure  thSre  is  not  a  thing  that  I  can  embrace  with 
a  greater  Joy,  and  efpeclally,  if  my  Subjefts  make  Choice  of  Perlbns  fo 
qualified,  as  you  have  mentioned  in  your  Letter  to  me,  then  •  of  Necef- 
fity,  there  ckn  nothing  but  good  come  of  fuch  a  Treaty.  But  if  otherwife^^ 
it  may  be  doubted,  but  however  my  Truft  (hall  be  in  the  Lord  ;.  and  whereas 
it  was  your  Dcfire,  for  me  to  declare  what  Mercy  and  Pity,  I  would  fhould 
be  (hewn  towards  thofe  who  are  my  manifcft  Enemies,  in  cafe  I  (hould  come 
quietly  to  be  reftored  to  my  three  Kingdoms  \  I  do  therefore  for  the  fatis- 
foftion  doth  of  you  and  my  Subj;:fts9  declare  the  Thoughts  of  my  Heart, 
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touching  my  faid  Enemies,  in  manner  following.    That  ts  for  fuch^  who  (hall 
humbly  fobmitthcmfcllrcs  imto^m^and  fxprdfing  (h^r^row^^  all  their

^I'^^HAT  lam  after  fo  long  a  time  of  Baniflimcnt,  and  almoft  Defpair, 
X  returno!^  ;sigaia  without  fear  into  my  native  Coumry,  I  need  not,  I  think, 
ten  you  how  much  I  rejoice  at ;  but  I  cannot  indeed  tell  you  chat  unexprcffiblc 
Joy  wbicfi  1  feel  withio  xt\y  Bofom,  to  find  my  poor  dift.rcfftd  and  diftradled 
Cbui)try  iql^ipHjc  Hopes  of  Settlement  and  Rcftoratix)n  to  her  priftine  Glory, 
even  then, when  (he  icemed  to  be  moft  overwhelmed  and  fwallowed  up, 
undrf  rbe.U&rpation  and  Tycanny  of  the  moft  mean  and  fanatick  Spirits  of 
the  Nation.    - 

Nor  can  I  here  forbear  to  bur(l  out  into  Prailes  and  Thanks  to  God  for 
his  fo  great  a.  Mercy  and  Deliverance,  that  he  hath  at  length  been  pleafed  to 
withdraw  hi;  afSic^ng  Hand  in  fome  meafure  from  us ;  that  he  hath  opened 
the  Eyes  of  the  grea^^fl:  part  of  this  Nation,  except  thofe  who  are  wilfully 
and  obilinarely  blinded  by  their  own  pernicious  and  covetous  Interefts ;  that 
after  we  had  wilfully  run  head-long  into  the  Ditch  of  Ruio,  be  is  pleafed  to  lay 
to  his  Hand  to  help  us  out. 

It  is  well  (my  Lord)  that  though  we  have  bought  our  Knowledge  and  Re- 
pentange  at  fo  dear  a  rate,  at*  the  Expence  of  fo  much  Blood  and  Treafure, 
yet^^^atr]f^e  can  repent  at  lad,  that  we  are  at  laft  fenfible  of  our  Diftra&ions, 
that  w«i  now  arc  able  tq  bpar  qo  more,  wehaveooewho  will  help  ps  to  throw 
off  our  Burthens,  that  we  can  now  fee  our  Blindnefs,  our  Errour,  our  Folly, 
that  whilft  we  endeavoured  to  free  ourfelvcs  from  the  pretended  Tyranny  of 
our  lawful  King,  Soveraign^  and  Superiour,  we  (ubjeded  ourfelves  under  the 
arbitary  Will  and  Power  of  Qur  Equals,  if  not  Inferipurs* 
*  I  muft  confeis  (my  Lord)  though  it  is  well  known  to  you  all  Gentlemen, 
that  I  was  at  the  beginning  ofrthe  late  unhappy  Wars,  blinded  i|s  well  as  others, 
yet  I  utterly  difown  that  I  ever  had  Defign  or  Intention  to  wrong  my  Prince, 
though  I  accounted  it  then  the  Duty  of  every  freeborn  Englijbman  to  ftand  for 
the  Privilege  of  Parliament,  as  for  his  native  Birthright  j  fo  far  I  durfl  go,  but 
no  farther  \  for  when  I  faw  thofe,  who  before  they  had  got  the  Power  into  their 
Hands,  pretended  to  mainuin  Parliamentary  Privileges,  pretended  tofetde  the 
King  in  Glory,  violently  infringe  the  firft,  and  murder  the  fecond,  I  could  not 
but  in  Reafon  and  Confcience  proteft  againft  them.  .  .       ! 

Nor  was  the  murdering  of  their  King,  or  infrvigiBg  the  Privileges  of  Parliament,

feled  Number  of  their  Creaiuret,  and  fome  who  durft  do  no  otjierwife  than 
obey  their  Commands,  they  made  Laws  at  their  Pleafure»  di&ihericing  the.U^- 
ful  Heir,  and  afaolifliing  the  Ptmer  of  the  fibMiib  ef  Lo^.  t3ti6  dMivPMm 
Parliamentafy  Gcand  Council  ^  they  Ibid  the  K1ng%  Queer's,  ^Uhop^^^ans 
and  Chapters  Lands,  to  maintain  their  Violcncica  and  ViUaairs,  o^  to  enrich 
diemfcivesy  making  a  Prey  of  theie  Nations,  and  overthrowing  the  fun^aUien- 
tal  Laws  of  the  Land«  •  '  i:\  .)    Ali: 

This,  my  Lord,  you  very  well  know  was  thtPr^munfre'We  hadruaflprfrlvcs 
into.  This  was  that  we  fought  for  ;  this  was  that  for  which  we  conlumed  fo 
much  Blood  and  Treafure :  In  (hort,  we  fought  for  Liberty  that  we  might  be 
enflaved  ;  we  fought  for  Religion  that  we  might  nourifh  Herefies,  Sr db  and 
Schifms  in  the  Church  ;  we  fpent  our  Eftates  freely,  to  niiithtain  a  Wat  roicngft 
ourfelves  under  fpecious  Pretences,  that  we  might  have  them  prey'd  HfiVJsjf 
ravenous  Wolves.  *  ^        jT^ 

But  when*  we  had  run  ourfelves  into  all  thefe  Miferies,  undei^'a  IHece  of  a  Ar- 
liament,  who  had  endeavoured  ail  that  lay  in  their  Power  to  eftablifh  their  own 
Government,  yet  were  they  thcmfelves  at  length  turned  out  by  their  Servant, 
their  General^  (the  juft  Reward  of  their  Treachery  to  theh-  Matter)  who  efta- 
blifhes  in  himicif  that  Power,  which  he  had  before  avowed  '^s  tyrannical ;  and 
ufurps  to  himfcif,  though  not  fully  the  Thrle,  yet  irtore  than  the  PoWer  of  any 
King  of  England ;  fo  it  fairly  proved  that  he  only  defamed  Kingflvip  as  Tyran- 
nical, that  he  might  be  a  Tyrant. 

The  many  Changes  and  Alterations  fince  in  the  EngUjb  Government^  are  fo 
new,  that  they  need  no  Recital,  only  thus  much,  th.it  as  tfiey  in  whofc  Hands 
the  Govcrnmc^nt  was,  were  equally  guilty  of  the  forementioned  Crimes,  {o 
•though  they  did  oppofe  one  another,  yet  they  all  agreed  togethc^r  in  coniinuing 
and  adding  to  the  Nation's  Diftradions,  in  Preferment  to  Employments,  either 
in  Church  or  State,  fuch  only  as  were  either  as  guilty  as  (hemfelves,  or  elfe  pofleft 
with  their  Fanatick  Opinions,  in  defaming  the  lawful  Heir,  and  endeavouring 
by  Calumnies,  to  engender  an  Odium  of  him  in  rite  People's  Minds,  which  might 
have  found  its  defired  Effcft,  had  not  the  People  for  their  Cheats  and  Delufions^ 
conceived  a  juft  Odium  of  them,  fo  that  the  Arrow  they  Jhot^  returmdagain  upon 
tbiir  own  Heads. 

But  many  of  the  good  People  oi England  ^rt  ftill  poflcft  with  their  Calumnies, 
and  believe  many  of  them  for  Truth,  though  againft  fuch  clear  and  certain  Evi- 
dences i  many  underftanding  People  of  the  Nation,  convincing  themfclves  by 
imaginary  Circumftanccs,  that  not  only  his  Majefty,  but  his  Brothers,  the  thrice 
noble  Dukes  of /5?r*  and  Gloucefter^  have  left  the  Religion  of  their  Fathers  and 
Country,  and  are  turned  to  the  Fopperies  of  Romsjb  Superftition  and  Idolatry, 
which  how  falfe  it  is,  the  God  of  Heaven  knows,  and  myfclf  can  witncfs,  his 
and  his  Brothers  conftant  ufe  and  praAice  of  the  Englijb  Liturgy,  and  other  Cuf- 
toms  of  the  beft  Reformed  Church  of  England^  his  conftant  Encouragement  of 
fuch  Servants  of  hi$,as  profeis  the  true  Proteftant  Religion,  whether  in  Epifcopacy 
or  Prelbytcry,  and  his  contrary  Difcoragement  of  all  fuch,  who  permit  thcm- 
felves to  be  inveigled  into  Popilh  or  Jefuitical  Opinions  and  Tenets,  being  fuf- 
'ficient  Evidence,  that  he  is  fo  far  from  leaving  of  his  true  and  mother  Church, 
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.that  all  poffibk  Eucouragemtnt  is»  will-  oercainlf  be  ac  all  times  given  by  faim, 
CO  the  true  afid  found  Profefibn  of  the  Procfftgoc  Religion. 

For  chofe  dther  Calumnies  laid  upon,  aod  only  fettled  in  the  Hearts  of  the 
common  Souldien,  ( whom  their  Officers  here  have  nude  believe,  that  they  mufl: 
^expeA  nothing  but  Death,  if  he  Ihould  be  admitted  to  hib  Crown)  viz.  that 
he  is  revengeti^,  cruet,,  never  forgetting  Injuries,  but  though  foothing  for  a, 
•iime,  yet  H  fie  Opportunities  refolute  in  his  Revenge,  all  thai  know  him,  know 
to  be  falfe,  for'  he  i&gentlr^  merciful,  pef»cei|faJk»  and  rather  inclined  co  fuSer 
-Injurie^j  than  either  to  give  or  avenge  thtm. 

That  he  iatenda  (^s  fotpe  fay)  to  come  wich  a  forein  Force  to  regain   his' 
Right,  and  fdctle  bimfelfin  his  Throne,  would  Ix:  hut  what  we  might  in  Juftice 
expeA*^  who  haye  fo  long  expoiixl  him  to  the  Miferies  of  the  wide  Worlds  zwk 
made  him  the  Fhuern'^f!  Par ieneeiO'tut'UreGcmraiiQns,  it  being  lawful  both  byr* 
•the  Laws  of  God  and  Man,  for  aay^  one  u>  uleAii^tiieans  and  endeavours  for> 
the  Rdcbrery  Of  his  o^n>  *yct  fo^olerJic  and  p^ient  had)  he  been,  thac  it  b^th 
•not  fo  much  as  efitered  into  hia  Thoughts. oo^aciquift  his  Kingdom  ^•For<;e^  9ir. 
VioUnce,  wbilft  he  can  hope,  to  have  it  bf  the  Love  of  his.SubjcCb  \  he  there- 
fore'is  refblvodly  bent  €6  atiend  the  Pleafure  of  a  free  Pariiacnenr,  and  wholly 
intent  oo  accept  of  fuch  Conditions,  as  (h^ll  be  propofed  with  Honour  by  theoiv 
rather  refolving  to  part  with  fomc  of  his  Right,  than  to  let  thefc  NdCions  run  on., 
'iftto:fuTi3lwrl)iftra6lionsv* or  his  >Sulijeds  be  opprefied.. 

,Tljsitis^might*ai  a 'Judgment  .of  God,  ^ye  expefted  a  forein  Fprce  Jicre 
amongft  tw  for:our  Obftindcy,  ^e  cannot  bot  be  fenfibJe  of  j  but  that  we  have 
fo  roerdfttla  {Prince,  who  rather  waves  his  RjghN  ^^  endures  with  Patience  his 
EixpLit&6n, :  than  iceks  or  attempts  to  invade  us.  by  a  foreia  Power,  by  which,; 
though ieiitoig^g^io%Re.Tf^  ap<*  ^ysfaftjop  to  hunfelf,  yet  m^ift  it  nex;effa- , 
•rity  be  with  our  utter  Ruin,  and  deicrvcd  Deftrudion,  we  muft  acknowledge  as 
a  great  Mercy  of  God's. 

h  is  itof  unlfltely$-»bac  yoe  my  Lord,  and  theie  othej^  Gendemen  my  Fellow* 
Citizens,  may  admire  fomewhat,  that  I,  who  was  once  fo  far  drawn  on  the 
qiher.fidte;^  ^9lv1  ntow  declaim  fo  mucfb  againfl;  is-, -but  Experience  hath  tu)W 
undeceived  rr>e,  I  was  for  the  maintaining,  not  the  infringing  Privileges  of 
Pttrlfament'V  i'was  for  the  rcftoring,  not  miirihenng  of  the  King;  T  was  for 
tbemi'  fo  loigiai/they  ftood  faft  to  the.  Oath  tl^jrtook-in  Ae  Solemn. Leaguc^ind 
Cavcmanr,  .to  maintain  the-king  aiid  his  Pofterity,  not, for  them,*  when  they;/iad 
bcKeaclcd  him,  and  baniflied  his  Pofterity;  I  was  for  the  Moderation  of  aKfng- 
•ly  Government,  not  fot  the  crefting  of  Anarchichal  Tyrannies,  or  Governments 
ad  libilum.

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What  I  ftt  firft  plcclal^ed  for,  and  have  already  ventured  my  Eftate  for,  that 
Mtil)  wiil^  aind  (haU  maintain  to  the  utmoft  drt>p  of  my  Bt()od,  viz,  to  defend 
the  Privileges  of  Parliament,  wkhoot  infringing  the  Hoyal  Prerogative,  to  en- 
deavour the  maintaining  the  King,  his  Poftercry,  according  to  the  Solemn  League 
and  Covenant  j  this  Ithink  (my  Lord)  was  the  fiift  Pretence  of  thcfe  N|eas 
raifing  War  againft  hfs  jate  Majefty,  ivhich  .at  firft  drew  fo  many  honrft  Men 
to  their  Party  %  but  what  hath  be^r  the  IflRiie  of  thcfe  Pretences,  we  have  fcen  by 
>roo  fud  Experience. 

I  think  it  was  therefore  the  Dury,  my  Lord,  of  every  honeft  Man  to  (land  ta 
thofe  firft  Principles  that  he  undercook,  and  not  with  the  Multitude  (blioded 
'by  the  Ambition  and  Self-Interefts  of  fom^  particular  Men)  run  into  thof;: 
Wickednellea  and  Mifchiefs which  they  have  ftnce  perpetrated,  and!  thin t you, 
my 'Lord,  and  the  reft  of  my  Brethren  and  Fellow  CitiEens  her**,;  ought  to  take 
tbefe  things  into  Conftderation,  and  remember  rhat  Oath  whfck  I  prefume  moft 
af  you  took  in  the  Solemb  League  and  Covenant. 

t  think,  my  Lord,  I  need  make  no  further  Apology,  ckher  for  myfelf,  or 
tike  Caufe  I  plead  for,  there  is  fo  much  of  Juftice  in  ir,  that  it  needs  no  Oratory 
to  confirm,  nor  could  that  Caufe  be  ever  confuted  but  by  the  Sword,  whoie 
tyrannical  Power  we  have  fuflliciently  felt,  and  fecn  the  Difference,  between  a 
Government  by  ofurping  and  perjured  Perfbns,  and  the  Clemency  of  a  too  mild 
and  gracknis  Prince. 

I  {hall  my  Lord,  add  no  further,  but  onYy  conclude  with  this  Prayer,  that 
the  God  (^  Heaven  would  open  your  Eyes,  and  the  Eyes  of  this  whole  Nation, 
and  ftrengthen  your  Hands  in  the  Settlement  of  thefe  three  diftrefTed  Nations 
in  Peace  and  Quietnefi,  whkh  can  no  better  be  done  than  by  your  hearty  Prayers 
and  Endeavours  for  the  Reftauration  of  the  lawful  Heir  to  his  Right :  for  how 
can  we  expeA  that  be  will  ever  let  Juftice  flourifh  amongft  us,  whtlft  we  deny 
Juftke  CO  our  Sovereign.

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Deliberation;  it  is  that  upon  which  the  Honour  or  eterfial  Reproach  of  the  Na* 
tioo  abroad,  and  its  Happinefsor  Coniiifion  at  home,  (eems  (next' under  God'' 
infcrutable  Providence)  moft  principally  ct>  depend.  'For  on  throne  fide,  how 
abhorred  a  Nation  muft  wt  be  to  ail  others,  iCthe  Infafny  of  our  S&veP^ign's 
Murtber  fhould  not  be  throughly  waflied  away  by  Juftite  in  the  Btood  of  rfac 
Guih^  ?  And  on  the  other,  what  Happineis  or  Quiet  carfir  we  hope  for  at  home  i 
nay,  whwnew  Combuft  ions  ought  we  not  to  ap^rthend^  if  the  Criminal  and  the 
MiQcd  (between  whom  the  Eye  of  the  Law  can  make  ItcclS  f)iftinA{^)  n1btci^g

What  generous  Spirit  can  tnake  Refleftlon  on  tbele  things,  and  ooc  find  his 
Hea'^c  bum  into  Rage  within  hin;i  ? 

Here  it  is,  my  Lords,  that  we  Sufferers  have  need  of  all  our  Philoiq^r* 

But  when  I  confider,  that  thcfe  are  Mifchiofs  only  to  the  Sufferers,  and  that 
to  infift  upon  a  Remedy  might,  perhaps,,  expafe  the  Publick  to  an  irreparable 
Inconverfiencc.  I  thank  God  I  find  in  an  inlbuic  all  my  Refentmenta  calmed 
and  fubmittcd  to  my  primary  Duty. 

My  Lords,  we  have  here  in  our  view,  a  Kingdom  tofled  and  roIliQg  (till 
wi  h  the  Efieds  of  paft  Tempefts  ;  and  though,  God  be  thankedt  the  Storm 
be  miraculoufly  ceafed,  we  cannot  fay  that  the  Danger  is,  until  we  get  into  ftill 
Water:  That  ftill,  that  fnux>rhi Water  b-orfly  to  be  found  in  the  General ities, 
S;:curity  from  their  gurlty  Fearsy  a^d  inf^be  tWd^Hoofcs,  Union  between  themr 
fclves,  and  with  their  Soveraign. 

Whether  the  latter  may  not  be  ehdangerefd,  if  we  fliouM  enter  intoCbhtrp* 
yerfy  upon  the  particulars  of  tbisBiU,  i  leave  unto  ypur  Lbrdlhips  tojudge<

Parliament,  wherein  we  hive  fpent  our  whole  time  apon  PuWtck  Bills ;  (omc  we

Some  Bills  are  p.4flr-d  both  Houfes,  and  already  lodged  here,  which  attend 
and  wait  for  your  Majefty*s  Royal  AlCrnt,  and  I  fliall  humbly  beg  the  Favour 
only  but  to  touch  upon  fome  of  thofc  of  mod  publick  Concernments,  by  the  way,* 
and  in  tranfitu^  to  t  lat  Bill  here  in  my  hand. 

S/r,  thw're  is  one  Bill  now  brfore  you,  intituled.  An  A3  f§r  tbeConfirnmtton 
of  Judicial  Proceedings ;  -the  Scope  and  Intendment  of  that  Bill,  is  to  fettle  Mens 
Eftates,  which  is  the  wa^  to  quiet  their  Minds ;  and  when  their  Minds  are  at 
red,  there  will  be  no  fear  of  their  breaking  the  Peace,  or  forfeiting  their  Giood- 
Bc'haviour  any  more  in  time  to  come. 

There  is  another  Bill,  intituled,  An  Ail  to  prevent  ibe  taking  of  Exteffive 
Ufury.  The  retraining  Men  of  avaricious  Minds,  wbofc  Confciences  are  as  large 
as  their  Bags,  will  be  a  great  Eafe  to  your  People,  and  an  Inablemenc  to  your 
Merchants  the  better  to  go  on  with  their  Trades,  They  are  the  laborious  Bees 
that  bring  in  Honey  intayour  Majefty's  Hive;  and  Ufurers  are  the  lazy,  idle 
Drones,  that  rob  your  Hive  of  the  Honey. 

There  is  another  Bill,  intituled.  An  AS  for  a  perpetual  Anniverfary  Tbantf'^ 
giving  to  be  obfervsd  and  kept  upon  tbe  2gtb  of  May:  A  Day  that  God  him- 
ftlf  was  pteafed  to  honour  and  adorn  with  a  new  additional  Star,  never  fecn  before 
nor  fince-,  a  Star  of  rare  Afpeft,  which  declared  to  all  the  World  at  once,  the 
happy  Newsof  your  Majcfty*s  blefled  Nativity,  and  as  it  was  your  Majefty'sBirth* 
day,  fo  it  was  the  Day  of  your  Reftauracion  co  your  Kingdoms^  Parliament^  and 
People  :  And  likewife  the  Day  of  your  People's  Re-creation  out  of  a  Chaos  of 
Confufion  and  Mifery.  And  therefore  they  humbly  pray,  that  not  only  we  (for 
there  would  need  no  A£t  for  that  fo  long  as  we  live)  but  that  our  Pofterity,  and 
tbe  Ages  that  fhall  fucceed  us,  might  for  ever  be  obliged  to  ietapart  that  Day,  as 
a  Holy-day,  to  dedicate  their  Fraifesand  Thankigivings  up  unto  Almighty  God 
for  his  miraculous  Deliverance  of  this  poor  Nation,  when  it  lay  in  Dud  and 
A  Hies,  in  a  moft  miferable,  defperate,  forlorn,  and  deplorable  Condition. 

There  is  another  Bill,  entituled,  An  AH  of  Free  and  General  Pardon^  Indent* 
nity  and  Oblivion.  It  may  well  be  called  a  Free  Pardon :  for  your  Majefty 
was  pleafed  to  offer  it  before  we  had  Confidence  enough  to  a(k  it,  and  $it  a  time 
when  your  People  had  moil  need  of  it :  And  it  may  as  truly  be  called  a  General 
Pardon,  inrefpeA  of  the  Extenfivenefsofit.  But  looking  over  a  long,  black, 
prodigious,  difnial  Roll  and  Catalogue  of  Malefadors,  we  there  meet  not  with 
Men,  but  Monfters,  guilty  of  Blood,  precious  Blood,  precious  Royal  Blood,  never 
to  be  remembered  without  Tear$ ;  incomparable  in  all  the  kinds  of  Villany  that 
ever  was  afted  by  the  worft  of  Mifcreants,  Perverters  of  Religion,  Subverters  of 
Government,  falfe  to  God,  difloyal  to  the  beft  of  Kings,  and  perfidious  to  their 
Country :  And  therefore  we  found  an  abfolute  and  indifpeniable  NeccMty  incum* 

bent

But  ihis  WIS  adjudged  b$rrid  ^rtafim  by  two  Ads  of  PM'lMment.  [Let  me 
tell  you  what  our  Law  Books  fay,  for  there  ia  the  ground,  out  of  which  (and 
the  Statues  together)  we  muft  draw  all  our  ConcUtfions  for  Matters  ofGovern-^ 
went]  How  do  they  ftile  the  King ?  They  cail  him  the  Lisittbnant  of 
God,  and  many  other  Expreflions.  In  the  Book  of  i  Hen.  j.  fays  that  Book 
there,  The  King  is  \uu%j>iktz  from  God,  and  hath  no  Superior. 
The  Statute  fays.  That  the  Crown  of  Engird  is  immbdiatelt  subject 
to  God  and  to  no  other  Power.  The  King,  fays  our  Books,  he  is 
not  only  Caput  Populi^  the  Head  of  the  People ;  but  Caput  Reipublka^  the 
Head  of  the  Commonweakh^  the  three  Eftates.  And  truly  thus  our  Statutes 
fpeak  very  fully.  Comnrion  Experience  tells  you  when  we  fpeak  of  the  King, 
and  fo  the  Statutes  of  Edward  the  Third,  we  call  the  King,  Our  Sovereign  Lord 
the  King.  Sovereign,  tbajJs,  Supreme.  And  when  the  Lords  and  Commons 
in  Parliament  apply  themfelves  to  the  King,  they  ufe  this  Expreflion,  Your 
Lords  and  Commons,  your  faithful  Subjects,  humbly  befeecb.  I 
do  not  fpeak  any  Words  of  my  own,  but  the  Words  of  the  Laws.  In  the  Sra*- 
tucea4  Hen.  8.  cap.  12.  it  is  thus  expreft,  Wbertushy  divers^  f^^^^y%  ^M  ^tUr 
tbentick  Hijtories  and  Chronicles^  it  is  manifefily  declared^  that  this  Realm  of 
'England  is{an  Empire^  andfo  hath  been  accepted  in  the  Worlds  governed  by  Mt 
Supreme  Head  and  Kingy  having  the  Dignity  and  Royal  ^fiate  of  the  Imperial 
Crown.  25  Hen.  8.  r.  21.  there  it  is  the  People  fpcaking  of  thcmfelvcs.  That 
they  do  recognize  no  Superior  tmdir  God  but  unfy  The  King^  Hmte.  Gcmicmcn, 
you  fee  if  the  King  be  immediate  under  God,  he  derives  his  Authority  from 
nobody  elfe  ;  if  the  Khig  have  ati  Imperial  Power,  if  the  King  be  Head  of  the 
Common-wealth,  Head  of  the  Body  Polkick  ;  if  the  Body  Politick  owe  him 
Obedience,  truly  I  think  it  isan  nndenied  Confequence,  he  muft  needs  be  Superior 
over  them.  The  Imperial  Crown  is  a  Word  that  is  fignificacive,  you  (hall  firtd 
in  all  Statutes,  i  Eliz.md  t  Jaeobiy  nay  even  in  the  AA  of  Judicial  Proceedings 
of  this  Parliament,  it  is  called  an  Imperial  Crown.  They  that  take  the  Oaths  of 
Allegiance  and  Supremacy^  they  fwe^r.  That- they  will  to  their  po^er,  afiji  and 
defend  all  J urifdiStions^  Privileges^  Prebeminenctes^  ttnd  Authorities  granted  or 
belonging  to  the  Kingj  bis  Heirs  wnd  Suceeffhrsj  ar  annexed  to  the  Imperial  Crown 
cf  this  Realm.  What  is  an  Imperial  Crown  ?  That,  which  as  to  the  coerfive 
Part,  is  fubjeSl  to  no  Man  under  God^  is  not  fubjeEt  to  any  humane  Tribunal  or 
Judicature  wbatfoever. 

Gentletnen,  fince  this  is  fo,  confider  the  Oath  t)^  Supremacy^  ^hich  tnoft  Men 
have  taken  or  (hould  take.  All  Menthat  enter  into  the  Parliament  Houfe  they 
are  exprefly  cnjoin'd  by  Statute  to  take  the  Oath  of  Supremacy. 

What  fays  that  Qaeh  ?  We  fwear,  That  the  King  is  the  onlyfupream  Gover- 
nor within  this  Realm  and  Dominions.  He  is  Sopream,  and  the  only  Supream^ 
and  truly  if  he  be  Suprealm,  4here  is  neither  Major  nor  Superior. 

I  declare  this,  to  you,  to  let  you  know  that  the  King  is  immediately  fubjeS  to 
God^  andfo  is  not  punijbabte  by  any  Perfon.  He  is  the  Supream  Head,  he  is 
not  punifhable  by  any  coerfive  Power,  the  La^s  provide  for  that,  the  King  can 
do  no  Wrong ;  if  is  a  Rule  ofLaw^  it  is  nn  our  Law  Books  very  frequent^  2  2  Ed.  4. 
Lord  Coke  and  many  others.  If  he  can  do  no  wrong,  he  cannot' be  punifhed  fot 
wny  wrong.    The  King  hath  the  Infirmities  and  Weakneis  of  a  Man,  but  he 
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xannot  do  any  Injury,  at  leaft  not  confiderable  in  Perfbn.  He  muft  do  ic  by 
ISiinifters,  Ago^ts,  and  Inftruments.  Now  the  Law,  though  it  provide  for  the 
Xing,  yet  if  any  of  his  Minifters  do  wrong,  though  by  his  Command,  tbey'are 
funtjbable.     He  is  not  to  be  touched.  Touch  not  mine  Anointed. 

Thus  far  that  great. and  eminent  Lawyer,  afterwards  made  lyord  Keeper  of 
the  Great  Seal  of  England  by  King  Charles  the  Second  of  ever-blefTed  Memory. 
And  if  his  Judgment  be  fiilfe,  unto  which  mod  of  che  Lords  of  England^  at  leaft 
of  the  Privy  Council^  fitting  with  him,  did  aflent,  (hall  not  we  make  Martyrs 
x>f  the  King^s  Regicides  f  To  be  fure  they  had  hard  meafure,  after  the  Reafons 
that  were  given  by  Mr.  Cook  and  Mr.  Scott  for  w<hat  they  did^  if  this  were  not 
X-aw.

NEBUCHADONAZAJR^  or  Nebuchadnezzar^  was  the  Son  of  ne- 
buchadonazar^  or  Nabopolafer  oi  Babylon^  who  was  made  General  of 
-the  Aony  by  Saraco^  King  d(  AJJyria  and  Cbaldea^  after  whofe  Death,  Nabopo^ 
lafer  took  into  his  Hands  the  YAx\gdom<>lCbaldea^  which  he  held  by  the  Space  of 
one  and  twenty  Years ;  at  the  fame  time  Afiyages  was  made  Governor  of  Afo- 
dia  by  Cyaxares  his  Father  ;  and  the  better  to  ftrengthen  themfelves,  they  en- 
tred  into  Affinity,  by  Aftyages  his  giving  his  Daughter  Amytis  to  Nebucbad- 
nezzar^  the  Son  of  Nabopolafar^  and  thereupon  joining  their  Forces  together, 
they  took  Nineveh^  together  with  Saraco^  the  King  thereof,  placing  a  Vice- 
roy  in  his  ftead. 

Shortly  after,  the  Governor  of  C^lofyrin,  and  Pbanicia^  revolting  from  A^tf- 
bopolafer^  he  fent  agairift  him  his  Son  Nebuchadnezzar  (having  firft  aflbci- 
^ted  him  with  himfelf  in  the  Kingdom  oi  Babylon)  with'a  great  Army,  which 
was  in  the  latter  end  of  the  third,  and  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  Year  of  Jehoia- 
kim^  King  of  Judea  ;  as  appears  Dan.  i.  i.  compared  with  Jer.  xxv.  i. 

Nebuchadnezzar  was  no  fooner  thus  alTociated  with  his  Father  in  ihe'King- 
dom,  but  the  things  which  he  was  to  aft,  were  prefently  revealed  rd  the  Pro- 
phet Jeremiah ;  the  firft  whereof  was  the  Overthrow  of  the  Epptians  \  firft  at 
the  River  Euphrates  \  then  in  their  own  Country,  Jer.  xlvi.     The  firft  of  thefe 
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cameto.pafiippefcntly,  Piar^0h  NeAo^s  Forcta^  which  he  left. at  Girdmijki 
beiog  cut  QS\xy  Ifebucbadnezsiar  in  the  fourth  Ys^ic  ^l  J^nboiaksm^  ,Jcr.%W\.  2i 
The  fecond  was  not  till  aftsr  the.takinjg  ofsyre^  in  the  fcvcntecnth  Yjear  of  the 
Captivity  of  Je^bonia.  E^ek.  xxix.  17,  1 8,  19. 

In  the-  third  Year  of  JeboiakiWy.^Nelmcbadnezzar  the  fecoxid, .  his  Father  being 
yet  alive,  entred  ^jv^ii^a.  with  a  great  .Army,,  who,  beliegin^,  ^ad  fprcing  JV- 
rufalem^  nmde  Jiboiakim  his  Vaffid,  in  d^^^tpf  Pbaroah  im^^^wbo  hadrDode 
him  King,  and  took  with  him  to. BaiyloUj  for  Pledges,  Danielj  who  was  y«c  a. 
Child,   with  Ananias,  Mifael^  and  Jxsrias.    :He  took  alfo  pare  of  the  Tcea- 
fures  belongiDg  to  the  Tenople.;  but  flayed  not  to  fearch  thoroughly  for  .all.  Foi^ 
Necbo  hafted  with  his  Army  to  the  relief  of  Jjiboiakim^   hoping  to  find  Nebu- 
chadnezzar in  Judaa.     But  this  great  Babylonian  had  no  nrind  to  hazard  himlelf . 
and  his  Army  againft  the  Egyptian,  Judaa  being  fo  ill  affeAed  cowards  him, . 
and  himfelf  far  from  all  Succour,  or  furePIacc  of  Retreat.     If  he  had  (as  may  be 
fuppofed)  any  great  Strength  of  Scftbian  Horfemen,  it  was  wifely  done  of  jjim. 
'to  fall  hack  out  of  that  roggb,  xnountainoas,  ^d  hot  Country, .  ioto  Places  that 
were  more  even  and.  temperate.     And  befides  thefe.  Reafons,   the  Death  of  his 
Father  happening  arthe  fame  time,  ga.ve.him  juft  occafion  to  return  Heme,  and  . 
4ake  pofleirion  Of  his  own vKiogdom,.  before  he  pnooeedcd  iatbc  fecond  Care,  of 
adding  more  unto  it. 

And  this  he  did  at  reafonable  good  leiiure.     For  the  E^tian  was  not  pro- 
vided to  folk>w  him  (o  far,  ^and  co  bkl  him  Battle,  until  the  now  Year  came  in, . 
which  was  the 'fourth  ofj^boiakim^  the  firft  of  NekucbadnazMr,  and  the  laft  of^ 
Necbo:    In  this  year  the  Babylonian,  lying  upon  the  Baaks  of  Euphrates  (jxis  own 
Territories  bounding  it  on  the  North-fide)  attended  the  coming  of  Necbo :  *there» . 
after  ^  cruel  Battel  fought  betwixt  tkem,.  N^bo  ims  flain,  and  his  Arn^ry  forced 
to  fave  itfelf  by  a  violent  Retreat,  wherein  it  fuffered  great  Lofi. 

This  Viftory  was  fo  well  purfued  by  Nebuchadnezzar  that  be  recovered  ^U  - 
•  Syria,  and  whatfoever  the  Egyptians  held  out  of  their  proper  Territories  towards 
the  North.  The  Egyptians'  being  thus  beaten,  and  alxogether  for  the  prefent 
difcouraged,  Jeboiakim  held  himfelf  quiet,  as  being  in  heart  a  Friend  to  the  Egyp- 
tians, yet  having  made  his  Peace  with  the  Chaldeans  the  Year  before,  and  Ni^ 
hucbadnezzar  was  contented  with  fuch  Profit  as  he  could  there  readily  make :  !.hfr 
had  forborn'to  lay  any  Tribute  upon  thtjews. 

But  this  cool  Refervednefs  of  7^i^itfiw,  was,  on  both^des,  taken  in  ill  Part. 
'Whereupon,  the  Egyptian  King  Palmnisy  who  fucceeded^Yir^/&^,. began  to  think 
of  reftoring  Jehoahaz  (who  had  been  taken  Prifoner  by  his  Father,  and  carried 
into  Egypt)  and  of  feuing  him  up,  as  a  domed ical  Enemy  againft  his  ungrateful 
Brother.  But  to  anticipate  all  fuch  Accidents,  the  Jud^an  bad  put  in  Praftice  the 
ufual  Remedy,  which  his  Fore-fathers  ufcd  :  For  he  had  made  his  own  Son  ye- 
chonia.  King  with  him  long  before  ^  *  in  the  fecond  Year  of  his  own  Reign,  when, 
the  Boy  was  but  eight  Years  old.  As  for  this  Rumour  of  Jehoahaz  his  Return, 
the  Ifro^Aitt  Jeremiah  foretold,  that  itlhould  prove  a  vain  Attempt,  faying,  Hejhitll 
not  retm  n  thither,  but  be  jhall  die  in  the  Place  whither  they  have  led.bim  Captive^ 
andjhallfee  this  Land  no  more,    Jer.  xxii.  11,  12.

in  Syrian  but  after  a  big  Look,  he  was  glad  to  retire,  wichout  adventuridg  the 

^Ha2ard  of  a  Battel.     Wherefore  thisr  declining  Ration  fboght  only  with  brave 

Words,  celling iuch  frivolous  Tales,  as  Men  that  mean  to  do  nothing  ufe,  boafting 

of  their  former  glorious  A'fts  againft  Jofias^  and  J^boabaz,     And' truly  in  fdch 

a*  Time  and  Cafe,  it  was  eafy  for  J eboinhim  to  ^vt  them  S^tisfaftion,  by  letting 

thetn  underftand  tbrSinocrity  of  (lis  Affbdiions  towards  them,  which  appeared  in 

Time  following. 

But  JVirift^WiffZZtfr  wdnt  rtjorc  roundly  to  work :  For  he  ftnt  a  peremptojy 
^cffage  lojeboiakim^  reqoirir^  him  not'toftand  upon  any  nice  Points,  but  prefcntly 
to  acknowledge  hinfrfdf  his  Si^jedf,  and  to  pay  hifn  Tfibute  i  Addingthereunto 
fach  terrible  Threatnings,  as  made  the  poor  Jud^an  hy  afide  all  Thoughts  of  ad- 
hering under  Pbaraob ;  and  to  yield  to  do,  as  the  more  powerful  would  have  him. 
.  Thus  he  continued  in  Obedience  to  Nitucbadnezzar  three  Tears ;  during  which 
Time  the  Prophet  J^r^jwi^i,  cryed  out  againft  the  Impiety  of  the  Jews^  putting 
them  in  Mind  that  he  had  now  forthree  and  twenty  Years  exhorted  them  to  Re- 
pentance ;  but  becaufe  chey  had  ftopped  their  Hats  againft  him,  and  the  reft  of  the 
Prophets,  he  now  foretold  thtt  their  Captivity  was  at  hand,  and  that  th^y  (hould 
bear  the  Yoak  of  Bondage  for  icventy  Years^.  f  The  fame  Calamity  he  threatned 
to  all  the  nei^bouring  Nations,  to  the  Egyptians^  Moabstes^  Ammonites^  Idu- 
nueans^  and  the  reft ;.)  foretelling  that  they  (hould  all  drink  out  of  the  Babylonian 
Cup  the  Wine  of  his  Fury,  whom  they  had  fdrfaken^  and  that  after  the  fcventy 
ITcars-fhouid  be  expired,  the  Uuhyl^niani  thenfifelves  (hould  tafte  of  the  fame  Cup, 
and  be  utterly  fubvertcd  by  the  Med^s  znd  Per/ans^   by  which  means  the  Jews 
Ihookl  be  permitted  to  return  into  their  own  Country,   and  Cities.     The  firft 
ImprHbnmcntof  the  Pryfhnjersmiabliitettns  to  have  been  in  the  fourth  Year 
of  this  Jeb^iakimj  at  whkb  time,  Barueb  the  Scribe  wrote  all  his  Frophefies  from 
his  Mouth,  whom  he  fent  to  read  them  unco  the  People,  and  afterwards  to  the 
-Princes,  who  pr^ented  them  to  the^mg :  But  fearing  the  King's  Fury,  they  had 
firft  fct  Jeremiab  at  liberty,  and  adviied  hrra  and  Barueb  to  hide  themfdves,  Jer. 
xxxvi.  19,  -&C, 

Jibtnakim)tix^m%  beard  Part  of  it  read  to  Mm,  and  perceiving  the  ill  News 

^contamed  therein,  he  made  no  nH>re  ado,  but  cut  the  Book  in  pieces,  and  caft  it 

inib  the  fire.     AW  which,  jeremiab  czvStA  to  be  new  written,  with  this  addition, 

that  tki  dead  Body  4/*  Jehoiakim  fin^uld  be  ca^  out^  being  expofed  in  tbe  Day  to 

4bi  Heat  J  and  in  tbe  Nigb't  to  tbe  Profit  and  tbat  there  ft>ould  be  none  of  bxj  Seed 

so  fit  Mpon  tbe  ^brone  of  David. 

Tiipe  thus  running  on,  Jrboiakim  thought  himfclf  fccufe  from  all  Danger,  as 
being  Tributary  to  tht  Babylonian^  and  yet  withal,  well  thought  on  by  the  Egyp^ 
tian ;  About  which  Time  the  mighty  C  ity  oiTyre  oppofcd  iifelf  againft  Nebur 
tbudntzzarx  and  upon  juft  Confidence  of  her  own  Strength,  defpifcd  all  Pre- 
parations that  could  be  made  againft  her.  Now  for  as  much  as  the  term  of  fcventy 
Years  was  pjelcribed  tor  the  Dcfolation,  as  well  of  Tjr^,  as  of  Jerufalem^  and 
other  Places,  and  Countries,  it  is  apparent  that  th  y  that  refer  the  winning  of  this

City  to  thenineteenth  Year  of  Nebucbadnezzer^  have  good  Ground  and  Warrant 
For  it.  For  the  Siege  thereof  began  in  the  (eventh  Year  of  his  Reign,  and  lifted- 
thirtccn  Years.  -  i  ' 

\  Here  it  Will  not  be  amifs  to  infert  a  brief  Note  concerning  the  begioning  of  this 
great  Prince's  Rule ;  The  third  Year  oijeboiakim^  was  the  httof  NaMaffer^  who 
being  freed  from  other  Cares,  and  Biifinefles,  took  notice  of  (iich  as  had  rev6lted 
from  hfm  to  Pharaoh  Necho^  and  lent  this  noble  Prince,  bis  Son»  with  an  Army 
into  Syria  to  reclaim  them.  In  this  Expedition  was  Vaniel  carried  to  JSaiylon^ 
who  therefore  makes  mention  of  it,  Dan.  i.  i .  The  Year  next  following,  being' 
the  fourth  of  Jehoiakim^  was  the  firft  Year  of  Nebuchadnezzar^^  which  Jeremiah 
affirmeth  in  exprefs  words,  Jer.  xxv.  i.  And  froip  this  we  muft  reckon  all  hi» 
Time,  and  Adions  which  follow  to  be  fpoken  of  In  his  three  and  twentieth 
Year  he  conquered  Egypt y  and  tlien  beg^n  his  great  Empire,,  there  being  none 
lefc  that  durfl:  oflfend,  or  oppoie  him.  The  fecond  from  this  Year  it  was  wherein 
tXaniel  faw  that  Vifion  of  the  Image  confifting  of  fundry  Metals,  which  prefigured' 
the  Succtffion  of  great  Kingdoms,  that  fliould  rule  the  World  before  the  Coming  oP 
Chrift.  But  to  return  to  the  Si^e  of  Tyr^y  which  began  in  the  ferenth  Year  of  his 
Rtign. 

The  ftately  City  of  ^yre  covered  all  the  Ground  of  an  Ifland,  that  was  divided 
from  the  Continent  by  a  deep,  and  broad  Channel  of  the  Sea.  The  Chald^eans 
had  no  Fleet  of  Ships,  neither  were  they  Seamen  :  x\it  Syrians  excelled  all  other 
Nations  in  Multitude  of  goodly  Ships,  and  Skill  to  ufe  them :  and  every  Wind,, 
from  one  part  or  other,  brought  in  all  needful  Ptovifions  to  the  City  :;  Where- 
fore neither  Force,  nor  Famine  could  greatly  hurt  the  Place  \  whereof  neverthe- 
lefs,  the  Judgments  of  God  (denounced  againftit  by  Ifaiah^  *  Jeremiah^  "f  and  £- 
zekielx)  had  threatned  the  Deftruftion  ;  and  the  obftinate  Refoluiion  of  Nebuchad^ 
nezzar  had  fully  determined  to  accomplilh  it. 

This  haughty  King,,  impatient  of  Refiftance,  undertook  a  vaft  Piece  of  Work^ 
which  was,  to  fiJl  up  that  Fart  of  the  Sea  which  divided  the  Iftand  from  the  Con- 
tinent. The  Cky  of  old  Tyre^  that  ftood  oppo(ke  to  the  new^  upon  the  firm 
Land,  and  the  Mountain  of  Libanus  near  adjoyning,^  that  was  loaden  with  (lately 
Cedars,  and  abundance  of  other  Trees,,  furnilhed  him  with  Materials  to  efitft  it. 
,  Thirteen  Years  were  fpent  in  this  difficult,  and  hopelefs  Undertaking,  which  need 
not  fcem  ftrange,  if  we  confidcr,  that  Alexander^  working  upon  that  Foundation 
which  was  remaining  of  Nebuchadnezzar*^  Pier,  and.  being  withal  affifted  with 
a  ftrong  Fleet,  was  yet  (even  Months  ere  he  could  make  way  into  the  City. 
Wherefore,  if  the  raging  of  the  Sea  was  able  to  carry  away  that  wherewith  Alex- 
ander laboured  to  cover  a  Shelve,  with  much  more  Violence  could  it  overturn^ 
and,  as  it  were,  confume  the  Work  of  Nebuchadnezzar^  who  laid  his  Foundation 
in  the  bottom  of  the  Deep  ;  driving,  as  it  were,,  to  fill  the  empty  Belly  of  this 
greedy  Cormorant,  whereas  the  Macedonian  did  only  ftop  the  Throat  of  it.  All 
may  know. that  Gocf  could  eafily  have  accompliflied  his  own  Threatnings  againft 
this  Place  (though  it  had  not  pleafed  him  to  ufe,  either  a. Miracle,  or  fuch  of  his 
more  immediate  Engines,  as  are  Earthquakes,  i^c)  by  making  at  leaft  the  Seas, 
calm,  and  adding  the  favourable  Concurrence  of  all  fecond  Helps.  But  fo  it 
pleafeth  him  oft-times,  in  chaftifing  the  Pride  of  Man,  to  ufe  the  Hand  of  Man^

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fven  the  Hand  oF  Man,  ftriving,  as  it  may  feem,  againft  all  Refiftance  of 
Nature,  and  Providence.  So  that  by  this  exceflive  Labour  of  the  Chaldeans^  chat 
Scripture  was  fulfilled,  that  every  Headjbould  be  made  bald^  and  every  Shoulder 
fi^nUd  be  modi  bare^  Ezek.  xxlx.  i8.  Yet  would  not  Nebuchadnezzar  give  over 
till  be  was  mailer  of  the  Town.  « 

When  he  was  entred  upon  this  defperate  Undertaking,  whether  it  were  by  foine 
Loflca  received,  or  fome  Mutiny  in  his  Army,  or  fome  glorious  Rumour  of  the 
Egyptians  Strength,  his  Evil-willers  took  Courage  to  rebel  againft  him  \  and 
tfiiongft  them,  Jeboiakim  renounced  his  Subjedion,  and  began  to  hope  for  the 
contrary  which  (oon  after  fell  out.  For  Nebuchadnezzar  gave  him  no  leifiire 
to  do  much  Hurt  r  But  with  Part  of  his  Army,  he  marched  firait  into  Judea  ; 
where  the  amazed  King  madcib  little  ReHftance  (the  Egyptians  having  left  him, 
as*  it  were  in  a  Dream)  that  Nebuchadnezzar  entred  Jerufalem^  laid  Hands  on 
Jeboiakim^  whom  at  firft  he  bound,  0  intending  to  lend  him  to  Babylon^  but  his 
Mind  changing,  he  caufcd  him  to  be  flain  in  that  Place,  and  gave  him  the  Burial' 
of  an  Afs,  to  be  devoured  by  Bcafts,  and  ravenous  Birds,  according  to  the  former 
Prophecy  ;  leaving  in  his  Place  his  Son,  Jeboiakim^  or  Jeionias  \  whom  yet  after 
three  Months,  and  ten  Days,  he  depofed,  and  fent  him  Prifoner  to  Babylon^  to^ 
gcther  wi<h  Efekiel^  Mordecai^  and  Jofedechy  the  High  Pricft. 

The  Mother  of  Jeconiasj  *  together  with  his  Servants,  Eunuchs,  and  all  the 
ableft  Men,  and  bcft  Artificers' in  the  Land,  were  aJfo  then  carried  away  Qiptivcs;!' 
This  Jeconias^  following  the  Counfel  of  the  Prophet  Jeremiah^  made  no  Re-  * 
fiftance,  but  lubmitted  himfclf  to  the  King*^  Will,  wherdii  he  both  pleafed  God, 
and  did  that  which  was  moft  profitable  for  himielf,  though  at  the  prefcnt  it  might 
feem  otherwife,  to  fuch  as  confidered  the  Evil  that  be^l  him,  rather  than  the 
greater  Evil  that  he  thereby  avoided.  This  only  particular  Aft  of  his  is  recorded 
in  Scripture  which  was  good :  But  it  feems  that  he  was  at  leaft  a  Partaker  in  his 
Fatlier^s  Sins,  if  not  a  Provoker,  which  was  the  Caufe,  that  though  he  fubmitted  • 
himfclf  to  Gixl's  Will,  yet  did  he  not  prefcrve  his  Eftate  :  For  fo  it  is  faid  ; 
^hat  he  did  Evil  in  tbejigbt  of  the  Lord^  according  to  all  that  bis  Father  had 
done.  In  his  ftead,  Nebuchadnezzar  fet  up  Mattania^  his  Uncle,  making  him 
King  of  Judea^  and  called  him  Zedekiab.  For  like  as  Necho^  King  of  Egypt ^ 
had  formerly  difplaced  Jtboabaz^  after  he  had  (lain  his  Father  Jojias^  +and  fet^ 
up  Jeboiakim^'  the  Son  by  another  Mother;  fo  Nebuchadnezzar  flew  Jeboiakim^ 
who  depended  oi»the  Egyptians^  and,  carrying  his  Son  Jeconias  Prifoner  to 
Babylon^  he  gave  the  Kingdom  to  this  Zedekiab^  who  was  whole  Brother  to  that 
Jeboabaz^  whom  Necbo  took  with  him  into  Egypt  \  and  from  Zedekiab  he  re- 
quired an  Oath  for  his  Loyalty,  and  faithful  Subjection,  which  Zedekiab  gave 
him,  and  called  ^he  living  God  lo  witnefs  in  the  fame,  that  hewould  remain 
aflured  to  the  Kings  of  Cbaldea^  2  Cbron.  xxxvi.  13.  Ezek.  xviu  13,  14,  i3. 

In  the  firft  Year  of  Zedektab^  Jeremiah  faw,  %  and  expounded  the  Vifion  of 
ripe,  and  rotten  Figs,  the  one  fignifying  thofe  that  were  already  carried  away 
Qptivcs,  the  other  fignifying  thofe  Jews  that  yet  remained,  and  were  afterwards 
dtftroyed,  Jer.  xxix.  17. 

In  the  fourth  year  of  Zedekiab^  Jeremiah  wrote  in  a  ^ook  all  the  Evil  which 
ihould  fall  upon  Babylcn^  which  Book,  or  Roll  he  gave  to  Seriab,  when  he  went

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with  King  Zediki^  to  Babylon^  to  vifie  NibucbaJMtzaTy  willing, him  Bift  M^ 
read  it  to  the  Capcivt  J^^^^  ^^^  ^^en  to  bind  a  Stone  to  it,,  and  caft  it  into  £«- 
ft^raieSy'  pronouncing  thefe  words;  Thus  (ball  Babe  I  bi  drowmi^  and  jiatl  n$t 
fife  front  the  Evil  which  I  will  bring  upon  her.  This  Joamey  of  .Zedektah  t<r 
Babylon  is  probably  thought  to  be  in  way  of  a-ViIit,  and  to  carry  fome-^rcfcnts  to 
NtbUcbddntwtar  *,  *but  yet  itF;  iikely^iie  had  fome  Suit  to  niake,  wh\ch  his  lordly 
Mftlber  refiifed  to  grant,  and  fent  him  away  difcontented.  For  at  his  Returoy  aKb 
the  border jn|t  Princes  fcnt  MelTengers  to  him,  inciting,  him  (a^  it  feems)  to  thoTo 
unquiet  Cowfes-from  which  the  Prophet  y^r^m/a^t'fdchorted  both  him,,  and  them, 
Abnaut  ii^ichhtime  the  Prophet,  by  God*s  Appointment,  made  Bonds,  and  Voices^ 
one  of  which  hb  wore  about  bis  own  Neck,  othen  he  lent  unco  the  five  Kings- 
oiEdom^  Moaky  Ammon^  ^J^r  miA  Ztdof^^  by  shofe  Meficngers  >which  came 
ta  v\{\i,Zed€ktah^  making*  them  know,  that  if  they,  and  the King  of  Juda  con- 
tinued, in  Subjedios  to  Babylon^  thc^.  fliouid  then  pofiefs^  and  enfoy  their  owir 
Countties*,  if  not)  they  Ihould  afluFcdiy  periih  by  tke^or^,  by  Famine^  and* 
by  Pcftilcnce. 

•  He  alfo  foretokJ  tliem  that  tbofe.V^ffels  which  yet  remained  in  J^nr/tf/^/r, 
ihould  be  carried  aftet  the  other  to  Babylon^  yet  at  lepgth  fhould  be  reftored  again. 
The  fame. year  jfhmiaj^  the  faMb  Prophet,    took  off* the  wooden    Yoke 
whk:h>7^^^^'^^^^  ^^^^^  as  a  Sign  of^  the  Captivity  of  th^  Jim/,  and  brake  k: 

-Vaunting^  sbaf  in  like  mamier,  after  two  years,-  (  God  woukl  br^  the  Strength 
of  J3^^tf/,..and  the  Yoke  which  he  laid  on  all  Nations:  and-that  he  would  neftoro^ 
JtcoHfas,  and  all  the  Jews^  with  the  Veflels,  and  Riches  of  the  Temple,  and  put  an 

; Endto ail thcfe Troubles^.  Butjersmiahj  inftead of  hiswoodeoYoke^  wore aCollar 

.  o<>  Iron  ;   and  in  fign  iYiait^  Ananias  had  given  a  falfe,   and  deceitful  H(^  to  the 

^People,  he  foretold  the  Death  pf  this  falfe  Prophet,J  which  .accordingly  came  ta 

.  paf$  iii  thd  feventh  Month. 

After  this,  Whea  Stidekiab  had  wavered  long  between^ Fsfirbf  and  Paffion,  **  iii« 
the  eighth  Year  of  his  Keign,  he  pra6tifed  more  ferioufly  zig^xtAk  Nibucbadmzzar 
whh  his.>}eighbouff,  the  EdamifeSj  Ammaniiis^.Moabites^  Tyriamy  and  others^ 
who  were  promifed  great  Aids  by  the  Egyptians^  in  Confidence  of  whofe  aflill- 
ilancehe  refalved  ta&ake  qffche'fiaJ^ii/d»  Yoke,  whereof  when  j^^r^iifi^^ 
wa^  inforhied,  <  he  marched  wkh  hb  Army  in  the  dead  of  Winter,   towards  Je^ 

,  rufdkmf  ^n^  bj^eged  it.  ^trmtak  p^^4tL6tA,Zedekiab  to  render  theCity, .  aod 
bimfelf  toMn»:  BM^IMikiab^  being  confident  (^  Help  froofi^^r^/,  and  being 
perfwaded  by  his' Prinees^   and  falfe  Prophets,  that  it  was  impoffible  that  the 

^Ki^gd6m  of  yudai^ihoMld  be  extirpated  iintil  the  Comiog  o(Sbiloy  according 
to  y^r^^'s  Priophecy,-  Gm,  xliz.  lo.  he  deiptfed  the  Ckxiniel  of  Jtremab^  and 
Imprifoned  bim.  For  y^rraiiVii&t  had  told.  thelKing  that  the  City  £bould  be  takea 
and  burnt*;  that  Cher  King  fliould  notelcape;  but  be  taken  Prifoner,  and  brought 
to  the  Prefence  of  Nebucbadntzzar:  That  iie  fliould  nor  perifli  by  the  Sword,

And  t^bough 
the  Beiieged  alfo  railed  CquQter* Buildings,  like  unto  tbefe,  yet  the  great  N$kU' 
bucbadnezzar^  who  qommaaded  all  ^.Regioos  thereiibojiOi.ai¥l  had  the  Woods, 
and  Rivers  at  his  Command,  found  out  i^^os  totiii^ppoint  and  overthrow  ail 
the  Citizens  EndeavourSt  and  to  bfrat  dow,n  their  T.owers  as  f^.as  they  raifed 
them.  For  fan  own  Worka  w«re  guarded, by  die  Walls  of  3^tfri(/&/^»,  whereas 
theirs  within  l^y  open  to  his  Batteties.  Ste&c^*  both  ^;mm^,AxA  Peftilence. 
(which  commonly  acconr^any  Men  ftraidy  befieged) /grew  f^  upon  them, 
whereby,  when  the  Ni^mber,  Strength  and  Course  of  tbe  J^t^jtiiukd,  jthe  Chal- 
deans  made  a  Br^ch,  apd  forcing. an  Entry,  their  Princes  did  feat  thamfelves  as 
Lords  of  the  Town,  iit  tbe  Qiiddfle  <SAte»  %.l(^mg^ism'u  2,  3^4-  jl^^*  JWWX.  2,  3* 
and  lii.  5,  fcfc. 

Zedekiab^  beholding  this  uncpmforMble>S«ght,  and  fiodiog  00  other  I^nsxo 
efcape  the  preient  Dar]^er,  Joft  b<^h  his  Courage  aad  ffepdacooce,  andihifted 
himfclf, .  together  with. his  Wives,  Children,  Pun/ccs,  and  ptincip^l  Serwofs,  out 
of  the  City,. by ^  ^^y  under-ground,  leaving  hi$;L«iaaed,  apd  now  headlefs 
Subjrds  to  the  mercilcfs  Sword^  of  their  enraged  Enemies.  Thus  be„  who,  whien 
the  Pipphet  Jenmiab  pcrfwaded  him  to  render  himfelf,  dei^JE^d  bpth  the  Counfel 
of  God,  and  the  Army  apd  Force  pf  N&bu^k^dn^^^oarj  u£ed.now  tbe.  rjsme^y 
which  one  calls,  ji  wotful^  Jbameful  and  unfortunate  Shift.

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By  this  fecret  fubterranean  Vault,  Zedecbiab  ftole  away,  and  by  the  help  of  die 
dark  Night,  recovered  the  Pkins,  or  Defarts  oijericbo.  But  by  reafon  of  the 
Train  that  followed  him  and  his  (every  one  leading  with  him  thofe  vrbma  he  loved 
bcft)  he  was  eafiiy  traced  and  purfued.  How  great  foever  the  Company  was  that 
attended  him,  yet  certain  it  is,  that  they,  on  whofe  Fidelity  he  moft  relied,  no 
'  fooner  beheld  the  Chaldeans  to  draw  near,  but  they  all  abandoned  bb  Defence,  and 

*  Ihifted  for  themfelves  in  the  Defarts,  as  they  could.  For  wb^m  G^d  badfarfaken^ 
no  Man  regarded.  And  thus  Zedekiab  was  taken  by  the  Minifters  of  God's  Ven- 
geance, %nd  being  made  a  Prifoner,   together  with  his  Children,  and  Princes^ 

•  he  was  carried  to  RibUb^  in  the  Tribe  of  Neptbalim^  where  Nebucbadnezzar 
then  lay,  as  a  Place  indifferent  bcVNCtnJerufalun  and  Tjre^  with  both  -whidi 
Places  he  had  at  one  Time  to  de. 

Now  when  Nebuckainezzar  hz^  laid  before  Zedekiab^  fhe  many  Graces  and 
Favours  which  he  had  conferred  upon  him^f  together  with  the  notable  Falftiood 
/and  Perjury  wherewith  he  had  requited  him,  Jie  commanded  bis  Children, 
^Princes,  and  Friends  to:  be  flain  betore  his  Face.  J'his  being  done,  to-the  end 
that  fo  lamentable  ^  Spedacie  (hould  be  the  laft,  that  ever  he  fliould  behold  in 
this.WorJd,  hecauied  his  Eyes  to  be  put  out,  and  fo  carried  him  like  a  Slave 
to  Babylon^  where  he  confumed  the  reft  of  his  Life  in  perpetual  Imprifonment. 
'Herein  was  that  marvellous  Prophecy  of  Ezekiel^  fulfilled ;  /  wi/i  bring  bim  to 
JB4by]on,  and  be /hall  not  fee  it ^  Ezek.  xii.  ig. 

Thus  in  the  eleventh,  and  laft  Year  of  Zedekiab^  which  was  the  eighteenth  of  Nc^ 
'bucbadnezzar^  the  Ctalde^MS  eutvcd  Jeru/alemy  by  Force,  where  fparing  neither 
Sex  nor  Age,  they  put  all  to  the  Sword  that  they  found  therein. 

In  the  Year  next  following,  Nebuzaradan^  *  the  General  of  the  Saiyloni/b 
Army,  burnt  the  4Cing*s  Palace,  and  the  whole  City  of  Jerufalem^  and  after 
the  Fire  had  lafted  from  the  feventh  to  the  tenth  Day,  he  alfo  burnt  the  Temple 
of  God  to  the  Ground,  the  richeft  and  moft  magnificent  Place  that  ever  the  Sun 
faw,  when  it  had  ftood  four  hundred  thirty  and  one  Years. 

After  this,  upon  a-lecond  Sezrch^^Nebuzar^dan  (not  yet  fatiated  with  Blood) 
commanded  (eventy  and  two  others-to  be  flain,  which  had  hidden  themfelves  from 
the  firft  Fury,  to  wit,  the  chief,  and  the  fecond  Prieft,  two  Commanders  of 
Zedekiab  his  Men  of  War,  five  of  houfliold  Servants,  and  Ibmc  others,-  carrying 
away  to  J3^/^  the  abltft  of  the  People  through  all  Judea^  and  leaving  the 
pooreft  labouring  People,  with  forae  that  followed  the  Party  of  NeiuchadneTszar^ 
to  till  the  Ground,}  over  whom  he  placed  Gedaliabj  the  Nephew  of  that  Saphan^ 
whom  Jofias  had  formerly  employed  in  the  Reformation  of  Religion.  This  Gf- 
^  daliabj  a  Jew  by  Nation,  left  Zedekiab^,  zs  it  feemeth,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
War,  and  by  Jeremiabh  Dcfire  to  live  with  him,  its  probable  had  embraced 
the  fame  advice,  which  the  Prophet  gave  to  Zedekiab^  which  was,  to  fubmit 
himfelf  CO  the  Baiylonian  King,  who  being  ordained  of  God  for  them,  as  an  Jn- 
-ftrument  of  his  Juftice,  was  therefore  irrefiftble. 

The  Prophet  Jertmiah^  being  left  to  his  own  choice  to  Uve  where  he  pleafcd, 
chofc  to  go  to  Gedeliab^  to  whom  he  was  commended  by  Nebuzaradan^  ^and  he,

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tiot  only  entertained  him  kmdly,  -j:  but  comforted  him,  and  all  the  other  Jtws 
that  were  left  under  his  Charge,  promifing  them  Favour^  and  Liberty,  fo  Jor>g  as 
they  remained  obedient  Subjedts  to  Nebuchadnezzar ^  t^  whono  he  was  cftabii&ed 
Proviocia:!  Governour  orer  bis  own  Nation. 

But  ere  lihe  Year  wa^  expired,  sl  Prince  of  the  late  King's  Fanvily  (who  during 
the  Siege  of  Jfrc^/^/^miiad  (heltcred  himfelf  from  tke  Scorm  mi\\  Baalis^  King 
of  the  Jmrnoniie^)  betog  attended  by  ten  other  chofen  Men,  whilfl:  Gedaliah 
fefiftcd  theci  in  MitfpaJ?^  the  City  cf  his  Rcfidence,  they  traitcrouQy  flew  him, 
,  together  with  divjerfc  Chaldeans  and  Jews  that  accompanied  him  X  This  done, 
'  4hey  efcaped,  and  in  their  way^  encountring  with  eighty  Perfons,  repairing  to- 
ward Gedaliah^  with  PreC^nts,  they  flew  moft  of  them,  and  only  fpared  fome, 
who  promiied  to  ^ifcaver  to  them  feme  Treafures  that  were  ividden  in  ihe  Fields 
during  the  War-  They  took  with  them  alfo  a  Daughter  of  Zed  kiah  committed 
to  the  car«  of  Gedaliah  by  Nebuchadnezzar :  This  Treachery  of  I/wael  had  been 
formerly  difcovered  to  Gedaliah^  by  Johanan^  one  of  the  Captains  of  the  few 
remaining  Jews^  but  he  would  not  believe  it. 

Judea  being  now  without  a  Governour  (for  Ifmael  dufft  not  take  it  upon  hiqj, 
but  fled  as  fait  as  he  coujd  to  the  Ammoniiei)  the  Refidue  of  tlie  Jew$^  fearing  the 
Revenge  of  the  Chalde4ns^  rcfohred  to  fly  into  Ejypt^  and  btiboght  Jeremiah  tt> 
aik  Counlel  c^God  for  them,  who  returned  anl'wer,  that  if  they  remained  i^ 
Judea^  God  iMOuid  provide  for  them,  and  fliew  them  Mercy;  but  if  they  fought 
to  fave  themfelves  in  Egypt^  ]  they  Ihould  then  undoubtedly  perifli.  Notwith- 
ilanding  which  Advice,  the  j£ws  held  their  Determination,  and  defpiied  the 
Oracle  of  God ;  and  conib-aining  Jeremiah^  and  Barucb^  to  accompany  them* 
they  went  into  Egypt  jtnd  by  the  Pcrmiflion  of  Pharaoh^  they  dwelt  in  Taphnes ; 
where,  when  Jeremiah  often  reproved  them  for  their  Idolatry,  foretelling  the  De- 
^ftr-uftion  of  themfelves,  and  the  Egyptians^  he  was,  by  thefe  his  own  hard-hearted 
•and  ingtate&l  Countryinaen^  ftoned  to  Death,  and  by  the  Egyptians^  who  greatly 
reverenced  him,  buried  near  the  Sepulchre  of  their  Kings,  Jer,  xlii.  and  xliii. 

The  nineteenth  Year  of  Nebuchadnezzar*^  Reign  it  was,  when  dtftroying  ut- 
terly the  great  and  mighty  City  of  Jerufalem^  he  exceedingly  enriched  himfclf 
ifvitb  the  Spoils  of  it,  and  the  Temple,  and  by  that  dreadful  Exampfc  terrified 
all  thoie  that  fliould  dare  to  reflfi  him«  From  that  Time  forward,  he,  to  his 
ithrec  and  twentieth  Year,  laboured  in  the  Conquefl:  of  thofe  adjoining  Countries, 
AK^hich  God  hath  expofed  unto  his  Sword,  and  commanded  to  wear  his  Yoke, 
^lamely,  the  Ed$mites^  M^abitesj  Ammonifes^  tyrians^  Sidonians^  and  Egyp- 
tians^ though  fome  of  thefe  were  already  become  his  Followers,  and  iicrved  un- 
-der  him  when  Jcrufalem  was  taken,  and  bun)C  But  the  Tyrians^  whofc  City 
was  buik  upon  an  IQand^  and  therefore  iecure  from  the  Invafion  of  any  Land- 
Army,  and  whefe  Fleet  was  fo  llrong,  that  they  needed  not  to  fear  any  Enemy 
at  Sea,  were  neither  daunted  with  the  Fall  of  then*  neighbour  City,  ror  with 
the  ohftinatf  Rr  folur ion  of  this  mighty  K^ing,  employing  all  his  Wit,  and  Power, 
to  work  their  Subverfion. 

Tnat  the  City  of  Tyre  was  rather  well  pleafcd  than  any  way  difcouraged  with 
riie  Deftru(Stion  of  Jerufi  Viw,  it  appeareth  by  the  Words  which  Ezekiel  condemn- 
die,  as  the  common  Voice  of  Tyrus^  £zek.  xxvi.  2.  4 ha  1  she  Gaie  ojthe  People  is

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broken^  it   is  turned  unto  me  \  For  feeing  Jbi  is  defolate^   IJball  be  repleni/hed. 
Yet  at  length,  that  great  Work  before-mentioned  began  to  appear  above  Water,, 
and  fo  to  threaten  them  with  inevitable  Mifchief. 

Nebuchadnezzar  ftill  follows  his  Work  hard,  notwithftanding  all  Difcourage- 
ments,  and  in  the  thirteenth  Year  of  the  Siege,  and  the  nineteenth  of  his  Reign, . 
he  had  brought  it  tp  fuch  Perfbftion,  that  now  the  Citizens  defpaired  of  hdding 
outagainft  him  ;  whereupon  all  the  chiefeft  of  them  imbarked  themfclvcs,  their 
Famih'cs,  and  Treafures  in  their  Fleet,  and  efcaped  to  the  Ifle  of  Cyprus^  but 
the  poorer  fort  were  left  to  the  Fury  of  the  Enemy  %  who  being  enraged  for  being 
put  to  fo  much  pains,  flew  with  the  Sword,  not  only  fuch  People  of  Tyre  as 
dwelt  on  the  Continent  (who  are  called  her  Daughters  in  the  Field)  but  the  lik^ 
Execution  was  done  in  the  Street,  inta  which,  with  exceflive  Labour,  the  Chaldeans 
maJe  way  for  his  Horfcs,  and  Chariots.  Thus  Nebuchadnezzar  made  his  Ai^^ 
my  ferve  a  great  Service^  againfi  Tyrus,  wherein  every  Head  was  made  baldy  and 
every  Shoulder  was  made  bare ;  yet  had  he  no  Usages;  nor  his  Army^  Efek.  xxix. 
1 8.  but  was  fain  to  reft  contented  with  the  Honour  of  having  dcftroyed  that  City,. 
which  in  all  Mens  Judgments  had  been  held  invincible. 

The  Deftruftion  of  thefe  two  great,  and  powerful  Cities,  having  made  tte 
Name  of  the  Chaldeans  Axt^dSxA  in  the  Ears  of  all  the  Nations  round  about,  Nebu^ 
chadnezzar  ufed  this  Advantage  of  that  Reputation,  which  he  had  obtained  by 
his  Viftories  already  gotten,  to  the  getting  of  more  and  more  profitable,  with  lels 
pains.  The  Kingdom  of  Egypt  was  the  Mark  which  he  chiefly  aimed  at;  a 
Country  fo  abounding  in  Riches  and  Pleafures;  that  it  might  well  have  tempted 
any  Prince,  finding  himfclf  ftrong  enough,  to  pick  occafion  of'  Quarrel  againft 
it.  Bcfidcs,  it  was  fo  far  an  Enemy  to  the  Crown  of  Siibylon^  that,  had  it  been 
far  poorer,  yet  it  muft  have  been  fubdued,  or  the  Conqueft  of  Syria  could  not 
have  been  fecurcd. 

Yet  was  it  needful,  that  before  he  entered  upon  this  BufineHi,  the  Countries  ad- 
jacent Oiould  be  reduced  into  fuch  Terms,  that  either  they  fliould  wholly  ftand  at 
his  Devotion,  or,  at  leaft,  be  able  not  to  work  him  any  Difpleafure.  And  here- 
in the  Decree  of  God  concurred  (as  in  all  profperous  Enterprizes)  with  Rcafon  of 
State.  For  the  People  of  Afi>tf^,  Ammon^  Edom^  Damafcus^  Kedar;  Hazor^ 
and  other  adjoining  Regions,  whom  God  for  their  Sins,  had  condemned  to  fall 
under  the  Babylonian'  Yoke,  were  fuch,  as  regarding  only  their  own  Gain,  had, 
feme  of  them.  Tike  Ravens,  followed  the  Chaldean  Army,  to  feed  upon  the  Car- 
'cafles  that  fell  by  the  Cruelty  thereof.  Others  taking  advantage  of  their  Neigh- 
bours Miferies,  occupied  the  Countries,  which,  by  his  Viftories,  belonged  to 
Nebuchadnezzar  i  all  of  them  thinking,  that  when  the  Babylonian  had  fa- 
tisfied  his  Fury,  he  would  be  forced  to  forfake  thoft  dcfolatc  Countries, 
and  leave  the  Poflefljon  of  them  to  thofe  who  could  firft  feize  upon 
them.  Particularly,  the  Edomites^  and  Philiftines^  had  fliewed  much  Malice 
againft  the  Jews  when  their  City  was  taken,  Ezek.  xxv.  12,  15.  Whether 
they  had  done  any  good  Service  to  the  Chaldeans^  it  appears  not,  if  they  did 
any,  it  is  like  to  have  been  in  reference  to  their  own  Advantage,  wherein  yet  they 
were  deceived.  The  Ammonites  were  not  contented  to  rejoice  only  at  the  Fall  of 
Jerufalem^  but  prefcntly  they  entered  upon  the  Country  of  Gad^  and  took  poflTcf- 
fion  of  it,  as  if,  not  the  Chaldeans^  but  they  had  fubdued  Ifrael^  Ezek.  xxv.  3. 
Jer.  xlix.  i.     Nekher  can  it  be  imagined  what  other  defign  Baalis^  King  of  the 
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Ammonites  had,  when  he  fcnt  Ifmael^  a  Prince  of  the  Blood  of  Judab^  to  murther 
Gedaliab^  whom|the  Kingof  i^tf^^/had  madeGovernoar  over  chofethat  remained 
in  Ifruel^  and  to  carry  Captive  into  the  Ammonites  Country,  the  People  that 
abode  in  Mizpab^  than  a  defire  of  entangling  Nebucbadnezxar  with  fo  many  La- 
bours at  once,  as  fhould  force  him  to  retire  to  his  own  Country,  and  abandon 
thofe  wafted  Lands,  to  himfelf,  and  others,  for  whom  they  ]ay  conveniently. 
Such,  or  the  like  Policy,  the  Moabites  al(b  did  exercife,  whofe  Pride,  and 
Wrath  were  made  fruftrate  by  God,  and  their  Diffimulation  condemned,  as  not 
doine  right,  Jer.  xK  14.  and  xii.  2.  and  x.  and  xxviii,  27,  &r. 

All  thefe  Nations  bad  the  Art  of  ravening,  which  is  familiar  to  fuch  as  either 
live  in,  or  that  border  upon  Defarts ;  and  now  the  time  miniftred  occafion  to 
them  to  (hew  the  uttermoft  Cunning  of  their  thievifli  Wits.  But  Nebucbadnez- 
xar made  void  all  their  Devices  by  (harp,  and  fudden  War  upon  them,  over* 
whelming  them  with  unexpedted  Ruin,  as  it  were  in  one  Night,  according  to 
the  PropheQes  of  •  Ifaiab^  Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel^  who  all  foretold,  with  little 
difference  of  Words,  the  Greatnefs,  and  Swiftnefs  of  the  Mifery  that  (hould 
come  upon  them.  It  appeals  not  with  which  of  them  he  firft  began  ;  but  it, 
feems  that  Moab  was  the  laft  that  felt  his  heavy  Hand  ;  for  fb  many  interpret 
that  Prophefy  of  IJaiab^  threatning  Moab  with  Deftru6tion  after  three' Years,  as 
having  reference  to  the  third  Year  following  the  Dcftruftion  ofjeru/alem :  the 
next  Year  after  it,  being  fpent  in  the  Egyptian  Expedition.  This  is  evident,  that 
all  the  principal  Towns  in  thefe  Countries  were  burnt,  and  the  People  either  flun, 
or  made  Captives,  few  excepted,  who  faved  themfclvcs  by  Flight,  and  had  not 
the  Courage  to  return  to  their  Habitations  too  haftily,  much  leu  to  attempt  any 
thing  againft  Nebuchadnezzar:  but  lived  as  miierable  Out  laws,  until  the  end  of 
the  feventy  Years  which  GodJiad  appointed  for  the  Defdation  of  the  Countries, 
as  well  as  of  the  Land  of  Judea. 

When  by  a  long  courfe  of  Vidory  Nebuebddntzzar  had  brought  into  Subjec- 
tion all  the  Nations  of  Syria^  and  the  bordering  Arabians j  in  fuch  wife  as  that  no 
Enemy  co^himfelf,  or  Friend  to  the  Egyptian j  was  left  at  his  Back,  that  might  either 
impede  his  Proceedings,  or  take  Advantage  of  any  Misfortune  that  might  befall 
him ;  thendidbeforthwithapply  himielftotheConqueftof  £^^/,  upon  which  thofe 
other  Nations  had  formerly  been  Dependants.  Of  this  Expedition,  and  the  vic- 
torious Iflfue  therecrf*,  the  three  great  Prophets,  I/aiah^  Jeremiah^  and  Ezekiel  have 
written  fo  plainly,  that  its  altogether  n^le&to  feek  after  any  other  Authority  to 
confirm  the  fame.  It  was  long  before  prophefied  by  Ifaiahj  that  the  King  of 
AJfyria^  or  Babylon^  fliould  lead  away  the  Egyptians  Prifoners,  and  the  Ethi- 
opians Captives,  young,  and  old,  naked  and  barefoot^  even  with  their  Buttocks 
uncovered  to  the  Shame  of  Egypt^  Ifaiab.  xx.  4. 

:R\xtJEzekiel^  and  Jeremiah^  as  their  Prophefies  were  nearer  to  thetimeof  Exe« 
cution,  io  they  bandied  this  Argument  more  plainly,  and  precifely.  For 
Ezekiel  tells  us  clearly,  that  Egypt  fhould  be  given  to  Nebuchadnezzar  as 
Wages  for  his  great  Service  which  he  had  done  againft  9>^,  Ezek.  xxix. 
iS,  199  20.  lu  recounteth  alfo  in  particular  all  the  chief  Cities  in  Egypt ^ 
fayingt  that  thefe  by  name  Ihould  be  deftroyed,  and  go  into  Captivity: 
yea,  and  that  JPharoah^  and  all  his  Army  Ihould  be  flain  by  the  Sword, 
£zek.  XXX.  4,  io>  &^.  Chap.xxxii.  2.  tTc  Aad  the  Prophet  Jeremiah  (iuth  thus.

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BthoU  I  mill  vifit  ibe  common  Pe$pk  of  Noc,  Md  Pbiroah,  and  Egypt,  witl^ 
their  Gods  and  their  Kings^  evsn  Pharoab  and  all  that  trnji  in  bim\  and  I  will 
deliver  them  into  the  Hands  of  tho/e  that  ftek  their  Livetj  and  into  the  Hand  of 
Nebuchadnezzar  King  of  Babel,  and  into  the  Hands  of  bis  Servants^  Jcr.  xlri. 
25,  26.  Jojiphus  accordingly  iaich»  thax  Nebuchadnezzar  in  rhe  three  and  twen- 
tieth Year  of  his  Rcign^  and  in  the  fifteenth  Year  after  the  DeftrudliOn   ofje- 
rufalem^  did  conquer  Egypty  and  kill  the  King  thereof^  appointing  a  Viceroy 
to  govern  it.     And  it  i»  evident  that  his  VjiEtoried,  which  followed  his  Conqueft 
of  Sytia^  were  fuch  as  did  more  enlarge  hia  Dominions^  than  all  hi» former  Wars 
had  done.     For  Ezekiel  in  his  xxxth  Chapter  reckoneth  op  (befides  che  whole 
Country  of  Egypt)  Phut  and  Ltid^  with  other  Nations  that  may  feem  to  have 
reached  as  far  as  into  Mauritania^  which  were  oonqnered  by  him,  and  added  to 
his  Empire.     And  truly  it  is  worth  Obfcrvation  how  Pbaroabj  King  of  Egypty 
was  infatuated  by  God,  who  thought  bimfelf  mofl:  fafe  in  his  own  Country  by 
reafon  of  the  wcll-defenccdSicuatioa  thereof,  and  therefore  very  un  wifely  fuffered 
his  Enemies  to  make  a  clear  way  to  his  own  Doors  by  the  Conqueft  of  all  his 
Friends  and  Allies  in  Syria.  For  as  the  Labour  of  tbis  Bufinefs  did  more  harden 
than  weary  the  Chaldean  Army,  to  the  Confidence,  and  vaw  Security  of  the 
Egyptians^  relying  upon  the  Diiicuhy  of  the  Pafitgcsi  which  the  Enemy  was 
to  make  through  the  jirabian  Deiarts^  amd  the  great  Advantage  which  the  Ri-   ' 
ver  Nilus  afforded,  did  little  avail  them,  when  the  War  came  on  ;  yea,  it  did 
much  aftonlfli  them  (as  may  juAly  be  thoaght)  in  the  time  of  Execution.     It 
heing  ufually  feen^  tbat  the  Hearts  ofMtnfail^  wbem  thoft  Helps  deceive  theWy 
in  which  they  bad  repofed  more  Conjidenee  tbam  im  ihtir  own  VirPuej  and  VaUur. 
Until  this  time,  the  Kingdom  o(  Egypt  huH  AoocUbed  onder  the  Rvle  and 
Govwrnment  of  the  Pbaraobs  for  above  the  Space  of  one  choufarid  four  hundred 
and  eighty  Years.     But  from  this  time  forward,  ii  remained  forty  Years  with- 
out a  King,  under  the  Subje&ion  of  the  BaiyloMiam  ;  and  then  at  length,  it  be- 
gaato  recover,  by  little  and  little,  the  former  Greatocfs  :  Yet  fb,  chat  it  was 
never  dreadful  UQto  oehersi  a«  it  bad  bees,  God  hanoag  find  of  that  FVople ;  jft 
the  end  of  forty  Tears  I  witl  gobbet  the  Egyptians  frowo  tbe  People  whitber  they 
were  fcattered  s  and  I  will  kring  ageun  the  Cafdvi^  e/ Egypi^  and  will  caufe 
thm  to  return  into  the  Land  e?/Pathro8,  into  the  LanA  of  their  Habitation^  and 
they  fhall  be  yet  a  bafe  Kingdom.     It  fifdl  be  tlm  kafefi  of  the  Kingdoms^  neither 
fhall  it  exalt  it f elf  any  more  above  the  ifattons  ^  for  I  will  diminijb  them  tbat  they 
fhall  no  more,  rule  over  the  Natiomsy  mniitfoaU  ke  no  more  ibe  Confidence  of  the 
Houfe  ^/Ifrael,  Ezek.  xxix.  i^y  14,  15,  16.     For  wheireas  it  had  been  faid 
of  Pharaoh^  I  am  the  Son  of  the  mfe^  the  Son  of  oMient  Kings^  Ma.  xix.   rr. 
and  whereas  they  had  vaunted,  the  River  is  mine^  and  I  *ttw  made  it,  Ezek. 
xxix.  9.  The  Princes  of  Egypty  now  became  Posts^  tbi  River  failed  tbem^  the 
King  hifnfelfwas  now  taken'  andfiaiwy  ami  tbat  ancient  Linkage  ^as  gurte  extrn** 
guijhcd. 

Of  any  Wars  made  by  Ncbmbadnezzar  afi«r  foch»  rime  »  be  returned  fipom 
tht.C(H\q}Xt{i  o£  Eixpty  werfcadnot^  cawpt. t&at agai»ft' APM^*8^,  the* Eteflfrutr- 
tion  whereof  was  foretold  by  the-  Prophet.  Nifnevek  indeed  had  been  takenr 
long  before  by  Merodock,  and  together  with,  the  reft  efj^ria^  made  fubjeA  ro 
Babylon.  Y^  watitlef«  uft4caf  ai  pecuiidr  King,  wilo»  rebelfing'  agtin^lf  M^- 
I  cbadnezzary 
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chadnezzafy  ^  yebcatbim  znd  ZeJeksabj  Tributary  Kings  of  yuJah^  had  done, 
was  made  Partaker  ajfo  of  the  fame  Ruin.  That  the  Deftru^tion  ofNineveb  follow- 
ed the  Conqueil  of  i^/>/>  is  clear  by  the  Comparifon  which  Nabum  the  Prophet 
made,  between  this  City  that  was  to  fall,  and  the  City  of  Noe  in  Egypi^  which 
was  fallen  already;  Nabum  \\u  8,  &c»  Art  tbou  better  tban  populous 't^ocy  tbai 
wasjituate  among  ft  t  be  River  s^  tbat  bad  t  be  Waters  round  about  it  \  wbofs 
Rampart  was  tbe  Sea^  and  ber  Wall  was  from  tbe  Sea.  Ethiopia  and  Egypt 
were  ber  Strengtbj  and  it  was  infinite :  Put  and  Lubim  were  ber  Helpers.  Tet 
was  ftte  carried  away^  Jbo  went  into  Captivity ;  ber  young  Cbildren  alfo  were 
dafbed  in  Pieces  at  tbe  top  of  all  tbe  Streets^  and  tbey  caft  Lots  for  her  bonourable 
Meny  and  all  ber  great  Men  were  bound  in  C bains.  Tbou  alfofballbe  drunken  i 
iboujhall  be  bid  j  tbou  alfo  fh alt  feek  Strength  b^caufe  of  tbe  Enemy ^  &c. 

This  great  Monarch  having  thus  fpent  his  younger  Days  in  enlarging  his 
Dominions,  he  betook  himfelf  to  Reft,  tbat  he  might  reap  the  Fruit  of  his  for- 
mer Labours ;  and  the  firft  thing  that  be  applied  himfelf  to,  was  to  beautify  his 
Imperial  City  of  Babylon^  adding  a  new  City  to  the  old,  which  he  compafTed 
about  with  three  Walls,  and  made  in  them  ftately  Gates.  And  near  the  for* 
mer  Palace  he  built  a  new  one,  more  ftately  than  it,  wherein  he  raifed  Stone- 
works, like  unto  Mountains,  which  he  planted  with  all  manner  of  Trees.  He 
made  alfo  Penfile  Gardens  (one  of  the  World's  Wonders)  borne  upon  Arches, 
four  Square,  each  Square  being  four  hundred  Foot  long,  Blled  above  with  Earthy 
whereon  grew  all  forts  of  Trees  and  Plants.  The  .Arches  were  built  one  above 
another  in  a  convenient  Height,  ftiti  increafing  as  they  afcended.  The  higheft, 
which  did  bear  the  Walls  on  the  Top,  were  fifty  Cubits  high,  io  that  they  equa- 
lized the  higheft  Mountains.  He  made  alio  AquaduSIs  for  the  watering  of  this 
Garden,  which  ieemed  to  hang  in  the  Air.  This  moft  fumptuous  Frame, 
which  outlafted  all  the  Remainder  of  the  Affyrian^  and  all  the  Perfian  Empire, 
f»  faid  ta  have  been  reared  and  finiflied  in  fifteen  Days.  H«  erected  alfo  an 
Image  of  Gold  in  the  Plain  of  Dura^  Hxry  Cubits  high,  and  fix  broad,  com- 
manding all  his  Servants,  and  Subjeds  to  fall  down  and  worfhip  it,  Dan.  iii. 
»,  &c- 

But  of  all  this^  and  other  hisMagniHcence,wefind  Cttleolfe  recorded,  fa ve  that 
which  indeed  is  moft  profitable  for  us  to  confider,  to  wit,  his  overvaluing  of  his 
own  Greamefs,  which  abafed  him  to  a  Conditioa  inferior  tothe  pooreft  of  Men. 
Forr  whereas  God  had  honoured  him,  not  only  with,  many  greats  and  glorious 
Vidorics,  and  much  Happincfs  in  bis  own  Life;  but  with  a  rare  Difcovery  of 
Things  that  were  t^  come  after,  him  ;  yea,  and  bad  manifefted  the  Certainty 
of  bis  Dreanis,  by  the  miraculous  reducing,  of  it  into  his  Memory,  and  given 
hiiD  the  Interpret-iiion  thereof  by  the  Prophet  Daniel  * ;  He^  notwithftanding,  be- 
came fo  forgetful  of  God,  whofe  wonderful  Power  he  had  fcen,  and  acknow- 
ledged^ tbat  he  caufed  that  Golden  Imagp  to  be  fet  up,  and  worfhipped,  ap- 
pointing a  cruel  Death  for  rhem  thar  fhould  dare  to  difobey  Ww^  which  was  ut- 
tefdy  unlawful  ^d  repugnant  to  the  Law  of  him  that  is  King  of  Kings ;  and 
thus»  he  wfco  fo  latelv  bad  worlhipped  B^wi^/i  the  Servant  of  God,  as  if  he 
had  been  God  himfelf,  now  commanded  a  Statue  to  be  crc(5ted-  unto  himfelf, 
whereun  himfelf  might  be  worfliipped  as  God :  From  this  Impiety  it  plcafed  God 
to  rccall»  and  reclaimiiimf  by  the  wonderful  and  miraculous  Delirery  of  thofe 

three 
^  Dan»  ii.  31,  &c« 
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three  bleflfed  Saints  f,  out  of  the  fiery  Furnace,  who  being  thrown  bound  into 
the  midft  of  it,  for  refuGng  to  commit  that  abominable  Idolatry,  wcreprcfcrv- 
cd  frofit  all  Hurt  of  the  Fire,  loofened  from  their  Bonds,  accompanied  by  an 
Angel,  and  at  laft,  called  out  by  the  King,  and  reftorcd  to  their  former  Hot 
noiir. 

J^ebucbadne^izar  being  amazed  at  the  Miradc>  made  a  Decree  tending  to  the 
JHonqurpf  God,  whom  by  the.  Ereftion  of  his  Image  J , lie  had  diflionoured. 
yet  was  not  this  Devotion  fo  rooted  in  him,  that  he  could  bring  forth.  Fruit  an- 
jfwerable  to  his  hafty  Zeal :  .Therefore  was  he  forewarned  of  God  in  a  Dream, 
pf  a  terrible  Judgment  jr/hich  hung  over  his  tJeacj,  which  Daniel  expounding, 
withal  counfcljcd  him  to  break  off  bis  JSin  by  RigbteQufnefs^  and  bis  Iniquities  by 
fiewing, Mercy  to  tbe  Poor^  .that  tbere  might  be  a  lengtbening  'i>f  bis  Tranquiliij^ 
Dan.  iv.  whence  it^feecps,  that.Injuftjce,  ar\d  Cruelty  were  his  Faults,  for  which 
;he  was  thus  thr^atned  :  Bur  neither  did  the-^Dream,  nor  Advice  of  Daniel  fb  pre- 
vail.    For  probably  he  believed  it  nor,  but  looked  upon  Jt. as  an  idle  Dream.; 
Jbr  that  it  feemed  altogether  unlikely,  that  fo  great  a  Monarch  fliould  be  driven 
.fromamongfl:.  Men,  yea,  compelled  to  dwell  with  the  Beafts  of  the  Field,  aad 
.made  tpeatjuirafsas  thepxen  •,  this  was  altogether  incredible  in  Man's  Judg- 
ment, and  therefore  givinjg  fo  little  heed  to.  it, .  its  no  oaarvel  that  Jie  had  forgot- 
cten  it  at  the  Year's  end. 

One  whole  Year  was  given  to  this  haughty  Prince  wherdn  to  repent,  which 
refpicing  of  the  Execution  may  feem  to  have  bred  in  him  Forgetfulnefs  of  God's 
:  iSentence.  ^^or  at  the  end  of  twelve  >Month^,  as  he  was  walking  in  his  Royal  Pa- 
lace of  Babel^  he  was  fo  overjoyed,  and  tranfported  with  a  vain  Contemplation 
,.of  his  own  feeming  Happinefs,  that  without  all  Fear  of  God's  heavy  JudgmeQt 
pronounced  againft  him,  he  uttered  thcfe  proud  Words :  Is  not  tbis  great  Babylon 
that  I  bave  built  for  tbe  Houfe  of  tbe  Kingdom^  by  tbe  Mfgbt  of  my  Power^  artd 
for  tbe  Honour  of/ny  Maj^y  ? 

But  his  proud  Speeches  were  not  fully  ende^t  ^bcn  aToice  fromrHeaven  told 
him,  that  his  Kingdom  was  departed  from  bim^  &c.  And  the  fame  Hour  the 
.thing  was  fulfilled  upon  Nebucbadnezzar^  and  be  was  driven  from  Men^  and 
did  eat  Grafs  as  Oxtn^  and  bis  Body  was  wet  witb  tbe  Dew  of  Heaven^  tiH 
his  Hair  was  grown  like  J^agles  Featbers^  and  bis  Nails  like  Birds  Claws ^  Dan. 
:iv,  33,  ^c. 

This  his  Punilhment  was  fingular,  andunexpefted.  For  he  ran  amongft 
^eafts  in  the  Fields,  and  Woods,  where,  for  feven  Years  he  lived,  not  only  as  a 
(avageMan,  but  as  a  favage  Beaft ;  forafieaft  he  thought  himfdfto  be,  and 
therefore  fed  himlelf  in  the  fame  manner,  and  with  the  fame  Food  that  Beafts  do. 
Not  that  he  was  chansed  in  his  external  Shape  from  a  Man  to  a  Beaft.  For  as 
$t.  Jerome  well  expound  it,  when  he  faith,  ver.^j^.  that  his  Under/landing  was 
jreftored  unto  bim^  he  fliewed  that  jie  had  not  loit  his  human  Shape,  but  his  Un- 
derftanding,  being,  ftricken  withaFrenzy,  or  deep  Melancholy,  which  made 
4iim  think  himfelf  a  Beaft. 

Seven  Yean  being  expired,  Nebuchadnezzar  was  reftored  both  to  his  tJnder- 
i^anding,  and  to  his  Kingdom :  and  (faith  he)  /  bleffed  tbe  mofi  Wgb%  md  J 
fraifed^  andbonaured  him  that  livctbfpr  aver^  wbofe  Dominion  is  jtnewerlafUng

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tfomtni^^  and  bis  Kingdom  is  from  Generation  to  Generation ;  and  all  the  Inba* 
Bit  ants  of  tbe  Earth  are  reputed  as  nothings  dnd  he  doth  according  to  his  Will  in 
ebe  Jrnrf  of  Heaven^  and  amongfi  the  Inhabitants  of  tbe  Earth:  And  none  can 
flay  his  Hand^  or  fay  unto  him^  what  doth  thou  f  At  the  fame  time  my  Reafon' 
returned  unto  me  ;  and  for  the  Gloryof  my  Kingdom^  my  Honour^  and  Brightnefs 
returned  unto  mCj  and  my  Counfellers^  and  my  Lords  fought  unto  me^  and  I  was 
efiablified  in  my  Kingdom^  and  excellent  Majejiy  was  added  unto  me.  Now  there^ 
fire  I  Nebududneizar  praife  and  exioh  and  honour  the  King  ofHeaveUy  alt 
whofe  Works  are  Truths  and  his  Way  is  Judgment y  and  thofe  that  walk  in  Pridi 
be  is  able  to  abafe^  Dan.  vr.  34, 35,  36,  37. 

How  long  he  lived  after  this  is  uncertain^  but  all  agree  that  he  reigned  about 
twenty  Months  Co-partner  with  his  Father  in  the  Kingdom,  and  about  three  and 
forty  Years  by  himfelf  alone. 

Whilft  Nebuchadnezzar  King  of  Babylon  raged  in  Judea^  God  prepared  a- 
Worm,  which  in  due  Time  fliould  eat  out  this  fpreading  Tree,  by  reafon  of 
the  Cry  of  his  poor  People  which  entred  into  his  Ears:  According  to  that  of  the 
Bfalmift,  Pyi/.  cxxxvii,  8,  9.  O  Daughter  of  BtAyyloUy  who  art  to  be  deftrcyed : 
Happy  fiall  he  be  that  rewardeth  thee^  as  thou  haftferved  us.     Happy  Jball  he  be 
that  taketb  and  dafheth  thy  little  ones  againft  the  Stones.     For  in  this  very  Year" 
was  Cyrusy  the  Perfo'-Median  born  ;  whofe  Father  was  a  Pirjian^  znA  his  Mo- 
ther a  Mede%  of  whom  this  very  Nebuchadnezzar  ^ax  the  Hour  of  his  Death/ 
uttered  this  Prophecy:     There fhall  come  a  Perfian  Mule  *,  who  fhall  make  ufe  of 
your  Devils^  as  bis  Fellow-Soldiers^  to  bring  you  into  Bondage.     He  calls  Cyrus 
a  Mulcy  becaufe  he  was  to  be  bom  of  ^  Father  and  Mother  of  twa  diverfe^ 
Nations.

CTRUS  wasth'eSon  of  Camhyfes,  King  of  Per/id^  by  JMij»J^»^J  the  Daugh- 
ter of  Jftyagesj  King  of  Media  j  he  was  fo  named  by  the  Prophet  Ifyiah^ 
almoft  two  hundred  Years  before  he  was  bom,  Tfa,  xlv.  i,  4.  Thus  faith,  tbt 
Lord  unto  Cyrus  bis  anointed^  &c,         .  Cyrus's 
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Cyrus'^  iirft  Educatipn  was  under  his  ¥^t\xex  Camlyfiu  ifi«h  i«hem  ibe  lived 
till  he  was  twelve  Years  old,  and  Jbaiewhat  more ;  at  which  Ikupy  'he  wasfenc 
for,,  together  with  l\is  Mother  Mandanes^  by  his  .Qrandfath^  4fiy^S^*  ^"^^ 
Media. 

In  Media  he  ferved  Aftyages^  firft  as  one  of  his  Hatt)crdias,  and  tjben  .aS'M^ 
of  his  Armour  hearers  tiJl  he  was  called  hoipe  into  '  erfia  by  \m  Father  C^m- 
byfesj  when  asy.ejt:  he  had  one  Year  to  fpend  at  School ;  andiwriiefl  he  had  ipent 
fifteen  Years  at  School  amongft  Boy^^  Jie  fpent  .ten  Y^eurs  «)9«e  am^ngft 
Youths. 

When  Cyrus  was  now  almoft  fixtecn  Yicars  old,  EviUmrfidwb  the  Kkg  rf 
AJJyria^  being  about  to  marry  a  Wife,  ciUkd  Nicgtris^  made  on  Inroad  wick  a 
great  Army  of  Horfe  and  Foot,  into  -the  Borders  pf  Medit^  there  So  take  haa 
Pleafure  in  Hunting,  and  harraffing  of  the  Country:  ^gailift  vrhomj^^es^  and 
CyaKares  his  Son,  and  Cyn/j  his  Grandchild,  who  then  finft  bo^in  to  bear  Aroia, 
b?ing  but  about  fifteen  or  fixteen  Years  old,  ^  marched  out,  m^et  with  him,  and 
in  a  great  Battle^,  overthrew  him,  and  dr^veiiim  out  of  bb  Bordces.  Indcod  the 
Death  of  NelfucJbadne;czart,  the  Father  of  JEviUnerpdaok^  gave  Courage  to  thofe 
that  had  found  him  a  noublefome  Neighbour,  to  ftand  Ujpon  fx-^uder^teroisiwidi 
the  Babylonians^  than  in  his  ftourifhing  Eftate^  they  durft  h»t  .ufed. 

But  Evilmerodach^  beiiig  too  proud^to  digeft  this  Lofs  wiiich  Jbe  had  ceceiTed 
by  the  Medes  and  their  Allies  t\^Perfians  under  Qrif/,  J»e<kewunto  his  Party 
the  l^ydians^  and  all  the  People  of  the  Leffer  Jfia^  with  great  Gifts  and  ftroog 
Perfuafions,  hoping  by  their  Alfiftance  to  overwhelm  his  EQeoHOS  with  a  flrong 
Invafion,  whomin  vain  he  had  fought  to  weary  out  by  a  lingfiriag  War. 

The  Ilfue  of  thefe  great  Preparations  made  by  Evilwerodacb  againft  the  Medes^ 
was  fuch  as  opened  the  way  to  the  fulfiUinjg  divers  Prophecies^  which  were  many 
Years  before  uttered  againft  Babel,  by  Ifasah  and  Jeremiah.  For  the  Babyto- 
;r/^j  and  their  Confederate,  who*  trufting  in  their  Numbers,  thought  to  have 
burred  the  M^s  and  Perftans  under  their  thick  Showers  of  Arrows  and  Darts, 
wepc-^encountencd  with  an  Army  of  ftout  and  well  trained  Mcn,^»Feighti!y  armed 
for  clofe  Fighti  by  whom  they  were  beaten  in  a  great  Battle,  wherein  Evibne- 
rodach  yfas  fldin.  After  which,  that  great  Empire^  that  was  r^fed  and  upheld 
by  Nebufbadnezxarj  was  grievoufly  fliaken  and  enfeebled  under  his  unprofpe- 
rous  Son,  and  leit  to  h^  fii^ained  by  his  Grandchild  Belfoazzar:  A  Man  more 
:Iike  to  have  overthrown  it  when  it  was  grcateft  and  ftrongcft,  than  to  repair  it 
..when  it  was  in  a  way  of  falling. 

XenofiHin  relates  the  Matter  thus ;  when  the  Babylonian  had  enlarged  his  Em- 
pire with  many  Victories,  ahd  was  become  Lord  of  all  Syria^  and  many  other 
<^ountrie$9  he  began  to  hope,  that  if  the  Medes  could  be  brought  under  his  Sub- 
j^iion,  there  would  not  then  be  left  any  Nation  adjoining,  able  to  make  Head 
agwft  him.  For  the  King  of  the  Medes  was  able  to  bring  into  the  Field  fixty 
.dioufand  Foot,  and  ten  thoufand  Horfe,  to  which  the  Forces  of  Perjia  being 
joined,  made  an  exceeding  great  Army. 

Confidering  therefore  the  Strength  of  fuch  a  Neighbour,  he  invited  Cr^r/ia 
JCiog  of  Ly£a^  a  Prince  very  mighty  both  in  Men  and  Treafure,  and  with 
-Other  Lords  of  AJia  the  Lefs^  to  his  Afliftance,  alledging  that  thofe  Eaftern 
^l^ations,  were  very  powerful,  and  fo  firmly  coi^oined  by  League,  and  many 
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Alliances,  that  it  would  not  be  eafy,  no  nor  poflible  for  any  one  Nation  to  re- 
fift  them. 

With  thefc  Suggeftions,  backed  with  rich  Prefents,  he  drew  to  himfclf  fo 
many  Adherents,  as  he  compounded  an  Army  of  two  hundred  thoufand  Foot, 
and  fixty  thoufand  Horfc :  Of  which  ten  thoufand  Horfc,  and  forty  thoufand 
Foot  were  brought  by  Orcsfus^  who  had  great  Caufe  of  Enmity  againft  the 
Medes^  for  that  they  had  made  great  Wars  againft  his  Father  Allyattes.  Where- 
upon Cyrus  was  by  his  Father  Cambyfes^  and  the  Council  of  the  Kingdom, 
made  General  of  the  Perjian  Army,  and  fcnt  away  into  Media  with  thirty 
thoufand  Soldiers,  and  one  thoufand  Commanders,  all  of  equal  Authority  un- 
der him  ;  and  whenrhe  came  thither,  he  was  alfo  made  by  his  Uncle  Cyaxares^ 
who  had  fent  for  him.  General  of  the  Median  Forces,  and  the  Management  of 
the  War  againft  the  Babylonian  was  wholly  committed  to  him  5  with  this  Army 
he  marched  zg2L\n&  Evilmerodacbj  and  his  Aflbciates,  and  in  a  very  bloody 
Battle,  overthrew  them.  In  which  Defeat  Evilmeredacby  King  of  Babylon^ 
being  flain,  fo  many  of  his  Subjcfts  revolted,  that  Babylon  itfelf  could  no 
longer  be  fccurcd,  but  by  the  help  of  Mercenaries,  paid  with  great  Sums  of 
Money  out  of  Afia  the  Lefs^  Eiyp^j  and  other  Countries,  which  new  levied 
Forces  were  alfo  defeated,  and  (battered  by  Cyrus^  who  following  his  Advan- 
tage, poffeffed  himfelf  of  a  great  Part  of  the  Lejfer  Afia.  Thofe  Perfians 
which  followed  Cyrus^  and  were  by  him  levied,  are  reckoned  to  be  thirty  thou 
fand  Foot,  of  which  one  thoufand  were  armed  Gentlemen ;  the  reft  of  the  com- 
mon fort  were  Archers,  and  fuch  as  ufed  the  Dart,  or  Sling. 

Cr(Bfus^  notwithftanding  the  Men  loft,  and  the  Treafure  fpent  in  the  Quar- 
rel of  the  Babylonians^  yet  did  he  conquer  A£olisy  Doris^  and  lonia^  Pro- 
vinces poffeffed  by  the  Greeks  in  Afia  the  Lefs^  adjoining  to  his  Kingdom  of 
Lydia.  He  gave  Laws  alfo  to  the  Phrygians^  BitbynianSy  Carians^  Cyfians^ 
PafhlagomanSy  and  other  Nations.  He  alfo  enforced  the  Epbefians  to  ac- 
knowledge him  for  their  Lord ;  he  alfo  obtained  a  fignal  Viftory  againft  the 
Sac^ans^  a  Nation  of  the  Scytbians  \  all  which  he  performed  in  fourteen  Years. 

And  being  now  confident  by  reafon  of  his  good  Succeffes,  and  withal,  en- 
vious at  Cyruses  Fame  and  Profperity ;  doubting  alfo  that  his  great  Vidtories 
might  in  the  end  grow  perilous  to  himfelf,  he  confuked  with  the  Oracle  of 
Apollo  *,  whom  he  prcfenttrd  with  marvellous  rich  Gifts,  what  Succefs  he  might 
hope  for  in  his  .Undertakings  againft  Cyrus  ;  from  whom  he  received  this  am- 
biguous Anfwer,  Crcefus  Halym  penetrans^  magnam  pervetet  opum  vim  :  Crce^ 
fits  paflingover  the  River  Halys^  fliall  diffoive  a  great  Dominion  :  For  the  De- 
vil being  doubtful  of  his  Succefs,  gave  him  this  Riddle,  which  might  be  oon- 
ftrucd  either  way,  to  the  Ruin  of  Perfia^  or  of  his  own  Lydia. 

Hereupon  Crafus  (interpreting  it  as  he  moft  dcfired)  rcfolved  to  ft©p  the 
Courfe  of  Cyruses  Progrcfs,  and  therefore  defpifed  all  the  Arguments  ufed  by 
Sandanes  to  the  contrary,  who  dcfired  him  to  cqnfidcr  afore-hand,  that  he  pro- 
voked a  Nation  inhabiting  a  barren  and  mountanous  Region  \  a  People  not  co- 
vered with  the  fofc  Silk  of  Worms,  but  with  the  hard  Skins  of  Bcaft^i  noi: 
fed  with  Meat  to  their  Fancies,  but  content  with  what  they  found  j  Drinkers  of 
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Water,  Mid  not  of  Wine;  »ndinaword,  a  Nacioa  warlike  patient,  valiant, 
and  prorpcrons,  over  whom  if  he  became  vidorlous,  he  could  thereby  enrich 
himfelf  in  nothing  but  Fame,  in  which  he  already  excelled:  and  if  by  theo)  he 
ihogid  be  b(earen,  and  fubdued,  fo  great  would  his  Lofs  appear  of  all  things 
which  the  World  makes  account  of,  that  the  fame  could  neither  be  haftily  re- 
counted, nor  caGly  conceived, 

Notwithftanding  this  folid,  and  feafonable  Cxjnfel,  Crmfus  having  prepared 
a  powerful  Army,  advanced  with  (he  f^me  toward  Media :  Bi|t  in  his  PalTagp 
he  was  retarded  at  Pterium^  a  City  of  Cappad^cia  of  great  Scnength ;  which 
whild  he  attempted,  both  by  Power  and  Policy  to  take  and  conquer,  Cyruf 
came  on,  and  found  the  Ljdianr  encamped  before  it.  Neither  of  thefe  Cham- 
pions were  inferior  to  other,  either  in  Strength,  or  Opinion.  For  out  of  doubt^ 
Crajus^  as  he  excelled  any  Prince  of  that  Age  in  Riches  and  Ability,  fo  was  he 
not  inferior  unto  any  in  Territories  and  Fame,  that  then  lived.  But  Kingdoms 
and  Commonwialfts  have  theirlncreafe  and  Periods  from  Divine  Ordinance.  This 
Time  v/as  the  Winter  of  Crcefus^s  Profperity,  the  Leaves  of  his  Aourilhing  Eftate 
being  ready  to  fall ;  and  thac  of  Cyrus  but  in  the  firft  Spring  and  Flower ;  the 
Ccd  of  all  Power  bad  given  a  Dufe  ta  the  one^  and  4  Spinning  of  Glory  to  the 
other. 

When  thefe  two  Armies  were  in  view  of  each  other,  ^fter  diverfe  Skirmifliea 
bad  paiTed  between  them,  the  Perfians  and  Lydians  began.co  join  together,  and 
to  encounter  each  other  in  grofs  Bodies  ;  and  as  either  of  thetn  began  to  retreat^ 
freih  Supplies  were  fent  in  from  both  their  Kings.  And  as  the  Pirftans  had 
fomewhat  the  better  of  the  Day,  fo  when  the  dark  Veil  of  Night  had  bidden 
each  Army  from  the  others  View,  Cr'afus  doubting  what  Succefs  the  rifing  Suq 
might  bring  with  it,  quitted  the  Field  to  Cyrus^  and  with  all  fpeed  polfible, 
retreated  towards  his  own  Country,  and  taking  the  next  way  thither,  he  reco- 
vered 5^r  J/ j^  the  iirft  City  of  Ly^/tf,  and  his  regal  Seat,  without  atvy  Purfuic 
made  by  Cyrus  to  retard  him  \  where,  being  arrived,  and  nothing  fufpeding 
Cyrus'^  Approach,  or  any  other  War  for  that  Winter,  he  difmiffcd  his  Army,, 
and  fent  the  Troops  of  his  fundry  Nations  to  their  own  Provinces,  appointing 
them  to  re-aflemble  at  the  end  of  6 ve  Months,  acquainting  bis  Commanders^ 
with  his  intent  of  renewing  the  War  at  the  time  appointed. 

The  Morning  being  come,  Cyrus  finding  that  the  Lydians  were  departed^, 
put  his  Army  in  order  to  purfue  after  them,  yet  not  fo  haftily,  and  at  their 
Heels,  as  to  be  difcovered.  But  getting  good  Intelligence  of  Crafus*s  Proceed- 
ings, he  fo  ordered  the  matter  that  he  prefented  not  himfelf  before  Sardis^  till 
fuch  time  as  Crcsfus  had  difpofed  of  his  Army,  and  fent  them  to  their  Winter- 
Quarters.  His  coming  being  altogether  unlooked  for,  and  unfeared,  be  had 
Opportunity  enough  to  furround  Sardis  with  his  Army,  wherein  Crttfus  had  no- 
other  Companies  than  the  Citizens,  and  his  ordinary  Guards,  iufomuch  as  after 
fourteen  Days  Siege^  Cyrus  took  the  City  by  Scorm,  and  put  all  to  the  Sword 
that  made  Refiftance. 

Crmfus  new  having  neither  Arms  to  fight,  nor  Wings  to  fly,  in  this  common 

Calamity,  he  thruft  himfelf  into  the  Heap,  and  Multitude  of  his  miferable  Sub- 

jeds,  and  had  undergone  the  fame  Lot  with  the  reft  of  the  vanquiflbcd  Pcrfons, 

had  not  a  Son  of  bis,  who  had  been  dumb  all  his  Life  before  (by  the  Extremity 
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oFPafllon  and  t'car)  cried  out  to  a  common  Soldier,  who  was  with  a  drawn 
Sword  purfoing  his  Father,  that  he  (hould  not  kill  Crafus.  Hereupon  he  was 
taken  and  imprifoncd,  and  defpoiled  of  all  things,  Ijut  only  the  expcftation  of 
Death.  Shortly  after  he  was  bound  with  Fetters,  and  placed  upon  a  large  and 
high  Pile  of  Wood,  to  be  burnt  to  Alhes  thereon.  To  which,  when  Fire  was 
fet  and  kindled,  Crcefus  remembering  the  Difcourfe  which  long  before  he  had 
mxthSolon  the  Athenian  Lawgiver,  he  thrice  cried  out,  O  Solon^  Solan ^  Solon ^ 
andixing  detnanded  what  he  meant  by  the  Invocation  of  Solon,  he  at  fird  ufed 
Silence :  But  being  urged  again,  he  told  them,  that  now  he  found  that  true, 
which  wife  Solon  had  long  fince  told  him ;  That  many  Men  in  the  Race  and 
Courfe  of  their  Lives  might  well  be  accounted  fortunate  \  but  no  Man  could  dif* 
tern  bimfelf  to  be  happy  indeed  till  his  End. 

Of  this  his  Anfwer,  Cyrus  being  fpeedily  informed,  and  thereby  being 
put  in  mind  of  the  Mutability  of  Fortune,  and  of  his  own  Mortality, 
he  commanded  his  Minifters  of  Juftice,  fpeedily  to  withdraw  the  Fire,  and 
to  fave  Crcefus^  and  bring  him  to  his  Prefcnce  j  which  being  done,  Cyrus  de- 
manded of  him,  who  it  was  that  had  perfuaded  him  ;  or  what  Reafon  had  in- 
ftigated  him  to  invade  his  Territories,  and  to  make  him,  of  a  Friend,  an  Ene- 
my  ?  To  which  Crcefus  thus  anfwered :  //  was  thy  profperous^  and  my  unprof 
perous  Deftrny  (the  Grecian  Gods  withall  flattering 'my  Ambition)  that  were 
the  Inventors  J  and  Conductors  of  Crcefus*  s  War  again  ft  Cyrus. 

Cyrus  being  much  afFc6bed  with  this  Anfwer  of  CrcsfuSy  and  bewailing  his 
Eftate,  though  he  was  viftorious  over  him,  did  not  only  fpare  his  Life,  but 
entertained  him  ever  after  as  a  King  and  his  Companion ;  thus  Herodotus  relates 
it.  But  Xenopbon  faith,  that  Cyrus  did  entertain  Crcefus  friendly  at  the  firft 
fight,  and  makes  no  mention  of  any  fuch  cruel  Intent  of  burning  him  alive  ;  and 
this  may  feem  the  more  probable,  becaufe  Croefus  was  his  Grandmother's  Bro- 
ther, and  its  very  likely  that  Ncamefs  of  Alliance  might  withhold  Cyrus  (if  he 
had  been  vicious,  which  he  was  not)  from  fo  cruel  a  Purpofe  as  to  have  burnt 
him  alive. 

When  Cyrus  afterwards  paflcd  with  hrs  Army  over  Araxes  into  Scythia,  he 
left  Crcefus  to  be  a  Companion,  and  Counfellor  to  his  Son  Cambyfes,  whom  he 
made  Governor  over  his  Empire  in  his  Abfcnce,  with  whom  he  lived  all  the 
Reign  of  Cyrus,  and  did  afterwards  acconrrpany  Cambyfes  in  his  Expedition  into 
Egypt,  where  he  hardly  efcaped  his  tyrannous  Hands.  At  this  time  the  Races 
of  three  of  the  greateft  Kings  in  that  Part  of  the  World  came  to  an  end  j  to  wir, 
6f  the  Babylonians,  Medians,  and  Lydiansj  in  Baltkazzar,  Xiaxares,  or  Z>tf- 
rm  Medus,  and  Crcefus. 

After  this  Lydian  War  enfued  the  great  Conqueft  of  Babylon,  which  gave  unto 
Cyrus  2fn  Empire  fo  large  and  mighty,  that  he  was  juftly  reputed  the  greateft 
Monarch  then  living  upon  the  Earth.  How  long  time  the  Preparations  far  this 
great  Aftion  took  up,  is  uncertain,  only  it  fecms  that  ten  whole  Years  did  pafs 
between  his  taking  bf  thofe  two  Cities  of  Sardis  and  Babylon  ;  which  time  was 
not  wholly  fpent  in  provldmg  for  the  AJfyrian  War,  but  much  of  it  in  fcrttling 
theEftates  which  he  had  alrfcady  purchafed ;  Cteftas  alfo  tells  us,  that  during 
this  time  Cyrus  invaded  Scythia,  and  beirg  viftorious  over  that  Nation,  he  took 
Jf merges  their  King-Prifoner  ;  buttcing  in  a  fecond  Bartre  overthrown  by  Spare- 
tba,  the  Vfik  of  Amorges,  himfclf  was  taken  Prifoner,  andfo  one  King  was  re* 
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leafed  for  the  other.  Gohrias  about  this  time  ('a  Nobleman,  whofe  only  Son,. 
ih.-  King  of  Babylon^  in  his  Father's  Life-Time,  bad  in  a  hunting  Mateh^  vil.- 
l^inoufly  (lain)  togeihcr  with  his  Friends,  revolted  to  Cyrus. 

It  is  very  probable  alfo,  that  nofmall  part  of  thofe  Troubles  which  fprang  up^ 
in  the  Lowir  Afia^  grew  foon  after  Cyrus^  Departure  with  his  viftorious  Army,, 
before  the  Conqucft  was  fully  cftabliflied.  For  after  Cyras  was  returned  out  of 
A/h  tire  Lffsj  many  Nations  which  were  formerly  conquered  by  Crafus^  and 
r.ow  by  CyruSy  revolted  from  him ;  againd  whom  he  imployed  PaStias^  and 
then  HarpaguSy  who  firft  reduced  the  Phocians  under  their  former  Obedience  \ 
and  then  the  reft  of  the  Greeks  that  inhabited  /IJia  the  Lefs^  as  the  lonianSy  Ca* 
rians^  ^olianSj  and  LycianSy  who,  very  refoJutely  (according  to  the  Strength 
they  had)  defended  themfclves ;  but  in  the  Attempt  upon  Bibylon  itfclf,  it  ii 
not  to  be  queftioned  but  Cyrus  imployed  all  his  Forces,  having  taken  Order  be^ 
forehand,  that  nothing  (hould  be  able  to  divert  him,  or  to  raife  that  Siege,,  or  ca 
fruftrate  that  Work  upon  which  he  Hid  fct  all  his  reft. 

And  great  Reafon  there  was,  that  he  (hould  improve  all  his  Policy  and  Strength, 
unto  the  taking  of  that  City,  which,  befldes  the  Fame  and  Reputation  that  it 
held,  as  being  the  Head  of  an  Empire,  which  depended  thereupon,  was  fo 
ftrongly  fortified  with  a  treble  Wall  of  great  height,  and  furrounded  with  the 
Waters  of  Euphrates^  that  were  unfordable,  and  fo  plentifully  vidualled  for 
many  Years,  that  the  Inhabitants  were  not  only  free  from  Fear,  and  doubt  of 
their  Eftate^  but  through  their  Confidence,  they  derided,  and.de(pifcd  all  the 
Projcfts  and  Power  of  their  Befiegers. 

For  not  long  before,  Nicotrisy  the  Mother  of  Belftfazzar^  a  witty  and  aftive. 
Woman,forefetingthe  Storm  that  was  ready  to  fall  upon  jB^^j/^n  from  the  Medes^ 
to  hinder  their  palling  the  River  by  Boats  into  Babylon^,  (he  turned  the  River. 
Euphrates^  which  before  ran  witb^a  ftrait  and  fwift  Courfe,  drawing  it  through, 
many  winding  Channels,  which  (he  had  cut  for  that  purpofe,.  whereby  (he  made 
it  to  run  more  (l^wly  than  formerly,  it  did ;  and  then  flie  railed  a  huge  Dam  up* 
on  each  Side  of  the  River ;  and  up  the  River  from  the  City-ward,  flie  digged  a 
v^ft  Pond,  which  was  every  way  three  or  four  hundred  Furlongs  wide,  into 
which  (he  turned  the  River,  thereby  leaving  the  old  Channel  of  the  River  dry  v^ 
which  done,  (he  fell  to  work,  ahd  fenced  the  Banks  within  the  City  with  Brickr 
Walls,  and  railed  the  Water-Gates,,  anfwerable  in  every  point  to  the  reft  of  the 
Walls,  which  were  made. on  the  farther  fide  of  the  Channel,  round  about  the 
City.  She  built  alio  a  ftately  and  magnificent  Bridge  of  Stone  in  the  midft  of 
the  City,  which  joined  to  the  King's  Houfes,  that  ftood  on  each  fide  the  River  v, 
and  having  fini(hed  all  her  Works  and  Fortifications,  (he  turned  the  River  cub 
of  the  Pond  into  its  righi  Cfhafinel  again.. 

And  now  came  Cyrus  to  invade  the  Country  ofBabyloMy  and  appeared  before 
the  Wall  of  the.  City,  and  there  challenged  the  King  to  a  Duel,  or  fingle  Com* 
bat,  but  he  refufed  it.  At  this  time  Gadairs^,  a  Nobleman  of  Babylon^  whom 
Beljbazzar  had  gelt,  upon  a  Jealoufy  that  he  had  of  him  with  his  Wife,  fell 
over  to  Cyrus y  in  Revenge  whereof  the  Babylonians  fallied  out,  and  fell  upon  his 
Lands ;  but  Cyrus  fct  upon  them,  and  routed  them ;  zi  which  time  the  Cadufii^^ « 
whom  Cyrus  had  appointed  to  bring  up  the  Rear  of  his  Army,  unknown  toC> 
mu^  Set  upon  a  Country  lying  near  to  the  City;  but  the  Kiogoffiabylm  falling^ 
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'out  npon  them,  cut  them  all  off  Yet  Cyrus  quickly  revenged  the  Death  of  his 
Men  ;  and  then  came  to  an  Agreement  with  Bd/hazzar^  to  hold  truce  with  the 
Ploughmen  on  both  fides,  and  the  War  to  go  on  between  the  Souldicrs  only. 
After  which,  pafiing  beyond  the  City,  he  took  in  three  of  their  Forts,  and  fo 
returned  into  the  Confines  of  y/Jfyria^  and  Med.a^  and  thither,  upon  his  Invitation^ 
•-Came  his  Uncle  Cyaxares^  and  was  by  him  honourably  received,  and  entertained 
in  a  Pavilion,  that  had  been  the  Kingof  ./^r/Vs:  and  Wir.ttr  now  approaching 
they  entered  into  Confultation  to  provide  things  neccffiry  to  maintain  the  Sic^gtr. 

The  only  Hope  of  Cyrus  with  his  Medes  and  Ptrfians  (who  defpaired  of  carry  irrg 
by  Afliuir  a  City  fo  well,  and  ftrongly  fortified,  and  manned)  was  in  cuting  off  all 
Supplies  of  VidkuaJs,  and  other  Ncccffaries  -,  Whereof,  though  the  Town  was  Aid 
to  be  ftored  (ufiiciently  for  more  than  twenty  Years,  yet  might  it  well  be  imagined, 
rhat  amongfl:  fuch  a  World  of  People  as  dwelt  within  thofc  Walls,  one  great  Want 
or  other  would  foon  appear  amongfl  them,  and  vanquifh  the  Refolution  of  that 
unwarlikc  Multitude,  Yet  in  cicpcfting  that  Succcfs  of  this  Courfe,  the  Bcfiegers 
were  likely  to  endure  much  Hardlhip,  and  Travel,  and  that  all  in  vain,  if  they 
did  not  keep  drift  Watch,  and  fure  Guards  upon  ail  the  Avenues,  and  Quartcrs^ 
of  it. 

Which  that  he  might  the  better  do,  he  caufed  prefently  a  vaft  Trench,  both 
for  Breadth  and  Depth  to  be  caft  round  about  the  Wulls  of  the  City,  calling  the 
Karth  ever  towards  his  own  Army,  and  made  (lore  of  Bulworks  all  along  upoa 
it,  for  his  Guards  to  be  upon  :  and  then,  dividing  hb  whole  Army  into  twelve 
parts,  he  ordered  that  each  of  them  (hould  Watch  his  Month,  by  turn.. 

And  yet  this  was  a  very  hard  Work,  confidering  the  vaft  Circuit  of  thofe  Walls 
which  they  were  to  gird  in,  having  neither  Men  enough,  nor  yet  fufficiently 
aflured  to  their  Commander  ;.  the  confideration  whereof  miniflred  unto  the  Baby^ 
lonians^  matter  of  good  Pafttme,  when  they  faw  the  Lydians^  Phrygians^  Cap^ 
fadocians^  and  others,  quartered  about  their  City  to  keep  them  in,  who,  having 
been  their  ancient  Friends,  and  Allies,  were  more  like  to  join  with  them,,  if  oc« 
cafion  were  offered,  than  to  ufe  much  diligence  on  the  behalf  of  Cyrus^  who  had, 
as  it  were  but  yeftcrday,  laid  upon  their  Necks  the  galling  Yoke  of  Servitude. 

Whilft  the  Befieged  were  thus  pleating,  themfelves  with  this  foolUli  Fancy,  and 
vain  Mirth  (the  ordinary  Forerunners  of  fudden  Calamity)  Cyrusy  who  by  God 
that  fct  him  on  work,  was  made  ftrong,  valiant,  conftant,  and  inventive,  de- 
tifed,  and  by  the  Labour  of  his  Men,  digged  fo  many  Channels  as  were  capable 
of  receiving  the  Waters  of  Euphrates^  and  fo  to  draw  the  fame  from  the  Walls 
of  Babylon^  that  thereby  he  might  make  his  Approaches  the  more  facile,  and 
afiured;  which,  when  by  the  Labour  of  many  Hands  he  had  performed,.he  waited 
for  a  fit  time  wherein  to  put  in  Execution,  what  he  had  defigned.  For  he  had 
left  in  each  of  the  Trenches  towards  the  River^.  certain  Banks,  or  Heads  uncut 
till  he  faw  his  Opportunity. 

Now  Biljhazzar  finding  neither  any  Want  or  Weakneafs  within  the  City,  nor 
any  poflibility  for  his  Enemies  without  to  approach  the  Walls,,  by  reafbn  of  the 
great  River  that  furrounded  them,  he  prepared  an  exceeding  fumptuous  Fcaft.) 
publick  Plays,  and  other  Paftimes,  and  thereto  invited  a  Thoufand  of  his  Princes^ 
or  Nobles,  befides  his  Wives,  Courtezans,  and  others  of  that  Trade.  This  he 
<fid,  tidier  to  let  the  Befiegers  know  that  his  Provifions  were  fufficient,  not  only 
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for  all  needful  Ufes,  bat  even  for  Superfluity,  and  Excefi  ;  Or  becaule  he  hoped 
that  his  Enemies  by  this  time  were  difcouraged,  and  even  broken  under  their 
manifold  Difafters ;  Or  elfe  he  made  this  Feaft  in  Honour  of  BtlU  his  mod: 
adored  Idol :  or  lailly,  becaufe  it  was  his  Birth,  or  Coronation  Day  :  Or  for 
many,  or  moft  of  thcfe  Reafons. 

Yea,  he  was  not  contented  to  ufe,  and  fhew  fuch  Magnificence  as  no  Prince 
elfe  could  equal,  but  he  lifted  up  himfelf  againft  the  God  of  Heaven,  Jian.  v. 
23.  For  he,  his  Princes,  his  Wives,  and  his  Concubines,  made  Caroufing  Cups 
of  the  Golden,  and  Silver  Veflfels  which  his  Grandfather  Neiucbadnezzar  had  taken 
out  of  the  Temple  which  was  at  Jerufalem  ;  and  in  Contempt  of  the  Lord 
of  Heaven,  he  praifed  his  own  Puppets  made  of  Gold,  and  Silver,  and 
Brafs,  and  Iron,  and  Wood,  and  Stone ;  Whilft  Belfhazzar  was  thus  triumph^ 
ing,  and  had  his  Brains  well  filled  with  Vapours,  he  beheld  a  Hand,  which  by 
Divine  Power  wrote  upon  the  Wall  that  was  oppofite  to  him,  certain  Worck 
which  he  underftood  not,  wherewith,  fo  great  a  Fear,  and  Amazement  feized 
upon  him,  that  the  Joints  of  his  Loins  were  loofed,  and  his  Knees  finote  one 
againA  another  >  Which  PafTion  when  he  had  in  fome  meafure  recovered,  he 
cryed  aloud  to  bring  in  the  Aflrologers,  the  Chaldeans^  and  the  Southfayers, 
promifing  them  great  Rewards,  and  the  third  Place  of  Honour  in  his  Kjogdom, 
to  him  that  could  read,  and  expound  the  Writing  :  But  it  e^cceedcd  their  Ar>, 
and  Skill. 

In  this  Diflurbance  and  Aftonifhment,  the  Queen,  hearing  what  had  pafTcd, 
-came  in,  and  obferving  what  Diftraftion  the  King  was  in,  after  Reverence  done, 
flie  ufcd  this  Speech  j  O  King  live  for  ever  ;  Lei  not  thy  thoughts  trouble  tbee^ 
nor  let  thy  Countenance  be  changed  \  there  is  a  Man  in  thy  Kingdom  in  whom  is 
the  Spirit  of  the  holy  Gods^  and  in  tbeDays  of  thy*  Father  Ldgbtj  andUnderJtanding^ 
^nJ  fVifdom  like  the  Wifdom  of  the  Gods  was  found  in  htm^  ^hom  tbe  King  Nc- 
bucbadnezzar  thy  f  Father^  the  King  Ifay^  thy  Father^  made  Mafter  of  tbe  Aftf- 
;giciansj  the  JJirologers^  tbe  Chaldeans,  and  tbe  Southfayers  5  For  as  mucb  as  an 
excellent  Spirit^  and  Knowledge^  and  Underftanding^  in  interpreting  Dreams^ .  and 
/hewing  of  hard  Sentences ^  and  diffolvtng  of  Doubts  were  found  in  the  fame  Daniel, 
whom  the  King  named  Beltefhazzar.  tiow  let  Daniel  be  called^  and  he  will  fhew 
ike  Interpret  at  ioyi. 

This  Queen  was  either  the  Grandmother,  or  the  Mother  of  BeJJhdzznr  j  For 
it  appears  that  flie  was  riot  any  of  the  King*s  Wives,  becaufe  (he  was  abfent  from 
the  Fcaft,  and  in  regard  of  her  Age,  pad  banquettihg,  and  dancing ;  Yet  upon 
the  report  of  the  Miracle,  fhe  came  in  to  comfort,  and  cheat  up  the  King ;  and 
whereas  Dtf?»/>/ was  forgotten,  and  ineglefted  by  others,  of  ybunger  Years,  and 
latter  times,  this  old  Qbeen  rerr>embred  well,  what  Daniel  had  done  in  the  Doye 
^i  Nebuchadnezzar y  OTandfather  to  this  Belfhazzar^  and  kept*  in  Mind,  both  his 
Religion,  and  Divine  Gifts. 

When  Daniel  was  brought  into  the  3Cing^  Prefence,  he  fard  unto  him  :  Art 
thou  that  Daniel,  which  art  of  the  Children  of  the  Captivity  of  J.udah  5  whom  tb€ 
King  my  j  Father  brought' out .  of  Jewry  ?  \1  have  hedrd  of  thet^  that  tbe  Spirit 
jof  the  Gods  is  in  tkee^  and  that  Ugbt^  and  Undfrjihndmg^  vhd  excelltnt  Wifdom 
ds  found  in  ibee  5  and  noii;  theU^ife-men  andnbe  /iftrohgers  kave-bt^n^brbugbt  in 
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hhf^ft  »#,  thtit  ibiyJbauU  rsad  this  fVriUng^  and  make  kncum  to  me  th  Inter- 
pretaiioH  tbere^ffj  tui  tbey  could  noi  do  it :  And  I  have  beard  of  tbee  that  thou 
tanP  make  Iifterpretations^  and diffohe  Doubts:  Now  if  tbou  canft  read  the  fVrit- 
iffg^  and  mako  known  to  me  tbe  Interpretation  thereof^  tbou  fhalt  be  clothed  with 
Scarlet^  and  have  a  Chain  of  Gold  about  thy  Neck^  andfialt  be  third  Ruhr  in 
tbe  Kingdom. 

But  Daniel  made  anfwer  in  a  far  different  Stile  from  that  which  be  had  ufcd 
to  his  Grandfather  ;    For  the  Evil  which  he  had  foretold  to  Nebuchadnezzar  he 
wi(hed  thjit  it  might  btfal  his  Enemies  :  But  to  this  King  (whofe  Contempt  of 
God  and  vicious  Life  he  bated,)  he  anfwered  in  thefe  Words ;  Let  thy  Gifts  be  to> 
thy  felfy  and  give  thy  Rewards  to  another ;  let  Twill  read  tbe  writing  to  tbe  Kingy 
and  make  known  to  him  tbe  Interpretation :  which  yet  before  he  did,  be  (hewed 
hicn  the  Caufe  of  God's  Judgments  againft  him,  and  the  Reafon  of  this  terrible 
Sentence,    whereof  the  King  and  ail  his  Wife-men  were  utterly  ignorant,    the 
Subftance  whereof  is  this,That  j5^^tf22ifr,forgettingGod'sGoodncfs  to  his  Father,. 
whom  all  Nations  feared,  and  obeyed,  and  yet  for  his  Pride,  and  Neglcft  of  thofe 
Benefits,  as  he  had  deprived  him  o/his  Eftate,  and  Underffanding;  fo  upon  the 
Acknowledgement  of  God*s  infinite  Power,  be  rcftorcd  him  to  both  again;  /ind 
tbou  bis  Son  (faid  be)  O  Belfliazzar,   baft  not  bumbled  thy  Hiart^  though  thou 
knoweft  all  tbisy  but  baft  lifted  up  thy  felf  againft  tbe  Lord  of  Heaven^  and  they 
have  brought  tbe  Veftels  of  bis  Houfe  before  thecj    and  thou  and  thy  Lords^    thy 
JVives  and  tby  Concubines  have  drank  fVine  in  them^   and  thou  haft  praifed  the 
Gods  of  Silver^  and  Goldj    &c.  and  tbe  God  in  whofe  band  thy  Breath  is^  and 
whofe  are  all  thy  Ways^  baft  thou  not  glorified :  Then  was  the  part  of  the  Hand 
font  from  bim^  and  this  fTriting  was  written,  Mene,  Mene,  Tckel,  Upharfin„ 
IVbereof  this  is  tbe  Interpretation ;  Mene,  God  bath  numbred  tby  Kingdom^  and 
finiftoedit :  Tekel,    Tbou  art  weighed  in  tbe  BallanceSj  and  art  found  wanting  r 
Peres,  Tby  Ktngdom  is  divided,  and  given  to  the  Medes,  and  Pcrfians. 

The  very  Evening  or  Night  of  this  Day,  wherein  Belfhazzar  thus  fcafted,  and 
wherein  thefe  things  were  done^  Cyrus j  either  by  his  Efpeials  or  being  infpired 
by  God  himfelf,  whofe  Enfign  he  followed  in  thefe  Wars,  finding  the  Time,, 
and  Opportunity  fit  for  him,  even  whilft  the  King's  Head,  and  the  Heads  of  hi^ 
Nobility,  were  nolcfs  diftempered  with  the  Vapours  of  Wine,  than  their  Hearts 
were  with  the  Fear  of  God's  Judgments,  he  caufcd  all  the  Banks,  and  Heads  of 
his  Trenches,  tobeopened,  and  cut  down  with  all  Speed,  and  Diligence,  whereby 
that  great  River  Euphrates  was  quickly  drawn  dry,  and  himfelf  with  his  Army 
paflirig  through  the  Channel  which  was  now  dry,  without  any  oppofition,  they 
cafily  made  their  entrance  into  the  City,  finding  none  to  difturb  them ;  Invaduni 
urbemfomno^  vinoq\  fepultam:  AU  the  Town  lay  buried  in  Wine  and  Sleep  ;and 
fach  as  came  in  the  Perfians  way,  were  put  to  the  Sword  unlefe  they  faved  them- 
felves  by  Flight,  as  fome  did,  who  ran  away  crying,  and  filled  the  Streets  with. 
an  uncertain  Tumult. 

Such  of  the  Affyrian  Lords  as  had  formerly  revolted  from  Belfliazzar  to  Cyrus ^ 
did  now  conduct  a  feledted  Company  to  the  King's  Palace,  wjiich  being  eafily 
forced  by  them,  they  rufhcd  ftraic  into  the  Chamber  where  the  King  and  his 
Princes  were  tetrqucting,  and  there  (lew  both  him  and  them  without  Mercy, 
who  ftrovc  in  vain  to  keep  thofe  Lives^   which  God  had  newly  threatned  ta 
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take  away.  Now  was  that  Prophecy  fulfilled,  Jer.  \\.  30,  31,  32,  Tbt 
mighty  Men  of  Babylon  have  forborn  to  fight  \  they  have  remained  in  their 
Holds  \  their  Might  bath  failed  \  they  became  as  fVome'i*^  they  burnt  their 
dwellng  Places  \  her  Bars  are  broken.  One  Pofi  jhall  run  to  meet  another ^  and 
one  M^enger  to  meet  another^  tojbew  the  King  of  Babylon,  tbaS  his  City  is  taken 
at  one  End.  And  that  the  Pajfages  are  flopped  (viz.  of  the  River  Euphrates)  and 
the  Reeds  they  have  burnt  with  Fire^  and  the  Men  of  War  are  affright ed\  The 
Prophet  Ifaiah  alio,  two  hundred  Years  before  this  Subverfion  of  Babylon^  in  his 
forty-fevench  Chapter,  elfewhere,  defcribeth  this  Deftrudtion  fo  feelingly,  and 
lively,  as  if  he  had  been  prefent,  at  the  terrible  Slaughter  there  committed,  and 
had  feen  the  great  and  unfeared  Change,  and  Calamity  of  this  great  Empire; 
Yea,  and  had  alfo  heard  the  Sorrows  and  Bewailings  of  every  furviving  Soul, 
thereunto  fulyeft ;  which  Prophecy  he  begins  with  thefe  Words ;  Come  down  and 
fit  .in  the  Duft^  O  Virgin  Daughter  of  Babylon,  fj  on  the  Ground '^  tbere  is  no 
"ThronCy  O  Daughter  of  the  Chaldeans  :  For  thoufbalt  no  more  be  called  tender^ 
and,  delicate^  tec.  And  though  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  God  ufed  Nebucbad- 
nezzarj  and  the  Chaldeans  as  bis  Inftruments  to  punifli  the  Idolatry,  and  Wic* 
Icednefs  of  the  JewSj  yet  did  he  not  forget  that  in  the  Execution  of  God's  Judg- 
ments, they  had  ufed  much  Rigour,  and  Extre<mity ;  as  we  fee  Ifaiaby  xlvii.6* 
/  was  wroth  with  my  People  ;  /  have  polluted  mine  Inherit ance^  and  given  them 
into  thine  Hand ;  Tbon  didftfhew  them  no  Mercy  ;  Upon  the  Ancient  haft  thou  very 
beavily  laid  the  Toke  ;  and  again,  /  will  rife  up  againft  them^  fays  the  Lord  of 
Hoftsy  and  will  cut  off  from  Babel  the  Name^  and  the  Remnant ^  and  the  Son^ 
and  the  Nephew :  Meaning  Evilmerodach,  and  BelAiazzar.  And  again,  Jfa. 
xiii.  J  5,  .&c.  Every  one  that  is  fourd  Jhall  he  tkruft  through  ;  and  every 
one  that  is  joined  to  ttem  fball  be  Jlain  with  the  Sword ;  tbetr  Children  alfo 
fball  be  dafhcd  to  pieces  before  their  Eyes^  their  Houfes  /hall  be  fpoiUdy  and 
their  Wives  ravi/hed.  Behold^  Iwillftir  up  the  Mede  againft  tbem^  which  fball 
not  regard  Silver^  and  as  far  Goldy  they  fball  not  delight  in  it ;  their  Bows  alfo 
,fball  d  fb  the  young  Men  to  Piecesy  and  they  fball  have  no  pity  on  the  Fruit  of 
the  Womb  ;  their  Eye /ball  not  fpare  Children.  And  Babylon,  the  Glory  of  King- 
doms^ and  Beauty  of  the  Cfaaldecs  Excellency^  fkall  be  as  when  God  overthrew 
Sodom,  and  Gomorrah,  fc?r.  Read  alfo  Chapter  fourteenth.  No  Hiftorian  that 
-was  cither  prcfent  at  this  Vidlory  of  Cyrus^  or  that  received  the  Report  from 
others  truly  as  it  was,  could  better  defcribe,  and  leave  the  fame  toPofterity  after 
it  was  adted,  than  Ifaiah  hath  done  in  many  parts  of  his  Prophecy,  which  were 
written  two  hundred  Years  before  any  of  ihcfc  things  were  attempted. 

The  Greatnefs  and  Magnificence  of  Babylon  were  it  not  by  diverfe  grave  Au- 
thors recorded,  might  fcem  altogether  fabulous  ;  for  it  is  reported  for  truths 
that  one  Part  of  the  City  knew  not  that  the  other  was  taken  three  Days  after ; 
which  is  not  impoffiblc,  if  we  confider  the  vaft  Circumference  of  it.  Diodorus 
.Siculus  faith,  that  it  was  in  Compafs  three  hundred  and  fixty  Furlongs,  which 
make  forty  five  Miles.  The  Walls  were  fo  thick,  that  fix  Chariots  might  pafs 
in  Front  thereon,  and  they  were  three  hundred  and  fixty-five  Foot  high,  adorned 
,and"  beautified  with  o:.e  hundred  and  fifty  Towers.  Strabo  g\yt%  2l  greater  Circuit, 
reckoning  it  at  three  hundred  eighty  five  Eurlongs,  which  makes  forty  eight 
.Miles  and  one  Furlong.  Herodotus  finds  the  Compafs  yet  to  be  greater,  namely 
.fqur  hundred  and  eighty  Furlongs  in  Circuit;  the  Thickncfsof  theWall  hcmea- 
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'furesat^fc]r''Cubics,  and  the  Height  at  two  hundred  of  the  (ame  rega]  Cubits.  For 
Entrance,  it  had  a  hundred  Gates  of  Brtis,  with  Pofts,  and  Hooks  to  hang  them 
en  o  friie  fame  Metal  ;  and  therefore  did  the  Prophet  Ifaiab  rightly  entitle  Ba- 
hylon^  The  Prtncefsy  and  Glory  afXingdoms^  Ifa.  xlvii.  5.  and  xiii.  19. 

But  when  Cyrus  had  won  her,  he  ftript  her  out  of  her  Princely  Robes,  and 
made  her  a  Slave,  dividing,  not  only  her  goodly  Houies,  and  her  whole  Terri- 
tory, with  all  the  Riches  therein  contained  amongft  his  Soldiers,  but  alfo  be- 
ftowed  the  rnhabitants themfelves  as  Bond-flaves,  upon thofethat  had  taken  Pof- 
fcflion  of  the  Goods. 

Cyrus  having  obtained  this  great  and  fignal  ViSory,  the  Glory  of  which  was 
a  Reward  for  his  Service  done  for  him,  who  was  the  Author  of  it,  and  of  all 
Goodnefs,  ^rid  thereby  tranflated  the  Empire  of  the  Chaldeans  to  himfclf,  ac- 
cording to  the  Prophecies  which  went^fore  of  him ;  in  thcfirll  Year  of  his  Em- 
pire, he  made  a  Decree  that  the  Captive  Jews  fhould  return  again  into  their  own 
Country  of  Judea^  and  that  they  Ihould  build  again  the.  Houfe  of  God  in  Jeru^ 
Jalemy  having  now  endured,  and  finiOied  the  feventy  Years  Captivity  foretold 
by  the  Prophet  Jeremiab.     The  Tenor  of  which  J3ecrec  was  thus : 

Thus  faith  Cyrus  Kjng  of  Pcrfia^  the  Lord  Cod  of  Heaven  bath  given  me. all 
the  Kingdoms  ^f  the  Earthy  and  bath  charged  me  to  build  him  an  Houfe  at  Jeru- 
falem  which  is  in  Judah.  Who  is  there  among  you  of  alibis  People  ?  Let  his 
God  be  with  him^  and  let  him  go  up  to  Jerufalem  which  is  in  Judah,  and  build 
the  Houfe  of  fbe  Lord  God  of  Ifrael  (be  is  God)  which  is  at  Jerufalem :  ylnd 
whoever  remaineth  in  any  Place  where  he  fojoumeth,  lei  the  Men  of  his  Plact 
help  him  with  Silver^  and  with  Goldy  and  with  Goodsy  and  with  Beafls^  befdes 
the  Fne-wUlOjfering  for  the  Houfe  of  God  that  is  in  Jerufalem,  Ezra  i.  z,  3,  4« 
He  alio  brought  forth  and  reftored  the  Veflels  of  the  Houfe  of  the  Lord  which 
Nebuchadnezzar  had  brought  forth  out  of  the  Temple  at  Jerufalem^  and  Bad 
put  them  into  the  Houfe  of  his  Gods;  thefe  were  brought  forth  and  numbered 
unto  Sbefhbazzar  the  Prince  of  Juddb  ;  and  this  is  the  number  of  them  4  thirtf 
Chargers  of  Gold,  a  thouland  Chargers  of  Silver,  nine  and  twenty  Knives,  thirty 
fiafons  of  Gold,  Silver  Bafons  of  a  fecond  fort,  four  hundred  and  ten,  and  of 
other  Veflels  a  thoufand  ;  all  the  Veflels  of  Gold  and  Silver  were  five  choufand 
and  four*hundrcd. 

The  Number  of  Jtws  that  then  returned  out  of  Cbaldea^^  under  their  Leader 
Zorobabdy  theSon  of  Salathiely  and  Nephew  to  King  Jeconiasy  and  Jojhua  the 
Son  of  Jofedechy  the  High  Prieft,  were  about  fifty  thoufand :  And  as  foon  as 
they  arrived  at  Jerufalemy  they  built  an  Altar  to  the  living  God,  and  facrificed 
thereon  according  to  their  Law,  and  afterwards  bethought  themfelves  bow  to 
prepare  Materials  for  the  building  of  the  Temple. 

CyriTi  having  fet  all  things  in  order  at  Babylony  returned  through  Media  into 
Per^ay  to  his  Father  Gambyfes^  and  his  Mother  Mandanesy  who  were  yet  liv- 
ing *,  and  from  thence  returning  again  into  Media j  he  married  the  only  Daugh* 
ter  and  Heir  of  Cyaxaresy  and  for  Dowry,  had  the  whole  Kingdom  of  Medis 
^ven  him  with  her ;  and  when  the  Marriage  was  finifhed,  he  prefently  went 
bis  way,  and  took  her  with  him }  and  coming  to  Babylony  from  thence  he  ient 
Governors  into  all  his  Dominions ;  into  jirabia  he  fent  Megabyzus\  into  Phry* 
gia  the  Greaier^  Artacaman^  vaio  Lydia  and  loniay  Cbryfantas  %  \nxo  Caria^ 
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Aduftus  \  imo  Pbrygia  Hdlifpontiaca^  or  tbs  Lifs^  Pisor^chss  \  but  \aim  Cili^ 
cia,  and  Cyprus^  and  Papkiagonia^  he  feot  no  Ferjums  to  govern  them,  becaufe 
they  voluntarily,  and  of  their  own  accord,  took  bis  Part  ag^ioft  the  King  of. 
Babylon  j  yet  he  caufed  even  them  alfo  to  pay  bini  Tribute. 

Cyrus  having  fpent  one  whole  Year  with  bia  Wife  iii  Bakyi^  gathered  thi- 
ther his  whole  Army,  coniifting  of  one  hundred  ^nd  twenty  thouf^nd  Horfe^ 
and  two  thoufand  Iron  Chariots,  and  fix  hundred  thouiaad  Foot^ten,  and  having, 
furniihed  himfelf  with  all  neqefiary   Provifions,  he  undertook  that  Jpuroey 
wherein  he  fubdued  all  the  Nations  inhabiting  from  Syria  to  the  Red  Sea, 

The  time  that  Cyrus  enjoyed  in  Reft  and  Pleafurc  after  thefe  great  ViAorjes, . 
and  the  Attainment  of  his  Empire,  is  generally  agreed  upon  by  all  Chiionok)ger«- 
to  have  lafted  only  feven  Years ;   in  which  time  he  made  fucb  Laws  and  Confti^ 
tutions,  as  differ  little  from  the  Ordinances  of  all  wife  Kings,  that  are  d^fH-onK  ta^ 
eftabliih  a  Royal  Power  to  themfelves  and  their  Fbfterity,  which  are  cecorded 
by  Xenopbon. 

The  laft  War,  and  the  end  of  this  great  King  Cyrus ^  is  diverfty  written  by 
Hiftorians :  Herodatus  and  Jufiin  fay,  that  after  thefe  Oinquefts,  Cyrus  invaded 
the  M^ff^g^^^^y  *  very  warlike  Nation  of  tfee  Scytjbians^  gpytivnti  by  T^myris^ 
their  Queen  y  and  that  in  an  encounter  between  the  PerJiAU4y  atsd  thefe  Northern 
Notnadesy  Tomyris  loft  her  Army,  togerher  with  her  Son  Spargabifes  that  wa$ 
the  General  of  it.  In  Revenge  whereof  this  Queen  makii^g  new  Levies  (^  Men 
of  War,  and  profecuting  the  War  againft  Cyrus ^  in  a  fecoi)d  fore  Battle,,  the 
Perfians  were  beaten,  and  Cyrus  was  uken  Prifoner,.  and  that  ^^wyris  cut  off 
his  Head  from  his  Body,  and  threw  it  into, a  Bowl  of  Blood,  ufipgthefb  Words- 
Tikou  that  bafi  all  ti^  time  tbirjhdfsr  Blood^.naw  drink  tbyjill^  andfati^te  tby^ 
felf  with  it.  This  War,  which  Metafibews  calls  Tmfh^e^  I^ed  about  fi^ 
Years. 

But  more  probably  this  Scytbiam  War  was  that  which  it  noentioned  before, . 
Cyrus  ndade  againft  the  Scythians  afcerthe  Conq^eft  of  Lydia^  according  toCU-f 
ftas^  who  calkfh  Tomyris^  Sparfitha^  and  makes  the  end  of  it  othcrwife,.  as  you 
may  fee  before. 

The  hmtCteJias  alfo recordeth,  that  the  laft  War  wbi^h  Cyrui  made  wasagairvd; 
Amarbreus^  King  of  the  Derbitians^  another  Natron  of  the  Scytbi^ns^  whOKfftho'  be 
over  came  in  Battle,  yet  there  he  received  a  Wound  whereof  he  d  ied  three  Days  after. 

5/r/2^^  alfo  affirmeth,  that  he  was  buried  in  his  own  City  of  Pafagardcs^ 
which  himfelf  had  built,  and  where  his.  Epitaph  was  tg  be  re^  inSfraie^s  Time^, 
which  he  faith  was  this  ; 

O,  vir^  quicmjque  es^  (^  undecunque  advents^  neqUe  enim  te  odvenfMrumigr 
noravi:  Ego  fum  Cyrus,  qui  Perils  Imperium  confiitui ;  pujillum  hoc  Terr^t^  qu^ 
meum  tegitur  Corpus^  mibi  tie  invideas.  O  thou  Man,  whofoevcr  thou  art, 
and  whenfoever  thou  comcth,  for  I  was  not  ignorant  that  thou  (hojuldeft  come ;  I 
2im  Cyrus  that  founded  the  P^;ry?^{;i  Empire  :  Do  not  envy  unto  me  this  little 
Earth  with  which  my  Body  is. covered. 

When  Alexander  the  Great  returned  from  his  Indian  Conquefts,  ht^  viftted  Ca* 

Ja^ardes^  and  caufed  this  Tomb  of  Qpriw  to  be  opened,  either  upon  hope. of 

great  Treafure,  fuppofed  to  have  been  buried  with  him,  or  upon  a  defire  to  ho>^ 

nour  his  dead  Body  with  certain  Ceremonies  ^  when  the  Sepulchre  was  opened^ 
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^kefe  WIG  fouAd  oolhing  ie  H,  fAve  an  ^  rotten  Taigfit^  two  SfyfiidH  Bows  and 
a  Svord.  Tke  Coffin  wherein  bis  Body  lay,  Alexaifdtr  catiied  to  be  covered  with 
bis  own  Garment,  and  a  Crown  of  Gold  to  be  fet  upon  ie. 

Cyrus  finding  in  bimfeif  chat  be  cotild  not  long  enjoy  the  World,  iie  called 
iinto  bim  bis'Nobility,  wish  his  ewo  Sons|  Ci^mbyfrs  anxi  SmerdiSy  and  after  a 
long  Oration,  wherein  he  afllired  himielf,  and  taught  others,  abbut  tbe  Immor- 
tality ef  the  Soul,  and  of  the  Puni(hments  and  Rewards  following  the  ill,  and 
good  Deiervilngs  of  every  MatH  in  this  Life ;  he  cifhorted  hk  Sons,  by  the  ftrong- 
eft  Arguments  he  had,  to  a  perpetual  Concord  and  Agreement.  Many  other 
Things  he  uttered,  which  makes  it  probable,  tbat  he  received  the  Knowledge  of 
the  true  God  from  DMiiJ^  whilft  be  governed  5i{/Sf  in  Verfia\  and  that  Cyrus 
bimfeif  bad  read  tbc  Prophecy  of  Ifaiab,  whcrdn  he  was  c^prcfly  named,  and 
by  God  pre-ordained  for  the  Delivery  of  his  People  out  of  Captivity ;  whieh 
Aft  of  delivering  the  fews^  and  of  r^ftoring  of  the  holy  Temple,  and  thtf  City 
of  Jerujalem^  was  in  true  Cbnfideration  the  noUcft  Work  that  ever  Cjrnij  per- 
formed. For  in  other  A£tk>ns  he  was  an  Inftrunient  of  God's  PoWer,  ufed  for 
chaftifingofmany  NatioBS,  and  the  ^ablifliing  of  a  Government  in  thofe  Parti 
of  the  World,  which  yet  was  not  to  continue  long:  But  herein  he  bad  the  Fa^ 
^our  to  be  an  Inftnmieili  of  God's  Goodnefs,  and  a  wilUng  Advancer  of  his 
Kingdom  upon  Earthy  wbkhnuift  laft  for  ever. 

Cyrus  had  iffue  two  Sons,  Camhyfes  ^ktiASmerJis^  and  three  Daughters,  y/*- 
tafaj  Mtrot  and  ArtiJ^ona.  At  his  Death  hfc  bequeathed  his  EmfHre  to  his 
eldeft  Son  Camhyfes^  and  appointed  Smerdis  his  younger  Son^  to  be  Smtrapa^  of 
Lieutenant  of  hUdia^  JrnuniS^  and  Cadufim.  He  reigbed  abo^t  one  and  thirty 
Years,  and  died  aged  feventy. 

The  Grtek  Hiftoriana  Wholly  afcribe  the  Gonqueft  of  B^lan  to  CyrMs^  be-* 
ctuie  that  be  commanded  the  Army  in  Chief;  yet  the  Scriptures  attj'ibme  it  to 
Darius  J  'Kingoftbe  Afe^^i,  whofe  General  Cyrus  was:  For  when  Baiylm  yna 
taken,  zn6Belfi>azzar  (ioin  ^  it  isfaid,  Dan.  v.  31.  that  £>/iri«j  the  ^^ii^^itodk 
the  Kingdom,  being  about  fixty  two  Years  old.  It  viz^Darius  alfo  that  placed 
Officers  over  the  feveral  Provinces  thereof,  as  we  read,  Dan.  vt.  1,2.  //  plea^ 
fed  Darius  iofet  wet  tie  Kingdom  a  bundrtd  and  twenty  Princes^  wbicb  jbould 
be  $ver  the  whole  Kingdom^  and  over  tbefe^  tbret  Prejulents^  of  wbom  D^die) 
was  ibejirjtj  &c.  And  thus  was  it  prophefied  by  Ifaiab  long  before ;  Behold! 
I  willftir  up  tbe  Medes  againft  tbem^  &c.  and  by  the  Prophet  Jeremiah^  tbe 
JJnrd  batb  rat  fed  up  I  be  Spirit  of  tbe  King  of  tbe  Medes ;  For  bis  Device  is  againji 
Babylon,  &^.  7^r.  Iv*  11.  And  again,  Verfe  t%.  Prepare  againft  ber  tbeNa^ 
tions^  witb  tbe  King  ofjbeMddes^  tbeCapt^ns  thereof^  and  aU  tbe  Rulers 
tbereofy  and  all  tbe  Land  iff  bis  Dominion. 

But  certain  it  is,  that  the  Honour  of  that  great  Vi<?h)ry  over  Babylon  was 
wholly  given  to  Cyrus^  who  was  the  Inftrument  pre-ordained,  and  fore-named 
by  God  himfelf :  not  only  for  this  A6):ion  ;  but  alfo  for  the  Delivery  of  his 
Church:  Yet, Daniel  makes  it  pbin,  that  hiroietf  not  only  lived  a  great  Officer 
under  King  Darius^  but  that  be  continued  in  th^t  Efbte  to  the  firfl  Year  of 
Cyrus^  which  was  not  long  after,  whiich  aJfo  was  the  YavoS Daniel*^  Death. 

As  for  the  Age  oiCyrus^  we  are  beholden  toTully  fot  it;  who  inbisfirft 
Book  de  Divinatione^  cites  it  out  of  one  Dionyfiusy  a  Perfian  Writer,,  in  this 
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manner,  ^ht  Sun  (faid  Dionyjius)  appeared  unto  CftviB  in  bis  Sleeps  ftanding^ 
at  bis  Fiit^  wbicb^  wben  Cyrus  tbrice  endeavoured  to  take  in  bis  Hands^  tbe  * 
Sun  ftill  turned  ajidt^  and  ivent  away :  and  /A^  Magij  wbo  were  tbe  learned. 
Men  umongft  tbe  Pcrfians,  faid  that  by  bis  ikrite -o firing  to  take  bold  of. tbe  Sun^  ^ 
fjoas  portended  to  bim  that  befbould  reign  thirty  Tears  %  wbicb  came  to  pafs  ac^ 
cordingly:  For  be  lived  to  tbe  Jge  offeventy  Tearsy  and^egan  not  t a-  reign  tilli 
be  was  Forty. 

In  the  firft  Year  of  Beljbazzary  Daniel  had  the  V-ifuHi  ikewed  btm-  of  the : 
four  Beafts,  figiiifying  the  four  Monarchies  ;  and  of  God  delivering  over  all^ 
Power  and  Sovereignty  to  the  Son  of  Meih  Dan.  vii. 

In  the  third  Year  of  Belfbazzar^  thc;Vifion  of'  the  Ram,  and  Gear,  fbre- 
fliewing,tbe  Deftruftion  of  the  Perftan  Monarchy  by  Alexander  die  Great,  and  ' 
tbe  great:  Miiery  ^\i\c\i  Antioebus  Ihould  bring  upon  the  People  of  God  wasi 
Ihewedto  Daniel^  living  then  at  Sufa^  in  theProvmce  of  £/tfi»,  upon  the  Bank. 
of  the  River  Ulai^  which  environed  the  Caftle  of  Sufa^  and  parted  the  Provinces' 
of-Sufa  and  Elemais^  Dan.  viii.  whence  we  nnay  colieft,*  that  at  that  time  the 
Province  of  Sufa  was  not  in  the  Hands  of  the  Medes  and  Per/tans j  but  of  the  • 
Babyloniansi  under  whom  Daniel  then  lived. 

Darius  the  Medey  Son  of  CyaxareSy  or  Abafuerur  the  Sen  of  Afiyages^  took  • 
upon  him  the  Kingdom,  which  was  delivered  over  to  him  by  CyruSj^  the  Con— 
4)ueror,  Dan.  v.  31,  and  ix;  i.     The  Angel,  in  this  firft  Year  of  his  Reign, 
is  faid,  to  have  confipmed,  and  ftrengthened  hiofi  in  his  Kingdom,  Dan.  xi.  i. . 
After  whicb-he  reigned  two  Ifoars. 

Towards  the  End  of  the  firft:  Year  of  Darius  the  Mede^  4he  fcvcnty  Years  of 
tht  Babylonijb  Captivity  expired,  which  began  under  yeboi^kim^  in  the  firft:.' 
Year  of  Nebuchadnezzar^  at  which  time  God  promifed  they  .ihould  return  into 
their  ovn  Country,  jf/r.  xxix.  lO.     Thus  faith  tbe  Lord^  that  after  thefeventy^ 
Tears  be  accompli/hed  at  B^bjloOi  l  will  vifit  you^  and  perform  my  goodWord 
towards  you,  in  caufing  you  to  return  to  ibis  Place.    Upon  Confideration  of  r 
which  very  Trmet^now^ib  near  approaching,  it  was,  that  Daniel  poured  out  that 
raoft  fervent  Prayer  for  the  Rcmiflion  of'  his*  own  Sins,  and  of  his  People's  ;  • 
and  for  that  promifed  Deliverance  out  of  their  Captiv-ity  t  Whereupon  the  An- 
gel Gabriel  brought  him  an  Anfwer^  not  only  concerning  this,  but  alfo  the  fpi-  - 
ritual  Deliverance  of  the  Church  to  be  wrought  at  lafl^by  the  Death  of  the  Af^/- 
ftaby  uttering  that  moft'^famous,  and'-memorable  Prophecy  of  the  fcveoty*  Weeks,*. 
yDan.  ix.  16. 

ThcSamaritanSj  l^  the  me^ns  of  ferae  Courtiers  ;A>out^QfruSy  whom  rhey 
had  bribed  for  that  purpofcs  difterbed  the  ^wj  in  their  Building  of  the  Temple, 
Ezra  W.  5.  Whence  proceeded  that  three  Weeks  Mourning  of  the  Prophef 
Danie/j  which  Faft-  he  begun  about  the  third  Day  of  the  firft  Month,  in  ihc 
third  Year  of  Cjrus^  Dan.x.  i,  4.  After  which,  upon  the  four  and  twentieth^ 
Day  oF  the  firft  Month,  that  Vifion  of.  the  Rings  of  Per^a,  of  Alexander  tbe^ 
Great, .  and  his  Succeffbrs,  and  their  Kingdoms,  was  fliewcd  and  revealed  unto- 
DiJwV/,.- as  he  ftood  upon  the  B^ink  of //r^^/><?/,  ovTygris^  all  which  is  contain-^ 
cd  in  the  three  laft  Chapters  of  Dan/el ;  which  (as  may  be  collefted  out  of  the' 
dofe  thcrtof ;  was  the  Jaft  YiGon  that  ever^he  had^  and  that  but  a  little  before 
his  Death. 
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LO N DO  N*s  Lord  have  Mercy  upon  us.  A 
true  Relation  of  Seven  modern  P/^w^vw  or  Vijitationi 
in  London^  with  the  Number  of  tnofe  that  were  bu- 
ried of  all  Difeafes ;  viz.

HAVING  out  of  feme  Italian  Papers  undertaken  to  draw  a  fuccinft" 
Accouiit  of  the  h.ft  Sicknefs  and  Death  of  the  late  Pope  Alexander  the 
Seventh,  I  was  afraid  thai:  the  Work  would  lecm  btrf  nr»imed  and  imperfcft^ 
if  I  (hoald  nor  inrfcrt  feme  PaiTages  reJattng  to  his  firft  Rife  and  Advancement 
feo  the  P;ipal  Dimity.  I  have  therefore  given  this  following  Hint  to  that  Ef- 
fed,  for  Satisfa&roR  of  itich  as»  being  unacquainted  with  his  Hiftory,  defire  to 
have  fome  Knowledge  of  his  Beginning,  before  I  cortie  to  fpeak  of  his  ktter. 
End,  which  is  the  principal  Scope  of  this  fhort  Narrative. 

Pope  Akxander  the  Sevcrtth  Was"  Native  of  the  City  of  Sienna  in  Ttffcany^ . 
and  defcendcd  of  the  ancient  Family  of  Gbifij  who,.in  bb  younger  Years,  grow- 
hig  eminent  for  bis  great  Parts  and  Learning,  was  promoted  at  hh  riper  Age 
to  tho  Bifhopr ick  of  Jmola  in  the  Territories  of  the  Church,  and  therein  behav- 
ed him  felf  with  fo  much  Prudence  and  Policy,  giving  manifeft  Proo6,  upon, 
all  Occafions,  of  his  great  Capacity  for  publick  Employments,  that  he  was 
made  Vice- Legat  of  Ferara^  then  Inqwifitor  of  Malta  %  and  afterwards  fcnt 
Nuncio  to  CuUen  and  Mmftery  at  the  Treaty  held  there  for  a  General  Peace. 

And  having  undergone  all  theft  Oifioes,  ^nd  in  them  acquired  much  Ho- 
nour and  Reputation,  he  received  as  a  Reward  of  his  great  Merits  a  Cardinal^s 
Cap,  in  the  Year  1652,  in  the  Month  of  February^  from  Pope  Inmcent  the 
Tenths  and  was  ildmrktcd  irito  the  Number  of  P«r^«r^i :  After  which>  as  a 
greater  Teftitnony  of  the  Pope's  Favour  to  him,  he  Was  conftit'utfcd  Secretary 
of  State,  and  in  that  Employment  continued  till  the  Death  of  the  faid  Pope,  and 
his  own  Eiedion  to  the  Papacy,  unto  which  he  the  rather  attained,  as  wasfup- 
pofed,  to  crofs  the  Dcfigns  of  the  Faftion  of  the  Bari^rini, 

At  his  firft  Creation,  that  be  might  gain  the  Hearts  of  the  common  People, 
he  ufcd  all  means  to  rxprcls  his  Charity  to  the  Poor,  amongft  whom  he  diltri- 
•  butcd  great  Sums  of  Money  ;  the  like  he  did  for  the  Deliverance  of  Prifoners, 
and  for  be<;ai ikying  and  building  many  Churches,  and  other  publick  Struftures^ 
not  only  in  Rtmie^  butalfo  in  feveral  Places  in  theEftate  of  theChurch  j  where- 
in he  exbauftcd  moil:  Part  of  his  Treafure,,  and  politickly  refufed  all  Prefents^ 
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which  were  made  him  by  fiich  as  intended  thereby  to  infinuate  themfelves  tnco 
his  Favour  ;  as  in  particular,  three  rich  Coaches,  with  fix  Ho^fqa  a*piocc^  from 
the  Cardinalrf^Af^^/W,  the  Cardinal  Aracb^  and  the  Prince  dePampbilio.  And 
annongft  the  reft,  a  Diiinaik  Bed.einbroidered  with  Gold,  frooi  that  grand  She 
Statift  Donna Olympia^yths:  Bofom  Favourite  of  his  Predeceffor  Innocent  X, 

He  filled  all  the  vacant  and  moft  confidcrable  Offices  (fo  foon  as  he  was  efta- 
blilhed  in  his  Throne)  with  very  eminent  and  deferving  Perfons  j  and  amongft 
others,  he  conferred  on  the  prefent  Pope  Clement  the  Ninth,  the  Place  of  Secre- 
tary of  State.  To  be  brief,  during  his  whole  Reign,  which  was  aloioft  thirteen 
Tears,  he  gave  evident Teflimony  of  his  Zeal  for  Advancement  of  the  Intercft 
of  th<r  See  of  Romej  fiiewing  great  Moderacion  and  IndifFerency  toward  the  feve- 
ral  Factions,  always  fliunning  as  much  as  he  coulJ,  the  adhering  to  any  one  of 
them,  in  Prejudice  of  another. 

But  that  I  may  not  go  beyond  the  Limits  of  my  intended  Brevity,  which  was 

•only  to  give  you  this  fmall  Account,  for  the  better  undcrftanding  of  what  follows, 

;and  that  I  might   not  be  thought  abruptly  to  begin  the  fubfequent  Difcourfe  Qf 

his  laft  Sickncfs  and  Death  ;  1  do  therefore  now  wave  further  Particulars  of  his 

Life,  and  proceed  to  the  intended  Relation. 

The  Pope  being  feized   with  his  old  Diftempcr  in  the  beginning  of  the  laft 
JLent^  and  fore-feeing  the  Danger  which  threatened  him,  without  expefting  any 
:otber  Advice  of  his  Phyficians,  was  willing  to  prepare  himfelf  for  the  great 
Pafljge  which  he  fore- law,  th^t  in  a  fliort  time  he  was  to  make  from  this  Life 
to  another;  and  intending  in  the  firft  place  to  difintangle  himfelf  from  all  ex- 
ternal Bufmeis,  that  he  might  be  able  with  lefs  Diftra£lion,  to  apply  himfelf  to 
the  internal  Concernments  of  his  Soul ;  on  the  1 3th  Day  of  Marcb^  of  this  pre- 
fent Year   1667,  NewStyU^  he  called  aConfiftory,  whethtr^  being  apparelled 
in  the  aocuftomed  Habit  he  went  in  Perfon,  although  much  cafl:  down  by  his 
Infirmity,  yet  recolledling  all  the  Spirits  and  Vigor  which  were  left  h\m^  he 
conftraincd  himfelf  to  perform  that  great  Funftion.     Wherein  he  promoted  to 
the  Cardinalfhip eight  of  thofe  feled  Perfons,  whom  he  fuppofed,  for  their  great 
Worth  and  Labours,  beftowed  for  the  good  of  the  Papal  See,  iiad  merited  the 
Advancement  of  fo  high  Dignity. 

But  his  Diieafe  mcreafing,  four  Days  after,  he  was  aflaulted  by  a  grievous 
Fit,  from  which  he  concluded  that  his  Sicknefs  was  mortal,  and  nutwithHanditig 
it  grew  vMct  and  more  violent  daily,  yet  for  all  this,  he  had  thoughts  of  per- 
forming the  long  Ceremonies  of  Holy  TkurfJay^  to  prepare  himfelf  for  Deach, 
as  he  faid,  by  mediuting  on  the  facred  Myfteries  of  the  PaOion  of  Jcfus  Chrift, 
.^and  would  have  executed  his  Intentions  in  defpite  of  his  Pains,  if  his  Phyficians 
andChirurgeoos,  together  with  his  Cor>fcflror,  had  not  perfuaded  him  to  the  con- 
trary ;  remonftrating  to  him  the  Inconveniences  which  might  arife,  from  the 
hard  Labours  which  ace  infcparabie  from  fuch  prolixc  Ceremonies.  And  ahho* 
he  was  perfwadedby  them  all  that  Time,  yet  was  he  refolved  with  that  little 
Strength  he  bad  left  him  (though -much  broken  and  extenuated  by  his  Diiiaie) 
on  Eafter^ay  upon  the  Gallery  of  MomeCavallo^  where  this  Fundion  is  ufed  to 
ht  performed,  with  a  folemn  Bcnediftion  in  Pontificalihus^  to  blefs  the  People^ 
which  there  flocked  in  exceeding  great  Multitudes,  being  driven  thereurito  not 
only  out  of  Devotion,    but  alfo  by  a  Defire  of  feeing  their  Pallor  yet  whole

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and  alive.  He  blefled  them,  having  raifcd  himfelf  up  twice  according  to  tKc* 
Cuftom,  without  ihe  Help  \)f  the  Pontifical  Scat ;  and  this  was  the  laft  Time- 
that  he  faw  his  Hock,  or  ihcy  him. 

But  it  was  not  God's  Will  that  he  fliould  long  enjoy  this  apparent  Profperity,. 
for  three  Days  after  he  was  affaulted  by.  mortal  Pains,   and  ftich  ones,    that  the- 
former  in  Comparifon  of  thefe  fcemed  but  light  Flea-bitings  ;    which  that  he 
might  gain  Vigour  to  refift  with  Patience,,  he  ordained  the  moft  Ho^  Sncrament^ 
to  be  expofed  in  all  the  principal  Churches  of  Rom.     But  the  Diieafe  growing- 
dcfperate,  and  he  being  aflured  by  the  Phyficians  that  he  was  to  die,    he  received' 
the  Tidings  of  Death,  not. only  with  a  total  Refignation  to  God,  as  he  faid,  but 
alfo  withRtjoycing  and  Chearfulnefs,  as  a  Meflfage  of  eternal  Felicity,  which  he- 
hoped  to  enjoy  :    then  called  for  the  Viaticum^   which  after  his  Confeffion  he- 
received  with  great  Devotion.     After  this  he  cauied  all  the  Sacred  College  of 
Cardinals  to  be  called  to  him  ;.  and   though  he  w,is  by  the  Sharpnefs  of  his 
Difeale  brought  very  low  and  almoft  reduced  to  Extremity,    yet  hc'addreflcd* 
himlclf  with  a  fteady  Voice  to  them,,  in  a  moft  excellent  and  elcgant^Exhortation- 
in  the  /  aiin  Tongue,  which  he  faid,  hr  purpofcly  chofe,  becaufe  he  could  better 
exprefs  his  Conceptions  in  that  than  in  the  Italian.     In  thisamong  other  things  h& 
put  them  in  remembrance  of  his  Eledtion^   and  their  compelling  him  t©  accept 
that  high  Dignity,    which  was  far  from  his  thoughts,    w«herein  he  affirmed  that^ 
they  had  made  Wm  facrifice  the  Swcetnefs  of  his  Reft  to  their  Rcfolutions :    he- 
begged  their  pardon  for  his  Frailty,  which  he  might,,  through  hisPaffion,  have 
committed,    makes  an  Apology  for  expending  great  Sums  for  promoting  the- 
Church  Intereft.     Ihtreats  them  to  ufc  the  Sincerity  and  Clcarncfs  in  the  next 
EIc(5lion,    which   was  fhortly  to  be,    as  they  had  done  in  his.     Exhorts  them 
againft  Cov^toufnefs,  wherein  he  ufeth  this  Expreffion,  Confider  that  from  the 
Church  you  have  received  the  moft  honourable  Part  of  what  you  pofleis ;  that  if^ 
you  were  conftrained  to  leave  that  which  you  received  from  the  Church,    ta 
the  Offerings  of  others,  how  much  more  contentedly,  (without  any  other  Ap- 
petite) (houW  you  then  enjoy  that  which  you  do  now  poffefe,  &c  ?  Laftly^  he 
recommends  to  their  Care  and  Protedlion,  his  Cardinal  Nephew,  his  aged  Bro« 
ther,   and  the  reft  of  his  Kindred^    and  himfelf  to  their  Prayers.     This  being- 
fpoken,    he  lifted  up  his  Hands  and  blefled  them,    and  then  their  Eminencies^ 
having  made  fome  Refledions  upon  his  Difcourfe,   approached  to  the  Bed^fid6 
with  Tears  in  their  Eyes,  and  after  they  had  taken  Pains  ta  comfort  bim,  with* 
great  Tendernefe  they  klffed  his  Hand,  and  departed. 

At  laft,  they  being  all  departed,  and  only  his  familiar  Friends  and  Ghoftly- 
Fathers  continuing  in  the  Room  with  him,  he  altogether  applyed  himfelf  to  his* 
Devotion,  often  repeating  thefe  Words,  Cupio  dijjolvi  (£  ejfe  cum  Chrifto.  And- 
ihofe  which  aflTlled  him  he  caufed  continually  to  read  fpiritual  Books,  and  diverfe- 
Prayers,  and  Pfalms,  efpecially  the  penitential  Pfalms,  &c. 

Now^  if  his  Diftafe  was  long  and  painful  in  the  higheft  Degree,  his  Patience 
was  then  very  admirable,  and  incredible,,  which  he  (hewed  in  bis  fuffering  of 
thofe  cruel  and  moft  grievous  Torments,  as  without  doubt,  thofe  were  which' 
he  endured,  in  regard  of  the  many  Parts  of  his  Body,  which  after  his  Deaths 
were  difcovered  to  be  offended  ;  yet  was  he  never  obfcrvcd  during^  all  his  Sick-^ 
nef&.to  have  a  difcompofed  Countenance.. 
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A  ccrtatn  Erieft  prefcnted  him  with  a  Pidurc,  where  there  were  very  well 
drawn  fomc  Hearts,  .behind  evefy  one  of  which  was  rcprcfcntcd  one  of  thq  Mif- 
teries  of  the  moft  holy  Paflion,  and  he  fcnt  him  Word,  that  it  wis  not  for  any 
Pretence  he  had,  ,that  htt  prefcnrcd  him  with  that  Pifture,  but  only  that  arthe 
Sight  of  that,  he  might  cali  to  Mind,  the  Torments  fjflfcrcd  by  jefus  Cbrift^ 
and  thereby  arm  himfclf  with  Patience,,  when  his  Pains  were  moft  violent, 
Jt  is  impoffible  to  Cell  how  acceptable  this  Gift  was  to  him,  which  ahhough  it 
was  but  (imple  indeed,  he  requited  the  Donor  of  it  with  much  Liberality,  and 
caufcd  it  to  be  put  behind  the  Pillow,  in  that  place  txadly  where  he  ufed  to  lay 
bis  Head,  when  he  was  moft  tormented  with  Pains,  and  from  Time  to  Time 
he  commanded  it  to  be  ren^ovcd  to  the  Feet  of  the  Bed^  that  he  might  wfth  tlic 
more  eafe  and  fitting  up  behold  it: 

A^ter  he  bad  rcceival  both  the  Eucharift'  and  the  Extreme  Unftion,  he  dif- 
pofed  himftlf  for  his  Tranfit^  with  a  marvellous  Undauntednefs :  and  had  aireajdy 
even  loft  hi»  Speech,  when  one  of  his  religious  Mtn  ftanding  By,"  exhorted 
him  to  doan  Aft  of  Contrition,  and  toaflc  Gd?^  Pardon  of  his  Sins,  he  coHcfting 
hit  Breath,  which*  was  flying  away,  with  a  moff  languilhing  Voice,  which 
could  hardly  be  undcrftood,  anfwercd  It  a.  The  fame  added,  that  he  (hould 
hope  in  the  Mercies  of  God,  who  is  always  ready  to  fliower  down  his^  Mercies 
upon  a  penitent  Heart ;  the  Pope  anfwered  with  the  fame  Weaknefs  of  Speech, 
Gerte..  Which  were  ihe  Lift  Words  which  proceeded  out  of  his  Mouth.  Al- 
though his  Agony  had  laftcd  long,  and  above  meafurc  painful,  nevcrthelefl 
the  great  Pontiff  did  not  fliew  the  leaft  Sign  of  Impatience :  and  when  he 
perceived  bimfeif  to  decay,  he  fald,  Oi^es  'Life  jhouU  decay  before  ones  Deafb. 
He  defired  to  have  his  Indulgence  in  ArticulorMortis^  frofxi  the  Hand  and  Voice 
of  one  of  the  Religio/i^^^t  afflfted  him,    * 

He  was  often  vifitcd  by  the  Gardlnal*,  contrary  tcr  the  former  Cuftoms,  wh^ 
were  willing  to  be  round  about  his  Bed  till  his  End.  And  on  Sunday  the  twenty- 
fccond  of  A/isry,  about  twenty- two  of  theClock,  he  quietly*  rendred  his  Spirit  to 
his  Creator,  in  thcfixtitth  Year  of  his  Age,,  and  thirteenth  of  his  Pontificate; 
and  the  fame  Evening,  the  ufoal-Gcremony  being  performed'  by  the  Cardinal 
Lord  Chamberlaiii,  the  Corps  was  arrayed  in  the '  accuftomed  Vcftmcnts, 
put  into  a  Litter  of  Crimfon  Velvet  open  6n  aU  fides,  compaflcd  round 
about  by  the  penitentiary  Fathers,  with  lighted  Torches  in  their  Hands,  ac- 
companied by  the  Guards*  and  Light  HorfcSj  followed  by  the  Artillery,  and 
with  the  Rear-Guard  of  Curiafliers,  being  carried  to  the  Vatican^  and  there 
the  next  Morning  opened,  there  was  found  on  one  part  of  the  Lungs,  fattened  to 
one  of  his  Sides,  a  touch  of  a  black  Spor*,  one  of  his  Kidneys  wafted,  and  fome 
Carnofities  or  flcftiy  Kernels  inftcad  of  it,  from  whertce  the  Paflage  of  the  Urine 
was  hindred  ;  and  an  Ulcer  of  the  Reins,  which  of  all  hir  other  Difeafeawas 
the  worft  :  From  thence,  being  embalmed  and  pontifically  apparelfed,*  he 
was  carried  the  next  Day  to  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Peter^  and  placed  in  the  Chap- 
pel  of  the  moft  Holy  Sacrament,  where  was  a  Concourfc  of  ao-  infinite  Number 
of  People,  to  kifs  his  Feet,  and  take  from  him  whacfoevcr.they.  could  lay  Hands 
on,,  to  prefcrve  to  thcmfclves  as  Holy  Rcliques.

A  brief  Defcription  of  the  great  Funeral  Machine  builded 
within  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Peter  in  Rome^  for  the  Ob- 
fequies  of  his  Hoh'nefs  Pope  Alexanj>b|i  the  IS^venthy 
with  a  Copy  of  all  the  Infcriptiont  aod  Ukgies  .put  up 
there  in  Praife  oi  hie  Holinefs. 

VERY  ^nfiderablc  is  the  Fabrick  of  the  great  ALmJofeum ^e6^ m  the 
Bafilica  of  the  Prince  of  the  Apoftlts,  0{>poGce  to  the  Prince  of  tlie  Chap* 
pel  of  the  vnf^9i  Holy  S^rament,  for  the  Deaih  of  bis  Holinefs  Pope  ALEX- 
ANDER VII.  Jt  coafifted  oft  mod  high  Ura,  fiipportirti  by  a  Pedcftal  having  ' 
a  Triple  Crown  over  it,  with  four  Spises,  which  much  exceeded  the  Height  m 
the  aiorefaid  One,  with  four  Steps  or  Degrees  between  the  four  Obelifks^  which 
were  all  TQj^  about  full  oi  Coats  (^f  Arm$,  and  ImpreAes  born  up  by  very  h^l^ 
Pcdcft^fe:  on  the  Fronts.of  which  were  fecn  the  Armsof  his  Holinefe,  and  fome 
moft  <1f gant  Infcrjptions^  wfa^h.ih^U  be  here  prefented  for  the  SAtisfa<3ion  of 
fuch  as  acc.Curious. 

On  the  tirft  Spire  from  the  Side  of  the  Epiille  over  againft  th^  Chappel  of 
the, pioH  .Holy  Sacrament  were  the  two  following  Infcriptions :

On  the  two  other  Fronts  of  the  four  Spires  there  was  fbr  each  of  them  ano- 
ther Medal  without  any  Infcription  underneath  :  Other  Buildings  were  painted 
there,  made,  in  the  Life-time,  and  by  Order  of  th^  Mempry  of  the  deceafed 
Pope.  The  Urn  was  like  wife  adorned  with  the  Miftories  of  the  glorious  AAions 
.done  by  his  Holincfe  the  Pope  :  In  the  lower  Front  wasreprdcntcd  the  Imma- 
iulate  Concepfiony  for  the  which  his  Holincfs  fotne  Years  fince  had  been  fo  much 
.concerned,  ^n  another  was  figured  the  Coronization  of  St.  Thomas  of  Villa  nova 
the  Auguftinian.  Jn  the  third  Front  was  that  of  St.  Francefca  di  Saks^  Bifhop 
<i(  Geneva,  -And  in  ehe/ourth,  the  Beatification  of  St.  Peter  de  Arbues^  the 
Jbragonian^\A2kn^x.     And  near  to  that  were  two  Piftures  of  the  deceafed  Pope. 

All  the  great  Medals,  'Piftures  and  Impreffes  were  beautifully  adorned  with 
'Gold,.vW|ththe  Compartments  equal  and  uniform,  which  gave  no  little  Admiration 
to  the  great  Concourfe  of  People,  who  flocked  to  behold  the  Sy metry  of  a  Fa- 
brick,,  which  ,amidft  Sadbefs  breathed  out  fo  marvellous  Beauty. 

And  prjocjpally  was  the  Wonder  of  the  Beholders  increafed  on  Monday 
Morning,  and  tbe;Qther  two ^Days  following  (wherein  the  Lords  Cardinals  per* 
formed  the laft  FunQi:aKOffic6S  round  this  Maufoleum)  when  it  appeared  lighted  by 
near  fix  hundred . Wax-lights,  ^befides  a  Number  of  great  Candles  and  Torches  ^ 
and  the  Splendour  of  tjie  Gold  triumphing  over  the  black  Colour  with  that  of  the 
'^burning  Luminaries,  At  was  not  te  be  difcerned  whether  or  no  the  Lights  ^ave 
a  more  ple^fing  Variety  to  the  Gildings,  or  that.the  Gildings-borrowing  from  them 
made  the  greateft  Luftre. 

At  this  fair  and  mournful  SpeAacieiiemained  ipeechlefs  With  Admiration,  four 
^reat  filver'd  Statues,  reprefcnting  the  four  Virtues,  Prudence^  Juftice^  ForSitude 
'  and  TemperMnce^  who  fat  by  the  Sides  of  the  Urn  ;  filent,  not  only  -out  of  Ad- 
miration,  being  the  Beholders  of  fo  fair  and  vaft  a  Mole,  but  alfo  for  Sadneis, 
as  having  loft  fo  dear  a  Cberiiher  of  theirs,  that  had  known  fo  well  how  to  learn 
happily  their  Doftrinc. 

'  It  was  admirable  in  the  Morning  to  fee  the  Luminaries  burn,  with  which  the 
,  whole  Machine  was  ordinarrly  fill'd,  whiMt  it  flamed  round  about  the  four  great 
iSpires,  by  certain  Windows  whereof  they  were  full,  and  in  them  did  marvelloufly 
afcend  within-Gde  artificially  by  certain  Degrees,  which  were  guided  com*« 
modioufly  almoft  from  the  Extremity  of  the  Obelifk,  the  Work  of  the  Mok 
remaining  (o  admirable  and  undefaced  until  this  prefent,  to  the  End  that  ea/cb 
jirious  Eye  may  be  fufHciendy  fatijsfied  with  beholding  it. 
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^  true  Rfilatibn  of  the  Ceremonies  performed  within  and 
without  the  Conclave  for  the  Creation  of  Clement  the 
Eleventji  .ele<9:ed  the  20th  of  Jum^  1667.  With  an  Ac- 
count of  the  Joys  of  Rome. 

AMONGST  the  fair  andmrious  FunAions  which  arc  ufually  performed 
in  c^e  Raman  Cburt^,  one  is  that  of  the  Creation  of  the  Sovereign  Bilhop 
^or  Pope)  whereof  the  relation  of  one  Ceremony  ought  not  to  be  omitted  ;  and 
whictir  is  fo  much  the  more  admirable,  by  how  much  it  happeneth  but  it  I- 
dom^  and  that  not  ail  thoie,  v/ho  being  curious,  defire  to  fee  the  like  Novelty, 
4:an  feed  their  Eye  in  beholding  it. 

The  Spirit  of  Pope  jiUxander  the  Seventh  being  flown  up  into  Heaven  the  two 
and  twentieth  of  the  Month  Qi  May  of  this  pre(ent  Year,  1667,  and  his  Obfeqoies 
performed  by  .the  holy  College  of  iS/.  Peter ^  the  nine  following  Days  the  Lords 
Cardinals,  to  the  number  of  Sixty-two,  entered  into  the  Conclave  on  Tburfday 
Evening  ihe  Second  Day  of  Jum^  there  being  abfcnt  from  the  Court  four  Lords^ 
Cardinals,  Aragona^  Vifcountty  and  Moncada  in  Spain  \  and  Tun  in  Germany ;. 
and.  four  more  of  their  Eminencies  lying  flck  at  their  Palaces  in  Rome^  two 
•of  which  after  fome  Days  entered  into  the  Conclave  (to  wit)  Ludovijio^  and  Santa 
-Crocey  and  the  other  two  Ballavinno  and  Bandinello  paft  a  fmall  Time  after 
to  a  better  Life. 

The  Lords  Cardinals  were  then  in  the  Conclave^  to  the  "Number  of  Sixty-four, 
and  the  firft  :Morning,  the  third  of  June^  hb  Eminency  the  Lord  Cardinal 
Sarbarino  the  Deacon,  having  in  the  Chappel  celebrated  the  Low  Mais  of  the 
Holy  Gb^^  he  hirnfelf  adminiftred  the  Communion  to  the  reft  of  their  Eminencies, 
to  whom  he  afterwards  made  a  fuccinft  Oration,  exhorting  them  to  be  prepared 
for  the  receiving  into  their  Hearts  the  Divine  Fire  of  the  Holy  Ghoft^  to  the  end 
that  being  filled  with  that  celeftial  Heat,  they  might  zealoufly  bring  forth  the 
EleAion  of  a  Pope,  which  might  be  an  excellent  Shepherd  to  govern  the  Cbri- 
ftian  Flock. 

In  the  folbwings  Days^  when  tbey  had  with  mature  Conflderation,  made 
many  Scrutinies  and  Accefles  for  diverfe  SuBjefts,  finally  after  the  Supreme  Papal 
Sec  had  been  vacant  for  the  fpacc  of  Twenty-eight  Days,  was  the  moft  eminent 
Lord  Cardinal  GiulioRoJpiglioJicttzxjoA^  with  fufficient  Votes  for  Supreme  Paftor ; 
whofe  noble  Bud  and  ancient  Stock  was  produced  in  the  pleafant  Garden  of  one 
of  the  famous  Cities  of  our  Great  Tufcany.  Pifloia  it  was  that  hath  had  the 
Fortune  to  bring  forth  him,  who  with  his  experienced  Prudence,  Maturity  of 
Counfel,  and  San&ity  of  Life,  hath  always  made  hirnfelf  remarkable,  and  will 
render  himfelf  more  lo  in  Ms  high  Throne,  even  to  the  People  moft  remote  and 
barbarous. 

My  Pen  is  not  a  fit  Pencil  in  the  ieaft  to  rough*draw  the  g^eat  Jubilee  with 
which  the  Hearts  of  the  People  of  Rome  were  filled,  when  on  Monday  Morning 
the  Twentieth  of  June  it  began  to  be  whifpered  about  the  City,  that  fo  de- 
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fcrving  a  Prelate  had  been  created  the  facred  Monarch  of.Chriftendome,  and 
every,  one  dcQring  by  manifcft  Signs  to  be  certified  of  it, .  left  their  own  Houfes; 
running  hither  and  thither,  and  lik^  diftrafted  People  find  no  qpiet;whecherfoever 
they  range,  all  congratuUting  with  their  Fi  lends  ckdr  beibgfikirouiedby  Heivsb 
with  fa  holy  ^:?^$or,  .  :^^'       '  '    r.    -'   ^ 

4a  tbc,incan  Tkiic,  the  jaft  Scru^y  and  Accefs^bcing  fiailhed  ip  ifie  C^jippel 
called  TJi  SiJfOj    wherein  the  fupreme  Bilhop  was  creafed^,   uni  the  Btoof  ef  it 
fct  open,  there  were  feen  to  appear  the.  iUnftcious  LwA^f^f^^  \)»  ffiftftSV  of 
the  Ceremonies y  and  the  Secretary,  and  after  the  Schedules  "were  burned,  as  it  is 
the  Cuftorji  to  do  every  Day,  the  Lords  Cardinals  Erana/co  Barhrino^zs  Peacon 
gf  the  Holy  College,  and  Jracb  as  firft  Prieft,  made  the  accuftonxed  Imrcaty  to  . 
his  Ernincncy  the  Lord  Giulio  RofpigUofi,  that  he  <v6uld  a,ccept  the  Popedom^ . 
to  the'yi^hich  by  agreeing  Votes  he  had  been  clefted  by  the  Lords  Cardinal';  ^  arid 
his  Eniinency  having  accepted  that  fublime  Charge,  chofe  to  hinnftlf  the  Name 
of  Clement  the  Ninth,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  AfU  Of  his  Clemency  fhall  not . 
prove,  but  correfpond  to  his  Name. 

Thq  Matters  of  ihe  Ccrerapnies  were  called  af  that  AAy  and  he  being  then  * 
conduced  by  feme  of  th(;ir  Eminencies  behind  the  Altar  of  the  fa  id  Chap.pd,'^. 
was  by- the  Afliftance  of  the  Lord  SeXton,  ahd  the  Matters  of- the  Ceremonies 
difrofaied  of  hi$,  Cardinal  Vj^ftments,  an(^'c!pthc<i' Epqtifi^^^      that  isj   ^ith  at 
\yhitc  Cafll^ck,.  a  Rochet,  a  Mozet,  and  a  red  Sactin-Cap,  alfe  w\th  a  Pair  of 
^hots  embroidered  with  the  Sign  of  the  Croft. 

Rrin^  clothed  in  this  manner,  he  was  kt  down  in  the  pontifical  Chair  befbm 
the  Altar  of  the  faid  Chappel,  where  alt  their  Eminencies,  the  Cardinals,  camjp 
one  by  one  to  worfhip  him  on  their  bended  Knees,  for  the  firft  Timf ,  acknow^ 
i^gifj^,  him  the  chid;Pa(lor.  Ac  whjch.  Adoration,  fir^  app??red  the  I^ord 
Cardinal  J3tfr/'^r/«p  the  Deacgn,  who  (vyitH  BU  Knees  on  the  Ground) .lcifi*(i* his. 
Fopt  and  his  I^ight-hand,  and  was  fudd^ly  caufcd  to  fife  byiiisHpliricls,  who 
kiffcd  him  on  ei^Ser  Cheek. 

At  this  inft^int  was  heard  to  refoun^..with  fweet  Ecchoesby  the  harmonious 
Vpices  cf  the  Mi^ficians  of  the  Chapper  tljie  Eccbo  S^cerd^s  magnus^  and  amidft' 
this  Igijel  Reverberation^  bis  Emipency  the  Lord  Cardinal  D*  Efte^  one'  of  the 
iVf afters  of  the  Ceremoni^^s,  bearing  alonfe  the  Crors,.accoqipany}ng,hrm,  was  gon- 
du6led  to  the  accuttomed  Tower  of  the  &enediSi&nt  over  the  great  Porch  gf  the 
Church  of  ${.  Biter,  and  there  they  had  b\it  juft  opened^  when  hU  Eminency, 
and  the  ffiid  Matter  of  th^  Ceremonies,  with  the  Croft,  could  fcarceljr  croud  in; 
llR:ey  (hewed  this  moft  holy  Banner  to  the  People^  who  ftaid  in  the  Piazza 
eager  to  behold  its  cft^eiping  it  a  certain  Sign  that,  afterwards  by  the  fai^  Lord 
Cardinal  wpuMbe  prQcIaimcdjthofe  V^ords  *vWchcItarty  >yere  heju'd  tp  be  pro- 
nognccd,  th^t  is  to  fajr>  Jlnnunffo  vobis  gaudium  magnum  ;  bakemu:s  Pvntificem 
EmineniiJJimum,  0?  Refverendiffimum  DomtnMmC^rdinalem'yuiium  Rpfpgliofum^ 
qui  fibi  vomen^  impojuit  Ctemeniem  nonum. 

tJncxpreffible  was  tb^  Content  which  the  Peop}e  fljiewed  when  thefc  Words' 
were  publifhed  j  arid  no  lefs  was  the  Defire  of  the  Nobility,  who  without  the 
9fidg?  (which  w^^s^fhut  up  with  Portcul^eSj),fl;aid  vyith  %  multitude  pf  Coaches^ 
wherewith  aH  thq  neighbouring  Wlays  were  qrpuded  :  neither  was  the  Eagernefs 
of  th^  npmeroy^; people  infer igr,  every  one  expeftin^  with  ewcme  Impatience 
th^t  fhe^  fhould  open  to  them  thofe  Grates  which  bindred  them  from,()einp  able 
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Mli  €e  fee  (he  oiht r  Fuoiftjoiis. 

It  had  alrmdy  ftruek  three  or  more  of  the<:io€kft  when  «fcer  the  Publication 
abovefaid  waft  fiiiilhed,  there  founded  unexpe^edty  ia  every  ones  Ear^  the  TI;h3i> 
drtou  of  the  4oud  Ariillfqr,  an  inanimate  ioftrument  to^rouze.up  in  the  Heafts 
of  Moctali,  }\it3ilce:^'Minb4  the  Shot  went  ateemately.  ir9m  the  Moiqueca» 
<  CanMM^  ^nid  Maitdr/|>ieors  for  half  an  Hour  Space,  The  Qr#(e6  werefet  pi^ea, 
^  Cbaine  tlvown down»  the  Coaches  ran, about,  the  People fl\?w  i  nochine  Was 
beai^  :^«t.  WfAix%  oi  A^lamation  and  NoUes  of  Mirth,  every  one  defiring  to,  gc^ 
into  the  Cathedral  of  Si.  Peter^  where  it  was  hoped  chat  chey  mig|K  behold  the 
new  Paftor  4  all  the  Bells  rang,  neither  was  there  a  Corner  in  Rom  wherein  was 
not  difccrned  an  exccflive  Joy  and  imexpreffible  Contentment  in  all  Mens  Coun- 
teriatnces ;  Ti6f  ftdCd  ttit  tWirts  itid  Trumpets  idl^,  Whofe  hdllo^  Metals  fweelljr 
invited  die  Sq|Ubdk«ittbf  :Sbtdkt^  wKibh  ^mbnarily  ftaid  iti  this  Piaata  of  Sf, 
Peter^  to  anfwer  them  with  a  doubled  Salvo  of  Mufquet  Shot,  who  betwixt 
Mirth  and  Jubilee  had  already  wpropriated  to  themieives  the  Cardinal  Coach, 
with  the  Horfcs  of  the  Sovereign  Paftor,  from  whofe  Coachman  they  had  alfo 
taken  away  hisQoak^andtheie.'are  the  accuftomed  Spoils  belpnging  tothefaia 
Soldiers. 

.  In  this  Interim  many  Malbns  unwilled  the  Cdnglave,    their  Eminencics  ttie 
Cardinals  being  already  brought  to  the  fecond  Adoration  in -the  faid  Ctiappel,  the 
imoft  enaineht  Bsrbarino  the  Deacon  beginning  as  above^  and  the  other  Cardbah 
■following  all  in  order  with  jHirple  Coats,  and  this  Fundion  being  ended  the 
Muficians  of  the  Chappel  preceeding,  who  fang  certain  Moctets^  the  Crofs^  an<| 
•  their  Emincncies  the  Lords  Cardinals  following,  his  HoUhefs  was  carried  in  a 
Pontifical  Seat  into  the  Bq/ilica^  where  he  was  by  ail  the  facred  College  adorea 
the  third  time  :  the  aforefaid  Mu(rcians  finging  at  the  lame  inftant  the  Ti  Deufk 
JLaudamuij  &c*  the  Adoration  being  finiihed,  and  the  ^^  t>eum^  the  Lord  Car- 
dinal Deacon  was  conduced  to  the  Side  of  the  Epiftle,  where  fomr  Prayers  an() 
"Verfcs  were  faid  over  the  new  Pope,  who  was  fct  down  upon  the  Altar,  from 
which  when  he  had  defcended,  the  Mitre  being  firft  reached  to  him  by  one  of  the 
Affiftarit  Deacons,  and  having  the  Crofs  ftanding  before  him,  he  turned  to  the 
^People,  and  gave  them  his  Benedidlion  ;  and  atter  his  Mitre  was  again  put  on 
by  one  of  the  Deacons^  he  afcepded  withi;he  faid  moft  eminent  Cardinals  the 
-Steps  of  the  Altar,  and  gave  his  Bencdiflion  to  the  facrcd  College,  on  both  ficlcs 
of  )x\tck  where  he  ftood  ;  ilien  being  difrobed  of  his  lioly  Pontifical  embroidered 
Mantle^  aard  bis  Mitre  earned  to  him,  ^  wis  put  in  aclofe  Sear,  and  carried  to 
the  Pope's  Lodgings  ia  the  Vatican  Palace,    with  a  great  Train  of  Followers  5 
ft.  ft/tff^s  Church,  and  the  Porches  of  it,  rdbonding  with  the  continual  Voices, 
Long  livi  Pope  Clement  ibe  Ninihj  his  Holineis  imparting  his  Pontifical  Effing 
unto  the  numerous*  People^  at  his  afcending  into  the  Palace.     Every  one  was 
fatisfied  to  fee  the  Supreme  Paftor,  who  with  his  majeftical  Gravity;  (by  which 
he  forced  all  Hearts  to  reverent  Veneration,  and  to  proilrate  themfelves  on  thejr 
Knees)  was  obferved  -to  difcoVer  a  |)leafirig ^Affability. 

Ronie  celebrating  thefe  Fefti vats, ;  was  (een  that  fame  IfJigtu,  an^  the  other 
two  following,  all  light,  by  a  number  of  BonHr^s  in  thl?  publick  Ways, 
and  by  ihany  Torches  and  other  Luminaries  at  the  Windows  of  Palaces,  and 
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paniihilar  Houfcs  %  aM  ^ch  of  ihcfe  Niglnsj  thta^Gaftfe  of  Sr.  AngSlShtKh  wtth 
multiplied "Vollics  of  Shot  roazed  the  Courage  of  c^ry  tfne  tci  renew^thc  Joy  for 
ilic  Ekdlion  of  Pope  C/ei^ru?  tlMTNirithi  regiftred  frdnf  Etcrnky  with  the  Pen 
of  the  uncreated  Providence',  in  the  Leaves  of  Immortality >  by*  the  fovercignr 
Mover,  ^ho  hath  granted  toOs^bis  holy  Shepherd^  to  thd'cnd  he  m^y  rightly 
guide  hfh  Flock,  and  reftrUe  them  from  the  T^eth  of  the  infcma*  ^otf,  with  an- 
li6ly  Pattern,  and  an  exemplary  Life,  that  may  fcrvc  as  aMirrow  or  Looking- 
giafs  to  all  the  World,  and  a  Spur  to  every  one  to  dwW  thfm  to  the  way  of 
Ferfcftion^  and  to  enrich  them  with  feme  of  thofe  manyVittucs  whieh  are  mar- 
treW6ufly  refplendent  in  his  HoHnofs.  ^        '

md'A^odamairions  of  cbe  Tongue  am  united  with  excelleoc  Harmon j,  are  ren- 
dered  more  worthy  than  others  of  being  by  means  of  the  Prefs  tranfmitted  to. 
the  Knowledge  of  Pofterity.  Such  was  the  Coronation  of  CUmeni  the  Ninth, 
lately  Cardinal  Rpffsglicfi  \  and  for  this  reafon  1  took  the  Courage  to  write  it, 
and  dedicate  it  to  the  Name  of  your  moft  Reverend  Fatherhood  :  I  doubt  not 
of  its  Acceptance,  becaufe  that  you  fuftaimng  under  him  (with  fo  much  Praiie) 
one  of  the  moft  principal  Charges  of  the  Pontifical  Palace,  never  conferred  but 
on  Subjeds  of  eminent  Merit,  cannot  reject  a  Labour  which  is  difiufed  into  the  . 
'  Glory  of  thole  who  fill  the  Pr^cinft  of  this  holy  Place  above  any  other  Pare 
of  Cbriftendom,  it  even  comes  to  (point  out)  itfelf,  amongft  the  very  faaie 
Rrrfens. 

Betimes  on  Suniirf  Morning  the  28th  of  June^  were  made  ready  the  things 
neCeflary  for  the  Perfon  of  his  Holinefs,  in  the  Chamber  of  the  Vatican  Palace, 
called  or  the  Par  amenity  whither  the  Pope  at  the  appointed  Hour  was  carried 
from  his  own  Lodgings. 

There  by  the  moft  eminent  Cardinals  Deacons,  Efti  and  Rondinino^  and 
other  Minifters  defigned  to  that  Office,  he  was  clothed  with  an  Amide,  a 
Surplice,  a  Girdle,  a  Stole  Of  long  Vcfture,  a  Rochet  and  a  precious  Mitre; 
the  facrcd  College  of  their  Emincncies  clothed  alfo  in  their  accuftomed  Purple 
Cloaks,  making  a  majeftica)  Crown  round  about  him^  In  their  appointed 
Places  ftood  the  other  Prelates,  every  one  with  his  Coj^e  over  his  Surplice,  and 
the  Officers  wearing  their  Cloaks.  ,  . 

The  Pope  prepared,  as  in  the  like  Solemnity  is  ufiial,  the  Procefilon  began  to* 
wards  S(.  Peur^i  Church.  The  Crofs-bearer  going  firft  with  a  Crucifix,  between 
two  affiftanc  Minifters,.  then  the  other  Prelates  and  Officers,  and  in  their  Places, 
according  to  the  Order  of  Precedency,,  went  their  Eminencies,  the  CarJinals, 
two  by  two :  His  Hdinefs  followed  clothed  as  above-faid,  under  a  Canopy  of 
State,  carried  in  a  pontifical  Seat  by  his  StableGrooms  wearing  long  red  Gowns, 
and  the  Staves  of  the  Canopy  of  State  were  carried  up  by  Knights  of  St.  Peter. 

The  new  Pope  being  ari^ived  at  the  Porctof  5/..Pr/fr,  fate  down  in  a  pon- 
tifical Chair,  fct  there  on  a  Throne,  raifed  but  little  from  the  Floor,  and  under 
i  Cloth  of  State,  and  then  the  Lord  Cardinal  Barbarino  (Arcbpricft  of  that  Ca- 
thedral) did  befeech  his  Holinefs,  that  he  would  admit  the  moft  reverend,  the 
Canons  of  the  Chapter- Houfe,  to  the  kifling  of  his  Foot ;  when  which  Fun<5tion 
was  ended  he  entered  by  the  middle  Gate  into  the  Church,  carried  as  aforefaiJ, 
and  making  his  Adoration  to  the  moft  Holy  Sacrament,  he  went  towards  the 
C/rt»^»/mChappel  already  prepared  for  this  purpofe,and  received  the.  moft  emi- 
nent Cardinals  to  the  Kifs  of  his  Knee,  and  the  other  Prelates  to  that  of  his  Foot. 
This  Ceremony  finifhed,  and  the  Mitre  being  laid  afide,  the  Pope  rofe  up,  and 
ftanding  as  the  Cuftom  is,  bleffed  the  People  :  And  whilft  the  SubrDeacon  .who 
was  to  fing  the  Hpiftle,  clothed  himleif  in  bis  accuftomed  Vcftments,  his  Ho- 
linefi  tuned  the  Diu$  in  Auditorium ^  &c.  of  the  Prime. 

Whilft  the  Prime  was  finging  by  one  of  the  alfiftant  Lord  Bilhops,  another 
affiftant  Lord  Bifliop  ftood  forward  with  a  Book,  wherein  the  new  Pope  re^d 
the  Preparatory  1%^  the  Mais.  By  this  time,  the  Apoftolical  Sub-Deacon  had 
drtlfed  himfelf  in  his  accuftomed  Garments,  and  the  Sandals  were  taken  up  by 
the  Hand  of  the  Lord  Scrxton,  who  by  the  help  of  the  Chamberlains  put  them. 
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upon  the  Ffct  of  his  HoHnefsv  who  ak  the  end  of  the  Pririie»  Iftyiftg  dtfwn'Mt 
'  Mitre,  wad  fUndoigiipon  his  Feer,  fang  the  torrent  Orecioii,  the  oioft  emitefic 
Cardinal  Barbarino  the  Dcacoo  holding  the  Book  before  ittf\.  The  Frajref 
etvdcd,  aind  the  Bentdicamus^  See.  faid  by  4he  Singers,  the  iliM  ^itiintoc  Gardt*- . 
nal  Barbarino  returned  to  hts.Place^  and  his  Holhrefs  wa«  cl6thed  in  hk  ^oDted 
Robes  fbr  the  folcmn  Celebra^tion  of  the  Maft,  and  after  chey  Wprc  ^iiiie  dl^fleid} 
the  Proccffloo  began  towards  the  AJtar  of  the  Holy  Ap(£iiat^.,Peitr  tnd  Si. 
Pauly  in  this  Order. 

Firfl:,  went  the  Hotrlhold  Servants  of  hts'H#Kne6,  aid  hit  €l»hf)becktii*. 

Next  followed  the  Barons,  the  Conferva  tors,  and  the  Oncors  pf  .PrinOcSi  Ihi 

Secretaries   and  Confiflorial  Advocates,  confufedly  one  amongft  another^  ind 

without  Order,  but  two  being  the  nrioft  ancient  of  .eachOHder  led  in  the  wdr- 

thieft  Place,;  then  the  Aflii^antss  die  Clerks  of  the  Chaoiber,  the  Atidftotfs  of 

RolayXht/lc0lito'Tarifirario^  with  theCandlcftick«Bearers,theSiib  Dcic^  Wjdl 

,  the.  Papal' Crofs,  and  with  him  the  other  Sub  D^acona ;  riie'SubrDetcoris^  the 

one  Greek  J  and  the  other  Laiiti'^  each  of  thenfi  with  his.  Book  \  then  t^  Ab* 

bots^  the  BiQiops^  and  the  Archbishops  followed  after  the^fliops  ch«  wei^r  Af^ 

,' (iftant  to  the  Pope,  and  according  to  the  Order  of  Precedency  the  mofttfm^* 

nent  Cardinals ;  betwixt  'AUtftant^Deacons,  who  were  ihe  Lords  Cardinals  Efie 

^nd  Rondininc^  went  his  Eminency.the  Lord  Cardinal  Afsidstbmo^  that  was  to 

:  fiDg  the  Gofpel  ia  the.Papal  Mafs.     Laftly ,  followed  the  Pope  as  aforefatd. 

Afterwards  between  the  two  priory  Chamberlains,  canie  the  Lord  Cerri  Det- 
con  of  tbk  Rola^  with  th^  Mttre,  and  theProthotiotaries  and^Overfeersof  file 
Pope's  Coprt  not  dr^fled.  Immediatrly  before 'his  HoHnefs  the  Sejg.  F«foM 
Servantio^  Mailer  of  the  Ceremonies,  carrying  in  his  Hand .  fi^o  Cane),  in 
the  top  of  one  of  which  was  a  little  Flaic^  and  in  the  other  a  lights  Candle,  and 
,,at  the  PopeTs  goif^  ,out  of  the  Chappel  of  ^/»  Greg0ri0^  the  Mafter  of  the  Cere- 
monies turning,  gawfireto  the  Flax,  and  kneeling  before  the  Pope,  faid  with« 
loud  Voice,  SanSeFateVj  fie  tranfii  Gloria  Mundi.  And  &  it  was  done  two 
other  times  before  he  came  to  the-AItar  of  the  Holy  Apoftles. 

The  Pope  being  come  mto  the  Chancel  of  the  Chappd,  the  laft  three  Cardindl . 
Priefts  prefented  themfelves  before  him,  -^nd  kifled  him  on  the  Breaft  and  F^ce. 
Then  (landing  at  the  Altar,  the  Mitre  being  lakl  afide,  and  the  accuftomed 
,  Prayers  made  at  the  Deik,  the  hfafi  began,  and  immediately  after  theConfeflion 
was  made,  he  went  mitred  into  the  Throne,  and  there  fat  down,  and  was  accoft* 
ed  by  the  moft  eminent  Cardinal  Anionio  Barbartnoy  as  youngKft  Deacon,  w4io 
(landing  betwixt  the  other  two  Bifliops  fang  dhefirft  Prayer;  .«nd  the  moft  emi- 
nent Cardinal  Ginetti^  the  fecondBifhop,  fang  the  fecond  ;  and  his  Emineacy 
Cardinal  Barbarino  as  iirft  fiiihop  the  third,  each  of  whom  when  he  (kngi  ftand- 
ing  between  the  other  two.     When  theie  Prayers  were  ended,  his  Holinefs  with- 
.  out  the  Mitre,  went  up  to  the  Altar,  and  his  Eminency  the  firft  Deacon,  by  the 
help  of  his  Eminency  Rondinino  the  feoond  Deacon,  taking  tjie  Mantle  from  the 
Altar,  putitupon  his  Hoiinels,  faying  the  accuftomed  Words  at  the  doing  fach 
a  Fun&ion ;  coming  From  the  Altar,  it  being  perfumed  with  Intibnie  as  the  ule 
,is,  he  withdrew  to  the  Throne  of  the  £p/^(?/tf,  and  ftanding  up  with  his  Mitre 
xm  was  incenfed  by  the  moft  eminent  Cardinal  ilfn/J^^ibiM  the  Deacon,  without 
^jtd^itio^  him  to  kifi  his  Hand,  as  it  was  the  Cuftom  at  othertime;  but  imme-- 
V  diately 
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diately  returning  to  his  Tluone,  he  received  him  to  his  wonted.  Reverence,  and 
tfaf!  othsr  Prelj|{$s< 

After  the  tVayers  leerefaid,  the  ufual  Litanies  fang,  and  the  Mafs  ended,  fo 
pnpuceclas  hs  wa^  tlie.Pof>e'wcm  up  unto  the  Throne  that  was  prepared  upon 
t)fi%  ^road  Pl^  01^  tb^  Top  of  the  Stairs,  before  the  Entrance  pi  the  Cathedral 
ofSL  Peter\  where  fittiqgdown,  be  gave  time  to  all  the  People  to  ^o  out  of 
the  Church  te  ftetbe  A  A  of  his  Coronation. 

.  X^e»  |h&9)^en|»^)f^;Cfladmal  RtfidintM  the  fecond  Deacon,  took  off  from 
his  (lead  the  Mitre.  ai)d  his  Eminency  the  firft  Deacon  ftanding  on  his  right 
fide^  put  upon  the  Head  of  the  Pope  the  Triple  Crown,  faying,  /Jccipe  ^yaram 
$niluu  C$ro9is  oruatdm^  &fiiasft4effe  Patrem  Principum^  &  Regumi  ReSo- 
rm  qrhii:  />!  tu;ra  vu^rium-falvatoris  nofiri^  cut  eft  Honpr^  fs?  Gloria^  8ec. 

At  this  time  was  the  Arttllcr^j  of  the  Caftle  of  Sf.  Anielo  (hot  off,  the  People 
wilh  Voices  df  Mhth  and  Contentment)  accompanying  the  loud  Noife  of  the 
(kjnnona.  The.infolent  Claqnours  of  the  Mukitade  being  fomewhat  alfiiaged, 
the  Indulgencies  as  the  Cuftom  is  were  publiflied. 

The  crowned  Pope  after  he  had  blefled  the  People,  was  carried  without  a  Ca-» 
nopy  of  State,  to  the  faid  drefiing  Chamber,  or  Camera  de  Paramenti^  where 
beipg  difrobed,  the  f^id  Cardinal  De^cpn,  in  few  Words,  congratulated  him  in 
the  Nani?  of  all  tlj^  facred.  CoHfgc.  From  hence  he  was  condufted  to  his 
Lodgings,  aniidft  th^  AppJaufrt  pf  the  People,  who  feeing  in  the  Pcifon  of  fo 
worthy  a  Pope,  to  triurnoh  both  Merit,  Bounty,  and  Piety,  promifed  to  them- 
felves  a  Qolden  Age. 

For  three  whole  N'ighfs,  all  the  City,  and  the  Lords  Ambafladors,  Cardi- 
nah,  Prinzes,  and  Barons',  gave  Signs  of  their  Contentednefs  with  Luminaries, 
arugcial  Fires,  and  barnins  great  Quantities  of  pitched  Barrels ;  but  it  was  then 
mjpft  plcaf^nt  to  behold  the  Caftle  of  S/.  /4n^elc,  allfurroundcd  with  Fire  in  a 
moflexquilite  order,  diftinguiflied  with  the  Ghandpla^^ri^  a  number  of  Chambers 
and  other  fireworks.

IN  my  Voyage  from  Malia  to  this  FlacCt  wJicrcin^I  have  ufed  all  the  Dili- 
gence, the  Seafon  hath  given  me  leave,  I  touched  at  Catania  in  Sicily^  and 
was  the.i?e  kindly  invited  by  the  Difhop  to  lodge  in  bis  Palace,  whlcht  accepted, 
;  that  lb  I*  might  be  the  better  able  to  inform  your  Majefty  of  that  extraordinary 
,Pire,.  whicji  comes  from  Mount  GiM^  fifteen  Miles  diftant  from  that  City; 
^which,fo^  lis  Horricjnefs  in  the  Afptdt,  for  the  vaft  Quantity  thereof,  (for  it  ii 
Jifj[e«:n;Milcs  in  length»  and   feven  in  breadth)  for  its  monurous  .Devaftation^ 
and  ijiytk;  Progrc^,  may  be  .termed  an  Inundation  of  Fire,  a  Flood  of  Fire, 
Cin(3'ers  and  burning  Stones,  burning  with  that  Rage  as  to  advance  into  the  Sea 
Tiy  hundred  Ta|-ds,  and  that  toaM'ile  in  breadtb,^  which  I  faw.;  and  that  which 
did  augment  my  Admiration  was,  to  fee   in  the  Sea  this  Matter  like  ragged 
Rocks,  burning  in  four  Fathom  Water,  two  Fathom  higher  than  .the  Sea  itfelf, 
ibme  Parts  liquid  and  moving,  and  throwinjg  off,  not  without  great  Violence, 
tl|e  Stones  about  it,  which  likeaCmft  of  a  valt  Bignefs,  and  red-hot,  fell  into 
the  Sea.  every  Moment,  in  fome  Place  or  other,  caufing  a  great  and  horrible 
JNpife,  Soooak  and  Hi({|ng  in  the  Sea ;  and  thus  more  and  more  comingafter  it, 
making  a  firm  Foundationjn  the  Sea  itfelf.    i  (bud  there  from  Nine  a  Clock  on. 
Saturday  Morning,  to  Seven  noxt  Morning,  and  this  Mbuntain  of  Fire  and. 
Stones,  with  Cinders,  had  advanced  into  the  Sea  twenty  Tards  at  lead,  in  fe- 
veral  Places  ;  in  the  middle  of  this  Fir^,  which  burntin  the&a,  it  hath  formed 
a  Paflage  like  to  a  River,  with  its  Banks  on  each  Side  v^ry  iteep  and  craggy,' 
and  in  this  Channel  moves  the  greacjft. Quantity  of  this jlfire,  which  is  the  moft 
jiquid,  with  Stones  of  the   fame  Com pohtioq,  and  Cinders  all  ied*hot,  fwifh- 
ming  upon  the  Fire  of  a  great  Magnitude^  from  this 'River  of  Fire  doth  pr6- 
cced  under  the  great  Mafs  of  the  Stones  which  are  generally  three  Fathom  high 
^11  over  the  Country,  where  it  bums,  and  in  •other  Places  much  more,  there 
;ire  fecret  .Conduits  or  Rivulets  of  this  liquid  Matter,  which  communicate* 
.Fjre  and  Heat  into  all  Parts  more  or.  lefs,  and  melts  the  Stones  and  Cinders 
.by  Fits  in  thofe  Places,  where  it  toucheth  them,  over  and  over  again ;  wlierb.it 
^tneets  with  Rocks  or  Houfes  oCthe  lame  Matter  (as  many  are)  they  melt  and 
^o  av^y  with  the  Pire }  where  they  find  other  Compofitions  they  turn  them 
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W  Lime  or  Afhes,  (as  I  am  informed.)  The  G)mpofjtion  of  this  Fire,  Scones 
and  Cinders,  are  Sulphur,  Nitre,  Quick-filver,  Sal-Armoniac,  Lead,  Iron^ 
Bfafs,  amd  all  other  Meuis.  It  moves  not  regularly,  nor  conftancl^  down  Hifli 
in  fome  Places  it  hath  made  the  Vallies  Hills,  and  the  Hills  that  are  not  high 
arc  now  Vallies.  When  it  was  Night  I  went  ilpon  two  Towers  in  divcrfe Places, 
and  could  plainly  fee  at  ten  Miles  diftance,-  as  we  judged,  the  Fire  to  begin  to 
run  from  tiie  Mountain  in  a  direct  Line,  the  Flame  to  afcend  as  high  and  as 
big  as  one  of  the  higheft  Steeples  in  your  Majefty's  Kingdoms,  and  to  throw  up 
great  Stones  into  the  Air  \  I  could  difccrn  the  River  of  Fire  to  defcend  the 
Mountain  of  a  terrible  fiery  or  red  Colour,  and  Stones  of  a  paler  red,  to  fwim 
thereon,  and  to  tc  fotne  as  big  as  an  ordinary  Table.  We  could  -fee  this*^Firc 
to  move  in  ieveral  other  Places,  and  all  the  Country  covered  with  Fire,  afcend- 
ifig  with  great  Flames  in  many  Places,  fmoaking  like  to  a  violent  Furnace  of 
Iron  melted,  making  a  Noife  with  the  great  Pieces  that  fell,  efpccially  thofc 
which  fell  into  the  Sea.  A  Cavalier  of  Malta^  who  lives  there,  and  attended 
me,  told  me,  that  the  River  was  as  liquid  where  it  ifTuesout  of  the  Mountain, 
as  Water,  and  came  out  like  a  Torrent  with  great  Violence,  and  is  five  or  fix 
Fathom  deep,  and  as  broad,  and  that  no  Stones  do  fink  therein.  I  aflure  your 
Majefty,  no  Pen  can  exprefs  how  terrible  it  is,  nor  can  all  the  Arc  and  Induftrv 
of  the  World  quench,  or  divert  that  which  is  burning  in  the  Country.  In  forty 
Days  time  it  hath  deftroyed  the  Habhsitions  of  twenty-fcven  thoufand  Perfons; 
made  two  Hills  of  one,  one  thoufand  Paces  high  a-piece,  and  one  is  four  Miles 
in  Compafs,  as  your  Majefty  will  fee  by  the  Draught  that  I  take  the  Boldneis 
to  lend  herewith  *,  it  was  the  belt  I  could  get,  but  hath  nothing  of  the  Progrefit 
into  the  Sea  ;  the  Confufion  was  To  great  in  the  City,  which  is  almoft  furround- 
ed  with  Mountains  of  Fire,  that  I  could  not  get  any  to  draw  one,  but  I  have 
taken  Care  to  have  one  fcnt  after  me  for  your  Majefty.  Of  twenty  thoufand  Pcr- 
ibns  which  inhabited  Catania^  three  thoufand  did  only  remain  •,  all  their  Goods 
are  carried  away,  the  Cannons  of  Brafs  are  removtd  out  of  the  Caftle,  fome  great 
Bells  taken  down,  the  City  Gates  walled  up  next  the  Fire,  and  Preparation  made 
for  all  to  abandon  the  City,  .  / 

That  Night  which  I  lay  there,  it  rained  A(hes  all  over  the  City,  and  teii 
Miles  at  Sea  h  troubled  my  Eyes.  This  Fire  in  its  Frqgrefs  met  with  a  Lak$ 
of  four  Miles  in  Compafs,  and  it  was  not  only  fatisfied  to  fill  it  up,  though  it 
was  four  Fathom  deep,  but  hath  made  of  it  a  Mountain, 

I  fend  alfo  to  your  facred  Majefty  a  Relation  in  Print  which  the  Bifliop  gave 
me,  wherein  the  Beginning  is  related,  and  fcveral  curious  Paffages.  I  mcft  hum- 
bly befcech  your  Pardon  for  the  hindering  your  Majefty  fo  long  from  your  bettci:

Patent,  yqu  are  nnade  a  Chief  Judge. 

KingVare  asGods,  and  beftow  Honour,  Riches^  and  Power  where  they  plea/e^ 
but  Jn  this  they  are  as  Men,  that  they  can  only  chooie,  not  make  a  Perfoti 
adeqoate  to  their  Employment :  For  if  their  Choice  be  meerly  Favour,  not  Fitnefi, 
their  Omnipotency  is  quickly  feen  through.

^y  txttercft  to  theirs :  But  where  I  alone  am  interefted,  and  they  only  advife  tdt 
tp:  come  oVer  as  ibon  as  the  A€i  of  Indemnity  is  pafiM,  becaofe  they  thinkr  it 
i^  bcft  for  me,  L  cannot  wtolly  lay  afidc  my  own  Judgment  and  Choice ;  I  corf- 
fefs  we  are  naturally  inclined  to  delight  in  our  own  Country,  and  1  have  !9 
paruculdr  Loveito  mine:  L  hope  I  have  given  fome  Teftimony  of  itH  i  thhik 
thj^t  tiei^gCKU'd  from  iLis  a  Great  Evil,  and  would  redeem  myfelf  from  ir4vit{i 
(he  Lofi  of  a  great  deal  of  my  Blood.  But  when  that  Country  of  mine,  t^hich 
Kied  to  be  efteetned  a  Paradife,  is  now  like  to  be  made  a  Stage  of  Injtrry ;  the 
'Liberty  .wjiich  wd  hope  ta  eftablifli,  opprefs'dj  all  manner  of  Prophaneneff, 
Looio^efi,  Luxufy  and  Lewdnefs  fet  up  in  its  Height ;  inflead  of  the  Piety ^ 
{Virtue,  iSobriety,  and  Modefty,  which  we  hop*d  God  by  our  Hands  wduld  have 
Sntroduc'd ;  the  Bcft  of  our  Nation  made  a  Prey  to  the  Worft ;  theP^ll^mcnt, 
Coujj,  ind  Army,  corrupted  ;^  the  People  enflav'dj  all  thhigs  vendible  j*  and 
no  Man  fafb,  but  by  fuchevil  and  in&mous  means,  as  Flattery  and  Bribery  i 
what  Joy  can  I  have  in  my  own  Coumry  in  this  Condition  ?  Is  it  a  Pleafut'e  to 
ffx  all  that  I  love  in  the  World  fold  and  deftroy'd  ?  (hall  I  renounce  alf  my  old 
.^Principles'  learn  the  vile  Court  Arts,  and  make  my  Peace  by  bribing  fome  of 
them  ?  ihall  their  Corruption  and  Vice  be  my  Safety  ?  Ah  !  no  i*  better  h  a  Life  . 
ataong  Strangers,  jthan  in  my  own  Country  iupon  fuch  Conditionsr*  Whilft  I  live 
I  will  endeavour  to  preferve  my  l.«iberty  %  or  at  lead  not  confent  to  the  def-> 
.  troying  of  it«  I  hopf  I  fliall  die  in  the  fame  Principles  in  which  I'have  tivM  $ 
and  will  live  no  longer  then  they  can  prefcrve  me.  I  have  in  my  Life  been 
gQitty  of  many  Follies,  but,  as  I  think,  of  no  Meanneis.  I  ^iH  not  blot  and 
defile  that  whifch  is  paft,  by  endcavouriilg  to  provide  for  the  futun?:'  I  hdve 
ever  had.  in  (liy  Mind,  that  God  Should  caft  me  into  fuch  a  Condemn;  as  that  I 
cannot  fave  ray  Life,  but  by  doing  an  indecent  thing,  he  ihewi  rire  the  Time* is 
comee^herein  I  Ihould  fefign  it  vand  when  Ixannot  live  in  my  own  Country,  but 
by  fuch  means  as  arcwotfeithan  dying  iij  jt,  I  think  he  (hews  me,  t  ought  to  keep 
myfdf  out  of  it.  Let  them  pleafc  thernfelves  with  making  the  King  glorious, 
who  think  a  whole  People  may  juftly  be  facrificed  for  the  Iriterfeftartd  PlcSfurc 
of  one  Max),^  aiid  ,a^&w  of  liis  Followers;  let  them  rejoice  in  their  Subtiky,  who 
Tjy  betraying  khe  former  Powers  hate  gain'd  the  Favour  of  this;  ^^notonly  prc- 
fcrvcd>  but  ad vaDC*d,  thernfelves  in  thefe  dangerous  Changes.

Applaufc.of  thePeopk^  Dtgnrnkir  12^  1667,  Printf 
ed  the  fettie  Year.

May  it  pUafe  your  LardfiifSf 

I  Cannot  exprefs  the  infupporuble  Trouble,  wd  Grief  of  Mind  I  fuftath  qndef 
the  Apprehenfion  of  being  mifreprefented  to  your  JLord(hips.  And  whei) 
I  hear  how  much  of  your  Lordfhip's  Time  hath  txen  fpent  upon  tfafe  mention  of 
me,  as  it  is  attended  with  more  publick  Confluences  ^nd  of  the  Difi^nce  in 
Opinion,  which  hath  already^  or  may  probably  arife,  betwixt  your  Lordfhips 
and  the  honourable  Hoofe  of  Commons,  ^hci'eby  the  great  and  Weighty  Af<^ 
fairs  of  the  Kingdom  may  be  obftruAed,  in  a  time  of  fo  general  Diflatisfadl'ion^ 
I  am  very  unfortunate  to  find  myfelf  to  fuffer  lb  much  under  two  very  difadvan^ 
tagious  Kefle&ions,  which  are  in  no  degree  applicable  to  me. 

The  firft,  *  From  the  Qrcatnefi  of  iiiy  Edace  and  Fortune,  colleifted  and 
*  made  in  fo  few  Years;  which,  if  it  be  proportionable  to  what  is  reported,  may

iecond,  ^  That  I  have  been  the  fole  Manager  and  chief  MJnrfter  of  all 

*  the  Tranfadions  of  State  fince  the  Kingfs  Return  into  England,  to  Augi(/t  laft  \ 
^  and  therefore  that  all  Mifoarriages  and  Misfortunes  ought  to  te  impiKed  to  m^ 

*  and  to  my  Counfcls.** 

Concerning  my  Eftate,  your  Lordlhips  will  not  believe  that  after  Malice  dnfl 
Envy  have  been  fo  inquifitive,  fo  fharp-fighted,  I  will  offer  any  thing  to  your 
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Lordfhips,  but  what  is  exadly  true :  And  I  do  iffure  yoor  Lordfiiips  in  the 
firft  Place,  that  (excepting  the  King's  .Bouncy)  I  have,  never  received  or  taken 
€;nc  Penn^y,  but  what  was  generally  underftood  to  be  the  juft  and  lawful  Pcrqui- 
fjtes  of  my  Office,  by  the  conftant  Pradice  of  the  btft  of  Times;  which  I  do 
(in  my  own  Judgment)  conceive  to  be  that  of  my  Lord  Coventry^  and  my  Lord 
Eibtfrnerfy  thcPraftice  of  which  Iconftantly  obfervcd;  although  the  Office  in 
both  their  Times  was  lawfully  worth  double  to  what  it  was  to  me^  and  I  do  be* 
licve  now  is. 

That  all  the  Courtcfies  and  Favours  which  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  from  the 
King,  or  other  Pcrfons,  inChureb,  State,  KycJVefiminfitr-HaU^  have  neyer  been 
V  o  th  to  me  Five  Pounds ;  fo  that  your  Lordihips  may  be  confident  I  am  as 
innocent  from  Corruption,  as  from  any  difloyal  Thoughts,  which  after  near  thir- 
ty Years  Service  of  the  Crown,  in  iome  Difficulties  and  Diftreis,  I  did  never 
fufpedl  would  have  been  objected  to  me  in  ipy  Agr«  And  I  do  aflure  your 
Lordftiips,  and  will  make  it  very  manifeft,  that  the  feveral  Sums  of  Money, 
and  fome  Parcels  of  Land,  which  his  Majefty  hath  bountifully  beftewed  upon  me 
fmce  his  Return  into  England^  are  worth  more  than  all  I  have  amounts  unto  ; 
fo  far  I  am  from  advancing  my  Eftate  by  any  ii>dire£b  Means.  And  though 
this  Bounty  of  his  Majefty  hath  very  far  exceeded  my  Merits,  or  my  Expedla- 
tioos  ^  yet  fome  others  have  been  a9  fortunate,  at  leaft  in  the  fame  Bounty,  who 
had  as  fmall  Pretences  to  it,  and  have  no  great  Reafon  to  envy  my  Condition. 

Concerning  the  other  Imputation  of  the  Credit  arid  Power  of  being  chief  Mi- 
nifter,  and  fo  cauGng  all  to  be  done  that  I  had  a  mind  to  do  ;  I  have  no  more  to 
lay,  than  that  I  had  the  good  F<)itune  to  ferve  a  Mailer <of  very  great  Judgment' 
and  Underftanding,  landto  be  ahyaj^s  joined  with.Per(bn$  of  great  Ability  and 
Experience  5  without  whofe  Advice  and  Concurrence,  never  any  thing  lath 
been  done* 

Before  his  Majefty^s  coming  into  England^  he  was  conftantly  attended  by,  the 
Marquis  of  Ormend^  the  late  Lord  Culpepper^  arid  Mr.  Secretary  fJicbolas^  who 
where  equally  .trufted  with  myfelf,  and  without  whofe  joint  Advice  and  Concur- 
rence, when  they  were  all  prcdfent,  (as  fomci  of  them  always  were)  I  ncvpr  gave 
;any  Couufel. 

As  fi)on  as  it  pleafed  God  to  bring  his  Majefty  itito  England^  he:  eftablifhed 
his  Privy-Council,  and  fbort(y  out  of  them  a  member  of  Honourable  Perfbns  of 
great  Reputation  (who  for  the  mdft'part  are  alive  ftill)  as  a  Committee  for  fo- 
reign Affairs,  and  Confideration  ef  fuch  things,  as  the  Nature  of  them  require 
much  Secrecy :  And  with  thefe  -Perfons  he  vouchfafed  to  join  me,  and  I  am 
confident  the  Committee  never  tran&ded  any  thing  of  Moment  (his  Majefty  be- 
'ing  a,lways  prelent)  without  prelenting  the  fame  to  the  Council-'Board :  And  I 
muft  appeal  to  them  cori<ieming  my  Carriage,  and  whether  we  were  not  all  of 
one  mind  in  all  Matters  of  Importance :  For  more  than  two  Years  I  never  knew 
any  Difference  in  the  Council,  or  that  there  were  any  Complaints  in  the  Kingr 
dom,  which  I  wholly  impute  to  his  Majefty*s  great  Wifdom,  and  the  intire 
Concurrence  of  his  Council,  without  the  Vanity,  of  affuming  anything  to  myfelf: 
*  And  therefore,  I  hope,  I  (hall  not  be  fingly  charged  with  any  thing  that  hath 
^•fince'&lknbttt  amife.*  *   •         :  1        '  , 
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But  from  the  time  that  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  was  removed  from  hb  Place, 
there  were  great  Alterations  \  and  wholbever  knew,  any  thing  of  the  Court  or 
Council,  knew  well  how  much  riiy  Credit  fince  that  time  hath  been  diminifhed^ 
(though  his  Majefty  gracioufly  vouchfafed  ftill  to  have  my  Advice  in  moft  of 
his  Affairs^  nor  hath  there  been  from  that  time  to  this,  above  one  or  twoPcrfons 
brought  into  ihe  Council,  or  preferred  to  any  confidcrable  Office  in  the  Courts 
who  have  been  of  my  intimate  Acquaintance,  or  fufpcfted  to  have  any  Kind-. 
ncfe  for  mc ;  but  moft  of  them  known  to  have  been  very  long  my  Enemies,  and 
of  difRrrcnt  Judgment  and  Principles  from  me,  both  inCKurch  and  State:  And 
who  have  taken  all  Opportunities  to  have  leifened  my  Credit  to  the  King,  atid 
with  all  other  Perfons,  by  mifreprefenting,  and  mifreporting  all  that  1  liiid  or 
did  J  and  perfuading  Men  that  I  had  done  them  fome  Prejudice  with  his  Majefty^ 
or  croffed  them  in  fome  of  thrir  Pretences,  though  his  Majefty'a  Goodnefs  and 
Juftice  was  fuch,  that  it  made  little  Impreflion  upon  him. 

In  my  humble  Opinion,  the  great  Misfortunes  of  the  Kingdom.have  pt;occed- 
ed  from  the  War,  to  which  it  wds  notorioufly  known,  that  I  was  always  moffc 
averfc;  and  may  without  Vanity  fay,  I  did  not  only  forfee,  but  l  did  declare* 
the  Mifchiefs  we  (hould  run  into,  by  entering  into  War  before  any  AllLincc 
with  the  Neighbour  Princes :  And  that  it  may  not  be  imputed  to  hi»  Majefty^ 
Want  of  Care,  or  the  Negligence  of  his  Counsellors,  that  no  fuch  Alliances  were 
entered  into  ;  I  muft  take  the  Boldnefs  to  fay,  that  his  Majefiy. Jefir  nothing  un^ 
attempted  in  order  thereunto  :  And  knowing  very  well  that  Franu  refoived  to 
begin  War  upon  Spain  as  foon  as  his  Catbolick  Majefty  fhould  depart  this- 
World  5  which  being  much  fooner  expected  by  them,  they  had  in  the  two  Win* 
tcrs  before  been  at  great  Charge  in  providing  plentiful  Magazines  of  all  Provi-, 
fions  upon  the  Frontiers,  that  they  might  be  ready  for  the  War :  His  Majefty 
ufed  all  poQible  means,  to  prepare  and  difpofe  the  Spaniards  with  that  Appre-*' 
henlipn,  ofFering  his  Friendfhip  to  that  degree,  as  might  be  for  the  Security  and 
Benefit  of  both  Crowns :  But  Spain ^  flattering  itfelf  that  France  would  not  break. 
With  them,  at  leaft,  tint  they  would  not  give  them  any  Caufe,  by  adminifter- 
ihg  matter  of  Jealoufy  to  them,  never  made  any  real  Approach  towards  Friend- 
ihip  with  his  Majefty,  but  both  by  their  Amba^dors  here,  and  to  his  Majefty  V 
Ambafladors  at  Madrid^  always  infifted  as  Preliminaries,  upon  the  giving  up  of 
Dunkirl(,  Tangier  zi\d  Jamaica. 

But  France  had  an  AmbafTador  here,  to  whom  a  Projello  for  a  Treaty  was- 
offered,  and  the  Lord  HolliSy  bis  Majefty's  Ambafiador  at  Parjs^  tifed  all  en- 
deavours to  promote  and  profecute  the  faid  Treaty,  yet  it  was  quickly  difcerned 
that  the  principal  Defign  of  France  was  to  draw  his  Majefty  into  fuch  a  nearer 
Alliance,  as  might  advance  the  Defign,  without  which,  they  had  no  mind  to 
enter  into  the  Treaty  propofcd.  * 

And  this  was  the  State  of  Affairs,  when  the  .War  was  entered  into  with  the 
Dutch 'y  from  which  time,  neither  concerned  themfelves  with  the  making  of  Al- 
liance with  England. 

As  I  did  from  my  Soul  abhor  the  entering  into  this  War,  fo  I  never  prefum- 
cd  to  give  any  Advice  or  Counfel  for  the  way  of  managing  it,  but  by  oppofing 
any  Propofitions  which  ieemed  to  the  late  Lord  Treaiurer,  and  myfelf,  to  be^ 
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unrearonaUe-;  a$  tlw  Payment  of  the  Seamen  wich  Xicketsj  andmwy  othe^' 
Particulars  wbich  added  to  the  EKpence. 

My  Enemies  cook  all  OccaOons  to  inveigh  againil  me,  and  making  Friend- . 
4hip  mth  others  of  the  Council  of  more  licentious  Principles,  as  who  knew  well 
•enough  how  much  I  difliked  and  complained  of  the  Liberty  they  took  to  them- 
felves  of  rcv^iling  all  Counfcl,  »nd  Counfcllors,  and  turning  all  things  ferious  and 
Jfccret  into  Ridicules  They  took  all  ways  imaginable  to  render  me  ungrateful  to 
all  forts  of  Men  "(whom  I  (hall  be  compelled  to  name  in  my  own  Defence)  per-. 
faading  thofe  that  mifcarricd  in  any  of  their  Defigns,  that  it  was  the  Chancellor's 
doing;  whereof  I  never  knew  any  thing. 

However,  they  qould  not  withdraw  the  King's  Favour  from  me  ;  who  was  ftill 
pleafed  to  ufe  my  Service  with  others;  nor  was  there  ever  any  thing  done  but 
upon  the  joint  Advice  of  at  lead  the  major  Part  of  thofe  that  were  concerned. 
And  as  his  Majefty  commanded  my  Service  in  the  late  Treaties,  ib  I  never  gave 
the  leaft  Advkre  in  private,  nor  wrote  one  Letter  to  any  Pcrfon  in  any  of  thofe 
Negotiations,  but  upon  the  Advice  of  the  Council ;  and  after  it  was  read  in 
Council,  or  at  leaft  by  the  King  himfelf,  and  fome  other.  ^And  if  I  prepared  any 
Inftrudions  or  Memorials,  it  was  by  the  King's  Command,  and  the  Rcqueft  of 
the  Secretaries,  who  defired  my  Affiftance :  nor  was  it  any  Wi(h  of  mine  own,  • 
that  any  AmbafTador  fliould  give  me  Account  of  the  Traniaftions,  but  to  the  Se- 
cretaries, with  whom  I  was  always  ready  to  advife:  Nor  am  I  confcious  to  my- 
felf  of  ever  having  given  Advice  that  proved  mifchievous  or  inconvenient  to  his 
Majefty :  And  I  have  been  fo  far  from  being  the  fole  Manager  of  Affairs,  that  I 
have  not  in  the  whole  laft  Year,  been  above  twice  with  his  Majefty  in  any  Room 
alone,  and  very  feldom  in  the  two  or  three  Years  preceding. 

And  (ince  the  Parliament  at  Oxford ^  it  hath  been  very  vifible  that  my  Credit 
hath  been  very  little,  and  that  very  few  things  have  been  hearkened  unto ;  which 
have  been  propofed  by  me,  but  contradifted,  eo  nominiy  becaufe  propofed  by  me. 

^  I  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Lordfhips'to  remember  the  Office  and  Truft 

*  I  bad  for  feven  Years  ;  in  which,  in  difcharge  of  my  Duty,  I  was  obliged  to 

*  ftop  and  obftruft  many  Men's  Pretences,  and  to  refiife  to  (et  the  Seal  to  many 
^  Men's  Pardons,  and  other  Grants,  which  would  have  been  profitable  to  them 
«  which  procured  them;  and  many  whereof,  upon  my  Reprefentation  to  hit 
«  Majefty,  were  for  ever  ftopped :  Which  naturally  have  raifed  many  Enemies 

*  to  me.' 

And  my  frequent  concurring  with  the  late  Lord  Treafurer,  with  whom  I  had 
che  Honour  to  have  a  long  and  a  faft  Friendfliip  to  bis  Death,  in  prefenting  fe« 
veral  Excefies  and  Exorbitances,  (the  yearly  Iflfue  fo  far  exceeding  the  Revenue) 
provoked  many  Perfons  concerned,  of  great  Power  and  Credit,  to  do  me  all  the 
ill  Offices  they  could.  And  yet  I  may  faithfully  fay,  that  I  never  meddled  with 
any  part  of  the  Revenue,  nor  the  Adminiftrations  of  it,  but  when  I  was  defired 
by  the  late  Lord  Treafurer  to  give  him  my  Affiftanceand  Advice  (having  had 
the  Honour  to  fcrve  the  Crown  as  Chancellor  of  the  Excbequir)  which  was  for 
the  moft  Part  in  his  Majefty's  Prcfence. 

Nor  have  I  ever  been  in  the  leaft  degcee  concerned*  in  point  of  Profit,  in  tte 
Jetting  any  Part  of  his  Majefty's  Revenue }  nor  have  ever  treated  or  debated  it, 
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Iqt  ill  hitM^fty's  Prefenceik  in  wbicl^  m;  Opjnioli^  onljr  coocuffed  always 
wtth  the  major  Part  of  the  Counfcllors  who  were  prcfcnt. 

All  whichr  apoa  EmminacioB  wil[  be  nriade  tnaai&ft,  0»  jtour  Lordfeipv 
l^m  much  foevec  (By  IntegHcy*  k  blafted  by  the  MaJke- qF &he(e,  who  lam  con- 
f|d«Rt»  d<^nw  bclitVQ^  diemfelves.  Nor  have  I  in  my  Life,  upon,  all-  cheTpea** 
ne^^,  or  ei)iepwi&^  received  to  the  Value  of  one  Shilling  ffom  all  the  Kiogaand 
Prtncn  in- thee  World,  (except  the  Bbokt  of  the  Lowofn  Print,.  £bnt  me  by  chc 
dbanc^U^  of  Frma^  by  t4)at  King's  Dirtdiao)  but  frona  my  own  Mafter ;  co 
wbofe  injtiiie  S^mec,,  and  to  the  Good  and  Wel&Fe  of  my  Couotry,,  no  Man'i 
Heart  waa  ever  more  devoted^ 

7bis  ktiftg  mf  prefiiU  CandUkny  I  do  mofi  bumily  bijkecb  your  Lcrdjbipj^  /r 
USain  afavfiuraih  Ofmion  cfme^  and  to  belitve  me  innocent  from  tbofe  foul 
JfferfiOns^  until  the  contrary  fhall  be  proved  \  which  I  am  fure  can  never  bt^ 
If  any  Men  worthy  to  be  believed.  jHd^Jince  the  Diftemper  of  the  Time^  and 
the  Difference  between  the  Two  Houfes  in  the  pre^t  Debate^  with  the  Powor 
and  Malice  of  my  Enemies^  who  give  out,  that  thrf  fl)all  prevaii  with  his  Ma^ 
Jjtfty  to  prorogue  or  diffblvo  this  Parliament  in  Difpleafure^  and  threaten  to  expofe 
me  to  the  Rage  and  Fury  of  the  People^  may  make  me  looked  upon  as  the  Caufe 
which  obftruSs  the  King's  ^ervicCy  and  tie  Uniey  and  Feace  of  the  Kingdom:-  I 
muft  humbly  hefeecb  your  Lordfi>ips^  that  I  may  not- forfeit  your  Lordjbips  Favour 
and  Prote£lion^  by  withdrawing  myfelffromfopewerful  a  Perfecution^  in  hopes 
I  may  be  able  from  fuch  withdrawing  hereafter  to  appear  j.  and  make  ntf  Defence:

A  Letter  from  Amfierdamy  Xo  sl  Friend  in  England. 

My  kind  Co-operator^ 

^^^  H  A  T  from  you  of  the  eighth  Tnftant  F  received,  and  am  entirely  yours. 
God  fpeed  the  Plow  here,  and  in  England.  I  hope  in  (hort  time  to  give  you  a^ 
good  Account  of  my  little  Embaffy  in  this  place.  No  body  at  the  Hague  knows 
any  thing  of  it  yet ;  nor  flialJ  they..  Be  fure  no  Poft  to  fail  me ;  clfe  I  and  my 
Fellow-Labourers  here  fhall  be  to  feck  in  our  Bufincfi.  Tell  our  Friends  1 
cannot  go  quick  and  through  with  it,  unlcfs  conftant  Returns  be  made  hither,. 
to  fill  the  Bag  and  the  Bbttle..  Thefe  are  the  Baits  that  I  muft  filh  with:  the 
furcft  way  to  catch  an  Amflerd^mmer  is  by  the  Belly. 

We  were  lafl  Night  no  left  than  three  Nations  together  at  Supper  ;  but  all 
of  a  Knot ;  nothing  can  untie  us  but  want  of  Money..  My  Scotch  Fugitive  was- 
fo  (harp  and  quick  upon  fight  of  Flclh-meat,  that  he  laid  afide  his  long  Grace,, 
and  without  blefiing  God,  or  curfing  the  Duke  of  L.  he  fell  to,  and  fed  like  a. 
Farmer  ;  whilft  I,  fnapping  a  Bit  now  and  then,  fell  to  tunning  up  Old  Hock 
in  Min  Heer  the  Bargomafter ;  for  our  Companion  is  of  fuch  a  Humour,  that 
till  he  be  Top- full,  he  never  ventb  his. Oracles  againft  the  Houfe  of  Ortfafg'^,  arid 
Court  of  England.    But  in  this  Pickle,  the  Man  is  old  Dog  at  driving  private 
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^rade^  arid  PuhlUk  Counfds ;  So  c*re  Supper  was  done,  we  became  ripe  for 
Bufmefs. 

About  half  art  Hour  after,  came  in  two  or  three  more  of  the  Magiftratcs,  and 
with  them  fomc  Scots  of  the  common  Perfecution :  then  the  Ramer  having  walkt 
a  round  or  two  more,  and  our  Letters  of  Intelligence  from  all  Parts  being  read, 
your  Accounts  from  England  pleafcd  me  bcft  \  other  from  France  were  not  much 
inferiour,  and  moft  welcome  to  Min  Heer,  becaufe  as  Monficur  Louvoy  whittles, 
the  Louveftein  Party  dances.  No  wonder  then  that  the  Influence  from  hence 
hath  made  fuch  foul  Weather  at  the  Hague.  That  King  faw  'twas  his  bed  way 
to  quit  the  Flemijh  Campainy  and  divert  his  Army,  when  lefs  than  one  quarter 
of  the  Charge  may  favc  his  Stake  in  Flanders  till  another  Seafon,  and  perhaps 
without  the  ftriking  fo  much  as  one  Stroke,  fpoil  the  dcfign  of  Arms  out  of  Eng^ 
land  and  Holland. 

He  had  Intelligence  the  Tide  is  turned  in  'England :  that  whereas  laft  Year 

fome  of  us  were  for  War  againft  him,  we  now  are  the  Men  that  cry  it  down  : 

i  perceive  charging  of  Piftols  by  a  French  hand,  may  fometimes  do  more  than 

all  their  Cannon  :  The  Court  fome  Months  ago  were  reviled  as  Men  againft  the 

War,  and  Penfioncrs  of  France  y  Now  I  hear  the  Court  Minifters  begin  to  retort 

the  like  Jealoufie  upon  you  and  your  Friends :  Verily,  the  Dutch  fay,  yours  is 

cither  the  Floating-Ifland,  or  founded  upon  ^ick-fdver  :  and  this  part  of  the 

Continent  here,  l^ing  a  Quake-mire,  is  moveable  too,   though  not  fo  quick ; 

The  French  offer  now  as  well  as  we  to  the  Shrine  of  De  fFitt^  the  Martyr  and 

Saint  of  this  Republick  ;  and  his  Louveftiners  refolvc  that  yOu  and  our  Scotch 

Friends  (hall  not  get  all  •,  forthey,  if  tlicy  can,  will  do  as  much  of  his  Bufinefi 

as  the  beft  about  a  pretended  Projeft  of  Peace  betwixt  France  and  England  in 

fovour  of  the  Swede  ;  the  Nafauvians  now  at  the  HaguCy  conclude  it  was  but  a 

French  Piece  of  Gullery,  to  choak  the  Current  of  the  General  Confederacy  :  A 

meer  State-Strategcm  to  blow  oflf  the  Prohibition  oi  French  Commodities  in  this 

Country. 

•Twas  neatly  done,  and  had  like  to  have  taken  EfFeft,Thanks  be  to  you  (SIR) 
and  the  reft  of  your  Friends^  who  gave  the  OccaGon,  of  difputing  it  here,  by 
yoking  your  fcrlves  to  the  Prohibition  firft,  that  this  State  might  remain  at 
Liberty  to  larch  you  afterwards,  if  they  think  it  convenient.     'Twas  delicately 
done  alfo  to  worry  and  hurry  one  another  into  Refolutions  for  a  War  before  you 
were  ready  j  and  now  when  'tis  rcfolved  on,  to  clog  and  clap  on  Weights  to 
hinder  it.     At  this  rate  things  muft  needs  very  kindly  operate :  Your  M  hath 
given  me  and  the  reft  of  your  Friends  here  admirable  Satisfiidion  ;  go  on  and 
profper  in  all  the  Particulars  of  your  Contrivance  ;  the  Day's  your  own  :  if  we 
can  but  apply  frefli  Leeches  to  the  Pofteriours  of  the  Kingdom,  wc  (hall  foon 
recover.     Thofe  that  are  here  for  the  Inccrcft  of  Republick. will  be  forward 
enough  too,  if  France  be  cordial  (which  we  doubt  not;  to  our  Parly.     He  hath  > 
his  End  in  it  upon  them,  and  us  :    However,  our  Brains  (hall  ftretch  hard  but 
we  will  out-reach  him.     What  a  Sight  *tis  to  fee  our  Friends  in  England ^  Hoi- 
landy  and  Scotland^  fo  well  twiftcd  !  ^This  threeifold  Cord  is  ftcong  enough  to 
hang,  or  hamper  all  our  Adverfaries. 

Mcthinks  I  fee  your  Grandees  lodged  in  Truckle-beds  already ;  'twill  foon  be 
4onc,  if  wc  firft  handfomely  divide  the  Courtiers,  and  make  ufc  of  the  Envy  of 
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fomc  of  them  at  their  Fellows;  then  put  them  like  PeHtts  to  drive  out  one 
another.  '  ' 

The  only  way  to  wheedle  them  into  i^.  is,  firft  by  round  Charges  to  endea- 
vour a  Remove  of  the  Miniftcrs  in  poflfeflion ;  *tis  the  ready  way  to  come  at 
the  Matter ;  the  Hope  of  their  Places  will  engage  the  reft  of  them  to  help 
on  the  Work.  Set  but  this  Wheel  a  going,  and  thcfe  arc  the  Cogs  that  will  turn 
round  the  Mill.  What  though  you  have  hitherto  had  but  ill  luck  in  lifting  at 
them,  if  one  Broadfide  do  not  fink  a  Veffel,  another  may  :  It  was  a  wife  Provi- 
dence that  refcrved  our  Confcflbrs  laft  Year  for  this  purpofe.  The  treating  of 
4uch  Men  with  Sugar-plums,  and  Sweat-meats  to  throw  among  the  People,  did 
SirajffhrtPs  Bufinefs,  and  vours,  and  the  King's  too.  It  was  thought  the  'ready 
Road  to  Sweetning  and  Quiet  j  but  behoW  a  Troop  of  Thoufands  !  yielding  in 
one  Point  made  way  to  afk  all,  and  the  Multitude  to  believe  al)  were  guilty  as 
well  as  one.  A  tacit  Court- confeffion  of  Guilt  by  one  Sacrifice,  paft  for  Proof 
enough  that  all  was  true  of  the  reft.  If  the  finoe  Point  can  be  gained  again,  be 
4t  but  an  unbloody  piece  of  Work,  fo  it  amount  to  a  Removal  of  any  one  principal 
Man,  it  may  perhaps  take  the  more  eafily,  and  do  the  Feat  as  well,  if  not  better : 
^hapc  your  Vengeance  as  it  may  not  ftartlethe  Nature  of  their  Matter :  So  Court- 
places  may  feH  one  after  another ;  there's  your  Reward  upon  Earth,  whatever  elfc 
you  may  expetft  from  Heaven.  ' 

Ply  his  Majefty  with  warm  Clothes  if  ye  can  ;  teH  him  he  is  Juft  and  Good*, 
but  his  Counfels  are  ill,  or  weak,  no  matter  which.  Drjve  any  Peg  that  will  go ; 
footh  him,  in  hope  to  fmite  the  other  ;  A  dogged  Humour  of  ^^  Money  will  pleafe 
the  People,  and  plunge  him.  Start  up  Difficulties,  promote  his  Neccffities  i  then 
work  upon  them;  and  make  bold  to  tell  him,  only  new  Friends  can  remedy  them. 
Read  your  Lectures  backward«,fay  the  War  was  moft  advifablc  laft  Year,  when  he 
had  neither  Preparations  nor  Moneys  for  it ;  but  not  now  yon  have  got  him  into 
•it.  Bring  on  new  Accounts  of  Growth  of  Popery  and  arbitrary  Government : 
Charge  them  upon  evil  Counfellers :  Be  furc  to  lift  them,  at  any  hand  lift  them : 
Noifc  m^y  do  it  •,  ah,  but  Tumult  is  wanting  1  Then  bum  the  Pope  again,  to 
fulfil  the  Revelation ;  that  will  draw  together  the  Rabble ;  but  forget  not  Cakes 
-and  Ale  for  them;  Pot-valiant  will  do  as  much  as  Prefi-money,  if  you  bid  De- 
fiance to  a  Standing- Army,  though  it  be  but  in  the  Clouds. 

If  this  will  not  do  in  the  City,  then  once  again  prefi  Grand  Jury-mcn  in. the 
Counties,  to  petition  for  a  new  Parliament.  It  was  well  and  wifely  done  to  fend 
them  down  the  lace  Books,  to  infpire  and  quicken  them.  The  Judges  will  not  dare 
to  hinder,  if  in  the  mean  time  you  rattle  them  roundly  for  what  they  have  done. 
If  you  perceive  them  fturdy,  then  caft  Dirt  at  them  ;  it  will  ftick,  and  fpot  too, 
4t  being  upon  Scarlet.  You  have  Men  of  Law  now  that  have  done  you  Service^ 
who  gape  for  their  Places :  *Tis  fit  their  Mouths  fliould  be  ftopr,  that  they  may 
open  with  Alacrity  at  Prerogative  and  Allegiance. 

*Tis  fine,  to  fee  our  Scotijb  Friends  trace  the  old  Method  of  1 640.  And  how 
-every  thing  hits  to  improve  the  Brotherly  Correfpondencc:  Lords  and  Grievances 
nrame  then  together  out  of  Scotland ;  God  fend  us  good  luck  ;  you  know  what 
followed.  They  then  went  to  Court  one  Day,  another  Day  to  Conventicles,  and 
Conclaves,  in  London ;  Advife  them  to  do  fo  now.  A  new  Buftle  againft  that 
Government  began  An.  1674.     We  and  our  Party  at  the  fanie  Time  began  the 
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like  Buftle  at  Wt^mnfin :  They,  and  we  have  walkt  hand  in  hand  like  Brethren 
ever  fince.  What  have  we  to  do  next,  but  to  revive  and  rake  that  Pbmnix  the 
COVEN  ANT,  out  of  its  Aftes  ? 

Be  it  your  Care  to  tiaie  the  Bufinefs ;  my  Scotch  Confidents  here  do  (ay,  no 
time  fo  fit  at  home,  as  when  the  KING  is  engaged  abroad  :  then  it  will  do  the 
French  Work,  and  ours  to. 

Methinks  'tis  fine  Mufick  when  theie  four  Nations  play  in  Concert  ^  and  *tis 
glorious  for  Scotland^  that  it  hath  the  Honour  to  Uai  the  Dance. 

What  a  dull  Brute  of  late  is  the  SubjeA  of  England  !  Therefore  (as  the  old 
Song  faith)  Blew  Cap  for  me.  Our  Men  of  that  Nation  write,  preach,  and 
fight  too  V  they  have  got  likewife  the  right  Knack  of  Diftin&ion,  and  under- 
ftand  the  way  of  fuppiicating  the  KING'S  Perfon  againft  his  Authority.  The  . 
Sum  of  all  is,  get  out  the  great  Loon  there,  and  perhaps  none  elfe  can  iaddle  or 
mount  them  for  his  Majefty's  Service.  I  like  that  Courfe  confulced  by  our  good 
Friends,  that  if  he  cannot  be  impeached  in  Scotlandy  'cis  but  turning  the  Table,, 
and  you  may  do  it  at  Wejiminjler.  The  Pitcher  hath  two  Ea'-s :  if  you  cannot 
lay  hold  on  one  fide,  take  him  by  t'bther,  and  daft  him  to  the  Ground  :  Re- 
member his  Name  is  not  only  Lauderdail^  but  Guilford  too.

He*s  a  ihrewed  Man  againft  Popery^  though  for  his  Religion,  you  may  place 
him,  as  Pa/qvin  at  Rome  placed  Hemy  the  Eighth,  betwixt  Ado/es,  the  Mfffiabj 
and  Mahomet  J  with  this  Motto  in  his  Mouth,  fm  me  vert<fm  nefcio^  *Tis  well 
be  is  now  tranfpofed  into  Politicks  ;  they  fay  he  had  much  ado  to  live  upoa 
Poetry.  What  a  blun(  Tpol  the  Peqplels  become !  no  Mutiny  i  However,  let 
him  whet  on  till  they  take  an  Edge,  and  be  fure  that  you  and  the  reft  of  our 
Comrades  whet  him. 

'Tis  time  now  to  lay,  or  print  any  thing  that  will  &arpen.  Blacken  the 
whole  Undertaking  ;  Say,  in  this  Marchii^  Army  is  coucb'd  a  Standing  one. 
Rant  roundly  at  Adjournments:  Say,  Neutrality  is  better  now  we  are  arm'd^ 
than  it  was  tvhen  we  were  not.  Say  all  you  can  to  befool  the  foreign  Confederacy, 
and  fruftrate  it  1^  for,  what  W4S  Wildom  laft  Summer-,  is  none  now.  Do  all  you 
can  to  fpoil  this  Meeting  alfo  y  then  follows  no  Money :  Urge  that  Point  long  and  ' 
loud  ;  it. may  force  the  Court  to  do  that  for  Supply,  which  we  may  have  occafion 
to  rail  at  a^erwards  and  rouze  Men  with  a  WitJiefs^  Ply  the  Northern  Suppli- 
cators,  and  let  rhena  ply  you.

WHen  their  Plots  were  ripe  for  Execution,*  we  find  their  firft  Proceedings 
againft  the  jEhj"//^  various ;  fomeof  the  Irifh  only  ftripping  and  expelling 
>them  -,  others  murdering  Men,  Women,  and  Children  without  Mercy  \  ail  re- 
folving  tmiverfally  to  root  out  all  the  Proteftants  of  Ireland :  fo  deeply  malicious 
were  they  againft  the  Englifb  Proteftants,  that  they  would  uot  fo  much  as  endur^ 
the  Sound  of  their  Latiguage. 

The  Priefts  gave  the  Sacrament  unto  diverfe  of  the  Irijh^  upon  condition  they 
ihould  neither  Ipare  Man,  Woman,  nor  Child  of  the  Proteftants.  One  HulltKan^ 
a  Prieft,  read  an  Excommunication  againft  all  thofe,  that  from  thenceforth 
(hould  relieve  or  harbour  any  Engli/b^  Scotiijh^  or  ^elfi!)  Man,  or  give  th^ip 
Alms,  whereby  many  were  famimed  to  Death.  The  Friars  exhorted  them 
with  Tears  not  to  foarc  any  of  the  Englijb.

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The  Day  before  this  Maflacre  began.  Anno  1642,  the  Pricfts  gave  the  People 
a  difmifs  ac  Mafs,  with  liberty  to  go  out,  and  cake  poflellion  of  ail  their  Landfif. 
asalfo  to  ftrip,  and  rob,  and  defpoil  them  of  ali  their.  Goods  and  Cattle. 

The  Irijh^  when  the  Maflacre  began,  perfwaded  niany  of  their  Protcftant 
Neighbours  to  bring  their  Goods  to  them,  and  they  would  fccure  them.  And 
hereby  they  got  abundance  peaceably  into  their  hands,,  whereof  they  cheated  the 
Pfotcftanls,,  rcfufing  to  reftdrc  them  again  v  yet  fo  confident  were  the  Proteftancs 
at  firft  pf  them,  that  they  gave  them  Inventories  of  all  they  had  \  and  digged 
up  their  beft  things  that  were  hidden  in  the  Ground,  and  dcpofitcd  them  in  their 
Cuftody.  They  alfo  got  much  into  their  Hands  by  fair  Promif«>  deep  Oaths 
and  Engagements^  iliat  if  they  would  deliver  them  their  Goods,  they  would 
fufFer  them,  with  their  Wives  and  CWldrcn,  quietly  to  depart  the  Country  \ 
and  when  they  had  got  what  they  could,  they  afterwards  murdered  them. 

Having  thus  fcized  upon  their  Goods  and  Cattle,  ranfacked  their  Houfcs,  got 
their  Perfons,  ftript  Man,  Woman,  and  Child  naked,  and  fo  turned  them  out 
of  Doors,  ft  rift  ly  prohibiting  the  Irijh  under  great  Penalties,  not  to  give  thrm 
any  Relief  v.  by  means  hereof  many  miferably  perifht  through  Cold,»  Nakednefe,, 
and  Hunger. 

In  the   Town  of  Colerainej  many  of  thefe  poor  People  that  fled  thither  for 
fuccour,  many  thoufands  died  in  two  Days,  fo  that  the  Living  could  noc  bury 
the  Dead,  but  laid  their  Carcafles  in  ranks  in  waft;e  and  wide  Holes  piling  chem 
up  as  if  they  had  been  Herrings. 

Chie  Magdalen  Redman  depofeth,  that  fhe,  and  diverfe  other  Proteftants, 
amongft  whom  were  two  and  twenty  Widows,  were  ficft  robbed,  and  then 
ft:ript  naked/ and  when  they  tad  covered  themfel^es.  with  S^raw,  the  bloody 
Papifts  threw  in  burning  Straw  among  them,  on  purpofc  to  burn  them  ;  then 
they  drove  them  out  into  the  Woods  in  Froft  and  Snow,  where  many  of  them 
died  with  extreme  Cold»  and  tliofe  that  furvtved^  live  miferably  by  reafon  of 
of  their  many  Wants. 

Yet  though  thefe  bloody  Villains  exercifed  fuch  inhuman  Cruelties -towards 
the  poor  Proteftants,  they  would  commonly  boaft,  That  thefe  were  but  the  be^ 
ginning  of  their  Sorrow,  for  indeed  they  made  it  good*,  for  having  difarmcd  the 
Engli/hy  robbed  them  of  their  Goods,  ftript  them  of  their  Clothes,  and  hav-- 
ing  their  Perfons  in  their  Power,,  they  furioufly  broke  out  into  all  manner  of 
abominable  Cruekies,  horrid  Maflacres,  and  execrable  Murders. 

For  there  were  multitudes  murdered*  in  cold  Blood,  fome  as  they  were  »c 
Plough,  others  in  their  Houfes,  others  Fn  the.  Highways ;.  all  without  any  Pro- 
vocation were  fuddenfy  deftroyed. 

In  the  Caftlfe  oi^Lifgpol  were  about  one  hundred  and  fifty. Men,  Women  and 
Children  confumed  with^Fire.  Atthe.Caftleof  7«//^/&,which  was-delivcred  to  .Aitf^ 
G'uire,  upon  Compofition,  and  fauhfulPromifes  of  fair  Quarter  5.  as  foon  as  he 
and  his  entered,  they  be^n  to- ftrip  the  People,  and  moft  cruelly,  put  them  to 
the  Sword,  murdering  them  all  without  Mercy. 

At  Lifjenfkeath  they  hanged.and  killed  above  one  hundred  of  the  Sxottijh  Pro*- 
fccfl:ants.  In  the  Counties  of  Armagh  and  Tyrone^  where  the  Proteftants  were 
aK>re  numerous,  their  Mutthers  were  more  multiplied,  and  with  greatcc  Cruelty^ 
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'  Mac  Guire  coming  to  to  the  Caftle  of  Lijfenfieatb^  dcfircd  to  fpcak  with  Mr. 
Middlet0n^  who  admitted  him  in,  he  firft  burnt  the  Records  of  the  County, 
then  demanded  one  thoufand  Pounds,  which  was  in  his  Cuftody,  of  Sir  ff^illiam 
Salfore*Sj  which  as  Toon  as  he  had,  he  caufed  Mr.  Middleton  to  hear  Mafs,  and 
ro  fwear  that  he  would  never  alter  from  it,  and  then  hanged  him  up  with  his 
Wife  and  Children :  Hanging  and  murdering  above  one  hundred  Perfons  bcfides 
in  that  Place. 

At  Porfend&fvn  Bridge^  there  were  one  thoufand  Men,  Women,  and  Chil- 
dren carried  in  feveral  Companies,  and  all  unmercifully  drowned  in  the  Riven 
Yea,  in  that  Country  there  were  four  thoufand  Perfons  drowned  in  feveral 
Places. 

In  one  Place  an  hundred  and  forty  Englijh  were  taken  and  driven  HkeCattfe 
for  many  Miles  together.  Other  Companies  they  carried  out  to  a  Place  fit  for 
Execution,  and  then  murthered  them.  One  hundred  and  fifteen  Men,  Women, 
and  Children,  they  fent  with  Sir  Pbilem  O  Ncal*$  Pafs  till  they  came  to  PorUn* 
down  Bridge^  and  there  drowned  them. 

At  another  time  one  hundred  and  forty  Proteftants,  being  thrown  in  at  the 
*  feme  Place,  as  any  of  them  fwam  to  the  Shore,  the  bloody  Villains  with  the 
''Butt-Ends  of  their  Mufkets  knocked  out  their  Brains. 

At  Armagby  O  Cane  got  together  all  the  Proteftants  thereabouts,  pretending 
ro  conduftthcm  to  Colerain€\  but  before  they  were  a  Day's  Journey,  they  were 
all  murdered,  and  fo  were  many  others,  though  they  had  Proteftions  from  Sir 
Pbilem  O  Neal.  The  aged  People- in  Armagh  were  carried  to  Cbarlemon/^  and 
there  murthered. 

Prcfently  after  the  Town  of  Armagh  was  burnt,  and  five  hundred  Perfons 
murthered  and  drowned.  In  Kiloman  were  forty- eight  Families  murthered. 
In  one  Houfe  twenty-two  Proteftants  were  burned.  In  Kilmorc^  all  the  Inha- 
bitants were  ftript  and  maflacred,  being  two  hundred  Families;  the  whole 
Country  was  a  common  Butchery  ;  many  thoufands  pcrilhed  by  Sword,  Fa- 
mine, Fire,  Water,  and  all  other  cruel  Deaths,  that  Rage  and  Malice  could 
invent. 

At  Cafel  they  put  all  the  Proteftants  into  a  loaihfcme  Durgeon,  kept  them 
twelve  Weeks  in  great  Mifcry.  Some  they  barbaroufly  mangled,  and  left  thtm 
languiftiing;  fomc  they  hanged  up  twice  or  thrice,  others  they  buried  alive. 

In  ^ueeh^S'County^  an  Englijhmariy  his  Wife,  five  Children,  and  a  Maid, 
were  all  hanged  together.  At  Clowns y  fcventren  Men  were  buried  alive  •,  fome 
were  wounded  and  hanged  upon  Tenter-hooks. 

In  CaJlU-Cumbery  two  Boys  wounded  and  hung^pon  Butchers  Tenters.  Some 
hanged  up  and  taken  down  to  confefs  Money,  and  then  murthered.  Some  had 
their  Bellies  ript  i>p,  and  fo  left  with  their  Gurs  about  their  Heels. 

In  Kilkenny^  an  Englijb  Woman  was  beaten  into  a  Ditch,  whiere  ftc  drccj-; 
her  Child  about  fix  Years  old,  they  rrpt  up  her  Belly,  and  let  out  herGuts,  One . 
they  forced  to  M^fs,  then  they  wounded  him,  ript  his  Belly,  took  out, his  Guts^ 
at)d  fo  left  him  alive. 

A  Scottijh'tian  they  ftript  and  hewed  to  Pieces,  ript  up  his  WifeV  Belly,  fo 
ii«  ber  Child  drop  out  v  many  ether  Women-  they  bung  up  with  Chi^d,^  ript 
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their  Bellicf  xnd  let  their  Infana  £ill  oat;  fbme  of  the  Children  thcf  gave  to 

Dogs. 

In  the  County  of  Armagh  they  robbed,  dripped,  and  murthered  abundance  of 
Proteftants,  whereof  feme  rhcy  burned,  fomc  they  flew  with  the  Sword,  fome 
they  hanged,  fome  they  ftarvcd  to  Death  -,  and  meeting  Mrs.  Howard  and  Mrs% 
Frankland  with  fix  of  their  Children,  and  thcmfclvcs  both  with  Child,  they  mur- 
dered ihem  all,  ript  open  the  Gentlewomen's  Bellies,  took  out  their  Children, 
and  threw  theni  into  a  Ditch.  A  young  ScottiJhwoman\  Child  they  cook  by  the 
Heels  and  daihed  out  its  Brains  againft  a  Tree  ^  the  like  they  did  to  many  other 
Children. 

Anne  Hill^  going  with  a  young  Child  on  her  Back,  and  four  more  by  her  fide, 
they  pulled  the  Child  ofT  her  Back,  trod  on  it  till  it  died  ^  (tripped  her  and  the 
other  four  Children  naked,  whereby  they  died  of  Cold. 

Some  others  they  met  with,  banged  tliem  up  upon  a  Windmill,  and  before 
they  were  half  dead,  cut  them  in  Pieces  with  their  Skeins. 

Many  other  Proteftants,  efpecially  Women  and  Children,  they  pricked  and 
ftabbed  with  Skeins,  Forks,  and  SworJs,  flafhing,  cutcing,  and  mangling  them 
in  their  Heads,  Faces,  Breafts,  Arms,  and  other  Parts,  yet  killed  them  not,  but 
left  them  wallowing  in  their  own  Blood,  to  languilh,  (larve  and  pine  toDeath. 

The  Ciftle  of  Lifgoole  being  fet  on  Fire  by  thefc  mercilefs  Papifts,  a  Woman 
leapt  out  at  a  Window  to  fave  herfclf  from  burning,  who  they  prefcntly  mur- 
thered  ;  many  fled  to  Vaults  and  Cellars,  where  they  were  all  murthered.  One 
Joan  Addis  they  fliabbed,  and  then  put  her  Child  of  a  quarter  old  to  her  Breafl^) 
and  bid  it  Suck^  Englijh  Bajlard^  and  fo  left  it  to  perifli. 

One  Mary  Barlow  had  her  Hufl>and  hanged,  herfelf  with  fix  Children  ftript 
naked  in  Froft  and  Snow,  after  which  fhelterrng  themfelves  in  a  Cave,  they  had. 
nothing  to  eat  for  three  Weeks  but, two  old  Calves  Skins,  which  they  beat  with 
Stones,  and  fo  eat  them  Hair  and  alL 

In  the  cold  Weather  many  thoufands  of  Proteftants  of  all  Ranks,  Ages,  and 
Sexes,  being  turned  out  naked,  periflied  of  Cold  and  Hunger  *,  thoofands  of 
Others  were  drowned,  caft  into  Ditches,  Bogs,  and  Turf-pits-;  Multitudes  mife- 
rably  burnt  in  Houfes  \  fome  that  lay  fick  of  Fevers  they  hanged  up ;  fome 
Men,  Women,  and  Children,  they  drove  into  boggy  Pits,  and  knocked  them  on 
the  Heads. 

Some  aged  Men  and  Women  thefe  barbarous  Papifts  inforccd  their  own  Chil- 
dren to  drown  them  ;  yea,  fome  Children  were  compelled  unnaturally  to  execute 
their  own  Parents ;  Wives  forced  to  hang  their  own  Hufl^iands,  and  Mothers  to 
caft  their  own  Children  into  the  Waters,  after  which  themfelves  were  murthered. 

In  Sligo^  they  forced  a  young  Man  to  kill  his  Father^  and  then  hanged  him 
up.  In  another  Place,  they  forced  a  Woman  to  kill  her  Huiband,  then  caufed 
her  Son  to  kill  her,  and  then  hanged  the  Son :  Yea^  fuch  was  their  Malice 
againft  the  Englijb^  that  they  taught  their  Children  to  kill  Englijh  Children. 

The  Irijh  Trulls  that  followed  the  Camp,  cried  out.  Kill  them  allj  /pare  nei^^ 
ther  Man,  IVoman,  nor  Child.     They  took  the  Child  o{  Thomas  Siralton^  be- 
ing about  twelve  Years  old,  and  boiled  him  in  a  Caldron.     One  Goodwife  Lin 
and  her  Daughter  they  carried  into  a  Wood,  firft  hanged  the  Mother  and  then 
jthe  .Daughter  in  the  Hair  of  ber  Mother's  Head. 
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In  fomc  Places  they  plucked  out  the  Eyes,  and  cut  ofFthe  Hands  of  the  Pro- 
teftants,  and  turned  them  into  the  Fields,  where  they  perilhed.  The  Women 
in  fomc  Places  ftoned  the  EngUJh  Women  and  Children  to  Death.  One  Man 
they  ihot  through  his  Thighs,  digged  a  Hole  in  the  Ground,  let  him  in  upon 
his  Feet,  filled  up  the  Hole,  left  out  only  his  Head,  where  he  knguiflicd  to 
Death.     Another  Man  they  held  his  Feet  in  the  Fire,  till  he  was  burnt  tol6e4th. 

In  Munfier  they  hanged  up  many  Minifters  in  a  moft  barbarous  manner.  One 
Minifter  they  ftripped  naked,  and  drove  bim  through  the  Town  \  pricking  him 
with  Darts  and  Rapiers^  till  befell  down  dead. 

Thefc  barbarous  Villains  vowed.  That  if  any  Par enis  digged  Graves  to  bury 
their  Children  in^  they  Jhould  be  buried  therein  themfelves.  They  ftripped  one 
fyHliam  Loverden  naked,  and  then  killed  him  before  his  Wife  and  Children* 
Divcrfe  Minifters  Bones  that  had  been  buried  fomc  Years  before,  they  digged 
op,  becaufe  they  were,  as  they  fay.  Patrons  of  Herefy. 

Poor  Children  that  went  out  into  the  Fields  to  eat  Weeds  and  Grafs,  they* 
killed  without  all  Pity. 

A  poor  Woman,  whofe  Hufljand  was  taken  by  them,  went  to  them  with  two 
Children  at  her  Feet,  and  one  at  her  Breaft,  hoping  to  beg  her  Huft)and  :  But 
they  flew  her  and  her  lucking  Child,  brake  the  Neck  of  another,  and  the  third 
hardly  efcaped :  and  all  this  Wickednefs  they  exercifed  upon  the  EngVfh^  wkh- 
oiit  any  Provocation  given  them.  Alas !  who  can  comprehend  the  Fears,  Ter- 
rors, Anguifti,  Bittemcfs,  and  Perplexity  that  fcized  upon  the  poor  Protcftants, 
finding  thcmfelves  fo  fuddenly  furprifed  without  Remedy,  and  wrapt  up  in  all 
kind  of  outward  Mifcries  which  could  poflibly  by  Man  be  inflifted  upon  human 
Creatures?  What  Sighs  and  Groans,  Trembling  and  Aftonifhment?  What 
Shrieks,  Cries,  and  bitter  Lamentations  of  Wives, Children,  Servants  and  Friends, 
bowling  and  weeping ;  finding  themfcl ves  without  all  Hope  of  Deliverance  from 
their  prefent  Miferies.  How  inexorable  were  their  barbarous  Tormentors,  that 
compaffcd  them  in  on  every  Side,  without  all  Bowels  of  Compaflion,  or  the 
feaft  Commiferation  or  Pity ;  yet  they  boafted  upon  their  Succcfs. 

llieft  mcrcilefs  /rr/S  Papifts  having  iet  a  Caftle  on  fire,  wherein  were  many 
Protcftants,  they  rejoicingly  fakf,  0  how  fweetty  do  they  fry. 

At  Kilkennyy  when  they  had  committed  many  cruel  Murders,  they  brooght 
fcvcn  Protcftants  Heads,  one  the  Head  of  a  reverend  Minifter ;  all  which  they 
fet  upon  the  Market-Crofi  on  a  Market-Day;  triumphing,  flaftiing,  and  man- 
gling them  :  They  put  a  Gag  in  the  Miniftcr's  Mouch,  flit  up  his  Cheeks  to  his 
Eats,  and  laid  a  Leaf  of  a  Bible  upon  it,  and  bid  him,  Preach,  for  his  Mouth 
was  wide  enough. 

At  Kilmore  they  put  many  Prot^eftants,  Men,  Women,  and  Children,  into  a 
riiatched  Houfe,  and  there  burnt  tliem.  They  threw  Mrs.  Maxwell  mo  the  Ri- 
ver when  in  Labour,  thtr  Child  being  half-born  whei  the  Mother  was  drowned. 

In  one  Place  they  burnt  two  Proteftant  Bibles,  and  then  faid,.  //  was  Hell 
Fire  they  burnt.  Other  Bibles  th<ry  took,  cut  in.  Pieces  and  burnt  them  ;  fay- 
ing.  They  would  do  the  like  to  all  Puritan  Bibles.  They  took  the  Bible  of  a  Mi- 
nifter, called  Mr.  Slack,  and  opening  it,  they  laid  it  in  a  Puddle  of  Water,  and 
then  ftamped  upon  it,  faying,  A  Plague  on  ity  this  Bible  hath  bred  all  the 
parrel. 

At 
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At  Glaftaw^  a  Pricft,  with  fbme  others,  drew  about  forty  Engli/h  and  Scoft^Jb 
Proteftants  to  be  reconciled  to  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  then  told  them,  f /fepy 
tvere  in  a  good  Faiib^  and  for  fear  they  fhould  fall  from  it  and  turn  Hereticks^  he 
with  his  CompaoioDS  prcfcntly  cutall  their  Throats. 

In  rj^iCojunty  of  Tipperary,  near  the  Silver  IVorks,  fomc  of  thefe  barbarous 
Papjfbs  met  with  eleven  Englifhmen^  ten  Women,  and  fome  Children ;  whooi 
they  firft  ftript,  and  then  with  Stones,  Pole-axes,  Skeins,  Swords,  &c,  they 
inpft  barbaroufly  maffacred  them  all. 

In  the  County  of  M^;'^  about  fixty  Proteftants,  whereof  fifteen  wereMini- 
fters,  were  upon  Covenant  to  be  fafcly  conveyed  to  Galway  by  one  Edmond 
Burk  and  his  Soldiers;  but  by  the  Way,  this  fiwriand  his  Company  began  to 
maffacrc  thefe  poor  Proteftants :  Some  they  (hot  to  Death  ;  fome  they  ftabbcd 
with  their  Skeins  •,  fome  they  thruft  through  with  their  Pikes  ;  fome  they  drown* 
«d  ;  ths  Women  they  ftript  naked,  who  lying  upon  their  Hu(bands  to  fave 
diem,  were  run  through  with  Pikes;  fo  ^hat  very  few  of  them  efcaped  with 
Life.  ' 

In  the  Town  ofSligo,  forty  Proteftants  were  Aript  and  locked  up  in  a  Cellar^ 
and  about  Midnight  a  Butcher  provided  for  the  purpofe,  was  fenc  in  amongft 
them  ;  who  with  his  Axe  butchered  them  all. 

In  Tyrawley,  thirty  or  forty  Engli/b,  who  had  yielded  to  go  to  Mais,  were 
put  to  their  Choice,  H^bether  they  would  die  by  the  Sword  or  be  drowned?  They 
chof%rhc  latter,  and  fo  being  driven  to  the  Sea-fide,  thefe  barbarous  Villains 
with  their  naked  Swords  forced  them  into  the  Sea  \  the  Mothers  with  their  Chil- 
dren in  their  Arms,  wading  to  their  Chin,  were  overcome  by  the  Waves,  where 
they  all  periflied^ 

The  Son  of  Mr.  Montgomery  a  Miniftcr,  aged  about  fifteen  Years,  met  with 
bis  School mafter,  who  drew  his  Skein  at  iiim ;  whereupon  the  Boy  faid^  GW 
Maftery  wbip  me  as  much  as  you  will,  but  do  not  kill  me.  Yet  this  mercileft 
Tyger  barbaroufly  murthercd  him  without  all  Pity. 

In  the  Town  of  Sligo  all  the  Proteftants  were  firft  robbed  of  their  Eftates,  then 
cift  into  Goal,  and  about  Midnight  were  all  ftript  naked,  and  were  there  moft 
cruelly  and  barbaroufly  murthercd  with  Swords,  Axes,  Skeins,  &c.  fome  of 
them  being  Women  great  with  Child,  their  Infants  thruft  out  their  Arms  and 
Legs  at  their  Wounds  ;  after  which  execrable  Murthers,  thefe  Hell-hounds  laid 
the  dead  naked  Bodies  of  the  Men  upon  the  naked  Bodies  of  the  Women,  in<i 
moft  immodeft  Pofture ;  where  they  left  them  till  the  next  Day  to  be  looked 
upon  by  the  Irifh,  who  beheld  it  with  great  Delight.  Alfo  Ifabel  Beard^  great 
with  Child,  hearing  the  lamentable  Cries  of  thoie  that  were  murthering,  ran  out 
into  the  Streets  ;  where  ftie  was  murthered,  and  the  next  Day  was  found  with 
the  Child's  Feet  coming  out  of  the  Wounds  in  her  Sides :  many  others  were  mur- 
thercd in  the  Houfes  and  Streets. 

About  Dungannon  were  three  hundred  and  fixteen  Proteftants  in  the  like  bar- 
barous manner  murthered.:  A\yo\xiCbarlemonij  above  four  hundred  :  About  Ty^ 
rone^  two  hundred  and  fix. 

One  Mac  Crew  murthered  thirty-one  in  one  Morning. 

Two  young  Villains  murthered  one  hundred  and  forty  poor  Women  and 
Children,  that  could  make  no  Refiftance.  An  Irifl)  WoDoan  with  her  own  Hands 
BUirthered  forty-five.  At 
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At  Partend^wn  Bridge  were  drowned  above  three  hundred.  At  Lawgb  were 
drowned  above  two  hundred.  In  another  Place  were  drowned  three  hundred  in 
one  Day.  In  the  Pariih  of  Killmen^  there  were  murthered  one  thoufand  two 
hundred  Proceftants. 

Many  young  Children  they  cut  in  Quarters ;  eighteen  Scottijh  Infants  they 
lianged  upon  a  Clothier's  Tenter-hooks ;  one  fat  Man  they  murthered  and  made 
Candles  of  his  Greafe ;  znoihtr  Scottijh  Man  they  ript  up  his  Belly,  took  one  end 
of  his  fmall  Guts,  tied  it  to  a  Tree,  and  forced  him  round  about  it,  till  they  had 
drawn  them  all  out  of  his  Body,  faying,  That  ibey  would  try  whether  Dogs  or  a 
Scottilh  Man^s  Guts  were  the  longer. 

By  the  Command  of  Sir  Pbilem  O  Neal^  Mafter  Jams  Maxwell  was  drawn 
out  of  his  Bed^  being  lick  of  a  Fever,  and  murthered,  his  Wife  being  in  Child- 
birth, the  Child  being  half-born,  they  (tript  naked,  drove  her  about  a  flight  Shot, 
and  drowned  her  in  the  Blatk  Heater  i  the  like,  or  worfe,  they  did  to  another 
Englijb  Woman  in  the  fame  Town.  One  Mr.  JVatfon  they  roafted  alive.  A 
Scottijb  Woman  great  with  Child,  they  ript  up  her  Belly,  cut  the  Child  out  of 
her  Womb,  and  fo  left  it  crawling  on  her  Body. 

Mr.  Starkey^  Schoolmafter  at  Armagh^  being  above  one  hundred  Years  old, 
they  ftript  him  naked,  then  took  his  two  Daughters,  being  Virgins,  who  they 
alio  ftripc  naked,  and  then  forced  them  to  lead  their  aged  Father  to  a  Turf- pit, 
where  they  drowned  them  all  three. 

To  one  Henry  Cowel^  a  gallant  Gentleman,  they  proffered  his  Life,  jf  he 
would  marry  one  of  their  Trulls,  or  go  to  Mafs,  but  he  chofe  Death  rather  than 
to  confent  to  either. 

They  brake  the  Back-bone  of  a  Youth,  and  left  him  in  the  Fields,  fome 
Days  after  he  was  found,  having  eaten  the  Grafi  round  about  him  ;  neither  then 
would  they  kill  him  outright,  but  removed  him  to  better  Pafture,  wherein  was 
iulfilled  that  frying.  The  tender  Mercies  of  the  Wicked  sre  Cruelty. 

In  the  County  of -/^»/ri>»,  they  murthered  nine  hundred  fifty-four  Proteftants 
in  one  Morning,  and  afterwards  about  twelve  hundred  more  in  that  County. 
Near  Lifnegarry^  they  forced  twenty-four  Proteftants  into  a  Houfe  and  burnt 
them  all. 

Sir  Philem  O  Neal  boafted,  That  be  bad  flain  above  fix  hundred  at  Garvah, 
•emd  that  be  bad  left  neither  Man^  Woman^  nor  Child  alive  in  the  Barony  of 
Munterlong.  In  other  Places,  he  murthered  above  two  thoufand  Perfons  in 
their  Houfes ;  fb  that  many  Houfes  were  filled  with  dead  Bodies. 

Above  twelve  thoufand  were  flainin  the  Highways,  asthey  fled  towards  Down. 
Many  died  of  Famine,  many  died  for  the  Want  of  Clothes,  being  ftript  naked 
in  a  cold  Seafon ;  fome  thousands  were  drowned  ;  fo  that  in  the  Province  of  t//- 
/^r,  there  were  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  murdered  by  fundry  kinds 
of  Torment^^nd  Deaths. 

Anne  Kinnard  teftified,  7hat  fifteen  Proteftants  being  impnfoned,  and  their 
Feet  in  the  Stocks^  a  Popifb  Boy^  being  ni>t  above  fourteen  Tears  old^  fiew  them 
all  in  one  Night  with  bis  Skein. 

An  Engltfib  Woman,  who  was  newly  delivered  of  two  Children,  fome  of 
thcfe  Villains'  violently  compelled  her,  in  her  great  Pain  and  Sickr.cfs,  to  rifs 
cut  of  her  Bed,  and  took  one  of  the  Infants  that  was  living,  and  difhed  his

Brains  againft  the  Stones,  and  then  threw  him  into  the  River  Barrow:  The  like 
they  did  by  many  other  Infants  -,  many  others  they  hanged  up  without  all  Pity. 

The  Lord  Mont-Garret^  caufed  diverfe  Englijh  Soldiers  that  he  had  taken  about 
Kilkenny^  to  be  hanged,  hardly  fufFering  then\co  pray  before  their  Death. 

One  Fitzfatrickj  an  Irijb  Papift,  enticed  a  rich  Merchant,  that  was  a  Prete- 
ftanr,  to  bring  all  his  Goods  to  his  Houfc,  promifmg  fafely  to  keep  them,  and 
to  re-deliver  them  to  him,  and  when  he  had  gotten  them  into  his  PoffcflSon,  he 
took  the  Merchant  and  his  Wife  and  hanged  them  both.  The  like  he  did  by 
diverfe  others. 

Some  Englijh  Men's  Heads  they  cut  off,  and  carried  them  to  Kilkenny^  and 
on  the  Market- Day,  fct  them  on  theCrofs,  where  mariy^  cfpccially  the  Wo- 
men, ftabbed,  cut,  and  flaflied  them.  > 

A  poor  Proteftant  Woman,  with  her  two  Children,  gohig  to  Kilkenny^  thefo 
bloody  Mifcreants  baited  them  with  Dogs,  ftabbed  them  with  Skeins,  and  pulled 
out  the  Guts  of  one  of  the  Children,  whereby  they  died  •,  and  not  far  off  they 
took  diverfe  M<;n,  Women,  and  Children,  and  hanged  them  up;  one  of  ther 
Women  being  great  with  Child,  they  ripped  up  her  Belly  as  fhe  hanged,  fo  that 
the  Child  fell-out  in  the  Cawl  alive.  Some  after  they  were  hanged  they  drew 
up  and  down  till  their  Bowels  were  torn  out. 

How  many  thoufands  of  Proteftants  were  there  thus*  inhumanly  butchered,  by 
fundry  kinds  of  Death,  we  cannot  afcertain. 

In  the  Province  of  Iflftery  we  find  vaft  Numbers  murdered,  as  before  ;  what 
the  ^^umber  of  the  Slain  was  in  the  three  Provinces,  I  find  not  upon  Record^ 
but  certainly  it  was  very  great,  for  you  have  thefc  Paflagcs  in  a  general  Remon- 
ftance  of  the  diftreffed  Proteftants  in  the  Province  of  Af«ir/?^r.  We  may  (fay 
they.)  compare  our  Woe  to  the  faddeft  Parallel  of  any  Story :  Our  Churches  are 
propbaned  by  Sacrifices  to  Idols  5  our  Habitations  are  become  ruinous  Heaps :  No^ 
^uality^  Age  J  or  Sex,  privileged  from  Majfaores  and  lingering  Deaths^  by  being 
robbed^  ftript  naked^  and  fo  expofed  to  Cold  and  Famine.  The  famifhed  In^ 
fants  of  murdered  Parents  fwarm  in  our  Streets^  and  for  Want  of  Food  perijh 
before  our  Faces^  &c.  And  all  this  Cruelty  that  is  exercifed  upon  us,  we  know 
not  for  what  Caufc^  Offence^  or  feeming  Provocation  it  is  infti£ledupon.us  (Sin- 
excepted)  faving  that  we  were  Proteftants^  &c.  We  can  make  it  manifefi^.  that 
the  Depopulations  in  this  Province  of  Munfter,  do  well  near  equal  thofe  of  the 
whole  Kingdom'^  &c. 
^  And  thus  in  part  you  have  heard  of  the  mercilefs  Cruelties  which  the  bloody 
Irifb  Papifts  exercifcd  toward  the  Proteftants.  Let  us  now  confider,  at  leaft  fomc 
of  God*s  Judgments  upon  the  Irifh^  whereby  he  hath  not  left  the  innocent  Blood 
of  his  Servants  to  be  altogether  unrevenged. 

The  bloody  Hell-hounds  ihemfelves  cotifeflcd,  That  the  Ghoji  of  diverfe  of 
the  Proteftants  which  they  had  drowned  at  Portendown  Bridge,  wert  daily- 
pen  to  walk  upon  the  River  \  fometimesfinging  of  Pfalms  \  fometimes  brandifhing 
naked  Swords  ;  fometimes  fbrieking  in  a  moft  hideous  and  fearful  manner.  So 
that  many  of  the  PopiCh  Irifh^  which  dwelt  near  thereabouts,  being  affrighted 
therewith,  were  forced  to  remove  their  Habitations  farther  off  into  the  Country. 

Katherine  Cook  teftified  upon  Oath,  That  when  the  Irifh  had  barbaroufly 
dro'ucnid  one  hundred  and  eighty  Proteflants^  Men^  Women  and  Children  at  Por- 
tendown 
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tendown  Bridge,  about  nine  Bays  after^  Jbe  faw  the  Apparition  of  a  Man  bolt-     * 
upright  in  the. River,  ftanding  breafi-bigh,  with  bis  Hands  lifted  up  to  Heaven  \ 
and,  continued  in  that  Pcjlure  from  December  to  the  end  ofTu^nt,  at  wbicb  time 
feme  (?//itf  Englifti  Armypajfing  tbat  way^  faw  it  alfo  ;  after  ivbicb  it  van^fhed 
away. 

Elizabeth  Price^  tcflificd  upon  Oath,  Tbat  Jhe^and other  Wonjen,  whofe  Hus- 
hand^s  Children  were  drowned  in  tbat  place^  bearing  of  ibofe  Apparitions,  went 
thither  one  Evening,  at  wbicb  time  they  faw  one  like  a  fVoman  rife  out  of  the 
River  breafl'high,  her  Hair  bangifig  down,  which,  with  her  Skin,  was  as  while 
as  Snow,  often  crying  out.  Revenge,  Revenge,  Rcverge,  which  fo  affrighted 
them  that  they  went  away. 

Diverfe  Proteftants  were  thrown  into  the  River  of  Belterbert,  and  when  any 
of  them  offered  to  fwim  to  the  Land,  they  were  knocked  on  the  Head  with 
Poles,  after  which  their  Bodies  were  not  feen  of  fix  Weeks,  but  after  the  end 
hereof,  the  Murderers  coming  again  that  way,  the  Bodies  came  floating  up  to 
the  very  Bridge  where  they  were. 

Sir  Con  MacGennis,  with*  his  Conrpany^  flew  Mr.  Turge,  Minifter  of  the 
Newry,  with  diverfe  other  Proteftants,  after  which  the  faid  MacGennis  was  fo 
affrighted  with  the  Apparition  of  the  fjid  Mr.  Turge,  his  being  continually  in  his 
Prclence,  that  he  commanded  his  Soldiers  not  to  flay  any  more  of  them  butfuch 
as  ihould  be  flain  in  Battle. 

A  young  Woman  being  ftript  almoft  naked,  there  came  a  Rogue  to  her, 
bidding  her.  Give  him  her  Money,  or  be  would  run  her  through  with  his  Sword. 
Her  Anfwer  was,  Tou  cannot  kill  me,  except  God  give  you  leave  ;  whereupon  he 
ran  three  times  at  her  naked  Body  with  his  drawn  Sword,  and  yet  never  pierced 
herSkin-,  whereat  he  being  confounded  went  his  way  and  left  her.  This  was 
atttfted  by  diverfe  Women  that  were  prcfcnt  and  faw  it. 
•  As  for  the  Proteftant  Minifters,  whom  they  furprized,  their  manner  was  firft 
to  ftrip  them,  and  after  bind  them  to  a  Tree  or  Poft,  where  they  pleafed,  and 
then  to  ravifli  their  Wives  and  Daughters  before  their  Faces  (in  Sight  of  their 
mercilefs  Rabble)  with  the  bafeft  Villains  they  could  pick  out ;  after  they  hang- 
ed up  their  Hufbands  and  Parents  before  their  Faces,  and  then  cue  them  down 
before  they  were  half  dead,  then  quartered  them,  after  difmembered  thiem,  and 
ftopped  their  Mouths  therewith. 

They  bafely  abufed  one  Mr.  Trafford  a  Minifter  in  the  North  of  Ireland,  wfco 
being  affaulted  by  thefe  bloody  Wolves  of  Rcm^s  Brood,  that  knew  not  God, 
nor  any  Bowels  of  Mercy.  This  diftreffed  Minifter  dcfired  but  fo  much  time 
as  to  call  upon  God,  before  he  went  out  of  the  World ;  but  thefe  mercilefs  . 
Wretches  would  admit  .no  time,  but  inftantly  fell  upon  him,  hackt  and  hewed 
him  to  Pieces. 

Sir  Patrick  Dunjlar^s  Wife  theyf  raviflied  before  him,  flew    his  Servants, 
fpurned  hisChildren  till  they  died,bound  him  with  Match  to  a  Board  that  hisEyes    " 
burft  out,  cut  ofl^  his  Ears  and  Nofe,  tearedoff^  both  his  Cheeks,  after  cut  oflF 
his  Arms  and  Legs,  cut  out  his  Tongue,  and  after  run  a  red-hot  Iron  into  him. 

Thefe  Particulars,  with  many  more,  were  attefied  before  the  Commijftoners  af^ 
pointed  for  that  Purpofe.  *

IT  being  the  undoubted  Right  of  the  Subjcfts  of  England^  and  warranted  by 
the  Law  of  the  Land  *,  and  the  general  Pradlice  of  all  fornier  Times,  in  an 
humble  manner  to  apply  themfelvesto  his  Majefty,  in  the  Abfence  of  Parlia- 
ments, hy  PetUion  ;  for  the  Redrcfs  of  their  Grievances^  and  for  $be  obtaining 
fucb  things  as  they  apprehend  necejjary  or  beneficial^  to  the  Safety  and  IVell-being 
of  the  Nation.  And  it  being  their  Duty  to  which  they  are  bound,  by  the  ex- 
prcfs  Words  of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  f  to  reprefentto  him  any  Danger  which 
they  apprehend  threatening  his  Royal  Pcrfon  or  his  Government ;  divcrfe  Per- 
fons  in  about  the  City  of  fVefiminfter^  conGdering  the  too  (ipparent  anid  un- 
fpcakablc  Danger  his  Majefty  and  his  Kingdoms  are  in,  from  the  hellifli  Plots 
and  villanious  Confpiracies  olf  the  Bloody  Papifts  and  their  Adherents,  and  con- 
ceiving no  fufficient  (or  at  leaft  fo  fit)  Remedy  could  be  provided  againft  it,  but

In  the  Star-Chamber  all  the  Juftices  of  England  were  af- 
fembled  with  nnany  of  the  Nobility,  viz,  the  Lord  Ellefmore,  Lord  Chan- 
cellor ;  the  Earl  of  Dorfet^  Lord  Trcafurer  -,  the  Lord  Vilcount  Cranborn^ 
Principal  Secretary;  the  Earl  of  Nottingham^  Lord  Admiral;  the  Earls  of 
Northumberland^  Worcefter^  Devon^  and  Northampton  ;  the  Lords  Zouch^  Bur- 
leigbj  and  Knolls  i  the  Chancellor  of  the  Durchy.  The  Archbifhop  of  Canter- 
bury^tht  Biftiop  of  London^  Popham^  Chief  Juftice,  Bruce^  Mafter  of  the  Rolls, 
Anderfon^  Gtiwdy^  Walmefly^  Fenner^  Kingfmil^  fVarberton^  SavilCj  Daniel^ 
STelverton,  and  Snig.  And  there  the  Chancellor  of  England^  by  the  King's. 
Command,  after  he  had  made  a  long  Speech  concerning  the  Juftices  of  Peace, 
and  an  Exhortation  to  the  Juftices  of  Affizc,  and  a  Difcourfe  of  Papifts  and  Pu- 
ritans, declaring  that  they  were  both  the  Difturbers  of  the  Stare,  and  that  the 
King  intended  to  fupprcfs  them,  and  to  have  the  Laws  put  in  Execution  againft 
them,  demanded  of  the  Judges  their  Reiblution  of  three  Things.

To  which  all  the  Juftices  anfwered,  that  this  was  an  Offence  Bnable  by  Dif- 
cretioDy  and  very  near  to  Treafon  and  Felony  in  deferc  of  Punifhnoent »  for  tbii 
tends  to  raife  Sedition,  Rebellion,  and  Difconcent  among  the  People. 

To  which  Refolution,  all  the  Lords  agreed.  And  then  many  of  the  Lords 
declared,  that  fome  of  the  Puritans  had  raifed  a  falfc  Rumour  of  the  King,  that 
he  intended  to  grant  a  Toleration  to  Papifts,  the  which  Offence  Teemed  to  the

joying, or  exercifing  any  Place,  Office,  or  Promotion  Ecclcfiaftical,  Civil,  or 
Military,  or  any  other  Employment  in  Church  or  State^  other  than  that  of  his 
Peerage,  and  (hall  likewi(e  be  liable  to  fuch  further  and  other  Puni(hments,  as  by 
the  Common  Laws  or  Statutes  of  this  Realm  may  be  inflidlcd  in  fuch  Cafes,  ^c.

SIR, 

I  Received  your  Letter,  when  I  was  engaged  in  much  other  Bu(irtefs»  which 
will  excufe  me  that  I  have  not  returned  an  Anfwer  (boner,  and  that  ic  is 
done  no  better  now  :  You  defire  me  to  let  you  know  what  that  Judgment  is, 
which  my  Lord  Chancellor  acquainted  my  Lord  Mayor  and  his  Brethren  with, 
and  what  my  thoughts  are  upon  it :  and  that  I  may  obey  you  in  both,  I  will 
firft  tranfcribc  that  Cafe,  as  it  is  reported  by  Jufticc  Crook^  that  being  already 
put  into  Englijhy  whereas  the  Cafe  in  Moor  is  in  French. 

Memorandum,  that  by  Command  from  the  King  all  the  Juftices  of  England, 
with  diverfe  of  the  Nobility,  viz.  the  Lord  Ellefmere  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Earl 
of  Dorfet  Lord  Treafurer,  Vifcount  Cranbourn  Principal  Secretary,  the  Earl  of 
Not fingbam Lord  Admiral,  th^Eaixhof  Northumberland,  VForcefter,  Devon,  wd 

Vol.  in.  P  Northampton, 
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tbampt&n^  the  Lords  Zoucb^  Burgblfyiind  Knowles^  the  Chancellor  of  the  iy%tchy^  ^ 
the  Afchbilhop  of  Canterbury^  the  Biihop  oi^nd:>H^  Pci^/hiw?  Chief  Jufticc/ 
Bruce  Matter  of  the  Rolls,    Andtrf^n^   Gawdy^  fValmeJley^  Fenner^  Kingfmil^ . 
fVarburton^  Savel^  Daniel^  Tehertan  and  Sniggy  were  aflfembled  in  the  Star- 
Chamber^  where  the  Lord  Chancellor,  after  a  long  Speech  made  by  him  con- 
cerning Juftices  of  the;  Peace,  and  his  Exhortation  to  the  Juftices  of  Aflize,  and 
a  Difcourfe  concerning  Papifts  and  Puritans,  declaring  how  they,  both  were  Dif- 
tufbers  of  the  State,  and  that  the  King  intending  to  fupprefs  them,  and  to  have  • 
the  Laws  put  in  execution  againft  them,  demanded  of  the  Juftices  their  Refo- 
lutiorts  in  three  things :    Firft,^  whether  the  Deprivation  of  Puritan-Minifters  by 
the  High-Conuniflioners,  for  refufmg  to  Conform  ,themfelves  to  the  Ceremonies  , 
appointed  by  the  laft  Canons^  wds  lawfiil,.  Whereto  all  the  Juftices  anfwcred, 
that  they  had  conferred  thereof  btrfore,  and  held  it  to  be  lawful  \,  becaufe  the 
King  hath  the  Supreme  Ecclcfiaftical  Power,  which  he  hath  delegated  to  the 
Commiffioncrs,  whereby  they  had  rhe  Power  of  Deprivation  by  the  Canon- Law 
of  the  Rfalm.     And  the  Statute  of  i  Eliz.  which  appoints  CommiflTioners  to  be 
ms|de  by  the  Queen,  doth  not  confer  any,  new.  Power,  but  explain  and  declare 
the  ancient  Power.     And  therefore  they  held  it  clcar>  72^/  the  King  without 
Parliament  migbt  make  Orders  and  Conftitutions  for  the  Government  of  the  Clergy^ 
and  migbi  deprive  tbem  if  they  obeyed  not-.-    And  fo  the  Commmifftoners  might 
deprive  tbem.     But  they  could  not  make  any  Conftitutions  without  the  Krng  : 
the  divulging  of  fuch  Ordinances  by  Proclamation  is  a  raoft  gracious  Ad- 
monition \  for  as  much  as  they  have  rcfuCcd  to  obey,   they  are  lawfully  deprived 
by  the  CommifTiQners  exOffi'io^  without  Libel  Etore  tenus  convocati.    Secondly, 
Whether  a  Prohibition  be  grantablc  againft  the  Commiffioners  upon  the. Statute 
of  2  //.  V.  if  they  do  not  deliver  the  Copy  of  the  Libel  tolthe  Party  ;  Whereto 
^  they  all  anfwered,  that  Statute  is  intended^ where  the  Ecclefi^ftical  Judge  proceeds  . 
ex  Officio  y  ore  tenus.     Thirdly*  Whether  it  were  an  Offence  punilhable,  and  • 
what  Puniftiment  they  deferved,  who  framed  Petitions,  and  collefted  a  Muhitude 
q/!  Hinds  thereto,,  to  prefer  to  the  Kjng,  in  a  publick  Caufe,  as  the  Puritans  . 
h^d  done  with  an  Intimation  to  the  King,^  that  if  he  denied  their  Suit,  many 
thoufands  of  his  Subjefts  would  be  difcontented  ?  Whereto  all  the  JuftiCes  an- 
i  wered,  that  it  was  an  Offence  finable  at  Difcretion,  and  very  near  to  Treafon  and  - 
Felony  in  the  Punijbment :  For  they,  tended  to  the  raifiog  of  Sedition,  Rebellion,  . 
;*nd  Difcontent  among  the  People :  Tp  which  Rcfolution  all  the  Lords  agreed,  . 
And  then  many  of  the  Lords  declared,  that  fome  of  the  Puritans  had  railed  a 
falfe  Rumour  of  the  King,  how  he  intended  to  grant  a  Toleration  to  Papifts  :  - 
Which  Offence.the  Juftices  conceived  to  be  heinouifly  finable  by  the  Rules  of  the 
Common  Law,  either  in  the  King's  Bench,,  e^r  by  the  King  and  his  Council^  or 
now  fince  the  Statute  of  3  H.  VIL.  in  the  Star-Chamber.And  the  Lords  fevcrally 
declared  how  the  King  was  difcontented  with,  the  faid  falie  Rumour,'"  and  had 
made  but  the  Day  before  a  Proteftation  unto  them,    that  he  never  intended  it,. 
and  that  he  would  fpend  the  laft  Drop  of  Blood  in  his  Body  before  he.  would  do  it ; 
and  prayed,  that  before  any  pf  his  Iflue  fhould  maiptain  any  other  Religion  than 
what  he  truly  prpfefifed  and  maintained,  that  Gtxl  would  take  them  out  of  the 
World.      ^ 

I  doubt  not  but  yourfelf,  and  every  Englifb  Proccftsant,  will  joyn  with  this 
^pyal  Petitioner,,  and  will  heartily  fay  Amtn^ ,  But, 
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Tfat  you  defire  to  know  !f  I  thirrk  rhe  Refolotion  of  thejudges  in  this  Cafe  ought 
to  deter  us  from  humbly  petitioning  his  Majcfly,  that  this  Parliament  may  efFeft- 
ually  fit  on  the  26th  Day  of  January  next.  In  order  to  this,  give  mc  leave 
to  obferve  to  you.  As  it  is  moft  certain,  that  a  great  Reverence  is  due  to  the  un- 
animous Opinion  of  all  the  Judges,  fo  there  is  a  great  Difference  to  be  put  between 
the  Authoriry  of  their  Judgments  when  folemnly  given  in  Cafes  depending  before 
tficm,  and  their  fudden  and  extrajudicialOpinions.  The  Cafe  of  Ship-money 
icfelf,  is  not  a  belter  Proof  of  this,  than  that  which  you  have  now  re.id,  as  you 
will  now  fee,  if  you  confider  diftindtly  what  they  fay  to  the  feveral  Queftions 
propofed  to  them. 

As  to  their  Anfwer  to  the  firft  Queftion,  it  much  concerns  the  reverend  Clergy 
to  enquire  whether  they  did  not  miftake  in  it  ?,  And  whether  the  King,  by  h« 
Proclamation,  can  make  new  Conftitutions,  and  oblige  them  to  Obedience 
under  the  Penalty  of  Deprivation  ?  Should  it  be  fo,  and  (hould  this  unhappy 
Kingdom  ever  fufFer  under  the  Reign  of  a  Pbpifti  Prince,  he  might  cafily  rid 
himfelfof  fuch  obftinate  Hereticks,  and  leave  his  Ecclefiaftical  Prcferment3  open- 
for  Men  of  better  Principles:  He  will  need  only  to  publilh  a  Proclamation,  that 
Spittle  and  Salt  Ihould  be  ufcd  in  Baptifm,  that  Holy  Water  (hould  be  ufed, 
and  Images  fet  up  in  Churches ;  and  a  few  more  fuch  things  as  thefe,  and  the 
Bufinefs  were  eflFedually  done.  But  if  you  will  believe  my  Lord  Chief  Juftice 
^ook^  *  he  will  tell  you,  that  it  was  agreed  by  all  the  Judges  upon  Debate,  Hilk 
^tb  Jacobij  that  the  King  cannot  change  his  Ecclefiaftial  Law  ;  and  you  may 
taGly  remember  fincc  the  whole  Parliament  declared,  that  he  could  not  alter  or 
fufpcnd  trhem. 

+  1  have  the  uniform  Opinion  of  all  the  Judges  given  upon  great  Deliberation, 
Mic.  4  Jac.  to  juftify  me,  if  I  fay  that  our  Judges  here  were  utterly  miftaken 
in  the  Anf>ytr  which  they  gave  to  the  ftcond  Queftion.  I  will  not  cite  the  nu- 
>merous  fubfequent  Authoriries,  fince  every  Man  knows,  that  it  is  the  conftant 
Prafticc  oi  fFeJlminiftMr-Hall  at  this  Day  to  grant  Prohibitions,  upon  Refufal  to 
give  a  Copy  of  Articles,  where  the  Proceedings  in  the  Ecclefiaftical  Courts  arc 
ex  Officio. 

You  fee  there  was  a  kind  of  ill  Fate  upon  the  Judges  this  Day,  as  ufually  there 
was  when  met  in  the  Star-chamber,  and  that  they  were  very  unfortunate  in 
anfwering  two  of  the  three  Queftions  propofed  to  them  5  let  us  go  on  to  confidcr 
what  does  principally  concern  us  at  prefent,  their  Anfwer  to  the  laft  Queftion. 

You  have  juft  done  reading  it,  and  therefore  I  need  not  repeat  to  you  either 
the  Doubt  or  the  Solution  of  it  •,  but  one  may  be  allowed  to  fay  modeftly,  that  it 
was  a  fudden  Anfwer :  'Tis  pofGble  the  Lords  then  prefent  were  well  enough  in- 
formed, when  they  were  told  that  fuch  kind  of  Petitioning  was  an  Offence,  next 
to  Treafon  and  Felony  5  but  I  dare  be  fo  bold  as  to  fay,  that  at  this  Day,  not  a 
Lawyer  in  Ergland  would  be  the  wifer  for  fuch  an  Anfwer  ;  they  would  be  con- 
founded, and  not  know  whether  it  were  Mifprifion  of  Treafon,  which  feerns  an 
Offence  ncareft  to  Treafon,  or  Petty-larceny,  which  feems  nearcft  to  Felony. 

You  will  be  apt  to  tell  me  that  I  miftake  my  Lords  the  Judges,  and  they  fpoke 
not  of  the  Nature  of  the  Crime,  but  the  Manner  of  the  Punifliment ;  but  this  will 
mend  the  Matter  but  little  ;  for  fince  the  Puniftimcnts  of  thofe  two  Crimes  are  fo

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very  different,  you  are  ftill  as  much  in  the  dark  as  ever,  what  cheic  ambiguous 
Words  mean. 

.  WcU^  but  we  win  agree*,  that  the  Crime  about  which  the  Enquiry  was  made, 
.was  a  very  great  one.     When  Men  arrive  tofuch  Inlblcnce,  as  to  threaten  their 
Prince,  it  will  be  but  little  Expufe  to  them  to  call  their  Menaces  by  the  foft  and. 
gentle  Name  of  Petitions. 

But  you  would  know  for  what,  and  in  what  manner  ws  are  at  prefenc  tO: 
petition  ;  and  I  will  give  you  a  plain  and  infallible  Rule.     .(Icis  the  Statute

Mayo'*,.  Aldern:^cn,  and  Commons  in  Common  Council  aflcinbltd  -,  and  that  no^ 
Pcribn  or  Perfons  whatfocver  Ihall  repair  to  bis  Majbfty,.  or  both,  or  either  of; 
the  Houfes  of  Farliamcnr,.  upon  Pretence  of  prcfcntingor  dcliverirg  any  Petition,. 
CompLiinr,  Remonftrance,  or  Declaratiorj,    or  other  Addrcffcs,  accompanied. 
with  exctffiv^e  number  of  People,  not  at  any  one  Time. with  above  the  nuoiber 
often  Perfons,  upon  the  Pain  of  incurring  a  Penalty,   not«cceeding  the  Sum  of 
One  Hundred  Pounds  in  Money,  and  three  Months  Imprifonment,  without  Bail 
or  Mainpiizc  for  every  OiFence^ which  Offence  to  be  profccutcd  at  the  Court  of 
King-Btnck^    or  at  the  Aflizes,  or  general  QuarterrS:ffions,  within  fix  Months, 
after  thr  Offence  committed,  apd  proved  by,  two  or  more  credible  Witneffes. 

W:rc  you  obltrvc  the  Parliament,  who  fet  themfclvcs  diredlly  to  obviate  alt 
the  l.'icorivenitncts,  which  might  arife  to  the  Government  from  tumultuous  pe- 
titioning, will  not  allow  that  great  Numbers  Ihould  join  in  Petitions,  for  Alteration, 
of  the  Laws  (Becaufe  it  is  poffible  ill  Men  might  abiife  fuch  a  Liberty,)  unlcfs 
tlie  Matter  of  the  Petition  be  confented  to  in  fuch  a  Manner  as  the  Aft  dircds  \^ 
but  in  all  other  Cafes,  they  leave  the  Subjefts  to  their  undoubted  Liberty,  as 
well  knowing  that  from  thence^ there  could  arife  no  poffible  Inconvenience  ;  but 
on  the  contrary,  that  to  bar  the  People  of  that  humble  Way  of  making  thcirWants 
known,  might  force  them  upon  worfc  Ways  of  doing  it. 

And  therefore  1  muit  tell  you,,  that  you  do  my  Lopd  Chancellor  grea:  In- 
juftice,  if  you  think  his  Speech  tends  to  deter  Men  from  all  manner  of  petitioning; 
No,  that  wife  and  eloquent  Lord,  who  receives  evjcry  Day  fo  many  Petitions, 
will,  I  fuppofe,.,  be  content  the  King  (hould  receive  fomc  too.  It  never  yet  was. 
thought  feditious  or  tumultuous  in  any  Government,,  for  the  Subjedls  in  an 
humble  Manner  to  beg^  that  he  wiio  has  the  only  Power  to  do  it,  would  redrefs 
their  Grievances :  *Tis  the  Way  by  which  we  apply  ourfclves  to  the  King  of 
Heaven,  who  knows  all  our  Wants,  and  yet  expefts  from  us  that  we  (hould  daily, 
CJ^prcfs  them  to  him  in  humble  Petitions.     And  the  Wifdom  of  the  Church,^ 

which. 
J  13.  Car,  IL  c.  5.,^ 
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which  has  appointed  Liturgies,  and  Forms  of  Common-Prayer,  fcems  to  inftruft 
118,.  that  God  is  pleafcd  when  huge  Numbers  join  in  the  fame  Petition.     Why 
Jhould  not  th^^n  fuppliant  Subjcr6b<;,  with  like  Humility,  and  in  like  manner,  ad- 
drefs  themfelves  to  the  God  on  Earth  ?  efpecially  fince  Kings  cannot  know  our* 
D^rfircs^  or  our  Grievances,  till  we  ourfclves  inform  them  what  they  are.     I  '- 
remember  feme  wicked  Councetlors  of  Darius  did  once  obtain  a  Law  to  be  made, 
l-that  none  fhould  petition  any  one  but  the  King  for  thirty  Days-,  but-  there  never 
yet  was  found  fo  abfurd  a  States-man  as  to  advifc  a  Law-,  tbatSubjcds  ihould' 
not  fupplicate  their  Prince.     *Th  probable  it  would  be  well  for  feme  Favourites,- 
who  are  near  a  King,,  if  fuch  a  Right  could  be  taken  from  the  People,  for  then 
ail  their  falfe  Suggeftions  and  Informations  might  pafs  undifcovered ;  but  'tis 
impoffible  that  a  King  ftiould  long  be  fdk  in  fuch  a  Condition.     1  will  fuppofe 
a  malicious  Statcfman,  intending  to  raife  a  Jealoufy  in  the  Mind  of  the  Sovereign, 
Ihould  inform  him  in  dangerous  Times,  that  he  was  not  beloved  by  his  People, 
and  that  he  was  not  to  trull  them :  How  could  the  Subjeds  in  fuch  a  cafe  recover  the 
Prince'^  good  Opinion,  in  the  Abfcnce  of  a  Legal  Rcprefentative,  but  by  humble 
and  affcftionatc  Addrtffcs  ;    Or  fuppofe  fome  good  Proteftant  Prince  ftiould  be 
fo  uifortunate,  as  to  have  fome  Gounfellors  near  him  who  arc  concealed  ;  and* 
oehers^,  whofe  Crimes  make  them  fear  Parli^imcnts  •,  it  is  eafy  to  fuppofci  thac^ 
the  one  fort  will  be  filling  his  Ears  with  Stories,  that  a  great  part  of  his  King-* 
dom  are  inclined  to  Popery  ;  and  the  other  fort,  that  the  bed  of  his  Subjefts 
are  quite  out  of  Love  with  Parliiments,  as  faftious  and  feditious  Aflcmblies. 
l.ito  what  unfortunate  Circumftances  would  fuch  a  Prince  be  apt  to  faH,  if  his 
People  were  prccludW  from  adJrcffiog  themf;:lves,  and  opening  their  Drfires'tb  » 
him  I 

I  might  go  on  to  trouble  you  with  infinite  Inftances  of  this  Nature,  buf  there 
is  no  want  of  any  in  fo  plain  a  Cafe  :  Tis  the  Doftrinc  of  our  Church,  that  the 
only  Arms  of  Subjedtsj  arc  Prayers,  Pctitionj,  Supplications  and  Tears ;    and** 
they  are  no  Friends  either  to  the  King  or  Church,  who  would  difarm  us  of  thefe. 

*  My  Lord  Chief  Juft ice  Hobharl  tells  U5,  that  it- is  lawful  for  any  Subjeft  1 1 
petition  to  the  King  for  Redrcfs  in  an  humble  and  modeft  manner ;  for  (fiys  htr) 
Accefs  to  the  Sovereign  muft  not  be  (hut  up  in  cafe  of  the  Subjefts  Diftrcflest. 
It  was  one  of  the  Crimes  for  which  the  Spencers  were  baniflied  by  Parliament, 
that  they  hindrcd  the  King  from  receiving  and  anfwcring  Petitions  from  great 
Men,  and  others. 

And  as  it  is  our  unqgeftionablc  Right,  foin  all  Ages  the  Dfage  has  been  by 
Petition,  to  inform  Cur  King  of  our  Grievances.^  In  the  Reign  cf  King  Ed,  II. 
arid  Ed.  III.  Petitions  were  frequent  for  Redrtfs  of  publick  Grievarces,  and  for 
Parliaments,  efptrcially  out  of  Ireland  (though  th.it  is  a  conquerM  Nation,)  as 
may  be  feen  in  the  clofc  Rolls  of  the  Reigns  of  thofe  two  King.  One  Inftancc 
I  will  give  you  for  your  Satisfa^bn,  but  I  will  tire  you  with  no  more,  for  that 
would  be  endlefs.

King' Wr«ry  VIII.  t^ld  .his  5u^jcfts  then-  in  Arms  againft  him  inTorkJhire^ 
that  they  ought  not  to  have  f  ebelled,  but  to  have  applied  themfelves  to  him  by 
.  Petition. 

King  Jamis  by  a  Proclamation  publiflied  in  the  12th  Year  of  his  Reign, 
begins  thus :  The  Complaints  lately  exhibited  to  us  by  certain  Noblemen,  and 
others  of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland^  fuggefting-Difc^dcrs  and  Abufes,  as  well  in 
the  Proceedings  of  the  late  begun  Pariiamtrt,  as  in  the  Martial  and  Chvil  Go- 
vernment of  the  Kingdom,  We  did  receive  with  extraordinary  Grace  and 
Favour. 

II  And  by  another  Proclamation  in  the  12th  Year  of  his-Rcign,  he  declares, 
that  it  was  the  Right  of  his  Subjefts  to  make  their  immediate  Addrcffcs  to  him* 
by  Petition  ;  and  in  the  19th  Year  of  his  Reign  he  invites  his  Subjeds  to  it. 

*  And  in  the  20th  Year  of  his  Reign  he  tells  his  People,  that  his  own  and 
the  Ears  of  his  Privy-Council  did  ftiil  continue  open  to  the  jull  Complaints  of 
his  People  i  and  that  they  were  not  confined  to  Times  and  Meetings  in. Parliament, 
nor  reftrained  to'  particular  Grievances  i  not  doubting  but  that  his  loving  Subjtrds 
would  apply  themfelves  to  his  Majcfty  for  Relief;  to  the  utter  abolifhing  of  all 
thofc  private Whifperings and  caufclefsRumours,which  without  giving  his  Majefty 
any /Opportunity  of  Reformation  by  particular  Knowledge  of  any  Fault,  ferve  to 
no  other  purpofe  but  to  occafion  and  blow  abroad  Difcontentment. 

-f  It  appears,  that  the  Houfcs  of  Lords  both  Spiritual  anl  Temporal,  nemine 
coniradicenffj  voted  Thanks  to  thofe.  Lords  who  petitioned  die  King  dxTork^  to 
call  a  Parliament. 

t  And  the  King  by  his  .Declaration  printed  in  the  fame  Year,  declares  his 
Royal  Will  and  Pleafure,  that  all  his  loving  Subjeds,  who  have  anyjuft  Caufe 
to  prefent  or  complain  of  any  Grievances  or  Oppreflions,  may  freely  addrcfs 
themfelves  by  their  humble.Petitions  to  his  Sacred  Majefty,  who  will  gracioufly 
hear  their  Complaints. 

11  Since  his  Maje(ly*s  happy  'Rcdoration,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of 
Bucks  made  a^Petition,  that  their  County  might  not  be  overrun  by  the  King's 
'  Deer;  and  the  fame^was  done  by  the  County  of  Surry  on  the  fame  Occafion. 

•Tis  time  for  me  to  conclude  your  trouble :  I  fuppofe  you  do  no  longer  doubt, 
but  that  you  may  join  in  Petition  for  a  Parliament  (ince  you  fee  it  has  been  often 
done  heretofore  :  nor  need  you  fear  howmany  of  your  honeft  Countrymen  join 
with  you,  lince  you  hear  of  Petitions  by  the  whole  Body  of  the  Realm  ;  and 
fince'you  fee,  both  by  the  Opinions  of  our  Lawyers,  by  the  Doftrine  of  our 
Church,  and  by  the  Declarations^  of  our  Kings,  that  it  is  our  undoubted  Right  to 
Petition.  Nothing  can  be  more  abfurd  than  to  fay,  that  the  Number  of  the  Sup- 
plicants makes  an  innocent.  Petn  ion  an  Offence^  on  the  contrary,  if  in  a  thing 
of  this  publick  Concernment,  a  few  only  fhould  addrefs  themfelves  to  the  King^  - 
it  would  be  a  thing  in  it  fclf  ridiculous  j  the  great  End  of  fiich  Addrefics  being 

to 
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to  acquaint  him  with  the  general  Defires  of  his  People,  which  can  never  be  done 
unlefs  Multitudes  join.     How  can  the  Complaints  of  the  diffuQve.Body  of  the 
Realm  reach  his  Majefty*s  Ears  in  the  Abfence  of  Parliament,  but  in  the  actual 
Concurrence  of  every  individual  Pcrfon  in  Petition?  for  the  perfonal  Application  . 
of  Multitudes,  is  indeed  unlawful  and  dangerous, 

*  Give  me  kaVe,  fince  the  Gazetie  runs  fo  much  in  your  mind,  to  tell  you 
(as  I  may  modcftly  enough  do,  fince  the  Statute  dircfts  me)  what  Anfwcr  the  * 
Judges  would  now  give  if  fuch  arnother  Cafe  were  put  to  them^^s  was  put  to -the  - 
Judges  2  Jacobi. 

*  Suppofe  the  Konconformiftflf  at  this  DSy  (as  the  Puritans  then  did)  fliould 
follicit  the  getting  of  the  Hands  of  Multitudes  to  a  Petition  to  the  King  for  fuf- 
pending  the  Execution  of  the  penal  Laws  againit  tliemleivcs  ;the  pcefent  Judges 
would  not  tell  youyjjthat  this  was^  an  Offence  next  .to  Treafon  or  Felony,  nor  that 
the  Offenders  were  to  be  brought  to  the  Council-board  to  be  puniflied ;  but  they 
would  tell  you  plainly  and  diftin&ly,  that  if  the  Hands  of  more  Perfons  than 
twenty  were  follicited  or  procured  to  fudh  a  Petition,  and  the  Ofiendcrs  were 
convidlcd  upon  the  Evidence  of  two  more  credible  Witncffcs  upon  a  Profecution 
in  the  Kings-Bench,or  at  the  Aflizes,  or  Quarter- Scfljons,  within  fix  Months,  they  • 
would  incur  a  Penalty  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Poundsand  three  Months  Impri- 
fonmcnt,  becaufc  their  Petition  was  to  change  a  Maaer  eftabliihed  by  Law.  But 
I  am  fure  you  are  a  better  Logician  than  not  to  fee  the  Dilference  which,  tte  Statute 
makes  between  fuch  a  Petition  which  is  to  alter  a  thing  eftablifhed  by  Law,  and  an 
innocentandhurablcPetttion.That  a  Parliament  may  meet  according  to  Law,  in.a  . 
time  when  the  greateft  Dangers  hang  over  the  King,  the  Church,  and  the  State.

Worlds  t|)pugh  of  far  larger  Dimenfions,  and  Capacity  of  People.  And  what 
hathbecaihc  Occafion  of  thofe  tragical  Revolutions  which  have  happened  there- 
in (clpeciaUy  in  the  laft  Age)  is  too  eafy  for  any  impartial  Man  to  judge,  if  he 
obferve  the  Series  of  the  fcvcral  Paflages  from' 164,1  to  1659.  * 

The  ftrange  Jealoufies  of  the  Government  which  had  crept  into  the  Minds  of* 
the  People,  and  the  Dcfirc  of  Change  (a  thing  natural  to  the  Vulgar)  together  with- 
tfce  fubtilc  Artifices  of  the  principal  Engines  of  the  lateConfufions ;  who  ftirhulatcd  * 
tKe  DiQoyalty  of  the  People,  under  a  fpccious  JPrctence  of  Ticty  and  Rcforma- 
t^ion,  (when  indeed  nothing  but  Covetoufncfs  and  vile  Ambitioh,  as  the  j;hief 
End,  and  Rebellion  as  the  Means  to  attain  to  that  End,  lay  like  the  Snake  i^'  th(; 
GraTs)did  diffufe  fuchagcneralInfe<Slion  through  the  Vems  of  the  ^vholeKingdpm^'. 
as  if  riothing  but  the  Swords  of  the  Incendiaries  could  have  been  the  rnftrunients 
to  let  out  that  ill  Blood.     They  direfted  their  Points  againft  the  credulous  Pco. 
pie  as  well  as  againft  the  King,  who  they  faid  had   of&fided :  TJiey  flaughtered* 
many,  and  many  thoufands  of  poor  cheated  and  deluded  Men,  as  well  as  em- 
brued  their  Hands  in  the  Blood  of  their  facred  and  lawful  Sovereign  :  They  de- 
ceived their  ignorant  Fcllow-Subjefts,  as  the  Turkijh  Emperors  are  mentioned 
in  Srory  to  impofc  upon  their  common  Soldiers ;  who  when  their  Armies  were 
to  ford  any  unpaffable  River,  were  wont  to  perfuade  them,  that  as  many  of 
them  as  would  throw  themfelves  in,  and  make  a  Pile  with  their  Bodies,  which 
fliould  fill  or  dam.  up  that  Depth,  flioutd  be  fure  to  go  to  EJy/ti/n. 

Thus  did  rhcfe  Tinie- Reformers  wade  through  the  Gore  of  the  ignorant  Peo- 
ple, tUl  they  had  arrived  te  the  dcTired^Shofrof  tltfir  Luft  atid  Amibkrpo.  B^t 
no  fooner  were  they  gotten  into  thereat  of  Supremacy,,  buttheyfcllouiamongft 
themfelves  (like  lb  many  Robbers  for  a  Booty)  wTio  Ihould  have  the  greateft 
Sbafe  in  the  Spoil  ^d-Hav^k  they  had  made  of  a  ricbaUd  bpolent  Kingdom  i 
and  who  fliould  be  tbe^<70vernots  to.prefcribe  Laws  and  Methods  of  Regimen 
over  the  People.  And  at  laft^  the  ftronger  Party  of  them  found  it  was  ncceflary 
to  keep  that  Power  they  'teidby  arbitrary' Gbvertiment,  -vfz.  F<>rcc  of  Arms  ; 
fttch  a  Force  as  before  they  d|ieame4  Way  tntended^t^gait^ft  (ben). 

And'  when  they  law  their  illegal  Form  of  No^overncncot  was  not  like  to  be 
lortg-liv*d  •,  and  found  by  Experience,  that  the^Natfon  Could  be  no  longer  fup- 
ported  under,  nor  relieved  firiam  the*Eicorbilantf€s  of  ttieir  oor^fofed  Anarchy, 
then  they iiad  Wit  enoOghjo  pfoyeby  AfgCiments,  t'hat'MoN archly  ^as  the 
only  Leg'al,  Anciiekt  and  Necessary  Form  of  Governnjenii;  x^ough 
they  had  hot  fo  mtichHonefty  as  -to  Tcftore  that  King  to  his  TbrOne^ho  bad 
Right  to  rule  over  them,  but  ehdeavpurcd^to'fee  iqxan  Ufarper :  From  'iwhence 
may  be  concluded,  that  it  was  not  Monarchy  alone  they  fril^flruckta^^but  the 
utter  Exclufion  of  the  Royal  Line.  .'    ^  .  ,      ; 

And  this  Artiike  had  certainly  taken  Effect,  had  it  not  been  prev^^d  by 
the  under-hand  Policies  of  Lambent^  Md.fetn<f|t)ch0rs  bf  the  then  Ringleaders: 
For  though  Cromwell  n^de  a  feeming  Denial,  yet  it  might  have  been  fatal  to 
.  have  truftcd  him  too  far.     .

verntnfcnt  in  the  Original  and  Foundation  of  it,  to  require  this  Settlemcmby  tk 
fupreme  Leginative Power,. in  regard  of  tbeOi»iginAlof  the  other;  which  they 
did,  as  I  apprehend  byTome  Gentlemen's  Debates  i^pooit,  might  be  gn  Jcc*- 
fioti  of  fome  doubts^  and  of  leis,StabjJity,.4f  it  werfc  Jrft  to  conthwe  upoj  AiS. 
fame  Poundation-it  is, .  '         .,^  ^  ■       :V 
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That  it  will  not  be  fot:lcar  a  Settlement  and  Foundation  for  the  Prefcrvation 
oFihe  Rights  and  Liberties  of  the  Nation,  as  if  we  came  to  a  Settlement  by  the 
Supreme  LegiQativc  Power  ;  upon  that  Ground  it  was  taken  into  Confidcratlon, 
dnd'a  Scctltfifitnt  brou[^ht  toEfFeft,  updn  very  folcmn,  full,  and  candid  Debates 
among  themfclves  in  Par  liament. 

Their  Intentions,  I  fuppofe,  were  only  thefe  i  to  provide  for  the  Safety  and 
Peace  of  the  Nations  ktreafter^  to  provide  for  the  Rfgbts  and  Liberties,^  both 
Spiritual  and  Civi!^  of  the  People  of  tbefe  Nations  \  and  in  order  to  make  the 
beft  Provifion  they  could,  for  thefc  great  Concernments  of  the  People,  the  Peti- 
tion and  Advice  which  they  have  humbly  prcfcnted  to  your  Highnels,  was 
brought  to  a  Determination  by  them. 

For  that  Particular  which  your  Highnefs  did  formerly  intimate,  when  the 
Parliament  did  attend  upon  you,  the  Committee  of  the  Parliament,  and  which 
you  are  now  pleafcd  to  intimate,  concerning  the  Title,  I  do  humbly  apprehend 
the  Grounds  of  that  to  be  ihefe.  ^ 

"  The  Foundation  of  that  Title  of  Pr^/^^^r  bring  not  known  by  .the  Law,  be- 
ing a  nsw  Title,  it  was  thought,  that  the  Title  which  is  known  by  the  Law  of 
England  for  many  Ages,  many  hundred  of  Years  together  received,  and  the 
Laws  fitted  to  it,  and  that  to  the^Law,  that  it  might  be  of  more  Certainty  and 
clear  Eftabli(hment,  and  more  conformable .  to  the  Laws  of  the  Nation  ;  that 
that  Title  ftiould  be  that  of  King^  rather  than  that  other  of  ProteSor.  There  is 
much  as  to  the  Effence  of  the  BuGncfs,  as  fome  Gentlemen  did  apprehend ;  that 
the  Title  (hould  be  a  known  Title,  that  hath  been  in  all  thcfc  Times  and  Ages 
received,  and  every  particular  Pcrfon  hathoccafion  of  knowing  of  it,  and  of  his 
Rights  applied  to  it :  And  likewife  of  the  general  Rights  of  the  People  and  their 
Liberties,  which  have  an  Application  to  that  Name,  which  Application  cannot 
be  fo  clear  and  fo  certain  to  a  new  Title,  the  Title  ofProteSfor.  (Some  Gentlemen 
1  heard  reafon  it)  that  the  Title  of  Prote£lor  is  only  ypon  the  Original  and 
Foundation  as  it  now  ftands ;  but  the  Title  of  King,  befides  the  Conftitutions 
by  which  it  fhall  be  made,  will  likewife  have  a  Foundation  upon  the  old  and 
known  Laws  of  the  Nation  3  fo  that  there  will  be  both  the  prefent  Conftitution, 
and  likewife  the  jinqient  Foundation  of  the  Laws  oi  England  to  be  the  Bajis  of  the 
Title  of  King :  What  Changes  of  this  Nature  may  bring  of  Inconvenience  with 
them,  can  hardly  ip  every  Particular  be  forefeen  ;  but  it  is  imagined,  that  many 
^iil  be,  Yhat  poffibly  we  may  not  be  able  beforehand  to  comprehend;  but  there 
ieems  to  be  more  of  Certainty  and  Stability,  and  of  the  Supreme  Authority,  civil 
Sanftionupon  that  Title,  than  upon  the  other :  This  Ihumbly  apprehend  to  be 
one  Reafon,  concerning  both  the  Eflablifhment  of  the  whole ^;  and  as  to  that  par* 
ticular^  which  I  think  is  the  firfl  Part  of  jt,  yo^r  Highnefs  feecped  to  intioute.

MA  Y  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs,  I  am  very  glad  that  there  is  fuch  a  Lati- 
tude as  we  may  fhew  ourfelves  here,  as  I  know  the  Parliament  intends 
CO  give  your  Highnefs  all  Satisfadion  as  may  be  :  And  trul  v  I  fay  upon  the  firft 
Head,  which  your  Highnefs  is  pleafed  to  call  a  Title^  as  if^it  were  a  bareTV//^ 
which  I  muft  humbly  crave  Pardon  if  I  do  not  think,  nor  the  Houfe  did  nq;

this  Wheel,  it  is  not  a  tbti^  thi^  Hands  oo  ^  top  cmeH)!l,  buc  ^.rtlns  tbmugfi 
the  whole  Cik  wd  Veim  i>f  the  Lajnr  9  ypu  cannoi  aimoft  mikc^  inyr  thme, 
or  do  any   thing ;  look .  upon   ail  ouv  Laws  evter  iince  wd  had  Laws,  look 
tipon  all  the  Coftftitution,  flill  there  is  fuch  an  Intereft^  nbt  of  thsTisUy  «bat  of 
the  Nanoe  Kin^^  befidea  the  Tf//^^  (that  is  not  the  Thing)  for  tht  Tigit  you  tnay 
rather  tie  it  to  tbe^Ferfoo  than  tbd  Thing,  but  the 'Word  Kmg  dbth  (ignify  the 
J^erfon.     Now,  Sir,  we  do  fecjn  adl  the  Ways  of  our  Proceedings  in  tfaemaM- 
taining  of  ^he  Rights,  Properties  and  Intrrefts  of  the  People,  ^md  ofthe^PrBro- 
gajtive  of  the  c^ief  Magiftrate,  that  the  very   Office  caivies  on  the  Bufineft 
and  not  the  7*1//^  and  yet  it  muft  be  fnch  aST///^  too,  as  ioipties  the  OffieCt 
and  makes  the  Office,  fuitable  to  the  Law  r  it  is  the  Office  that  doth  dignify^  the 
Perfpn,not  tbePcu'fonche  Office:  I  (hall  crairc  your  Highnefi's  Pardon  if  Ifpe^k  ' 
any  thing  aipi&,  vafi  foe  that  it  iatbe  yei^  Office  that  carries  On^  and  not  the  Pcr^ 
fon  }  yet  that  Office  muft  have  a  Suitablenefs.  .  I  have  oUerved  all  al0Rg^th3C\we 
have^  had  maixy  Debates  that  have  arifen  in  this  Nation  about  the  ThiDgl  hut  the 
Ground  and  Reafbn  why  they  hai^e  adhered  to  this  Title,  was  foC  the  MaifMCe- 
nance  of  ^eir  Liberties,  not  for  the  Change  of  the  Office.     I*  inuft  confefi^  I  do 
not  fee  chat  the  other  Title  will  do  the  fame  Thing ;  that  other  Title  hath  no^fu^- 
ther  Latitude,  nor  Extent,  but  the  very  Inftrument :  It  goes  no  further,  for  the 
very  Inftrumenc  is  the  Foundation  of  its  we  can  find  no  further  Inftrument  wi- 
ginal:  Wc  have  had  thofe  Names  heretofore,  but  never  grounded  upon  the 
^  Thing  itfelf,  hut  grounded  upon  the  Office  of  a  King%  they  had  noOffide,  or 
Duty  to  perform,  but  what  was  under  the  Office  and  Doty  of  a  King:  It  is  very 
true,  it  is  not  fo  now  certainly ;  for  you  have  now  a  Title  upon  that  Foundation 
that  is  your  Inftrument,  and  it  can  reach  no  further  v  it  is  a  Title  that  I  cannot  fee, 
I  muft  confels :  But  if  we  have  a  good  Magiftrate,  and  good  Officers^  it  may 
extend   whiiher  it  will,  it  hath  no  Limit  at  all|  but  the  chief  Magifltate,  lif 
he  (hould  prove  otherwife,  you  have  no  Limit  by  it  by  any  Rule  of  Law  that  I 
underftand:  Jf  you  pleale,  give  me  leave  to  tell  you,  the  very  Itkftrument  does 
give  a  Foundation  to  the  Title  of  ProuHor^  I  am  fure,  to  crofsif  he  pleaie^  the 
moft  fundamenul  Points  tliat  the  Law  hath.     There  was  a  Tim^  when  a  Pruice 
of  this  Nation  (a  very  late  Time  too)  would  change  this  Name,  and  it  was  a  very 
flender  Change ;  for  it   was   but  from  the  King  of  England^  to  the  Kit^  of 
Grtat  Britain^  and   this  was  prefented  to  the  Parliameot  1  it  had  a  Debate  of 
many  Days,  and  it  was  refolved  there  and  fettled,  that  they  could  not  change 
it :  There  was  fo  much  Hazard  in  that  Cliange,  they  knew  not  but  that  all  their 
Rights  and  Liberties  might  be  thereby  altered :  and  when  the  King  faw  be  Gould 
not  obuin  it  of  the  Houie,  he  declared  by  Proclamation,  that  he  never  intended 
to  take  any  Name  upon  him,  that  (hould  put  a  Doubt  to  the  Liberties  and  Pri* 
vileges  of  Parliament,  and  caufed  this  Proclamation  to  be  put  among  the  Sta* 
tutes,  I  may  fay  it  indeed^  very  cunningly  to  be  printed,  and  put  among  ttfb  S|l* 
tutes  (though  indeed  it  was  none;)  and  becaufe  there  was  a  Danger,  be  jbio  jt 
down  willingly  ~,  only  (fays  he)  your  Divines  in  the  Pulpits  Ihall  pray  for  me 
by  the  Title  (King  of  Great  Brkain)  and  Ambafladors  (ha)i  make  their  Addr^ 
by  that  Name  \  but  in  your  Laws  I  will  not  alter  the  Name.     In  the  Parliamdnt 
there  was  a  Queftion,  Whether  we  fliould  not  alter  the  Name  of  Parlian^ent,  and

SINCE  it  is  yottr  Highnefe^Ptea«j!rfi  that  it  ftdoHbe  ^^t  n6^  attogctfor, 
by  diofe  that  have  anj  thing  eo  fay,  I  thin*  it  will  be  the  Irftcnt  of  the 
Coa>mittee  and  the  Parltamtnt^  to:  give  yeuf  Highncfs  Satijfeftfon  fn  i\[  Parti- 
culars, bodi  %ibftanceand  Circumftaiic^:  I  confcfi  I  waited  for  O'fijeaions  irotix 
your  Highnefsi  that  beittg  the  principal  Scope  of  the  Order :  Truly  my  Lord, 
I  ftand  up  wttfr  no  ConfideAOi  chat  I  can  add  any  thin^  toAtrhat  hath  been  f^id ' 
but  becaufe  it  plcafes  your  Highn^is  to  do  Uf  iHc  great  Favour  to  put  us  to  farr 
ticulaw,  I  think  the  Q^ftion  bfcfore  you  is  but  fingly  thusr:  I  ani  already  pro- 
teSor^  and  I  have  tfiatOffice  pu<  eo  thfc  Government,  i*het*eby  we  meet  the  Par- 
liament now  :we  dcfire  you  to  take  upon  you  the  Officii  of  King  %  why  do  you  fo? 
That  which  we  are  to  fpeak  herei  is  riO  other^  but  that  which  we  can  underftand 
was  the  Scnfc  of  thb  Parliament,  in  J^ftificatlon  of  what  they  have  done:  t  (hali 
not  fpeak  any  think  of  the  GoTernment  itKlf,  but  to  this  Particular,  I  think 
the  Office  of  a  King  is  a  lav^ful  Ofibr,  and  the  Title  too,  approved  of  by  the 
Word  ol  Godi  that's  plain.  It  is  plab  likewife,  it  is  an  Office  that  hath 
been  exercifird  in  this  Nation  from  the  Time  it  hath  been  a  Nation :  And 
I  think  it  is  true,  that  tho-o  n€vcr  iVas  any  Quarrel  with  the  Office,  but  the 
Male-adminiftration,  that  I  can  semehlber,  aoout  the  ill  Government  •  Of- 
tentimes Kings  have  been  blamed,  and  fei^y  juftly,  foflr  their  ill  Government 
but.wc  do  not  read  that  there  was  ariy  Challenge  by  the  Parliament,  that  this 
Government  we  defirc  to  be  difthasrged  of:  If  that  be  true,  it  is  to  me  a  ftrange 
Ground,  having  paft  the*  Scruthy  of  fo  many  Parliaments,  where  they  did  dcbSc 
de  T€y  that  in  all  thcfc  Debates  they  did  not  charge  it  upon  the  Nation,  tlut  the 
Place  i»  a  Burthen  in  its  own  N^ufe,  and  this  too,  when  Parliamcnis^have  had 
Opportunity  to  have  changed  the  Government.  The  name  of  RING  is  a  Name 
known  by  the  Law^  and  the  Parliament  doth  defirc  that  your  Highncfs  would 
adbnae  that  Titte ;  theft  are  the  Gf  doAdiyby  the  Parliament  make  it  their  humble 
Advice  and  Rcqucft  to  yoilr  Highness,  that  you  would  be  pleafed  to  alTumc  that 
Title,,  and  I  think  there  is  fomething  nrt)re  in  it :  You ard  no\<r  Lord  Proieaor  cit 
the  three  Nations  by  the  Inftroment,  atid  there  is  a  Cladfe  of^thi^  Government 
that  you  (hoirid  govern  according  to  Law,  and  yduf'Highriefe  is  fworn  tq 
that'GQvcrnment:  The  PariiameAt  ddlW  apprehtnd  that  it  is  almoft  impoffitle  ^ 
for  your*Hig^ne6  toanfwer  the  Ej^p^ftation  ofihc  People,  to  be  governed  by 
the  Laws,  and  yet  you  are  fo  tied  up,*  that  netth'tr  they  can  rational^  call  for  it 
nor  you  confcientioufly.do  it;  and'  ^  there  is  neither  Lord  Proieaor ^  nor  the 
People,  upon  a  fure  Eftabliflirtient,  for  there  ftan*  the *Cafd:  A^  \^/«/ hacH  run 
through  fomany  Ages  in  this  Nation,  arid  hath  govfcrrted  the  Nation  by- that^ 
Title  and  Stile,  that  it  is  known  to  the  Law ;  for  the  Law  of  the  Nation  is  no 
othcrwifei  than  what  hath  been  a  Guftom' to-be  pTKaftifed;'  as  is  app^ved 
bythe'Pco^lo  to  be  good 4  thai's  tht  LaW'andndihfrig-'elfe^,  cxceptina  K&.% 
PSirliaiwnt.j  awfcndw  t&ey  have  b*ctt  governed  by  thatT/V/^;  and  T)y  that  h^t- 
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nifter^  and  by  t^  Offici.  iFfo  be  your  Hlghncfs  fliould  do  any  Aft,  and  orte 
fhouldcome  andlay.  My  Lord  ProUQor^  why  arc  you  fworn  to  govern  by  the 
Law,  and  you  do  thu3  and  thus,  as  you  arc  Lord  PrQUSqr  ?  do  I  ?.  why,  how 
am  I  bound  to  do  ?  why,  the  King  could  not  have  done  fo :  why,  but  I  am 
not  ifmg,  I  am  not  bound  to  do  as  the  King^  I  ata  l^otAProieaor  •r  fliew  me 
that  the  Law  doth  require  me  to  do  it  as  Protestor :  if  I  have  not  ailed  as  Pro- 
teSor^  (hew  me  where  the  Law  is,,  why  you  put  any  one  to  a  ftumble  in  that  Cafe: 
this  is  one  thing  that  I  htrmbly  conceive  did  ftick  id  the  PafIiamcn^a»  to  tlut: 
Particular^  Another  thing  is  this,,  you  are  ProUHor^  which  is  a.  new  Office^ 
knowa  to  the  Law,  and  made  out  ot  Doors:  you  arc  called  upoo,  that  you  wouW 
be  pleafcd  ta  accept  that  Office  of  a  King^  that  isi  by  the  whole  Peopjc  ;  l\f% 
the  fvft  GovcrnmcntLthaf  fince  thcfcTroubles  hath  been  tendered,  by  a  general  and 
univcrfal  Confcht  of  the  People.  Another  thing  is  this,  if  any  Ihould  find  fault 
•with  thein,.  and  fay,.,  why ^  how  came  you,  to  make  Gpircrnments.  in  this  Cafe  ?^ 
why,  the  An(wer  is,  we  are  a  Parlianoent,,  and  have  your  Suffrage ;.  you'  have 
ever  trufted  us  wifh  all  your  Votes,  ?j)d  we  will  juftify  it:  but  befidcs^  we  have 
not  done  it  nciihpr;  we  have  but  fettled  it  upon  the  old  Foundations,  then  the 
Kingjhip  5  however  fome  may  pretend,  a  King\  Prerogative  is  fo  large,  that  wc 
know  it  nor,  it  is  not  bounded;  but  the  Parliament  arc  not  of  that  Opinion.  The 
King*i  Prerogative  is  known  by  Law,. he  did  expatiate  it  beyond  the  Duty;  that's 
the  EviJ  of  the  Man :.  but  \n  ^fftminjer-Hzil  the  King's  Prerogative  was  under 
the  Courts  of  Juftice,.  and  is  bounded  as  well  as  any  Acre  of  Land,  or  any  thins 
a  Man  hath,  as  much  as  any  Controveriy  between  Party  and  Rirty:  And  there- 
fore the  Office  bting  lawful  in  iis  Nature,  kwown  to  the  Nation,  certain  in  ic*^. 
fclf,  ai'.d  confined  and  regulated  by  the  Law^  and  the  other  Office  being  not  foy 
that  was  a  great  Ground  of  the  Reafpn  why  the  Parliament  did  fo  muchinfift  upon 
this  Office  and  Title,  not  as  circumftantial,.  but  as  cffcntial  •,  yea,,  it  is  the  Head. 
from  whence  all  the  Nerves  and  Sinews  of  the  Government  do  proceed,  as  was 
well  fiid  by  the  Mafter.of  the  Rplls :  If  we  put  a  new  Head,  its  a  Queftion  whe-. 
ther  thofe  Nerves  and  Sitjews  will  grow,,  and  be  nourilhed  and  ftrefigthned  with 
that  litad.  I  had  fomi:thing  in  my  thoi^ghts  which  I  had  forgot  •,  foraething  of 
an  ObjcAion.  ^  Why  are  you  fo  pertinacious,,  or  inOft  fo  much  upon  this  Title? 
you  m^y  apply  all' the  Powers  and.  A.uibority  ,uoto  the  Office  of  Proie8or\ 
and  then  you^  will  give  Satisfadtion :  L  muft.  needs  fay,  he  that  makes  thi» 
Objeftion,.  makes  it  but  meerly  a  Name..  If  any  IhalLfay,.  I  am  content  the  Pro* 
tiOt^r  IhaU  have  the  Office,,  but  not  the  Name,  I  think  this  Man  is  very 
ftrait  laced  y  then  he  puts  it  meerly,  upon  the  Word  -,..  and  truly  if  there  be 
no  more  in  it,,  if  there  be  nothing  but  tbat.  Word,  yoa  have  in  the  Ballance  with 
it  the  DeGres  of  the  Parlia/nent :  I  bcfcech  you.do  not  break  with  your  Par- 
Kament  for  a  Word.,  Anotbei"  Objedion  is,  we  have  been  under  the  ProUilor^ 
and  the  X«dgcs  have  taken  their  Office  .under  that  Government,,  and  the  Judges^ 
haye  taken  their  meafure  by  the  Authority  of  the  King^  and  hav^  taken  it  ro^ 
.,bc  the  fame  with  that  of  King^  and  fo.gp  on*     Lconfefi  that  the  Judges  have 

S*  one  very  far  tbat  way,,  and  I  may.  not  fpeak.my  own  Opinion  oft  this  Cafe  ia 
lis  Place,  but  yet  it,  is  very,  we'll  known  that  there  hath. been  variety  of  Opinion* 
and  Judgments  in  this  CaTc,.  even  from  thofe  that  have  been  Judges  of  the 
Nation }  and  I  donot  take  the  People  to  be  upoo  a  very  good  Eftabliihment, 
when  there  ihall  be  Doubungs  in  thofj  that  fliould  be  beft  knowing.    1  would 
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Ticvcr  make  a  Doulit  that  tends  to  the  (baking  of  Foundations,  if  I  could  avoid  it. 
The  taking  of  this  Office  will  avoid  a  Doubt,  the  concinuing  of  the  other  Office 
may  be  more  uncertain :  I  would  never  make  a  doubt  where  it  may  be  clear : 
perhaps  the  taking  of  the  other  would  reduce  Men  to  Satisfaftion  j  there  is  but 
a.  Perhaps  in  the  one,  and  a  Certainty  in  the  other^

l^eafnefs  and  Affciftibn  debating  the  Settlement  of  the  Nation,     One  Reafon  why 
your  Highoefs  fliould  take  this  Title  offered  you  by  the  Parliament,  is,  becaulc 
as  you  ftand  in  relation  ta  the  old  Government  you  arc  obliged  to  the  Law^  yec 
hAve  not  the  Advantage  of  the  Law,  which  the  chief  Magiftratc  ought  to  have.- 
Thc  Law:  knows  not  a  ProUSlor.  and  requires  no  Obedience  from  the  People  w 
him.     The  Parliament  dcfires  to  fettle  one  fo,  that  the  People  may  know  yqur 
Duty  to  them,  and  they  theirDutv  to  you  i  The  Parliament  jind  the  Minds  of  the 
People  of^thefe  Nations  much  fet  upon  this  Q^^^  and -f/J^ :   Gpd.hath  byhia 
Providence  put  a  general  Dcfire  of  it  ia  the  Nation,  .and  they  think  in  things  pot: 
linlawful  they  ought  to.  hearken,,  and  to  be  much  inclined  by  the  Defires  of  then*  . 
tliat  feni  them,,  and  in  fuch  things  as  are  for  their  good,  ast4iis  is,  to-b^  much, 
provoked  thereby  to  the  doing  pt  them. . 

Truly,  Sir,  it  hath  been  much  in  the  thoughts  of  the  Pjirliament^  that  the: 

Reafon  why  things  of  late  have  been  founfcttlcd  throughout  the  Nations,  hatl** 

been  becaufe,  that  to  the  Body  oi  this  P<:opk,  .there  hath  iiot  been  a  legal  Head  : 

The  well-being  of  the  Head,  is  not  more  ncccffary.to  the  wholcfomc  Conftitution 

of  the  Body  Natural,   than  aright  Head  is  nccclTary  ta  the  Bcxly  Politick.     I:. 

may  humbly  tell  your  Highnefs,  this  Nation  hath  ever  bcen^  Lover  of  Monarcby^. 

and  of  Monarchy  under  the  Title  ot  a  King :  .the  Name  and  Office  hath  for  above 

a  thoufand  Years  been  in  this  Nation:    though  they  have  often  changed- their 

Princes,  yet  never  the  Name  nor  Office.     'Tis  the  great  Corhrpon  Law,  that  isi 

liie  Cuftom  of  the  Nation,  approved  good  by  many  Ages,';to  have  the  Office  and. 

Name  of  zKing:  no  new  Law  that  makes  any  other,,  can  have  that  Validity, . 

which  the  Cuftom  of  fo  many  Ages  hath.     Sir, .  the  Parliament  doth  judge  ther 

Safety  of  your  Perfon  much  concerned  to  take  this  Title  \  and  tis  not  yourfclf !. 

they  look^  to  (though  their  Hearts  are  full  of  Honour  I  may  fay  it  tp  your 

Highnef^^s  can  be)  but  to  ypu  as  chief  Magiarate,  reprefenting  the  People,' 

and  being  ttcad  of  the  Law,  and-all  Magiftracy  ^  the  People  hath  a  Share  and  ; 

Goticcrnment  in  you :.  We  fee  this  hath,  been  the  great  Encouragement  of  thpfe:. 

Attempts  aggiinft  your  Perfon,,  that  the  Law  did  not  take  notice -of  you  as.  chief*! 

Magiftratc,    and  that  Juries  were  generally  backward  jto  find  any^ guilty: for. 

Trcafoh,  &r  attempting  againft  you :.  the  Parliament.cannot  thi^k  it  fit,  to  y 

have  their  chief  Magiftratc  in  fuch  a  condition.     Your  llighnefs  hath  been  k 

gj'eafed  tacall  yourfelf  (as  when  you  fpeak  to  the  Parliament). a  Strvanty  you  » 

are  fo  .indeed  to  the  People,  and  'tis  your  greatcft>  Honour  fch  to  be.     I  hope  ! 

then,  Sir^  ypu  will  give  the  People  leave  to  name  their  own  Servant:  that  is  a  . 

Due  you  cannot,   you  will  not  certainly  deny  them  :  their  Reprefeniativcs  dtfircj 

]t.ou  will  ferve  the  People  under  this  Title,  and  were  there  no-othierTeafpn,-  ther.e-r 

forc.it.  is  the  bcft.,   I  .bcfeech  your  Highnefs  confidcr,  if  you  ihoukJ  rcfiifc  this  \ 
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TUk  the  Parliament  prcfents  you  with,  you  do  not  only  deny  yourfelf  the  Honour 
they  put  upon  you,  but  you  deny  tbc  Nation,  you  deny  the  Pe^le  iheir  Honour^ 
which  by  rig^  they  ought  to  have.  'Tis  their  Honour  and  their  juft  Birth-righc^ 
to  have  a  Supreme  Magiftrate  with  the  Tiik  of  a  Kiftg.  I  know.  Sir,  though 
you  can  deny  yourfelf,  yet  you  will  not  den^y  the  Nation  their  due,  when  their 
Reprefentatives  challenge  it  from  you.  The  Pariiament  have  highly  engaged  aM 
the  good  People  of  this  Nation,  to  make  you  who  are  one  of  them,  (and  have 
been  in  thefe  Troubles  their  Head  and  Leader)  to'be  their  King.  -  And  certainly 
$ir,  whatever  DiflfatLsfaAioh  may  be  in  this  cafe,  it  otight  not  to  weigh:  if  tbere 
be  any  Judgic  on  Earth  of  the  Peoples  Gpod,  •tis  the  whole  Peeple  reprcftntcd 
^og^ther,  and  v^at  others  fay,  it  is  but  by  Individuals.  Sir,  the  Parliament 
have  hundreds,  n^ry  thoufands  upon  their  backs,  the  good  People  of  the  Nation, 
a  quiet  peaceable  People,  widi  you;  and  what  the  Parliament  (hall  judge  fit,  is 
their  Duty,  and  no  doubt  they  will  iubmit :  Sir,  were  there  in  this  matter  no 
.9ther  Reafon  why  you  (hould  accept  this,  I  know  this  alone,  which  indeed'  is  the 
greateil  Reafon  I  can  give,  would  fway  you  above  any  thing,  that  what  is  before 
you  is  the  Advice  of  your  great  Council  the  Parliament.

I  Shall  offer  whatl  conceive  from  their  Debates  to  be  theReeibnswhy  they  advife 
your  HighnefS'to.this  Title.;  and-fceing  what  is  in  the  Fountain  muft  be  con- 
veyed by  fucli  JPipes,  I  fliall  clear  the  State  of  theXJueftion  :  In  the  firft  place, 
if  I  miibike  not,  ''cis  only  upon  Nanu^  not  upon  any  thing,  not  upon  the  Office 
qf  a  Kjng^  bpt  upon  the  Title  of  a  JK/»f ;  for  the  Qucftion  is,  whether  the  fame 
thing  ihall  be  fignified  by  the  Office  oi2kKingy  under  the  Name  of  a  Kwg  ;  or 
by  the  Office  of  a  i^ing^  under  the  Name  of  a  ProteSlor,   Undoubtedly  the  Office 
of  a  King  may  be  more  excitifed  under  another  Name,  than  it  may  if  the 
rowers  h^  not  kingly^  though  the  Name  be  there ;  he  that  faid  he  would  not  do  hit 
Mafl:er*s  \yill,  at\d  yet  did  it,  did  it  more  than  he  that  faid  he  would,  and  yetf 
did  it  not:  h?  tha(  baith  all  the  Powers  and  Authorities  of  a  King,  is  a  King^ 
though  he  hath  not  the  Name.    Either  there  muft  be  a  Diverficy,  and  for  any 
thing  that  may  difference,  it  by  the  Name  irfcif,    truly,  Si^  either  this  muft  be 
dpnc,    you  np^uft  ci^umcra^e  all  the  Powers  of  ProteU$r^  or  what  is  left  unenOme- 
rated  muft  be  the  fam,e  thing  as  the  Law  fays  is  the  Duty  of  a  King,  and  thi^  1 
think  the  Judges  hav^  determined^  this  being  the  clear  State  of  the  Qucftipn, 
the  Difference  will  arife  meetly,  upon  a  Namc»  and- the  Parliament  did  not  think- 
it  agreeable  to  ih^ii;  WiijdQm  fcur.  them  to  look  upon-  all  the  Laws  and  all  tiie 
Cafes^  'and.njakg  the  Name  of  Proieff^  to  fuit  them,  or  clfe  leave  it  lawlefs- 
and  boundlefs,  bi^t  v^hat  was  notxonfined  to  the  Power  of  a  King,  was  confinrd' 
to  th?  decifion^of  the  L^W.     That  being  fo^  the  Parliament  thinks  it  is  fit  for  them 
to  do  as. all  wife  M$n*dP>  in  n»ak4ng Names,  they  give  out  Names-according  to 
t^e  Nature  of  fhe  Thing,  and  eithenthey  muftifiiall  the-^Lawjs  tO'the  Name,  and 
that  is  impoffible,  or  leave  the  Name  unbounded,  and  that's  intolerable.     AH 
Creatures  were  brought  to^i^mto  give  them  N«imes,  hegav^thcnftaccordingta. 
their  N[atures.     And  fo  the  Parlianjpnt  confidcrs  what  the  thing  is  that  the^r  were 
aj^out  to  advife  yoijr  Lordfiiip  to  ;  the  Parliarpen^  find  this  to  be  the  fame  Go- 
vernmeot  as  was  before,  and  jf-they  would  have  thatj  why  not  their  old  *Name? 
If.the  Thing,  why  saot  the. Tide i  Truly^  it  feems  vcrf  reaftMwble,  that  Nsmes 
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fliould  be  proportioned  to  the  Tbit)g  \  they  have  fdund  diFerfe  Resfons  why  At 
Name  (hould  be  Kiftg^  becAUfe  it  is  a  thing  clear  to  aH  the  World,  thdH  the  People 
are  more  willingly  obedient  to  old  Things  and  Names  than  to  new  %   and  fo  far 
as  old  Things  can  be  retained  without  Dai^eV  or' Inconvenience,  it  is  the  Wifdom 
and  Duty  of  all  Oovernersto  retaib  them.    I  remember  in  the  Stories  of  our  Wat-s^ 
with  the  French^  Edw^.  III.  had^  AffiftaUCe  frbrh  Fbmders.    One  thing  molt  of 
thp  Name*  of  the  PrO^ihr  bd  confider(fd  Within  my  rehtidn  to  the  Laws  of  this 
Land :  livery  opt  kfKiws  it* dees  not  relate  ta him  that  hath  the  chief  Nf ar^Yacv;. 
but  as  he  was  Tutor  on  Guardian  to  anethier,  thalfs  all  the  Legal  Notion  or  l/icf 
of  the  Name  Pr9/^/7iir  in.ihitf  Land},  and  the  holding  thik  Nanie,  doth  hold> 
fortba  Gap'bf  Apprehenfion  and  £3tpedatioR^  that  there  may  be  a  Change ;  theft 
fU'6  in  Subdance  tbat'Which^I  can  remembet  of  the  Debates  of  the  Parliameht. 

I'  Humbly  conceive^,  that  in  this  Titk  offered  to  your  Highnefs  by  the  Pailik- 
;  m'cnt,,  they  da  take  the  fame  C^itt  for  your  HigSintfs,  ai  Jetttd  todk  for 
MofiSy.  they  find  the  Weight  of  the  Govecnittnt,  as  it  is  now  uponf  you,  under 
the  Title  ProuOor;  is  a  Burthen,  that  Will  weary  both  ydurfelf  send  tljc  ftc^tf 
likewife  \  and  therefore  they  dedefire  your  Highnefs  will  b^'pleafed  to  accept' 
of  that  Title,  that  may  be  an  Eafe  to  your  Highnefs  and  to  the  Peopte :  The 
gr.eateft  Weight  and  Burthen' of  Governm^t,  is  wheir  there  is  a  Jeahoiufy  bcfW^n 
the  Prince  and  the  People  for  want  of  a  right  Undefftaudmg :  thou^il  neitht'f  i*ar- 
liamcnt  nor  People  have  a  Jealoufy  of  your  Perfonv  yet  of  the  TItW  tlieyhavei , 
for  want  of  a  right  Undcrftandihg :  But  if  your  Highnefs  will  be  pleafed  to  ac- 
cept of  the  Title  that  is  now  offfcii^d,  all  JcalOufie*  wiH  be  done  away^  for  they y 
will  then  understand  what  you  are,  and  truly.  Sir,  I  think  the  Jealoufy  will  be: 
higher  now,  than  at  firft  when  the  Rcmonftrancc  was  offered  to  you-.'.For  the 
Title  of  Protelior  is  either  the  fame  thing  in  Power  with  the  Title  of  King^  or  its 
is  fomcthing  clfc-     If  it  be  fomethingclfe,  then  what  the  Title  of  King'M  when  v. 
it  is  confificd,  that  will  raife  their  Jealoufy  very  much.     If  it  be  the  fame  thin^,  . 
then  there  is  nothing  of  Difference,  but  a  Name,  and  they  will  think  there  is  more  ' 
than  a  Name,  if  the  Far] lament  do  offer  it  to  your  Highnefs,  and  your  Highnefs  t 
Ihould  wave  it.      .  . 

Sir,  the  Parliament  did  think  that  your  Highnefa  was  never  able  to  provide  to^ 
do  Juftice  to  the  Nation  for  the  prefent;  nor  that  Peace  fhbiild  be  maintained  in 
the  Nation  for  the  future,. unlc6  your  Highnefs  aecdpt  of  this  TifU:     National  : 
Juftice  docs  confift  in  two  things,  that  you  do  Right  xo  the  People  wkh  relation   • 
to  their  juft  Rights  in  relation  to  the  Parlianoent,  tharyou  do  right  to'tht  People  - 
in  relation  to  riieir  juft  Rights  according  to  the  Law  of  the  Land.     Sn*,  the - 
Nation's  Rights  in  Parliament  can  never  be  done  to  the  People,  unlefs  the  Parlia- 
ment hath  its  ancient  Rig^t  in  relation  to  the  Government :   and  they  can  never 
have  their  Rtght  in  relation  to  the  Law,  unlefs  the  Laws  have  their  ancient  Right* 
in  relation  to  the  Governors,    Sir,.. the  Reafon  why  the  Parliament  doth-  nowi 
offer  it,  as  I  conceive  is  this,  Sir,  they  did  confidcr  the  Cafe  of  DiJ'y/^,  it  waS 
the  proper  Time  to  offer  the  Title  to  King  Davids  when  the  Elders  of  Ifrael  and  - 
the  People  djd  covenant  with  King  J)m>id'^t  Hcbr&ti,   The  Remonftrance  offered  ' 
to  your  Highnefs  is  the  Covenant  of  the  Three  Nations,  both  for  Spiritual  and  ^ 
Qivil  Liberties.     If  there  was  a  proper  Time  to  nwke  BavU  King^  when  they  t 
a^  *  Coveaanti 
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covtmnted  wkh  him  ar  Hebron^  \i  is  now  a  proper  Time  for  yoa  to  accept  thir. 
Title,  when  the  Parliament  hath  brought  -  this  with  a  Covenant  for  the  three 
Nations,  that  relates  both  to  their  Civil  and  Spiritual  Liberties.

SIR,  I  can  add  fo  little  to  what  hath  been  already  fpoken,  that  were  it  not 
in  Obedience  to  Command,  1  ihould  with  much  more  Satisfaftion  be  (ilent 
ilhan  now  fpeak^  But  being  under  an  Obligation,  I  may  not  violate,  I  fhall  in 
Obedience  thereof,  prefume  to  lay  my  poor  Thought  before  you  5  but  firft  I 
(hall  take  the  Boldndi  to  fay,  I  believe  it  is  a  thing  impoffible  for  any  to  particu- 
larize every  individual  Reafon,  which  invitesa  Parliament  to  pafiarw  Vote;  for 
the  Parliaoicnt  is  a  Body  confiding  of  many  Members,  and  all  ^t  them  reli(h 
thofe  Arguments  and  Reafonings,  which  are  moft  confonant  to  every  Man's 
Apprehenfion  ;  in  which  there  is  fo  great  Variety,  that  though  when  a  Vote  is 
paft,  we  may  conclude  that  Vote  is  the  Senle  of  the  Houfe,  yet  we  cannot  fay, 
that  thde,  4md  none  bat  theie  Reafons  produced  that  Refult :  I  only  mention  this. 
Sic,  that  whatever  I  (hall  fpeak  may  be  confidered  by  you,  but  as  my  poor  Ap- 
prebcnfioa;  what  in  fome  degree  might  have  contributed  to  move  the  Parlia- 
flient  to  petition,  and  ^advife  your  Highnefs  to  aflume  the  Title  and  Office  of 
King:  For  it  would-be  too  high  a  Prefumption  in  any  Member,  efpecially  in  me 
above  wy>  tadare  aver  that  what  i  fhould  now  fay,  did  only  invite  the  Parlla* 
>ment  to  give  your  Uighneis  that  Counfel.  Having  thus  humbly  premifed  what 
1  held  my felf  obliged  unto  in  Duty,  I  fhall  now  proceed  to  acquaint  you  what  in 
my  weak  Judgment  did  in  fome  nieafure  move  the  Parliament  to  do  what  they 
have  done. 

^irfi^  A  humbly  conceive,  that  the  Title  of  King  is  that  which  the  Law  takes 
Notice  of,  as  the  Title  of  fupreme  Magiftrate,  and  no  other,  and  that  the  old 
Foundations  that  are  good,  are  better  than  any  new  ones,  though  equally  good 
in  their  own  Nature  v  what  is  confirmed  by  Time  and  Experience,  carries  along 
with  it  the  bed  Trial,  and  the  moft  latisfaftory  Stamp  and  Authority. 

Secondly^  It  was  confidered  too,  that  it  was  much  better  that  the  fupreme 
Magiftrate  fliouk]  be  fitted  to  the  Laws  that  are  in  being,  than  that  thofe  Laws 
fhould  be  fitted  unto  him. 

Thirdly^  The  People  legally  aflembled  in  Parliament,  having  confidered  of 
what  Title  was  beft  for  the  iiipreme  Magiftrate,  did  after  a  folemn  Debate  there- 
of pitch  upon  that  of  Kingj  it  being  that  by  which  the  People  knew  their  Duty 
to  him,  and  he  the  Duty  t>f  his  Office  towards  them,  and  both  by  old  and 
known  Laws. 

•Fouribly^  There  are  hardly  any,  who  own  Government  at  all  in  thefe  Nations,, 
but  think  themfelves  obliged  to  obey  the  old  Laws,  or  thofe  which  your  High- 
nefs and  the  Parliament  ^all  enaA.  So  that  if  the  fupreme  Magiftrate  of  thefe 
three  Nations  be  intituled  King^  all  thofe  who  reverence  the  old  Laws,  will  obe* 
diently  and  chearfully  accept  of  him,  as  that  which  is  fettled  upon  theEftablifh- 
ment  they  own  \  and  all  that  own  this  prefent  Authority  will  do  the  like,  be- 
caufe  grafted  by  it,  by  which  none  can  reft  unfatisfied  that  think  it  a  Duty  to  obey 
former  Authorities  or  the  prefent.. 

Fifthly^  The  former  Authorities  know-  no  fupreme  Magiftrate,  biit  by  the 
Title  oiKingy  and  this  prefent  Authority  dcfircs  to  know  him  by  no  other  \ 
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which.if  rcfttfed,  mighc  it  not  coo  much  heighten  our  Enemies,  who  may  bol- 
der up  their  faint  Hopes,  with  faying  to  one  another,  and  to  thofe  which  aflift 
them,  that  their  Chief  is  not  only  under  that  Title  which  'all  paft  Parliaments 
have  approved,  but  under  that  Title  which  even  this  Parliament  does  approve 
likewife  ;  and  that  your  Head  is  not  known  by  the  former  Laws,  and  hasrefufed 
to  be  known  by  that  Application,  which  even  the  Parliament,  that  he  himfelfhath  ' 
called,  doth  defire  to  know  him  by. 

Sixthly^  By  your  Highncfs  bearing  the  Title  of  Kingy  all  thofe  that  obey  and 
fervc  you,  arc  fccurcd  by  a  Law  made  long  before  any  of  our  Differences  had  a 
Being,  in  the  i  ith  Hen.  VII.  where  a  full  Provifioo  is  made  for  the  Safety  of 
thofe  that  Ihall  ferve  whoever  is  King:  it  is  by  that  Law  that  hitherto  our  Ene- 
mies have  pleaded  Indemnity,  and  by  your  alTuming  wh^t  is  now  defired,  that 
Law  which  hitherto  they  pretended  for  their  Difobedience,  ties  them  even  by 
their  own  Profcflion  and  Principles  to  Obedience  :  and  I  hope  taking  off  all  Pre- 
tences from  fo  numerous  a  Party,  may  not  be  a  thing  unworthy  Confideration  ; 
that  Law  feems  very  rational,  for  it  doth  not  provide  for  any  particular  Fa- 
mily or  Perfon,  but  for  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  the  People  by  obeying  whoever 
is  in  that  Office,  and  bears  that  Title.  The  End  of  all  Government  is  to  give 
the  People  Juftice,  and  Sifety,  and  the  beft  Means  to  obtain  that  End,  is  to 
fettle  a  fuprcme  Magiftrate ;  it  would  therefore  fecm  very  irrational,  that  the 
People  having  obtained  the  End,  fhould  decline  that  End  only  to  follow  the 
Means,  which  are  but  conducing  to  that  End  ;  fb  that  if  the  Tide  and  Office  of 
King  be  vefted  in  your  Highnefs,  and  that  thereby  the  People  enjoy  their  Rights 
and  Peace,  it  would  be  little  lefs  than  Madnefs,  for  any  of  them  to  caft  off  thofe 
Blefllngs,  only  in  order  to  obtain  the  fame  End  under  another  Perfon. 

Seventbl^y  There  is  at  prcfcnt  but  a  Divorce  between  the  pretending  JGf«g  and 
Imperial  Crown  of  thefe  Nations,  and  we  know  that  Perfons  divorced  may  marry 
again  -,  but  if  the  Perfon  be  married  to  another,  it  cuts  off  all  Hope.  Thefe 
may  be  fome  of  thofe  Reafons,  which  invited  the  Parliament  to  make  that  De- 
fire,  and  to  give  that  Advice  to  your  Highnefs  of  affuming  the  Title  of  King. 
There  is  another,  and  a  very  ftrong  one,  which  is,  that  now  they  have  aftually 
given  you  that  Advice  \  and  the  Advices  of  the  Parliaments,  are  Things  which 
always  ought,  and  therefore  I  am  confident  will  carry  with  them  vety  great  Force 
and  Authority:  Nor  doth  this  Advice  come  fingly,  but  accompanied  with  many 
other  excellent  Things,  in  reference  to  our  civil  and  fpiritual  Liberties,  which 
your  Highnefs  hath  borne  a  jult  and  (ignal  Teftimony  to;  It  is  affo  a  Parliament, 
Who  have  given  unqueftionable  Proofs  of  their  Affedion  -to  your  Highnefi, 
and  who  if  liftened  to  in  this  Particular,  will  be  thereby  encouraged  to  give  you 
more.

In  all  things  a 
Man  is  free  to  anfwer  Defires,  as  coming  from  Parliaments :  I  may  fay  that.

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in  as -much  as  the  Par)  iament  hath  been  pleafed  to  condelcend  to  me  fb  far,  to  do 
mc  this  Honour,  a  very  great  one  added  to  the  reft,  to  give  me  the  Advantage 
of  fo'niany  Members  of  theirs,  foable,  founderftanding  the  Grounds  of  Things  ; 
itfel  fay,  a  very  lingular  HonouV  and  Favour  to  me  5  and  I  confcft,  I  wilh  I 
ifi^jr^^Ad  rhopic  1  Ihall  do  what  becomes  an  honed  Man  to  do,  in  giving  an  An- 
(Wer  to  theft  Things,  according  to  the  Defire,  that  either  I  have,  or  God  (hall 
^%  me,  .far  t  may  be  helped  by  reafoning  with  you  into;  and  I  did  not  indeed 
ih  vain  alicagc  Confcicnce  to  the  firft  Anfwer  I  gave,  but  I  muft  fay,  I  muft  be  a 
▼ery  unworthy  Perfon,  to  receive  fuch*  Favour,  if  I  (hould  prevaricate,  when  I 
laid  Thirifes  did  ftick  upon  my  Confcicnce,  which  I  muft  ftiU  fay  they  do;  only  I 
rbiiftfay,Iam  in  thebcft  Way  that  I  can  be  for  Information,  I  fliall  gladly  receive 
it.     Here  have  been  diverfc  Things  fpoken  by  you  to-day,  with  a  great  deal  of  . 
Judgmenjc  ^nd  Ability,  and  Knowledge;  and  I  think  the  Things,  or  the  Argu- 
ments, or  Reafonings  that  have  been  ufcd,  have  been  upon  thefe  three  Accounts  r 
To  fpeak  to  the  Thing  fimply,  or  in  the  abftraft  Notfon  of  the  Title,  and 
the  pofitivc  Reafons  upon  which  it  ftands,  and  then  comparatively,  both  in 
the  Thing,  and   in  the  Foundation  of  it,  irt  order   to  (hew  the  Goodnefs  of 
'it  comparatively.     It  is  alledged  to  be  fo  much  better  than  what  is,  and  that  is  fo 
much  (hort  of  doing  the  Work  that  this  will  do:  And  thirdly,  fome Things

I  Think  I  have  a  very  hard  Ta(k  upon  my  Head,  tboi^  it  bc^ta  give  aa 
Account  of  myfclf,  yet  I  fiie  I  am  befet  on  all  Hands  hcrf :;  I)£iy  but  to  give 
an  Account  of  myfclf>  but  it  is  in  a  BuCnefs  that  is  very  comprehcnfive  of  others 
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in  fome  Seof^  to  41s,  an^,  as  the  Parlumenc  have  beeo  pleafird  ^0  ciajke  kt  s^H 
the  Interefts  of  thefc  three  Nations. 

I  confcfe,  I  confider  two  Things :  Firft,  to  return  fome  anfwer  to  the  Things 
that  were  fo  ably  and  well  laid  the  other  Day,  on  Behalf  of  the  Parliaments  put-r 
ting  that  Title  in  the  Inftrument  of  Settlement.  I  hope  it  will  not  be  eipeded 
tl\ac  I  ihould  anfwer  to  every  Thing  that  was  then  faid,.  becgufe  I  fuppoie  the 
qiain  Things  that  were  fpoken,  were  Arguments  from  antient  Conftitutions^  and 
Settlement  by  the  I^ws,  of  which  I  am  fure  I  could  never  be. wel}. (killed,  and 
th<;refore  muft  aflc  the  more  Pardon  in  what  I  have  tr^nfgreffed  in  my  Pr4ftice^ 
Cf  fhallnowtranfgrcfs  through  my  Ignorance  of  them  in  my  Anfwer  Jp  you.. 
.  Your  Argumenis,  whic|^  I  fay  wcr^e  chiefly  upon  the  Law,  fccm  to  parry 
with  them  a  great  deal  of  neceffary  Conclufion,  to  inforce  that  one  Thii^g  of 
Ki^gjhip ;  and  if  yo^u  Arguments  cpme  upon  me  to  inforce  upon  me  the  Ground 
of  Neceffity,  why  then  I  hav^no  room  to  anfwer ;  for  what  muft  be,  p[iu{L  h^^ 
sind  therefore  I  did  reckon  it  much  of  my  Bufijnefi  to  confider  whether  there  w^re 
ftich  a  Nccdfry,  or  would  auife.fuch  a  Nece|Sty  from  tbofc  Arguments, 

It  was  faid,  that  Kingjhip  is  not  4  Title  but  an  Office,  fo  interwoven  with  the 
fundamental  Laws  of  this  Nation,  as  if  they  could  nor^  or  well  could  not  be 
executed  and  exercifed  without,  parcly..(if  I  may  fay  fo^  upon  a  fuppofed  Igno- 
rance of  the  Law  that  it  baihqfany  other  Title^  it  knows  no  other^  neither  doth 
any  other  know  it,  the  Reciprocation  qf  this  faid  Tiile^  or  Name^  or  Office^ 
as  you  pleale  to  fay  is  underftoqd  in  the  Dimenfions  of  it,  in  the  Power  zn^  Pr^e- 
rogatives  of  it,  which  are  by  the  Law  ms^de  certain,  and  the  Law  can  tell  when 
it  keeps  within  Compafs,  and  when  it  exceeds  its  Limits,  and  the  Law  knowing 
.this,  thePeople  can  know  it  alio,  and  People  do  love  what  they  know,  and  it  will 
neither  be  pro  feluie  populi^  nor  for  our  Safety  to  obtrude  upon  them  Names  that 
they  do  npt,  norc^not  underiland. 

It  is  faid  alfo,  that  the  People  have  been  always  by  their  Repreientatives  in 
Parliament,  willing  to  vary  Names  for  as  much  as  hath  been  faid  before  they 
love  Settlement.  And  there  were  two  good  Iqftances  given  of  that,  the  one  |(i 
King  Jameses  Time,  about  his  Defir/e  to  aker  fomewhat  of  the  Title,  and  ano- 
ther in  the  Long  Parliament,  wherein  they  being  otherwife  rationally  moved  to 
admit  of  the  Word  Reprelentative  inflcad  of  Parliament,  they  refufed  ic  for  t^e 
fame  Reafon.  It  hath  been  faid  alfb,  that  the  holding  to  this  Word  doth  ftrengthen 
the  Settlement,  becaufe  it  doth  not  any  thing  de  novo^  but  refolves  Things  in 
their  old  Current :  |c  is  faid,  it  is  the  Security  of  the  diief  Magi.ftrate^  an^  that 
it  iccures  all  that  ad  under  him  \  truly  thefe  are  the  Principles  of  thole  Grounds 
that  were  offered  the  laft  Day,  fo  far  as  I  do  recoiled.  I  cannot  take  upon  me 
to  refei  thofe  Grounds}  for  they  are  fQ;%ong.§pd  rational  %  but  if  I  ihalL  be  ^ble 
to  make  any  anfwer  to  them,  I  muft  not  grant  that  they  are  necelTarily  conclud- 
ing, but  take  them  only  as  Arguments,  (hat  have  perhaps  mu(;h  of  Cpn- 
veniency,  and  Probability  towards  concliiding ;  for  if  a  Remedy  brExpediehc 
may  be  found  tbdt  they  are  not  necelTajty,  they  4re  not  inevitable  Grounds,  and 
if  not  neceffary,  and  conckiding,  why  then  they  will  hang  upon  the  Reafon  of

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Mouth  isftopt:  there  arc  very  many  Inforcements  to  carry  on  this  Thing,  Ifijp- 
pofc  it  will  ftand  upon  a  way  of  Expedience  and  Fitncfs:  truly  I  fliould  have  urged  . 
one  Confideration  more  that  I  had  forgotten,  and  that  is,  not  only  to  urge  the 
Things  for  Reafon,  but  for  Experience,  perhaps,  it  is  a  fhort  one,  but  it  is^  a 
true  one,  (upder  Favour)  and  is  known  to  you  all  in  the  Fad  of  it  (under  Fa- 
vour) although  there  have  been  no  Parliamentary  Declarations,  that  the  fupremc 
Authority  going  in  another  Name,  and  under  another  Title  than  Ktng\  why  ic 
hath  been  complied  with  twice  without.  That  is,  under  the  Cujiodes  Liber- 
tatis  Angli^y  it  hath  fince  1  cxercifed  the  Place,  and  tfuly  I  may  fay  thatalmoft* 
univerfal  Obedience  hath  been  given  to  all  the  Ranks  and  Sorts  of  Men  to  both  \ 
and  to  begin  with  the  higheft  Degree  of  Magiftracy  at  the  firft  Alteration,  and 
when  that  was  the  Name,  and  though  it  was  the  Name  of  an  invifible  Thing, . 
yet  the  very  Name  (though  a  new  Name)  was  obeyed,  did  pafs  for  current,  and 
was  received,  and  did  carry  on  the  Juftice  of  the  Nation.  I  remember  very 
well  that  my  Lords  the  Judges  were  fomewhat  ftartled,  and  yet  upon  Confide- 
ration (if  I  miftake  not)  I  bcljcve  fo,  there  being  of  them  without  Rcflcftion, 
as  able  and  as  learned  as  have  fat  there  (though  they  did  I  confefs  at  firft  demur 
a  little)  yet  they  did  receive  Satisfadbion,  and  did  adl  as  I  faid  before.  I  profefs 
it,  for  my  own  Parr,  I  think  I  may  fay  it,  fince  the  beginning  of  that  Change,  . 
I  would  be  loath  to  fpeak  any  thing  vainly,  but  fince  the  beginning  of  chat 
Change  to  this  Day,  I  do  not  think  in  fo  many  Years  thofe  that  were  called,  . 
(and  worthily  fo  accounted)  Halycon  Days  of  Peace  in  20  E!iz.  and  King 
JameSj  and  King  CharUiH  Time  :  I  do  not  think,  but  that  the  Laws  did  pro- 
ceed with  as  much  Freedom  and  Juftice,  with  lefs  private  SolHciration  either 
from  that  that  was  called  then  fo,  or  fince  I  came  to  the  Government  -,  :I  do  not 
think  (under  Favour)  that  the  Laws  have  had  a  more  free  Exercife,  more  iin*- 
krterrapted  by.any-Hand  of  Power,  the  Judge  lefs  foilicited  by  Letters,  or  pri- 
vate Interpofitions,  either  of  my  own  or  other  Men's,  in  double  fo  many  Years 
in  all  thofe  Times  of  Peace  :  And  if  more  of  my  Lords  the  Judges  were  here 
dian  now  are,  they  could  tell  what  to  fiy  to  what  had  been  done  fince,  and 
therefore  I  fay  (under  Favour)  thcfe  two  Experiences  do  manifeftly  ihew,  th^t 
it  is  not  a  7V7/^,  though  fo  interwoven  with  the  Laws,  that  makes  the  Law  tb 
have  its  free  Paflage,  and  do  its  Offifce  without  Interruption,  (as  we  think)  but 
that  if  a  ParUament  fliall  determine  that  another  Name  fliall  run  through  the 
Laws,  I  believe  it  may  run  with  as  free  a  Paflage  as  this:  Which  w  all  thatl  . 
have  to  fay  upon  that  Head. 

And   if  this  be  fo,  then  truly  other  things  may  fall  under  a  more  indifFcrent  ' 
Confideration,  and  then  I  ftiall  arrive  at  fome  iflue  to  anfwer  for  myfelf '  in  this 
great  Matter,  and  all  this  while  nothing  that  I  fliall  fay  doih  any  way  determbe

Prd«ncc>  I  in  all  Things  right  as  a  Perfon  under 
ihelJiiiibfidDil  of.ihc  Providence  pf  God,  neither  naming  one  Thing. nor  other, 
but  only  anfveering  to  this  Name  or  Title ;  for  I  hope  I  do  not  defir«  to 
hoo/a'Rtrie  to  any  Body,  bccaufc  I  have  profeffcd  I  have  not  been  able,  acd 
:  bmlc.&id  truly  L  have  not  be^n  able  to  give  one  to  myfelf,  but  I  would  . 
b(s  undccft^dd  in  this.  I  acn  a  Man  (landing  in  the  Place  I  am  in,  which

coanpai^  ^itbanother,  and  therefore  have  nothing  to  anfwerto  any  Arguments, 
tbat  ifceeciufcd  in  giving  Preference  to  King/hip  or  ProttSorJbip ;  for  I  Ihould  al- 
ihoftitMok  that:  any  Name  were  better  than  my  Name,  and  I  ihould  akogether

I  will  be  bold  to  apply  this  to  this  Purpofe,  becaoie  it  is  my  all,  fcmild  {ij 
as  all  the  World  fays,  and  run  headily  upon  any  thing;  I  muft  tender  this  » 
you,  as  a  thing  that  fways  with  my  Confcience,.  or  eUe  I  Were  a  Knave  and^W 
Deaiver.  I  tell  you  there  are  fuch  Men  in  this  Nation,  tbac  godly  Men  of  the 
£ime  Spirit,  Men  chat  will  not  be  beaten  down  wkh  a  wwldly  nor  carmal  Spiricy 
while  they  keep  t-heir  Integrity r  Ideal  plainly  and  faithfully  With  youv  that  l 
cannot  think  that  God  wou  d  blefs  an  Undertaking  of  any  thmgthat  wilt  yxMf 
and  with  caufe  grieve  them,  that  they  will  he  troubled  without  eoufe  ;  Lmuft 
he  ^  Slave  if  I  fliould  comply  with  any  fuchHumour.  X  fky  Them  are  honeft  Men^  . 
and  faithful  Men,  and  true  to  the  great  Things  of  the  QoVernmenr,  towlt^  tbf 
t-iberty  of  the  People,  giving  them  what  is  due  CO  thdm^  and  protc£ttng  this  ln>i 
tercft,  I  think  verily  God  will  bteft  you  for  it:' Bat  if  I  know  (as  indeed ii:i 
do)  that  very  generally  good  Men  do  not  fwallow  this  Title,  (though  really  k 
isnoPart  of  their  Goodnefs)  to  be  unwilling  to  fubmit  to  what  a  Parliamenc 
Biall  fettle  over  them  \  yet  1  muft  fay,  that  it  Is  my  Duty  and  my  Confdence  w 
beg  of  you,  that  there  may  be  no  hard  Things  pitt  upon  me  ^  nClmgs  I  rneaii 
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hard  to  them,  that  thef  cannot  fwallow:  If  the  Nation  niay  as  well  be  provided 
for  without  thefe  Things  that  I  have  printed  to  you,  as  according  to  my  Ap<- 
prehenfion,  it  may^  1  think  truly  it  will  be  no  Sin  in  you,  it  will  be  to  you  as 
It  was  tp  David  in  another  Cafe  ;  no  Grief  of  Heart  to  yours,  that  you  have  a 
Tenderncfs,  even  poffibly,  if  it  be  their  Wcakncfe,  to  the  Wcaknefs  of  thofc 
that  have  Integrity  and  Honcfty,  and  Uprightnefs,  and  are  not  carried  away 
wich  the  Hurries  that  I  fee  fome  are,  who  think  that  their  Virtue  lies  in  de- 
fpifing  Authority,  oppofing  it:  I  think  you  will  be  the  better  able  to  root  out  6f 
this  Nation  that  Spirit  and  Principle.;  and  it  is  as  dtfirable  as  any  thing  in  this 
World,  by  complying,  indulging,  and  being, patient  to  the  Wcaknefs  and  In- 
firmities of  Men  that  have  been  faithful,  and  have  bled  all  along  in  this  Cauff, 
and  are  faithful,  and  .will  oppofc  all  Oppofitions  ;  lam  confident  of  it,  to  the 
l^hings  that  are  the  Fundamentals  .in  your  Government,  in  your  Settlement,  for 
Civil  and  Gofpel  Liberties. 

Iconfefs,  for  it  behoves  me  to  deal  plainly  with  you,  I   muft  confcfs,  I 
would  fay,  I  hope  I   may  be  underftood  in   this,  for  indeed  I  muft  be  ten- 
.der,  what  I   fay   to  fuch   an  Audience  as  this  is  \  I  fay,  1  would  be  under- 
ftood, that  in  this  Argument  I  do  not  make  Parallel,  bct\veen  Men  of  a  difierent 
Mind  and  a  Parliament  which  ftiall  have  their  Defires ;  I  know  there  is  no  Com- 
parifon,  nor  can  it  be  urged  upon  me,  that  my  Words  have  the  leaft  Colour  that 
way,  becaufe  the  Parliament  feems  to  give  liberty  to  me  to  fay  any  thing  to  you  ; 
^%  that  is  a  Tender  of  my  humble  Reafons  and  Judgment,  and  Opinion   to 
•them;  and  if  I  think  they  are  fuch,  and  will  be  fuch  to  them,  that  are  faithful 
•Servants,  and  will  be  fo  to  the  fupreme  Authority,  and  the  Legiflative  whcre- 
foever  it  is :  If 'I  fay,  I  Ihould  not   tell   you,  knowing  their  Minds  xo  be  fo,  I 
(iiould   not   be  faithful,  if  I  (hould  not  tell  you  fo,  to  the  end  you  may  report 
if  to  the  Parliament:  I  will  fay  fomething  for  myfcif,  for  my  own  Mind,  I  do 
prcfels  it,  I  am  not  a  Man  fcrupulous  about  Words,  or  Names,  or  fuch  Things 
I  have  not ;  6ut  as  I  have  the  Word  of  God,  and  I  hope  I  (hall  ever  have,  for 
the  Rule  of  my  Confcience,  for  my  Informations :  So  truly.  Men  that  have  been 
led   in  dark  Paths,  through  the  Providence  and  Difpenfation  of  God  ;  why, 
furely  it  is  not  to  be  objefted  to  a  Man  ;  for  who  can  love  to  walk  in  the  dark, 
but  Providence  doth  often  fo  difpofc.     And  though  a  Man  may  impute  his  own 
\  Folly  and  Blindnefs  to  Providence  finfully,  yet  it. muft  be  at  my  Peril:  The  Cafe 
may  be,  that  it  is  the  Providence  of  God  that  doth  lead  Men  in  Darkncfs ;  I 
muft  needs  fay,  I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  Experience  of  Providence,  and  though 
it  is  no  Rjule  without  or  againft  the  Word,  yet  it  is  a  very  good  Expofitor  of  the 
Word  in  many  Cafes.     Truly  the  Providence  pf  God  hath  laid  afide  this  Title 
providentially  defaSo^  and  this  not  by  fudden  Humour  or  Pafllon,  but  it  hath 
been  by  Iflue  of  as  great  Deliberation  as  ever  was  in  a  Nation,  it  hath  been  the 
Iflue  of  ten  or  twelve  Years  Civil  War,  wherein  much  Blood  hath  been  (bed  ; 
I  will  not  difpute  the  Juftice  of  ir,  when  it  was  done,  nor  need  I  tell  you  wh^ 
my  Opinion  is  in  the  Cafe,  were  it  de  novo  to  be  done,  but  if  it  be  at  alt   dil- 
putable,  and  that  a  Man  comes  and  finds  that  God  in  his  Severity  hath  not  only 
eradicated  a  whole  Family,  and  thruft  them  out  of  the  Land  for  Reafons  bcft 
icnown  to  himfelf,  and  bath  made  the  Ifliie  and  Qofe  of  that,  to  be  the  very  E-^ 
-radication  of  a  Name  or  Jitk^  which  defaSo  is,  it  was  not  done  by  me  nor  by» 
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thtm  that  tendered  me  the  Government  that  now  I  aA  in,^jt  was  done  l?y  the 
Long  Parliament,  that  was  it,  and  God  hath  feemed  proyidenti^l,^  not  only  to 
ftrike  at  the  Family,  but  at  the  Names  ;  and  as  I  faid  before  defaQo'xx,  is  blotted 
our,  it  is  a  Thing  call  out  by  an  Adt  of  Parliament,  it  is  a  Thing  that  hath  been 
kept  out  to  this  Day  ;  and  (as  Judt  (aith  in  another  Cafe)  fpeaking  of  abom^* 
nable  Sins  that  (hould  be  in  the  latter  Times,  he.  doth  Ukcwife  when  he  comes 
to  exhort  the  Saints,  he  tells  them,  they  fhould  hate  even  the  Garments  fpotted 
with  the  Flefh.  I  befeech  you  think  not,  that  I  bring  this  as  an  Argument  to 
prove  any  thing,  God  hath  fcemed  fo  to  deal  with  the  Perfons,  and  with  tfa^ 
Family,  but  he  blaftcd. the  Title,  and  you  know  when  a  Man  comes  (d  parl§ 
fojf)  to  reflc<5t,  and  fee  this  is  done,  and  laid  in  the  Duft,  I  can  make  no  Conclu- 
fion  but  this,  they  may  have  ftrong  Imprclfion  upon  fuch  weak  Men  as  I  am,  am| 
perhaps,  (if  there  beany  fuch)  upon  weaker  Men  it  will  be  ftronger :  I  will  not 
feektofet  up  that  which  Providence  hath  deftroyed,  and  laid  in  the  Dud,  md 
I  would  not  build  Jtr'ttbo  again,  and  this  is  fomewhat  to  me,  and  \o  m;  Jfidgr 
ment  and  Confcience,  that  it  is  true,  it  is  that  that  hath  an  awe  upo^  my  %)irir^ 
and  I  muft  confcfs,  as  the  Times  are,  they  arc  very  fickle,  very  uncertain,  i>i^y^ 
(God  knows)  you  had  need  have  a  great  deal  of  Faith,  to  ftrengtheo  you  in  yoiur 
Work,  and  all  Afliftance,  you  had  no  need  to  look  at  Settlement,  I  would  ra- 
ther I  were  in  my  Grave,  than  hinder  you  in  any  thing,  that  may  be  for  Settle- 
ment for  the  Nation ;  for  the  Nation  needs,  and  never  needed  it  more;  and 
therefore  oat  of  the^ove  and  Honour  I  beer  you,  I  am  for  ever  bound  to  do> 
whatever  becomes  of  me,  I  am  ever  bound  to  acknowledge  you  have  dealt  mofb 
honourably  and  worthily  with  me,  and  lovingly,  and  had  Refpeft  for  one 
that  dcfervcs  nothing:  Indeed  out  of  the^Lxyve  and  Faithfiilnefs  I  bear  you,  and 
out  of  the  Senfe  I  have  of  the  Difficulty  of  your  Works,  I  would  not  have  you 
lofe  any  Help  that  may  ferve  you,  that  may  (land  in  (lead  to  you«  bat  would  be 
a  Sacrifice  that  there  might  be  (fo  long  as  God  (hall  plcafe  to  let  this  Parliament 
fir)  a  Harmony,  and  better,  and  good  Underftanding  between  all  of  you,  and 
*  (whatfoever  any  Man  thinks)  it  equally  concerns  one  Man  as  another  to  go  on 
to  Settlement  •,  and  where  I  meet  wkh  any  that  is  of  another  Mind,  indeed  I 
could  almoft  curfe  him  in  my  Heart ;  and  therefore  to  the  end  I  may  deal  hearti* 
ly  and  freely,  I  would  have  you  lofe. nothing  that  may  (land  you  in  ftead  in  this 
way.  I  would  advife  you,  that  if  there  be  any  of  a  froward  and  unniannerly, 
or  womanifh  Spirit,  I  would  not  that  you  fliould  lofe  them,  I  would  not  that 
you  Ihould  lole  any  Servant  or  Friend,  that  may  help  in  this  Work,  that  they 
Ihould  be  oiFended  by  that,  that  fignifies  no  more  to  me  than  as  I  told  you,  that 
is,  I  do  not  think  the  thing  neceflary,  I  do  not,  I  would  not  that  you  (hould  lofe 
a  Friend  for  it,  if  1  (hould  help  you  to  many,  and  multiply  myfelf  into  many,  I 
would  be  to  ferve  you  in  Settlement,  and  therefore  would  not  that  any,  efpecially 
any  of  thcfe,  that  indeed  perhaps  are  Men  chat  do  think  thcmfelvcs  engaged  to  con- 
tinue to  you,  and  to  ferve  you,  (hould  be  any  ways  difobliged  from  you. 

The  Truth  is,  I  did  make  that  my  Conclufion  to  you  at  the  firft 
you  what  Method  I  would  fpeak  to  you  in,  I  may  lay,  that  I  cann 
veniency  to  myfelf,  nor  Good  to  this  Service,  that  I  wifh  fo  wejl 
all  my  Arg^^^ents  in  order  to  Safety,  and  in  order  in  Tendency  D 
cirrying  on  of  this  Work,  I  fay  I  do  not  think  it  fit  to  ufe  all  th

that  he  would  diredi  you  to  do  v^hat  is  accx)rding  to  bis  Wills  and  this  is  c^a( 
pojr  Account  I  am  able  to  give  of  myfell^io  this  Thing.

and  the  Duty  of  the  Poople  towards  him,  is  a  Work,  of  ib  great  Labour,,  that 
would  require  Months,  yea  Years,  if  not  Ages. 

Seccndfyr  To  apply  its  relative^j.  talis  qualis^^  would  introduce  tbefe  Difficul- 
ties.    Firft  it  would  be  a  new  Thing,  how  it  would  prove  is  but  gueft,  and  ics< 
the  Foundation-Scone,.  its  unfafe   to  put  it  to  a  Hazard,,  when  you  have  a  fafc 
one.     Secondly^  thpfe  Certainties  and  Securities  that  accompany  that  Title  are 
incident  by  the  ancient  Laws  and  Cuitom^  of  the  Nations ;.  and  that  which-  the 
Qthcr  Office  can  have,  are  iatroduAive,  and  given  him  de  novo  from  this  Par- 
liament, as  their  ancient  Inheritance,  that  can  claim  but  by.  a  new.  Title  of.

'  Thirdly y  The  Pfcoplfe  and  your  Highnefi  Joofc  the  beft  Title,  both,  to   their.

IT  is  certain  that  all  Governments  in  themfelv{?s  may  be  good,  for  none  are.- 
tnale  in/cy.  but  the  Rule  that  hath. always  been  obfcrved,..  that  the  moft  ne* 
ceffary  and  prudent  Courfe  to  govern  a  Nation,  muft  be  taken  from. that  Pro- 
portion which  is  moft  fuitable  to  the  Nature  and  Difpofitiop  of  the  People  that 
are  governed,  if  this  be  the  general  Rule  always  in  the  World,  we  may  well-, 
draw  this  Argument :  Both  from  an  abfolute  Neccffity,  and  ex  necefptate  confix 
f^mtis  ^<k    The  chief  Governor  in  a  fettled  Governaaeo;  being  obliged  to*.

^uintis^  to*  czplaiil  riii^^  it  miift  be  premlfcd  that  when  we  Ipeak  of  King^wc 
iriuft  take  the  Diflference  between  the  Perfon  dignified  with  the  Name,  dnd  thfe 
Name  ittclf  I  for  this  muft  be  taken  for  a  furc  Ground,  the  Word  King  is  a  Name, 
as  ir  is  a  Word  which  the  Law  doth  look  upon,  fo  it  hath  its  proper  Bd/!s  and 
Fonnditioh  upon  the  Law,*  and  is  as*  ancient  as  the  Law  is^  now,  the  Perfon  of 
the  King  is  a  N^me  that  hath  its  Drgnity*  arid  Foundation  from  the  Word  KiHg^ 
a<  ex  neceffitaie  cenfequentis,  b^auft  in  Reafon  a  Man  muft  be  ufcd  to  ettrcife 
that  Authority  which  prt)Ccdds  from  that  Name.  Th^fc  Things  being  very 
clear,  by -the  fundamental  Grounds  of  the  Law,  if  then  we  examine  the  Foun- 
dation of  Things,  according  to  the  Rules  of  the  Law,  it  is  manifeft  that  the 
Name  King,  the  LawSy  R^gi^is,  Property  and  Liberties  of  the  People,  and  alfo 
Ptfr//^i»tf»/j  themfelves,  have  biit  one  Foundation,  and  have  the  original  Pre- 
fcription,  and  ancient  Cuftomsi  th'aris,  Coftoms  Time  out  of  Mind,  fo  that  in 
Judgment  of  Law  the  fi^r^^,  theArwf,  \h&  Law,  2ind  tht  Parliament,  are  the 
Parties  of  the. Government  of  this  Nation,  which  having  the  Ba/is  and  Founda- 
tion from  Prefcription,  creates  this  Form  of  Government  in  this  Nation,  which 
is  not  a  Form  in  the  vulgar  Acceptation  of  the  Word  (Form)  but  it  is  the  Form 
of  Government  fettled  in  this  Nation,  that  is,  of  the  effential  Part,  and  hereby 
the  Law  forma  dat  ejje.  Then  to  me  it  is  an  impoffible  Thing  that  any  Aft 
of  Parliament,  even  without  a  Dcftruftion  to  the  effential  Part  of  the  Govern- 
ment, can  place  that  Office  in  another  Name  (be  what  it  will)  which  naturally 
wants  the  Foundation  and  Ground  of  that  Power  and  Office  which  that  Name 
jiath. 

Firft,  Becaufeth^  Alteration  deftroys'the  Foundation,  which  is  Prefcription, 
and  annexes  to  it  a  Name  that  the  Law  of  the  Land  hatth  no  Acquaintance  with. 

Setondfy^  It  fcts  all  Laws,  lliberties,  and  what  is  dear  to  us  upon  a  new  Foun- 
dation, as  to  the  People  -,  for  whatfoever  is  created  by  an  Aft,  cannot  have  Life 
and  Authority  but  from  that  Aft,  and  fhall  never  look  back  to  its  firft  original 
Conftitution ;  and  it  takes  from  the  People  the  Rules  and  Grounds  which  they 
have  known  by  Experience,  and  fends  them  to  feek  them  in  a  Power,  of  which 
no  Wit  of  Man  cart  fuddehly  apprehend  the  Bounds  and  Limits,  when  fo  many 
Doubts  may  arife,  even  in  the  old  Foundation,  which  Experience  and  Time  hath 
•excellently  refined  from  thcfe  Grounds ;  I  may  fafely  fay,  that  there  never  was 
hat  one  KING  in  England  from  the  firft  Foundation  of  ^/>>g^/'^,  and  can  fafely. 
conclude  there  will  never  be' more,  and  that  there  have  been  many,  and  morel' 
hdpc  will  be,  whofe  Ptrfons  (hall  exercifethar  Office  :  For*  the' Law  doth  pofi- 
tively  affirm,  the  King  never  dies ;  and  that  the  Reafon  is,  tecaufe  its  Original 
is-!groundtfd  upon  the  fame  Foundacibn,  which  is  fo  conjoined  together,  that  no 
Death  can  rriake  a  Partition  :  And  the  DitFefence  is,  the  Kitig  neVer  dies*;  biit' 
the  Name  and  the  Thing  hath  a  kind;  in  a  vulgar  Scnfe^  of  an  Immortality,  if'' 
w^confider  the  Continuance  of  the 'Word  and  Perfon  that  is  in  veiled  with  that 
'N^me  by  the  J  rdgmerH  of  them,  is  not  faid  to  die;  but  to  devifei  which  is  to  ' 
d^K)fite,  and  to  lay  up  the  Nahie  and  Title  of  the  King.     Indeed  to  depofite 
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It  in  another  Hand,  al]  which  proceeds  in  Judgments  of  Law,  ixneajitate  ctm-^ 
fequentisj  and  from  the  neceflary  IncQnyeniencies  and  Mifchiefs  that  may  arife  to 
the  People  by  Interregna^  and  by  other  Confequences,  that  would  be  too  long 
to  relate;  there  is  a  famous  Example  io  x  Uen.Vlh 

The  common  Ground  is  taken  by  the  Acceflion  of  the  Office  and  Dignity  to 
the  Pcrfon,  but  the  true  Ground  is  the  Name,  and  the  Office  is  become  Part  of 
the  Body  of  the  Law,  whictj  fhould  puni(h  the  Offences,  againft  which  it  was 
committed,  which  doth  prove  both  the  Neceffities  of  the  Name  and  the  necef- 
fary  Relation  there,  is  between  the  Name  and  the  Law,  and  it  is  aneceflary  De- 
duction that  the  Name  King  is  the  Thing  whereb  the  Office  and  Power  is 
placed,  and  therefore  not  prafticable  by  any  Statute  or  Aft  of  Parliament,  to 
divide  the  Power  and  Office  from  the  Name,  and  transfer  that  Power  without 
the  Name  ;  the  Word  King  hath  fuch  eflential  Reference  to  the  Law,  that  it 
never  looks  to  the  Perfon,  to  make  that  the  Ground  of  the  EiTence,  but  if  it  had 
been  the  Name,  the  Law  was  fatisfied,.  and.  therefore  it, nerer  examined  the 
Right  of  the  Perfoh,,  how  he  became  inveftcd  with  the  Power,  but  defaSo  whe- 
ther he  were  or  no,  and  if  fo,  whether  de  faSfo  or  dejure^  it  hath  the  fame  In- 
fluence upon  the  People's  Right,  and  the  fame  Advaotagcs  to  the  chief 
Governor.

There  is  allb  another  Reaibn  why  the  Office  cannot  be  annext  to  another iST/^iyrf, 
cither  by  A61  of  Parliament  or  othcrwifc,  for  in  any  other  Name  youmuft  fuppofe 
the  Officej\hcKing^(o  that  any  other  Name  is  but  a  Fidtion  in  refped  of  the  right 
Name,  and  that  would  be  very  dangerous,  both  to  the  Laws  and  to  the  Pro- 
perty, to  lay  the  Bafts  and  Foundation  upon  a  Fi&ion,  which  was  a  Reafon  that 
fome  of  the  Judges  forbear  to  aft  upon  the  Name  of  Cuflos  Libertatis  Anglia^ 
&r.  and  the  fame  Reafon  upon  any  other  Name  -,  I  urged  alfo  that  this  Petition

MAY  itpleafe  your  Highneis,  I  am  unwilling  to  fpend  the  time   in 
fpeaking  after  thofe  two  learned  and  honourable  Perfons  that  fpake  laft, 
.and  therefore  (hall  endeavour  in  what  I  have  to  fay   to  thofe  Doubts  you  waf  * 
pleafed  to  make,  when  this  Committee  had  the  Honour  laft  co  attend  you»tabe 
as  brief  as  may  be.  Your  Highnels  was  pleafed  then  to  fay,  that  though  <he  Ar^  ' 
guments  brought  to  the  Maintenance  of  the  Title  King^  in  the  Petition  prefented  ' 
to  you  by  the  Parliament,  were  weighty,  yet  in  your  anfwcring  them  you  muft 
not  grant  them  necefTarily  G>ncluGons,  but  take  them  a?  having  much  of  Gon* 
veniency  and  Probability  of,  towards  concluding;  for  if  an  ExfJedient-may  be  * 
found,  they   arc  not  then  neccffary.     And   you  were  pleafed  to  tell  us  that ' 
though  Kingjhip  be  not  a  Title,  but  an  Office  interwoven  in  our  LaWs,  yet  \\ 
b  not  fo  ratione  nominis^  but  from  what  it  fignifies,'  that  being  aNanreof  Offic^ 
plainly  implying  the  fupreme  Magiftrate,  and  therefore- whatever  Naoie  \^  bq) 
wherein  the  fupreme  Magiftrate  refidcs,  the  Signification  willgive  to  the Tbin^ 
and 'not  to  the  Name,  and  feeing  this  Tide  had  aCommeneement,^  andalfo  hath 
been  unfixed,  why  may  not  anew  one  now  commence  and  be  now  fixed  by  the 
legiflative  Authority,  and  thereby  be  made  to  run  through  the  Law,  as  well  i% 
the  Title  King  \  (from  whence  may  be  inferred  this  Title  is  not  neccffary)  but 
may  it  pleafc  your  Highncis,  if  it  be  confidei^cd  the  Intention  of  the  Parliainent' 
in  this  their  humble  Addrefs  to  you,  (viz,)  thit  it  is  a  Settlement :  It  would  "^ 
then  be likcwife  confidcred,  whether  a  new  Namfb  will    be   not  found,  in  this' 
Cafe  to  make  a  new  Office  alio,  and  whether  then  the  Novelty  thereof  will  not 
hazard  it,  or  fruftrate  that  great  End  of  Settkment,  the  Antiquity  and  Trial  of 
Laws,  being  that  which  doth  beget  the  greatcft  Reverence  and  Satisfaftion  of 
them  in  the  People,  and  that  the  Change  of  the  Name  makes  it  a  new  Office  will 
appear  both  in  rcfpcft  of  his  Authority,  who  bears  the  Offite,  and  in  refpefl:  of  • 
the  People's  Obligation  in  matter  of  Obedience  to  that  new  Officer  5  for  by  the 
ancient  Law  he  cannot  claim  Subjeftion  from  them,  nor  can  the  People  thereby 
claim  Protefiion  from  him  •,  the  Strength  then  of  the  Settlerhent,  and  of  their 
Rights  and  Liberties,  as  far  as  they  relate  to  this  new  fupreme  Magiftracy,  will^ 
reft  upon  a.  new  and  untried  Conftitution,  and  this  Authority   upon  the  fame 
Foundation,  "the  Wifdom  of  our  A  nceftprs,  even  in  leffer  Matters   when  they 
introduce  a  new  Law,  made  it  for  the  moft  part  a  Probationer  only  ;  and.  I  may  • 
humbly   fay,  we  have  now  fome  Years  been  making  Probationaries   of  new; 
Governments,  and  therefore  the  Parliament,  finding  Ihe  People  not  yet   fettled  • 
with  any  of  them,  return  to  that  which  by  lortg  Experience  and  Cuflomh^th- 
been  found  to  fuit  with  their  Minds,  and  Rights,  the  People  having  not  the  fame ' 
Samfadion  or  Acquiefcence  in  any   new  Thing  which  they  have  in  long  ap- ' 
proved  Laws  and  Cuftoms,  a  new  Thing  being  in  itfelf  uncertain,  not  only/ 
whether  it  will  prove  good  or  no,  but  alfo  in  this  cafe,  in  refpedb  that  one  main ' 
Property  of  the  Settlement  being  a  co-ordinate  Power,  depends  upon  jr,  and. 
will  be  fubjcd  to  be  controverted  whether  one  co-ordinate  is  well  put  up  by  ano^' 
tbcr,  or  may  not  by  the  like  Power  that  fets  it  up,  be  pulled  down  again, 
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whiph  cannon  but  \e^yt•^pvKh  H^s-^f  douhcfuil  of  Se»ko>Mt4i^eycr;  ISbiogt; 
uncertain  and  difputible,  nacarally  carrying  Unitttlement  wictktlwm.     Tiraeandi 
Experience  hath  grafted  this  Name  and  Office  in  the  Minds  of  the  People,  and 
that  (as  I  faid  already)  begets:  Revere^c^  ai^  So^tisi^dlion  in  their  Minds.     Alfa 
they  werc^thQExorbTta^MSesrof  th^-Oflftcc  (which    in  gw«^  otoi&fe-thlf  P^ifclojli' 
pr^yideji  againft)  that  wa&  comjplfiiocd  of,  ain}  not  tb&.Q^^^  nopiVyiiM,  wihiciv 
are  toiv^d^d  upon  the  aqcient  liaw^,  the  altering  of  either -alters  the  Conftitih> 
tipn,  an(l  lays  it  upon  a  Foundsyion  kfs. certain,  and  ekfier  tabelbaken;  and 
therefore. to  talce  up  the  0^^  without  the  Ti//^*  will  be^qttake  iMip  m^  all  tfae; 
Objedtipns  of  Scanda^:  or  othcrwifc  it  is  Oid'to  be  liable  to,  ^Ddiyeccartvanetfar 
Support  of  the  ancient  Laws  it  carries  wic-h  itt  and  the  Advantage  of  iatisfyiog. 
and  fettling  the  Minds  of  fuch  of  the  People  of  thefe  Nationsg  as  by  tbeGofkfidey 
ration.pf  Novelties,  and  what  in  this  Cafe  attends  it,  wiilotherwifereft  doubtful 
and  unfettled.     Thefc  are  fome  of  the  Grourids  I  observed  in  the-  Debate  of  the- 
Parliament,  to  induce  them  to  judge  this  Ttde  nqt  only  expedient,  but  in  refoeft: 
of  Settlement;  neceffary,    ;Yoar  Highn^fs  Wivs  picafcd  to  objtA  alfo  the  Dil&tifi« 
fadion  of  good  Men,  which  you  judged  ia  Things  indiSercQt  were  to-be  cob«' 
fidcrcd. 

They  are  fo,^  and  it  hath  be^n  fo  judged  by  the  Parliament,  who  manifefted 
great  Tendernefs  in  that  kind,  and  I  hope  ever  will:  But  in  this-M^tter  found 
by  the  Parliament  not  to  be  indifferent,  but  ncceffary  for  the  Setdcmcnt  of  thefc: 
Nation?,  they  hope  that  wherein  good  People  have   not  already  been  fatisfi'ed,. 
they  will  endeayour  for  Satisfa(5\ion :  And  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  when  the  Matter 
of  this  Petition  will  be  made  more  Publick,  they  will  find  fuch  Care  and  Pro- 
vifion  madi? /or  good  .Men,  and  of  good  Things,  that  will  certainly  give  them 
•Satisfadion ;  I  think  I  may  fafelyJay,  fuch  a  pofitivc  Provifion  for  their  Liber- 
ties and  Encouragement  hath  not  »be^n  found  under  any  former  King^  nor  aoy 
<Kher  Form  of  Government,,  to/which  your  Highnefs  hath  been  plcafed  your- 
felf  to  givi?  that  Teftimony,  fothat  it  is  not  King/hip  alone,  a^  formerly  the  Par- 
liament ad  vifeth  youir- Highnefs  unta,  but  to  the  Office  with  fuch  aiPfoviCafO: 
made  for  (he  good  Intereft:;  and  if  then  your  Highnefs  (of  whofe  Paithfubei$) 
CO  their   tntereft .  good  People,;baye  received   fuch   ample  Tcftimonyj  will  be: 
pleafed  toconfent^io  this  Petition  of  .the  Parliament,  an  Authority  always  of  no. 
fmall  Efteem  and  Reverence  with  the  beft  of  Men;  I  doubt  not  but  when  it  is 
done  they  will  chearfully  acquiefce,  though  while  it  is  doing  they  may   havcr 
Scrvjple^  foe  that  of  Providence  laying  afidc  the  Title^  I  thinking  the  Argument

Thinks  are  rather  to  be  given  tb 
the  Perfons  into  wbofe  Hands  the  Power  fell,  than  to  theConftitutions.     How- 
ever,  I  aave  ieare  co  fey  this,  that  Changes  imply  not  a  Settlement,  and  fincc 
Providence  led  ue^  frona  ow  old  Gonfti^uti^m,  -we  ha^e  in  a  Few  Years  had  four 
or  five  Changes  ^  and  that  thcfe  Changes  have  not  been  accompanied  ^itli  more 
Hazards^.  Uis  a  Matter  of  Prsnfe  tioahe  Lord,  and  of  .Commendation  to  thd  .- 
Powers  w»e  have  been  under;    but  if  Orte  Providence  laid    afidc  King/hip^ 
another  led  it  in^  and  calls  upon  you  totak^eit  up:  'AM  it  is  to  me  a  remarkable 
Thing,  jhat Providence  hath  call  it  under  fiich  Conftiixitions  and  Laws,  as  if  when 
w«  have,  thrown  out  the  Tyrant  that  oppirefled  ii)  oUr  Spirkual  and  Civil  Rights^  . 
we  can  by  our  ancieiit  Laws  graft  another  in,  that  may  be  a  fit  Inftrument  to 
prefervc  both*;  who  (as  the  learned  Perfon  thart  fpoke  laft  faid)  may  mike  up 
as  it  were  but  one  King:  This  five  hundred  Years  the  Law  not  admitting  ao* 
Int4r-regnum^  fi^om  whence  I  infer,  that «  k  w^  hOt  the  end  of  our  War,  as  ap- 
pilars  by  fi»  or  fevcn  Declarations  of  Parliament,  One  whereof  was  ordered  to 
be  read  in  all  Churches  ;  fo  our  Providence  led  not  to  l^y  afide  either  the  Name 
or  Office^  but  that  Family  which  oppreffed  us,  then  all  Men's  Xives  and  Liber- 
ties depend  on  this  Settlement,  it  is  neceffary  then  to  lay  it  in  the  ftrbngeH: ... 
foundation  that  may  be. 

And  as  for  that  of  Svifcty,  it  is  not  for  me  to  fpcak-much  to  it,  but  ccrtainlv 
it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  as  a  Parliament  advife  yOur-Highnefs  to  Things  honeir 
and  Uwful,  and  by  them  judged  neceffary  *  for  a  good  Settlement^  and  therein 
take  care  and  provide  for  our  Rights  as^Mchand  Chriftians,  and  your  Highnefs  * 
thereunto,  all  Dangers  by  God^s  Blcflicg  upon  your  Highnefs*s  Wifdom,  backed 
with  fuch  an  Annuity,,  and  an  Army  -under  the  Cgnduft  of  fo  many  religious 
and  faithful  Perfons,  fo  well  principled  to  the  Obedience  of  lawful  Powers,  may 
be  prevented.  And  therefore  I  humbly  hope  God  will  incline  your  Highnefsxo  - 
grant  the  Petition  and  Advice  of  the  Parliament.

VI.  that  (bmetimes 
one.,  was  in  PolTeflion  and  then  another^  that  it  was  necefiary  the  Realm  (hotrid 
have  a  King^  under  whom^theLaws  might  be  maintained  andholden ;  for  every 
^Aftion  done  by  the  King  in  PofleOion  was  valid-and  good,*  for  tc  was  his  Jurif- 
diftion  Royal ;  fo  likcwiie  the  firfl  of  Hen.  VII.  fo  the  third,  the  fame  Opinion 
,was  held  and  declared,  that  a  King  de/a^0  was  necefiary,  and  in  aU  Alterations 
from  Perfons  and  Families.  :  Yet^our  Anceltors  always  reuioed  the  Tiile  and 
the  Name.

The  Cuftoms  oi England  are  the  Laws  of  England^^  as  -well  as  our  States  Laws, 
the  Title  of  King  and  Cuftom^zrc  two  Twins  born  together,  rand  have  had  Con- 
tinuance together,  and  therefore  to  fay  Prottitor^  of  which  we -know  the  Date, 
vjxxVCufiom  (of  which  no.MemoryiCan.fpeak)  is  a  kind  of  Contradiction  to  the 
Original. 

"  Then  there  muft  be  a  Law  introdii&ive,  becaufe  ProteHor  is  a  new  Name  that 
our  Law  doth  not  yet  know.  -  Now  to  ingraft  a  young  Cien  upon  an  old  Stock 
it  )vill  never  grow,  but  there  mufl:  be  an  Eradication  of^the  old  Root  and  a  new 
Plantation  muft  be  made,,  and  that *a]l -the  old  Cufloms,  muH:  be  put  into  po- 
fuive  Laws,  and  that  will  be  a  Thing  confiding  of  much  Time  and  great 
Difficulty. 
^  The  Title  of  King  is  fo  incorporated,  and  in  conjunftion  with  our  Cujlomh 
which  do  very  .much  concern  the  People  oi  England  to  be  upheld,  and  then 
there  is  a  Rule,  ^f^que  res  in  conjunSIione  pro  bono  conjunSionis^  fhat  oughrto 
be  done  which  is  for  the  good  of  the  CoojunAion  and  Benefit  thereof,  andif  ft-be 
for  the  Advantage  of  the  fingle  Perfon  and  the  People,  it  brings  me  to  mind  of 
another  Rule  my  old  Mafter  Tully  taught  mc.  Communis  utiliiatis  dereli^io  lon^ 
tra  naturam^ift^  it  is  not  natural  to  decline  that  which- is  for  a  com monr  Benefit 
and.Utility. 

And  therefore  T  fhall  fay  but  this  as  to  the  Title,  that  as  the  the'-PaKiarch  7^- 
w^  joined  together  in  hisBlefling  upon  Judah  the  Law-giver  and  the  Scepter, 
fo  the  Parliament  of  the  three  Nations  defires  to  prefcrve  the  l!\\\tKdng  in  and 
upon  the  Law. 

z.ObjeSlion^  Another  Argument  yo«t.Highnefs.was  plea&d  to  draw  from'Pro- 
vidence,  that  had  brought  you  to  this  Place  through  much  Darkneis^  and  had 
feemed  to  Jay  jihis  Title  afide  of  King. 

Anfwcr'j^  It  becomes  all  Men  to  acknowledge  the  afting  ofthe  Providence  and 
Power  of  God  for  bringing  to  pafi  whatfoever  he  hath  determined  in  the  World, 
a^d  it  is  the  mighty  and  wife  Hand  of  Providence  which  triumphs-  over  Na- 
tions, and  triumphs  and  treads  down  all  Oppofitions:  Yet  your  Highnefs  ob- 
ferves,  it  is  not  a  Rule  to  walk  "by  without  the  Word,  the  Rcafon,  the  Gaufcs 
are  hidden  in  the  fecret  Counfel  of  God's  Will;  you  •may  fee  in  the  Revelations, 
the  Book  is  fealed  up  with  (even  Seals,  we  may  read  'what  is  paft,  becaufe  it  is 
written  on  the  outfide  of  tbcBook^  but  what  is  to  comv^we  cannot  read,  and  we 
opghc  not  to  limit  Providence,  nor  can  webound  it  with  ii  m further. 
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-    i'  Ohjflfiony  This  State  hath  by  Pfovidencc  necefved'fcveral  Ghinges  to  great 
<>i|e»  from  the  former  Conftitution,  that  of  the  Keepers  of  the  Liberties  of  Eng - 
/«iri  and  this  prefent  Govern  men  r,  under  the  Title  of  ProteSvr^  and  the  jirft 
fc^med  to  be  the  Refalt  of  fcveri  Years  War  againft  the  Ttile  and  the  Family. 

AfrfwiT^  It  rauft  be  coWfefled^  it  proved  the  Event  of  fcvcft  Years  Of  the  War, 
hut  the  Reafoito  of  the  W^r  did  not  lead  to  it,  for  the  War  was  forlTm^ 
and  Parliaments  for  the  Office^  but  agstinfl:  <he  Perfon,  againft  the  Exor- 
bitancy and  Irregularities  in  his  Government,  but  it  was  Providence  that  took 
away  at  chac  time  both  the  Offiit  and  the  Family. 

It  was  alio  Providence  that  altered  from  that  of  a  Repuhlicky  to  this  of  a  Pro^ 
HSor%  that  A£l  being  as  much  againft  ProteBor  as  a  King^  for  it  was  againft  a 
fifgU  Perftm. 

And  may  not,  by  the  fame  Seriw  t>f  Providence,  this  Parliament  as  well  fct 
up  Kingly  Government,  as  that  Parliament  took  it  away,  having  alfo  the  fanre 
Power  they  had. 

4,  ObjeSiimj , Another  Ground  why  youf  Highneft  would  not  accept  of  the 
Title  was,  the  Diflatisfadiion  many  Perfons,  who  had  been  4nftrumental  in  car- 
drying  on  the  Work^  have  againft  that  Title. 

Anfwer^  In  every  Change  of  Govornrtieht  <hei^  was  and  ftill  will  be  Perfons  un- 
satisfied, becaufe  Men  are  ofmixt  Intereftsanddifferingin  Judgment,  upon  the 
Change  to  a  Rcpublick.    Thofe  that  conceived  the  Monarchical  Governmj^nt 
bcA-wereunfatisfied:  "But  all  ought  to  fubmit  and  be  concluded  by  the  Judg- 
ment of  a  Parliament,  v.!:.       ^ 
;  Your  Highneft  was  pleaifed-to  fay  thai  htilhef'yodrfelf.  nor  thofe  that  tender-' 
cd  to  you  the  InftrumeACwere  Authors  in  the  firft^  Change,  btk  it  was  the  Long 
Parliament,  fo  that  I  'may  condiide,  they  were  riot  engaged  for  thatGovemn^enc 
by  King. 

^  Iciiathbeen'indeedthe'Honour  cf  the'Soldie^  Hiatln  all  thefe Changes  the^* 
have  ftill  fbUowed  Providence,  and;  have  aeiguiefoed,  aftingand  living  in  prac- 
•tkal  Conformity,  but  I  wifli  they  would  be- fattsfiedj  for  their  Love  Ske  to  us;' 
and.  their  Jbiboors  for  us.  High  ihould  hk  R^rd  be  in  Htfaven,  and  happy  his* 
Remembrance  on  Earth,  that  would -be  thcMeans'offuch  an  Accord-,  but  to  fa- 
ti^fy  all  Men,  fo  divided  as  we  are,  would  be  nolefi  than  a  Wonder.  I  ihall  fpeajtf 
in  a  Parable  in  the  thirty- feventh  Chapter  of  EzekieJ,  Ver.  16.  the  Lord  faid 
to  the  Prophet,  Take  iwoSlicks^  write  upefH  one  Stick  for  Judah  and  the  Cbil-- 
dren  ofUtz^l  Compani&nSj  and  take  the  other  ^ti)ck  and  write  upon  it  for  Jokph 
the  Stick  of  Ephraim,  for  all  the  Houfe  of  Ifracl  his  Companions^  and  join  thhfe 
two.  Sticks  in  one  Stick  j  and  iheyfhall  become  one  in  thy  Hand  {  thefe  are  the  two 
Nations  ^Ifrael^ui^  Judah,  two  dijlant  and  differing  Names ^  tut  they  fljall  come 
under  one  King^  and  D^vidjball  be  their  King ;  thus  they  were  united.

iqueftionable  Stamp  of  human  Authority,  and  th&Ordinande  of  Man  in  theft 
Nations,  hath  accompanied  this  Office  under  this  Name  for  many  Hundrecl 
Years  together. ;  and  if  it  was  waved  and  laid  afide,  as  of  late  Years,  it  is  now 
ftt  up  again  by  as  good  an  Authority,  and. a  fuUsr  Repreientative.of  the  thret 
Nations ;  and  though  it  be  only  jby  Petition  to  your  Highnefe,.  yet  it  is  in Tome 
Sort^a  Petition  of  Right;  fer  the  People? , of  tbefeNatii^haTe  an  Imereft  itt 
cheir  Gowrnment  and  l^ws  (whereof  this  was  imlongft  ^Fundamentals)  as  well  A 
in  their  Liberties  and  Lands;  andt  alchougb  particular  Ptribns  may^have  fbr«^ 
felted  their  Interell  in  the  GoTerncnent,  yet  I  do  not  know  that  the  Nation* 
have  forfisited  their  Intereft  ^chereini  .but  if  this  Point  fliall  ieem  to  be  driven  toi 
far,  yet  it  is  clear^  that  if  this  Office  under  this  Name  and  Title  h^  moft  known^ 
and  moft  fuitable  to  the  Laws  of  thefe:  Nations,  moft  agreeable  to  rhc  Defires 
tnd  Difpofiuons  of  the  People,  and  moft  likely  to  maintain  Quiet  and  Peace  ia 
the  Nations,  with  Jufticc  and  Liberty,  which  are  the  great  Ends  of  Governmeiil!^ 
and  of  all  Forms  and  Names  therein,  as  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Parliament  it 
is :  Then  as  it  is  the  Duty  of  the  Parliament  t»  advife  it,  fo  doth  thereby  lay  ad 
Obligation  upon  your  Highnefi  to  accept  it  Neteffitnte  MediLf  as  a  neceflary 
jidedium  to  attairt.thofe  Ends:  And  whereas  your  Hiighnefs  is  pleafid  to  fay. 
this  Medium  is  not  neceflary,  becaufe  the  Ends  may  be  attained  by  .another 
Medium^  as  appeareth  in  thcfe  two  Names  and  Tides,  Cnfiodes  Lib^rtaiis  An* 
glia  and  ProieSor :  bcfidcs,  the  Experience. in  the  one,,  that  was  but  of  fliort  Con> 
tinuance,  and  of  thct  other;  that  it.  hath.3nd  doth  ftillftaxid;but  in  a  fliaking^and 
uncertain  Condition,  and  of  hoch  that,  .they  haveaotaincd  the  End  but  impcrfe^ 
ly,  and  through  the  Help  of  a:  great  deal  of  Fdroe!  i  and>chough  JC  cannot  be  de* 
nied,  but  that  the  End  may  in  Ibme  Dtfgree  be  cibctined  by  f^ch  other  Mediums^, 
which  may  icrve  the  Turn  in  Cafe  of  Neceffity,  and  when  no  better  tan  be  had  ; 
yet  where  fuch  a  Neceflity  is  in  the  Cafe,  theit'  doth.fpring  out  of  a  kind  of. 
moral,  or  at  leaft  a  politic  End  of  the  cootvary,  and  of  embracing  that  which  b 
the  beft  Midium  ;  for  in  Cafe  of.  Neceflity,  -there  might. be  a  Government  withp 
out  any  Laws,,  and  that  Arhitrium  boni  Jurjis  Ihould  ifirve  inftfcad  of  all  Laws  ^ 
and  yet  where  Laws  can  be  had,  none  will  fay  that  Laws  are  not  nccelSaryc. 
When  a  Man  hath  a  better  Latiib  in  his  Flock,  a  worfe  wiH  not  fervc  ;  but  in 
th^t  Caie  there  is  a:  moral  Nectflity,  that  tiie  beft  be  brought  fora  Sacrifice,  when 
the  Parlii^mefit  (^d  they  Cuppofe  the  Jike  Reafi>n  extends  alfo  t0  your  Highnefs) 
are  perf\yadi5d  in  their  Judgnwrnts,  t^  this  is  the  bcft  Medium  to.prcfcrvc  the 
Liberties  and  the  Peace  o^  the  Nations  v  aod  yet  no  Neceflity  appearing  unto- 
them  fo  to  do,  fliould  w^kt  Choice  of  a  wfeaker  Prop«  ^d  that  thereupon 
ihould  enfue  Inconvenience,  and  that  the  Band  of  Peace-  being  broken.  Blood 
and  Confufion  (hould  return  upon  the  Nation,  it  muft  needs  alfo  return 
upon  their  Thoughts,  that  they  had  been  been  wanting  in  their  Duty,  in 
not  providing  the  beft  Renacdy,.  which  pofltbly  might  have  prevented 
the  Mifchief  which  leaideth  tp  tlie  Confideration  of  the  fecond  Queftion  in 
this  matter,  whether  admitting  your  Highnefs's  Pofmoi),  that  there  is  pot 
a  Neceflity  of  this  Name  King  \  the  Reafon  held  -forth  ■  by.  your  Bighnefs, 
makes  out  fuch  a  Neceflity,  as  that  you  cannot  take  upon  you  that  Name 
though  advifed  thereto  by  the  Parliament,  as  the  beft  and  moft  reducing  ta

die '  Ends  or  Government,  withal  granting  not  abfofutely  nec^flary.  If  there 
All  not  out  to  be  Neceflity  in  the  Cafe,  to  the  contrary,  your  Highnefi  was 
pleafed  in  the  firft  Place  to  mention  the  Diflatisfadion  *,  aft  to  this  Particular  of 
cnany  godly  Men,  and  ibch  as  have  grown  up  all  along  with  you  in  the  carry- 
ing on  this  great  Caule,  as  Soldiers,  which  indeed  muft  needs  be  a  very  great 
and  tender  Confideration  to  your  Highnefs,  as  it  is  alfo  to  all  of  us,  who  reap 
the  Fruit  of  their  Prayers,  and  of  their  Hazards,  and  great  andiworthy  Service, 
and  it  would  be  a'  great  Happinefs,  if  it  might  pleafe  God  that  great  and  good 
Things  were  carried  on  with  Unanimity  and  Harmony  amongft  good  Men :  but 
the  Felicity  hath  never  yet  been  granted  unto  us,  but  that  great  Matters  and 
Changes  have  been  accompanied  with  great  Difficulties,  with  great  Difference  of 
Judgments,  even  amongft  the  beft  Men,  as  our  late  Changes  fufficiently  teftify. 
For  your  Highnefi  knows  well  when  that  Change  was  made,  whereby  this  Nami 
and  Officf  was  laid  afide,  how  many  godly  Men  and  your  old  Friends  were  dif- 
fetisfied  therewith,  and  yet  thofe  that  had  then  the  Power  did  not  think  that 
they  ihould  therefore  forbear  to  do  what  then  was  judged  for  the  Good  of  the 
Ifation.     There  was  the  like  Diflatisfaftion  on  the  other  Side  of  many  godly 
Men,  when  your  Highnefs  took  upon  you  the  Government'  under  the  Name  of 
ProteSor^  and  yet  it  was  not  held  an  unjuft  Obft^acle  to  what  was  then  thought 
good  for  the  Nation.     There  is  a  certain  Latitude  wherein  there  may  be  had  a 
Refpeft  to  Friends,  wiien  the  Public  Good  of  the  whole  Nation  is  in  Queftion, 
other  Confiderations  may  not  take  Place,  and  it  is  not  Love  to  fatisfy  Mens  De- 
fires  to  their  own  Hurt,  and  the  Hurt  of  the  Public ;  fo  it  cannot  be  thought,. 
but  that  godly  and  fober  Men,  when  they  fee  this  Name  ftampcd  firft  with  the 
Ordinance  of  Man,  and  after  with  God's  Ordinance,  (for  fo  it  will  then  be)  they 
will  fubmit  thereunto  for  the  Lord's  Sake,  and  latisfy  their  Minds  that  they 
ought  fo  to  do,  for  that  other  Reafon  alledged  by  your  Highnefs,  that  this 
Name  hath  been  blafled  and  taken  away  by  the  Parliament,  it  is  clear,  that  the 
^bing  was  asr  much  bhfted  as  the  Name  and  'the  Government  by  one  Perfon^  un- 
der what  Name  foever,  as  much  and   more  blafted  than  t\i\%Name\  but  in 
Truth,  ht\t\itx  Name  r\6t  Thing  hvx\i  been  at  all  blafted   by  God;  otherwife 
than  he  blafted  all  things  and  Names  of  this  Nature.     It  may  be  as  truly  faid, 
that  he  hath  blafted  Parliaments,  for  they  have  alfo  undergone  and  felt  the  like 
Kafts,  but  God  hath  fo  declared  his  Will  concerning  all  particular  Forms  of 
Government,  that  they  are  wholly  at  the  Pleafure  and  Difpofuion  of  Men  to  be' 
continued  and  altered  and  changed  according  to  the  Exigency  of  Affairs,  and  Public 
Good  of  thePeopteandNationsforwhichtheyarecrearcdbyMen;  for  tlje  Scripture 
calleth  them  Humana  Creationis.     Therefore  as  Men  blaft  them,  fo  God  blaftctli 
them  ;  and  When  Men  fct  them  up  again,  God  honoureth  them  again,  and  com- 
mands they  fhould  be  honoured.     One  Parliament  thought  the  perfeft  State  of 
Affairs  required  the  takjng  away  of 'this  Name  and  Offiie  \  and  this  Parliament 
judgeth,  the  prefcnt  Stare  of  Affairs  requh-eth  the  reftoring  it  to  the  Nations 
again.     As  to  that  Point  of  Safety,  which  your  Highnefs  touched  upon,  we  may 
bcft  anfwer  it,  by  drawiAg  a  Curtain  before  it,  as  your  Highnefs  has  given  us 
an  Example  :  There  are  DifTitisfaftions  on  the  one  Side,  as  Wtll  as  on  the  other, 
neither  is  the' Confideration  of  Danger  only  on  the  one  Side  ;  and  fome  Things 
may  be  more  convenient  for  your  Highnefs  to  conceive^  than  for  u»  to  fpeak  :  '■ 
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only  I  (hall  Mtnember  701K  Hidioefi  what  the  Wife-niiui  iaJcht  ht  Hmt^Bhfin^^ 

the  Vf^indfiall  nrverfow^  and  tt  ibal  regardeib  iU  ClmisJ^ll  uevir  ru^:  T^ 
Hufbandtnan  in  the  Way  of  his  CaUiAg  muft  rule  hil  A^^ioMlif  ch«  OrdimaM 
md  revealed  Will  orOod^  without  attending  unto  the  upoertaini&Ttnai»  whicl^ 
may  arife  through  the  IndifpoGtion  ef  the  Aic^  which  it  in  Oof^tHrnDda  and 
Dirpofition;  fo  every  Man  in  the  Way  of  his  Callxqg,  xmk  aitead  tt  what  is  j^ 
revealed  Will  of  Gbd,  to  guide  his  Relblacibosand  A&ioos  therebjL  and  WJLhf 
rtie  various  Minds  of  Men^  which  are  in  theHandsof  Ood :  aod  m  Wift«*mM 
alio  feith,  ie  that  walketb  Ufrigbi^  walkcth  jwrtlys  «he  ^tSksih  uprigbUyAaC 
walketh  acmrdtng  to  God's  revealed  Wih.  -It  is  alio  a^eat  l^ote  ot  Imc^ritf 
to  fpeak  as  a  Man  thinkcth^  cb  do  as  he  if^eakethn  and  to  fuit  Kames  tm  Thiqgii 
and  as  your  Parliament  hath  thought  to  fuic  with  this  Things  io  have  they  ob' 
(bred  to  your  H^hnefs  with  oiuch  Inttoritju  aad  victlOut  Jtf^y  odnr  Ra4)e&4 
living  to  your  .Good  and  Liberty  of  theTfatioos.

YOUR  Highnefi  the  1^  time  this  Committee  had  th^ltoaoar  to  watt  00  yoai 
feemed  to  be  of  Opinion,  that  it  was  not  neceiTary^  chat  you  flioukl  afiiuM 
the  Title  of  King  to  exerciie  IqgaHy  the  Office  and  l)uiy  of  fupreme  MagtftiMf 
tf  thefethree  Nations  i  becaufe  that  the  Title  of  Praieff9r  is  by  the  Authoriifs 
bf  Parliament  mode  the  Tide  of  the  chief  Magiftrate  would  4o  as  well  and  aiu 
IVrer  all  Ends  of  Government  as  £ully^  as  that  which  now  the  Parliament  doaa 
defire  and  advile  your  Highne^  to  uke  upon  you.:  but  to  e0e^  this,  ttthefr 
ail  the  Powers  and  Limitations  pf  a  ProteSor  muft  be  more  pardcularly  cnu- 
metated,  or  he  mud  under  the  Name  have  all  the  Authorities  with  a  Ki9g4 
as  a  King  has  by  theiLaw.    "Of  the  fifft  of  thefe  then  (as  thofe  learned  Om^* 
tfemen  that  have  ipokeii  before  have  fully  proved)  whatibever  is  oot  partt^ 
ciilarly  fpecificd,  tptProtdSor  is  k{t  cb  a&  arhicn»i]y,  or  a  ParlaaoKiK  muft  he 
cktied  io  iupply  every  new  difcovered  Defed,  his  f^wer  beiog  derived  only 
frotn  that  Authority  that  now  does,  or  hereafiber  fliall  coofii^ice  tbcoH  which: 
will  pro^e 'dangerous  and  inconvenient  both  to  himfelf,  and  the  People  i  andta 
ierdown  all  Authorities  and  Aboadasoes  which  are  requilite„  will  be  a  Work  of 
ib  much  Hme  and  DifBculty^  if  that  in  the  KatioD  only  it  feems  imprafticablen 
in  the  afting  it  will  be  inuch  more  fbuad  ib ;  if  the  leooixU  then  it  will  tvidendy  ap^' 
jpear,  if  the  difficulty  is  only  about  a  Name,  and  it  would  be  a  fad  Thing  indeed; 
that  any  *Di(agrcement  fliould  be  between  your  Highnefi  and  the  Parliaaienc-r .  ef*: 
pecially  when  the  Thing  dilSered  in,  as  the  fettling  of  our  Foundation,  and  the 
Thing  differed  jipon,  b  only  a  Name«  J  hope  t^  Unhaj^ioefi  wiU  be  ib  weU 
forefeeq,  as  never  to  run  into. 

Tour  Highnefi  was  pleafed  to  take  I^pdce^  that  if  the  Title  of  Pr$tiffor  were 
fettled  by  Parliament,  hardly  any  thing  could  be  db^&ed  againft  it  1  but  that  k 
ds  a  Tide  not  fo  long  known  to  thefe  Nations,  as  that  of  a  Xing^  which  is  a  grave 
and  weighty  Objedion,  iince  in  conftitutiog  of  Governments,  the  afaleft  and 
;fnoft  df ferving  Judges  are  tocapaUe  to  fee  thde  Diladvantag^s  and  Inconvenien* 
:des  which  Time  ax^i  Experience  do  render  evident,  which  may  be  a  ReafoQ^  if 
not  the  chief  one,  why  bur  Ancefton  would  never  alter  Kmglf  GovemoMiit, 
(hey  had  often  the  Power  to  do  it,  aad  were  f^iovoked  thereunto 
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tlf  BawbilwiietiN^tiri}  Goimtimenc  oftReir  Princes ;  chufing  rather  t(r  bound 
ibtt-Qfke  jptopmmaMf  tu  the  Evih  thejr  hfcn  defenred  in  it,  thw  to  eftabljlh 
mntm  Madek  of  tMv^iwn,  in  JBredHitg  ot  which  they  could  not  have  in  fome 
i(ge^.  lte:Bifeii«iartfa&y  hadofthat,  and  to  caft  off  an  Office  that  has  l>een 
Ibme  tamAtwA  of  Tetr8 1<  pmomg  and  fitting  for  the  Good  of  the  People,  to 
eftaUifli  mm  tlMir  has  been  but  newly  ktKiwn,  were^to  chink  ourlelves  wifcr  in 
iDe^Oa]^  ttttft'OUt  Fbrtfaihera  haTc  bemreyer  flnce  the  firft  eredting  ofKingJbip. 
It  has  been  an  unqueftionable  Prind)^e  that  the  Magif^rate  is  eftablifhed  for 
tinrlMm^.  and:ifoethe  Latvv  fer  the  Magiftfatr:  If  therefore  the  Title  of  Pro*: 
MirirftMld  be  the  Titte  of  ctie  ftpretne  Magiffrate^  we  Iftould  fit  the  Laws 
lochinir  ^^  hsQi^td- the  ILawt  y  winch  would  be  by  our  Pra£tice  to  contradid: 
«ir  Profeflidnii  aiad  pofllblf  wound  the  People's  Rights ;  bur  in  this  Point  there 
ktw  been  ib  mttch  hid^  and   that  fo  learnedly  b^thofe  worthy  Perfons,  who 
Im^e  fpoloen  before,  that  to  prove  the  NecefHty  of  your  Highnefs  afTuming  the 
Tii\e  of  King  J  and  Ihould  only  add  a  mentioning  of  thofe  many  Regions  thattht» 
BaritaiMne  of  tkree  Mtoioos  think  tt  neceffiry  you  ffaould  do  it,  which  is  evi- 
dent, by  cM9  infertifig  ie  amongft  eheft  three  Things,  which  they  efteem  fun.- 
^■nenui  as  tovthe  Settlement  r  Tea,  they  have  placed  at  the  Head  of  thofe  Fun-. 
dameRtats,  aitd-  lakl  ib  great  Strofles  on  ir,.  that  in  their  humble  Petition  and - 
iMvke^  ttaeydodam^  chat  if  it  be  not  accepted  of,  the  Whole  (halt  be  efteemed- 
nnH  and  void,  ^  tbaa  the  hfgheff  Nfeceifity  impofed  by  a  Parliament  will  have 
dw^beft  Ancepcance  y  yottr  Highneis  was*  pleaied  to  mention,  that  we  had  recent" 
Bspsimieno  w4iat  th»  (upreme  Magtftracy  of  the  Nation  might  be  well  carried 
in  wall  Bfiefta'  and  P^rpofes  under  another  Nkoie  and  Title  than  that  of  King^, 
mtc^  under  the  l^me  of  Miefers  eftbt Liberty  of  England;  and  under  the  Name . 
of  iPfWicfibr  Y  but  I  (ha})  humbly  befeech  your  HIgbnelS  to  Confider,  that  be- 
emie  that  wae  not  groonded  upon  the  old  known  Laws,  it  was  of  very  fhorc 
Bmmtioot  And  rile  fecond  forthe  (ame  Reafon,  the  Parliament  is  now  petition- 
ing aod  adiilng  your  Higthiefs  ro  alter,  fo  what  is   brought   as  Argumentit 
teupffwe,  wihat  yoor  Highnefs mentions^  pofflbly  tnay  rather  evince  the  contrary: 
Bsfidesy  Sflr,  it  is  GonfeSlen  on  all  Hknds,  that  thefe  two  Changes  fprung  from 
VkotfSnyx  mietefore  weie  nor,  neither  ought  to  be  of  longer  Continuance  than 
that  NicoeS^  wMcb  cauied  th<^ ;  and  this  is  the  great  and  real  Difference  be-

iftr    3\i  prove  that-thte^firft  of  thcfe  Chatt^i  the  Keepers  of  the  Liberty  ofEngr 
b^Mi\  ^^raa^only  an  aft  of^lfeceffity  and  not  of  Choice,  Ineed  but  mind  your 
Ifighneff-o^i^rifte'Maft^of  thc'RoI^^  fpak^  of,  the  ParHament  did . 

even  novKwan^;  ihM  after* tfcliAbfolutioh  of  King fhlpj  the  Parliament  were  nc- 
Mffiomd  icp^adMtfe  wfih-a  G?<^iHan-of  another  Niition,  What  the  Hollander  Iwd 
dsmv  wthiMhryaW,  they  were  ara  bis  what  to  da,  the  Pfovidence  ofGoci 
hnrir-fe  alleged  rhe  Teto)per  of  Officers  betwiSfen  that  Time,  and  this  prefent,  that 
iktaChai^&ipjpeaMt  befr,  beca*jfe  nccefiVry :  Bot  the  Parliament  efteems  the 
QiiDgp.nwri  defired  nceei&pfi  becaufe  bcft  s  nor  can  we  poSIbly  better  exprds 
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Our  Tbankfutnefs  for  the  Opportunity  which  now  God  hath  pot  into  wrHahchf 
than  to  Employ mcDt^  to  make  the  beft  and  laftingeft  Settlement ;  aJl  Tbingi: 
are  beft  which  are  found  beft  upon  Trial  ^  but  all  the  Changes  we  have  bem- 
undiir  of  late  were  upon  Belief,  not  Eacpcriment,  and  having  hadaaEffiiyaf  alU 
the  Parliament  have  found  that  above  all  Kingjhip  is  the  beft$  fo  that  by  the 
beft;  Judges,  and  by  the  beft  way  of  judging,  that  Form  of  Go'vemmenc  now 
prefenting  to  your  Highneia,  hath  the  preceding  in  the  Pcople'SfOi»nion^  and. 
therefore  is  hoped  you  will  have  it  in  yours. 

^Itmay  poffibly  be  fit  for  your  Highnefs's  Observation  that  the  beft  Breach* 
which  happened  among^  thofe  worthy  Perfona,  which  inft(ument«lly  carried  on 
our  Common  Caufe,  arife  from  the  taking  away  the  S'iile  und'^Ofice  of  King^  fo 
often  declared  for  and  engaged  to  be  maintained  by  the  Farlianirnt,  till  then  we* 
went  Hand  in  Hand,  and  took  fweet  Council  together ;  and  if  the  abolifhing 
thereof  caufed  fo  fad  a  Breach,  probably  theileflorattoo  of  it  may  make  it  up 
again.  •    • 

Your  Highnefewas  pleafed  to  fay,  you  aifumed  tbe'Oflice  ymx  now  bear  with 
no  better  Hope  than  to  ,  prevent  Mtfchief;  qucftionlefs  we  may.  expedl  better 
Fruits  from  the  fupreme  Magiftracy:  And  if  your  Highnefs,  *  who  is  every  way 
fo  wbrthy  of  that  Office,  had  no  better  Hopes  under  the  Title  PrcUifpr^  wfi 
mayjuftly  fubfcribe  it  not  .unto  yourfelf,  but  unto  the  Conftitution  of  Govern^ 
ment  you  a.fted  under,  and  therefore  your  Highnefi  do  aflume  the  fupreme  Ma? 
gift  racy  according  to  the  Lawsi :  We  ftiall  both  hope  and  believe  that  you  will 
not  only  prevent  ill,  Jbut  do  muoh  goocjt  the  beft  Govtroor  betog  grafted  upon 
the  beft  Government.     Your  Higbnefs  exprei&d  fome  Doubts,  that  the  Provi- 
dence of  God  hath  blafted  the  KingS  Office  in  the  Duft,  and  that  by  an  Ad  of 
Parliament  was  laid  aflde  :  But  I  humbly  hope  your  Highnefs  will  pardon  me, 
if  I  cannot  have  the  like  Apprehenfioo  ;  1  cannot  believe  if  that  Office  were 
blafted  by  the  Hand  of  God,  that  the  Parliament  would  advife   and  petitioa 
you  to  take  it  up.    Befides,  Sir,  Jhe  very  A&  which  firft  -caft  out  the  Kingly 
Office,  did  alio  caft  out  the  fuprenae  Magiftracy  in  any  fingle  Perfon :  Yea,  by 
way  of  Election,  or  otherwife  i  therefore  I  beg  your  Pardon,  if  I  cannot  think 
that  A  A  of  Parliament  can  be  interpreted  as  a  providential  Blading  of  that 
Office,  which  your  Highnefs  thought  necelfary  to  accept  of,  and  by  Virtue  of 
which  we  have  for  fome  Years  paft  enjoyed  Quiet  and  Prote&ion.     So  that  tf 
Kingjhip  be  blafted,  then   fupreme  Magiftracy  in  a  fingle  PtrfM  \a  as  nauoh, 
being  both  equally  declared  againft  at  the  fame  time,  and  in  the  fame  A&  ^ 
Parliament;  and  that  fince  your  Htghnefi  by  your  Adings  have*  evmced  yoa 
did  not  believe  tht  fupreme  Magiftracy  in  a  Jingle  Perf$n  was  blafted  by  Provi- 
dence, you  will  permit  us  to  believe  that  Kingpip  is  no  more  blafted  than  that 
the  fame  Authority,  and  the  fame  AGt  having  bkmifhed  (as  facasit  could)  both 
alike;  but  your  Highnefs  is  pleafed  to  fay,  King ft)ip  isxA&mxtdt  faff ^.    If  the 
Weight  of  the  Argument  do  reft  thereon,  your  Highnots  by  aoceptiog  the  Pe- 
tition and  Advice  of  the  Parliament  will  make  your  Argument  ai  ftrong  for 
King/hip  as  ever  it  was  againft  it,  and  it  is  hoped  your  Highnefi  wUI  not  dovbtt 
,but  what  one  fupreme  Authority  did  fuppreis,  another  may  ereft;  that  icemed 
^neceflary  then  in  the  Judgment  of  them  only,  then  they  knew  not  what  to  do 
qi^hen  they  had  erected  Kings,  and  we  (hall  be  in  the  like  Perplexity  if  now  you 
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*ctc|rttrt)t  ttftfA:  What  the  Lortg  t^atlitortmt  did  afttr  fo  Ittijg  a  War,  ttuft 
bttottfiiered  rath^  a4  Re'Mt  bf  Prorfdencc,  thah  th6  chfting  out  the  other. 
ThcElVateof  Pariiamfeht  mtift  be  cbhfidered  under  that  Notibh  aifo,  ihid  yet 
1  think  tbettr  art  few  that  cftcem  it  not  as  fit  to  refer  it  again  tinder  due 
<;^aIifiCatioii^  as  then  it  was  cftecmed  fit  not  to  allow  6f  it  tinder  khjr  \  if  alfb 
yoaY  Highhcfe^  Arguments  were  carrrcd  on  as  fat  as  thejr  tnight  be,  lap- 
tJtelTrtid  it  might  alfo  bring  it  in  queftfon,  that  the  Parliaments  were  blafted 
by  Providence  ;  for  whofcver  allows  not  the  diflblvingof  the  long  Parliaoicnt  t6 
be  under  that  Notioh,  will  hardly  find  a  good  Reaibn  for  its  Diffolutron  ;  but 
it  may  be  anfwered,  that  it  may  not  be  cafk  down  in  Rfcferencc  tofome  that  aibcd 
in  it,  who  were  fofpeftcd  to  have  a  Defign  'of  perpttuatittg  themfelves  in  that 
Authbfity,  which  wouM  have  tamed  what  fliould  have  been  our  Phyfick  into 
trar  Food.  Tt  which  I  humbly  anfwfcr,  had  that  bttfn  fo,  the  People  might  have 
had  rtfew  Writs  fent  unto  them  for  the  Election  of  their  ReprefentativeS,  whtl 
might  have  carried  on  the  pubfick  Afiaifs  of  the  Nation  by  a  new  Partiament  5 
but  it  fecms  thofe  Times  would  not  bear  it,  and  therefore  a  Ojnvention  of  fclcft 
Perforts  were  called,  unchoftn  by  the  People,  to  whom  ail  Powrt-  was  dcvohrcd, 
tind  who  had  even  a  Right  to  have  perpetuated  themfclves  by  calling  into  them- 
felves  from  Time  to  Time  whom  they  thought  fit :  fo  that  Parliaments  were  not 
for  that  Turn  crtly  laid  afide,  but  even  by  that  Conftitution  which  did  it,  went 
perpetually  excluaed  :  by  wHich  it  is  evident,  that  if  Kings  were  defaffo  blafted^ 
Parliaments  were  the  like ;  yea  much  more,  for  in  the  A£t  for  abolilhing  King- 
Jbip^  it  was  Treafon  in  fhofe  only  who  offered  to  reftore  it,  but  by  Confent  in 
Parliament;  but  in  that  Aflembly  there  was  no  fuch  Provifion  for  Parliaments 
tver,  as  hath  been  faid.  By  tiieir  Conftitution  Parliaments  'twere  excluded  ;  and 
to  evidence  how  much  Strefs  there  lies  barely  upon  a  legal  Name,  that  AlTcm* 
bly,  to  give  greatcV  Authority  to  their  Aftings,  ftiled  themfclves  a  Parliament,  as 
the  only  Name  the  Parliament  took  Notice  of;  as  the  fupreme  Authority  of  the 
Nation  which  polfibly  may  invite  your  Highn^fs  to  believe  that  godly  Men  and 
wife  Men  think  it  elTcntial  to  have  Titles  confonant  to  our  Laws :  And  there- 
fore, that  yonr  Highnefs  in  the  Eitercife  of  the  fupreme  Magiftracy  will  be  the 
tather  incited  to  affume  the  Title  Kingy  that  being  confonant,  and  that  only  be- 
ing confonant  to  the  Law,  I  think  alt  fober  Men  agree  of  that  Government ; 
but  for  the  particular  Form  thereof,  it  is  left  to  the  Wifdom  of  thofe  which  the 
People  chufe  to  reprelent  them,  to  fet  upon  fuch  a  Form  as  may  be  moft  fitted 
to  their  Genius^  and  likelieft  to  prove  their  Good  and  Quiet.  If  any  can  prove 
that  KingjUp  by  the  Word  of  God  is  unlawful,  or  thatPeopfe  have  not  Power 
jto  give  the  fdpitme  Magifitate  v^hat  Name  they  think  beft,  I  (hould  be  then 
•filentj  btrtfince  that  Power  is  unqueftiOnable  in  the  Rcprefentative  of  the  People, 
and  that  they  have  defired  your  Highnefs  to  govern  them  by  the  Title  of  King^ 
and  fince  alfo  nothing  can  be  objefted  as^inft  it,  and  both  Reafon  and  Cuftom 
pleads  for  it,  we  earneftty  hope  you  will  not  think  fit  to  deny  the  People  that 
which  is  but  their  Right,  and  f  beliei^e  it  was  not  yet  denied  by  any  lupremi 
Magtftrate  to  smy  People:  To  M^hich  may  be  addcfd,  that  if  the  Kingjbip  hk 
been  caft  but  by  muny  ^rbvldancfes,^  your  Highnefs's  accepting  it,  will  foew,  that 
itisreftored  atleafi  by  as  many  more  as  have  happened  in  Referehce  thereunto, 
from  its  Abfolutionto  its  Reftitution«

Vitji^i  By  ail  which  it  will  be  evident,  that  your  Acceptance  dteteof  cannot  dSkxsdr. 
goodMen«  but  by  their  efteeming  their  Obedience  to*  a  Gofpel* Ordinance,  aa 
Offence  which  1  hope  no  good  Men   will  or  can  da     I  (hall  alfo  humbly   be- 
^ech.yourH^hnefs  to  confidcr,  that  if  on.  the  one  fide  the  Aocepcaixre  of  (be 
Title  may  offend  fome  go#d  Men,  i^  on  the  other  fide,  the  Dectioiirg  it  will  give 
06fefice  to  the  Parliament,  where  all  good  Men  are  legally  and  at  once  only  xfy 
prefcnted.     The  Cafe  of  Ddvidj  when  hi&  Child  was  fick,  may  p9ffibly  parallel 
the  Caffi  of  fuch  good  Men  as  are  herein  un£uisficd$.  wbiloas  the  Child  wasfick^ 
be  was  very  earneii  with  the  Lord  for  the  reftoring  of  it  to  Healthy  but  God 
i^as  not  pleafed  fo  to   do,  and  the  Child  died;  his  Servants  being  of  another 
Principle  than  himfelf,  thus  reafooed,  if  his  Trouble  and  Grief  were  fo  greai^. 
^hiie   yet  the  Child   was  not  dead,  what  will  it  be  now  it  is  dead  ;,  but  David 
rjr^foned  thu9,.  while  there  was  Hope,  I  wreftled  with  God  *,  ,but  fince  his  WiU 
is  declared,  1  chearfuUy  fubmit  to  it.     I  hope,  as  fcrupuious  good  Men's  Cafes 
in  the  particular  o£ Kingfiip^  is  a  Pai^ble  in  the  Hittory,  fo  it. will  likewife 
prove  in  the  £venr.

IThinkjou  may  well  remember  what  the  liue  was  of  the  laft  Conference  1 
had  with  you,  and  what  the  Stick  wasthen,  I  confeis  I  took  Occafion  from 
the  Order  of  Parliament,  in  which  they  gave  you  Power  to  fpetik  wkh  me  about 
thefe  Things  that  were  in  the  Body  of  chat  laftronieift  and  Dcfire^  which  you 
have  been  pleafed  to  fpeak  with  me ;  but  that  I  might  confer  with  ydu  about 
thofe  Particulars,  and  might  receive  Satisfa&ioo  from  you  as  to  chem,  wheti^er 
a  good  Iflue  will  be  to  all  thefe  Affairs  or  no^  is  only  in  the  Hands  of  God,  th^ 
is  a  great  Secret,  and  Secrets  belor^  to  God,  and  Things  reveakd  to  us,  and 
fuch  Things  are  the  fub^ed  Matter  of  this  Inftrument  of  yourf«  and  are  as  far  aa 
they  may  have. relation  to  oiev  that  you  and  I  may  confider,  what  may  be  for 
publick  Good,  that  fo  they  may  receive  fuch  an  Impreflion  as  can  humanly  be 
given  to  them.  I  Ihould  be  well  underftood,  and  that  I  fay  the  former  Debated 
and  Conferences  «have  beenajpon  the  Title,  and  chat  reds  as  it  did,  feeing  tha^

BanquetingrHouie,  fo  I  may  fay  to  you,  that  are  aCommic^e,  a  very  con(ider<- 
able  Reprefentttion  of  them,  that  I  am  hugely  taken  with  the  Wofd  Setdement, 
with  the  Thingi  and  with  the  Notion  of  it  ;  I  think  he  is  not  worthy  to  live  in

ftnd  offend  no  good  Man  that  loves  the  Publlck  before  that  which  is  perfonaJ, 
truly  I  (hall  a  little  (hortly  recapitulate  to  you  what  my  Obfervations,  and  En- 
deavours and  Intereft  hath  been  to  this  end,  and  I  hope  no  Man  that  hath  been 
interefted   in  Tranfa£l:ions  all  along  will  blame  me,  if  I  fpeak  a  little  plainly  i 
and  he  Hull  have  no  caufe  to  blame  me,  bccaufe  I  will  take  myfelf  into  thk 
number  of  the  culpable  Perfons,  if  there  beany  fuch,  though  perhaps  apt  enougl^ 
oujc  of  the  Self- Love  I  have,  to  be  willing  to  be  innocent,  where  I  am  fo,  and 
yet  to  be  as  willing  to  take  my  Reproach,  if  any  Body  will  lay  it  upon  me 
where  I. am  culpable;  and  truly  I  have,  through  the  Providence  of  God,  endea- 
voured to  difcharge  a  poor  Duty,  having  had,  as  I  conceive,  a  clear  Call  to  the 
Station  I  have  aAcd  in  all  thefe  Affairs,  and  I  believe  very  many  are  fufficicntly 
fatisfied  in  that,  I  (hall  not  go  about  to  fay  any  thing  to  clear  it  to  you,  but  muft 
CKcrcife  myfelf  in  a  little  (hort  Chronology  to  come;  to  that  I  fay  is  really  all 
our  BuQnefs  at  this  time,  and  the  BuGnefs  of  this  Natibn  to  come  upon  clear 
Grounds;  and  to  confider  the  Providence  of  God,*  how  they  have  led  us  hither' 
unto.     After  it  pleafcd  God  to  put  an  end  to  the  War  of  this  Nation,  a  final. 
End,  which  was  done  at  Worcefter  in  the  Determination  and  Decifion  that  was' 
there  by  the  Hand  of  God,  for  other  War  we  have  had  none,  that  perhaps  dc- 
fcrves  the  Name  of  War,  fince  that  Time,  which  is  now  fix  Years  in  SipUm^ 
b^Tj  I  came  up  to  the  Parliament  that  then  was,  and  truly  I  found  the  Parlia- 
ment, as  I  thought,  very  difpofed,  to  put  a  good  IlTue  to  all  thofe  Tranfa£tions 
that  had  been  in  the  Nation,  and  I  rejoyced  at  it ;  and  though  I  had  not  been 
well  {killed  in  Parliamentary  Affairs,  having  been  near  ten  Years  in  the  Field, 
yet  in  my  poor  meafure  my  Defires  did  tend  to  fome  Iflue,  believing  vcrlly  that* 
all  the  Blood  that  had  been  (hed,  and  all  that  CMttemper  that  God  had  fuf-* 
fered  to  be  amongft   us,  and  in  fome  Senfe  God  hath  railed  amongft  us,  that 
furely  Fighting  was  not  the  End,  but  the  Means  that  had  an  End,  and  was  in 
order  to  fomewhat,  truly  it  was  then,  I  thought  Settlement,  that   is,  that  Men 
might  come  to  fome  Confiftencies,  and  to  that  End  I  did  endeavour  to  add  my 
Mice,  which  was  no  more  than  the  Interefts  of  any  one  Member  that  was  there, 
after  1  was  returned  again  to  that  Capacity,  and  I  did,  I  (hall  tell  you  no  Fable, 
but  the  Things  that  diverfe  Perfons  here  can  tell,  whether  I  fay  true  or  no  :  I 
did  endeavour.it,  I  would   make  the  bcft  Interpretation  of  this,  but  yet  this  is' 
Truth,  and  nothing  of  Difcovery   on   my  Part,  but  that  which   every  Body 
knows  to  be  true,  that  the  Parliament  having  done  thefe  mejnorable  Things,

Mcn,^  that,  had  thought  they  had  returned  their 
Lives,  ai)d  ba4,  lomp  ThpuglKs,  thait  they  hada^lititle  Ijnf^roft  tp  enquiiv  after 
ihefc  Things,  ^nd  die  rathei  becaufc  rraliy '  they  were  invttc4'Om.  upon  Princi- 
ples of  Hpnelly,  ConfciepcA  and  Keligion,  mr  fpiritual  Liberties,  as  many  as 
iifrouldcome,  \^bere  the  Caufe  was  a  little  dpufajF&li  thpre  was  a  Dcclar^tlpn  that 
Was  very  invitingi  ai^d.Men  did  come  in  uppa  that  Invitation,  and  did  thereby 
l|>ink  tl]en^felves  nottq  b^  mercenacy  Men,,  but.  Men  that  had  Waives  and  Chit- 
drcn.in.tbp  Ns^tion,  ^pd.thprefof^tpight  a. little,  look  afer  Satisfadion  in  what 
woulcl  be  the  Iffp;  of  the  QufiBj^ls,  and  when  thi$.

was  urged  then  another  Extreniiry.-,  ^hat  was  that?  Why  truly  then  it  was  fcc- 
ir^g  a  ParlianKnt  that  might,  not  be  perpetual,  the  Parliament  might  always  bo 
fitting,  and  to  that  end  there  was  a  Bill  framed,  tha^t  Parliaments  might  alwaya 
bp  fi^ttirjg^  tbsu  as  foon  as  one  Pai:lian>ent  went  out  of  thcjr  Place,,  anocher  might- 
leap  in,  and  when  we  faw.this,"  truly  we  thoughc  we  did  but  m^ke  a  Change  ia . 
Pretence,  and  did  not  Remedy  the  Thbg,  and  then  upon  that  waspurfued  wicb 
that  great  Heat,  I  dafe  fay  there  was  more  Progrcfs  in  it  in  a  Month,  than  wai 
With  the  like  B^fincis  ia  four,  tp  ha%n  it  to  an  Iflue,  that  foch  a  Parliament 
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inigkcf  br  bfiMght  in^  die}  Wdcdd  bring  (fie  StaCe  df  the  Nsitton  irit^  i  cdfftiiiuS^ 
SimDgic^  Pariiannleiit :  Wtf^id  think,  who  sre  pfUin  Men^  and  I  cftlntk  k  ^Hl; 
thitthac  bath  taen  according  to  the  foo(ifli  Proverb,  oat  of  the  Frying- PaH  ifilA 
the  Fire  ^  for  looking  at  the  Govctmntertf,  they  woufld  then  have,  it  Was  Obnf- 
monwrilth^sGoveroincnt?  Why  we  (honld  have  had  fine  Work  tHeri,  #eftou*l 
have  had  ar  Cemcll  of  Sit^se^  and  a  Fartkmenft  of  foot  hundred  Men,  e3i6cuting> 
arbioaiy  Govertiincbt  without  Interri^ilBoA^  faving  of  one  Company,  6ne  P^f* 
li^fMDC  fteppinginto  the  Seat  of  another,  whrle  they  left  them  warm,  thb  f^iNft 
Pay  ttM  onekftt,  the  othdr  was  ccyfeapifi  $  troly  I  dM  thfnk^  and  I  d&  thiriK^; 
however  fomc  arc  v^ry  mttoh  enaHifcxirei  wtf h  that  k-irtdctf  Government,  why  it 
was  DO  more  bttt  this;  thlatt  Committees  of  Parliament  Aobld  take  upon*  th&xf^ 
artd  being  inftead  of  the  Cotirta  at  IVeftn^nfter^  perhapt  ibm^  will'  think  there 
had  beea  no  Hurt  in  thaC  Arbiniirinefi  in  C6mmitciee$,  where  a*  Man  can 
ncitber  coaie  tA  prov^r  not*  defend,  t6f  to  know  his  Judges^  becaufe  ^ith 
zat  OBofort  of  Men^  that  ju(%e  hinfi  to-day,  and  another  fdrt^  of  ^ifcn  to-mot^ 
row ;  this  flioirid  have  been  the  Law  of  Englahdj  and  thus  (HbxM  haUt; 
bedi  the  way  of  judgbg  this  Nation  ;  a^  truly  I  thOi^t  th^t  that  Was  tiii 
ilL  way  of  jadging,  fori  may  fay  to  you  with  truth  to  that  afiter  it  J^lcafttf 
God  jW  poor  Army,  thftfc  pbor  contcrti^iWe  Men  came  up  hither,  it  wasfrf, 
an  Outcry  here  id  this  Place  to  fee  a  Caufe  here,  dciermiried  and  judged,  arid 
Committees  trt&eA'  to  fdDCh  MeA  frt)h»'rhi  eatrremeft  Parts  of  the  Nation  to  LoH" 
dsBy  to  attend  Committees  ta  detef  niine  al}  Things;  and  without  ari^  manner  of 
Satisfa&ion,  whether  a  Man  travel  nvM  fo  right  or  wrong  he  mbft  comic,  arid* 
he  ntuft  go  back  again  as  wife  as  hef  came,  this  truly  was  the  Cafe  and  our  Con^ 
dition^  and  truly  I  nmift  needs- fay,  take  aH  in  that  was  in  thd  Praiftices,  I  an! 
forry  to  tell  the  Scory  of  it,  though  tbbv  was  indeed  fome  Neceffity  of  the  Bt^ 
finefs,  a  NecefSty  of  ibme  Commitfeete  to  look  to  Indemnity,  but  no  Neceflity  df 
Committees  inftead  of  Courts  of  Juitkre,  but  it  was  fo,  and  this^  was  the  Cafcr 
ofthePeoplcofEsff/tfifi/ at  that  Time:  And  that  the  Parliament  aflumtng  t* 
icidf  the  A^uthorky  ofl  the  three  Blhtes  that  were  before,  it  was  £o  afluming  that 
Authority,  and  if  any  Man  woold  hiave  C6me  and  latd,  what  are  the^  Rules  you 
jiK^  by  ?  Why^  wc  have  none,  but  we  are  Supreme  in  LegiOature,  and  in 
Judkatnre,  this  was  the  State  of  the  Caie,  and  I  thooghr,  and  we  thought,  and 
I  think  fo  ftilU  thac  this,  was  a  pitiflji  Remedy,  and  it  will  be  fd  while  and  whenfo^ 
ever  a  Legifiaei ve  it  perpetually  exercifed,  when  the  Legtflative  and  the'execu^ti vc 
Ppwer&are  always  th^  fame,and  truly  I  think  the  Legiflaturc  would  be  almoftasweJI 
in  the  four  CoCrts  of  Weftminjler'  Hall,  and  if  they  could  make  Laws  and  J  ddgt  i 
too^you  would  have  excellent  Laws,  and  theLawyers  would  be  able  to  give  excel* 
IcstCoiinfel,andfo  it  was  the^:  This  was^ourCohdition  without  Scruple  and  Doubt, 
and  I  fhaH  fay.  no  more  to  if,  bur  truly  it  wa$  offered  then  truly  and  honcftly  i 
and  dcfire,  and  beg  that  we  might  have  a  Scitlcnienr,  and  that  now  is  ht^re, 
that  is  propofed  a  Settlement :  It  was  defied  then,  it  was  offered  and  dcfired  that 
the  Parliament  would  be  pleafed  either  of  their  own  Numbei*,  or  any  elfe  to 
chuft  a  certain  Number  of  Men  to  fettle  the  Nation,  this  is  Unfettlcmcnt,  this 
is  Confufion  :  For  give  me  leave,  if  any  Body  now  have  the  Face  to  fay,  and  I 
wonid  die  upon  this,  if  any  Man  in  England  have  the  Impudence  or  the  Face 
to  fay,  that  the  Exceptions  of  the  Parliament  was  the  Fear'  of  their  hafty  throw^ 
ingoif  the  Liberties  of  the  People  of  God,  and  the  Nation  into  a  bare  Reprcfenta- 
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tive  of  the  People,  which  was  then  the  Bulinefs  we  oppolcd,  if.dny  Nf an  hare 
the  Face  to  fay  it  now,  that  did  then,  or .  I  will  fay  more,  ought  then  to  judge 
it  had  been  a  confounding  of  the  whole  Caufc,  that  we  had  fought  for,  wfaicb 
was,  I  would  look  upon  that  Man's  Face,  I  would  be  glad  to  fee  fuch  a  Man, 
I  do  not  fay  there  is  any  fuch  here,  but  if  any  fuch  fbo^ld  come  to  me,  fee  if  I 
would  not  look  upon  him,  and  tell  him  he  is  an  Hypocrite.  I  dare  fay  it,  and 
I  dare  to  die  for  it,  knowing  the  Spirit  that  hath  been  in  fome  Men  to  xne  \ 
they  come  and  tell  me  they  do  not  like  my  being  Prott^ikr.  Why  do  you  not  ? 
Why  ?  becaufe  you  will  exercifc  arbitrary  Government :  Why  what. would  you 
have  me  to  do  ?  Pray,  turn  Gentlemen  all  again,  and  we  will  like  you  exceed* 
ing  well,  I  was  a  Child  in  its  fwadling  Cbuts,  I  cannot  tran/grels  by  the  Go^ 
vernment,  I  cannot  do  ^ny  thing  but  in  Ordinatipn  with  the  Council,  they  feared 
arbitrary  Government  by  me  upon  that  Account  \  but  if  returned  to  be  General, 
then  they  were  not  afraid  of  arbitrary  Government.  Such  as  thefe  are,  fuch 
Hypocrifics  as  thefc  are,  fliould  they  enter  into  the  Heart  of  any  Man  that  hath 
any  Truth  or  Honcfty  in  him  ?  and  truly  that  is  our  Cafe,  and  finding  our  Cafe 
to  be  thus,  we  did  prefs  the  Parliament,  as  I  told  you,  that  they  would  be 
plcafcd  to  felcd  fomc  worthy  Perfons,  that  had  Joved  this  Caufe  and  the  Liber- 
ties of  England^  and  the  Intercft  of  it  \  and  we  told  them,  we  could  acquiefce 
and  lie  at  their  Feet ;  but  to  be  thrown  into  Parliaments,  that  (hould  fit  per- 
pertually,  though  but  for  three  Years,  they  had  the  Experience  of. 

.The  Experience  of  which  many  remain  to  this  Day,  to  give  Satisfadion  to 
honeft  and  fober  Men  ;  why  truly  we  thought  it  might  fatisfy,  but  it  did  not ; 
and  therefore  we  did  think,  that  it  was  the  gr^ateft  of  Pangers  to  be  overwhelmed 
and  brought  under  a  Slavery  by  our  own  Confcnt,  and  Iniquity. to  become  a 
Law  :  And  there  was  our  Ground,  we  afited  upon  at  that.Timc  j  and  truly  they 
had  perfeded  the  Bill  for  perpetuating  of  Parliaments  tOithe  laft.  Cla^  and 
were  rcfolvcd  to  pafs  it  as  a  Bill  in  Paper,  rather  than  comply  ^ith  any.Exp^ 
dient :  If  your  own  Experience  add  any  thing  to  you  in  this,  in  this  Point,, 
whether  or  no  in  Cafes  civil  and  criminal,  if  a  Parliament  Qiould  afllime  an  ab- 
folute  Power,  without  any  Controul,  to  determine  the  Interefts  of  Men  in  Pro- 
perty and  Liberty  ;  whether  or  no  this  be  defirable  \n  a  Na^ign :  if  you  have 
any  Scnfe,  as  I  b:;lieve  you  have,  you  have  more  than  I  have.  I  believe  you' 
will  take  it  for  a  Mercy,  that  that  did  not  befall  England  ai  that  Time,  and  that 
is.  all  I  will  fay  of  it.  Truly  I  will  now  come  and  tell  you  a  Story  of  my  own 
Wcakncfs  and  Folly,  and  yet  it  was  done  in  my  Simplicity,  I  dare  avow  it  was  ; 
and  though  fome  of  my  Companions,  and  truly  this  is  a  Story,  that  would  not 
be  recorded  a  Story,  that  would  not  be  told,  but  when  good  Ufe  may  be  made 
of  it,  I  fiy  ic  was  thought  then,  that  .Men  of  our  Judgment,  that  had  fought 
in  the  Wars,  and  were  all  of  a  Piece  upon  that  Account  j  why  furcly  thefe  Men 
will  hit  it,  and  them  Men  will  do  it  to  the  Purpofe,  whatever  can  be  dtfired, 
truly  we  did  think,  and  I  did  think  fo,  the  more  to  blame  of^  and  fuch  a  Com- 
pany of  Men  were  chofc  and  did  proceed  in  Adion,  and  truly  this  was  the  na- 
ked Truth,  that  the  Iflue  was  not  anfwerable  to  the  Simplicity  and  Honefty  of 
the  Dcfign  \  what  the  Iffue  of  that  Meeting  would  have  been,  and  was  feared, 
upon  which  the  fobcr  Men  of  that  Meeting  did  withdrav^,  and  came  and.  re* 
turned  my  Powtr  as  far  a§  they  could,  .they  did  adlually  the  greater  Part  of  them 
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itm^mf6milfknii^Jpfof^  tnd  believing,  that  the  Iflue  of  that  Meeting/ 
^R^Mld^have  been  the  Slibverlion  of  your  Laws,  and  of  all  the  Liberties  of  this 
Natioo,  the  Deftruftion  of  the  Minifters  of  this  Nation.  In  a  Word,  the  Con- 
fufion  of  all  things  ;  and  inftead  of  Order,  to  let  up  the  judicial  Law  of  Mofes, 
in  Abrogation  of  all  our  Admihiftrations,  to  have  been  adminiftered  the  jildicial 
Law  of  Mo f €9 J  frobic  fc?  niitic^  according  to  the  Wildom  of  any  Man,  that 
would  have  interpreted  the  Text,  this  way  or  that  way  ;  and  if  you  do  not  be- 
lieve that  th^y  were  lent  Homie  by  the  major  Part,  who  were  judicious,*  and  fo- 
ber,  and  learned,  the  worll  upon  this  Account,  and  with  my  Gonfcnt,  alfo  i 
pane  fofty  you  will  believe  nothing  ;  for  the  Perfons  that  lead  in  the  Meeting 
were  Mr.  Feake  and  his  Meeting  in  Black-Friers^  Majof  General  Hatrifori^  and 
thofc  that  aflbcrated  with  him,  at  one  Mr.  Squibbh  Houfe,aTid  there  were  all  the 
Kefblucions  taken,"  that  were  adlird  in  that  Houfe  Day  by  Day,  and  this  was  fo 
defaSfPy  1  know  it  to  be  true ;  and  that  this  muft  be  the  Produft  of  ir,  I  do  but 
appeal  to  that  Book,  I  told  you  of  the  other  Day,  that  all  Majgtftracy  and  Mi^ 
Diftery  is  Antichriftian,  and  therefore  all  thefe  things  ought  to  be  abolilhed, 
which  we  are  certain  muft  have  been  the  Iflue  of  that  Meeting,  fo  that  you  have 
been  delivtrcd,  if  I  think  right,  from  two  Evils  ;  the  ope  Evil,  a  fccular  Evil '; 
that  would  huve  fwallowcd  up  all  religious  and  civil  Intercft,  and  made  us  undeir 
the  horridc^ft  Arbitrarincfi  that  ever  was  exercifcd  in  the  World  •,  that  we  might 
have  had  five  or  fix*  Hundred  Friends,  with  their  Friends,  to  have  had  a  Judg^ 
roent  of  all  Caufes,  and  to  have  judged  without  a  Rule,  thinking  that  the  Power 
that  fwallowed  up  all  the  other  lawful  Powers 'in  the  Nation,  hath  all  the  Power 
that  ever  they  had,  both  a  Legiflative  arid  Judiciiary,  I  fay  that  which  fwallows 
both  the  civil  artd  religious  Intereft.  And  the'  other  merely  under  a  fpiritual 
Intercft,  bad  fwallowed  up  again  in  another  Extreme  all  our  civil  and  rdigkius 
Intereft,  and  had  tnade  our  Miniftry,  and  all  the  Things  we  are  beholding  to 
God  for :  Truly  we  think  we  ought  to  value  this  Intereft  above  all  Interefts  In 
the  World,  but  if  this  latter  had  not  been  as  fure  deftroyed  as  the  former,  1  un- 
derftand  nothing  5  and  having  told  you  thefe  two  Things,  truly  I  muft  needs 
fiy,  it  makes  me  in  Love  with  this  Paper,  and  with  all  Things  in  it,  and  with 
thefe  Ad.itions,  that  I  have  to  tender  to  you,  and  with  Setdement  above  all 
•^'Things  in  the  World,  except  that  where  I  left  you  the  laft  Time ;  and  for  that 
I  think  we  have  debated  :  I  have  heard  your  Mind,  and  you  have  heard  mine ; 
I  have  tolJ  you  my  Heart  and  my  Judgment,  and  the  L*ord  bring  forth  his  own 
Iflue  ;  I  think  we  are  now  to  confider,  not  what  we  are  on  the  Foot,  and  of  the 
Government  that  called  this  Parliament,  which  •till  there  be  an  End  put  to  ir,  is 
that  that  hath  Exiftcnce  \  and  I  (hall  lay  nothing' to  that,  if  th^t  accofnpliiTieth 
the  End  of  our  fighting,  and  all  thofe  blefled  and  gofod  Ends  that  we  ftiould 
aim  at  \  if  it  do,  I  would  we  might  have  that,-  and  remain  where  we  are ;  if  it 
doth  nor,  I  would  we  might  have  that  which  is  better,  which  truly  I  now  come 
out  of  myfcif  to  tell  you,  that  as  to  theSubftance  and  Body  of  your  Inftrument, 
I  do  look  upon  ir,  as  having  Things  in  it,  (if  I  mav  fpeak  freely  and  plainly)  I 
may,  and  we  all  may,  I  fay  the  Things  that  are  provided  for  in  this  Govern- 
roenr,  have  the  Liberties  of  the  People  of  God,  fa  as  thty  never  hsrti  ic^,  and  He 
muft  be  a  pitiful  Man  that  thinks  the  People  of  God  ever  had  that  Liberty,  ef- 
cfaer  dcjaaoy  ordejure^  that  is  to  fay,  dejurCy  from  God  i  I  think,  they  have

Aim  of  it,  it  is  hot  clearly  ezpreil  there  as  1. think  you  .will  be  able  to  judge 
)vhether  it  be  or  no.  ,  •     '      . 

In  the  7th  Ardcle,  that  which  concerns  the  Revenue,  that  is  the  Revenue 
that  you  have  appointed  to  the  Government,  in  which  you  have  diftributed  Three 
Hundred  Thoufand  Pounds  of  it  to  the  Maintainance  of  the  Qvil  Autbortty, 
One  Million  to  be  diftributed  to  the  Maintenance  of  your  Forces  by  Sea  and 
Land,  you  have  indeed  faid  it  in  your  Inftrument,  and  we  cannot  doubt  of  it, 
but  yet.  you  have  not  made.it  certain,  .nor.  yet  thc^e  temporary  Supplies  which 
are  intended  for  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  the  Nations.  .  It  is  dcTired  that  you  will 
take  it. into  your  Thoughts,  and  make  both  thpfp  certain,  both  as  to  the  Sum 
and  Time,  that  thofe  Supplies  Ihall  be  continued,  and  truly  I  hope  I  do  not 
curry  Favour  with  you  ;  but  it  is  defired,  and  I  may  very  reafonably  defire;  it, 
fhat  thefe  Monies  whatever  they  are,  that  they  may  not,  it  God  (ball  bring  mc 
to  any  Intcreft  in  this  BuGnefi,  which  lieth  in  his  own  Po)¥er,  that  thefe  Monies 
may  not  be  iflued  out,  by  the  Authority  of  the  Chief  Magiftrate,  biit  by  tho 
Advice  of  his  Council,  feeing  you  have  in  your  Inftrument  made  a  Co^ordina* 
tion  in  general  Terms,  that  this  might  be  a  referved  Things  that  the  Monies 
might  not  be  diftributed  ;  it  will  be  a  Safety  to  whomfoever  is  your  fupreme^ 
Magiftrate,  as  well  as  Security  to  the '  Public,  that  the  Monies  might.be  ifluedt 
out  by  the  Advice  of  the  Cpuncil,  a^d  that  the  Treafurd's  that  receive  this 
Money,  may  be  accountable  every  l^arliament,  within  a  certain  Tithe  limited 
by  your  felves,  every  new  Parliament,  the  Trcaftirer  may  be  accountable  to.the 
Parliament,  for  the  difpofingof  the  Treafury,' and  jthcre  is  mentioti  made  of 
the  Judges  in  the  9th  Article.  It  is  mentioned,  .tha(  the  Officers  of  State,  and 
the  Judges  are  to  be  chofen  by  the  Approbation  of  the  Parliament ;  if  there  be 
no  Parliament  fctting,  if  there  be  never  fo  great  a  Lofs  of  Judges^  it  canootbe  fuppHed^ 
and  whether  you  do  not  intend,  that  it  Ihouid  be  by  the  Qioice  with  theConfentof  the 
Council,  in  the  Intervals  of  Parliament  to  be  afterwards  approved  by  Parliament, 

The  Twelfth  Article  relates  to  feverai  Qualifications,  that  Perfons  muft  be 

Sualified  with,  that  are  put  into  Places  ojf  public  Office  and  Tjruft  ;  now  if  Men 
lall  ftep  into  public  Places  and  Truft,  that  are  not  fo  qualified  they  may  exe* 
cute  it.  An  Office  of  Truft  is  a  very  large  Word,  it  goeth  to  almoft  a  Con- 
ftablc,  if  not  altogether,  it  gpeth  far  \  now  if  any  ihall  come,  that  arc  not  fo 
qualified,  they  certainly  do  commit  a  Breach  upon  your  Rule$  and  whether  you 
will  not  think  in  this  Cafe,  that  if  any  ftiall  take  upon  them  an  Office  of  Triift, 
that  a  Penalty  fhall  be  put  upon  them  where  he  is  excepted,  by  the  general 
Rule,  whether  you  will  not  think  it  fit  in  that  cefped):  to  deter  Men  from  ac- 
cepting of  Offices  and  Places  of  Truft  contrary  to  that  Article,  the  next  is 
fetched  in  fomc  Refpcfls,  I  may  fay,  by  Head  and  Shoulders,  in  your  Inftru*- 
ment  \  yet  in  ibme  Refpeds  it  hath  Affinity  with  it,  I  may  fay  I  think  is  within 
your  Order  upon  this  Account,  I  am  fure  of  it,  there  is  a  Mention  in  the  laft 
P;irts  of  your  Inftrument,  of  your  Purpofc  .to  do  many  good  Things,  I  ann  con* . 
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not  like  the  Gemleman  that  made  bis  laft  Will^  and  fee  down  a  gre^t  Number 
of  the  Names  of  Men,  that  (hould  receive  Benefit  by  him,  and  there  was  no 
Sum  at  the  latter  End.  I  am  confident,  you  are  reiblved  to  deal  effeAually  in 
the  Thing  at  the  latter  End ;  and  I  (hould  wrong  my  .own  Q)nfidence,  if  I 
fliould  think  otherwife :  I  hope  you  will  think  fifxccrclyt  as  before  God,  that 
the  Laws  may  be  regulated-,  I  liope  you  will.  We  have  beenr often  talking  of 
them,  and  I  remembered  well  at  the  old  Parliament,  that  we  were  three  Months, 
and  could  not  get  over  the  Word  Incumbrances^  and  then  we  thought  there  was 
little  Hope  of  regulating  of  the  Law,  when  there  was  fuch  a  Difficulty  as  that, 
buc  furcly  the  Laws  need  be  regulated,  and  I  /nuft  needs  fay,  I  think  it  is  a  Sa- 
crifice acceptable  to  God  upon  many  Accounts ;  and  I.  am  perfwaded,  it  is  one 
Thing  that  God  looks  for,  and  would  have.  I  confefs,  if  any  Man  would  aik 
me,  why,  how  would  you  have  it  done  ?  I  confefs  I  do  not  know  how  %  but  I 
think  verily  at  the  leaft,  the  Delays  in  Suits,  and  the  Exceflivenefs  in  Fees,  and 
the  Colllinefs  of  Suits,  and  thofe  various  things,  that  I  do  not  know  what  Names 
they  bear, .  I  heard  talk  of  Demurrers  and  fuch  like  Things  which  I  fcarcc 
know  \  but  I  fay  certainly,  that  the  People  are  greatly  fuffering  in  this  Refped, 
they  are  fo  •,  and  truly,  if  all  this  whole  BuGnefs  of  Settlement,  whatfoever  the 
KTue  of  It  Ihall  be,  it  comes,  as  I  am  perfwaded  that  it  doth,  as  a  thing  that 
would  pleafe  God  by  a  Sacrifice  in,  or  rather  as  an  Exprefliion  of  our  Thankful* 
nefs  to  God :  I  am  perfwaded,  that  this  will  be  one  Thing  that  will  be  upon 
your  Hearts,  to  do  fomething  that  is  honourable  and  eflftdual  in  it,  that  trdly  I 
fay,  that  it  is  not  in  your  Inftninoent,  in  fomewhat  that  relates  to  the  Reforma- 
tion of  Manners  }  you  will  pardon  me,  my  Fellow  Soldiers,  that  were  railed  up 
upon  that  jull  Occafion  of  the  Infiirre^ion,  not  only  to  fecure  the  Peace  of  tho 
Nation,  but  to  fee  that  Perfons  that  were  leaft  likely,  to  help  on  Peace  or  con- 
tinue it,  but  rather  to  break  \  difiblute  and  loofe  Perfons,  that  can  go  up  and 
-down  from  Houfe  to  Houfe,  aini  they  are  Gentlemens  Sons  that  have  nothing  to 
live  on,  and  cannot  be  fupplied  to  live  to  the  Profit  of  the  Commonwisalth, 
which  I  think  had  a  good  Coorfe  taken  with  them,  and  I  think  that  which  was 
done  to  them  was  honourably,  and  honeftly,  and  profitably  done  \  and  for  my 
own  I^art,  I  mud  needs  fay,  it  (hewed  the  Diflblutenels  which  was  then  in  the 
Nation,  as  indeed  it  fprings  moft  from  that  Part  of  the  Cavaliers,  Ihould  that 
Party  run  on,  and  no  Care  be  taken  to  reform  the  Nation,  to  prevent  perhaps 
Abufes  that  will  not  fall  under  this  Confideration  \  we  can  fend  our  Children 
into  France^  before  they  know  God  or  good  Manners,  and  return  with 
all  the  Licentiouiheft  of  that  Nation ;  neither  Care  taken  to  educa(:e  them 
before  they  go,  nor  to  keep  them  in  good  Order,  when  they  come  Home  *, 
indeed  this  makes  the  Nation  not  only  commit  thofe  abominable  Things, 
moft  inhuman  Things  amongft  us,  but  hardens  Men  to  juftify  thofe  Things  \ 
as  the  Apoftle  iaith,  not  only  to  do  wickedly  tbemfelves,  but  take  Plea- 
fure  in  them  that  do  lb ;  aod  truly,  if  fomething  be  not  done  in  this  kind, 
without  fparing  that  Condition  of  Men,  without  (paring  Mens  Sons,  though  they 
be.Noblemens  Sons  ;  let  them  be  who  they  will  is  deboift,  it.  is  for  the  Glory 
of  God,  that  nothing  of  outward  Confideration  (hould  fave  them  in  their  De- 
bauchery, from  a  juft  Puni(hmeat  and  Reformation  ;  and  truly,  I  muft  needs 
fay  it,  I  wodd  as  much  blefs  God  to  fee  (bmething  done,  as  to  that  heartily. 
Vol.  III.  Z  upoa 
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upon  this  Acooan^  not  6nly  to  thofe  Perfons  mentioned,  but  to  all  tfaeN9tioi\j  fliAC 
fome  Coot^  Height  be  taken  for  RefomMion,  that  theri  m ig^t  be  fomfc  Stop  put  to 
fach  a  Current  rf  Wickedncfi  and  Eiffl  as  that  n\  and  truly,' to  d6'  it  hcartilv,  and 
nobly,  and  iivorthily :  The  Nobility  of  this  Nation  efpeciaify,  ahd  the  Gentry 
will  have  caufe  t^  blefs  yeu,  and  mcewife  that  fome'Care  might  be  taken,  that 
chofe  good  Laws  already  made  for  the  punifbin^  Vice,  may  t>e  elfcAuaHy  put 
in  Exfcation.  'This  mim  I  needs  fiiy  oT  our  Major-Generals  that  dp  you  Ser-

■  ppgn  as  Anticbrijlian ;  the  Laws  were  pretended  to  be  Chargeable,  Dilatory 
and  Anticbrijlian  \  the  equitable  Ssnfc  of  Laws  and  Scripture  ofthcir  own  frara- 

.  ing  and  picking  out,  were  more  (as  they  faid)to  be  efteemed,  than  the  better  or 
learned  Interpretations  of  them:  The  inward  Spirit  and  Intentions  of  Men  were 
to  be  the  Rule  of  "all  our  Juliice  and  Adlions:  Old  Cuftoms  and  Conftitutions 
were  to  pais  away,  and  be  laid  by,  and  the  new  Inventions  and  Notions  a(5ted 
(as  they  foolifbly  imagined)  by  a  more  Divine  Lights  were  to  take  Place,  and 
rule  in  the^ftead  of  them.  In  order  whereunto,  the  common  People  were  taughc 
jn  all  their  Difcourfes,  to  make  that  which  before  they  had  taken  fo  much  Care 
of,  to  be  as  a  By- word  or  Reproach;  the  Law  itfelf  mud  be  called  a  Cheat  % 
and  the  Lawyers,  whom  the  Keatl^  could  (tile  *  SacerdoUSi  Jufiiiia^  .and  our 
Chriftian  Fore-fathers,  Laudabile  genus  bminum  qui  in  Campo  Jujiiiiie  iMquam 
Jtbleta  militant  J  fo  hated  and  threatened,  (except  at  fuch  Times  as  they  had 
need  of  them)  as  it  was  fome  Danger  to  wear  a  Gown  }  and  one  of  their  mighty 
Mechanick  Commanders  threatened  to  pull  offcbeir  Gowns,,  and  ha^g  them  up 
in  fFefiminfter-Hall  among  the  Scotch  Colours.  The  Judges  were  many  times 
threatened  to  be  pulled  out  of  the  Courts  and  from  their  Tribunals  >  the  Inns 
ef  Court y  the  Nurferis's  of  the  Law,  dcfigned  to  be  turned  into  Brew-boufes^^ 
Tenements  orGarifons,  and  Places  for  quarterinj^  of  their  Rahbi  Red^coat  SoU 
d'ers.  That  which  was  in  our  Law-Books  of  French  or  l,ati»,  muft  be  tran* 
flated,  and  the  Writs,  Procefs  and  Pleadings  put  into  Englijb  %.  and  they '  knew 
f)Ot^  right  Reafon,  the  Original  and  Foundauon  of  all  Laws,  nor  the  Way  or 
Method  of  ir,  would  like  no  Law  further  than  their  vulgar  and  ll|alIow  Under* 
(landings  could  come  up  unto  it :  And  where  thev  might  or  could  reach  it,  found 
it  to  be  no  Lois  unto  themielyes  to  pull  down  old  Laws  and  Coottitutions,  to  the 
end  they  might  be  Gainers  Sy  the  Invention  of  fettic^  up  new.  Every  Thing 
but  themfelves  were  Grievances :  The  Moral  and  Judicial  Laws  of  Aiojks^  were 
commended  and  defired  to  be  introduced  bv  fome,  and  thoie  of  HcJUnd  and 
Scotland  by  others,  that  Parliament  not  long  before  as  much  adored  by  a  fadious 
and  rebellious  Part  of  the  People,  as  the  Rebel  Ifraelites  dkl  their  Golden-Calf  \ 
^hen  nothing  but  the  Parliament  was  to  be  the  Standard  of  their  Religion  and, 
Conicicnce ;  now  feemed  unto  them  not  to  be  well  conftituted,  or  in  equal 
Frame  or  Balance,  but  would  be  much  better,  if  the  Venetitm  Balloting-Box 
were  call  in  amongft  them,  the  Miliury  Officers  and  Commanders,  many  of 
whom  could  not  read  Englijb^  and  worfe  write  it,  bufying  themfelves  in  read* 
ing  Uvy  and  Plutarch^  and  other  Heathen  Authors  tranflated  into  Englijh  \  and 
iiot  well  obferving  the  many  Mutinies,  Seditions,  dangerous  and  troubleibme  Al- 
terations and  Changes,  which  |he  People  oi  Athens  and  Rome  had  ladly  experi* 
mented  and  dearly  paid  for^  and  how  thofe  levelling  Humours  by  Neceflity  as 
well  as  Fate  fell  afterwards  into  the  better  Sute  and  Condition  of  Monarchy, 
ihought  nothbg  fo  good  and  profitable  for  the  Good  of  the  People  and  of  diem- 
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&lm  (tnom  specially)  then  to  advance  and  increafe  ^tChangts  of  Govern- 
nicnc,  which  was  moft  commonly  call  into  a  Frame  and  Defign  of  their  own 
Interefts.     Every  common  Soldier  thought  himfelf  as  wife  and  as  fit  to  frame 
a  Commonwealth  as  Lycurgus  or  Sohn  i  and  pretended  that  their  BujQnefs  was 
not  only  to  fight,  hvx  to  }x  Legi^iors  sind  Superintendents  of  our  Vatlhtnents 
as  well  as  Laws  ;  they  were  to  bind  and  limit  them  to  (their  filly  as  well  as 
knavijb)  Contrivances.     The  Lands  of  the  Crown,  Church  and  Loyal  Party, 
were  to  be  a  Part  of  their  Land  of  Canaan  :  And  they  were  to  make  what  fur- 
sher  Progrefs  diey  could  in  the  altering  of  Laws  and  Cuftoms,  hitherto,  and 
through  many  Ages,  fo  very  much  approved:  Put  down  the  old  Offices  and 
Employments,  and  ereft  new ;  and  the  Citizens  and  Men  of  Trade  finding 
Fault  with  all  but  the  multiplied  Deceits  and  Knaveries  of  their  own  Trades  ^ 
which,  with  the  adulterating  and  eohauncing  of  all  Manufadqres  and  Commo- 
dities, have  not  only  loft  dnd  fpoiled  our  Trade  in  foreign  Parts,  but  do  by  the 
Connivance  of  their  Cbmpanies  or  Myfterics,  and  for  want  of  a  due  Etecution 
of  Laws,  and  Regulations  of  Falfhoods,  yearly  cozen  and  cheat  the  People  at 
Home,  as  much  as  amounts  to  fbme  Millions  of  Sterling  Money,  or  a  great 
deal  more  than  doubles  our  Taxes,  and  not  underftanding  the  right  Rcafoh,  juft 
Ends  and  Intentions  of  our  Laws,  nor  diftinguifhing  betwixt  the  right  Ufe  and 
AbufeofLaws,  of  the  which  only  the  rwrniarf  Part  of  the  People  are  guilty^ 
neither  contented  to  have  gained  fo  much  as  they  had  done  by  the  Law  and  its 
Refidence  at  Lmdmi^  could  not  be  fatisfied  unlefs  they  could  pull  it  all  in  Pieces, 
and  make  a  Merchandize  of  it ;  and  believed  a  Citizen  in  a  C^mmiliee  by  the 
Study  and  Help  o(k  Diurnal j  being  theTirW^rto  thegreateft  of  all  Rebellions,' 
to  be  as  grand  a  State/man  as  the  late  Lord  Burleigh^  or  as  if  he  had  been  bound 
Apprentice  to  Sohmon^  and  ferved  mit  his  Time  in  the  compiling  of  his  Pro- 
verbs :  And  theh*  mnltiplying  coftly  Orders  at  Six  Shillings  and  Eight  Pence,  cr 
Ten  Shillings  a  Piece  for  a  few  Linea!^  to  be  a8£;reat  a  Blefling  and  refrefliing  to 
the  People,  as  the  Land  of  Promise  was  to  thole  that  had  endured  a  forty  Years 
tedious  J  ourney  through  the  Wildemefs  \  and  when  as  t0o  many  of  themfelves 
were,  and  are  by  their  Tricks  of  Trade,  the  grand  and  lupcrlarivc  Grievances 
of  the  Kingdom,  could  at  the  lame  time  raife  their /alfe  and  groundlefs  Clamours 
and  Scandals  againft  the  King,  the  Church,  and  the  Laws ;  becaufe  he  would 
hot  quit  his  Regalities,  and  fuFer  a  rebellious  and  prevailing  Part  of  the  People 
io  enflave  the  Refidue ;  tho*  our  Religion  and  Laws  did  forbid  it.     In  the 
midft  of  which  Frenzies,  whilft  the  Tradefinen  did  drive  on  the  Soldiers,  many 
of  whom  had  been  their  run-a-gate,  or  *  caft-oiF  Apprentices -,  and  the  Soldiers 
were  driven  on  and  encouraged  by  fbmc  Lefturers,  and  Men  of  extempore  Non- 
fenfe  rather  then  Divinity  ;  and  the  Devi}  leading  them  with   his  new  Lights, 
and  falfe  Expofitions  of  Scripmre,  and  a  gaining  ungodly  Part  of  the  People, 
were  bufy  in  plundering  and  opprefling  the  loyal,  honefl,  fmall  and  remaining 
part  of  them,  and  ulcd  our  excellent  Laws  and  Cuftoms  as  the  Baffrians  are 
iaid  to  do  by  their  Parents  when  they  are  fick  or  aged,  and  fet  their  Canes  Se- 
pulcbrales^  Dogs  kept  on  purpoie,  to  tear  and  devour  them :  It  would  have  been 
a  Wonder  how  any  of  the  moft  refined  i?/^A^  iJ^tf/&«  or  Conftitution  of  our. 
Laws,  could  reft  in  quiet,  when  the  Graves  of  fome  of  our  Britijb  or  Saxon 
Kings  were  in  a  moft  unchriftian  and  barbarous  manner  ogjened  and  difturbed^ 
VxUa.  IIL  A  a  and 
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^nd  their  Duft  and  Bones  caft  into  the  Air  and  High^^a^,  and  the  Book  of 
.God  irfelf  ibfFercd  a  kind  of  Martyrdome, '  in  their  furpe^in^  the  Qrigta^I,  and 
covering  the  Senfe  and  Meaning  thereof  with,  ridiculoos  Nouqqs^  And  ignorane 
Intfrpretatioos. 

Or  that  a*  very  innocent  and  lepptl  Part  of  the  King's  Rcycnur^  I9  well  cm- 
ployed  in  the  Support  and  Adthmiftration  of  Juftice,  fiiould  cfqipe  a  .Ptftur' 
bance  r  and  therefore  the  Fines  which  were  ufualty,  atn}  .throug;h  auny  pafl: 
CcntuHci  and  Ages,  paid  in  Chancery  upon  all  Original  Writs  in  perfbnal  Ac- 
tions, Wherein  the  Debt  6r  Damagtt  iJen^ndcd  ^xctfi^  F^rty  Poundj^  muiit 
have  its  Shire  in  the  ^ufitrihg  under  thiyfe  grand  and  (pntipq^d  Fcrfecucions  of 
Truths  Loyalty  and  Right  Reafij^^  tad  be  forbfcjdeh.  by  ^  Aft  of  a  faftious 
Part  of  the  People,  Ihppofinig  thcirifclvcs  to  \fz  jfi^  Ck)iamw5  o[  Engian4j  af- 
fenible*d  in  pAxIhinieht,  and  £tcrificed  but  to  the  pr^epdqd  Liberties  of  th^ 
People,  CO  the  Intent  to  leave'  them  as  litij^  as  they  cauW;Of  -their  Libcrtrcs  tji 
greacer  Matters :  which  bebg  with  other  of  o^r  good  Lai^trs^afui.Cbftoms,  Wor- 
ried abd  cryed  down  by  thb  caullcfs  Outcries  and  Clamours  of.  tbote  that  better 
undcrftood  their  own  evil  Purpoles  and  Defigns  in  \x^  thanr^  the,  ori^nal  Inftitu* 
tion,  Bencfir,  and  right  Ufe  of  them,  could  not  ri(^  agaip,  or  .be  revived,  un- 
til that  happy  Reftoratioh  of  our  King,  Rehgion',  Laws,  and  Libo'ties ;  nor 
then  neither  without  the  Cicatrices  and  Scars  of  the  Wounds  under  wljfch  they 
formerly  languifhed  i  and  a^  the  Im^ginatioo  being  once  hurt  is^^Jdom  evpr^a^- 
ter  free  from  thofe  melanchofick  I't'npreinons  which:  it  orH:e  harbpi|red ;  fa  ^td 
thofe  of  a  l^eccffity.of  rcfomiihg  otir  Lailirs,  or  of  luppoftd  Evils'or  (?ricv;^rtces 
in  them^  beget  an  ill  Opkriop  m  the  Mln^of  the  Peoplty  whcoc,  yet  it  (licks 
fo  mucft,  as  fome  welf-mekmri^  and  good  Men  arb'nfcit  fo  w)Hh>^  as  they  ihodd 
be  to  abandon  t/ic  cauflelr^piciofis  s/tad^Prejodices  which  the^  iiad  entertained 
df  theni ;  and  thofe  IITufions,  and  Inconfiderately  received  Imprelllons,  have  ^s 
yet  kept  up  m  toio  ma^y  t&e  Haniour  of  endeavdfuring  t6  overthrow  thofe  and 
many  other  of  our  g(K)d  Laws  and  Conftittxipn$»  which  If  Undeiitandii^  or 
Knowledge  ma^  be  the  Judges  or  Toucbftone  of  them»  will  a](ype4r  to  deferve  a 
better  ly^ge. 

The  more  than  ordinary  Mifapprehenfion  whereof,,  by  thofe  that  build  upon 
no  better  a  Foundidon  than  the  Ignorance  of  its  legal,  original  at;id  right  Ufe, 
hath  fiimmoned  my  Duty  to  ^r  Sovereign  and  hisi  Lftws  CO  hinder*  what  I  may, 
tjii  ur^uft:  Cenfiires  and  II!<>Advifednefs  of  fome  People,  who  arc  ss  reacly  to  caft 
away  their  own  Good,  al  thdfe  Who  to  avdd  !i  linle  Cold,  which,  their  l>cHcacy 
*  and  a  Surfeit  upon  Peace. and  Plenty  c^ACt  perfwade  them  to  indure,  can  think 
it  to  be  no  fmatl  Part  'of  Prudisnce  to  Q:ar  Up  and  burn  the  Planks  of  the  Ship^ 
wherein  they  are  failing  at  Sea,  and  far  from  the  Shore,  and  run  the  inevitable 
Hazard  of  perifhing  by  the  Ft^ry  of  a  cooler  Element;  And  that!  might  fatisfy  fucb 
as  miflike  the  Payment  of  Fines  in  Chancery  upon  fome  original  Wric^^  and  that 
it  Hath  for  many  Ages  pad  been  a  moft  kgal  and  ufeful  Part  of  the  Crown-Re- 
venue, without  any  the  Icaft  of  Grievance  to  the  People,  or  our  fo  often  reite- 
rated Magna  Cbhr/a^  or  any  other  our  I^aws  Or  Liberties  ;  and  (hew  them  that 
the  Ufefuhefi  and  Legality  of  it  is  not  taken  away,  or  diminilhed,  becaufe  a 
Part  of  it  is  paid,  or  goeth  to  tile  Supoort  of  the  Lord  Cbandllor  or  Lord 
Keener  of  the  great  Seal  of  Effgland^  for  the  Time  bcingi  in  that  great  and  as 
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etnintnt  in  carefaV7)aee  ofAdminiftraCion  of  Juftide«  in  graiitHig  WrNscfiMtf- 
dUU  01*  abating  by  Moderation  and  Equitjr  the  Rtgoer  and  Juftice  ofi  tlie  Laws^ 
many  Times  coo  unconfcioBably  ttUKk;  \A  of,  or  put  in  Exocution  by  the  Peo*- 
ple,  one  upon  the  other,  who  are  to  t)e  enforced  and  kept  from  being  over  fo- 
vcre,  or  taking  unj<ift  Advantages -one  apdn  anoifhcr,  which  luth  uoght  the 
mod  of  Nationa  cd  look  upoa  that  high  and  fi^erlative  Officer  of  ^t^e  as 
greatly  Decd&ry :;  and  to  give  bim  AUownnttsy  becoming  fo  great  aod  honour- 
ai)k  a  Omge  and  £mpk>yment:  infomaeb  as  the  yery  cfarifty  and  prudent 
Comnranwealcfa  of  Vinia^  well ^mdtrfianding'  the' Uft  and  Digaiiry  of  tliatgreat 
k^ffieo-  in  moft  of  the  JS^ii^^rm^^^d  N^ima«f  j^r^r,  and  the  Necefiky  of 
of  his  honourable  Sbpporty  idc^  think  it  rM;^ififi0  to  allow- their  grMn  CanuUi^r^. 
a  great  Revenue  out  ^  the  PuMick  Stock. 

And  that  it  cannot  be  a<^}evance  thac^the  Majkr  of  the  RMs^  and  Chirfioors, 
tn  Chancery  J  are  ^l^wed  ibme  Part  of  thai  fmaH  Part  of  the  King's  Revenue 
for  their  Support  and  Ebeoacagement,  whkh  wo#d  be  wore  chargeable*  ao  the 
People,  and  be  m6r«  iuftqu),  ^«|d  not  confift  fo  well  wrthcheitdles  of  Jufticr, 
4f  it  fhould  be  raifcd  by  any  other  Way,  or  Conuivance,  10  give  them  a  Re- 
<;ompenceprdpCM-ciooed:io  their  Cares  and  Labours* 

Which  my  Eodeavours,  I  have  prefumcd  to  offer  unto  your  View ;  not  that 
1  can  believe,  that  yter  known  Integrity,  Sinceritv  and  Care  of  Juftice  in  th^t 
fconourabl^  Office  dhdDignity,  wherein  his  Majefty' hath  worthHy  placed  yoiJ, 
'Tcan  by  zt\j  Biiifi  of  Self-Intereft  lead  you  taa  better  Liking  or  Approbation 
of  thefe  my  Labours,  in  tfce  Viirdication  «f  a  L^al  Doty,  which  f^  many  are 
ready  to  throw  Stones  at ;  and  do  diQike  it,  not  bccaofe  k  is  not  a  Friend  to 
Cafar^  but  becaufe  it  is.  But  that  I  can  be  fure  to  be  well  we^hed  in  the 
.Balance  of  Judgment  by  you^  who  b  the  Times  of  our  unhappy  W«rs  and. Tur- 
moils of  the  Pen  and  Sword^  when  the  Seas  roared  aiid  fi^elkd,  the  Winds  tnd 
Waves  cuft  each  other,  a^  Mbtitotaios  and  ihort-breaking  Seas  did  only  btify 
themfeJvf  s  to  run  over  one  another,  would  not  like  the  Reprefentation  of  our  old 
SriJanniSy  fit  finely  upon  the  Rocks,  and  contemplate  the  Fury  of  the 
Seas,  but  woukl  with  your  Boat  adventure  to  launch  into  the  Deep,  and 
help  to  rcfcue  as  well  as  you  ^uld  chc  Ship  of  the  Common weahU  which

tom of  an  unmerciful  Heap  of  Waterrs :  and  when  the  Law  was  in  Extremis^ 
and  at  the  Idft  Gaifp,  did  like  the. -undeTpairii^  Romany  that  bou^.  a 
Field,  when  HanniluU  being  at  the  Gates  viich.  a  conquering  and  prevailing 
Army,  had  put  Rome  i0to  more  than  anordinary  Fit  of  an  Ague,  publiih  thof^ 
excellent  Reports  of  your  leanned  Father«in-kiw  Jujlite  CrtAe^  to  cell,  as  wcllas 
inftruft  the  Studentt  of  our  L;a.ws^  that  our  Lsws.would  notwithftanding,  like 
the  triumphant  Lawrel  and  peaceful  Palm^.  be  gccenagjab,  and  ever  ftourifhing, 
and  did  together  with  fome  other  good  Pacriots,>  and  Well-wiihers  to  your  King 
and  Country^  adventure  your  Eftate,^  and  not  without  feme  Hazards  and.  Dan- 
gers, did  by  all  the  Rocks,  Shelves,  and  Quickfands,  more  perilous  than  thofe 
^/ Goodwin,  over  the  Scylia-Gf  ^%  guilty  PJarty  on  the  ^ one- Hand,  and  by  the

Pounds  Scotiijb  Money;  and  to  the  Keepers  of  the  Signet^  Ten  Shilling  Scots 
Money  for  a  Summons :  Which  were  ratified  by  A&  of  Parliament  in  thit  Khig- 
dom^  .in  Anno  Dpm.  1621.  And  do  at  (his  day  keep  then*  Chancery,  and  the 
Fees  and  Profits  thcrebf,  fo  high,  as  for  3  Deifcendaflt^s  entering  into  a  Rec^g^ 
hizance  or  Obligation  in  a  Suit  depeodii^  before  the  Lords  of  S^on^  or  Court 
of  Juftice  fo  called,  which  w/tU  us  without  paflTing  the  Great  Seal,  would  not 
have  cbft  Twenty  Sliillitigs  •,  bcmg  to  pafi  the  Seals  in  their  Chintery,  no  leis 
than  Forty  Pounds  Sterling  is  demanded  for  the  incident  Charges  thereof.

command  his  Servant  attending  him  with  a  Bag  of  Money,  to  -pay  the  Money, 
or  Recompence  which  the  Law  awarded  him  ^  which^ai^c  the  *  Stnaicof  ii^«r 
the  Occafion  to  tepcal  that  Law^  and  put  the  Pomrr  iA  thf  Br^tor^  or  Lord 
Chief  Jujlice^  to  punifh  fuch  Offenders  arbitrarily.

Ewgland  for 
any  Caufe  in  which  his  Majcfty's.Hooourt  ^Poiro-,  jandOrcatnels  was  contern- 
ed ;  which  was  generally  pafibd  as^  Con^iiDent^  «d  continued  fo  till  the  Year 
j66q,  that  other  Defign  being  projedod  ip  E^lamd  by  die  Papifts.

By  fending  Shipfuls  to  be  SJaVct 
in  Fwg/96  Plafntattons,  wTtich^  hejuftified  here  at  CbuncU-board  in  WbitebalL 
By  impofing  Bdnds  againft  LawJ  And  above  all,  by  fending  an  Army  of  Nine 
or  Ten  Thoufand  Men,  moft  of  them  Highlanders,  to  lie  upon  Free-quarter^ 
and  rob  and  fpoil  a  Country  that  was  in  no  Rebellion,  nor  could  any  Colour  of 
faying  they  intended  any,  be  ever  found  now  or  fincc.  This  he  did  laft  Year^ 
lt)infting  that  woiikkl  certainly  make  them  rebel,  and  fo  have  given  a  juft  Caufe  for 
keeping  up*  a  Standing  Arrtiy  both  there  and  here.  And  that  being  at  the  Time 
when  the  ^pffts  thought  the  Plot  fo  near  Pcrfeftiort,  was  certainly  in  Conjunc- 
tion with  them,  having  prepared  above  Eight  Thoufend  Horfe  and'  Foot,  with 
Officers  of  his  own  Stamps  to  execute  his  DeOgn.

Whereas  there  ire  bat  fcw;Pit>irfs  iwSi^&tfanJ^  he  hath  given  tfhefe  all  thfe  En- 
couragenfients  he  could.  ThrBirt  of  i^^fcj,  if^ho  1  was  oft  cofefflamcd  of  to 
the  Council  by  the  Bi(h6ps  fdr  keepinginany^  Frdfts in'ibis  Houfe,  and  being  k 
^nain  Stickier  for  Popery,rbe  made*  Privy-Couhfenor,  ^  g^^  him  a  Pen- 
fion,  though  he  has  never  firtee  'gohc  to  Chufch,  norVetciVed  the  SiCraiaa^ot. 
The  Earl  oi  NorlbdaU^  todthei^flirldys  Fapift,  in^Gomifehd  6f  tlfc  new  Forces 
be  raifcd  (*id  fo  i&'i>i^Ai*4*ffll^>  aftd  bothtbo^twtx'w'ere  feft  Yeir  employ- 
ed  by  bin*  in  thepluodefihg^the  Weft  of  ^c^HanJ^  'fcfr..  At>d  there  being  rn 
ScctlimlbMiye  Nobknrien  ttlaf  ar?^  Bapifts,  lour  of  them  have  been  itipportc'cl 
and  maintaintd  by  him,  &^ 
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He  >Vl^  t  principal  Inftrament  in  procuring  the  Toleration  of  fV)pbry,«aiid 
courted  them  into  fworn  Friendlhip  with  the  Lord  Clifford  i  and  preferred  the 
Declaration  and  other  the  King's  £di(fb  at  theCouncrl-Board,  tcF  Law^  &r.  He 
preffed  the  King  to  break  with  his  Parliament,  and  maintiin  the  Declaratioii» 
and  to  take  the  Great  Seal  from  the  Earl  of  Sbafiejbury^  for  giving  him  better 
Counlel  •,  of  which  he  has  often  boafted.  He  became  alfo  an  Enemy  to  the  Earl 
of  Arlington^  upon  the  fame  Account,  and  has  ever  fince  had  an  entire  Friendlhip 
with  the  Lord  Treaftirer,  for  promoting  thofe  Ends  he  fupported  i^c  laft  Year 
Yearagainft  the  juft  Complaints  the  ^S^^/^jt  Lords  made  for  Free  Quarter;  aid 
ether  barbarous  Ufages  Which  they  met  with,  ^c. 

VII. 
He  became  a  Penfioner  to  France^  from  whom  he  received  rich  Frefents^  and 
great  Sums :  Out  of  one  of  the  Jewels  which  Monfieur  Holhert  gave  him,  he 
made  his  rich  George.  He  always  helped  on  the  Prencb  Levies  in  Scciland^ 
againft  the  Treaties  the  King  had  made^  and  gave  the  Frsn<b  Officers  the  pub*- 
lick  Prifons  \  yea,  and  the  King's  own  Caftle  of  Edinburgh^  of  which  be  is  Go^- 
vernor,  to  keep  their  Levies  in,  till  the  Ships  are  ready  for  their  Tranfportation: 
He  gave  Order  to  his  Brother  to  fct  the  Levies  forward,  and  to  prefi  Men  by 
Force  into  their  Service  ;  which  being  informed  to  the  Hdufe  of  Commons,  he 
corrupted  one  of  the  Witneflfes  by  Money  to  forfwear  it  s  and  this  he  did,  after 
the  Houfc  of  Commons  had  voted  that  any  who  affifted  thofe  Levies,  fhoald  be 
looked  upon  as  publick  Enemies  lo  the  Nation.  3b  much  did  he  contribute  to 
fervithc  FfmA.King*8  Dcfigns^  and  jjarticularly  in  the  Year  1667.  when  Com- 
plaints were  madt  to  the  Kibg  bv  Spanijb  Minifters,*  that  Scotland  Levies  for 
France  were  a  Breach  of  Treaty,  his  Majefty's  Commiffioners  ordered  aProcIa*- 
mation  to  be  fent  down  immediately  for  the  difcharging  of  ih^m  }  but  the  Duke 
of  Lauderdale  difpatched  an  &tprefs  to  his  Brother  HattM  fecretly,  to  acquaint 
him  that  the  Proclamation  was  coming,  and  that  it  fhould  be  kept  up,  until  the 
levied  Sbtdiers  (houkl  be  (hipped  and  fbnt  aWay,  and  thenpubliihed;  which  was 
accordingly  performed.  But  for  all  the  Hatte  they,  made  to  fail,  the  Wind  de- 
tained fome  of  their  Veficls  in  the  Road  aft&r  the  Proclamation,  and  did  drive 
others  back,  which  had  been  a  good  way  gonr^  yet  none  durft  ftop  or  trouble 
them,  for  fear  of  Hatton^  who  had  always  promoted  thofe  Levies,  and.  had  fign- 
ed  particular  Warrants  to  fcveral  Prifon-keepcrs,  for  delivering  their  Prifons  to 
the  French  Officers.  He  livfed  at  that  Time  in  fuch  Intimacy  with  the  French 
Embaflador,  that  they  were  hever  afunder.  He  fent  his  Nephew  10  makt  Cam- 
paign in  the  Prencb  Army,  and  wrote  to  the  E^glijh  Embaflador  to  prefenc  him 
to  the  King  -,  and  tell  him,  That  be  bad  fent  the  dearejt  Tbifig  be  bad  to  bis  Ser- 
vice, and  if  be  bad  any  Tbing  deader  be  would  have  fent  it. 

VIII. 
He  hath  upon  all  Occafions  fpokcn  of  the  Houfe  ofComnhons  with  the 
greattft  Contempt  and  Scorn  poflible,  calling  it  commonly,  Bellua  multorum 
Capituin ;  and  ufually  (aid,  if  they  ^oqld  addrefs  againft  him,  be  wcuid  fart 
a^ainji  tbem^  and  that  be  would  put  a  Dog  in  bis  Arfe  and  bark  at  ibem.  And 
after  boafted  among  his  Creatures,  l^hat  be  badrifen  by  bis  Addreffes.  For  after 
•  one,  he  got  himfelf  made  an  Earl  of  England  \  after  the  other,  he  had  a  Penfion 
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of  Three  Tkoii(kild  PeUnds  f&  Ammm  rkE^iini^  tbOUgft  h«  %^d  ^it  Hln6 
Tboufand  Pounds  ptr  AnnuM  in  -SMhikd^  of  the  King  \  and  bi$  Uft&j  Wdr'd  about 
ihc  Commons  it,  2>/  thm  BafM^  athi  hi  ta/Hl  Biri. 

IX. 
Not  long  ago  he  carried  a  Pcffon,  known  to  be  of  a  very  mKrceriaVy  Qualitjr; 
before  the  King,  and  its  like  fuborned  him  to  accufe  fome  of  the  Nobility  of 
Scotland^  and  fty,  Tbey  bad  indeed  him  to  complain  upon  bis  Grace  to  the  Coinj^ 
mem  in  ^otHtmeni-t  thereby  thmfcing  rrot  tJnly  TO  puE'TEoTe  NoBTemen  biit  oF 
•the  King's  Favour^  but  aUb  to  beget  in  his  Majefty  an  ill  Opinion  of  the  Houft  > 
but  the  Parries  being  cenvcned  before  the  King,  hif  Majdly  dlfcoVerey  the  Fbr- 
fttry,  arid  ordered  the  cheating  Rogue  to  Cuftody,  where  he  yet  lies  under 
RMtraint. 

At  his  laft  being  in  5^d//^»i,  he  forced  all  the  Officers  of  State,  and  others, 
in  both  Civil  and  Military  Employments,  to  hold  their  G>mntiffioft8  df  tfftj 
KJftg  duraHie  btnepl&citOy  whlcK  Was  never  pradfifea  In  that  Nation  befor^  j  the 
Confi^etfcfe  ihef eof  t^rfds' fo  much  to' Arbitrary  Power,  that  they  need  not'  be 
particularized;  he  put  in  and  put  out  Members  of  the'lfcing's  Cbuncil,  according 
as  they  fuited  his  fccret  Defigns.  In  a  Word,  he  fo  packed  all  the  Judicatures, 
that  Jufticc  and  Equity  have  been  adminiftered  according  to  his  Plcafure,  under 
Coknir  of  the  Geod  pf  the  Kingdom.

He  has  lived'  in  that  Gorrefpondencc  with  the  Papifts  and  Priefts,  tWt  the  Car- 
dlnal  of  Norfolk  before  he  left  England  was  perpetually  at  his  Houfe ;  he  has  , 
kept  conffiant  Corrtefpondcric^  with  Conyefs  and  lomc  Jefuits ;  and  at  Rome  hq 
Waf  called  by  orie  of  thd  Pope's  Bed-chamber;  a  great  Friend  of  the  Catholijcks; 
and  in  all  his  Concerns,  the  Papifts  wereftill  on  his  Side.  So  that  his  late  Pro- 
damation  agalnft  Papifts  in  Scotland  hath  been  only  a  Mockery.  Now  fince  the 
Plot  16  dlfcovercd,  to  di^uifif  his  traiterous  Corifpiracibs,  which  tlien,  though 
•upon  Mr.  Oate^%  Difcovery,  he  talked  at  the  Board  like  one  that  believed  it  j 
yet  he  welirftrait  to  the  Duke,  and  fpoke  of  it  with  all  poflible  Scorn,  and  cak 
cd  it  a- Ridiculous  Contrivdna.

Lords,  gire  m^  fe^w  Cf  anfwer,. .  t^at  I  didj  not  expcdt  fr ofl;>/a 
jVfan  profcfling.  the  Law^  that  after  ^  ^ofwcr  by  Order  of  the  Comt  was  put  in,, 
and  a  Day  bat^^en  apporntctl  for  Hearing  (which  by  ibme  Accident  was  ftt 
a^fidc)  and  the  ]P!aintifFj»ftvingfor  afecond  Day  to  be  aflSgncd,  that  ever  with- 
out heariog  the  Counfdvon  both  Sides,  the  Court, did  enter  into  the  Merits  of 
.tjie  Caufe»  and  ifyou^  4^<iftl^R^  iboi^d  do  it  htr^,  in  a  Caufe  attended  with  the 
Circumftances  this  is,  it  would  hot  ^onjy.be.an  apparent  Injaftice,  butapls^ia 
Subterfugeito  a^ord^  Fs^r^:.  ;ou;|dur(i-npt.maiAtaio«  .But,  my  Lords,  fi^ond 
.Reafon  fpeflf^^.the  Matter  more  clearly,  for  that  is,,  becauieit  is  a  doubtful- Cafe^ 
wbetber  the  CQmfnpqs.  have  .not  Privilege  J  Apd  therefore,   my  Lord,  would 
Mve^ypi)  £Q  appoint ■  a  furthierD^y  to.  confi4?r  of  it,  which  in  plain  Englijbi^ 
that  your  Lordftiips  ih<*Jld^  .confefs  upon,  your,  Books,  th%t  you  cqnceiv^^upon 
..iQCond  Thoughts,  a  doubtful  Cafe),  for  fb  your  appointing  a  fecond  Day  will  do^ 
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i«d.ib«ef(»r  pcvodier  Rtafoa,  but  bccaufe  my  Ix)rd  Kecfjer  ihioluic  9^  Itbvpe; 
wiU  oot  be  a  R^oq  (o  pr^v^il  with  your  Lordfliips,  Gncc  wc  CAooqti  $et  by  E«r{. 
ll^kiicei^Ut  that  bis  Lqrdih^p  is  capable  of  chinking  your  LordOiipf  in  ihcrigbl 
in  ^.  Maoer  ^ainft  the  Judgment  of  the  Houfe  of  Coniinon$  s  it  ia  tao  h^rd. 
a  Thing  for  the  ablcft  of  Men  to  change  ill  Habits :  But,  my  Lqi^Mbe  R<«foQ> 
is  the  moft  admirable  of  all,  which  heftiles  unanfwerable,  viz.  That  your  Lord* 
fhips  are  all  convinced  in  your  own  Confciences,  that  this  if  profecuted  will 
csuie^a  'Oi^aen't  i  Bcicecn  yotir-xzjOKiifiips  contiQef  wnitiwr  "tnis  nfgitiiicttt  hmw 
applied  would  not  overthrow  the  Law  of  Nature,  and  all  the  Laws  of  Right  and 
I^-opprtjiin  t|ie  Worfd  1  for  it]s  an  Argument,,  and  a  vfry  fppd  x^nr^  that 709 
flic^ild  not  ftand  Or  inM  upon  Claims,  whenef  you  have  not  a  clear  Right,  or 
whefeaihdrQ^ftitilt  b  not  of  Confequence,  and  of  Moment  in  a  Matter  that  may 
produce  a  dangerous  and  pernicious  Breach  between  Retationsv  Pf^rfons  or  Bo« 
dies  Politick  joined  in  Intercft  in  high  Concerns  together*     So  on  the  other  hand, 
if  the  Obftinacy  of  the  Party  in  the  Wrong  (hall  be  made  an  unanfwerablc  Ar^: 
gfament,  for  the  other  Party  to  recede  and  give  tip  "fiis  joft  Rights ;  how  long 
ffiilP  Ac  'PeopK^  keep  their  Liberties,  or  the  Princes  the  Governors  of  ihe  World 
their  Prerogative  I  How  long  the  Hufband  maintain  his  Dominion,  or  any  Man 
his  Property,  from  his   Friends  or  Neighbours  Obftinacy  ?     But,  my  Lords, 
when  I  hear  my  Lord  Keeper  open  fo  eloquently  the  fatal  Coniequences  of  a 
Breach,  I  cannot  forbear  to  faK  into  fome  Admiratbn  how  it  comes  to  pa6, 
that  if  the  Cc>rifA:)ii6Jccsf  be  fo  fical^  the  King's  Minifters  in  the  Hou(e  of  Qsm* 
itions  (of  ivWch^tHcra^re  fifvefal  that  are  of  the  Cabinet,  and  have  daily  reibit 
to  His  Majefty)'  and'h^ve  the  Dircdlion  andTruft  of  his  Affairjj     I  fay,  that 
none  of  thofi^  (hoiild  prcfs  the  Confequences  there,  or  give  the  leait  ftop  to  the 
Career  of  that  Houfe  in  this  Bufinefs,  but  all  the  Voces  concerning  this  Affair^ 
iflly,  even  that  Vote  that  no  Appeals  froff>  any  Court  of  Equity  is  cognizable 
t>y  tbel4ou(e  of  Lords,  Ihould  pafs  Nemine  Contradicentey  and  yet  all  the  great 
Minifters  with  us  herd,  the*  Biihops  and  other  Lords  of  greateft  Dependance  up^ 
on^ihe  Codrr,  contend  this  Point,  as  if  it  was  pro  arts  ^  fecis.    I  hear  his  Ma- 
jefty  in  S^Hland  hath  been  pteafed  to  declare  againft  Appeals  in  Parliament, 
and  I  cannot  much  blanrie  the  Court,  if  they  think  (the  Lord  Keeper  and  the 
Judges  being  of  his  Majcfty's  making,  and  of  his  Power  to  change)  that  the 
Juftice  of  the  Nation  is  fafe  enough, wid  I,  my  Lord|^  may  think  fo  too  (during 
this  King's  Time)  though  I  hear  Scotland  (not  without  Rcafon)  complain  already^ 
yet  how  fticure  Princes  nVa^'ufe' this  Powcff^  and  bow  Judges  may  be  made 
(not  Men  of  Ability  and  Integrity)  but  Men  of  Relation  and  Dependance^  and 
who  will  do  what  they  are  commanded,  and  all  Men^s  Cauies  come  to  be  judged, 
and  Eftares  difpofed  of  as  great  Mcrt  of  the  Court  plrtde.     My  Lords,  the  Con- 
ftitution  of  our  Government  hatk provided  better  for  us^  and  I  can  never  believe 
fo  wife  a  Body  as  the  Houfe  of  Com  mo*j9  will  provfrtbac  foolifh  Woman,  which 
pulls  down  her  Hcufe  with  her  own* Hinds.  «'  ' 

.  My  Lords,  I  m6ft  prefumein  the  nc^t  Place,  to  iiy  fomething  to  what  wa^ 
offered  by  my  Lord  Bifhop  of  Salifiury  (a  Man  of  great  Learning  and  Abi- 
lity) and  always  verfed  in  a  clofer  and  (tronger  way  of  Reafoninfg, ^  than  the  Bufi- 
nefs  of  that  noble  Lord  I  anfwcrcd  before,  did  accuftom  him  Id,  and  the  revic* 
tftid  Prelate  hi^th  ftarcd  the  Matter  very  fair  on  two  Heads^ .  ' 
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Thefirft  is,  whether  hearing  of  Caufcs  and  Appeals,  and  cfpcciatly  in  tWt 
PeJnt  where  the  Members  have  Privilege,  be  fb  material  to  us,  that  it  ought  nor 
to  give  way  to  the  Reafon  of  State,  and  greater  Affairs  that  prefi  us  at  this  Time. 
•  The  fccond  was,  if  this  Bufinefe  be  of  that  Moment,  yet  whether  the  appoint-- 
ing  a  Day  to  confidcr  of  this  Petition,  would  prove  of  that  Confequence  and  Prp-' 
judicc  to  our  Caufe.     My  Lords,  to  this  give  me  leave  in  the 'firft  Place  to  fay,, 
that  your  Matter  is  no  left  than  your  whole  Judicature,  and  your  Judicature  is 
the  Life  and  Soul  of  vour  Dignity  and  Peer  Right  of  England  ^yjovL  will  quickly 
^ow  burdenfome,  iryou  grow  ufelefi  ;  you  have  now  the  greatcft  and  moft  ufsh 
fill  Ends  bf  Parliament  principally  in  you,  which  is  not  to  make  new  Law^  but 
to  rcdrcfs  Grievances,  and  to  "maintain  the  old  Land-Mark.     The  Hopfc  of 
Commons  Bufinels  is  to  complain,  your  Lordfhips  to  redrcfi,  not  only  'theni 
that  are  the  Eyes  of  the  Nation,  but  all  other  particular  Perfoas  that  ad-[ 
drefi  to  you.     A  Land  may  groan  under  a  Multitude  of  Laws  (and  J  believe 
ours  doth)  and  when  Laws  grow  lb  multiplied,  they  prove  oftcncr  Snares  than 
Direftions  and  Security  of  the  People  ;  I  look  upon  it  as  Ignorance  apd  Weak- 
ncfs  pf  the  latter  Age  (if  not  worfe,  the  EfFeft  of  the  Defiga  of  ill  Men)  that 
it  is  grown  a  general  Opinion,  that  where  there  is  not  particular  Dircdion  in  fomc 
•  A<fts  of  Parliament,  the  Law  is  defedtive,  as  if  the  common  Law  had  not  pro- 
vided much  better,  Ihorter  and  plainer  for  the  Peace  and  Quiet  of  the  Nation, 
than  intricate  long  and  perplexed  Statutes  do,  which  hath  made  Work  for, the. 
Lawyers,  given  R)wer  to  the  Judges,  leffened  your  Lordftiip*s  Power,  and  in  a 
Meafure  unhinged  the  Security  of  the  People.     My  Lord  Bifhop  tells  you,  that 
your  whole  Jirficaturc  is  not  in  queftion,  but  only  the  Privilege  of  the  Hpufe 
of  Commons,  of  their  Members  not  appearing  at  your  Bar :  My  Lords,  were  it 
no  more  yet  for  Juftice  and  the  People's  fake,  you  ought  not  to  part  with  it» 
how  far  a  Privilege  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  their  Servants  and  thofe  they.' 
own  doth  extend,  ff^eftminfter-Hall  may  with  Grief  tell  your  Lordfhips,  and  the' 
fame  Privilege  of  their  Members  being  not  fued,  muft  be  allowed  to  your  Lord- 
fhips as  well,  and  what  a  Salver  of  Juftice  you  would  prove  whilft  they  are  Lords- 
for  Life,  and  you  for  Inheritance;,  let  the  World  judge,  for  my  Part  I  am  wil- 
ling to  come  to  a  Conference,  whenever  the  Difpute  fhall  begin  again,  and  dare 
undertake  to  your  Lordlhipa,  that  they  have  neither  Precedent,  Reafon,  nor  any 
juftifiable  Pretence  to  ftiew%gainft  us  •,  and  therefore,  my  Lords,  if  you  parr 
with  this  your  undoubted' Right,  meerly  for  afking,  where  will  this  ftop  ?  And, 
my  Lords,  we  arc  fure  it  doth  not  ftop  here,  for  they  have  already  (Nemine 
Contradicente)  voted  againft  your  Lordftiips  Power  of  Appeals  from  any  Court 
of  Equity,  fo  that  you  may  plainly  fee  where  this  Caution  and  Reafon  of  State 
means  to  fl:op,notonejotfliort  of  laying  your  Judicature  afide  for  the  fame  Rea- 
fon of  pafling  the  King  Money,  of  not  interrupting  good  Laws  (or  what  ever, 
clfc)  muft  of  Neceffity  avoid  a  Breach  upon  what  Score  foever,  and  your  Lord- 
fhips plainly  fee  the  Breach  will  be  made  upon  your  Judicature,  as  upon  thofe ;  ^o 
that  when  your  Lordftiips  have  appointed  a  Day  (a  very  long  Day)  to  confidcr 
whether  Dr.  Sbirlef^  Cafe  be  not  too  hot  to  handle,  and  when  you  have  done  the 
tsLvnt  for  Sxt  Nicholas Sfaugbf on  (whofe Petition  I  hear  is  coming  in)  your  Lordfhips 
moft  proceed  to  a  Vote  to  lay  all  private  Bufinefs  afidc  for  fix  Weeks ;  for  that  Phrafc 
fprivate  fiuftncfs  hath  obtained  upon  this  laft  Age,  upon  that  which  is  your  moft 
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^ublick  Duty  a;|d  Bufinefs,  namely  the  Adniiniftration  of  Joilicei  aqd  I  cantfeti: 
your  Lordl^ips  befideSg  the  Reafon  tha^  leads  to  it,  that  I  hare  fbme  Intelligence 
of  denying  fuch  a  Vote ;  for  upon  ihc  fccond  Day  of  our  Sitting,  at  the  rifingoF 
the  Liord's  Houie,  there  came  a  Gentleman  into  the  Lobby,  belonging  to  a  yerjr 
great  Petfon,  and  aiked  in  great  Hafte,  are  the  Lords  up,  have  they  pafTcd  tte 
Vote  i  and  being  aflced  what  Vote,  he  anfwcred  of  no  private  Bufinefs  for  fix 
"VVeeks.  My.  Lords,  if  this  be  your  Bufinefs,  fee  where  you  are,  ifwearcio 
pbft  from  our  Judicature  for  fear  of  ofiendlng  the  Houfe  ofCoipnaoni  for  fix 
Weeks ;  that  they  in  the  interim  may  pafs  the  Monies,  and  other  acceptoble  Bills, 
that  hfe  iVI^jcfty  things  of  Importraent.  There  are  two  many  wife  Men  of  the  • 
Houfeof  Commons  to  be  laid  aflecp,  and  to  pafs  all  thofe  acceptable  Things ; 
and  when  they  have  done,  to  let  us  be  let  loofe  upon  them,  will  they  not  remcwv* 
bcr  this  next  Time  there  is  Want  of  Money,  or  may  they  not  rather  be  aflured 
by  thoie  Minifters  that  are,among  them,  (and  go  on  to  unanimouQy  with  them) 
that  the  King  is  oh  their  fide  in  this  Controverly,.  and  when  the  publick  Bufinefs 
is  oyer,  our  Time  (hall  be  too  fiiort  to  make  a  Breach,  or  vindicate  ourfclves  in 
the  Matter;  And  then  I  b?g  your  Lordfhips,  where  are  you  aftex  you  have 
aflented  ?  but  the  laft  Seflion  your  Right  of  the  Judicature  fo  highly,  even  in 
this  Point,  and  after  the  Houfe  of  Commons  had  gone  fo  highly  againft  you 
on  the  other  hand,  as  to  poll  up  their  Declarations  and  Remonftrances  upon 
fVeAmlnJier-Hall  Door,  the  very  next  Seffion  after  youpoft  down  the  very  fame 
Caufes,  and  not  only  thofebut  all  Judicature  whatfoevcr.  I  befeech  your  Lord- 
fliips^  will  not  this  prove  a  fatal  Precedent  and  Confefl[jon  againft  yourfelves  ?  It 
is  a  Maxim  and  a  rational  one  among  the  Lawyers,  that  one  Precedent  where 
the  Cafe  has  been  con tefted,  is  worth  a  thoufand  where  there*  hath  been  no  Con- 
tell.  My  Lords,  in  faying  this,  I  humbly  fuppofc  I  have  given-afufficient 
Anfwer  to  my  Lord  Bi(hop*s  two  Queftions,  whether  the  appointing  of  a  Day  to 
confider  what  you  will  do  with  the  Petition,  which  is  of  that  Confequenoe  (o 
your  Rights,  that  it  is  a  doubtful  Cafe,  and  infinitely^  ftronger  than  if  it  were 
a  new  Thing  to  you  never  heard  of  before ;  for  it  is  that  very  fame  Cafe,  and 
very  fame  Thing  defired  in  that  Cafe  that  you  formerly  ordered^  and  fo  ftrange* 
ly  afifefted  ;  fo  that  upon  Time  all  the  Deliberations  imaginable,  you  de- 
clare yourfelves  to  become  doubtful,  and  you  put  yourfelves  out  of  your  own 
Hands  into  that  Power  you  have  no  Reafon  to  believe  on  your  Side  in  this 
QUeftion.  My  Lords,  I  have  all  the  Duty  imaginable  to  his  Majefty,  ^d 
fhoutd  with  allSubmifiion  give  way  to  any  Thing  that  he  fiiould  think  of  Irri- 
portance  to  his  Affairs  ;  But  in  this  Point,  it  is  to  alter  tlie  Conftitution  of  the  Go- 
vernment. If  you  are  alked  to  lay  this  afide,  and  there  is  no  Reafon  of  State 
can  be  an  Argument  to  your  Lordlhips  fo  turn  yourfelves  out  of  that  Intcreft, 
you  having  the  Conftitution  of  the  Government*^  It  is  not  only  youf  Concern 
that  you  maintain  yourfelves  in  it,  but  it  is  the  Concern  of  tie  pooreil  Men  .in 
Evglandy  that  you  keep  your  Station*  It  is  your  Lordlhips  Concern,  and  that 
fo  highly,  that  I  will  be  bold  to  lay,  that  the  Ring  can  give  none  of  Requital  or 
Recompence  for  it.  What  are  empty  Titles,  wh^t  isprefent  Poweror  Richer, 
or  a  g'-cat  Eft  ate,  wherein  I  have  no  fixed  or  firm  Property  ?  It  is  «be  CooJftitutioa 
of  the  Government,  and  maintaining  that&cures  your  Lordihif  F|^  ^apdeyery  Man 
tife  in  what  he  hath.  The  pooreft  Lord,  if  the  Birth-right  of  Peerage  be  main- 
tained,

Uined,  hath  a  fair  Profpeft  before  him  for  bimfelf  and  \ma  Pofteritf.  Bitt  che 
greateft  Titif ,  with  the  grratcft  prcfent  Power  and  Riches,  is  a  mean  Creature, 
and  maintains  this  an  aWblucc  Monarchy,  no  otherwifc  than  by  fervile  and  low 
Flatteries  upon  uncertain  Terms.  My  Lords,  it  is  not  only  your  Intcrcft  by  the 
Intercft  of  the  Nation,  that  you  maintain  your  Rights.  For  let  the  Houie  of 
Commons  and  Gentry  think  what  thev  pleafe,  there  is  no  Prince  that  ever  go* 
verns  without  a  Nobility  or  Army,  it  he  will,  if  you  will  not  have  one,  you 
muft  havt  another,  for  the  Monarchy  cannot  long  fopport,  pr  keep  itfelf  from 
tumbling  into  a  Democratical  Republick  :  Your  Lordfhips  and  the  People  have 
the  (ame  Caufe,  and  the  fame  Enemies.  My  Lords,  would  you  be  in  Favour 
wuh  your  King,  it  is  a  very  ill  way  to  it,  to  put  yourfclves  out  of  a  future  Ca- 
pacity, to  be  confidcrablc  in  his  Service.  I  do  not  find  in  Story,  or  in  modern 
Experience,  but  that  it  is  better,  and  a  Man  is  much  regarded  that  is  ft  ill  in  a 
Capacity  and  Opportunity  to  fcrve,  than  he  that  hath  wholly  deprived  himlelf 
of  aH  for  his  Prince's  Service ;  and  therefore  declare  that  I'will  fervc  my  Prince 
as  a  Peer,  but  I  will  not  deftroy  the  Peerage  tofervehim.  My  Lords,  I  have 
hcsud  of  twenty  fooliih  Models  and  Expedients  to  fecuretbeJuRice  of  the  Na- 
tion, and  yet  lo  take  this  Right  f  om  your  Lordfhips,  as  the  King  bv  his  Com* 
miliion  appointing  Commoners  to  hear  Appeals,  or  that  the  Twelve  Judges 
•fliould  be  the  Pcrfons,  or  the  Perfons  ftiould  be  appointed  by  fi6t  of  Parlia- 
ment, which  arc  all  not  only  to  take  away  your  Lordfliips  firft  Rights,  that  ought 
not  to  be  altered  any  more  than  any  other  Part  of  his  Government,  but  arc  ia 
themCrlves  (when  well  weighed)  ridiculous.  I  muft  deal  freely  with  your  Lord-» 
(hips,  thrfc  Things  could  never  have  rifen  in  Men's  Minds,  but  that  there  hath 
been  fome  kind  of  Provocation  that  hath  given  the  firft  rife  to  it.  I  pray,  my 
Lords,  forgive  me,  if  upon  this  Occafion  I  put  you  in  mind  ofcommittingdi- 
verfe,  and  the  Scandal  of  it.  Thoie  Droves  of  Ladies  that  attend  all  Caufes ;  it 
was  come  to  that  pais,  that  Men  even  hir^^d  or  borrowed  of  their  Friends  hand^ 
fome  Sifters,  or  Daughters  to  deliver  their  Petitions.  And  yet  for  all  this,  I 
muft  fay,  that  your  Judgments  have  been  facred,  unlefs  in  one  or  two  Caufes, 
and  thofe  are  moft  to  that  Bench  from  whence  I  apprehend  moft  Danger.  There 
is  one  Thing  I  had  almoft  forgot,  which  is  the  Conjundhire  9f  Time,  the  Thing 
upon  which  our  Reafon  of  State  turns.  And  fo,  my  Lords,  give  me  leave  to 
fey,  if  this  be  not  a  Time  of  Leifure  for  you  to  vindicate  your  Privileges,  you 
ibuft  never  expeA  one ;  I  could  almoft  fay,  that  the  Harmony,  good  Agree* 
ment,  and  Concord,  that  is  to  be  prayed  for  at  moft  other  Times,  may  be  fatal 
•to  us  now.  We  ow^  the  Peace  of  thefe  two  laft  Years,  and  the  Difingagement 
from  the  French  Intereft,  to  the  Houfe  differing  from  the  Senle  and  Opinion  of 
WbitehaU.  So  at  this  time,  of  all  Things  in  the  World  this  Nation  hath  moft 
Reafon  to  apprehend  dangerous  is  a  general  Peace,  which  cannot  now  happen 
without  very  advantageous  Terms  to  the  French^  and  difadvantagious  to  the  Houfe 
of  Auftria.  We  arc  the  'King's  Counfellors  \  and  if  fo,  have  right  to  differ  and 
pve  contrary  Coiinfels  to*  thofe  that  are  neareft  about  him:  I  fear  the  Words 
advance  a  general  Peace,  I  am  fure  I  would  advife  againft  it,  and  hinder  it  at 
this  time  by  all  the  ways  imaginable.  I  heartily  wifti,  nothing  from  you  may 
add  Weight  and  Reputation  to  thofe  Councils  that  would  aflift  the  French.  No 
Money  for  Ships,  nor  Preparations  you  can  make,  perfonal  Aflurance,  our  Prince 
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4M1I  hwe,  mil  liKSm  w  from  the  Frenthy  if  they  are  at  lerfure :  He  is  grown  the 
tiiDftfOUit  Ofwall  at  Sfea,  be  hath  built  Tweney^  four  Ships  the  laft  Tear,  and 
hath  Thirty  more  in  Number  than  we,  befides  the  Advantage  that  all  our  Ships 
are  out:  dF  otder,  Md  \m  cxqaiiitely  provided  for,  that  every  Ship  hath  its  par- 
ticular Store**hottfe.  It  is  incredible  the  Money  that  he  hath  Beftowed  in  making 
Harbocmi  he  mak^  Nature  itfcif  give  way  to  the  VaAnefs  of  his  Expcnces. 
And  aiter  all  this,  fliall  a  Prince  fo  wifir,  fo  intent  in  hi^  Affsrirs,  be  tboughti 
lornMkeiU  this  Preparacion  to  fail  over  Land  to  Fafl  upon  the  Back  of  Hungarian 
and  tO'baHet  the  Walk  of  €amaurkii\  or  k  it  poffiblc  ^'fhould  ovcrfce  his  In- 
<cercfl>ia'feiziiig  oflreloMdj  a  Thing  fo  fcizable  to  .him  ?  .'If  he  be  Mafter  of  tha 
Sotfs^  ash^oeminly  now  is,  and  which  when  attained,  gives  all  the  Medi terra*'

My  Lords,  I  have  one  Thing  more  to  trouble  you  with,  and  .peradyenture. 
h'isaConfideration  of  the  greateft  Weight  and  Concern,  both  to  your Xorclfliips, 
Md  the  whole  Nation :  I  have  often  feen  in  this  Houfe,  that  the  Argumentf 
w^ich'ftrongeft  Reafons^  and  moft  convincing  to  the  Lay-Lords  in  general,  have 
not  bad  ihe  iame  EfieA  in  the  Bilhop's  Bench,  but  that  they  have  unanimoufly 
^gone  sgaiflft  is  in  Matters,  that  many  of  us  have  thought  effential  and  undoubted! 
Rights.  And4  confider  that  k  is  not  poflible,  that  Men  of  great  Learning, 
Piety  and  Reafcm,  as  their  Lordfliip,  flxould  not  have  the  fame  Care  of  doing 
fight,  wbA.  the  6me  Convifiion  What  h  right  upon  clear  Reafon  offered,  that 
JiMber  yoor  Lordihips  have.  My  Lords,  I  moft  mceflarily'  think  we  dr#er  in 
Principles,  and  then  it  is  very  eafy  to  apprehend  What  is  the  tleareft^enfeto 
M^n'Oitxsj  Principle,  may  not  at  a)]  perfuade,  or  affdft  the  Confciences  of  the 
beft  Men  of  a  different  one.  I  put  your  Lordfhrps  Cafe,  as  it  is  n6w  plainly 
befoHB  US;  n»y  Principle  is,  that  the  King  is  King  ty  the  Law,  by  the  fame 
Law  that  the  poor  Man  enjoys  his  Cbttagr;  send  fo  it  beconies  Che  Concern  of 
every  Min  in  England  that  hath  his  Liboty  to  tnaimahi,  and  to  defend  to  his 
tQtinoft,  the  King  in  all  his  lawful  Rights  and  Frercgatives.  And  m^  Principle 
aiftlfo,  that  the  Houfe^ofliOrds,  and  the  Judicatory  andlJligbta  belotiging  tb 
•k,  ore  an  eiTential  ^P^'df  theGovernmentdbblilhed  by  theiame  Law  theiCing 
-govemli^  ai^d  admtniftering  Juftice  by  his'Hotiie  of  L^ords,  and  advifing  with 
bodihisHottfesofBai^liaiiient  in  all  important  Matters,  is 'the  Government  i 
vivn,  flim^bom  ondeti,  am  dbliged-to:  If  ever  there  Iboutd  happen  in  future  Ages 
(whidi  Ood  UftW)  aKmggoytrning'by  tt  Atmy  ^icbout  a  Par Hameilt,  it  is 
a  Government  I  own  not,  am  not  obliged  to,  nor  was  bom  under.  According 
to  this  Principle  every  honeft  Man»  chat  holds  it,  muft  endeavour  equally  ca 
preferve  the  Fiame  of  the  Government  in  all  Parts  of  it,  and  cannot  iatisfy  hia 
tbnfcience  to  give  up  the  Lords  Houfe  for  the  Servke  of  th^  Crown,  or  to  take 
Away  the  juft  Rights  or  Privileges  of  the  Houle  of  Commons  to  pleafc  the  Lords* 

But  there  is  another  Principle  got  into  the  World,  my  Lords,  that  hath  not 
been  long  there,  for  Archbimop  Laud  was  the  firft  Author  that  I  reo^ember  of 
it,  and  I  cannot  find  that  the  Jwiits  or  any  Clergy  have  owned  ir,  but  fome  of 
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the  Epifcopal  Clergy  of  our  Briiifi  Ifles  ;  ic  is  with  us,  as  ic  is  new }  fo  ihe  moft 
dangerous  dcftruftive  Dodrine  to  any  Government  and  Law  that  ever  was :  It 
is  the  ficil  of  the  Caaops  puhliftie^  by  iJhe>Cpiiyocatiop,^464fa  t^Maqa^ljg^ 
19  of  Dhr}ne  Right ;  this  Dodrine  was  then  jpi^ched  u^  Anq  ip^f ncaiofd  ^^ 
Sih4b&rpj  Manwering^'znA  others,  and  of  late  Yeac^,  by  a  .Book  publilBcp,  by 
Dr.  Sanderfon^  Btdiap  of  Lineotftj  under  the  Name  of  Archbilhop  UJber  ^ 
and  how  much  it  fpread  among  our  digniBed  Clergy  is  very  eafily  known.  We 
all  agree,  that  the  King  and  his  Government  is  to  be  obeyed  for.  (^qpfcfence 
Sake  \  and  that  the  Divine  Precepts  require  npt  Qnl^.hcre  but,i0,aIlF4nt9of  tl|e 
Worid  Obrfi^cc  to  lawM  Governors :  But  this  Family,  ar^  oo;rKin^,,  and  tf^is 
farticulai-* Frame  of  Government  is  our  lawful  Conf^itution^  ^d  Qbligcth  u^$  d| 
belonging  only  to  the  particular  Laws  of  our  Country.  This  Laudian  DpdrioQ 
was  that  Root  that  produced  the  Bill  of  Tefl:  the  lad  Si^fllon  i  and  fom^  very 
perplexed  Oaths,  that  are  of  the  fame  Nature  with  th^r,  and  yc;  impofed  by  fe- 
deral Afts  of  thi)  Parfiament.  In  a  Word,  if  this  po^ine.  be  irvief  QUip 
Magna  Cbaria  is  of  no  EWce,  our  Laws  are  but  Rules  among. quricl vies,; )du- 
Ang  this ' King's  Fleafure.  Monarchy  of  Divine  Rigbc  capnot  be  bounded  nor 
Dmittd  by  human  Laws ;  nay,  what  is  more,  cannot  found  illolf,  and  all  Q4r 
Claim  of  Right  by  the  Law,  or  the  Conftitution  of  the  Goverpmenfi,  all  the 
JurifdfAion  and  Privileges  of  this  Houfe,  all  ih^  Rights  and*  Privikges  of  cho 
Hdafe  of  Comnrions,  all  the  Properties  and  Liberties  of  che  PieQpIe,>arcto  giyo: 
iwaynot  only  the  Interellt,  but  the  Will  and  Pleafure  of^thCxC^own.  .Aoc) 
ffaae  the  beft  and  worthieft  of  Men  (holding  this  Principle^  jnull  vole  toxleliyer 
ap  all  we  have,  not  only  when  Reafon  of  State,  and  the  ^p^ate  Intcred  of  tb# 
Crown  requires  it  ^  but  when  the  Will  and  Pleafure  (if  known)  would  ha^^e,  It  Ahs. 
for  thus  muft  be  a  Man  of  that  Principle,  as  the  only  Rule  and  MeaM  of  Right 
and" Juftice :  Therefore,  my  Lords,  you  fee  how  neceffary  It  is^  that  oi^r  Priih, 
ciplei  be  known ;  and  how  fatal  it  is  to*  us  all^ .  that  this  Pxinqipic  ;^Qu)4  te 
itifl^ed  to  fpread  any  further. 

My  Lords,,  to  concltlde,  your  Lordfhip  have  feen  of  what  CooieqpeMj^ 
diis  Matter  ii  to  you,  and  that  the  appointing  a  Dav  to  cooiider^  is  no  lefs 
than  declaring  your&Ives  doubtful  upon  fccond  and  cfeliberate  Thougbu,  th^ 
you  put  yourfelves  out  of  your  own  Hands,  no  more  than  moral  Probability  of. 
hiaving  this  ^ffion  made  a  Precedent  agahiil  you.  You  fee  your  Duty  to  youij 
filfes  and  the  People,  and  that  It  Is  really  the  Intcfcft  of  th^  Houfe  of  Co^^^:.

but  the  other  is  always  following  clofe  at  Hand.  In  England^  Popery  was  to 
h»if«  brought  in  Slavery ;  in  Scotland  Slavery  went  before,  and  Popery  to  folt< 
low.

Cpttntrtes  are  always  moft'favourably  dealt  with*  when  the  ancieat  Nobility  an(|> 
Gentry  there  cannot  enjoy  their  Royalues,  theb*  ^hirevedoms,  and  their  Scewarties, 
which  they,  and  their  Ancefl-ors  have  pofleflbd  for  feveral  Hundred  Years,  but 
that  they  are  now  cojoyned  by  the  Ijords  of  the  Council,  to  make  Deputations 
Gf  tlieir  Authority,  to  fuch  as  are  their  known  Enemies  4  can  we  exped  to  enjoy 
our  Magna  Cbaria  long,  under  the  fame  Perfons  and  Adminiftradona  of  Afiairs* 
ifnthc  Council  there  can  imprifon  any  Nobleman  for  feveral  Years,  without 
bringing  him  to  Tryal,  or  giving  the  leaft  Reafon  for  what  they  do  i  Can  we 
cxpeft  the  fame  Men  will  preferve  the  Liberty  of  the  Subject  here  ?  I  will  ac« 
ckiiowkdgie  that  I  am  not  well  rcrfed  in  the  particular  Laws  of  Scotland.

England  has  been  their  only  mighty  Rival  for  the»  Tra^le^  pf.  ibe, WorM  r 
whence  that  wife  Oiancellor  of  England^  the  Earl  of  iSi'.^/y^t^>j(itb4^  &iccx:far* 
to  the  Parlikment,  Feb.  5.  1672.  lays  it  down  as  a.^Iajj^  nev«rj)GiJbe?oi^i:' 
in  England.  Let  ibis  be  remembred^  (faith  he)  ^he  S fates  ^Holland  artBs%' 
land's  eternal  Enemy  ^  both  by  Inter  eft  and  Inclination  i  And,  bp  gJMca  the  Rea* 
ion,  becaufe  we  are  their  onfy  Competitors  for  Tt^dc  andPovftv^M  l^a^  4Bd  wha 
cnlyftand  in  their  Way  to  an  linivcrfal  Empire*  as  rrtat  a^V^^fs^t^. 

Then  he  (hews  how  true  they  have  been  to  their  laterefU,  ia.  worJciQg  til  the 
Mifchief  they  could  to  England^  not  only  by  violent  but  felfcand  fr^cberQU» 
Ways:  And  he  inftances  in  their  Breach  of  Treaties,  botli.in^tli9,$«riMiiand 
Eaft' India  Bufineis  ;  and  their  Height  of  Ipfolence,  to  dcQy.  us.  cb9  Hoooor 
and  Right  of  the  Flag ;  and^  that^  though  it  bad  been  owned  by  tbem  ii|  the 
Treaty  of  Breda^  yeb  they  difputed  the  King's  Title  to  it  in  all  the  Coorts  of  * 
Ckriftendom^  ahd*faiade  great  Offers  to  tht  French  King,  if  be  would  ftaodby 
them  againft  us.  -^ 

Laftly,  He  compares  them  to  Carthage^  and  us  to  Rme^  that  is^  that  it  was 
impoflible  both  Ihould  ftand  upon  a  Ballance  ;  that  if  wc  d6  ^ooc  maftnr  their  * 
Trader  they  will  ours.    They  or  we  mu(|  truckle.     One  muft  md  will  give 
ihjC  Law  to  the  other.    There  is  no  compouading^  where,  the  Coatcft^  is  for 
the  Trade  of  the  whole  World. 

No  Treaties,  no  Alliances  will,  or  ever  did  bind  them  to  us,  longer  fhao 
until  they  could  make  an  Advanuge  by  us.  A^fter  a  firm  Treaty  in 
I&19,  cnfued  the  Murder  of  the  ISjigliJb  zt  jimboyna  in  Nomemier  1624,  <^ 
other  Depredations  in  the  Eaft-Indies.  You  may  fee  a  whole  Hiftory  of  their 
Breach  ot  Treaties,  and  moft  barbarous  and  perfidious  Cruelties  upoo  .the  Engirt 
by  Dr.  Stubby  printed  m  167^.  <'  Since  King  James  h  (fays  be)  reigoed  in 
**  Great-Britdiny  jhey  have  neither  kept  any  L<^g^&  .in  Reference.  CQ  Trade 
"  and  Corhmcrcc:  That  rich  Trade  we  had  into  the  Eqft-Indiis^  at  JapOMy  ' 
^\Jmb^nay  Banda  and  the  Moluccoes  is  iota\ly  ruined  :  Our  Iflands  of  PoUran^ 
^*  Palaivayy  Lantere  unjuftly  feized  into  their  Hands  i  and  the  Damages  jftc  (nf^

^s  wtch  the  Blood -of  the  Engltfh  that  had  been  flaughtered  by  them  in  the  Ku-- 
c":  thefine  and  Dragon^  in  -theie  Words.  •  though  we  cannot  pofitively  proise^ 
^  yet  ty  goad  Circufu fiances^  we  can  fiidke  it  appear y  that  you  did  defiroy  the 
**  Shif9  Dragon  and  Kathcrine,  though  the  Ships  and  Men  were  never  beard-of^ 
^^  yet  the  Guns  emd  Goods  of  tbofe  Ships  have  been  found  in  your  Country^  which 
**  does ghe  us  fame  Confidince  to  telieve  you  did  deftroy  the  Men  and  Ships. *^ 

**  And  we  are  informed^f  that  fome  of  your  own  Countrymen^  when  tbey  lay  oif 
«•  their  Death  Beds^  did  make  Honfeffion  of  the  cruel  Mwrthers  and  Seizures  j 
•*  Jiow  thai  they  met  them  going' to  r^^Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  after  a  friend^ 
^^  Jy  S^alutation^  the  D\Kch  invited  the  ^ngWGi  Commanders  aboard  i  and  after 
^  they  bad  ie/nfeafied^  they  told  them^  that  it  was  fiittng^  they  Ihould  dripk*

And  if  they  candifpenie  even  with  their  Chriitianitf.,  to  peonolediehr  Trade  ; 
what  Obligttiona  can  we  put  iipon  thetn  that  will  make  ifaipmifidfe'to  cheir  fa* 
premc  God,  Intereft  ? 

But  we  need  not  go  fo  &r  a$  the  Indus  to  find  laftancES  cf  the  Dafigna  vSH^^ 
land  to  ruin  England.  There  is  a  furprifing  Paffage  in  thcXfinAn^iszette^ 
20th  of  Jpril  16669  which  is  t;^^0/i«i|  as  follows:  ^a

<«  Guards  to  li^ave  beea  iurprized  ia  the  lana  where  they  were  t}uaBcef«d  ;  feve- 
«^  ral  others  having  been  g^tined  for  that  purpofe.  The  fiKvir  wasaceondingfy 
«<  viewed,  and  its  Surprize  oldeiled  by  'Boots  over  the  Moat,  and  from  ihtnoe  tb 
«^  fcale  the  Wall  i  <Mt  jfti^ndgr^  who  is  not  ytc  taken,  had  Kkewifediftri- 
**  buted  SunfMs  of  Moaey  lo^hefe  CoaTpirators^  and  fdr  ^  cairying  on  ttf*  the 
«^  Defign  more  effcifhially,  they  weit  told  of  a  Council  of  the  Gneat  Ones,  that 
^^  fat  frequently  in  Zr^iMMKi  £roEii  whom  ifliied  all  Orders;  wbfdi'Oiuiicil  re- 
««  ceived  their  Direi5ttons  frbm  tmaiher  in  Haildnd^  wfho  fiae  w Mi  ihe  Suta ; 
^*  and  that  the  Third  of  September  was  pitched  on  for  the  Attempt,  as  being 
*<  found  by  Lilly^^  Almanack,  and  a  Scheme  erected  fdr  xhac  jpurpo^,  ^tb  4)e  a 
^^  Lucky- Day,  a  Ptoerthci^^ulir^  wbich4prqgne(ticated4^^j^         oTMo* 
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"  narchy..  The  Evidence  againft  there  Perfons  was  very  full  and  clear,  and 
«  they  according  found  Guilty  of  High  Treafon."  ThdTe  are  the  Words  of  that 
Gazetu  \  and  let  me  only  mind  the  Reader,  that  the  Cicy  was  fired  the  very 
Diy  which  was  there  mentioned ;  that  is,  the  Fire  began  about  Twelve  at  Night, 
the  Second  of  September^  66^  or  early  on  the  Third,  which  was  the  firft  Day 
of  the  Fire. 

This  makes  it  a  Demonftration,  that  the  Duicb  Plot,  mentioned  in  that  Ca* 
zettee^  could  be  no  Contrivance  of  the  Government,  in  Odium  to  the  Dutch  \ 
if  chat  xould  be  fo  much  as  fuggefted,  or  fo  bafe  an  Imputation  laid,  not  only 
upon  the  Court  but  the  City  itielf,  which,  in  her  Seffions,  fhould  take  away  the 
Lives  of  Men  for  any  fuch  Sbam-PUt%  1  fay  nothing  of  this  can  be  poffible,  un- 
Icfs  you  will  fuppofe,  that  the  Government  and  the  City  both  deHgned  the  burn- 
ing of  tlie  City  of  that  Day  (and  if  fo  they  would  not  have  told  it  \)  or  other- 
wile  that  they  had  the  Spirit  of  Pr^^^^ry,  to  foretel  the  burning  of  the  City  five 
Months  before  it  came  to  paG. 

"  But  thefe  Conlpirators  had  faid  their  Defign,  and  would  not  flip  that  Lucky- 
Day,  the  Third  of  SiCptimber^  on  which  Oliver  conquered  firft  Scotland^  at  the 
Batde  of  Dunbar^  and  after  the  Loyal  Party  in  England  at  fVorcefter  Fight  \  both 
which  happened  to-be  UDon  the  Third  of  September^  which  Oliver  reckoned  to 
be  his  Lucky  Daj  \  and  it  held  fo  to  him  to  the  end :  For  on  that  Day  he 
brought  the  greatcft  Blefllng  to  England  that  ever  Subject  did  :  On  that  Day 
only  be  verified  what  be  had  fo  often  promifed,  to  relieve  England  from  Ty- 
ranny and  Arbitrary  Power,  and  to  open  the  way  to  a  glorious  Reformation^ 
ill  this  he  performed  \  for  on  that  Day,  on  his  own  Lucky  Day  he  died,  or,  as 
his  Entbufiaji  ^Undid  boafted,  was  carried  like  Elijah  into  Heaven  in  a  ff^birU 
wind  'y  whither  that  carxiedhim,  or  whence  it  was  lent,  we  will  not  examine  \  only 
we  may  take  Notice,  that  he  who  raifed  Rebellion  to  cure  Superftition,  obferved 
his  Lucky  Days  \  and  the  Confpirators  of  whom  we  are  fpeaking,  were  fome  of 
his  godly  Army.  Thcfe  gained  with  the  Dutch  Reformers,  not  only  ifbferve 
Day^9  but  caft  Schemes  and  go  to  F$rtune-T^ellers^  any  Thing  ■  go  to  th^ 

Dtvil  himfcif,  for  the  Good  old  Caufe!  The  End  fanflifies  the  Means. 

How  far  the  Devil's  Chain  may  reach,  I  cannot  tell.  But  if  there  be  fuch  a 
Thing  as  Spellsy  to  caufe  Men  Love  or  HaiCy  moft  certainly  ihc  Dutch  have 
made  us  drunk  with  it:  Not  only  to  love  and  doat  upon  them,  who,  at  this 
very  Day,  ufe  all  our  Men  like  Dogs,  who  go  over  thither  to  fight  for  their 
Country  (which  they  will  not  do  themfelve^)  and  clip  our  Money  publickly, 
which  when  they  have  done,  they  pay  to  the  Englijb  only  {far  noothei'  Nation 
will  take  it  from  them)  by  the  Coin,  and  will  receive  it  from  them  only  by  the 
Weight ;  which  is  proclaiming  us  for  Fools  to  our  Faces  :  And  as  fuch,  they 
have  begged  us.  To  fall  in  love  with  thefe  Dutcbj  who  ufe  us  ten  times  worfe, 
when  we  fight  for  them,  and  take  lefi  care  of  our  Sick  and  Wounded,  than 
the  French  againft  whom  we  fight!  And  yet  to  hate  and  abhor  the  French^  the 
more  they  court  us !  As  if  it  were  the  Nature,  as  it  is  the  Charafter  fome-where 
given  of  an  Englijhmany  to  be  won  by  Injuries,  and  provoked  by  Civilities, 
comparing  them  to  their  own  Country  Maftiffs. 

What  is  it  clfe  can  make  us  have  fuch  an  unaccountable  Hatred  to  the  French^ 
for  which  we  can  give  no  Rcafon^  they  having  n$:ver  done  us  any  hurt,  but 
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whciv  we  began,  and  forced  them  to  it,  as  at  prcfcnt  ?  And  yet,  to  doat  as  un- 
accountably  upon  the  Dutcbt  who  never  yet  did  us  any  Good,  pc  aqglcdfeed  dp-  . 
ing  us  all  the  Mifchicf  they  cooH  when  it  was  in  theif  Power  ? 

If  the  like  Evidcncecontd  be  produced  aaainft  the  Frmt  fdr  thib  Burdag  of 
London^  as  what  is  here  broi^hc  againft  the  Dutch  ?  

But  whether  it  were  French  or  Dulch^  London  is  now  filled  with  them  both, 
and  there  have  been  more  Fires  of  late  in  London  than  ufually  has  been  known. 
There  were  no  left  than  five  Fires  in  it  upon  Sunday^  i8  Fek.  94.  And  if  there 
be  felfe  Play,  it  muft  be  Englijbj  French^  or  Dutch.  But  the  Dutct  will  never 
do  us  Hurr,  as  furcly  as  they  never  did  5  we  muft  not  fufpcft  them :  There  b 
fbmc  Vfitdicraft  in  this ! 

Is  it  for  their  Religion  that  we  love  the  Dutch?  I  wiflh  Religion,  of  any  Ibrt, 
had  fo  much  Power  in  England!  But  can  they  be  true  to  Religion,  who  are  con- 
tent, as  In  Japan,  to  renounce  their  Chriftianity  to  promote  their  Trade !  Or, 
which  is  near  the  fame,  to  licenfe  all  Religions,  for  the  Ame  Reafon,  as  in 
Holland!  To  give  Mammon  the  upper  hand  of  God  I 

It  is  their  Mammon,  their  Intereft  (and  they  have  ever  been  true  to  it)  to 
ruin  England. 

It  is  neither  the  Intereft  ef  England  or  France^  to  invade  or  conquer  one 
another  I  and  they  are  not  the  Aggrefibrs. 

Yet  we  are  irreconcileabie  to  France^  and  unalterable  from  Holland!  As  Mea 
blind  ta  their  Intereft,  and  bent  upon  their  Ruin !  Like  the  Jcivj  againft  the 
Romans^  obftinate,  though  unequal  to  the  War!  It  proved  their  Dcftrudlion  * 
and,  if  we  wiH  not  open  our  Eyes,  it  muft,  without  a  Miracle,  be  oorstpa 

We  are  trying  riic  Experim^e  how  niany  Lofles  will  ruin  us.  And  extol 
the  Super-abundance  of  our  Riches;^  but  not  of  our  Wifdom,  in  bearing  op 
againft  a  continued  Series  of  ill  Succeis^  without  any  other  rational  ProipeA,  but 
of  Its  growing  worfc  and  worfe,  till  there  be  no  Remedy. 

I  think  I  have  been  a  tree  Reafimert  Twilh,  in  this,  I  may  be  a  falie 
Brophet»

SIR, 

I  Have  endeavoured  as  far  as  in  me  lies,  to  fiitisfy  your  Curioficy,  in  refotnoe 
to  that  Account,  which  you  were  plealed  to  require  of  me,  concerning  tho 
moft  memorable  AAions  of  Cbionei  Bleeps  Lift ;  a  Perfon  who  iias  .given  the 
World  no  fmal)  OccaSon  of  Difcmirfe  :  Wherein,  if  I  have  noc  had.  the  Hsp* 
pincfa  punduaily  to  anfwer  your  Expeftations,  you  muft  impute  it  to  my  Juftioe^ 
that  would  take  nothing  upon  Report  and  Rumours,  but  only  what  was  didaMi 
to  me  from  the  Mouths  of  One  or  two  of  his  moft  intimate  Friends. 

His  Birth  was  fuch  as  gave  him  thofe  Advantages  that  ufually  diftingutih  «i 
Man  from  the  Vulgar.  For  though  Wit,  and  Parts,  Courage,  ^ad  S^ength 
are  not  hereditary  to  the  Gentility,  yet  is  it  a  great  Felicity  to  be  born  of  fuch 
Parents,  as  are  above  thofe  Wants  that  deprive  them  of  bellowing  the  Beoefiti 
of  Education  upon  their  Children  ;  and  fo  far  from^the  Reproaches  of  Poverty ,> 
that  they  are  never  fpoken  of  by  the  World,  but  with  a  decent  and  bocoming^ 
Chara&er.  Such  were  Mr.  Bloo^fs  Parentage,  ferious,  honeft,  and  of  no  infe-* 
rior  Credit,  and  Poflfeillons  in  the  Country  where  they  lived.  Which  made  them* 
take  that  Care,  that  their  Offspring  fliould  not  degenerate  from  the  Virtues  and 
Repute  of  his  Anceftors,  by  forming  and  Ibaping  his  Conditions  according  to  the 
Rules  of  aftriAahd  fbber  Education,  which  had  chat  Influence  upon  him,  as  to^ 
preferve  him  from  thofe  Extravagancies  that  ufually  attend  upon  metalled  and  ac- 
tive Spirits.  Infomuch  that  the  great  People  oi  Ireland^  who  at  that  Time  fat- 
at  the  Helm  of  Aflfairs,  thought  fit  to  put  him  into  theCommiffion  of  the  Peace 
before  he  was  two  and  twenty  Years  of  Age.  A  Sign  they  bad  a  good  Opinion 
of  his  early  Conduft  of  himfelf,  who  made  him  the  Judge  and  Punifher  of  the 
Vices  and  Mifcarriages  of  others.  Nor  did  he  fail  their  ExpeAations4  for  all 
the  while  he  was  in  that  Station,  he  won  both  Efteem  and  Favour  of  them  who 
at  that  Time  were  the  chief  Rulers  of  the  Iri/h  Nation,  efpecially  from  Henry 
Cromwel^  by  whom  he  was  looked  upon,  as  a  Perfon  fit  for  Employment  and 
Promotion.    For  indeed  the  main  ufe  which  he  made  of  his  Auitority  was  to

(he  fflft  direv  the  Chikl  out  at  Wiridow  into  a  Sheets  hdd  by  the  Father  and 
che  Servant  to  receive  hk  tendec  Bone$,  and  afterwards  jumped  tM  herfelf. 

Thus  faving  from  the  Flames  the  Perfon^  that  was  defigncd.  Salamander-like^ 
to  fpend  the  chtofeft  Part  of  his  Days  in  Fire  and  6n)oak.  A  remarkable  Story 
concerning  that  great  Perfon,  for  which  we  are  beholding  only  td  Mr.  BlooA 
C-onTcrfe  with  •him,'  as  being  quite  omitted,  or  elfe  unknown  to  the  Author 
that  pttblilhed  iih  Life  in  Holland.  

Returning  ooit  of  Holland  into  Eaglandj  be  fell  tn  with  the  Fifty "Monareby^ 
Men  J  refofving'to  venture  all  in  the  Bottom  of  their  Intereil.  He  found  theni 
to  be  a  bold  and  daring  Sore  of  People  like  himfdf,  and  their  Principles  fo  fuic* 
ing  with  his  Difcontents,  that  he  judged  them  very  proper  for  his  Mannage^ 
mcnc.  For  it  was  his  Maxim,  nevier  to  put  his  Confidence  in  any  that  were  not 
engaged  either  by  Principle  cr  Interefl:  to  his  Defigns. 

Thefe  People  it  is  weli  known  had  laid  a  Defign,  not  confined  to  one  Quar^ 
ter,  but  aimoft  general  all  over  England  %  it  was  faid  to  be  firft  contrived  in 
the  Bifhoprick  of  Durbamjrom  whence  the  Contagion  fpread  icfclf  into  Torkjhire^ 
Suffolk^  and  feveral  other  Counties  in  the  Weft  of  England\  between  all  which 
Places  feveral  Correfpondencics  were  held,  and  Agents  emplojrtd  under  the 
binding  Obligations  of  Oaths  of  Secrecy.  Their  Pretences  were  the  Oppofal  of 
Eaccifc,  Sobfidies,  fc?r.  to  re-efta61ilh  a  Gofpel  Magiftracy  and  Miniftry,  to  rc- 
flore  the  Long  Parliament,  and  laflly  to  curb  the  Gentry,  Clergy,  and 
Lawyers. 

Sometime  before  this  at  London  fat  a  fecret  Committee,  of  which  Mr.  Blood 
was  chiefs  to  carry  on  fome  great  Defign,  which  he  then  had  in  his  Head  (for 
I  cannot  learn  that  he  was  ever  concerned  in  the  Plot  more  than  for  his  Friend, 
as  you  fhall  bear  anon.)  This  Committee,  for  their  Security,  had  always  a  pri* 
▼ate  Court  of  Guard  abroad,  feldom  kfs  than  thitty  out  a  Day.  At  this  Com- 
mittee all  Orders  were  given  out,  all  manner  of  Intelligence  was  brought,  ex* 
amined,  and  all  things  fifted  and  debated  in  reference  to  their  grand  Defign. 

But  as  there  leldom  happens  any  Confederacy  wherein  there  are  not  fbme  falfe 
Brethren,  two  of  their  Gang,  whether  out  of  Remorie,  or  for  Hopes  of  Re- 
ward, had  begun  to  make  fome  Difcovery  of  this  Projedl  at  Court.  But  it 
happened  that  Mr.  Bloody  who  was  always  vigilant  and  a^ive  in  his  Affairs  had 
got  the  Wind  of  tfaefe  two  Deferters,  and  was  therefore  refolved  to  prevent  them 
if  he  could. 

To  which  Purpofe,  he  appoints  to  meet  the  two  Perfbns,  whom  he  had  more 
than  reaibn  to  fufpeA,  at  a  certain  Tavera  in  the  City,  who  were  no  fooner  come 
according  to  their  Summons,  but  he  took  them  both  Prifoners,  and  from  thence 
carried  them  to  a  certain  Place  of  Darknefs,  which  they  had  found  out  and  hi- 
red for  their  Conveniency. 

In  this  Place  Mr.  Blood  very  formally  calls  a  Court-Martial  of  his  own,  and 

tiies  the  two  Men  for  their  Lives  ;  who  being  before  fuch  Judges,  were  foon 

found  guilty,  and  ientenced  to  be  fliot  t^  Death,  within  two  Days  in  the  fame

Fl^t  Wfa^  tH^  Tiim  im  Exeaudon  came,  they  were  bodr  brought  to  the 
Stake,  and  being  wirhogt  Jiiiy  other  Hopes,  were  forced  to  prepare  for  Deatht 
Eur  then  at  the  very  Point  of  Defpair,  Mr.  Bh^  was  fo  kind  as  to  product 
tbcxn  a  Fardoiv  anci  icx  releafing  and  giving  them  their  Freedom,  bid  them  go 
to  cheir  Mafter,  and  tell  him  what  they  had  done}  and  withal,  that  they  flioold 
requed  him  in  the  Name  of  the  Confederates^  to  be  as  favourable  to*  his  Sol- 
diert,  when  they  k\\  under  hi5  Mercy, 

But  it  being  impoffible  to  hold  out  long  in  ihefe  mutinous  Courfes  of  Life^ 
where  noehin|}  was  a£ted,  but  by  the  Dilates  of  Difcomenr,  he  betakes  himfelf 
CO  a  VfiOTt  iafc  and  ^uiet  way  to  get  a  Livelyhood.  To  which  Porpofc  he  ftt- 
tled  his  Wife  and  his  eldeft  Son  in  an  Apothecary*s  Shop,  where  they  lived  by 
the  Names  of  Wffian  \  while  he  himfelf  tarns  Dodlor,  by  the  Name  of  A^liff^ 
and  retiring  to  Rumford  pra&ifed  Phyfick  there  for  a  long  Time. 

By  this  Time  the  Northern  Plot  came  to  be  fuUy  difcoveted,  wherein  as  I  faid 
before,  I  cannot  learn  Mr.  Blwd  to  have  been  any  way  concerned,  but  only  in 
the  Refcue  of  his  Friend. 

.Upon  the  Difcovery  of  this  Confpiracy,  feveral  of  the  Confederates  were  ap* 
prehended,  tried,  and  executed.     Among  thofe  that  were  apprehended,  was  one 
Capt.  MaJbHy  a  Perfoi)  for  whom  Mr.  Blood  had  a  particular  Affedlion   and 
Friendlhip.    This  Perfon  was  to  be  removed  from  London^  to  one  of  the  Nor- 
thern Countries,  in  order  to  his  Trial  at  the  Afllzes  ;  and  to  that  Intent  was  fent 
down  with  eight  of  the  Duke's  Troop  to  guard  him,  being  reckoned  to  be  a 
Perfon  bold  and  couragious.     Mr.  Blood  having  Notice  of  this  Journey,  rcfolvcs 
by  the  way  to  refcue  his  Friend.     The  Prifoner  and  his  Guard  went  away  in  the 
Morning,  and  Mr.  Blood  having  made  Choice  of  three  more  of  his  Acquain- 
tance, fct  forward  the  fame  Day  at  Night  v^rithout  Boots,  upon  fmall  HorfcsV 
and  their  Piftols  in  their  Troufers,  to  prevent  Sufpicion.     But  Opportunities  are 
not  fo  caftly  had,  neither  were  all  Places  convenient.     So  that  the  Convoy  and 
their  Prifoner  were  gone  a  good  way  beyond  Newark^  before  Mr.  Blood  and  hii 
Friends  had  any  Scent  of  the  Prifoner,     At  one  Place  they  fct  a  Centinel-  to 
watch  his  coming  by  ;  but  whether  ic  was  out  of  Fear,  or  tliat  the  Perfon  was 
fired  with  a  tedious  Expectation,  the  Centinel  brought  them  no  Tidings  either 
of  the  Prifoner  or  his  Guard.     Infomuch  that  Mr.  Blood  and  his  Companions 
began  to  think  their  Friend  fo  far  before  them  upon  the  Road,  that  it  would  be 
in  vain  to  follow  him. 

And  yet  not  willing  to  give  over  an  Entefprize  fo  geoeroufly  undertaken,  upon 
Mr.  Blood*s  Encouragement  they  rode  on,  thpugh  defpairing  of  Succefs,  until 
finding  ir  grow  toward  Evening,  and  meeting  a  convc^nitnt  Inn  upon  the  Road, 
in  a  fmall  Village  not  far  from  Doncafter^  they  refolved  to  lie  there  all  Nighr, 
and  return  for  London  the  next  Morning.  In  that  Inn  they  had  not  far  long  in  a 
Room  next  the  Street,  condolbig  among  tbemfclves  the  ill  Succefs  of  a  tedious 
Journey,  ana  the  Misfortune  of  their  Friend,  before  the  Convoy  came  thunder* 
ing  up  to  the  Door  of  the  fame  Inn  with  their  Prifoner  ;  in  regard  that  Capr* 
Ma/on  had  made  Choice  of  that  Inn,  as  being  heft  known  to  nim,  to  give  his 
Guardians  the  Refi-elhnient  of  a  Dozen  of  Dunk.  There  Mr.  Bloody  unfeen^ 
bad  a  full  View  of  his  FricdH  and  the  Pcrfoas  he  had  lo  deal  ^^ith.  He  had

In  iiafte  therefore. they  cail^  ibr  tbeir 
Horfes,  and  threw  down  their  Money  £br  the  Reckoningv  cdlinp  Ithe  Woinao^ 
of  the  Houfe,  that  fince  they  had  met  with  fiich  good  Cdo^pauy,  tlieywere  re- 
folvcd  tp^go  forward.  .  .         ■ .      . 

CAi^i/Mafm  went  off*  Brfl:  upon  a  forry  Beaft,  and  with  hicn  <he  Com- 
mander of  the  Party  and  &ur  more ;  the  reft  ftaJd  behind,  to  make  an  £nd  of 
fiheir  Liquor  ;  .th^n  iaway  marched  one  more  iingle  ^ '  and  in  a  vnery  fmall  Tkhe 
afier^  tbc  laft  t#o.  ,  By  this  Time  Mr.  Bhffd.md  p^imc  of -fcis.  Pricnda^bfcSbg 
horfed,  follbwed  the  two  that  were  hindmo&drid  fobot  owitooktchetn;  ^  'TiMte 
four  rbdc  fomc  littje  Tithe  togiether,  Mr;  Blaod  on  the  right  Hand  af.ih^tv/^o 
Soldiers,  and  hia  Friend,  on  die  left.  But  upon  a  ibdden,  Mr  Blapd  Jai<ii  hold 
of  the  Reins  of,  the  Horfc  next  him,  wllle  his*  Friend,,  in  Ohtfdcvatian'of  iiis 
Dire6tion$)  did  the  fame  6n  the  other.  Hand^  and  hava^ig  prci^ri^clyii^y  Surplise 
difmoanfted  the  Soldiorsy  puUcd  of  the  Bridles,  and  ient  the  Hbidiis  to^pidk  tttir 
Grafs  whertf.they  ^leafed.  Theic  two  being  thus  made  &y^  Q^^.Mrj^Jaod  pur- 
fues  his  Game;  intending  tb  have  reached  the  (ingld  Ttooj^.^  Bdtiioiieing  got 
U^  the  reft  of  hii  Fellows,  now  reduced  to  fix  and  a  Bart)cr  of  Uri  thwi  ti^veHcd 
in  their  Company,  Mr.  Blood  made  up,  heads  the  whole  I^irty^  and  ftops  thorn. 
Of  which  fo'me  of  the  foremoft  looking  upon  him  to  be.dcber.  drunk^.qr  mU, 
thought  the  Rebuke  of  a  Switch  to  be  a  fufBcieot  ChaftiTemcaf  of  fubh.«:;r2i(h 
Prcfumption,  which  they  exercifed  with  more  rCoritempt, than  Fitry,t  until  by 
the  Rudenefs  of  his  Compliments,  he  gave  them  to  undcriho4^  thox.he.n^as  tbt 
in  Jeft,  but  in  very  good  Earneft,  He  was  foon  feCondcd  by>  his  Friend  thac 
was  with  him  in  the  firft.  Exploit.  But  there  had  been  .feveral.rou^  Blows 
dealt  between  the  unequal  Number  of  fix  to  two,  before  Mr.  Bloiif^  rwo  other 
Friends  came  in  to  Afllftance.  Nay,  I  may  iafely  fay,  feren  to  6wd.'  '  For  Ac 
Barber  ofTorkt  whether  out  of  his  natural  Propcnfity  to  the  Sport,  or  dsai  his  Fbt* 
valiantnefs  had  made  him  fo  generous  to  help  his  Fellow-travdlecs;  woukl  needs 
Ihew  his  Valour  at  the  Bc-ginniog  of  the  Fray  ;  But  better  he. had l>een  at  the 
latter  End  of  a  Fcaft  ;  for  though  he  ihewed  Jiis  Prudence  to  take  the  ftronger 
Side,  as  guejf^d  by  the  Number  ;  yet  bccaufe  he  would  take  no  Warning  which 
was  often  given  him,  n(>t  to  put  himfelf  to  the  Hazard  of  lofing  a  Ghittar  Fin- 
ger, by  medling  in  a  Bu6cie&  that  nothir^g  concerned  <him,,  he  loft  his  Life,  in 
regard  they  were  forced  to  difpatch  him  in  the  firft  Place,  for  giiing  them  a 
nccdiefi  Trouble,  i.  .  \    .       ' 

The  Barber  being  thus  become  a  tifeleli  Inftmrtient,  and  the  other  of  Mr. 
'Blood^s  Friends  being  xrome  up,  the  SkirmiOi  began  to  be  very  fmart^  the  four 
AfTailaots  having  fingled  out  their  Champions  as^feirly  jand -ecjually  as  they 
could,  J^il  this  wiiile. Captain l-Wii/iii  '.being  rofle  before  upon  his  Thirty  Shil- 
ling Steed,  wondering  his  Guard  came  not  with  him;»il6oked  back,  and  obfery- 
ing  a  Combuftion,  and  that,  they  were  altogether  by^the  Ears,  knew  not  what 
to  think.  .  He  torijeiSlurcd /it  at  firft  to  have  been  fome  Intrigue  upon  him,  as^  if 
the  Troopers  had  a  Dcfign  to  tempt  him  to  an  Efcape,  which  might  afterwards 
prove  more.  tD  his  Prejudice;  juft  like  Cats,  that  with  a  regardlefe  Scorn  feem 
^fo^ivQ  tbc  diOxefifcdMoufe  bll  thpJLiherty  in  chq  World  to  gei:  away  out  of  their 
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1htm%  but  iMNi.  rOoiper  their  Prejr  again  at  one  Jump.  Thereupon  unwilling 
CO  undei^  the  Hazard  of  ./udi  a  Trya],  he  comes  back,  at  what  ITfrne  Mr« 
4/M('cncd  oat  10  him,  Hirf&i  Hirft quickly'.  Aa  Alarm  fo  amazing  at  flrft, 
^t  he  could  not  believe  it  to 'be  his  Friend^  Voicci,  when  he  heard  it ;  but  as 
the  Thoughts  of  Military  Men  are  foon  fummoned  together,  and  never  hold 
'iS^4iii^CoiiitcilSy  the  Captain,  pre&mly  fettled  his  Refi>liition,  mounts  the  next 
Horle  that  wanted  a  Rider,  and  puts  in  for  a  Share  of  his  own  Sdf-Prefervation. 
i^Ttbis  bloody  CoafKAt  Mr*  J/^i  was  three  Times  unfaoried,  oocaCmed  by  his 
F^rgietfolnefSy  aa  faavii^  omitted  to  new  girt  his  Saddle,  which  the  Oftler  had 
oalbofeiied  opdn  the  waofeiog  his  Hod«,  at  bis  fl(fl:  coming  into  die  Inn;  Be- 
ing Iheo  lb  often  difinoonted,  and  not  knowing  the  Aeafoo^  which  the  Occafion 
wipidd  fioc  gjire  htm  leave  to  confider,  be  refblved  to  fight  is  out  on  Foot.  Of 
which  two  of  the  Soldien  taking  the  Advantage,  fingled  him  out  and  drove  him 
jiltp  a  Court- Yard,  where  hfe  made  arStandwhh  a  AHl  Body,:  bis  Si^rord  InMohe 
Haod^  aod  his.  ffifto)  in  the  othcn  One  of  the  Sbldfers  takatkg  chat  Advunrafge 
of  hita  cfiea.  Body,  ihot  himriieai!  the  Shoulder-Blade  of  his  l^iftd- Arm,'  ^  whac 
Time  be  had  four  ocb^r  Bullets  in  his  Body  that  he  had  received  bdfore.  Which 
the  Soldiec  ob(ervh)g,  flun^  his  difcharged  Fiftol  at  him,  with  that  good  Aim 
and  Violence,  that  he  hittkim  a  flunning  Blow  juft  under,  the  Forehead,  upon 
the  upper  Bart  o(f  the  l*4ofe  between  the  Eyes;  which  fi>r  the  preient  fo  amazed 
Juixiy  that  he  gave  hXmifX  over  for  a  dead  Man.  Yet '  revolving,  like  a  true 
Cock  of fbe  Game,  <(p  give  one  fparring  Blow  before  he  expired,  fuch  is  the 
ihange  Provocation  and. Succefs  of  Defpair,  with  one  vigorous  Stroke  of  his 
Sw!Ord>  he  brought  his'Adverfary  with  a  Vengeance  from  his  Horfe,  and  laid 
ID  a;  far  worfe  Condition  than  himlelf  at  his  Horfe's  Feet. 
.  At  what  T4ihe,  «ftiU  of  Anger  and  Rev^e,  he  was  jiifl:  going  to  make  an 
End  of  htStCanqucft^  by  giving  hkn  the  fatal  Stab  \  but  in  that  very  Nick  of 
Time  Capr.  Mafyn^  having,  with  the  Help  of  his  Friends,  done  his  Bufinefs, 
where  they  had  fought,  by  the  Death  of  fbme,  and  the  difabling  others  that  op- 
poicd  them,  came  inandi^id  him  hold,  and  (pare  the  Life  of  one  that  had  been 
the  civileft  Perfon  to  him  upon  the  Road,  a  fortunate  Piece  of  Kindnefr  in  the 
one,  and  of  Gratitude  in  the  other.  Which  Mr.  Bleed  eafiiy  condefocnding  to, 
by  the  jcunt  Affiftanc^  of  the  Captain,  tbe<och^r  Soldier  was  foon  maftered, 
and  the  Vidory,  aixes«  (barp, Fight  that  lafted  abooc  cwo  Hours,^  was  at  lergjth 
oample^ed. 

You  may  be  fure  the  Fight  was  well  maintained  on  both  Sides,-  while  two  of 
the  Soldiers,  befidea  the  Buber,*  were  flam  upon  the  Places  three  unhorfed,  and 
the  reft  wounded*.  And  it  was  tobfervable,  tnat  though  the  Encounter  happened 
in  a  Village,  where  a  gntac  Number  of  People  Wferc  SpeAators  of  chc  Combat, 
yet  none  would  adventure  the  Refcue  of  either  Purty,  as  not  knowing  which  was 
in  the  wrong,  or  which  iothe  right,  and  were  therefore  wary  of  being  Arbitra- 
tors in  fuch  a  dcfperate  Conteft,  whci«  they  faw  the  Reward  of  Alfiftance,  to  he 
nothing  but  prefent  Death*  After  the  Combat  was  over,  Mr.  Blood  and  his 
Friends  divided  themfclvcs  and  parted  feveral  Wayr,.

To  require  of  Men  therefore  to  fwear  to  the  Verity  of  a  Dodrine,  is  not  accord- 
ding  to  Judgment,  beit^a  Thing  impofllble,  becraufe  no  Man  is  infallible.  Now 
then.  Sirs !  When  here  is  fuch  an  Erratum  in  the  Compcfure^  as  the  want  of  the 
Words,  /  believe^  or  the  like,  /  Swiar  that  1  boU^  or  believe^  that  it  is  not  lawful^ 
Ikz.  and  lb  material  an  Excepciooi  as  the  Judgment  of  the  moft  Learned  cornea 
to,  againft  the  Snbftance  in  Tirminir^  of  the  firlt  Part  of  the  Oath,  which  yet 
hath  gone  down  ordinarily,  without  chewing ;  I  humbly  offer  it,  in  the  third 
Place,  to  be  confidered,  how  tkis  Obth  am  be  uken  in  Truth  or  in  Judgment.

HAVING  lc«  ahdread  all  the  PampWcrs'for,  and  agaitift  the  Poyeer  of 
FaflUmfcnts  lA  Ihe  Riglic-oFSucceffion,  I  cannot  but  cohcludc  both  Sides 
miftakcii  in  themain^  and  to  have,  wilfully  or  fgnorantly,  pad  o>)er,  or  wrong 
ftated,  the  chief  Part  of'the  Queftion ;;  which'  was,  not  what  the  Pkrliament, 
meaning*  King,  Lords^  andCorDnnons,  could  do,  by  Virtue' of  their  Might  or

Right  of  Natare,*  to  Which  both  Parties  are  equally  cntrtufcd,  and  both,  upon 
entering  ima  Society,  have  miounced  or  changed  for  an  artificial  Rig  lit  or  Power, 
that  of.fhe  Aiagiftrate,  or  Cottimunity,  cannor  fall  within  the  Limits  of  the 
Quediaa;  beaQ}fip.itcaonevei(  bs  made  ufeof,  without  running  into  a  State  of 
War,  putting  an  end  to  all  Society,  and  with  Ifbmatl^  having  onu  Hund  agdinft 

Aiid  therefore  in  the  iecond 
Notion  this  Controvcrfy  is  to  be  taken,  viz.  What  io  Juftice,  by  the  Laws  in 
beitrg,  Or  Gnce  the  Inftance  is  extraordinary,  what  in  Prudence,  in  Reafon,  the 
Parlianient  may  do?  For,  this  being  the  fupreme  Judicature,  maft  not  want  a 
fuificieoi  Authority  id  any  Cafe  chat  can  poffibiy  haj^n. 

We  muft  then  enquire^  whether  fomq  Anions  of  the  Duke  have  been  obnoxi- 
om  and  cenfurable?  And  if  found  ib,  what  is  cheir  proper  or*condign  Punifli- 
ment  ?  In  order  to  which,  it  Is  to  be  premifed^  that  nothing  in  its  own  nature 
is  or  can  be  penal,  or  cenfurable  inform  bumang^  but  a  Tnin%refIion  of  &lme 
.  poficive  InftitutioD  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  a  Deviation  from  the  Dilates  of 
right  Reafon.  Now  the  Crime  objedodibttt. never  yet  proved,  nor  donfef- 
fcd,  is  the  Duke's  going  over  ^omth^Piccdbantto  tKeijR^^o^ Church,  l^his 
is  xht  Trojan  Horfe  th^it. ruins  out  City  \  fpr  in  iiB  Belly  is  hid  a  myfteriou^  Con- 
fequence,  viz.  That  his  doing  fo,  gave  EncouragstiKtit^  and  was  theOcc^aflon 
of  the  late  difcovered  Popilh  Plot.  The  firft  Part. of  this  A^cufatien  i^h  Bretfch 
of  the  Laws  oi  England  \  the  latter,  of  thofe  of  Reafon,  and  all  Nations ;  and 
therefore  punilhable  after  the  moft  fcvere  manner.  But  before  Sentence,  or  Exe- 
cution, it  is  to  be  obferved,  that  not  only  our  own,  but  the  Laws  of  all  Coun- 
tries, require  not  only  the  Criminal's  Convidion,  but  that  his  Suiferiogs  be  com- 
menfurate  to  his  Offence.  This  laft  muft  be  known  by  the  ftated  Meafures,  the 
Rules  of  the  Society  and  Country  s  the  former  is  built  upon  the  fame  Foundation, 
and  heceflarily  fuppofes  a  legal  Procels,  and  fufScient  Evidence.  Both  are  want- 
ing in  this  of  the  Duke»  he  having  never  been  iiimmoned  to  appear^  nor  Wit- 
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n^fs  produced  to  prove  him  guilty  :  For,  who  can /ay  he  has  changqd   his  Rcir4r 
gion,  9r  that,  if  he  be  now  a  Papiipt; .  he  has  not  been  lo  ev^  fiiKie  he  tame  t6  th^;

Jf  this  be  his  Caft,  he  Is  not  tlabf^to  tfie  Painl 
of  Trcafon,  pronounced  againft  the  Penrcrtcrs  and  Perverted  tothe  Ke^mjlZ^tom-' 
munion.    But,  to  wave  fihfeutes,  al lowing  it  wetc  otherwife,^  yet  the  Scatuti.of 
General  Pardon  cnaftcd  in  tte  Year  j^yj.  has  .fo  acijujctcd  him  from  all  t^t^ 
thsit  on  this  Foot  h^  now  ftands  tiSiai  in  mrtji^  innocent  beibre   any  earttily; 
Tribunal. 

But  as  to  the  Conftqucncc,  that  his  being  reconciled  to-R&mi  has  ^iven  Oc- 
caflon  and  Encouragement  to  the  Plot,  I  can  only  {ay»  that  he  cannot  m  Reafba- 
be  blamed  on  that  Account,  if  ic  be  not  proved'he  intended 'and  dd^gfitd  that 
horrid  Contrivance.     It  is  the  End  and  Intention  that  juftiflcs,  or  condem'ns  ^j^ 
Aftion ;.  and  hfither  Father  nor  Mother  are  to  be  cenmred,  that  a  Mbnfker  hip-' 
pens  to  be  the  Iffiie  of  a  Marriage-bed.     This  being  ;acci(!ental  (for  lb  it  muft*^ 
be  granted,  till  the  contrary  be  made  out)  .can  no  more  be  ifhputed  to  his  Royal 
Highnefi,  without  Madncfi  or  Folly,  than  it  can  to  God,  without  Blafphcmy 
or  f  rreligion,  that  by  his  making  Nlan  he  is  the  Author  and  Caufc  of  Sin,  ancjt 
aM  the  Evils  under  Heaven*  .         * 

Tarn  unwilling  to  mention  what  thave  feen  Irt  Pririt^.  towit;  Thai  ibe  Duke: 
of  YorkV  hhg  a  Papift  has  given  Birth  and  Life  to  the  Ptof  -^  becauft  tH5s  is  fo^^ 
inartificial  and  illogical  an  Inference  or  Conclufion^  that  I  am  perfuaded  the  Au- 
thors will  be  alhamed  of  the  Ignorance  or  Malice  it  betrays :  An  Affertion  that 
has  neither  Senfe,  nor  Wit,  nor  more  Force  than  the  old  Wives  Story,.  Tie  Cat 
iff  a/be  J  ber  Face  a  Sunday,  tberefort  it  rained  on  Monday  j^or  any  other  fucb 
impertinent  or  fcnfeleft  Saying.    Indeed,,  ff  tho  could  be  made  appear,  I  thtnlc- 
it  is  a  Crime  of  fo  foul  a  Nature^  that  nothing,  lefs  than  Death,  not  Difinherifoo, 
could  fiftisfy  the  J^ftice  oF  the  Nation.    Bur  from  this  the  Duke  is  acquitted  by 
Mr.  Oates\  and  Mr.  Bedloe^  even  in  his  laft  Words,,  cleara  him,  from  having 
any  Knowledge   of  the  Defign  againft  the  King's  Life  \,  ia  which,  and  in  the 
bringing  in  Rclimon  by  the  Sword,,  (of  which,  his  Royal  Highncfi  is  not  accufed) 
the  Tfeafon  orConfpcracy  doth  fconfift.

In  the  Thirty-ninth  Year  of  her  Reign,  the  Comrfions,  bf  their  Speaker^. 
compWniog  of  Monopolies ;  the  Qjeen  made  anfwer,  by  tHe  Lord-Keeper^' 
natjbe  hoped  her  dutiful  and  loving  SubjeSs  would  n&t  take  away  bet  Preroga^ 
tive^  which  is  the  chiefe/t  Flower  in  her  Garland^  dnd  the  principal  and  bead 
Pearl  in  her  Crown  and  Diadem  \  but  that  they  wilt  rather  leave  that  to  her 
Difpofition. 

In  the  Thirty-fifth  Year  of  her  Rieign^  Mr.  Peter  Weitt^ortb  an  J  Sir  Henry 
Bromley  delivered  a  Petition  to  rtie  Lofd-Kceper;  defirihg  tffe  Lords  of  th6  ' 
Upper  Houfe  to  be  Suppliants  with  th«m  of* the  Lower  Houfe,  unto  her  IVfa-  ' 
jefty^  for  entailing  the  Succeflion  of  the  C?own,  whircof  they  had  a  Bill  ready 
dra\i^n.  Her  Majcrfty  was  highly  di^leafcd  hcrc^ch,  as  toncrary  t(J  her  for-r 
nier  flrait  Command,  and  charged  the  Council  to  draw  the  Parties  before  them. 
Sir  Thomas  Henage  fcnt  for  them^  and  commanded  them  to  forbear  the  Parlia- 
merit,  and  hot  to  .go  out  df  chcir  fcteraf  Lodgings:  Aftfer  they  Were  called  be- 
fore  the  Lord  Trcafurer,' the' L-ardfiTrr^Jtw)^;  and  Sir  Thomas  Henage  \  Mr. 
fVenlwortb  waa  committed  by*  them  to  the  Tower  j  Sir  Henry  Bromley^  and 
other  Members  of  the  Houfe  of  Gotmnons,  lo  whom  he  imparted  the  Matter, 
were  fcnt  totbc  Fleet. 

And  in  the  iamc  Parliament  when  Mr.  A*?rr/V^,/ Attorney  of  the  Court  of 
Wards,  moved  agairrft  the  hard  Coorfes  of  the  Biftiops,  Ordinaries,  and  other 
Ecclcfiaftical  Judges  in  their  Couns,  iinJ  Ipake  againft  Subfcripcions  and  Oathsj 
offering  a  Bill  to  be  read  ag:iii)ft  lAiprifonment  for  Refufal  of  Oaths ;  the  fame 
Afternoon  Sir  Edward  Coke^  then  Speaker,  was  lent  for  to  Courr,  where  the 
Qiieen  hcHelf  gave  him  aMcffage  to  the  Houfe,  declaring,  //  being  wholly  in 
her  Power  to  call^  Jo  determine^  to  ajffint  or  diffent  to  any  Thing  done  in  Parlia^ 
meni  %  that  the  Coiling pf  this' was  only  that  the  Majejly  of  God  might  be  mote  ' 
retigiosf/fy  objerved^  fy  compelling^  iyfome^arp  Laws^  fucb  asnegleStbat  Ser^''^' 
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^# M  and  ihu  iH  S^ifetj  afbtr  Maj^flfs  firfoH^ '  and  the  Realm ^  fid^U  ^^^^Ur 
mdedfinc.  h  was-  nat  meani  ibeyfimtd  meddle  with  Maneri  of  Siaii^  $r  tiaufes

ntitberi  doth  it  bec<tmo ^be  Houfrto  feartb  into^  Matters  of  that  Nature. 

Ih  30  EJiz,  the  Commons  were  told,  ^at  their  Privilege  was  Yea  andHoC 
And  thai 'ber  Mc^^y^s  Pteafure  was ^  that   if  tbe  Speaker  perceived  any  idU 
Heads  J  which  would  noiJHek.  to  Hazard  their  own  EJiateSy  but  meddle  tffrth  re^ 
forming  tbe  Churchy  and  transforming  tbe  CommonweaT^  by  exhibiting  Bills  to 
that  Purpofe,  tbe  Sptaker  fbould  not  receive  them^  till  they  were  viewed  and  con- 
fidered  by  thof^  who  are  Jb  tor  tO'  conjiier  of  fuch  iTbings^  and  can  better  fudge  of 
them.     And  at  the  End  of  thid^  Parliament^  the  Queen  rejeAed  forty-eight  Billf^ 
which  bad  pa0cd  both  Houfirs.

By  which  it  appears,  that  this  grand  •ftlTrrfcge  of  Farliamenr,  Liberty  of 
Speech^  which  at  pr^fcnr  ^makes  To^great  a  N^ft  in  thciWorld,  wis  not  in  chi^ 
good  Queen's  Reign  half  foconiid^rableas  People  now  would  fain  petfuade  us. 
It  was  of  no  great  Antiquity  m  her  Days,  but  a  Favour  firfl  be*gged  in  King; 
Henry  the  Eighth's  Reign,  by  Sir  Thomas  Moore,  then  Speakct-  t)f  the  Moufeof 
Commons,^  who  prayed  ^King,  in  behalf  of  the  Hmifc,  That  ifik  Communis' 
cj$tion  and  Reafoning  any  Man-fhoittd  fpeak  more  laYgtly  than  of  Duty  be  ought  to^  ^ 
do^  that  all. fuch  OffcncejffkmU  be  pardoned^  and  this  to 'be  enttred  uphn  Reior-d:      '

Nor  do  I  fee  why  any  before  him,  ihlild, 
be  credited  jn  an  Affair  of  this  Importance;  fince  all  acknowledge  him  to  bl^of 
a  frank  and,  genecQUS  Nature,  free  from  all  X>i6imulation,  and  the  Hale  Politick 
Fetches  and /Evalions  which  ferve  other  Men's  Turn  to  break  their  Prom ifes^: 
Whereas  the  Ringleaders  of  his  Adverfaries  are  vcrfed  in  all  the  Arts  and  Wiles 
of  forraing.Partics.and  Fa6lion«,  gnd  confcquenily,  cannot  be  thought  to  ftick 
at  forging  any  Lye  or  Afperfion,  beneficial  to  the  End  they  propofe.  ,But*.al- 
^wing  an  cqualPiobability  of  Xnith  in  his  Denial,  ^nd  their  Charge  ;  yet  tPerr 
of  his  fide^  is  not  Jefs  fafe^  arid  J  §mfure  much  more  homfi  and  honourable. 

It  is.  indepd,  the,  ufual  Cheat  of  afpirmg  Men,  by  ifpecious  Pretences,  firft  to 
0igage  the  unwary  in  their  Confpiracies,  jind,  when  either  Pear  or  Honefty 
opens  their £ycs,  ibcntowialfe  them  beiieve,thcy  are  fofar  advanced,. that  they 
cannot  with  Safety  retire  j  and  that  the  State  or  Pcrfon  they  provoked,  will  ad- 
ipit  of  np  other  A^^oncpaent  than  that  qf  their  Lives  and  Fortunes.  ThisDevice 
(to  omit  ancienter  Times)  in  Philip  the  Second's  Reign  filled  the  Belgick 
Plains  with  the  Bjood  of  his  Spanifb  ^nd.Flemifi  Subjefts  ^  brought  France  fuc- 
.cgfiiYety  under  fereral;Kings,  almoft  to  a  total  Deftrudtion.;  deprived  our  late 
Sovereign  of  his  Life  and  Crown,  which  I  am  confident  was  not  by  the  major 
.part  fiA  intended  in  1640  •,  and  had  like  to  have  kept  his  prefcnt  Majefty  in 
iperpetq;il  Exile,  had^not  Providence  wrought  Miracles  in  his  FavQinr,  an4>  M

How  bloody  the  Execution  of  this  Plot  muft  needs  have  been  cannot  eafily  be 
imagined,  nor  how  miftrable  the  remaining  Part  of  the  poor  People  and  Chil- 
dren left  alive  muft  have  been,  cannot  be  conceived.  No  Places  in  the  Worid 
are  fo  miferably  enflavcd  under  the  worft  of  Tyrants,  as  thofc  who  live  with- 
in the  Verge  of  St.  PcUr^s  Patrimony,  which  muft  have  been  the  State  of 
ENGLAND. 

As  for  IRELAND^  the  Pope  had  made  the  titular  Archbilhop  of  Dublin 
his  Legate,  to  take  PoiTeflibn  of  that  Kingdom  in  his  Nanae;  Talboi  his  Bro- 
ther was  made  General  of  all  the  Forces  in  Ireland.  The  Duke  ofOrmond  was 
to  be  murdered,  and  then  the  Irijh  were  to  r^fe,  and  form  an  Army  of  five  thou- 
fand  Horfe,  and  twenty  thoufand  Foot,  and  to  murder  the  Proteftants  as  they 
did  before.  This  they  call,  Zeal  for  the  Roman  Catbolick  Religion.  To  enable 
the  Irijh  to  this,  the  Pope  contributed  Eight  Hundred  Thoufjnd  Crowns,  the 
French  had  already  fcnt  over  fome  Supplies,  and  had  p»"om|fed  a  further  feitfon- 
able  Supply  of  Arms,  Men,  and  Money,  fo  foon  as  they  fhoulu  be  in  AAion.  Le^ 
Cbeefe  had  a  great  Influence  in    all  theft  Tranfadions. 

As  for  SCOTLAND^  the  great  Dcfign  of  the  Je/usis  was  to  raife  a  Rebel- 
lion there  5  to  this  end  they  diverfe  Times  fcnt  over  fevcral  Jcfuits  to  mingle 
themfelves,  if  they  could,  with  the  Diffentcrs,  fo  as  they  might  preach  in  their 
Field- Meetings,  and  encourage  them  to  take.  Arms,  to  vindicate  their  Religion 
and  Liberty  againft  Duke  Lauderdalfs  Tyranny,  and  aHo  the  Tyranny  of  the 
Bilhops,  as  they  term  it.  The  Papifts  were  to  raife  an  Army  of  eight  thoufand 
Men  to  join  with  the  Diffcnters,  left  they  might  have  been  fupprefled  by  Duke 
Lauderdale. 

As  to  HOLLAND^  they  have  fent  over  twelve  Meffengers  thither  for  to 
fow  Diffention  between  the  Prince  of  Orange  and  the  States,  which  in  the  Love* 
Jleyn  Party  go  under  the  Name  of  the  Fifth  Monarchy-Men. 

To  thcfe  Things  may  be  added  the  Firing  of  London  upon  Defign  by  the  Je- 
fuiis  in  September  1666.  which  ihould  have  been  burnt  fooner^  Iwt  they  could 
not  get  Perfons  and  Things  ready  for  Execution,  the  Perfons  that  were  employ, 
cd,  the  Place  where  they  met  to  conluk,  the  manner  bow  thefe  eight  Perfons 
executed  at  lyburn  in  April  before  were  drawn  in,  and  afterwards  betrayed 
by  them,  were  all  fpecified  to  the  Parliament.  Where  note,  the  Gazette  in 
Jpri!  1 666,  tells  the  World  that  eight  Perfons  were  executed  at  Tyburn  for  de- 
figning  ro  burn  the  .City  the  Third  of  September  following,  only  as  a  Colour  of 
that  wicked  Aft  they  intended  to  commit,  that  it  might  be  caft  upon  the  Fana- 
ticks,  whofc  Intercft  was,  all  the  World  knows,  to  prefcrve  this  Place  for  a 
(belter  and  hiding  Place  to  them.  Richard  Strange^  2ijefuit^  fomctimca  Pre^ 
iriacial  of  that  Society,  did  inform  this,  whofe  Ii^ormation  and  the  Execution

flo  very  -wcH  agree  tc^ether. '  The  Society  of  Jefuits  employed  Groves  and  three 
Irifiy  Ruffians  procured  by  i>.  Fff^4r/y  to  fire  Soutbwark^  for  which  they  had  One 
Thoufand  Pounds,  that  is.  Groves  had  Four  Hundred  Pounds,  and  the  Irtjb 
kttffiati^  ited  TWoHhndrcd  Pounds  a-piece,  and  yet  the  Society  got  by  the  Bar- 
gain,  fbr  whiKt  the  Fire  rages  they  have  their  Inftrumcnts  to  plunder  Houfcs, 
and  Heal  what  Goods  they  can,  which  they  carry  to  their  Ware-houfes  in  IFi/d- 
ftrtefy  and  SomtrfH-bouft.  In  the  Firing  of  SotUhwark  they  got  Two  Thoufand 
Pounds-*  in  the  Buhiing  of  London  they  got  Fourteen  Thouland  Pounds,  as 
Strange  thtJefiiU  confefied.  The  Society  <)f  Jefurts  defigned  lately  to  burn 
Wefifnihfier^  fTppprhgy  ittd  the  remefte  ^rt^  bf  the  Suburbs.  Blond ff  a  Je/uir^ 
bad  his  Poffi  it  fFafping,  where  he  began  his  Work,  but  the  Fire  was  by  God's 
Mercy  pretetitcd  tn  other  Places.  That  this  was  done  upon  Dcfign  is  evident, 
for  it  wa*  fore-told  upon  Oath  twchre  Days  before,  that  fuch  a  Day  flapping 
Ihould  be  fet  on  fire,  as  it  came  to  pafs.  This  Bhndel  is  the  Jefuits  Ordinary 
at  Newgate  J  where  he  endeavours  to  pervert  the  Prifoners  condemned,  by  pro- 
mififig  them  Pkrfltfn,  and  feeding  them  with  Hopes  of  Tranfportation  ;  thofc 
vhom  he  finds  Wicked  enough  for  his  Purpole,  heentfertaina  in  his  Service. 

At  prdcnt  it  is  nccefliry  to  give  this  fhort  Account  to  fatisfy  the  World,  be- 
^:aufe,  notwithftanding  the  Votes  of  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  that  they  were 
fatisfied  with  the  Information  given  them,  that  there  was  a  Plot  to  murder  the 
the  King,  alter  the  Government,  and  fubvert  Religion  eftabJiflied  by  Law,  the 
Papifts  impudently  deny  the  Thing,  or  extenuate  it,  that  very  hvf  were  con- 
cerned in  it,  arid  that  it  was  not  fb  bad  as  the  World  would  make  it.  In  this 
their  impudent  Lying  they  were  much  confirmed  and  encouraged  by  the  Office, 
fent  out  by  the  Bifhops,  to  be  u(ed  on  the  Fa(ft  appointed  the  i  yh  of  November 
^aft,  wherein  there  was  no  mention  of  this  Plot;  fo  that  the  People  might  be 
^aOly  run  down  by  the  Impudency  ofthe  Papifts,  that  tliere  was  no  Plot  at  all, 
jior  Defign  upon  hisMajefty'sPerfon. 

The  Papifts  lay  Afperfions  on  Oates's  Perfon,  (the  firft  Difcoverer  of  this 
Plot)  that  he  is  k  debauched  Fellow,  turned  out  of  the  College  at  St.  Omers^  and 
doth  all  this  out  of  Revenge.  They  fuggeft  that  his  Information  muft  needs  be 
fiaitious,  becaufe  it  is  improbable  he  Ihould  come  in  fo  fhort  a  Time  to  a  diftinft 
Knowledge  of  fo  many  Particulars;  or  if  he  had  heard  orfeen  them,  that  he 
ihould  remember  them  ;  and  that  if  he  went  andongft  them,  with  an  intent  to 
difcover  them,  why  did  he  nor  do  it  fdorter?  And  laftly,  they  fay  it  is  not  likely^ 
that  thole  who  minghed  lheirBk3bd^idithatof  hisMajefty^s  beft  Proteilant  Sub- 
jects in  the  late  Wars,fliou]d  now^  as  one  Man,  have  the  ieaft  Thoughts  c^mur- 
dering  the  King  they  had  fought  for,  and  dcftroy  the  Liberty  ofthe  Nation  they 
had  vindicated  with  their  Lives ;  thefe  Infinuations  feem  plaufible,  but  when  we 
look  into  them,  wefliall  find  they  are  either  palpably  faWc,  or  frivolous. 

As  to  Titus  Oates'i  Educatton,  he  was  bred  a  Student  in  St.  John's  College  in 
Cambridge  \  that  he  is  a  Scholar  appear*  by  his  proceeding  Doftor  in  Divinity 
/in  Salamanca  in  Spam^  no  mean  Univerfity,  where  he  did  all  his  Exercife,  more 
difficult  than  that  performed  by  us  here.  He  was  fomctimes  Miniftcr  at  CA/- 
4:bejlerj  and  at  laft  Chaplain  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  In  all  the fe  Stations  he 
was  a  Perfon  of  a  fober  Life  and  Converfation,  and  never  chained  with  Debau- 
ichery,  and  dares  appeal  to  the  Jefuits  themfelves  in  this  particular,  who  would 
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never  have  efteemed  him  fo  much,  nor  trufted  him  fo  far,  had  they  not  fbood 
him  a  fober  Man,  and  fit  for  their  Purpofe. 

When  he  was  the  Duke  of  Norfolk"^  Chaplain,  he  over-hoard  fomc  Whifper- 
ings  among  the  Priefts,  chat  there  was  fome  great  Dtfign  on  foot,  but  could 
not  learn  what  it  was.     He  had  heard  from  his  Proteftant  Friends,  and  had  read 
in  Sir  Hammond  UEftrangeh  Hiftory  of  King  Charles  the  Firft,  that  the  Pa- 
pifts  had  carried  on  a  DcCgn  for  many  Years  to  introduce  Popery  again  into 
thefe  Nations,  which  created  in  him  an  itching  Defire  to  fee  the  Depth  of  it, 
and  if  it  were  poffible  to  countermine  it-,  to  this  end,  he  feemed  to  fomc  Priefts 
as  if  he  were  diHatisBed  in  fome  Things,  as  to  our  Church,  and  defired  an  Op« 
portunity  to  Difcourfe  with  fomc  of  their  Jefuits^  which  the  Priefts  procur^, 
upon  this  Condicion,  that  he  would  not  betray  them.     After  fundry  Conferences 
with  them,  in  which  he  fuifered  himfelf  to  be  overcome,  he  was  formally  re- 
conciled  to  the  Church  of  Rome ;  after  his  Reconciliation,  he  begged  the  Fa- 
thers of  the  Jefuits  that  they  would  give  him  their  Order,  which  was  granted 
him   after  three  Days  Confideration,     They  then  told  him,  'becaufe  he  was  a 
Man  of  Years,  being  about  Twenty- eigjbt,  they  would  not  employ  him  as  ufually 
they  did  Novices,  in  Drudgery  for  the  firft  two  Years,  but.  he  ftiould  fpcnd 
that  Time  in  being  a  Mcflcnger  for  their  Society.     This  exadly  fitted  his  De* 
lign,  fb  that  he  was  fent  with  Letters  into  Spaing  thole  he  opened,  and  by  them 
began  to  fmell  fomething  of  their  Hellifh  Dcfigns,  and  managed  his  Bufinefs  fo 
dcxteroufly,  that  aTcer  a  little  time  he  was  taken  into  their  Conftilt,  as  they  call 
it,  and  fo  had  an  Opportunity  to  fee  all  that  was  afting  at  the  prefent,  and  \\^ 
bcrty,  witliouc  Suipicion,  to  enquire  how  any  Thic^  paft  had  been  carried  on ; 
more  particularly   he  made  it  bis  Bufinefs  to  inform  himfelf  of  the  Beginning, 
Progrels,  and  Conclufion  of  the  late  Wars,  in  all  which  he  found  the  Jefuits 
had  a  great  hand.     By  this  means  h^  underftood  that  the  City  was  fired  by  their 
Contrivance,  and  was  told  how  the  Plot  was  laid,  and  who  were  the  A6tors  in 
the  fcvcral  Scenes  of  it,  which  he  might  confidently  believe,  beoiufe  he  faw 
how  they  burnt  Soutbwark^  and  defigncd  to  burn  the  Temple^  fFeftminfter^  and 
(he  reft  of  the  Suburbs.     He  kept  fliort  Notes  of  all  Things  of  Moment  that 
occurred  from  the  time  he  was  admitted  into  their  Society,  with  an  intent  to  pro- 
duce them  when  they  might  be  of  ufej;  by  this  means  he  is  able  to  give  fo^x- 
aAan  Account  of  all  Occurrence^,  which  are  confirmed  by  other  Circumftances 
and   collateral  Evidence,   that  in   many,  hundred   Particulars   no   one    thing 
bath  interfered  with  another,  nor  with  thofe  Papers  that  have  been  found  elfe- 
where,  or  with  thofe  Informations  that  have  been  given  in  by  other  Perfons.  For 
inftance,  he  informs  i)AdxColemm  was  a  great  Agent  bthisBufine&;  Letters  found 
inform  the  iame.  He  informs  that  he  delivered  Commiifions  received  from  Lang-- 
born  \  Letters  intercepted  make  mention  of  Commifiionsient,  which  they  hoped 
were'  del  i vered .  In  (hori,  it  was  impc^ibk  that  a  Man  (hould  contrive  fuch  a  Thing, 
.  attended  with  fo  many  hundreds,  nay  fomethoufands  of  Circumftances,  and  com* 
paring  them  with  fo  many  Papers,  and  Informations,  and  Examinations  of  fo  many 
other  Men,  but  they  would  interfere  one  with  another  if  they  were  falfc  ;  therefore 
it  may  be  concluded  the  whole  is  true,  till  fomething  be  found  to  the  contrary,  and 
then  it  will  followthat  this  is  the  moft  bloody,  devillilli,  and  hellifh  Dcfign  that  ever 
was  contrived.   TheMailacrc  luFruBie^  cho'  very  barbarous ^  theMaiiacre  in  Ire^ 
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land^  tho'very bloody;  the  Invafion  intended  in 88 ;  the Gun-Powder-Treafon, were 
inferior  tochis, which  ftiould immediately  havefpread  itlclfovcr  fd  many  Kingdoms. 
That  Propafition  made  in  Parliament  to  imprifon  all  the  Priefts   and  Jefuits 
that  can  be  found  in  the  three  Kingdoms,  and  to  fecure  the  principal  Papifts  in 
his  Majefty's  Dominions,  to  be  kept  as  Hoflagcs  for  his  Majcfty's  Life,  feems 
not  unreafonablc.     It  is  effential  to'  the  Popifli  Religion,  (founded  upon  the 
Pope's  Supremacy  and  Infallibility)  that  all  Papifts  do  own  a  foreign  Allegi- 
ance, namely,  to  the  Pope;  the  Oath  of  Supremacy  is   diametrically  oppofite 
to  the  Popilh  Religion,  whoever  takes  that  Oath,  and  is  a  Papift  ftill,  in  thefc 
two  fundamental  Points^  debauches  his  Confcience,  and  mud  do  all  the  Pope ' 
bids  him  in  or  dine  ad  fpiriiualia  notwicbftanding.     When   the  Pope  condemns 
any  for  Herefy,  (as  is  our  Cafe  now)  alt  Papifts  are  bound  as  Papifts,  to  dcftroy 
fuch  when  it  is  commanded  ;  this  is  not  only  their  Duty,  but  it  is  meritorious 
fo  to  do,  as  the  Papifts  did  believe  it  in  our  intended  Maflacre.     So  chat  they 
are  our  inveterate,  irreconciliable,  profcft  Enemies*  and  would   have  declared 
themfttlves  fo,  bad  they  not  been  prevented  by  God*s  Mercy  in  preferving  the 
King's  Life,  and  the  fcafonable  Difcovery  of  the  Plot.     Though  they  are  not  in 
open  Hoftility,  they  lurk   in  fccrct,  and  ought  to  be  looked  upon  as  Spies,  and 
by  the  Law  of  Nations  may  be  ufed  as  fuch  ;  then,  if  inftead  of  prefer>c  Death, 
which  all  Spies  dcferve,  their  Priefts  and  Jefuits^  and  principal  Laity  are  im- 
prifoned,  and  there  kept,  not  to  be  executed,  unlefs  their  Confederates  abroad 
exert  their  wicked  Principles,  and  put  them   in  Execution,  by  murdering  our 
King,  burning  our  Houfes,  and  embroiiing  the  Nation  in  Blood,  this  feems  CO 
be  no  Piece  of  Injufticc. 

As  to  the  Time  rfO^/«*s  Difcovery  of  the  Plot,  if  on  the  firft  Intimation  of 
the  Papifts  Defign  he  had  made  a  Difcovery  of  it,  probably  he  had  been  rejefted, 
bccaufe  he  could  not  make  out  the  Particulars,  as  now  he  doth.  He  hath  been 
hardly  received  fince,  and  therefore  would  in  all  likelihood  have  been  rejc  Aed 
then.  Further,  he  had  not  the  Command  of  himfelf,  when  he  engaged  in  their 
Society ;  had  he  moved  any  way  without,  or  cohtntry  to  their  Order,  he  had 
prefently  been  fufpeded,  and  might  eafily  have  been  found  out;  as  fbon  as  he 
was  fent  from  £/•  Omtrs  into  England^  and  had  an  Opportunity,  be  did  fliew 
his  real  Intention  to  preferve  his  Majefty's  Perfon,  and  his  native  Country  from 
their  Romifh  Enemies,  the  Safety  of  which  depended  folely  upon  his  Information, 
which  for  aught  we  fee  muft  otherwife  have  been  a  Prey  to  them. 

As  to  the  Papifts  afliftiog  Kii^  Cbarles  the  Firft  in  the  late  Wars,  the  Vio- 
lence of  the  People  forced  them  to  chat  Side,  where  they  did  as  much  Hurt  to 
bis  Majefty^  by  the  Scandal  they  brought  to  his  Party,  as  they  did  Good  by 
their  Arms.  For  they  were  the  Caule  of  that  War,  and  it  mattered  not  moch 
what  Side  they  were  on,  fo  that  their  Defign  might  go  fbrward  :  They  were 
the  main  Men  which  brought  the  King's  Head  to  the  Bfode;  Monfieur  De 
Moulin^  in  priot,  hath  offered  to  make  good  all  chefe  Things,  but  was  never 
call^  to  it ;  he  is  yet  living,  a  Man  of  Reputation,  who  doubtlefs  will  make 
good  his  Word. 

To  conclude,  this  is  iuch  a  plain  Difcovery  of  the  Roguery  and  Villany  of 
the  Papifts,  as  hath  not  been  made  fince  England  deparced  from  the  Church  of 
R(mi.    It  is  hoped,  that  all  poor,  deluded  Perfons,  now  they  fee  fuch  Things 
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they  could  never  have  believed  eflcncial  to  the  Rmifia  ReiigioDy  will  renoonotf 
their  foreign  Allegiance  ta  lb  devilliQl  a  Mafter  as.  the  Pope. is,  and  return  to. 
the  Church  of  England^  and  free  them&Ives  from  thofe  impending  Troubles 
wbich^  will  juftly  and  neceffarily  come  upon  them  ;  in  the  fuffering  of  which 
they  can  have  no  Comfort.  Perfonsthat  will  retain  (after  all  rotans^ufed  to  fa- 
tisfy  them)  fuch  hcllifh  Principles  a&  the  Papifts  do,  ought  cither  wholly  to  be 
rooted  out  from  all  Mankind,  or  to  be  put  into  fuch  a  Coodidon,  under  fuch 
Circumftances,  that  they  can  do  no  hurt.  A$  for  fuch;  as  Ihall  be  obftinate  •  in 
their  Irreligion,  and  maintain  a  H^ibliitioB  to  deftroy  all  Heiiecicks,  that  is  Pro« 
teftants,  as  foon  as  they  can,  it  feems  not  unreafi)a^bk  to  take.  Hoibgrs  of  them 
for  fecuring  of  the  King's  Life  and  Kingdom^s  Peace,  which  can  be  fecured  no- 
ocher  wav  but  by  putting  Things  into  fuch  a  Pofturc^  that  the  Papifts  (haUpre- 
fently  lo(e  much  by  the  King's  Death,  and  get  oo  Advantage  afterwards  by  his 
Succeffors  \  which  nvjft  be  left  to  the  Wifdom.  of  Parliament.  The  Candour  of 
tbe  Proteftants  is  £uch,.  that  no  Violeoce  or  ASVont  hadt  been  o&red  to  any^ 
Papifts,  though  the  Proteftants  iee  their  Houfes  fo.  froquencly  fired  by  their 
means^  and  are  iure  this  Plot  was  laid  by,  them,  and  fliould  have  been  put  in. 
Execution  fo  foon  as  they  had  accompliihcd  their  Treafon  upon  the  King's. 
Perfon. 

Though  the  Preflure  (Hould  fall  upon  tbe  Papifts  in  geneeai,  when  it  may  be 
prefOmed  many  are  innocent,  there  may.  be  thisofoed  in  the. Cafe,  that  &w 
Papifts  have  made  any  Difcovery,  though  many,,  yea.  moft  of  the  principal  Pa-« 
pifts  in  England  have  been.acq^iainted  with  it^  io  that  all  the  reft  feom  to  be 
guilty  either  a  parte  anU^  by  confendng  to  it,  and  intending  to  aA  in  it,  or. 
a. parti  pofty  by  denying,,  approving,,  concealing,  extenuating)  and  mincing 
of  it. 


The  Archbifliop  of  CANTERBURY^  Letter  to. 
the  King  concerning  the  PLOT,  ^c.  and  writtea 
with  his  own.  Hand, 

May  it  f  leaf e  your  Majefty^j 

AS  great  as  the  Secret  is  which  comes  herewith^  yet  I  choofe  rather  to  fend' 
it  in  this  filent  covert  Way,  and  I  hope  fafe,  then  to  come  thither,  and 
bring  it  myfelf.  Firft,  becaufe  I  am  no  way  able  to  make  hafte  enough  with 
it.  Secondly,  becaufe  fhould  I  come  at  this  time  and  antedate  the  Meedng^ 
there  would^  be  more  Jealoufy  of  the  Bufinefs,  and  more  Enquiry  after  it,  efpe- 
cially  if  I  being  once  there,  fhould  return  again  before  that  Day,  as  I  muft  if 
this  be  followed^  as  is  moft  fit. 

The  Danger  it  feems  is  imminent,,  and  laid  by  God  knows  whom ;  but  to  be 

executed  by  them,  which  are  very  near  about  you  (for  the  great   Honour 

which!  have  to  be  in  Danger  with  you,  or  for  you,    I  pafi  notj  fo  your  facred 

Perfon,  and  tbe  Sute  may  be  iafe.)    Now  may  it  pleafe  your  Majefty,  this  In- 
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fermaridn  »  either  true,  or  them  is  (bme  miftake  in  it :  if  it  be  true,  the  Perlbns 
which  make  the  Difcovery  will  deferve  Thanks  and  Reward ;  if  there  (hould  be 
any  mtftake  in  ic,  your  Majefty  can  lofe  nothing  but  a  little  Silence. 

The  Bufincfs  (if  it  be)  is  extreme  fool  %,  the  Difcovery  thus  by  Gbd^s  Provi- 
dence oflkredy  ieems  ivin  I  do  hereby  humbly  beg  it  upon  my  Knees  of  your 
Majefty,  chat  you  will  oonoeal  tbi$  Bufinefe  from  every  Creature,  and  his  Name 
that  fends  this  to  me.  And  I  ftm  hia  Letters  to  me  to  your  Majefty,  that  you 
may  finhis  Scnfe  both  of  the-Bufinefs  and  of  the  Secrecy.  And  fuch  Inftruc- 
tims  as  yoo  thk>kiit  to  give  him,  I  befeech  yeu  let  them  be  in  yoor  own  Hand 
for  his  Wacrant^  .without  iapftrtittg  them  to  any.  And  if  your  Majefty  leave  it 
to  his  Difcretion  to  follow  it  therein  in  the  be(t  way  he  can,  that  in  your  owa 
Hand  will  be  InftruAion  and  Warrant  enough  for  him ;  and  if  you  pleafe  to 
itturn  it  hcpcwich  ^efendy  to  me,  I  will  lend  an  Exprefs  away  with  it  prefent- 
ly.  In  the  mean  time  I  have  by  this  Exprcfe  returned  him  this  Anfwer,  that  I 
think  he  ihaU  do  well  do  hold  on  the  Treaty  with  thefe  Men,  with  all  Care  and 
Secrecy,  and  drive  on  to  the  Difoovery  fo  foon  as  the  Bti^nefs  is  ripe  for  it,  that 
he  may  affiire  himfeif  and  them,  they  (hall  not  want  ReV\rard,  if  they  do  the 
Service  ;  that  for  my  Pare  he  fliall  be  fure  of  Secrecy,  and  that  I  am  nriofl:  con- 
fident your  Majefty  will  not  impart  it  to  any.  That  he  have  a  fpecial  Eye  to^ 
the  eighth  and  ninth  Proportion.  SIR,  for  God's  Sake  and  your  own  Safety, 
Secrecy  in.tbis.Biifinefs^  rad  I  befeech  you  fend  me  back  this  Letter,  and  all  that 
cpmes  with  it  (peedily  and  iecretly,  and  truft  not  your  own  Pockets  with  them. 
I.ihall  not  eat  nor  fleep  in  quirt,  till  I  receive  them,  and  fo  foon  as  Ihave  them 
again  and  your  Majefty's  Warrant  eo  proceed,  no  Diligence  fhall  be  wanting  in 
me  to  help  on  the  Difciovery .  - 

This  is  the  greateft  Bufinefs  that  ever  was  put  tome,  and  if  I  have  herein 
propofed,  or  done  any  Thing  amifs,  I  humbly  crave  your  Majefty's  Pardon, 
and  I  am  willing  to  hope  I  have  not  herein  erred  m  Judgment,  and  Infidelity  I^ 
never  will. 

Thefe  Letters  came  to  me  Septemher  Ten  at  Night,,  and  I  fent  thefe  away  ac- 
cording to  the  Date  hereof,  being  extremely  wearied  with  writing  this  Letter, . 
copying  out  thefe  other  which  come  with  this,  and  difpatching  my  letters  back 
ta  him  that  fent  thefe,  all  in  my  own  Hand ;  once  again  Secrecy  for  God's  Sake, 
and  your  own  :  To  his  moft  bleffed  Prote6tion,  I  commend  your  Majefty  and

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The  Earl  of  ESSEX's  SPEECH   at  the  Deliverjr 
of  the   Petition    to  the  King,  yan.  25.   1680. 

May  it  pleajfe  your  Majefty, 

THE  Lords  here  prefentj  iogetbir  with  divirfr  other  Petrs  of  the  Realm^ ' 
taking  notice  that  by  your  late  Proclamation  your  Majtfiy  has  declared  an 
Intention  ^calling  a  Parliament  at  Oxford  \  and  ohferving  from  Hiftories  and 
Records y  how  unfortunate  many  fuch  AjfembUes  have  heen^  when  called  at  Places 
remote  from  your  Capital  City  ;  as,  particularly  the  Congrefs  in  Henry  the  Se- 
cond's Time^  at  Clarendon  ;  three  fever  al  Parliaments  at  Oxford  in  Henry  the 
Third's  Time ;  and  that  at  Coventry  in  Henry  the  Sixties  Time  \  with  diverfe 
others  which  have  proved  fatal  to  thofe  K.ngSj  and  have  been  followed  with  great 
.  Mifchiefs  on  the  Kingdom  \  and  confidering  the  prefent  Pojlure  of  Jiffairs^  the 
many  Jealoufies  and  Dif contents  which  are  among fi  the  People^  we  have  great 
Caufe  to  apprehend  that  the  Confequences  of  the  Sitting  of  a  Parliament  now  at 
Oxford,  may  be  as  fatal  to  your  Majtfiy^  and  the  Nation^  as  thofe  others  men- 
tioned have  been  to  the  then  reining  Kings  \  and  therefore  we  do  conceive  that 
we  cannot  anfwer  it  to  God^  to  your  Ma^fty^or  tpthePoople ;  ifwe^  being  Peers 
of  the  Realm  J  fbould  not  onfo  impart  ant  an  Occajion^  humbly  offer  our  Advice  to 
your  Majejijy  that,  if  poffible^  your  Mofejfy  mt^be  prevailed  with  to  alter  this 
{as  we  apprehend)  unfeafonable  Refolution.  Tb§>  Grounds  and  Reafons  of  our 
Opinion  are  contained  in  this  our  Petition^  which  we  humbly  prejent  to  your 
Majefiy. 

To  the  KINO's  mofi  Excellent  Majejly.    The  Humble  Petition  and 
Advice  of  the  Lords  undernamed^   Peers  of  the  Rjeabn^ 

Humbly  fhewetb^ 

THAT  whereas  your  Mijefty  hstth  been  pteafed,  by  diverfe  Speeches  and 
Meflages,  to  your  Hou&s  of  Parlianient,  rightly  to  reprefenc  to  them  the 
Dangers  that  threatened  your  Majefty's  Perfon,  and  the  whole  Kingdom,  from 
the  mifchievous  and  wicked  Plots  of  the  Papifts,  and  the  too  fuddain  Growth  of 
a  Foreign  Power,  unto  which  no  Scop  or  Remedy  could  be  provided,  unlefs  ic 
were  by  Parliament,  and  an  Union  of  all  your  Maje(ly*s  Proteftant  Subjefts  in 
one  Mind  and  Intereft.  . 

And  the  Lord  Chancellor,  in  purfuanceof  your  Majefty's  Command,  having 
more  at  large  demonftrated  the  laid  Dangers  to  be  as  great  as  we,  in  the  midlt 
of  our  Fears,  could  imagine  them  ;  and  ib  prefling,  that  our  Liberties,  Reli- 
gion, Lives,  and  the  whole  Kingdom,  would  be  ceruinly  loft,  if  a  fpeedy  Pro- 
vifion  were  not  niade  againft  them. 

And  your  Majefty  on  the  21ft  ofjpril^  <^79«  having  called  unto  your 
Council  many  honourably  and  worthy  Perfons,  and  declared  unto  them  and 
your  whole  Kingdom,  that  being  fenlible  of  the  evil  Effeifls  of  a  fingleMiniftry, 
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or  private  Advfces,  or  foreign  Committees,  for  the  general  Dirc&ion  of  your 
Affairs,  your  Majisfty  would  for  the  future  refer  all  Things  unto  that  Council 
And  by  theronft^t  Advicb  oFthem,  together  with  the  frequent  tife  pf  your 
Great  Council  the  Parfiarlient,  your  Majefty  was  refolded  hereafter  to  govern 
your  Kingd'offts,  we  began  to  hope  we  (hould  fee  an  End  of  our  Mifcries. 

But  to  our  unlpeakabic  Grief  and  Sorrow,  we  fbon  found  our  Expedation$ 
fruflrated;  the  Parliament  then  fubfifting  was  prorogued  and  diffolved  before 
it  could  perfed  what  was  intended  for  our  Relief  and  Security.  And  though 
another  was  thereupon  called,  yet  by  many  Prorogations,  it  was  put  off  to  the 
2ift  oiOUober  laft  :  And  notwithftanding  your  Majefly  was  then  again  pleafed 
to  acknowledge,  that  neither  yourPcrfon  nor  the  Kingdom  could  be  fafe  until 
the  Matter  of  the  Plot  Was  gone  through,  it  was  unexpedledly  prorogued  on  the 
Tenth  Day  of  this  Month,  before  any  fufficient  Order  could  be  taken  therein. 
All  their  juft  and  pious  Endeavours  to  lave  the  Nation  were  overthrown  ;  the 
good  Bills  *thcy  had  been  induftrioufly  preparing  to  unite  all  your  Protcftant 
Subjefts,  brought  to  naught;  The  Difcovery  of  the  Irifi  Plot  ftifled.  The 
Witneffcs  that  came  in  frequently  more  fully  to  declare  that  both  of  England 
and  Ireland  difcouraged.  Thofe  foreign  Kingdoms  and  States,  who  by  a  happy 
Conjufv&im  widi  w,  fwght  -gTTgtrLheLJL  -vr^y^'ftentb  P6wer  dtThgarte'Rcd  ^ 
even  to  fuch  a  Dcfpair  of  their  own  Security  againfl:  the  growing  Greatncfs  of  that 
Monarch,  as  we  fear  magr  ioduoe  them  to  take  new  Refolutions,  ahd  perhaps  fudi 
'  as  may  be  fatal  to  us.  The  Strength  and  Courage  of  our  Enemies,  both  at 
bcMheand  abroad  incroafcdj  and*ourlelves  leftih  the  utrtioft  Dariger  of  feeing  our 
Country  brought  into  Utter  Dcfojaiion.      .       / 

In  thefc  great  Extremities  we  ha4  nothing  under  God  to  comfort  us,  but  the 
Hopes  that  your  Majefty  being  ToUdhed  With  'the  Gtoans  of  your  perilhing  Peo- 
ple, wopld4iave  fufFered  the  Par]iami9nt'to  meet  atfhe  Day  unto  which  it  was 
prorogued,  and  that  no  further  Interruptions  fhould  have  been  given  to  their 
Proceedings,  in  order  to  the  favingof  the  Nation  :  But  that  failed  us  too,  when 
we  heard  that  your  Majefty,  by  the  private  Suggcfttons  of  fbme  wicked  Perfons, 
Favourers  of  Popery,  Promoters  of  French  Deughsi  and  Enemies  to  your  Ma- 
jefty and  the  Kingdom  ^without  the  Advice,  and  as  we  have  good  Rcafon  to 
believe,  againft  the  Opinion  df  ypiir  Privy  Coiiccil)  had  beeo  fJrcvailcd  with  to  , 
diflblve  it,  and  call  another  to  meet  at  Oxford^  where  neither  Lords  nor  Com- 
mons can  be  in  Safety,  but  will  bcf  daily  expofi^d  to  the  Swords  of  the  Papifts  and 
their  Adherents,  of  whom  too  many  have  crept  into  your  Majcfty*$,Guards. 
The  Liberty  of  fpeaking,  according  to  tjjcfr  Confciences,  will  be  thereby  de- 
ftroyed,  and  the  Vali(Jity  of  alf. their  Ail^wd  Proceedings  confiftiiig  in  it,  left 
difputable.  The  Straitncls  of  the  Place  do-  ways  admits  of  fuch  a  C^ncourfe 
of  Perfons  as  now  follows  every  P^rli^mcnt.  The  Witneffcs  which  arc  nccef- 
fary  to  give  Evidence  againft  the  Popifli  Lords,  fuch  Judges,  or  others  whom 
the  Commons  have  impeached,  or  had  refolved  to  impeach,  can  neither  bear 
the  Charge  of  going  thither,  nor  truft  chenlfelvea  under  the  Proteftion  of  a  PaN 
liament,  that  is  itfcjf  evidently  under  the  Power  of  Guards  and  Soldiers. 

The  Premifcsconlidercd,  we  your  Majefty 's  Petitioners,  but  of  a  juft  AWior- 
rence  of  fuch  a  dangerous  and  pernicious  Counfel  (which  the  Authors  have  not 
dared  to  avow)  and  the  direful  Apprehenfions  of  the  Calamities  and  Mileries 
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that  may  enfue  thereupoQ,  dp  make  ic  our  humble  Prayer  and  Advice,  that  the 
Parliament  may  not  fit  at  a  Place  where  it  will  jiot  be  aUertxtaft  tl^ich  that  Free- 
dom, which  is  neceBTary  and  eflehtiail  to  give«iatothatrA^aQd  Prbceedingi, 
that  Authority  which  they  ought  to  have  amobgiLiidieCe^ltv  iod^liA^civer 
had,  unleis  impaired  by  fome  awenipon  them  (of  which liicnrwftnts^Qor  Price- 
dents.)  And  that  your  Majefty  wHl  be  graokmOy  plcafed  to  order  it  to  fit  at 
Wtfiminfier^  it  being  the  ufqal  Place,  and  where  chcy  may  coofillt  aod  ad  with 
Safety  and  Freedom.

Iq  their  Canon  Law  it  is  doamd  [n) 
that  all  v^  mrt  bmnd  to  titreticks  by  any  Obligatim^  whther  ofOatk^  or  -Fid- 
ty^  or  ServicSf  or  any  other  Agretment^  or  Promifc^  mofrudtktrofnm^    Sub-  * 
jc£b  owe  no  Allegiance  to  their  Prince,  nay  they  may  lawfully  kill  theny,  at 
their  Authors  commonly  conclude.     Serrants  owe  Maiikers  no  Faitiiftilnfeft,  no 
Service  *,  though  chey  be  Slaves,  and^punchafed  wifih  cheir  Nfoney^  yet  ohcy  are 
difcharged  ;  and  if  they  discover  the^  Maftef's  Hottfy^  and  fo  focdotd  mke 
away  his  Life,  though  tjiey  be  not  Cbriftians»  it- is  Aeafon  (theyJioM)  thatTiley 
have  abfolute  Freedom  \  when  none  bur  Cbriftian  Siaves  may  l^ve  it,  fiMneopMH 
fuch  a  treacherous  (o)  Account*    Parents  k>ie  AiithtMity  ovar  their  Chiidt^n^  <ib' 
their  Law  (p)  will  have  it :  And  Children  owe  no  Doty  co  fiwh  Patents,  ^n4y 
they  are  bound  under  mortal  Sin  to  denounce  them,  that  is,  to  4tfc<y9<er their 
Herefy ;  which  is  the  way  to  deprive  their  Parents  of  tbdr  Lives.    And  lh«y

Popes,  and  fo  many  other  f^) Writers,  that  it  may  pafi  for  their  common  Dm« 
trine  ;  nor  can  they  be  fecured  from  fufferiflg  for  their  Parents  Herefy,  wirhooc 
detcfting  them,  as  Innocent  IV.  decrees.* 

We  &e  a  little  to  what  Condition  the  Admiffion  of  the  Papal  Authority  wooM 
reduce  us  \  it  wouki  expel  Nature  ind  HunMnity,  and  make  the  deareft  Rda- 
tives  unnatural  and  barbarous  to  one  another;  it  would  leave  no  Protvftant  either 
Dignity  or  Authority,  either  Safety  or  Liberty  ;  by  thefe  Laws  (which  muft. 
then  be  ours)  o«r  Nobles  are  fentencsed  to  be  Peafanis,  and  Peafants  m^ft  be  no 
better  than  Slaves. 

Secondly,  another  Penalty  to  which  Hereticks  are  condemned  by  thdr  Laws^ 
is  Confifcatien  of  all  their  Eft ates  or  Ceo/is^  and  this  they  incor,  ipfojun^  &  ipfa

And  this  JRcaibn  is  afil^iednoc  only  in  the  Text  of  the  Canon  Law  now  men* 
tioned,  but  alfo  in  other  Texts,  particularly  Innoceni  (i)  the  Third  thereby 
prorea,  thai  Hfflneticks  Goods  are  confifcated,  becaufe  this  is  decreed  againft  C\- 
vU.TrMfoo*.  wbseh  is  $nuch  t^s  than  ibai  againfl  tie  Divine  Majefty. 

By  VictueofthisConfifcatioiii  Hereticks,  as  foon  as  ever  they  dilcover  it, 
ar«  deprived  -erf'  allProprierjr  and  Tide  tocfaeir  Eftates,  before  any  Sentence  pafled 
agaioft  (hem.  Snarez  (u)  faith,  this  is  the  common  DoSlrine.  Sanchez  {w)  muf- 
tcrs.  upMnltitiidts  of  Do^rsfor  it:  And  (at)  Corduba  cell  us,  that  all  their 
Do&om  in  a  niaimer,  both  Canonifts  and  Divines,  maintain  it 

But  ihoogh  tfaey  gen^ralty  agree  thalt  Proteftants  by  Law  have  bft  all  Pro* 
poiccy,  iand  ham  no  Title  co  any  Eftate ;  yet  there  is  Ibme  Difference  among 
tbemabMl  the  Pofleffion  of  what  is  thus  confifcated.  For  many  of  them  hold, 
t|iit  Heretidks  beforeany  Sentence,  are  bound  in  Confcience  to  quit  the  Poflef- 
r«90  pf  lall  they  hAve,  and  &xx  damnably  if  they  do  not ;  efpecially  if  their  He- 
iWy  brpdblick  and  notorioas,  as  it  is  in  all  profcfled  Proteilants:  And  their 
Reafons  arc  gocd  enough,  if  the  Principles  upon  which  they  proceed  were  fo.  For 
the  Sentence,  which  fome  .count  pre-requifite,  is  not  pretended  to  be  damnatory^  to 
condemn  to  the  PuniChment,  for  that  is  already  done  by  Law ;  but  only  (as  all 
agree)  detkrative  ^i  the  Crime,  that  the  Crime  may  be  evident,  and  who  art 
gttiity.of  it ;  widch  is  oeedleis  when  it  is  evident  and  notorious  before* 

Others  t)f  them  teach  thac  Heretkks  may  keep  PoCeffion,  and  are  not  to  be 
daprkved  of  ir,  hefosc  the  Seocenee  declarative  of  the  Grime.  But  though  this 
latter  feem  noorc  favourable,  yet  it  is  of  little  or  no  Advantage  to  Proteftarati, 
fince-tboic  that  have  a  mind  to  therr  forfeked  Eftates,  may  foon  procure  fuch  a 
Seo&nce )  for  an  ordinary  Bifliop,  or  other  Ecdefiaftical  Perfon  may  pafs  it,  as 
the  Law  it  (y)  felf  ckclares.  For  Example :  Corker  the  BonedilNne^  lately  ar- 
raigned, was  ordeii^  by  the  Pope  to  be  BiSiop  of  London  \  if  their  Plot  had  fy 
^r  fucceedcd,  that  the  Pope's  Ordera  hadtak«n  Place,  be  might  in  his  Spiritual 
Court  have  declared  ali  the  knownPioteftants  in  London^  and  his  whole  Diocele 
to  be  Heretkksti  which  done,  all  the  Nobles^  Citizens  and  others  in  his  Dioccfe,. 
might  have  been  turned  immediatdy  «ut  of  Poflfcl|jon,  and  ftript  of  all  they  had  -, 
-and  this  by  Law.  Tbe  E&fts  of  this  Confiscation^  wherein  they  all  agree*, 
make  the  Severity  of  the  Law  apparent ;  and  the  Forbearance  of  Seizure  before* 
Sentence  of  little  Confidcration,  if  they  thought  them&lves  pbliged  not  to  fcize 
fuch.  Eftates  before.

Firft,  All  the  Profits  made  of  the  Eftatefroin  the  firtt  Day  df  their  ^otk  are 
to  be  refunded.  If  they  be  extant  and  found  among  the  ir  (z)  Goods,  y»nfi#//jr, 
or  but  fo  much  as  equivaJentfy ;  nay,  iomt{d)  will  have  them  rtfponfible  for  the 
mean  Profits,  though  they  be  confumed  or  fpertt,  if  fo  be  tM^y  ItincW  themielvrt 
ta  be  obnoxious,  when  they  fpcnt  them  :  Or  being  fjpent,  it  the  Eftatebearry 
thing  ^<?//^r  on  that  Account,  they  are  fti II  looked  on  as  being  extant,  and  the 
Eitate  ftill  liable  :  And  it  is  counted  hf/er^  if  the  Party  be  (*)  richer.  If  be 
tbertwilb  ipught  any  tbing  elfe^  or  made  ufe  tbertof  to  pay  bis  Debts^  or  bougbi 
bui  Necejfaries  to  Itve  on^  afidtberehy  Jparti  bis  otbtr  Revenues. 

Secondly,  All  Alienations  by  Gift,  Sale  or  ^therwife,  before  Sentence,  aije 
null  and  void;  and  all  Contra6b  for  that  Furp^fe  refdnded ;  mthis,  SnarezUxiA^ 
all  tbeir  Writers  agree  {c)  unanimoujly ;  and  the  Eatchcquer  of  the  Pope  or  Po- 
pilh  Prince  will  recover  all  that  hach  been  fo  difpofed  of  by  the  Hereticks  ro 
others  where  they  be,  or  in  whofe  PofiT/flSon  fo'ever  they  be  found,  or  throu^ 
how  many  Hands  foever  have  pafled ;  this  is  the  Do^txM'Umverfatiy  embraced  by 
all  tbeir  DpSors  of  La^9  atid  alt  tbeir  Divine s\  fb  ondeiftanding  th^Textbif 
their  Law,  as  (it)Satubez  tdls  us.  Nay  it  is  a  Si/i  (e)  for  him  to  fetliny  P^  of 
bis  Goods  or  ^ate,  without  difcorering  to  the  Purchafer  his  H^nrd,  in  buy- 
ing what  is  by  Law  confifcated.  And  in  this  caie  the  Parchafe  will  be  forced 
from  htm  without  reftoring  ^hePrice  he  paid  for  it,  unl&jfs  it  be  found  among 
the  Hereticks  Goods,  for  which  the  fame  y^/uit  aliedged  above  thirty  (f)  Doc* 
tors.  Nor  are  thofe  to  whofe.the  Eilate  is  efcheated  any  way  obliged,  to  pa^ 
any  of  the  HeKticks  Debts  (^),  which  were  contradcd  finc6  his  Hercfyi  atid 
fo  his  Creditors  (not  excepting  Roman  Catbolicks)  may  be  lawfully  mined,  as 
^ell  as  hiaifeU^ 

Thirdly,  The  Children  and  Heirs  of  Hereticks  are  deprived  of  their  Por«- 
tions.  And  though  this  teem  hard  in  their  own  Apprehenfi#nt,  -that  they  iflictuld 
be  ruined  and  reduced  to  Poverty  for  their  Parents  Fault -;  yet  what  thty  fuflR:r 
is  not  to  be  confidered,  becaufethe  Child  is  not  here  puniflied  by  or  in  him^^ 
bat  by  an  Accident,  and  in  another*  And  this  is  aU  the  SatisfaAion  the  beft  of 
them  give  in  this  pitiful  Cafe,  Suarez  Hid.  Nor  wilt  their  Law  admit  that  aoy 
Commiieraiion  of  4he  Innocent  ihould  be  any  Impediment  to  the  Severity  of  tl^ 
Execution ;  but  provides  againft  it  in  thefe  Words,  Neitber  JbaU  tbis  fen$tra 
Cenfure^  for  tbe  ai/mberiting  ofOrtbodox  Cbildren  be  any  way  hindered^  by  the 
Pretence  of  Compajhn  i  fitce  in  many  Cafis  by  Divine  Judgment ^  tbe  Cbildren 
are  temporally  puuipsedfot  tbeir  Fatbers  \  and  according  to  Canonical  Sanffions^ 
Vengeance  may  be  feme  times  taken^  not  only  upon  tbe  Autbors  of  Wid^ednefs^  but 
their  Poftcrity,  Cap.^ergeniis^  Tit.  ie  H^eticis. 

But  what4f  the  ChHdreo  to  whom  the  Eftate  is  left,  be  Ranutn  Cathelicks,  are 
they  to  be  thruft  from  an  Eftate  left  them  by  their  Heretical  Parenu?  Thisfeems 
jmpolitick,  fince  hereby  no  Hopes  are  left  to  aay  for  fecuring  tbeir  Eftates  by

If  any  cni  abide  not  in  me^  Men  gatber  tbem^  andcajitbem 
int^theFirt^  tirid  'ib^afe  bUrnedl    Aflcdged  by  diverfc  of  their  prime  («)  Au- 
thors^.for  HiisiPurp6/?5  which  proves  as  plainly  and  infallibly  that  Proteftants 

muft  be  burned,  as Peed  my  Sbeet  proves  that  the  Pope  hath  Power  to  kill 

both  King  and  People.  The  Procefs  againft  Hereticks  in  the  Inquijition  is  rc- 
markabty  merciful,  for  there  a  Proteftant  (hall  not  have  the  fiivour  to  be  burnt 
^  ^fifft  (^)  and  dxt  once ;  but  muft  fufFer  many  Deaths  before,  by  enduring  di* 
verfe  Tortures  mofe  grievous  than  Death,  before  he  be  brought  tothcFirei. 
One  that  hath  the  Spirit  of  a  Chriftian,  and  rc^ds  the  Account  of  the  Tortures 
there  in  ufc,  would  fcarce  think  that  arty  but  the  Devils  could  be  cither  the  In- 
ventors or  Executioners  of  them.  But  Pope  Paul  IV.  would  better  inform  him^ 
who  afcribes  the  fettling  of  the  Inauilition  in  Spain^  to  the  Infpiratson  of  tbe 
Holy  Gboft  \  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  his  SuccelTors  would  attribute,  it  p  th^Q 
fame  Infpiration,  if  they  could  get  it  fettled  in  England.  And  they  are  highljj 
concerned  to  endeavour  it,  If  they  believe  the  Words  of  a  dying  Podc.  For 
(y)  Paul  IV.  in  a  Speech  before  his  Death  (and  fo  before  his  Infailibility  ex- 
pired) declared  to  the  Cardinals,  that  the  Autboriiy  of  the  Kotrnn  Cburcb  de^w 
pmds  only  upon  tbe  Office  of  tbe  Inquifition,  And  indeed  it  is  very  fit,  that  fuch[ 
an  Authority  fhould  have  fuch  a  Foundation.  Nor  can  any  queftion  that  it  vi 
Mceflary  and  pious  to  exercife  all  the  Cruelties  of  the  Inquifitioo  upon  us,  with-* 
out  Ihaking  the  whole  Foundation  of  the  Roman  Church,  and  all  the  Authority 
©fit.

ligion.  WhA  ?  Is  it  meritorious  to  kill  all  in  the  Realm  ?  Yes,  the  more  the 
better  •,  the  grdacer  the  Sacrifice,  the  greater  will  the  Value  and  Merit  of  it  be : 
They  will  fjrove  it^una^ftrcrably  by  an  Argument  from  the  Icfi  to  the  greater. 
If  it  be  tferitotious  \a  kilf  one  Heretick,  it  will  be  as  much  more  meritorious  to 
knU  allr  m  a  KfifgiiotAV  ar  alt  hi  a  whole  Kingdom  are  more  than  one  fingle 
Pcribn.  Thus  the  ^greater  Wtckedneis  is,  the  more  powerful  Motive  their 
Church  hath  for  ios  Encourageihent ;  the  more  prodigioufly  bloody  and  inha> 
man  kis,  the  more  will  the  Cartiolidk.Afm/ of  it  advance.  And  the  Ground 
of  tbisis^bfervabie;  they  will  have  it  meritorious  to  murder  this  whole  Nation, 
King  and*  People,  becauic  they  were  HeretickSj  and  aU  Hereticks  are  accurfed 
4ad  excmmnnkatedf.  Now  King  James  and  the  People  of  thefe  Kingdoms 
wore  not  it  this  time  excommunicate  eitprefly,  nor  fo  aenonnced,  nor  any  fuch 
Sentence  againft  them  publifhed,  as  the  Jefutrs  acknowledged  %  only  they  were 
included  in  the  general  Excommunication,  which  is  denounced  by  the  Pope 
ag^infl:  all  Hereticks  every  Year  the  Week  before  Eafter.  So  that|  ail  who  arc 
in  •  cbeir  Accauof  Hereticks  but  one  Year,  or  but  one  IXly  brfore  Maunday 
Thmrfday^  are  fufficiently  accurfed  and  excommunicated,  to  make  them  liable 
CO  be  joftly  killed  1  and  to  render  any  Papift  capable  of  meriting,  by  doing 
£xecutk>n  upon  them.  All  the  Proteftants  ii\  thefe  Nations  may  be  meritori- 
oufly  Oaughtered,  as  foon  as  ever  the  Papifts  have  Opportuniiy^to  do  it,  with^ 
out  expecting  a  Warrant  from  any  other  Sentence,  or  Ei^communication,  than 
what  we  are  continually  under.  This  was  the  Dodtrinc  of  our  Englifb  Jefuits^ 
of  Garnet  i}^t\t  Superior  pa^'ticularly,  whom  the  Papifts  here  honoured  as  a  Pope, 
and  pakl  him  the  Veneration  due  to  "his  Holincfs,  by  kifling  his  Feet,  and  re- 
imenced  his  Judgment  as  an  Oracle  ;  and  fince  his  Death  he  hath  the  Honours 
of  a  Martyr.  And  if  he  and  his  Aflbciaies  be  counted  Martyrs,  for  but  defisn* 
ing  to  dtftroy  the  Proteftants  of  thefe  Realms,  though  they  mifcarricd  ^  what 
would  their  Succcflbrs  be  thought  worthy  of,  if  they .  could  attempt  it  fuccefs- 
foUy,  and  do  effectual  Execution  ?  Garnet  further  declare$l  it  to  be  1m9  Judg*

Kingdom  i  provided  fo  many  Proceftants  were  thereby^  ruined,  as  would  <oUn- 
tervaH  the  kfeof  fodr  CatRo)i{:ks,  who  cogid  not  cfc^pfe  Hte  cOnVnifin  Flames. 

,  Whereby  we'  fee  their  Principles  and  Aftingr,  both'df  thrrti  are  grounded 
upon  their!  Qiurch- Laws,  feiiteiicing  Hcreticks  to  Death  and  Rtiiri.  •  Thif  exe- 
cuting of  thefc  Laws  is  tlieexerciie  of  aprincipai  Virtdr,  lam  AO  tfyuj^he^'^  and 
h  upon  this  and  other  Accounts  cftcemed  meritoritm^rj  -fiketurion  muft  be 
done  one  way  or  other  in  order  to  rt ;  they  mtift  and  wIMo,  ^whit  our  ptcfent 
Circumftances  leave  feafibk;  They  cannot  now  in  a  fiifhop^i  Cotiirt  try  and 
condemn  us,  and  dben  deNver  us  to  the  iecoiar  Pbwer'  to  be  burhV  at  i  Stake  ^ 
but  they  canftab,  or  piftol,  or  poifon'us^  orblowus  up  i  and'  th^fc  are  Aft$ 
of  Juftice  upon  Male&dors,  which  thtir  Law?  cbndeihntotD^ach,  n6  \t(%  vir- 
tuous and  meritorious  than  the  other;  perhaps  heroical  in  their  Accofunr,  ^s  be* 
ing  of  more  then  an  ordinary  ftrain,  It  is  true,  they  wantfome  P^rmalities  of 
Law,  yet  are  never  the  worfe  for  the  want  of*  that,  which  they  cannot  poflibly 
have.  But  when  once  they  have  fecured  the  Throne,  We  may'  expeft  they  will 
proceed. a^dnft  os  with  more  Obfervaqce  of  a  judicial  Proccft,  and  bum  us  and 
rour  Children  with  dl  I\inftiHo's  of  Law,  as  they  did  undc/  the  laft  Pupifli 
'Succeflbr. 

*     But   it^is  not  probable  tiiat  nnder  fuch  a  Succeflbr  thtfe  Laws  rhay  not  be 
executed. 

If  there  were  arty  Probability,  that  for  a  \**ae  they  might  not  be  thoroogbly 
exectKed,  yet  our  Condition  ih  t^  interim  wouM  ftarce  be  tc^lerabJe  to  an  Eng- 
It/hman  5  to  be  di vetted  of  all  Security  by^  Law,  for  Lrbcrty,  Eftate  and  Life  | 
and  to  bold  theife  noHbwt^  nay  againft  Law,  only  at  the  Will  and  known  Mercy 
of  Papifts^  even  when  they  muft  count  a  Cruelty  to  themfeives  to  fpare  us,  fee- 
ine  both  their  Salvation  and  (which  feems^gentraHy  more  minded)  their  Inte- 
reft,  is  concerned  in  the  Execution  of  IhdeLa^^.  ^  It  feems  highly  probable  to^ 
me  that  aK  Endeavours  will  be  ufed  tobave  iheni  fully  executed  %  fur  the  De(^n 
of  thcfe  L^ws  i^to  dcfltoy  Proteftants.  Add  thofe  Rtmanifis  that  underftand 
ihek- Concern^,  do  make  Accoune,  thatthtiir  main  Intertft  lies  in  this)  for  nei- 
ther can  they-  recover  their  former  Ptourifli  ind  Greatnefs,  nor  can  they  indeed 
itiink  tbemfobrei^^^  tiU  ibis  he  done.       •^  .  \

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Accordinglf  we  may  obferve,  that  in  all  Countries  round  about  us,  who 
have  bocn  under  Popifli  Princes,  all  Attempts  have  been  made,  and  their  uc- 
mo(^  Endeavours  ufcd,  utterly  to  root  cue  Proteftants,  And  it  is  meer  Folly  to 
expcft  that  we  fcould  fare  better  in  like  Circumftances.  Even  in  France  ihc 
only  inftance  alledgcd,  k>  give  any  Hopes  that  ProtelUnts  may  fubfift  under 
fuch  a  Power,  the  Dkrfigo  of  thefc  Laws  was  vigoroufly  purlued,  in  all  Methods 
of  pretended  Juftice,  arid  plain  Violence,  in  the  Reigns  of  Five  Kings  fucccfjivc' 
Ij ;  by  Confiications  and  Piunderings,  by  Fire  and  Sword,  by  Affaffinations, 
treacherous  MuiTicr^s,  and  open  War.  So  that  ibroc  Hundred  Thoufands  of 
thco?;  were  dtftt:pye(i,  and  in  all  Rcafon  none  of  them  had  efcaped,  nor  any 
tnorcHugpttofis  had  ,becn  left  in  France^  than  there  are  in  Spain  and  //tf/y,  if 
they  had  not  ftood  upon  their  Defence,  which  yet  proved  a  lamentable  Expe- 
dient ;  for  if  we  will  brlieve  Fsithcr^Parfons  (o),  two  Millions  on  both  Sides 
were  fl^io  within  the  Compafs  of  Ten  Years  to  the  Reign  of  one  of  thoic  five 
Kings.  ,.,... 

Thofe  who  wpuld  have  us  reduced  to  fuch  a  Coodkion,  wherein  we  cannot 
othcrwife  be  fecured  than  the  French  Protcftants  were,  would  either  have  09  pro- 
(lituteour  Religion,  and  all  that  is  dear  to  us  co  the  Will  of  the  Papifts,  or  elfe 
expcfe  the  NaDon  to  Defolation  and  ^luin. 

Our  Confpirators  have  declared  that  they  had  the  very  fame  Defign  which 
thof(;  gracious  Laws  engage  them  in,  viz.  the  utter  Extirpation  of  Proteftants 
and  their  Religion,:  and  were  refolved  and  prepared  to  purfuc  it  wich  Fire  and 
Sword,  ,  Of  .the  fprmer,  they  have  given  us  a  real  Demonftration  by  the  Flames 
we  have  akeady  feen  ^  and  of  the  latter,  by  their  Army  to  be  commanded  by 
Officers  of  the  rope's  Appointment.  They  were  to  begin  with  Affaflinations, 
and  our  Sovereign  was  to  fall  with  the  firft.  In  this  all  that  have  given  any 
Evidence  ex  idly  agree,  and  all  fee,  but  thofe  that  will  be  blind,  and  would 
have  his  Majefty  for  Company  perilh  with  his  Eyes  Ihut.  When  ihey  had  dif- 
patchcd  the  King,  a  Ma£acre  was  to  follow^  as  is  pofitively  fworn  again  and 
again  by  unexceptionable  (/>)  Witnefs,  and  this  fignified  to  be  the  Method  ad- 
vifcd  by  the  Confpirators  both  in  France^  Flanders^  and  England ;  then  to 
make  clear  Work,  thofe  Proteftants  that  elcaped  the  Maffacre,  were  to  be  de- 
ftroyed  by  their  Army.  Coleman  at  his  Trial  would  have  us  believe,  that  no- 
thing was  intended  but  the  advance  of  Popery,  by  the  innocent  way  of  Tole- 
ration ;  that  is  no  wonder,  for  be  was  then  concerned,  if  ever,  to  diiguife  their 
Defign.  But  when  he  hath  to  do  wich  thofe  who  were  confcious  to  the  Plot, 
and  with  Pleafure  could  fee  the  Bottom  Of  it  1  then  the  Maik  is  off,  then  it  is 
in  plain  Terms  tbefubduing  of  apeftilent  Herefy  (for  fo  is  the  true  Chriftian  Re- 
ligion m  the  Roman  Stile  now-a-day$)  and  the  ulUr  Ruin  of  the  Proteftant 
Party.  To  accomplifli  fuch  a  glorious  Defign,  there  mufl  be  no  (licking  (as  was 
vobierved  before)  to  kill  an  hundred  Heretical  Kings,  (Alas!  one  fingle  King 
was  nothing  to  the  Dagger  of  fuch  a  Hero)  or  to  fied  a  Sea  of  Shod  (their  own 
he  means.)  How  many  Seas  of  Ptotcftant  Blood  do  we  think  might  have  fatis^ 
fied  fuch  harmlefs  Catbolicks  i  Not  an  hundred  we  may  be  fure,  if  all  the  Pro- 
teftants in  the  World  oDold  havf  bkd  more.    But  this  they  were  bound  in  Con-

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fcience  to  execute  the  Pope's  Laws,  they   were   at  all  Points  ready  to  do  it, 
they  wanted  nothing  but  a  Catholick  Prince  in  the  Throne. 

O  but  the  Temper,  or  at  leaft  the  Intereft  of  (iich  a  Prince,  would  oblige 
him  to  forbid  or  reftrain  fuch  violent  Executions  in  England. 

I,  but  what  if  his  Tempter  be  fuch  as  to  comply  with  fuch  riolent  Proceed* 
ings;  or  his  Temper  being  better,  what  if  it  be  overruled  ?  What  if  he  be  pcr- 
fuadcd  as  other  Catholicks  are,  that  he  muft  in  Confcience  proceed  thus  ?  What 
if  he  cannot  do  otherwife,  without  apparent  Hazard  of  his  Crown  or  Life. 

The  Contrivcment  is  fuch,  that  Execution  fhall  be  done  before  he  hath  got 
the  Reins  of  Government  into  his  hand  ;  and  when  be  hath  them,  he  is  not  to 
hold  them  alone,  hd  will  not  be  allowed  to  be  much  more  than  the  Pope's  Pof- 
tillion,  and  mult  !ook  to  be  difmounted  if  he  drive  not  according  to  order. 

Let  thefe  Things  be  weighed,  that  we  may  fee  before  it  be  too  late  into  what 
Circumftances  we  are  running.  If  the  Prince  be  zealous  and  refolute,  zBig6t  in 
their  way  -,  if  his  Heat  in  embracing  Religion  at  firft,  or  promoting  it  after- 
ward, tranfport  him  beyond  thcSenfe  of  his  Intereft;  if  it  make  him'  contemn 
fuch  Reafon,  or  declitie  that  ConQderation  that  ihould  have  withheld  him  firom 
if,  or  might  moderate  him  in  it;  if  he  make  it  his  Defign,  and  count  it  his 
Glory,  to  fubdue  this  Religion  as  a  peftilent  Herefy  ;  if  he  give  up  himfelf  to 
the  Counfcls  and  Condu(^  of  fuch,  whofe  Words  and  Pra&ices  make  it  evident, 
that  they  intend  Extremities  ;  then  there  is  a  violent  Prefumption,  that  he  will 
net  ftuiiy  any  Abatement  of  the  Rigour  of  thefe  ruining  Laws,  after  once  be  chinks 
himfelf  firmly  fettled. 

But  if  fas  I  had  rather  fuppofe)  his  Inclination  fliould  lead  him  to  fome  In- 
dulgence and  Forbearance,  yet  that  muft  be  controuled  by  Confcience,  and  Con* 
fcience  muft  dilate  what  they  fuggcft,  who  have  the  Condud  of  it ;  and  it  will 
be  readily  fiiegcfted,  that  it  is  a  deadly  Crime  io  favour  Hereticks  to  the  Prejudice 
of  the  Catholick  Interejl^  which  can  never  be  more  effcAually  advanced  than  by 
their  Ruin.  Brfides,  the  Law  {q)  icfclf  affures  us,  that  it  is  not  in  the  Povjer 
of  any  Civil  Magifirate  to  remit  the  Penalty^  or  abate  the  Rigour  thereof  \  and 
this  alfo  is  declared  by  the  Bulls  (r)  of  fcveral  Popes.  Nay,  if  the  Prince 
fliould  folemly  engage  his  Faith,  and  give  as  much  Security  as  Papifts  can  give 
by  Oath,  that  he  would  not  fuJEFer  fanguinary  Laws  to  be  executed  upon  his 
Diffcnting  Subjefts,  this  would  fignify  nothing:  For  they  would  foon  let  him 
underftand,  that  ContraHs  made  againji  the  Canon  Law  are  invalid^  though  con- 
firmed  by  Oathy  as  P.  a  St.  (s)  Jofeph.  And  that  he  is  not  bound  toftand  to  his 
Promife^for  the  Liberty  of  Religion ^  though  he  hatbfworn  to  it^  as  Bonacina  (/) ; 
and  that  Faith  is  no  more  to  be  kept  with  Hereticks,  than  the  General  Council 
of  Confiance  would  have  it.  So  that  Proteftants  are  to  be  burnt,  as  John  Hus 
and  Jcrom  of  Prague  were  by  that  Council  \  though  a  Prince  hath  given  his 
Faith  and  Oath  for  their  Safety.  The  beft  that  is  pleaded  in  Defence  of  that^ 
General  Council  fo  openly  canonizing  Perfidioufnefs^  leaves  Proteftants  as' 
much  expofed,  after  all  the  Security  the  Prince  can  give,  as  if  none  at  all 
were   given    them.      The    Emperor's  Engagement,   fay  they,  fecured  them 

againji

l^gainfi  Snular  Proafi^  bnt  net  againft  /he  Procefs  of  tbi  Church.  So  that 
tbe  Gtalrdi  mny  burn  as,  when  the  Prince  hath  engaged  alJ  his  Faith  for 
our  Safety.  And  do  this  Purpofe  «  is  obfervable  w.hac  Bccatius  (u)^  an  cmi- 
neit  Jfiuir,  delivers  when  he  is  endeavouring  to  vindicate  their  Council.  The 
Council  of  Conftance;  fairh  he,  decreed  thele  two  Thiogs  :  Firft,  "  That  che 
*•  Sficubr  Pbwctrcan  no  way  hinder  the  Ecdcfiaftical  Power  from  its  Legal  Ex- 
**  ercife^  and  therefore  if  any  Secular  Prince  do  give  fafe  Coiduft  to  any  Here- 
"  tick,  this  otjgbt  not  to  hiodcr  the  Ecdcfiaftical  Judge  frorn  cxercifmg  his 
**  Offioe»  that  is»  from  tryirgun  Heretiik,  and  proceeding  againft  hinri  accord- 
*^  ifig  to  Evidence.  The  Reafon  is,  becaufe  when  there  are  two  Princes,  who 
**  have  diftinift  Judicatures  and  Tribunals,  one  of  which  is  greater  and  fuperior 
**  19  the  other,  the  Inftrior  may  not  hinder  the  Superior,  from  executing  his 
**  Jurifdidlions.  And  therefore  the  Security  nvhich  he  promifcth  to  any,  extends 
**  not  to  the  Tribunal  of  the  fuperior  Prince,  b.-caufe  the  Superior  is  not  bound 
.*•  by  the  Laws  and  Agreement  of  the  Inferior,  (Caputs  cum  Inftrior  extra.) 
**  But  now  the  Secular  and  Eccltfiaflical  Prince  have  diftinft  Tribunals- (as  is 
**  well  known)  and  the  Ecclefiaftical  is  fuperior,  (C^p.  Solita :)  therefore  the  Secu- 
♦'  lar,  when  be  gives  fafe  Conduft  to  any,  he  cannot  extend  it  to  the  Ecclefiaftical 
**  Tribunal ;  nor  by  the  Security  given,  can  hinder  the  Jurifdidion  of  the  Ec- 
"  ctefiaftical  Judge,  6?^/*  JMolgnus  (x)  alfo,  who  undertakes  to  excufe  this 
Council,  faith,  it  is  a  general  Rule  with  the  Romanijls^  That  Faith  is  either 
never  to  be  given^  or  never  to  be  kept  with  Heretichj  for  the  Exercife  of  their 
Religion.  Simanca  (y)^  by  the  Authority  of  the  Council,  maintains  this  worthy 
Principle,  That  Faith  engaged  to  Hereticks^  though  confirmed  by  Oatby  is  in  no 
wife  to  be  performed.  He  would  prove  it  by  Reafon  :  Forj  (faith  he)  //  Faith 
hi  nop  to  be  kept  with  Tyrant i^  and  Pirates  and  other  Robbers^  who  kill  the 
Body  ;  much  lefs  is  it  to  be  kt(4  with  Hereticks^  who  kill  Souls  :  He  confirms  it 
with  the  Tcftimonics  oi  Salomonius^  zad  Menochius^  Placa^  &c.  and  of  their 
(z)  Angelical  DoStor^  the  Oracle  of  their  Schools,  who  faith,  an  unteachable 
Heretick  is  to  be  betrayed  to  Juftice^  notwithjlanding  Faith  and  Oath.  Becanus  (a)^ 
to  vindicate  the  Doftrine  of  Simanca^  tells  us,  that  they  all  fay  as  qiuch  as  he  hath 
faid.  Simanca  teaches  the  fame  that  we  teacbj  viz.  That  Faith  is  to  be  kept  with 
Hcreticks  in  what  is  lawful  and  boneft  :  but  in  no  Cafe  otherwife^  and  fo  never 
in  Cafe  of  Herefy.  So  that  the  Faith  of  any  Prince,  however  engaged,  is  fo  far 
from  giving  an  Heretick  any  Security  ;  as  Herefy  is  far  from  being  a  Thing 
lawful  and  honeft.  Upon  thefe  Principles  (by  which  it  appears  that  Rome  hach 
changed  Faith  with  Carthage^  that  being  now  worfe  than  Fides  Ptmica  i  and  is 
when  fhe  would  be  counted  Chriftian,  far  more  faiihlcfs  than  when  Pagan)  their 
Doctors,  Jefuits,  and  others,  have  inftigated  Kings  to  endeavour  ferioufly  the 
rooting  out  of  Hercticks  -,  affcrting,  that  an  Oath  in  Favour  of  Hereticks^  is  but 
Vinculum  Iniquitatis.  In  fine,  thas  is  the  Senfe  of  their  beft  Authors,  and  we 
muft  believe  it  to  be  fo,  unleis  we  will  be  deluded.  By  their  Laws  and  Prin* 
ciples  they  are  always  under  an  Obligation  utterly  to  exterminate  Proteftants  i 
yet  Ibmetimes  they  are  concerned  in  Point  of  Intereft,  to  forbear  and  diffemble  j

The  Pope  every  Year  doth  folemnly  excooununicate  and  curfe,  xiot  only  all 
Hcrcticks,  but  every  FavQurer  and  Defender  of  them,  and  from  this  Sentence, 
none. can  abfblvc  any  but  the  Pope  himfclf^  for  it  is  a  refervcd  Cafe  ;  and  they 
generally  declare  him  to  be  a  Fa^tarer  of  Hercticks,  who  hinders  the  Execution 
of  the  JUawi  made  againft  them. ,  Conformably  hereto  their  Dofturs  teach,  that 
k^iMffd  J^-rifiefi^n.J^^  in  reacting  cut  HeretUksy  they. are  to

-  Tlicy 
dbtiht  rionc4rb9th]rttttO^  who' will*  not -go  tfiroogh  ftitch  with.thrfr  DtV 
fign,  for  Wtft^trng'Mertticks,  and  promoting  the  Roman  latereft' with  Fire 
and  Sword;  Nay  they  count  fuch,  though  they  be  Papifts,  as  bad  m  fieretuks^ 
worfc  thaii  Tflrrtr,  and  Unworthy  to  live ;  they  will  have  a  Price  fct  oo  their 
HeaJs,  aiid^  Afl&flinatcs  hired  to  rid  the  World  of  then>.  So  Dt.  Stapkton'{m\ 
cburttcd'qnctyf/thcit^reatvflrand  moft  fober  Divines.  And  thefc  a1-c  riot  only 
Pdyfrits  forSjiectrlatiohi  they  hive  been  reduced  to  practice  among  thoft  who  have 
the  Repute  of  iihe  moft  moderate  Papifts  in  Europe.  Henry  III.  and  IV.  two 
Kings  of  Francr'^crc  aflliffinated  on  this  Account.  A  Sufpicion  that  they  fa- 
voured Proteftants  was  the  grftat  Inducement  tt)  zealous  Cacholicks  to  get  them 
ftctbbed.  The  two  Kings  flncc  ind4e(ii  have  cfcapcd  better  i  no  wonder,  for 
they  ncy>tr  provoked  the  Carbolic  ylffafinating  Spirit :  They  have  given  fuffictertt 
Dcmonftration  that  they  hate  the  Prptcftamts  5  for  though  they  kiH  them  not 
out-righi!,  yet  have,  they  reduced  them  to  fuch  Circumftances,  that  their  mortal 
Enemies  may  to  their  Satisfiaftion,  fee  them  die  a  lingering  Death. 

And  which  more  concerns  usy  the  Confpirators  in  all  Places  having  declared 
exprrfsiy,  that  if  i^O.  H,  do  not  anfwcr  their  Expcftation,  for  rooting  out  of  ■ 
the  Protcftant  Religion,  and   extirpating  thofe  that  prdfefs  it,  iheir  Defign  (») 
is  to  deftroy  him  atccr  they  have. killed  hisBrckher*,     So  that  whatfOcver  RdpeR'^ 
tliey  have  for  him  on  the  Ac<;ount  of  his'Rellgic^,  yet  after  they  have  ferved 
their  Turn  on  him- awhile,  he  tnuft'  eXpo6l  nothing*  biit  Death,  unlcls  he  will  ^ 
give  AfTurance  that  he  will  ruin  the  Proteftants  of  thefe  Natiorfs.       • 

Hereby  we  maj)  judge,  wh^t  Favour*  we  may  tn  Rcafon  prbmifc  ourfclves, 
from  the  Temper  or  Intercft  of  a  Popifh  SucccfTor. 

But  may  not  Parliaments  ftcurc  us  by  LaWs  ^nd  Pro/iflons  reflraining  tbe  ■ 
Powers  which  endanger  us  ?

For.if  the  CofifpiNtx>r*'oveg*m  xi\tit^  k 
rmy  be  thf-y  will  have  no  P^rliantcntn  ^  a  Gov<*rnn>cr.t  m<Kc  arbitrary  and  vio* 
lent  is  more  agreeable  to  their  Principles  and  Defigrjs.  It  Is  "appirenf^that  Po- 
pery^  as  it  hath  been  by  miny  Occafuvns  fu^itmai'ed  fince  the  Reftw niAtion,  hath 
in  a  manner  quite  ftiflal  the  En^hjh  Spirit  in  Enj>UJh  Papifts.  They  are  for 
another  Goi'crnment,  in  which  the  Pope  muft  be-  Supreme,  and  to  whieh  oar 
Kings  muft  be  fubj H'^d  or  kiiUd.  And  in  CiWfe^  they  are  for  an  Univerfal 
Monar<hy^  by  which  this  and  others  m«ft  be  fVaftowcd  up;'* add  fo  rhcy  arc 
ftilJ  ready  to  dcvcfte  themfelvts  to  that  Prince  who  bids  faireft  for  it.  So  they 
did  to  the  Spaniard  in  Qjeen  Elixaiefh^s  Time,  and  now  upon  that  Account 
arc  wheeled  off  to  the  French:  They  haVe  be^A  forward  upon  all  Occafions,  to 
(acrifioe  the  Honour  of  the  King,  and  the  Liberty  of  the  Subjedt  to  the  Roman 
: Moloch \  they  arc  much  more  his  Sobjedls  than  the  King's;  and  they  are  no 
more  to  be  trufted  as  t6  the  true  Engti^  InUrtJi,  th^  the  Italhm  or  Spaniards, 
•Tht-y  pafs  for  Natives  indeed,  being  born  among  us ;  but  are  plainly  Foreigners 
as  CO  Government,  Principle,  Intereft,  AffcAion  and  DeBgn.  We  may  well 
believe  on  thefe  Acoounts  they  are  no  Friends  to  Parliaments,  if  they  did  not 
ctherwife  openly-  declare  it. 

But  if  the  Neccflity  of  their  Aflkirs  fliould  require  a  Parliament,  there  is  no 
great  Qutftion,  but  roey  may  get  fuch  a  one  as  will  ftrve  their  Turn  :  For  fo 
hath  every  of  oar  former  Princes  in  all  the  Cbangn  of  RtNgion  that  have  been 
among(l  us.  So  did  Henry  VIII.  both  when  he  was  for  Popery,  and  when  he 
was  againft  ir,  and  when  he  was  partly  both  f  >r  it,  and  againft  it.  So  did  Ed- 
ward VI.  when  he  was  wholly  Pjt>teftant.  So  did  Queen  Mary,  when  fhe  was 
for  .  burning  them  alive.  So  did  Queen  Eli^tabeih^  when  (he  run  counter  to  her 
Sifter.  There  are  £»f/»^*Papifts  enough  already  to  ftirnMh  both  Houfcs  ;  and 
there  will  be  more,  if  i^ery  were  once  enthroned.  The  fttongeft  Arguments, 
which  diverfe  have  for  their  Religion,  are  drawn  from  the  Throne.  The  Indif- 
ferency  which  is  vifible  in  too  many,  fignifies  that  they  will  be  determined  by 
their  Intereft,  and  their  Edaces  afe  like  to  outweigh  their  Religion. 

The  warping  of  diverfe  upon  Advancement,  and  aAing  countar  to  themfclvcs 
when  lower,  fliews,  there  h  fibniething  higher  iD  their  Hearts,  than  that  which 
fhould  be  fupremc.  The  little  Concern  they  (hew  for  Religion,  who  in  regard 
of  their  Station  in  the  Church,  ihould  ha^c  the  greateft  Zeal  for  it,  difappoint- 
ing  and  aftonifliing  tlibfe  who  efteemed  them  Proteftants,  and  great  Supports  of 
that  Profcffion.    . 

Tiie  little  Senfi:  of  any  Danger,  (when  our  Religion  was  never  iti  fuch  ex- 
treme  Hazard,  fince  we  and  our  Fathers  were  born)  the  obftruifting  in  one  or 
both  Houfep>j  of  all  that  is  bfl^red  14  febuTd  us,  or  Y\^th  the  mo(V  probably  Ten- 
dency to  it,  by  thofc  from  whom  it  was  leaft  expefted.  Thofe  greater  Heats 
againfl:  true  Proteftants  (differing  from  us  in  fome  fmall  Things)  than  againft 
Papifts,  when  reprefentcd  by  this  horrid  Plot  in  their  own  Colours,  ffaews, 
that  Popery  is  no  fuch  formidable  Thing  to  many,  now  under  another  Profcf- 
fion ;  as  it  isf  and  will  be  to  hearty  Proteftants;'  and  fiich  as  have  cffeiftually  re^ 
ceived  the  Love  of  the  Truth.  However  by  the  Laws  which  will  be  in  Force, 
when  the  Throne  is  Papal,  '^11  proteftants  muft  be  excluded  from  both  Houfcs. 

For 
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For  all  rbefe  muft  then  pafs  uaA&p  the  Notion  of  Heretitks,  and  as  fucb,  not 
only  ^3r:ttic  Qonftitaci^ns  of  feveral  Pppst,  but  by  th&  Decree  ((?)  of  agenei^al 
Counfily  received  as^obligingilo  Pppitfi  Countries  ;  they  zfc^ma^e  uncapabk  of 
being  admitud  to  apy  puiilifi  Coufuils^  or  af  chufing  any  to  fit  tbtre\  This  ia 
but  a  Branch  of  one  of  the  laft  Penalties  we  muft  then*  lie  undec }  and  thus 
all  Hopes  of  any  Relief  by  ParliammSy  binder  fuch  a  Succeffor,  are  quice 
bl^licd.. 

As  for  Law^  iuch  as  are^  or  may  be  noade  before- hand  for  reftraining  Po* 
pery*  and  fccuring  ot^r  (Idligiqn  under  a  Popifh  Sovereignty  *,  they  wiU  then  be 
judged  Nullities^  for  they^sife  oQ  Laws  which  are  ag4inft  the  commoa  Good  ; 
but  ^he&  will  be  counted  onfchfCVOMs  A^,  of  a  pernicious  Nature  and  Ten«s 
dency  ;  being  for  cbe  SuppiKC  of  Herefy,  a^ifift  their  Qitholic  Inoereft.  They 
will  be  null  and  void  alfc^  wichoUit  any  fornilil  Repeal,  upon  anocber  Accounr, 
viz.  becauie  enacted  by  an  incompetent  Authority :  For  our  Parliaments  are 
now,  and  have  been  long  conftituted  of  fuch  as  they  count  Hereticks }  and  thefe 
by  the  Decrees  and  Principles  of.  their  Church  have  naXP)  Jtirs/diffion  at  al}^ 
much  kfs  that  which  is  So*vereigH  and  Legifiafivt^  They  have  no  right  lo^  pfro- 
ceed  in  Judgn^nt  up^^  Laws  d&^y  made,  fi>^far  are  chey  from  all  juft  Power  co 
make  any.  And  whereas  no  Laws  can  be  made  in  thefe  Realms  without  tho 
Concurrence  of  every  of  the  three  States  in  Parliaments,  they  will  not  own 
any  of  them  to  be  in  a  Capacity  to  concur  therein. 

The  King  being  an  Heretick,  is  with  them  no  King^  he  is  divefted  of  all 
Prerogatives  aqd  Royalties ;  hath  no  Power  to  call  Parlianoents^  or  pafs  any 
Bills  there  tendered  :  He  is  no  better  with  them  then  a  private  Peribn,  nay  in  a 
worie  Capacity  t^ian  a  good  Subjt^t ;  for  by  their  Principles  he  may  lawfully  be 
killed  by  a  private  Hand. 

The  Nobles  being  Hereticks,  their  Blood  is  tainted  by  the  higheft  Treaibn, 
the  Attainder  good  in  Law,  (that  Law  which  will  then  b^  of  moft  Sovereign 
Obligation  •,)  they  have  loft  all  Privilege  of  Peers^  they  have  no  Titles  to  Ba- 
ronies^ no  Rights  to  be  fummoncd  by  JVrit^  if  there  were  any  that  had  Right 
to  furamon  theml.  They  have  forfeited  what  they  had  by  Defcent^  thpugh 
from  Popi(h  Anceftors  ;  and  what  they  had  by  Pattnt^  is  null  and  void.>  Since 
our  Princes  were  Protcftants,  they  are  no  more  Lordsy  in  theSenfe  oithitRomi/h 
Laws^  nor  have  more  Right  to  fit  as  Peers  jo  making  Laws,  than  Laws  of  J^k 
Straw's  creating. 

This  is  manifeft  by  the  firft  Penalty  forementioned,  and  aw.arded  agaififtiHe- 
rcticks  by  the  Laws  of  the  Roman  Church ;  which  takes  Effeft  from  the  firft 
Day  of  their  fuppofed  Herefy,  before  Sentence  of  any  Judge* 

The  Commons  being  Hereticks  are  no  Proprietors,  and  ib  ha^e  no  Power, 
no  Privilege  due  to  the  Commons  of  England^  they  arc  born  to  no  Eftares,  if 
they  be  the  Iffue  of  Proteftants ;  the  Eftaces  of  their  Fathers-  beihg  confifoatcd 
before  they  were  born,  and  fo  is  all  they  have  acquired  fince  by  Purchafe,  or 
otherwife.     So  that  they  have  no  Right  to  be  chofen,  nor  have  Proteftants  any

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Rrghrto  chtife  them,  being  no  Freeholders,  nor  having  Title  to  Jtny  Goods  or 
Landsy  by  any  Tenure  whatlbever.  In  (horr,  by  the  Judgment  and  Sentence 
of  ckeir  Churchy  all  Ranks  among  as  are  in  aScat€.  of  Ufiirpaihvr,  ve  hare  no 
Right  to  £ftare  or  Life  (as  we  are  like  to  find  when  they  have  Power;)  much 
left  any '  Authority  to  make  Laws.  Whif  our  Pari mtn^Ats  h^ve  w^.iftcd,  or 
may  do,  for  the  fccuring  of  our  Religion,  or  reAramt  of  Orholicks,  is 
no  more  valid,  no  more  obliging  with  them,  than  the  Ads  or  Ordinances  of 
meer  Ufurpers,  nor  do  they  owe,  nor  will  they  pay  them  more  Obfervancc 
(when  time  ferves)  than  to  the  Conftitutions  of  to  many  Thieve*  and  Robbers. 

But  fuppofe  our  Laws  were  valid,  and  enafted*  by  a  competent  Authorky, 
yet  being  againft  the  Laws  of  the  Church,  the  Sovereign  Authority  ofthcfe 
will  fuperfcde  the  other:  For  fo  they  determine,  that  when  the  Cano'^  and 
the  Civtl  Laws  clafii,  one  requiring  what  the  other  allows  not ;  the  Church- Law 
muft  have  Obfervance,  and  that  of  the  State  be  negleftcd.  The  Law  (q)  pro- 
vides for  its  Pre-eminence,  in  thcfe  Words,  Cottftiiitticms  agairft  the  Canons  and 
Detnes  of  the  Roman  Bifhofs  are  of  no  Moments.  Their  bcft  Authors  (r)  are 
pofltive  in  it,  and  our  own  Country  afibrds  us  Inftances  of  it.  The  Statutes  of 
ProvifofSy  and  others  of  like  Nature,  made  in  the  Reigns  of  Edward  I.  Ed^ 
ward  in.  Richard  IL  and  Henry  IV.  for  the  RcKfef  of  the  Nation  againft  Pa- 
pal Incroachments :  They  were  defeated  by  the  Pope's  Authority,  and  in  Effeft 
repealed,  there  being  no  efFcftual  Execution  of  them  tin  Henry  VUVs  Time, 
And  if  the  Pope  (the  Throne  being  once  at  his  Devotion)  fhouTd  appear  agnirft 
any  Statutes  or  Provifions  made  for  our  Security,  as  Pope  Martin  V.  (/)  did 
againft  the  Statutes  of  Edward  11  and  Edward  III,  that  would  be  enough  to 
null  them  as  to  the  Confciences  of  Roman  Catholicks ;  or  to  lay  them  afleep,  and 
render  them  ineftedual  to  the  Purpofes  they  are  dcfigned  for. 

We  may  fee  hereby  what  Laws  made  now  for  our  Security  will  fignify,  when 
fuch  a  Succefibr  is  in  Pofleflion.    ' 

Upon  the  whole,  our  Danger  as  to  all'  our  Concerns,  Civil  and  Religious^ 
is  very  apparent,  and  looks  upon  us  with  fuch  a  terrible  Affelt^  as  fcarce  any 
true  Proicftant  can  folly  view  it  without  Horror  and  Trembling.  Our  EJlateSy 
Livesy  and  Souls  arc  in  extreme  Hazard,  and  what  have  we  more  ?  That  which 
will  not  fecure  us  is  difcemable  by  the  Premifes ;  what  Expedient  may  be  effec- 
mat  td  refcue  us  and  oar  Pofterity,  who  with  us  and  all  that  is  dear  to  both,  are 
now  in  the  very  Jaws  of  Deftru£lion,  is  humbly  left  to  the  Wifdom  of  the  Na- 
tion in  Parliament.

It  is  a  Maxim  amongft  Lawyers,  that  Lex  facH  Ri^em^  and  Maxims  muft 
not  be  denied ;  if  To,  then  to  fpeak  ont  after  the  true  Intendment  ef  Law,  he 
thai  con)es  not  to  the  Crown  fatiatim^  as  the  Law  notifies  and  prcicrtbes,  k  is 
no  lawful  Succeflion,  but  downright  Ufurpation.  And  wkbout  fcruple,.  it  is 
the  endeavour  of  every  good  Chriftian  to  withftand  an  Uliirper,  it  being  un- 
doubtedly more  pleafing  to  God  to  put  one  Man  by,  who  thus  wilfiillv  difafalti 
himfelf,  and  withal  nioft  Ihamefully  ufurps,  than  expofe  Millions  or  Souls  to 
Damnation,  and  the  Streets  to  flow  with  Blood  by  {offering  that  Religion  to 
creep  in,  whofe  Reformadon  (at  the  mildeft  rate)  will  certainly  prove  Fire  and 
Fi^oc. 

For  this  very  caufe  Mdacba  was  removed  (from  being  Queea)  by  her  Son 
King  ii^^,  for  making  an  Idol  in  a  Grove*  incited  theceonto  by  the  Prophet 
Azariab. 

Reafin  IV. 

The  Succeflion  of  theCrown,  and  a  common  Peftent  much  difiert  for  if 
an  Heir  that  is  a  SubjeA  prove  loofe  and  debauched,  it  little  damnifies  the  Pub* 
lick,  moive  df^TerviBg  Peribns  may  happily  perchance  flep  into  bis  Pbflcifions, 
and  be  more  ferviceable  to  the  Publick  %  the  Damage  is  ftiU  but  private  to  his 
own  Family  ;  but  in  cafe  of  theCrown^  there  is  flone  fo  fibnielefi  but  muft  needs 
conceive  the  Damage  moft  fatal  becaufe  univerf^I. 

The  whole  Nation  muft  inevitably  fuffcr  ;  Religion  fubvcrted,  and  Property 
deftroyed,  and  the  whole  Peopk  in  danger  of  their  Lives.  It  is  well  known  in 
a  private  Cafe,  the  Heir  is  mt2Aly  thrown  off  and  difinherited  :  If  an  Entail,  k 
nfMiy  be  deftroyed  :  And  if  Law  juftifies  it,  the  like  in  the  Publick.  And  there* 
fore  the  grand  Inquifitors  of  States  and  Confervators  of  the  Liberties  c£  England^ 
the  Parliament,  may  for  weighty  Caufes  refofe  the  Heir  Prefumptive,  and  for 
the  Safety  of  the  Nation  fettle  it  where  they  in  Honour  and  Prudence  ftuU  con-* 
ctive  moft  proper.

The  laft  MEMORIAL  of  the  Spanish  Ambafiadoh 
Faithfully  tranflated  into  England.     1 6  8  ]?• 

SIR, 

DON  Pedrp  R&n^uilloy  Ambaflador  of  Spain^  that  by  a  Memorial  which 
he  prefenicd  to  your  Majt^fty  the  tf  of  December ^  he  did  fet  forth  the 
InfraAions  which  the  pu^fi  Cbrtftian  King  hath  made  fince  the  Peace  of  Nime- 
guen  from  the  Month  of  September^  after  the  Difference  was  agreed  about  the 
Title  of  the  Duke  of  Burgundy^  which  was  allcdged  for  a  Pretence  to  fufpend 
the  Conference  at  Courtray^  according  to  the  fifteenth  Article  of  that  Treaty, 
in  order  to  the  adjufting  in  an  amicable  Way  all  the  Limits,  Pretentions  and 
.Dififerences  of  the  two  Crowns,  which  (hoold  refult  from' that  Treaty;  and  your 
Majcfty  was  pleafcd  by  your  Royal  Order  of  the  ^^*;;^;  to  order  your  Envoy 
Extraordinary  at  Paris^  to  put  in  Execution  what  was  contained  in  the  faid 
Memorial.  By  the  laft  Poft,  the  faid  Ambaflador  received  letters  of  the  y\ 
Inftant,  from  the  Marquis  de  la  Fuenie,  who  is  Ambaflador  at  Paris,  in  which 
he  gives  him  an  Account  of  the  Complaints  he  had  made  to  the  Cbriftian  King, 
jabouc  the  Excefles  and  InfraAions  which  are  committed  againft  the  Inhabitants 
of  Fuenta  Rabia^  and  in  the  Low  Countries,  and  particularly  about  a  Meflage 
which  the  Governor  of  Tournay  fent  to  the  Prince  of  Parma,  pretending  that 
not  one  Pallifado  fhould  be  laid  at  Bwignies,  (which  inconteftably  hath  been  a 
feparated  State,  and  comprehended  in  the  Country  of  Namure.)  After  many 
violent  Conteftations,  the  Anfwer  of  the  moft  Cbriftian  King  was,  That  be  did 
mt  doubt  but  that  the  Catbolick  King  would  give  Order  to  his  CommiJJioner  at 
Fuente  Rabia  to^  proceed  in  the  Treaty,  leaving  each  Party  in  the  PoJJ^ffton  which 
of  prefint  ibey  hold,  (as  if  a  violent  Ufurpation,  under  the  Surety  of  the  good 
Faith  of  the  Conftrence,  could  in  one  Day  be  concluded  to  be  an  adual  PofTcf^ 
fion)  that  for  what  relates  to  the  Low  Countries,  he  cannot  ahftainfrom  taking 
Poffejfton  of  that  which  be  fuppofes  doih  appertain  to  him,  according  to  what  hi 
fi)all  declare  at  the  Conference  of  Courtray. 

To  this  violent,  as  well  as  undecent  Anfwer,  the  Marquis  de  laFuente  with 
the  Strength  of  the  undoubtful  Juftice  and  Reafbn  which  the  King  my  Matter 
hath^  concluding  he  did  not  receive  the  fame,  not  knowing  how  to  impart  it 
to  hiB  Cat boltck  M  j-fty,  and  that  he  bcfecched  him  to  refolve  what  was  jufl ; 
•  to  which  Reply  k,  was  anfwercd,  That  he  would  confider  it.  And  at  the  fame 
time  his  mofk  Cbrijiian  Majefty  hath  ordered  his  Forces  to  enter  in  the  Spanijb 
Low  Countrit^j  to  hindcf  the  fortifying  of  Bovignies. 
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This  Proceeding  doth  exceed  all  Limits,  and  cannot  be  reafbnably  endured  * 
for  the  moji  Cbrijiian  King  will,  by  Force  of  Arnas,  be  Arbitrator,  and  com"* 
mand  in  the  Dominions  of  the  Catbolick  Kingy  thereby  hindering  him  from  for* 
rifying  a  Place  wbiehrisThis  own  ;  when  by  the  Article  of  Nimeguen  it  is  allow- 
ed to  be  done  by  both  Parties.  And  when  the  Firencb  King  hJmfelf  hath  made 
ufe  ^f  the  fame  Article  in  order  to  have  theCourfe  of  the  Waters  ftopped,  that 
Chey  may  not  hinder  the  fortifying  his  Towns,  as  it  was  more  particularly  done 
at  Mmnin^'C9k^3Xak^  the  River  Li£t  ca  be  lowered^  that  they  rmght  wrrh  more 
facility  fortify  that  Town,  a  Place  which  was  wholly  open,  and  which  the 
Frin(h  King  i^  fortifying  and  intarging  iif  E^tdnt  much  more  than  it  was  be- 
fore :  So  that  now,  S/r,  thefc  are  not  Infraftions,  but  a  declared  War  ;  the 
Defigns  of  Yhc  frencb  being  pubfick,  that  they  intend  to  befiege  Luxemturgb^ 
and  that  from  thence  they  will  go  to  Namure,  when  the  Faft  of  hindering  the 
Fortification  of  Bovignies  (which  is  upon  the  Mofe  almoft  over  againft  Dinant). 
makes  it  clear  and  pad  doubt,  efpecially  the  mcft  Cbrijiian  King  having  pcrfTcl'- 
fed  himfelf  of  all  the  Towns  that  are  upon  the  River  M^/e  from  CbarlemofU^ 
and  of  the  mdl  Part  of  the  Territory  between  that  River  and  the  SambrCy  in 
fuch  a  manner  that  they  have  gotten  almoft  all  the  County  of  Namure^  as  well  a^ 
that  of  Luxemburgbj  and  thereby  thofe  two  Provinces  are  left  without  Com* 
municatioo. 

By  thefc  Infractions  and  clear  Beginnings  of  War,  the  underwritten  Ambafla- 
dor  doth  apply  bimfrlf  to  your  Majefty  as  a  Mediator,  that  you  would  caafe 
what  was  agreed  by  the  Peace  of  liimeguen  to  be  obferved;  and  as  an  Ally,* 
that  you  would  defend  it,  and  refift  the  Violence  of  France^  your  Majefty  be- 
ing obliged  to  the  one  and  to  the  other  by  the  Treaties ;  in  which  Confidcration 
he  cannot  omit  faying.  That  although  the  Frontiers  of  Spain  by  Cantabria  and 
Catalogna  are  infcftcd,  and  by  the  Treaty  of  CajjaU  between  the  French  King 
and  the  Duke  o(  Mantua^  the  Dominions  of  Lafy  a  e  in  apparent  Danger,  ana 
no  lefe  the  IndeSy  where  Count  d*Ellre  is  with  a  Squadron  of  Ships,  all  which 
are  the  Countries  that  do  compofe  the  greatcft  Power  of  the  Spani/b  Monarchy  % 
notwithftanding  this,  his  Catbolick  Majefty  Was  poftponed  thefc  his  grcateft  Con- 
cerns, to  the  Defence  of  that  little  which  rr  mains  to  him  in  the  Low  Countries^ 
although  it  be  leflcned  of  a  great  Part  of  Territory,  (which  the  French  have 
violently  poflcffed  thcmfclves  of,  fince  the  Peace  of  Nimeguen)  which  hath  been 
the  only  Caufc  that  we  have.not  been  able  to  keep  that  Country  in  better  Pof^ 
ture;  for  each  unjuft  Ufurpation  of  the' French^  hath  broken  the  Mcafurea 
which  were  taken,  and  reduced  us  to  feek  others ;  and  therefore  his  Majefty. 
hath  already  fent  confiderable  Supplies  to  Flanders^  and  appointed  the  Princq  of 
Parma  Governor  thereof,  as  an  experienced  Soldier,  and  one  who  hath  been 
Viceroy  of  feveral  Kingdoms,  thereby  to  encourage  thofe  Subjefts  with  ihcle 
Endeavours,  and  that  they  may  be  governed  by  a  Grandfon,  and  of  the  fame 
Name  of  Alexander  Farnefe^  whom  with  fo  much  Love  they  revereniDe.    .        » 

All  this.  Sir,  hath  been  done,  in  hopes  that  the  Union  and  Intcreft  of  Eng^ 
land  with  Spain^  will  produce  nuuuil  EfFefts  of  Conveniences  to  both  Crowns; 
for  no  good  EngUJhman  can  doubr,  ih.u  if  there  be  no  Oppofuion  made  to  the 
prefent  great  Power  cf  France^  it  is  impoflible  but  that  in  few  Days  they  Ihould 
poflefs  themfelves  of  the  Low  Countries^  and  that  the  States  General  Ihould 
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fubjcdthemrdva,  by  reafon  of  the  Impoflibtluy  ofreGftiog  tbe  pcMferftl^  ^d; 
afcerw^ds  i^Qur  MakSy  and  Engl^U  fliall  be  the  firft  in  peiteitvig  3us.^Mi& ' 
chk^  10  fedxdr  whicb^  '^  ^^^  ^  ^^^^  impoffible  $  and  at  ptx^^t  tiothing^  is  \ 
cap^le  CO  lupprefa  thde  Enlsy  boc  tho  Power  of  in^ni^  u  thai  dme  )^  only 
iri  Earapi  tbtt  can  rdlcain  the  Torrent  of  France.

great  Proofs  of  this  Truth,  that  it  is  Blindneft  nofi  to  fte  them :  And  the  Am-- 
baflador  will  only  acquaint  your  Majefly'  with  one  late  Inftance  which  doth  ma- 
'  Difeft  the  fame^  which  is^  that  his  m$ft  Cbrifiian  Majejfy  feeing  the  Emperor  is 
i!naking  confiderabJe  I^vies^  as  alio  the  Eledor  of  Saxony^  and  other  Prhices 
,  of  the  Empire ;  that  the  Eledors  of  Bavarindod  Brandinburgb-  have  declared^ 
that  they  will  not  £iflfer  his  PfOceedi%i  agamft  the  fimpnr,^  and  thr  Princes  of 
the  fame,  and  that  they  wiU  oppofe  it  with  all  their  Power. 

His m^  Cbrifiian  Majefy^  after  fa  many  violent  Anfweis  which  he  himfelfi 
had  rnade^  and  alfo  bis  Minifters,  to  all  the  Princes  of  Gtrm^ny^  he  hath  now 
anfnrered  the  Emperor's  Envoy  Extraordinary,  that  he  doth  agree  in  appoint- 
ing a  Conference  in  one  of  the  Imperial  Qties,  to  decide  and  es^ain  the  ambi- 
guous Points  of  the  Articles  of  the  Peace  olNimq^mn^  concerning  the  Pofib& 
fions  taken  in  Jtfatia  %  and  that  as  fbon  as  theCommiffionersare  met,  the  Cham* 
ber  of  Metz  fhall  ceafe  its  Proceedings,  and  all  manner  of  Novelty,  and  that 
they  will  hear  fuch  a  Perfon  as  fhall  treat  for  the  Duke  of  Urrain.  And  al^ 
though  it  is  evident  that  this  is  intended'  to  lay  afleep  the  Minds,  ^  well  of  the 
Emperor,  as  of  the  other  Princes  concerned,  and  that  they  may  cool  the  Vlgouv 
of  their  Preparations  which  they  are  making  bit  tbeir  Pefence,  it  is  alfe  known 
that  this  is  in  order  to  work  wick  more  Safety  against  the  Low  Otmtriis ;  for  at 
the  6me  time  that  heoficrs  to  fu^pend  the  Attempu  in  the  Empire,  he  continues 
in^  pofleffing  bimfelf  of  all  the  Bpanijb  open.  Country,  executing  AAs  of 
open  War,  by  hindering  the  Fortification  of  Bovignies^  which  is  the  £une 
Thmg  as  blocking  up  of  Luxmiurgb  and  Namure  ^  fo  that  it  is  evident,  that 
if  he  ^v  the  Differences  ^  ^^Imd  appcalbdy  aodpni^ed  to  its  own  pe&nce^ 
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^fttch  Oi)ght  to  be  repu^d  tdatof  the  ^/M9/(&  Monarchy^  and  mparti<!Qlar 
that  of  tKe  tow  Cmntrie$^  it  is  inf^IIibjc  tnd  certain,  that  he  rn^uid  moderate 
hU  DeiG^s^  and  linojlc  hi«  ReiQlotiofM^.  as  it  appears  he  doth  iir  Gnmn^^  feeing 
chat  tbe^mperoxv  and  all  die  Body  of  the  Empire,  do  unite  for  its  Defence: 

The  AmliMtflador  doth  very  well  know^  that  the  Agitation  of  diis  Kingdom 
is  great,  and  that  the  Pretenfiona  fetm  co  be  diflant ;  bat  he  is  forry^  and  it 
m^s  his  Heart  bleed  to  t^^  that  there  is  no  way  opened  co  an  Union ;  and 
as  there  is  nothing  impoflible  in  human  Things,  his  Pain  docb  increase,  ieein^ 
there  ^re  no  Steps  made  to  q^fimch  thefe  Heats :  If  Ewgiand  were  not  fo  madS 
threatened  with  Ruin  by  the  Exaltation  of  the  French^  as  the  Lgw  Countries  ar^^ 
the  Pretenfions  and  Rights  might  be  followed  co  the  uttermofl:  Point ;  but  run* 
ning  the  fame  Fortune  with  the  Monarchy  of  Spait$^  bocaufe  Flandirs  is  a  Bat* 
tery  to  England  and  Spain^  and  the  Indies  the  Trealbre  of  its  Riches,  and  the 
chief  Strength  of  its  Commerce,  beyond  all  Places  where  this  Nation  doth 
trade,  and  therefore  it  doth  not  allow  that  their  Incereft  Ihoiitd  be  confidered  as 
a  Porcigner,  nor  that  the  DifiraAions  in  which  all  are  now  inro^vod,  fliookPbe 
calmed  by  the  fame  Methods  which  could  be  done  in  a  iecured  Tranquillity ;  fb 
that  the  Ambailador  doth  promife  himfeJf,  that  confidering  thefe  Reafons,  and 
that  Fftfiir^  being  at  this  Tin^  a  Gangrene,  whicbdoch  penetrate  the  very  Heart 
of  England^  all  ^^rounds  of  Differences  will  ceaie,  and  that  it  will  not  with  its 
own  Ruin  involve  the  reft  of  Cbriftendom  is  |he  fame  Fate. 

Therefore  the  Ambankdor  doth  pray  your  Majefty,  that  as  Mediator,  or  as 
Ally,  yoQ  would  effcdtually  apply  yourlelf  to  prevent  the  Lofs  of  the  Low 
Countries^  and  confequently  of  all  the  reft,  hoping  from  your  Majefty's  great 
Prudence,  that  you  will  make  choice  of  the  moft  efficacious  Means  to  that  End/ 
and  to  the  eftabli^ing  the  Quiet  of  Europe. 


Tlie  Trial,  Convidion,  and  Condemnation  of  Popery, 
for  High  Trcafon,  in  conlpiring  the  Death,  Ruin, 
and  Subverfion  of  Chbjstian^ty^  Who  upon  full 
Evidence  was  convided^  and  received  Sentence,  ac- 
cordingly.

A  COMMISSION  of  Oyer  and  rVnvmerbmng  iflbed  forth  for  the  IVial 
of  Popery^  the  judges  repaired  to  the  fiendi,  and  the  Court  being  fet, 
after  Proclamation  made  for  Silence,  the  Trial  thus  proceeded:

Popery^  hold  up  thy  Hand,  here  thou  ftandcft  indided  by  the  Nattlt  of  9d- ' 
pery^  late  of  the  City  of  Rom,  in  the  Province  of  Babylon  %  na  having  the 
Fear  of  God  before  thine  Eyes,  but  being  moved  by  the  Inftigation  of  the 
Devily  didft  of  thine  own  free  Will  rolancariiy  creace,  make,  and  dc^^fe  fe- 
veral  damnabl^^  Pfineipies,  an^  diabolica)  Prafticet,  contnry^  to  thtf'Wbrd  of 
Gody  pernicious  to  Mankind,  and  repugnant  to  human  Society,  and  thou  the 
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faid  Poptrj  CO  further  thy  aforefaid  Devices,  the  Duty  of  thy  Allcgrance  not 
weighiQg,  did'ft,  as  a  falfe  Traitor,  againft  our  facrcd  and  moft  iHuftrioua 
Prince,  counterfeit  his  broad  Seal,  and  thereby  with -Fcrce  and  Arnns  didft  fcal 
op  his  Majefty's  Laws,  both  Civil  and  Divine:  And  didft  connmand  Obedi- 
ence to  thy  devilifli  Ifiventions ;  and  ihou  the  afore-mentioned  Poptry^  thorough- 
ly to  accomplifli  thy  aforefaid  Defigns,  didft  with  Force  and  Arms  aforefaid, 
ufurpatioufly  endeavour  to  exalt  thyfclf,  in  the  faid  City  of  Rome^  equal  with 
God,  blafphemoufly  faying,  thou  couldcft  pardon  Sins,  Damn,  fefr.  And  thou 
the  faid  Popery  didft  with  the  Devil  combine,  by  his  Afliftance  to  allure,  en- 
ttce,  and  inforce  Kings,  Queens,  and  Princes  to  fftaiii  thy  damnable  Religion, 
to  the  utter  Dcftru^bion  of  their  faithful  Subjefts ;  and  whereas  many  Royal 
hearted  Chrijitans  ejefted,  and  oppofed  thy  erroneous  Principles,  thou  the  faid 
Popery  didft  Civagely  and  inhumanly  invade  their  Nations,  aflaflinatc  Kings 
murdered  Thoufands,  burned  their  Cities,  robbed  their  Houfes,  againft  the 
'  Peace  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  Rin^^  his  Crown  and  Dignity,  and  againft  the 
Laws  and  Statutes  made,  and  provided  in  that  Cafe.  What  fayeft  thcu  for  thy- 
felf,  Popery  f  Art  thou  Guilty  of  thcfc  Treafons,  Rebellions,  Murthers,  ^c.

My  Lord,  Ptpery^  now  Priibner  at  the  Bar^  hath  -broached 
many  damnable  Herefies  contrary  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  particularly  that 
it  is  not  a  Rule  of  Faith,  but  as  a  Nofe  of  Wax,  to  be  turned  which  Way  the 
Church  pleafes  %  wiiereas  the  Word  of  6od  faith,  that  all  Scripture  is  given  by 
Divine  Injpiration  i  yet  he  wickedly . prefers  his  own  carnal  Traditions  before  it, 
as  alfo  his  Principles  are  dirediy  againll  the  Ten  Commandments :  Againft  the 
Firft,  in  making  a  God  of  the  Bread  in  the:Sacra0)ent.

L.  C.  7,  S?r  HaktiTriah,  What  fayeft  thou  agairtft  the  Pnfbner  at  the 
Bar? 

Sir  N.  T.  My  Lord,  in  the  Year  110,  Popery  feeming'as  an  umverfal  Deluge 
to  ovcrfpreiid  the  whole  Chriftian  World,  I,  with  Sir  Cdnfiani  Pafitm^^  lived 
privately  at  Lyons  in  France ;  enjoying  the  gloriotis  Obfpd,  "^h  many  others 
of  our  honeft  Friends  and  Neighbours :  but  Popery^  the  Prifoner  at  the  Bar, 
there  found  us,  maflacred  and  tortured  many  of  lis  for  ^onfefllng  the  Caufe  of 
Chrift  ;  put  us  to  moft  exquifite  Torments,  and  exercifed  favage  Cruelties  upon 
us:  from  thence  flying  to  Germany j  pafling  through  Fknders^  we  few  Popery 
preparing  a  Fire  to  burn  ieveral  of  our  Adherents,  Which  clave  to  Cbrlft.     One 
of  our  Friends  there  fuffcring,  I  remember,  before  he  went  into  the  Fire,  took 
^  two  Scones  in  his  Hands,  faying,  when  I  (hall  eat  thefe  two  Stones,  our  Reli- 
gion fhall  ccafe,  not  before.     When  we  were  come  to  Germany^  we  found  no

My  Lord»  Popery  did  really  combine  with  the  Devil  to  promote 
his  De^ns,  and  hath  been  gyilty  of  great  Conjurations ;  I  have  feen  him  in  the 
Woods  in  the  Shape  of  a  Boar,  he  bath  alio  b^n  a  cruel  Murderer  ;  for  I  faw  a 
Fond  of  his  cleanfing,  and  thence  caken  gut  fixty  Childrens  Skul^  and  it  is 
computed,  that  io  about  Fifty  Years  Time  he  bath  nuflacred  fifteen  Millions 
of  Proteftants.

No  Ptfifi^  Succeffar^  M  Pdpifl^  Succejfor^  ib  how  iAitVoic€  of  the  Piopk, 
ar>d  ifthe'Praycrt  of  moft  of  the  Natitm  beheard,  it  will  be  alfo  the 
Vdiee  df  God^  and  England  wiU  be  never  fo  unhappy,  as  to  fee  a  Popifli  Ido- 
later in  the  Throne.  There  is  no  Nation  in  the  World  fo  jealous  of  their  Li- 
berties as  the  Engtijh^  and  yet  there  is  no  Right  or  Privilege  fo  dear  to  thcm^ 
as  their  Religion.  Their  G>nrciences  fway  more  with  them,  than  their  Purfes 
or  their  Lives  j  and  the  Proteftant  Religion^  in  which  they  and  their  Fathers 
^ave  been  fo  many  Years  bred,  and  under  which  they  have  fcen  fo  many  happy 
Days,  freed  from  the  Tyranny  and  oppreflSve  Yoke  of  the  Pope^  is  become  fo 
dear  lO  them,  that  the  Apprchcnfion  only  of  the  lofs  of  ir,  has  of  late  put  them 
into  ihcfe  dreadful  Agonies,  and  apprehenfive  Fears,  by  the  plotting  of  Popifh 
Traitors,  to  bring  in  their  Idolatry,  even  by  taking  away  the  Life  of  the  Kang» 
tind  fubverting  the  prcfent  Government  5  and  by  the  Profpeft  they  have,  of  all 
ihofe  fubfcquent  Evils,  which  are  unevitably  like  to  fall  upon  this  Nation,  by 
the  means  of  a  Popifh  Succeflbr.

to  fee  the  comfortable  Beginnings  of  the  King  and  his  Parliament ;  and  we  be-

{}etual  Happinefs  of  the  Nation,  in  fecuring  our  Religjdn;  Rf^hts  and  Privi- 
eges,  and  in  taking  away  our  Fears  arid  Jealoufies :  ouch  'patriots  they  were, 
as  Jitbro  advifed  Mofes  to  choofe,  to  judge  the  People'  of  tfratl\  Men  fear- 
ing  Godf  loving  Trutb^  and  bating  Covetoujfhefi.  How  happy  was  our  grarioos 
King  in  fuch  a  Council !  How  happy  the  People  of  England  in  fuch  Repnefen* 
tatives !  A  Parliament  that,  had  they  fat,  would  in  after  Ages  been  called  a 
btefied  Parliament^  a  Parliament  noted  fer  four  «equUke  V«r«ii«^.£«Zi^ciMy 
Wifdom^  Courage,  and  Indujlry.

''SIR. 

I  Perceive  by  your's  of  March  the  4th,  thai  the  Fermentatm  which  the 
Nation  is  put  into,  muft  be  cherilhed  by  the  fame  Ways  and  Methods  that 
it  was  firft  occafioned  and  caiifed  :  For  Ihould  the  Heats  and  Animofitic* 
among  Proteftants  be  once  fufFered  to  aflwage  and  abate,  the  Romijh  Defigns 
again^  theProteflant  Religion,  and  the  Liberties  of  England^  would  not  only 
mifcarry  and  prove  abortive  j  but  they  who  have  been  wheedled  to  betray  God 
and  their  Country,  by  contributing  ignorantly  to  the  Promotion  and  Service  of 
their  Ends,  would  be  the  firft  to  exprefs  their  Indignation  againft  the  Papifts^ 
both  as  an  ESfeA  of  their  Refentment,  for  having  been,  through  their  Influence, 
thrown  into  a  Lunacy  and  Delirium^  and  as  an  Evidence  to  the  Kingdom  that 
they  are  at  laft  cured  of  their  Diftraftion.  And  therefore  the  Operation  and 
Efficacy  of  the  Declaration  againft  the  two  laft  Parliaments  being  wholly  fpcnt, 
I  am  not  furprifcd  to  find  an  Advantage  taken  from  a  pretended  Paper,  im- 
porting an  Unlawful  AJfociation  againft  the  Government ;  for  the  perpetuating 
Rancours  amongft  His  Majefty's  Leige  People,  and  the  cafting  thofe  back 
again  into  a  Fever,  who  were  recovering  their  Senfes,  and  coming  to  a  Se- 
date Mind  :  And  as  all  Men  are  worfe  upon  Relapfes  than  they  were  of  theiF 
firft  Difeafes  *,  fo  we  are  not  to  think  it  ftrange,  that  People  are  more  extrava- 
.  gant  in  their  late  Addrefles,  than  they  were  in  the  former.  But  there  being  fo 
many  things  to  be  faid  in  return  to  your  Letter,  and  being  by  Command  con- 
fined to  reprefent  my  Thoughts  in  one  Sheet,  I  (hall  preface  no  farther,  but 
apply  myfelf  to  obey  you  in  the  moft  compendious  Manner  I  can. 

Nor  (hall  I  pronounce  that  of  the  late  Addrefles,  which  a  celebrated  Court- 
Author  doth,  concerning  thofe  made  to  OUver  Cromwell ;  namely,  Tiai  they 
were  m  other  than  Leagues  Offen/he  and  Dtfen/$ve^  between  him  and  the  Fa^ion  ^ 
and  thai  while  bis  Care  was  for  engaging  one  Party^  it  was  for  deflroying  an- 
other  :  *  For  though  fome  little  Folk,  who  oflicioufly  manage  this  A  flair,  may 
hive  fuch  a  PfojcA,  yet  it  is  impofllble  that  His  Majefty  ftiould  either  propofc 
or  countenance  fo  hafe  and  deftrudive  a  Dcfign. 

Nor  will  I  fay.  That  it  had  been  but  reafonable.  That  they  who  do  embark 
in  new  Addrefles,  fliould  have  firft  feen  the  Fruits  and  Effeds  of  their  former  i 
For  whereas  they  feck  to  juftify  themfelves  in  what  they  did,  by  the  AHurances 
which  they  fuppofe  His  Majefty  ^ve  them  of  having  frequent  Parliaments, 
though  he  had  diflblvcd  Two  or  Three,  without  giving  them  Time  to  perfe£k 
thofe  Important  Matters  which  the  whole  Nation  apprehended  they  were  called 
for  5  fo  it  would  have  been  fome  Argument  of  the  Candour  and  Sincerity  of 
their  Intentions  in  what  they  did  before,  if  they  had  forborne  their  late  Appli-

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cadons,  till  they  had  found,  that  they  vitxt  not  nriftaken  in  the  Grounds  upon 
which  they  think  to  vindicate  themfelres  far  what  they  then  did 

Neither  will  I  infift  upon  this.  That  it  had  become  them  to  be  well  aflured 
ihat  there  was  fuch  a  Paper,  ftiled  an  AJfoeialtany  found  in  my  Lord  Sbaftf- 
hiry*$  Clofet,  before  they  took  uporf  them  to  talk  fo  k>udly  of  it,  and  venc 
themfelves  in  fo  ftrangeand  unaccountable  Expreflbns  upon  Mr.  Gwyn*shsu:c 
Suggeftion  of  fuch  a  thing.  For  as  it  is  moft  certain^  that  it  was  not  theFoun* 
dation  of  my  Lord's  i\pprehenfion  and  Commitment,  feeing  the  Bag  into  which 
it  was  put,  when  faid  to  be  feized  in  his  Lord/htp^^  Study,  was  not  opened  till 
after  his  Confinenpent  in  the  Tower  for  High-Treafon  \  fo  it  is  not  impoffiUe 
but  that  they  who  had  the  Confidence  to  inipofe  other  things  upon  this  Noble 
Peer  in  the  printed  Relation  of  the  Proceedings  at  the  Old-Baily^  than  were  de- 
pofed  by  the  Witneifes  in  Court,  might  with  the  fame  Liberty,  and  for  the 
fame  End,  fo^  and  invent  this  Paper^  and  afcribe  it  to  his  Lordfliip.  For 
whereas  Smithy  upon  giving  his  Evidence  at  the  Bar,  {aid,  that  the  Earl  oiSbaftf- 
bury  iold  tim  be  was  forry  tbat  tbe  Kin^  faw  not  bis  Danger^  &c.  they  who 
undertook  the  communicating  ihofe  Proceedings  to  the  World,  make  Smtb  de^ 
clarc  upon  Oath  that  the  £ud  Earl  told  bim»  be  was  glad  tbe  King  faw  not  bi^ 
Danger. 

Nor  (hall  I  infift  upon  this,  That  it  had  been  but  congruous,  and  what  be* 
came  Englijh  Men,  to  have  teftified  their  Deteftatioin  of  the  many  late  Sbam 
Ploes^  whereby  our  Enemies  have  been  endeavouring  to  deftroy  loyal  and  inno- 
cent Proteffants,  as  well  as  their  declaring  an  Abhorrencyof  a  pretended  jlfa^ 
aation  againft  the  Monarchy  ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  the  forging  Crimes  for 
involving  guiltlefs  Perfons  in  Danger^  bath  been  real  ;  whereas  fuch  an  jiffoei- 
ation  as  the  late  Clamour  is  raifed  upon»  was,  for  what  yet  appears,  only  feign- 
ed and  imaginary.  We  have  feen  tome  of  the  beft  Perfons  in  the  Kingdom  caft 
into  Prifons,  and  arraigned  in  Courts,  upon  malicious  Subordinatioiis,  and  Po« 
pilb  Sbam  Confpiracies  ^  but  no  Man  can  produce  io^  much  as  a  Name  fubfcribed 
to  any  Paper,  whereby  to  perfuade  himfelf  or  others  of  a  Combination  againft 
His  Majefty  and  the  Government.  Nor  can  they  be  thought  to  bear  any  great 
Loyalty  to  the  King,  who  have  not  ibme  Regard  for  the  Safety  of  his  Proteftant 
Subjeifts,  and  the  Reformation  of  the  Proteftant  Religion.  And  therefore  while 
fome  are  fb  bufy  here  and  there  to  gather  Hands  to  Addreftes  of  another  Nature, 
it  were  but  a  feafonable  Piece  of  Service  to  theKing^  and  a  Duty  which  all  Law 
both  Divine  and  Human  will  juftify,  for  others  to  make  an  Addrefs  to  His  Ma- 
jefty,  that  we  may  have  the  Benefit  and  Proteftion  of  his  Government,  and  that 
our  Lives  and  Eftates  may  be  defended  from  the  Malke  of  thofe>  who  by  hiring 
and  fuboming  mercenary  Villains  to  fwear  forged  Crimes  againft  us,  have  been 
unweariedly  defigning  our  Ruin.  And  as  it  b  not  to  be  fuppofed  that  an  Ap- 
plication of  this  Nature  would  be  unacceptable  to  the  King,  the  End  and  Aim 
of  his  Reign  being  not  only  to  look  after  our  Obedience  to  his  Law,  but  to  fee 
diat  we  are  kept  fafe  from  the  Wrath  and  Rage  of  our  Enemies  ;  fo  it  would 
tend  to  the  Honour  o(  Londan^  to  lead  the  Way  to  others  in  A>  ufeful,  and  at 
this  time  fo  necefiary  a  Duty. 

Nor  Chall  I  do  more  but  barely  intimate,  that  it  looks  ill,  and  feems  cal- 
culated for  no  good  Defign,  to  find  Addreffes  for  diffolving  Parliaments,  and 
abhorring  all  JJfociations^  countenanced  and  promotedf  while  Petitions  for  a 
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Parliament  were  forbidden  by  Proclamation,  and  the  Petitioners  puUickly  re- 
primanded. For  fuppofine  that  fome  one  Paper,  bearing  the  Name  of  an  y^« 
^iaiion^  was  unduly  framed  and  worded  i  is  this  a  juftifiable  Ground  to  ridicule 
and  abhor  every  JjfociaUon^  tho*  never  fo  well  adapted  for  the  Prefervation  of 
His  Majefty's  Perfon  and  Dignity,  and  promoted  in  a  Parliamentary  way,  and 
not  tp  take  till  it  receive  the  Royal  Stamp  ?  How  ftrangely  does  it  look  in  a 
well-governed  State,  to  find  fuch  a  one  as  the  Mayor  of  Gl —  who  was  admitted 
into  the  Freedom  of  that  City,  for  the  good  Service  ^bkb  be  did  in  fighting 
^gainfi  Charles  Stuart  4/  Worcefter  (as  the  Words  inferted  in  their  Town- 
Book  bear)  to  be  hug^d  and  embraced  for  advancing  Addrtfics  of  one  Com« 
plexioQ,  while  in  the  aiean  time  many  Loyal  Gentlemen,  who  Ifaed  their  BJood, 
loil  their  Eftates,  and  underwent  Impri^nment  and  Exile  for  the  King,  are 
frown'd  upon  for  offering  to  appear  in  Applications  of  another  Figure,  Men  of 
Principle  uA  always  uniformly  ^  whereas  Aich  as  are  fway'd  by  Intereft  are 
ready  to  engage  with  the  fame  Heat  in  every  thing  that  lies  in  Subfcrviency  t6 
their  Gain.  Some  People  think  it  not  enough  to  atone  for  their  former  Ani- 
ons by  their  future  Loyalty,  but  they  feek  to  expiate  their  Crimes  on  one  Side, 
by  running  into  Illegal,  Rigorous,  and  Mad  Excefles  on  the  other.  And  I 
heartily  wifh,  that  an  eminent  Magiftrate  in  the  City  o(  London  may  not  hope 
to  make  a  Compenfacion  for  having  been  a  Clerk  to  a  Regiment  in  the  War 
againfl;  the  late  King,  by  complying  with  and  purfuing  whatfoever  (bme  Men 
about  the  Court,  or  ibch  who  are  influenced  by  tho^e  that  are,  put  him  upon. 
But  what  is  this  Age  degenerated  into,  that  they  who  have  ferved  themfelves 
of  DifTenters  in  order  to  their  getting  into  Places  of  Truft,  by  proclaiming 
what  BleiTed  Opportunities  they  have  enjoyed  with  that  Sort  of  Men  und«r  this 
and  that  Non-conformift  Minifter,  (hould,  inftead  of  exprefiing  a  Concern  for 
the  Proteftant  Religion,  anfwerable  to  the  Care  of  it,  and  the  Stations  they 
are  in,  not  only  abandon,  but  from  Weaknefs^  Fear,  or  worie  Principles, 
fubmit  to  be  Tools  to  accelerate  it*s  Ruin. 

However,  I  am  fure  the  Government  hath  no  Caufeof  apprehending  Danger 
cither  from  Fanatick  Preachers  or  People,  feeing  fome  of  the  moft  famed 
amongft  them,  after  having  been  a  hundred  Times  deceived  and  impofed  up- 
on, are  ftill  ready  to  be  bribed  by  a  Dinner  or  a  Smile,  or  wheedled  by  a  fair 
Word,  to  co-operate  with  their  Enemies,  and  become  inftrumental  of  their 
own  Deftrudion.  And  therefore  it  is  to  be  defired,  that  fome  of  the  Diffenting 
.  Ecclefiafticks  would  be  contented  with  Grace,  which  is  the  Talent  that  God 
hath  given  them,  and  not  pretend  to  Civil  Wifdom,  ieeing  it  is  evident  to  all 
^  the  World,  that  the  Great  Difpcnfer  hath  withheld  it  from  them. 

Thefe  thing?  being  briefly  intimated,  it  is  now  Time  to  advance  thofe  R4- 
fleftions  and  Obfervations,  whidi  we  juc^  propfer  to  be  offered  upon  theOccafion 
of  the  late  Abhorring  Addrefles.  Nor  will  it  be  amif^,  in  the  firft  Place,  to  take 
Notice  how  fome  Mens  Opinions  concerning  thefe  kind  of  Applications,  do  aker 
and  vary  according  to,  and  in  Correfpondence  with  the  Defign  and  Interefts 
which  Men  ferve.  For  the  very  Perfon  that  is  not  only  principally  employed,*  in 
framing  the  Draughts  which  are  remitted  into  the  Country,  where  Lieutenants, 
Juftices  and  Curates,  are  commi(n(M>ed  to  procure  Subfcriptions  to  them,  but 
whofe  Province  it  is  to  publi(h  their  Ufefulne^  to  the  Government,  and  to 
make  the  World  believe  what  Security  the  State  receiveth  from  them,  in  order 
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to  it's  Support,  m  the  Purfuance  of  prcfcnt  Councils  :  I  fay,  thb  very  Gen- 
tleman had  different  Thoughts  concerning  Addreffes  fome  Years  ago,  when 
they  came  m  Shoals  to  Oliver  Cromwelh  and  with  great  Multitudes  of  Haads 
futwined  to  them,  from  what  he  now  hath. 

For,  fays  he,  Tbofe  numerous  and  pretended  Applications^  as  they  were  but  an 
Artifice  to  piece  up  the  Prote0or^s  broken  Power ^  as  far  as  well  it  could  bCj  fa  tbey 
were  butfalfe  Gloffes  upon  bis  Power ^  and  Cromwell  was  too  wifa  to  think  tbem 
other.  For  being  gained  by  Contrivement  and  Force^  or  at  leqfi  by  Importunity^ 
half  a  Score  pitiful  IVretcbes  ftiled  tbemfelves  the  People  of  fuch  or  fuch  a 
County^  and  there  was  the  Total  of  the  Reckoning.  ♦ 

But  we  may  the  lefs  wonder  at  this  Change  of  Judgment  in  fome  Men,  as  to 
theSignificancy  or  Infignificancy  of  Addreffes,  if  we  confider,  how  much  the  O- 
pinion  of  the  Papifts  is  altered  from  what  it  was  90  Years  ago,  as  to  the  Right 
which  the  next  in  the  Royal  Line  hath  to  inherit  the  Crown  after  the  RulingPrince. 
For  whereas  we  have  nothing  from  them  now,  but  that  it  is  an  unpardonable  Sin 
to  exclude  the  Prefumptive  Heir,  be  his  Principles  what  they  will,  and  our 
Danger  from  him,  in  cafe  he  fucceed,  never  fo  vifible  ;  they  fpake  another  kind 
of  Language  towards  the  End  of  Queen  Elizabeth^s  Reign,  when  they  forefaw 
that  a  Proteftant  was  likely  after  her  to  afcend  the  Throne  ;  namely.  That  Suc^ 
ieffion  to  Government  is  neither  eflablifbed  by  the  Law  of  Nature^  nor  the  Law  of 
Revelation^  but  only  by  Human  SanSiions^  which  Men  m<y  cancel  and  alter  as 
their  Intereft  determines  them,  f  For  though  they  tell  us  now,  of  the  indif. 
penfible  Obligations  we  are  under,  of  fubmitting  quietly,  in  cafe  His  Majefty 
ibouid  die,  to  the  Duke  of  Tork^  albeit  we  cannot  but  think  the  Subverfion  of 
^ur  Religion,  and  the  Extirpation  of  ourfelves  ready  to  enfue  thereupon  ;  yet 
they  were  pleafed  to  tell  our  Anceftors,  that  no  Free  People  were  under  Ties 
to  the  next  of  the  Royal  Line,  but  that  they  ought  to  put  the  Scepter  into 
fuch  a  one's  Hand,  under  whom  they  might  promife  themfelves  to  live  with 
Safety  and  Honour. 

But,  we  may  the  more  eafily  pardon  the  Papifts  for  fhifting  Principles  ac^ 
cording  to  the  Pofture  which  their  Affairs  (land  in,  if  we  will  obferve  how  the 
Proteftants  of  this  Age  differ  from  thofe  of  the  former,  in  reference  to  the 
Duty  of  fubmitting  to,  or  debarring  a  Popifti  Succeffor  :  For  whereas  hereto- 
fore not  only  the  whole  Clergy,  but  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  Courtiers  as 
well  as  others,  derived  their  main  Arguments  againft  Mary  Queen  of  Scois^ 
from  the  Danger  the  Proteftant  Religion  would  be  in,  if,  being  in  their  Power, 
ihe  were  fuffered  to  furvive  Queen  Elizabeth  :  It  is  now  come  to  pafs,  that 
many  of  all  Ordens  and  Ranks,  who  pretend  themfelves  Proteftants,  are  not 
only  contented  that  a  Popifti  Prince  may  be  difpenfed  with  as  to  his  Religion 
himfelf^  and  live  quiedy  amon^ft  them,  but  they  feem  uneafy  in  having  a 
Proteftant  King,  and  long  to  have  one  of  Popifli  Principles  to  rule  over  them.  % 
How  difagreeable,  as  to  a  Popifli  Succeffor,  are  the  late  Addreffes,  from 
the  Petitions,  Votes  and  Ads  of  Parliament,  and  the  Carriage  of  the  whole 
Kingdom  in  the  14th,  27  th,  28th  and  29th  Years  of  Qy^etn  Elizabeth  f  Then  an 
AJfociation  to  revenge  the  Death  of  the  Queen  upon  the  Papifts,  in  cafe  flie 
came  to  an  untimely  End,  was  efteemed  a  Piece  of  Loyalty,  and  promoted  by 
the  Chief  Minifters  of  States  but  now  the  Abhorring  not  only  an  ill  framed 
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Paper  bearing  that  Title,  but  all  kinds  of  j^octations  of  this  Nature  and  Ten- 
dency, if  His  Majefty  Ihould  fall  by  Popidi  Hands,  is  accounted  the  Charafter 
both  of  a  good  Subje£t,  and  a  true  Chuxch^oi-England  Man.  Do  we  live  in 
the  fame  Clime  that  our  Anceftors  did  ?  or  doth  the  like  generous  Blood 
run  in  our  Veins,  which  did  in  theirs  ?  Alas,  by  running  counter  to  the  Wif- 
dom  of  our  Fore-fathers,  we  proclaim  ourfelires  a  degenerate  Iffue,  and  are  a 
Reproach  to  the  Memory  of  them  who  begot  us,  and  who  tranfmittcd  the  Plro«; 
teftant  Religion  and  Engltjh  Liberties  down  to  us  ! 

.  And  as  all  Addrefles  ot  this  Nature  tend  to  render  the  King,  who  ought  to 
reign  in  the  Hearts  of  all  his  People,  the  Head  merely  of  one  Part,  and  that 
a  very  inconfiderable  one,  if  compared  with  the  Bulk  of  the  Nation  %  fo  they 
only  ferve  to  publifli  to  all  the  World  the  DiftraAions  of  the  Kingdom,  a^d 
to  proclaim  in  the  Face  of  the  Sun  the  Weaknefs  of  the  Government.  What 
do  the  Foreigners  fay  upon  the  Perufal  of  our  Gazettes^  but  that  either  things  arc 
not  managed  in  England  zcconXing  to  the  Laws  of  the  Conftitution,  or  that  His 
Majefty  of  Britain  reigns  precarioufly,  feeing  his  Minifters  feek  to  fupport  the 
Tranfadions  of  State,  by  courting  the  Applaufe  of  a  few  little  Folks,  here 
and  there,  through  the  Kingdom  ?  Nor  can  any  fort  of  Men  do  the  King  a 
greater  DiiTervice,  than  to  adminifter  Grounds  to  our  Neighbours  Abroad,  to 
entertain  fuch  Sentiments  of  us  and  our  Affairs.  I  tremble  to  think  what  the 
Wifeft  among  ourfelves  fay  of  thefe  Proceedings ;  for  tho*  all  Men  acquit  His 
Majefty  from  any  Intentions  but  what  are  Gracious  as  well  as  Juft  \  yet,  they 
cannot  but  judge  that  fome  ill  Men  are  by  thefe  Addrefles  endeavouring  to 
number  the  People,  and  to  enroll  Partifans  for  fbme  hidden  Defign. 

But  the  moft  fatal  Effe&  and  Confequence  of  thefe  Addrefles,  is  the  deprive* 
ing  the  King  of  that  Security,  which  the  Wifdom  of  the  Parliament  had  prc^ 
vided  for  his  Perfon  againft  the  Papifts.  For,  as  nothing  is  fb  dear  to.  z  true* 
Englijh  Parliament,  as  the  Life  of  their  Sovereign  \  fo  the  bed  Expedient  which 
our  late  Parliaments  could  think  of  to  preferve  his  Majefty  from  the  Dangers 
which  he  was  expofed  unto  from  the  Confpiracies  of  the  Ramijh  Crew,  was 
the  propofing  an  Jffhciation  amongft  the  Proteftants  to  revenge  his  Dedth. 
And  as  they  could  entertain  no  Friendihip  for  the  King,  who  advifed  him  to 
diflblve  the  Parliament  before  that  Bill  was  prepared  and  paft  ;  fo  it  is  apparent, 
that  whofoever  Countenanceth  the  Abhorrence  of  all  Mociaiivns^  does  what  in 
him  lies  to  leave  the  King  open  and  naked  to  the  hellim  Defigns  of  the  RjBmifo 
Fa(5Uon. 

Nor  is  it  unworthy  the  fcrious  Confideration  of  all  Loyal  Perfops,  how  they- 
have  both  provided  again  ft  the  Revenge  of  the  Nation,  and  for  their  own. 
Eftablifliment  in  Power,  in  cafe  His  Majefty  Ihould  be  taken  oflf;  for  as  they' 
have  excluded  all  Endeavours  of  Revenging  his  Death,  by  getting  every  thing 
Ridiculed  and  Abhorred^  that  lies  in  a  Subferviency  thereunto  \  fo  they  hove  taken 
care  for  their  own  Safety,  after  the  Perpetration  of  fuch  a  Villainy,  by  obtaining 
all  Places  Civil  and  Military  to  be  filled  withTuch  in  whom  they.may  injirely 
confide.  And  as  it  is  not  long  fince  the  King  of  Portugal  was  laid  afide^  aAd 
confined  to  the  farcera^s  \  fo  it  is  remarkable,  that  it  was'  eflfofted  without  a 
Blow,  and  by  this  more  than  any  thing  elfe.  That  there  wifcite  none  in  *publick 
Employ  but  who  were  Zealots  for  his  Brother,  that  fupplanted  him,  and  ftept 
into  his  Throne.

For,  hath 
QOt  the  Duke  of  Tork  intruded  himfelf  into  the  Adminiftration  of  Affairs  in 
$coilani^  without  taking  the  Oaths  which  the  Laws  of  that  Kingdom  do  re* 
qptfe  ?  Hath  he  not,  at  the  fame  Tinie  thap  be  caufed  Proteftant  Difienters  to 
Qe  difturbed  and  apprehended,  permitted  M^fs  tp  be  faid  under  the  fame  Roof, 
or  at  the  next  Door  ?  Hath  he  given  any  Security  to  Protcftants  there,  for  their 
Safety  in  the  Profeflion  of  the  Proteftant  Religion^  tho'  he  hath  gotten  himfelf 
excepted  from  all  Tefts  that  relate  to  the  Prcfervation  or  Liberty  of  it  ?  Are 
QOt  the  Papifta  in  iMcaftdre  arrived  to  that  Boldnefs,  as  to  murder  his  Majefty's 
Officers  in  the  Difcharge  of  their  Duxy,  and  to  refcue  Recuiants  out  of  the  Handa 
of  thofe  that  had  taken  them  in  Execution  ?  Hath  not  the  High  Sheriff  of 
NoribttmhirUmi  carried  'Squire  Riddel  and  'Sqiiire  Qaoerim^  and  divers  other 
Fapift$  who  were  Prifoners  for  the  Fopiih  Plot,  to  Edinburgh^  to  kl(s  the  Duke's 
Hand  ;  and  this  both  in  Defiance  of  all  Law,  and  againfh  his  Trull  ?  But  it 
would  require  a  Volume  to  recount  all  I  know  of  this  Nature  \  and  therefore 
IhaU  only  add.  That  they  muft  be  prepared  to  worfiiip  the  Hoji^  and  wear 
ChainSi  who  either  promote  or  fubfcribe  the  Addrefles  vhlch  are  now  carry- 
in^CKU 
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iniirdf  Tour's.

A  L  E  T  T  E  R  from  a  Perfbn  of  Quality  to  his  Friend, 
about  ABHORRORS  and  ADDRESSORS,  &c. 

1682. 

SIR, 

I  Received  your^  of  the  Sixth  of  January^  and  find  your  Bi&op  and  Lord 
Lieutenant  are  carrying  on  very  furioufly  an  Jddrefs  of  Abhorrence  of  the 
ABociationj  pretended  to  be  found  amongft  my  IjoxA  Sbaftjbuty^^  Papers, 
4ind  (A  Ignoramus  Juries.  I  find  alfo  you  are  afraid  not  to  be  thought  a  Loyal 
Subjed,  or  a  good  Son  of  the  Church,  if  you  do  not  join  in  it :  And  there* 
fore  you  are  plcafcd  to  alk  my  Judgment  whether  the  Signing  of  it  can  be  of 
as  much  Prejudice  to  you,  as  the  Refufal  evidently  will.  If  I  (hall  anfwer  you 
according  to  the  Rule  of  the  Apoftle,  Let  every  Man^eak  Truth  to  his  Neigh- 
bour, you  muft  expeA  Plainnefs  and  Freedom  in  my  Reply,  without  which 
you  may  have  Flattery,  but  cannot  poflibly  attain  Advice.  As  for  your  Gen- 
tlemen of  Quality  and  Eftatc,  that  you  find  generally  go  thefe  High-ways,  and 
call  it  the  Support  of  the  Monarchy  and  the  Church  ;  when  you  confider  hoW 
many  of  them  h^ve  been  fecretly  converted  to  the  Rmtfb  Faidij  and  remain  as 
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yet .  Church-Pi^j ;  how  many  of  them  gape  after  Hooouis  and  Prefermicnei 
irotn  the  Court ;  how  many  the  Power  and  Dominion  in  their  owa  Country^ 
and  the  retaining  the  Office  of  Deputy-Lieutenant,  or  Juftice  of  Peace,  does 
inflave  \  and  how  many  the  fordid  and  vile  Education  they  have  had  under  the 
Clergy  does  corrupt,  you  will  not. wonder  that  the  Yeoman  and  plain  Country- 
man hath  kept  his  Senfes,  when  the  jgreateft  Part  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry 
have  loft  theirs.  Are  there  fo  blind  a  Generation,  as  they  that  do  not  fee  how 
deeply  the  Churchmen  have  repented  their  departing  from  Rome  ?  and  how 
fix'd  they  are  in  Refoluttons  and  Interefts  to  return  back  again  upon  the  firft  Op- 
portunity. Is  it  poffible  for  a  Man  without  the  Help  oF  Univerfity  Learning  to 
imagine  the  JV^/^43is/ Religion  preferved  under  zPopiJb  Prince,  that  (hall  not 
bnly  have  the  Nomination  of  Blfhops  in  his  own  Time,  but  hath  had  that  and 
moft  Church  Preferments  in  his  Predeceflbr's  ?  Confider  when  all  Places  are  and 
fhall  be  given,  and  all  Honours  and  Advantages  confer*d  upon  none  but  his 
Creatures,  how  long  the  diffolute  and  drunken  Part  of  our  Nobility  and  Gen- 
.try  will  hold  out»  as  Coofe^$  for  the  Prottftani  Church  of  England!  The 
Steadincfs  of  thefe  worthy  Gentlemen,  and  the  Reliance  that  Men  of  Honour 
or  Worth  can  have  upon  them,  cannot  be  better  demon  ft  rated  than  by  the 
great  Zeal,  and  true  Care  of  their  Religion  and  Country,  exprefs'd  by  Sir 
fFiUiam  Pcrtman^  Sir  Nathaniel  Napper^  and  feyeral  others  of  the  laft  Oxford 
Parliament,  in  their  vigorous  carrying  on  the  Bill  againft  the  Duke  of  Tork ; 
and  yet  no  (boner  fent  home  into  their  own  Country  and  diftblved,  but  they 
addrcfs  againft  themfelves,  calling  themfejves  little  lefs  than  Rogues  and  Trai- 
tors, and  acknowledging  the  King's  great  Juftice  and  Wifdom  in  fending  them 
Hacking- 

I  would  aflc  you.  Should  a  Popijh  Prince  hereafter  have  a  Defire  to  hang  any 
Man  that  was  too  bufy  in  the  Proieftant  Caufe^  whether  he  had  more  to  do 
IJi^n  to  make  a  beggarly,  neceffitous,  or  bigot  Gentleman,  Sheriff  of  that 
County,  and  fend  down  his  private  Orders  to  the  Lord-  Lieutenant,  who  (hall 
return  a  Grand  Jury  of  Lieutenants  and  Enfigns,  that  (hall  never  find  Ignora- 
mus •^  and  a  Petty  Jury  of  Svjeants  and  Corporals^  before  whqm  Irijb  Wipnef- 
fcs  may  b(:  believed  ;  cfppcially  if  Care  be  taken  that  the  Lord-Lieutenant  be  fo 
gwd  a  Churchman  as  to  take  his  Tutor  in  the  Univerfity  for  Governor  of  his 
Affairs  and  Fortune  ever  after  ? 

I  would  only  a(k  you  ferioufly.  Whether,  without  the  Experience  you  have 
bad  of  this  Age.  you  could  have  imagined  the  Gentry  .thankjng  the  King;  a|id 
addreiUngto  him  for  di(rolv]ng  a  Parliament,  and  acknowledging  his  Majefty's 
Goodnefs  inpromifing  to  govern  by  Parliaments,  when,  in  feveral  Years  of  the 
greateft  Diftrefs  and  Danger  of  the  Nation,  they  have  been  difTolved  and  pro- 
jTDgupd  fo  often,  without  their  Advice  taken?     Could  you  have  fuppofed  a 
i  Judge  .of  this  Land  bringing  an  Addrefs  from  Hereford^  and  Sandars  (an  emi- 
nent Man  in  tjhe  Law)  bringing  another  from  himfelf  and  his  Companions,  di- 
.reftly  contrary,  not  only  to  the  Law  of  the  Land,  but  to  the  Law  of  all  Nati- 
ons, common  Senfe,  and  Reafon  ?    They  tell  you  of  a  Paper  called  an  JJfoci- 
ationy  found  amongft  my  Lord  Sbaftjburf^  Papers  \  this  they  fet  up  as  a  Man 
.of  Straw  and  fight  againft  it;  and  *tis  refolved  that  Addre(res  ftiall  go  round  the 
.Nation  to  this  Purpofe.    What  can  this  mean  but  to  perfwade  the  World  that 
jfhe  Protefiants  have  yet  9  Plot,,  which  bath  been  attempted  fp  often  by  the 
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P^^  and  arbitrary  Tarty  to  be  made  believed.  But  if  thefe  Gentlemen  btve 
read  the  Proceedings  at  the  Old-Baily^  publijh^d  by  Autbarity^  of  that  Matter^ 
which  is  in  many  Places  fliort  of,  and  different  from  the  Truth ;  yet  that  tells 
the  World,  and  them  that  read  it,  that  it  was  not  poffible  for  the  Judges,  as 
well  as  Jury,  to  think  the  Earl  of  Shaftjbury  guilty.  We  have  always  account- 
ed the  faid  Earl  among  the  Statefmen  of  the  Age,  but  we  muft  put  him  into 
the  Ideots  College,  if  wq  can  fuppofe  that  he  Hiould  make  fo  infamous  and 
mean  Perfons  his  Counfellors,  and  talk  Treafon  fo  freely  to  them.  Booths  the . 
moft  known  and  fcandalous  Villain  the  North-Country  hath  of  late  Years  bred, 
is  at  firft  Dafh  admitted  to  the  Earl's  fecret  Councils,  who  difcovers  all  his . 
Defigns  to  him,  and  yet  he  was  to  be  but  a  (ingle  Trooper,  that  procured  no 
other  Man  to  the  Party.'  The  King  and  the  Government  have  no  Reafbn  to- 
apprehend  any  Danger,  if  the  wifeft  of  thofe  they  fuppofe  their  Enemies 
manage  Affairs  at  this  rate.  Dennis  is  to  raife  all  his  Name,  Irifi  Pa^ifis^  for 
the  Defence  of  the  Proteftant  Caufe :  And  if  the  old  native  Popijb  Irijb  will  be 
for  a  Commonwealth,  the  Earl  of  Sbaftsiury  engages  they  (hall  get  their  Lands 
again  i  fo  kind  is  he  to  the  PapiJiSy  to  out  his  beft  Friends  that  are  pofTeiTed  of 
them. 

As  for  their  Paper  called  an  Aflbciation,  'tis  truly  their  own,  and  of  their 
own  making.  Mr.  Gwyn  a  Torkift^  a  Creature  of  Mr.  Seymour^  an  Enemy 
€0  the  Earl  of  Shaftsbury^  comes  by  force  into  his  Houfe,  demands  the  Keys  of 
his  Clofet,  carries  with  him  feveral  other  Perfons  of  bis  own  Party,  where  they 
did  what  they  pleafed  :  And  though  the  Earl  of  Sbaftsbwry  defired  they  would 
fliew  what  Papers  they  took,  and  that  a  Lift  might  be  agreed  on,  yet 
they  refufcd  it  j  befides,  all  the  Papers  they  refcrved  at  the  Council 
were  marked  by  the  Earl  of  Sbapsbury's  Agents,  cither  by  Mr.  ^il/an  or 
Mr.  Starkey ;  this  only  was  marked  by  neither.  And  Mr.  Blaibwait  refufed 
to  give  a  Lift  of  thofe  Papers  which  they  kept.  But  if  the  Paper  were  really 
found  in  the  Earl  of  Sbaftsbury*s  Clofet,  does  Mr.  Sandars  (the  great  Lawyer) 
think  that  it  did  affedt  him  with  Treafon^  or  that  the  Grand  Jury  could  have 
f6und  a  Bill  upon  it :  Or  why  did  he  that  had  the  chief  Hand  in  drawing  up  the 
Indidment,  ground  no  Part  of  it  upon  this  Paper  ? 

But  I  moft  wonder  at  Mr.  Sandars^  that  being  a  Lawyer,  he  falls  fo  heavy 
upon  Juries,  and  will  not  allo*^  them  the  Liberty  that  the  Law  ever  gave  them.  - 
They  are  of  no  Ufe  to  the  People,  if  they  are  neceflitated  to  obey  the  Judge's 
Direftions:  And  if  the  uifeft,  wealthieft,  and  Men  of  beft  Repute  of  the  City 
of  London  ^as  thefe  Gentlemen  were)  have  not  the  Liberty  of  finding,  or  not ' 
finding  a  Bill,  we  fhould  give  little  Thanks  for  being  governed  by  fuch  Law. 
Does  Mr.  Sandars  think  they  are  obliged  to  find  a  Bill,  becaufe  four  or  five  of> 
the  moft  infamous  Villains  in  the  World  have  fworn  the  greateft  Improbabili- • 
tics  in  Nature  ?    If  fo,  and  that  it  be  a  true  Doftrine,  that  the  Credibility  of. 
the  Witneffes  is  not  to  be  contidered  by  the  Jury,  the  Lord  have  Mercy  upon 
all  Proteftants:  For  it  is  notorioufly  known,  they  may  have  forty  Irijh  Witnef- . 
fes  to  any  thing  that  may  be  defired  againft  them }  every  Day's  Experience 
ihews  it  in  that  Country,  and  they  have  now  found  their  way  over  hither.  And- 
the  Popijb  Agents  are  excellently  (killed  in  fupporting  their  Evidence  with  Et^- 
lift)  Teftinrony,  out  of  Newgate  and  the  King^s-Bencb.     I  Ihould  a(k  Mr.  San- 
dan  two  Queftions,  not  whether  he  hath,  or  will  tal^  the  Oath  of  Supremacy, 
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buC'wfaetKarhe  thinks  th!e  Evidence  Was  full  and  fufiScient,  in  my  Lord  ShsftJ^ 
hmf^  Cafe^  co  caufe  the  Jury  to  find  the  BilI^  The  other  is.  Whether,  if 
this  Paper  cf  Aflbciation,  granted  to  be  as  treafonable  as  he  pleafes  to  make  it, 
and  CO  be  found  in  this  manner  in  m/ Lord  ^i&ii//j^ry's  Study,  can  Be  im- 
pQted  to  my*  Lord  as  any  Crime,  or  what  Crime  it  is  ^  there  being  no  Proof 
that  he  ever  (aw  it,  read  it,  or  conferred  with  any  about  it  ^  But  Mr.  Scndars 
hath  laid  afide  his  Law,  and  is  turned  Hedor  for  tht  Caibolic  Caufe ;,  hath  lent 
his^  Name  for  a  }ob  of  Church* Work;  and  is  to  be  recorded  in  the  Paper 
Ofl&e  for  his  great  Merits  and  endeavouring  to  render  Juries  ufeleis  to  the 
People. 

You  cannot  Wonder,  Sir,  if  you  find  fuch  Men»  and.  fuch  Things^  everjr 
Day  appear  more  and  more;,  there  are  fuch  powerful  Influences  on  our  Afiairs,. 
that  this  PopiibPlot  muft»  at  any  race,  be  made  a  Proteftant.ot^^.  How  many 
Infiances  lu^e  we  had  of  this  thefe  laft  two  Yeais,  and  when  they  will  leave  off> 
chat  are  fo  well  pioteAed,  God  only  knows  r  But  you  are  not  to  fet  your  help* 
iog  Hand  to  fuch  Things  as  thefe,  there  is  a  God  above  that  will  certainly  in- 
quire  after  fuch  Matters ;  and  if  you  have  Patience  but  a  while,,  the  Wicked  that 
thus  profper^  their  Place  fliall  know  them,  no  noort.

Your  Lordfhtp  profefles  [Plalnnefs  and  Freedom  myour  Repfyi^^zvitbcut  Flat^ 
tery{\  And  you  acquit  yourfelf  to  AdmiratiDn  *,  for  the  Engli/b  Noiitityj  Gentry^ 
and  tkrzyy  were  never  made  fo  many  Dnttdcen  Sots^  Brmnkfs  CoxconAs^  Raf- 
€4lsy  znd  Hypocrites^  in  Ibch  a  Way  oiOpennifs  znd  Libertyi  and 'under  fo  lit- 
tle Caution  of  Ceremony  and  RjtJpeS^  as  in  this  pbrin^  free  Letter  oi-^om  Lord- 
iliip^s;  and  all  [aecording  to  the  Rule  of  the  Apoflle']  you  fay,  \^Let  every  Mi»

^ays^  you  acknowledge  the  Majority  of  Men  of  Value  and  (Snditim  to  be 
ugainfl  you  j and  yet  (under Favour)  \nyow fourth Colanm^  you mtke  [the  wife* 
ifty  "joealtbiejl^  and  Men  of  hefi  Repute  in  the  City  of  London]  to  be  on  the  other 
Sidei  for  which  Preference,  many,  More^  eminent  Citizens  thanthofe  there  in 
queftion  will  con  your  Lordfliip  little  Th^nk.  And  then  the  Exprefllon  of  Thefe 
High  (you  mean,  Thefe  Arbitrary)  IVays^  founds  a  little  harlb,  in  the  Cafe  of 
Prgtefiing  againft  Downright  Treafon^  as  if  it  were  a  lefs  Crime  to  jifocittte  in  a 
Confpiracy  to  depofe  the  King,  than  to  join  in  a  Refoiution  to  defend  him.

€Over^  the  ufurped  Power  that  they  have  lojf. 

^  Your  Lordihip  b  opw  pleafed  to  conclgde  with  thofe  that  are  [CorKupteJ 
Ify  a  vile  and  fordid  Education  under  the  Clergy^']  which  telilhes  rather  of  the 
.Soul  of  an  Agitator  than.of  a  Peer  j  for  here  are  t%t^o  Thirds  of  the  three  Eftates 
firuckofi  and  ^i^^i  already,  and  there  >^nts  but  one  Step  more  to.)?riog.all 
to  a  Leveh  and  ^^t.Poipt  co^nes  on  now  in  Courfe. 

You  tell  the  World,  my  Lord,  that  [the  Yeoman  unfi  plain  Countryman 
bath  kept  his  Senfes^  when  thegreatefi  Part  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentiy  have  lofi 
theirs.^    The  j^aod  Gentleman  at  the  Old-Baily,  on  the  Night  of  Triumph, 
and  the  little  ^erpo  Levite^  when  they  waved  their  Hats  and  cry*d,  Sbouty 
Shout  Boysy  to  the  Rabble^  could  have  done  no  mqre  themfelves  than  this 
comes  to :  But,  for  a  Perfon  of  ^jfality  to  fet  up  clouted  Shoes  for  (he  Oracles  of 
Ijuv  and  Government^  turn  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  to  School  in  Bedlam^  and 
reprobate  the  very  Religion  of  the  Church  of  England^  as  well  as  the  Church- 
MCfi^  all  in. a  Breath,  is  to  outdo,  the  worji  of  Aij;^  and  of  Times  \  to  introduee 
^iKw  Jrticles  of  Faiths  and  of  States  ,and,  in  eflfeft,  an  jfppeal  from. the  Privy- 
Council  to  {tit  Bear-Garden.    What,  with  SubmiiHon,  could  a  Aifl^eljo^Qr  a 
Jf^t  Tyler  have  faid  more  ?

Your  Lordlhip's  Zeal,  in  the  next  Place,  for  the  Protefiant  Religion  muft 
not  be  forgotten  :  [fVhatfhall  we  do  for  our  Sifter  that  bath  no  Breafts  ?]  •  Nor 
•your  notable  Remark^  that  [Without  Univerfity- Learning  none  can  imagine  bow  it 
^uld  be  preferved  under  a  Popifb  Prince^  that  chufes  Popifh  Bifhops^  and  under  a 
'King  thai  favours  That  Popijh  Choice.'] 

As  for  UnherJtty-LearHing^  it  may  do  much,  •'tis  true^  towards  the  main- 
taining a  Paradox  \  but  the  Sopbiftry  of  a  Clofe-Committee  is  able  to  put  C2m' 
bridge  and  Oxford  in  a  Bag,  and  prove  the  heft  Reformed  Church  upon  the  Face 
of  the  Earth  to  be  flat  Popery.  Happy  arc  they,  my  Lord>  that  have  beeit 
brought  up  at  the  Feet  of  tbefe  Gamaliels :  But  Popery  muft  down  at  laft,  under 
what  Shape  foever ;  and  then  there's  no  more  to  be  done,  but  whatfoever  your 
Lordfhip  has  a  Mind  to  put  down^  to  call  it  Popery  i  and,  at  any  rate,  Dehnda 
oft  Carthago. 

Your  Lordfhip's  following  ^^ere  is  a  very  bitter  one  (but  under  a  milfaken 
Ghara&er^  [Confider  how  long  the  difolute  and  drunken  Part  of  our  Nobility  and 
Gentry  will  bold  out  as  Confejfors  for  the  Proteftant  Church  of  England :]  Some 
Grains  of  Abatement,  good  my  Lord,  for  the  Weakneflcs  of  Flefh  and  Blood : 
Or,  however,  caft  in  Treafon,  Sacrilege^  Perjury^  Murder^  Oppreffion^  into  the 
"other  Scale.  Set  the  TranQation  of  t^Efcole  des  BilleSj  againft  a  Glafs  to  this 
heft  in  Chriftendom ;  a  Bottk  extraordinary  to  the  Confufion  of  his  Royal  Higbnefi^ 
againft  another  to  his  Healths  and  in  half  a  Word,  the  PraBice  of  all  Mdrtf- 
aPs  Bawdery^  ag^nft  the  Crime  of  underftanMng  it.  Upon  this  whole  Matter,, 
iny  Lord,  you  will  need  nb  Expofitor. 

Your  Lord(hip  is  now  pleafcd  to  refleA  upon  [the  Steadinefs  of  tbefe  wortfy 
Gentlemen:]  (for  MEN  WORTHY  I  prefume.)  He  thzt's  fteoify  to  what*^ 
uppermoftj  is  ^fteady^  in  one  Refpeft,  as  he  that  ftands  firm  to  his  Honour  and 
his  Duty  is  fteady  in  another:  And  your  Lordfhip'^  Letter  fhews  you* too  mucK 
a  Statefman^  not  to  make  this  Perfwqfion  an  Article  of  your  Creed. 

You  do  well,  my  Lord,  to  drive  the  Nail  of  Popery  home  to  the  Head ;  and 
thereupon  you  fay.  That  [A  Popifh  Prince  need  but  to  order  his  Lord-Lieute^ 
nants  and  Sheriffs  to  furnifb  Atilitary  Juries^  that  fball  beUeve  \r\tt\^Evidence^  to 
boftg  any  Man  he  has  a  mind  to^  that  was  too  bufy  in  the  Proteftant  Caufe ;  efpecialhf 
if  the  Lord-Lieutenant  take  a  Governor  out  of  the  Univerftty.]  Your  Lordlhip,. 
under  Corredion,  has  made  another  falfe  Step  here,  in  difcovering,  that  your 
Froteftants  are  againft'  our  Univerfities  \  and  that  your  main  Battery  ftrikes  up- 
on the  chief  Sup^ters  and  AAniniftrators^oi  the  Government :  But  yet,  fetting. 
the  Cbntemplatron  of  Ji^Vi,  that  may,  peffibly^  hang  at  Pleafure^  againft  other 
true  Proteftant  Juries^  that  do  certainly  fave  at  Pkafure^  your  Lordfliip  might 
put  into  your  Eye  what  you  have  gotten  by  this  Suppofition,  and  fee  never 
the  worfe ;  for  we  are  not  now  to  learn,,  that  your  Anfterdam^  ^een^s-utrms^ 
and  Nag^S'Head  Juries^  will  db  Wonders,

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Your  Lordlhip,  perhaps,  would  have  fpared  the  Irijb  Evidence^  but  for 
want  of  a  Friend  at  your  Elbow  to  mind  you  who  tbey  were  tbatfirfi  brcugbt 
them  over  I  what  Inftance  was  ufed  for  a  Pardon  for  a  Man  of  SitiaUty  without 
a  Name  I  and  a  blank  fVarrant  for  an  unknown  P erf  on  of  undoubted  Credit^  to 
prove  the  Plot:  And  this  Man  of  Credit  found,  atlafl:,  upon  further  Inform!* 
tion,  to  have  had  a  Hand  in  a  Matter  oi fifty  orjbcty  Murders. 

I  (hall  fay  little,  my  Lord,  to  your  fevere  Animadverfion  upon  the  Addrejfors^ 
in  the  next  Claufe,  only  I  wiih  you  had  not  charg/^  his  Majedy  with  Abandon-^ 
ing  bii  People  in  tbeir  greateft  Diftrejfes^  in  the  fame  Period,  ^be  Judge  that 
brought  ftp  the  Addrefsfrom  Hereford  falls  next  in  your  Way :  *Tis  Baron  Grr- 
gorj  that  you  fpeak  of*,  and  I  (hall  only  refer  your  Honour  to  Colonel  Birch  for 
bis  Juftification.  Mr.  Sandars-  alfo  lies  under  the  La(h  for  acting  contrary  t9 
Law  \  but  it  fs  not  faid  contrary  to  what  Law. 

Your  Lord(hip  fpeaks  of  [the  Afjociaiion^  as  a  Man  of  Straw  fet  up  to  fight 
againft ;  and  ofAddreJfes  going  round  the  Nation  to  oppofe  iV.]  Firlt,  the  Proofs 
where  it  was  founds  clears  it  to  be  no  bnpofture  in  the  Finders  of  it:  Secondly, 
the  fetting  up  of  a  new  Scheme  of  Government  is  a  great  deal  more,  under  Fa* 
vour,  thsLti  the  fetting  up  a  Man  of  Straw^  according  to  your  Lord  (hip's  pleafanC 
Allufion.  And  thirdly,  as  to  going  round  with  the  Addreffes^  What  can  be 
more  reafonable  than  to  encountsr  an  Oath  of  Confpiracy  with  a  Band  of  Altegi-' 
ana?  But  [this  is  to  perfwadt  the  People  (i  find)  that  therms  a  Froteftant 
Plot:}  And  (by  your  Lord(hip's  Leave)  the  other  is  to caft  a  Miji  before  their 
Eyes,  that  they  fhould  not  difcern  the  rebellious  Affociation  to  be  a  Fanatical obt. 
There's  a  Scandal  alio  upon  [the  Proceedings  publifi)^ 4  by  Authority']  but  nothing 
faid  either  where  or  what  It  is  ui^cd  farther,,  that  [neither  the  Judges  nor  the 
Jury  could  think  the  Earl  of  Shaftfbury  guilty  J\  the  Judges  fpeak  for  tbemfelves^ 
in  their  Charge ;.  and  Guilty j  or  Not  Guilty^  was  not  the  Slueftion  before  the 
Grand  Jury.  As  to  the  faid  Earl's  being  a  StatefmoHy  his  Lordihip  has  in  alt 
Timesy  and  by  aU  People^  been  reputed  one  i  and  I  have  nothing  to  oppofe, 
either  to  his  Lordihip's  Abilities  ot  Innocence  %  but  yet,  the  criminating  of  ^i/- 
nejfes  does  not  at  all  evince  the  Integrity  of  the  Perfon  accufed\  for  it  many 
times  falls  out,  that  Men  of  Honour  could  fpeak  to  the  fame  Purpoles,  if  they 
would ;  but  there  are  certain  TendemeffeSj  in  the  Confidence  of  HofpitaUty  and 
Converfation^  that  Men  will  not  depart  from,  but  upon  Tern^  of  the  greateft 
Neceffity. 

The  Calumnies  of  the  next  Paragraph  [upon  Mr.  Gwin^s  forcing  my  Lordis 
Houfe  5  and  bis  and  Mir.  Blathwait'i  Reft^ng  mj  Lord^  and  bis  jigents^  a  Lift 
of  the  Papers  they  took'\  are  expofed  pvcr  and  over  already,  and  every  Step'  of 
the  Proceeding  made  out  beyond  Conlradiftion. 

A  good  Part  of  what  Remains  is,  an  Expoftuldtory  Tnveffhe  againft  Mr. 
Sandarsy  and  only  a  Ventilation  of  Popular  Amufements^  without  Citing  any 
Authority^  or  laying  any  Foundation  [Shall  a  Grand- Jury  find  a  BiUupon  the  Oath 
of  Villains  that  Jwear  Intprobabilities  f\  Give  me  leave  now  to  put  it  the  other 
way  :  Shall  a  Grand- Jury  rcfufe  to  find  a  Bill,  upon  thofe  Qrcun^ances,  when^ 
if  That  Improbability  ft>ould  prove  a  Truths  the  King's  Life  is  loft  By  it  f  And 
yet  again,  my  Lord,  it  feems  to  be  a  Plauliblfc  CJ^eftion,  put  afterwards  to 
Mr,  Sandars  {How  far  this  Mociation^  taking  the  Matter  of  it^  and  the  find- 
ing of  it  in  ng  hordes  Study^  for  granted^  can  be  imputable  to  the  EartofShafif- 
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bury  ?]  It  is  utterly  Jmpoffible,  piy  jL9r4»  to  anfwer  this  Qucftion)  becaulc 
the  Grand-Jury  ftifled  the  .Prefenttifent^  heforc  U  coutd  he  knawfl  uibctber  it 
HfmldaffeS  my  Lord^  9r  not. 

Your.Lordfhip  does  kindly*  however,  in  uking  Notice  that  Mr,  Sandars  \% 

to  be  recorded  in  the  P^er-Officcy  and  iodffed  among  the  Heroes  afthi  Jge  5  as

.1  am  novif  coming,,  my  Lord,  to  the  Clofe  of  your  Letter ;  where  ygu  iay 
Uf  you  have  Patience  but  a  wbile^  the  Wicked  that  thus  frofptr^  their  Place 
fiflll  hum  tbempo  mare.}  I  do  moft  humbly  beg  your  Lordfhip's  Interpreta- 
tion of  this  Pafli^e,  whether  it  be  intended  as  a  Denunciation^  a  Predictions  or 
a  Friendly  Caution  s  and  whether  this  Great  Work  is  to  be  done  by  fire  and 
Bfimfioife^  AMafacre^  or  .a  Rebellion  f 


A  Second  RE  T  U  R  N  to   the    LETTER    of   a 
J^obleFeer,  coaceroing the ADD.R£S.S^S.    i68i. 

TH  E  Favour. you  conferred  upon  me,  tp  permit  me  to  write  to  your 
Honour,  with  a  con4rfcending  Invita(ioD,  ..occafioned  that  of  March 
the  4th,  direfted  to  your  Hand  ;  in  which  niy  Thoughts  of  the  nu- 
merous 4^relfes  feeiped  to  nje.^ plainly  fet  down,  .that  no  Miftake  could  ep- 
Hie  :  Yet  it  hath  otherwise  happened,  and  your  Anfwer,  although  not  altoge- 
ther fJiffering  from  n^y^xpedUtipn,  is  not  wholly  fuch,  nor  fo  Ingenious,  as  I 
expefled.  1  could  haye  wifli'd,  that  as  you  printed  the  Anfwer,  you  had  with 
it  publifhed  my  Letter,  which  gave  the  Occafion  ;  that  if  any  Knowledge  of 
the  Perfons  between  whom  this  intercpurre  is  ufed,  ihould  give  the  World 
Occafion  to  repeat  our  Nanies,  and  <}efcant  upon  our  Judgments,  I  might  not 
iappear,  after  fo  much  reiblute  Conftancy,  now  dotrfh  and  fluftuating. 

Bpt  for  your  whole. Difcourfe,  Noble  Peer^  I  muft  be  plain  in  telling  you, 
tl^at  not  I,  but  the  Likenefs  of  it  to  that  Speech  you  made  in  the  Houfe^  which 
being  publifhTd  the  Hanpnan  commiittd,  to  the  Flames,  hath  publish 'd'  you 
the  Author  :  And  you  do  fo  mince  this  j^ociationy  and  turn  and  wind  it  fb 
tenderly,  that.  Jit  feetns  your  own  Projeftion,  and  a  Qrat  fo  taking  in  your  Af- 
feftions,  that  every  Abhorrence  of  it  is  a  Dagger's  Point  at  your  Heart.  You 
are  njpch  in  .Labour, to  have  it  believed  never  to  have  a  Being,  thinking  that 
Way  to  fecurc  it  from  the  zealous  Abhorrors,  and  yet  at  every  other  Turn 
your  Fpndnefsof  it  ipaj^es  you  break  out  into  Commendations  of  it's  pretty 
'F^;atur?s  and  ,Uiefuinefs.  Indeed,,  your  Shiftings  (hew  you  have  fomething 
of  fL  debauched  Modefty  left,  and  that  you  arc  afliamed  of  what  you  fo  much 
Jove  :  My  Willingness  to  cjccufe  what  will  bear  it,  iaith  this  of  you;  but 
%]xc  Generality  xry  put  upon  ypijrlmpudciice,  ia  faying.  Aft  ^ociation  pretended 
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/tf  *  ifovi  been  felTui  in  the  Earl  cf  ShaflfburyV  Clcfetj  when  notliing-was  etrtr 
more  exaftly  proved,  nothing  more  unqueftionable'  and  free  from  DIfbute, 
nothing  more  deftirded  by  that  Lord's  Clientage^  and^eiren  owned  in^  the  Court 
by  two  (^  his  Coif^urgafors  (for  they  afttd  fuch  more  than  Jury-tnen)  yfrhd 
looking  upon  it  faid,  This  is  the  fame  wiib  that  wbicb  we  faw  produced^  andprb- 
moied  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  And,  by  the  way,  you  ma^  take  Notice*  what 
Juftice  was  like  to  be  done  the  King^  when  his  Caofe  was'in  the  Hand  of  Per- 
ibns  guilty  of  the  fame  Confpiracy  ;  for,  fhould  they  have  fotinfd  the  Bill;  they 
had  difedled  the  Attorney-General  to  draw  t^>  one  ^inft  themfelves  j  as'  truly' 
it  is  to  be  lamented,  that  they,  and  all  others  fliould  efckpe  f}ee  from  j^uniflr- 
ment,  who  in  t\it  Houfe  faw  and  promoted  this  Damnable  Plot^  of  Affodiitioni. 
and  did  not  fo  difcover  it,  as  to  have  the  ProjtBors  and  Forwarders  rewarded 
with  their  merited  Rope.

As  ycfur'  Lord/hip  hath  been 
frequently  termed  a  Cat^  from  your  noted  Skill  in  fallingfafely,  fo  you  further 
merit  it  fttm  the  Apology  or  the  Cat  changed  into  a  Beautiful  Woman,  re-^ 
ceiving  a  Change  only  in  ^rtxt  not  in  G>nditio^i.  You  are  by  the  eiTceeding 
Greatnefs  of  Royal  Favour  raifcd  to  vei^ 'great  RicHes  and  Honouri  not  otdf 
out  of  a  mean  Fortune,  but  (pray  Pardbri  my  Hainnefs  and  necef&ry  Freedbrfi> 
an  ill  State  (as'  you  are  too  confcious)  that  merited  Severity :  Yet  all  Indilgen- 
ees^  all  immerited  Additions  of  Luftre  and  Fortune,  cannot  alter  you,  but  yoa 
muft  be  Catting^  (till  playing  your  Ohl  Tricks,  laying  open  before  detemng^ 
Your  Wit  hath^  Y^Galba%  very  unfefcmly  Lck)g}ngs,'  ahd  is  no  other  tkan 
what  may  beconjedured  to  proceed  out  of  fo  ill  contrived  a  Flame, '  mifchievbus 
and  unlucky  r  It  ferveth  to  no  eminent  Courifel,  but  to  itnpofe  upon  the  filly  and 
credulous  Multitude,  who  adore  you  as  fotae  Idolaters  are  faid  to  choofe'and  wor- 
Aip  thdr  God  for  it's  excellent  Deformity.  No  Man,  who  makes  a  juft  and  feriour 
Inipedion  into  thefe  AddreffeSy  fayeth  any  thing  but  what  becomes  generous  and' 
loyal  SubjeAs,  whom  the  Senfe  of  their  own  Duty,  and  the  odious  Pradices  of 
Men  of  your  Principles,  ftir  up  to  theft  Exprefflons*  of  Fidelity  on  their  owrt 
Part,  and  a  moft  reafonable  Abhorrence  and  Deteftation  of  the  others. 

And  now,  becaufe  it  is  an  Anfwer  to  my  Letter,  you  lay  upon  me  the  Tafk 
of  inquiring  what  this  Monfler,  which  you  have  ripM  up  and  laid  open,  is  ? 

You  begin  to  tell  me,  that  the  Fermematian  which  the  Nation  is  put  into  muftr 
be  chert Ihed  by  the  Ways  that  firft  occafioiied  it,  and  that  the  RMw^BDefigasagainftr 
the  Protefiant  Religion  and  Liberties  oi  England  would  mifcarry,  if  the  Heats'^ 
and  Animofities  between  Pw/^ia»/j  were  not  artificially  fomented*    Hfere  the- 
Tale  you  tell  of  the  Romi/bBefigns  is  fo  exceedingly  ftale,  that  it  ftinks  abomi* 
nably,  and  is  rcjefted  by  moft  of  the  appfehenfive  Diffenters  and  Faftious  Party,, 
who  fee  it  in  vain  to  talk  any  more  at  that  Rate,  the  Generality  of  the  Natioi^ 
being  cured  ok  thofc  Fits  which  the  afl&ightful  Noife  of  Pbpety  put  it  into. 
For,  as  foon  as  honeft  and  quiet  Men  hear  any  begin  to  blutter  thofe  fufty' 
Difcourfes,  they  leave  them  as  Men  tainted  and  rufty>  Tods  (as  you  call' 

them) 
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them)  to  youf  Trade  of  ProUfiant  Joinery.  And  the  Truth  is,  you  all  fo  •cortnent 
and  faw  what  you  take  in  hand  to  poliffa,  that  it's  great  pity  the  Mafiers  of  the 
Company  are  not  banged,  for  G>mpany,  with  the  Jommey-men.  It's  Time  indeed 
fome  End  were  put  to  theLunacy  the  Kingdom  hath  been  afHi£led  with,  and  I  hope 
we  may  conlude  it  wrought,  or  near  effefting ;  feeing  the  greatell  Part  of  what  you 
ftile  diftraSIed  are  recovered,  and  you  are  found  not  Ijords  of  the  Afcendant 
predominant  over  Affections,  but  Witches  and  Juggiera  that  have  held  Men 
under  fome  /hort  Surprifal,  but  arc  delivered  by  Divine  Prtfoidencty  Prefident 
at  the  Council-Table.  Even  they  who  commend  you  do  not  believe  you,  and 
the  reft  will  never  truft  you  :  Neither  have  you  (hot  your  Bolt  any  thing  near 
the  Mark,  in  faying,  the  Operation  of  the  Declaration  againft  the  two  lad 
Parliaments  being  wholly  fpent,  this  againft  the  Aflbciation  is  dipt  in,  and 
managed  to  perpetuate  Rancours  \  for  yourfelf  (I  fear  to  your  Grief)  find  the 
contrary,  both  that  the  Efficacy  of  the  Declaration  is  not  fpent,  bu^  hath  pro- 
duced this  briflc  and  genuine  OflP-fpring,  the  natural  liTue  of  fo  incomparable 
a  Conjun&ion  as  the  People^s  Affcftions  anfwering  their  Princess  Condefcenfion 
and  IjDve  4  and  that  it  is  fo  far  from  foftering  Animoficies,  that  it  is  the  moft 
certain  Bond  of  Union  that  could  ever  have  been  framed  ;  a  League  indeed 
Offen/he  and  D€fenfive^  not  as  your  fquinting  Loyalty  and  unnMnnerly  Com- 
pariton  would  make  it  feem,  between  the  Prince  and  a  Fa3ion^  but  between 
the  King  and  all  bis  SubjelU^  who  confcientioufly  refped. their  own  Duty  and 
the  general  Welfare.  We  never  think  or  call  that  a  FaAion,  which,  compelled 
by  the  Fear  ofGody  bonouretb  the  King  \  but  you,  who  of  all  Men  living  have  the 
greateft  Provocations  to  admire  and  love  regal  Clemency  and  Bounty,  do  moft 
wretchedly,  after  all  the  ftri<fleft  Engagements  to  Loyalty,  turn  hack  like  a  Dog  to 
bisVomit^  and  are  pleafed  nootherwife,  butduringyourRefpeft  to  that  vile  Ex- 
erefcence  ef  Government^  which  hath  been  ipewed  out  and  abhorred,  as  your  be- 
loved Afkxiation  is  now,  chiefly  for  it's  Tendency  towards  the  fame. 

After  you  have  made  a  Citation  of  a  Loyal  Gentleman's  Words,  you  will 
needs  insinuate  from  them,  a  Parity  of  his  moft  excellent  Majcfty's,  and  that 
bafeft  of  Ufurpers  Oliver^s  Caufe,  and  do  in  Effeft  deride  all  that  out  of 
Devotion  wormip  the  True  God,  becaufe  fome,  out  of  Fear  or  Iliufion,  have 
worfliipped  the  DeviL  Ufurpers^  confcious  to  themfeives  what  Hatred  their 
ambitious  and  tyrannical  Invafinns  merit,  ftudy  Popularity*  and  are  forced 
to  fawn  upon  the  worft  of  Men,  whom  they  intereft  to  impofe  upon  others, 
and  always  rule  by  Arts  contrary  to  the  Prefcriptions  of  legal  and  juft  Mo- 
narcbf ;  They  either  affright  or  corrupt  Men  to  obfequious  Acknowledge- 
ments s  Thele,  with  majeftkal^  but  gracious  Countenance,  receive  the  due 
Tributes  of  voluntary  Obedience,  and  encourage  Fidelity,  to  the  Shame  and 
Terror  of  fuch  as  aflbciate  and  confulr,  by  their  Kings  to  difturb  the  Pubiick 
Peace.  Becaufe  fome  unduly  flatter'd  Oliver  (once  your  Mafter)  therefore 
you  will  allow  none  to  give  our  Lawful  King  thofe  proper  Elogies  and  Thanks 
which  his  wife  and  excellent  Government  challenges  from  ail,  whom  God  hath 
bleffedwith  Judgment  to  fee  and  rejoice  in  their  Ha ppinefs,  by  and  under  him. 

But  this,  with  your  Lordftiip,  is  a  Bafe  and  Deftru^ive  Defign :  A  ftrong 
AiErmation,  which  you  would  have  received,  although  you  have  forgotten  to 
tell  us  the  Reafon.  And  fo  in  Truth  you  have  the  Senfe  which  (hould  dired 
us  to  what  you  mean,  in  dying,  //  would  have  teen  fome  Argument  of  the  Ad^ 
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drejfbrs  Candour^  and  Sincerity  of  their' IntenlionSj  in  what  they  didbefore^  if  they 
had  forborne  their  bardJpplications^  till  they  had  found  they  were  not  miftaken  in  the 
Grounds  upon  which  they  think  to  vindicate  themfehes  for  what  they  then  did.  Some- 
thing your  Lordfiiip  did  here  conceive,  but  being  ill  midwife'd,  is  fpoiled  in  the 
P^oduftion.  As  to  what  you  faid  a  little  before,  you  are  as  unfortunate  in  your  Ex- 
preflSons  and  Reafoning  :  For  thefe  Addreffbrs  are  not  fick  of  your  Lordfliip's  Me- 
grims and  Diftempcrsof  the  Brain,  that  giddily  rave  and  anticipate  the  Fruits  of 
Royal  Counfcls  before  Maturity,  They,  as.all  Brave  Spirits,  areblefled  with  Hu- 
mility, and  meddle  not  with  the  King^s  Prerogative^  neither  take  upon  them  to 
inftruft  him  when  a  Parliament  will  be  moft  feafonably  called,  but  leave  it 
to  his  Wifdom  ;  from  which,  by  God^s  Blcffing  upon  it,  rhey  hope  to  reap  the 
fatisfaftory  Effefts  of  thefe  and  their  former  Addreffes^  wliilc  your  Lordlhip  and 
your  fadious  Adherents  fhall  fit  in  rhelancholy  Poftures,  and  envioufly  aflSft 
your  Tormenting  Angels  in  your  own  Vexation.- 

How  you  call  Mr.  Gwyif%  Oath  a  bare  Suggeftion^  I  underftand  not ;  neither 
IV hat  Credit  you  gain  by  faying  this  Affociation  was ^  for  what  appear s^  only 
feigned  and  imaginary.  Thofe  few  Words  upon  this  Account  before  fpoken 
may  (I  think)  fuffice  ;  for  all  your  fcrupulous  Artifice  will  neither  cover  nor 
rolour  that  Villainy.  You  may  as  well  call  in  Queftion,  Whether  that"  Noble 
and  Loyal  Peer  was  accufed  and  indifted,  as  whether  that  Paper  was  feized  in  his 
Clofet,  or  any  where  promoted  by  Affociators  \  you  may  as  well  queftion,  Whe- 
ther that  Lord  ever  was  Lord  Chancellory  and  -afterward  made  good  his  own 
.Words  in  his  Speech  to  L^rdTreafurer^  and  found  l\\%Majefty  a  Prince  under 
whom  the  Unfortimate  fall  gentfy  -,  Whether  afterward  in  the  Houfc  of  Peers 
he  r*iade  any  Speeches  in  Oppofition  to  a  certain  ft  rift  Teft  for  the  Difcovery  of 
Popery,  promoted  in  that  Houfe  j  Whether  he  was  fince  at  Oxford^  and  after- 
ward committed  to  the  fower  f 

Your  Lordfhip  thinks  it  congruous,  that  the  Addreffbrs  teftify  their  Detefta- 
ttion  of  the  m^ny  Sham- PlotSy  whereby  Loyal  arid  Innocent  Proteftants  have 
been  endeavoured  to  be  deftroyed  ;  and  what  is  more  evident,  than  that  they  do 
this,  abhorring  both  the  Real  and  Sham-PlotSy  which  Bold  and  Bloody-minded 
Factions,  under  the  Name  (forfooth^  of  Proteftants,  were  engaged  in,  to 
the  Deftruftion  of  the  King^  Religion^  and  Government  ?  This  you  are  fierce 
and  zealous  to  have  done,  yet  being  done,  you  didike  and  complain  of  it  ; 
and  what's  the  Reafon,  but  becaufe  while  you  cry  out  of  PopiJh-plotSj  and  Popifh 
Shath^phfs  only:,  thefe  Addrejfors,  the  true  Friends  of  the  Proteftant  Religion  and 
Peace  of  thefe  Kingdoms,  fee  you  involved  in  the  fame  Plots  which  you  cry  out 
againft,  and  engage  to  defend  theKing  and  eflrablilhed  Religion  againft  all  Conspira- 
tors whatfocver,  whether  Popilhly,   Schifmatically,  or  Heretically  affedted  ? 

But  when  all  of  you  make  fuch  a  Dinn  about  Proteftants^  and  name  the  Pr«?- 
teftant  Religion^  why  do  you  not  fet  forth  what  this  Proteftant  Religion  is,  that 
we  may  know  it  before  we  engage  to  defend  it  ?  The  Religion  eftabliflied  in 
the  Church  of  England  we  are  fure  you  would  deftroy,  not  preferve  ;  for  this 
the  Addreffors  promife  and  defire  to  preferve,  which  Promifes  only  give  you 
thefe  Galls  and  Difturbances.  '  Neither  will  you  own  the  Prefbyterian  to  be  the 
only  Proteftattty  nor  with  the  Presbyterian  the  Independent^  for  then  the  otfier 
younger  Brethren,  Anabaptiftj  Brownift^  ^yakery  Fifth  Monarchy  Man^  and  all 
the  reft  of  this  large  Family,  ^ill  take  it  very  ill  to  be  rejeftcd  as  fpurious,  and 
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unprovided  of  ProUfiani  Portions.    If  you  take  all  into  your  Politick  Ark,  whe* 

ther  feathered  or  nftked,  cloven-footed,  clawed,  or  hoofed^  thisConjundion  will 

make  England  in  the  next  Generation  furpafs  any  Part  of  Africa  for  Monftrous 

Ifiue,  when  thofe  of  Baxt<r\  Vincent^s^  and  Jaipmb*^  Holy  Proteftant  Herds 

fliall  mingle  with  Protiftani  MuggUionians^  ProtefiatU  ^akers^  Proteftant  Ranters  \ 

and  your  Honour's,  which  is  Protejlant  Atbeifts.    ConCdering  then  the  Impof* 

fibility  of  fuch  pretended  Union  in  difierent  Opinions,  knit  together  in  one  Band 

of  Religion,  and  yet  that  if  any  one  or  more  Part  or  Opinion  be  rejeAed,  the 

Projeft  b  that  way  inconfiftent  with  what  it  throws  out,  and  would  feem,  be- 

raufe  there's  a  Rupture  nnade  with  the  Muggktoman  or  Ranter^  or  whomfoever 

this  holy  League  receives  not,  vrho  yet  hath  as  good  a  Title  to  that  Vocabulusn 

oi  Proteftant,  as  Jack  Presbyter,  Jack  of  Leyden,  George  of  Mun/hr,  or  Hugh 

Piters,     when    he    can^e    from    New^England  ;     therefore     I    find     the 

League  hits  not  upon  the  Score  of  Religion,  but  all  thefe  are  Prote^ants,  as 

protefting  againft  Monarchy,  and  the  whole  prefent  Frame  of  Government, 

and  that  can  no  otherwife  come  under  one  Name  of  Proteftant,  than  by  join* 

ing  with  it  the  Word  Rebel-,  and  then,  Proteftant  Rebel  fpeaks  all  the  Parties 

together,  Presbyterian,  Muggletonian,  Anabaptifi,  &c.  being  as  the  Colours  of 

yellow,  tawny,  green,  &c.  by  which  the    feveral  Regiments  are  to  be  dif- 

tinguiflied.    And  thefe,  you  think  meet,  the  City  of  London  ibould  lead  the 

Way  to  addrels  for  their  Proteftion,  until  they  may  conveniently  be  (as  is 

aforefaid)  united  and  formed  into  a  Body  that  can  defend  and  fet  up  for  itfelf. 

But  your  Lordfhip  is  ftill  unfortunate,  advifing  impertinently ;  for  the  City, 

feeing  the  De6gn,  hath,  in  the  Lord-Mayor  and  Lieutonancy,  uken  a  truly 

iafe,  commendable,  and  contraiy  Way  to  your  Prefcription,  and  fo  have  bid 

your  Honour  good  Night,  wifbing  you  to  fleep  for  more  Wit. 

And  when  Parliaments  (hall,  inftead  of  Endeavours  to  perfect  the  important 
Matters  of  the  Kingdom,  fit  down  and  fpin  out  more  Time  in  doing  nothing, 
than  otho:  Parliaments  have  taken  to  difpatch  Multitudes  of  A&irs ;  or  rather^ 
in  doing  nK>thing  but  chalking  out  unwarrantable  Rules  for  the  Subjedbs  to  grow 
licentious,  and  aA  as  in  ah  authorized  Difobedience ;  what  R^afon  is  there, 
that  good  and  peaceable  Men  Ibould  not  make  to  their  Prime  grateful  Ad- 
drefies,  for  his  Care  of  them,  in  difiblving  fuch  Parliaments,  and  fcattering  the 
impending  Mifchiefs  which  threatened  Ruin  to  our  Univerfe  P  As  an  Anniver- 
fary  Day  of  Thankfgiving  for  our  Deliverance  from  the  ineflable  Cahunities  we 
fuftained  by  that  traiterous  Convention,  called  a  Parliament,  aflembled  under 
King  Charles  the  Firft,  whom  they  devili(hly  perfecuted,  unking'd,  and  mtir- 
der'd,  is  appointed  upon  the  Day  of  the  Birth  and  happy  Return  of  his  Sacred 
Majefty  now  reigning ;  it  feems  to  me  as  reasonable,  that  thofe  Days,  whereon 
his  Aiajtfiy  fecured  the  Liberty  of  the  Subjeff,  by  diflblving  the  laft  Parliaments, 
be  kept  feftival,  in  Commemoration  of  our  Deliverance  from  thofe  great  and 
apparent  Dangers,  wherewith  we  were  encomp^ed  while  they  were  in  Seflion. 

Neither  are  all  ^ociations  (as  either  your  nine-eyed  Perufal  reads,  or  your 
diftorted  and  grieved  Fancy  interprets  them)  abhorred  in  any  of  thefe  Addrefies, 
which  deteft  only  thofe  two  Diabolical  ones,  the  firft,  of!  thi  folenm  League 
andCovenant,  and  this  feized  in  the  Earl  of  ^-~-'s  Qofet,  but  are  themfelves 
pious  and  loyal  Affbciations,  excellently  adapted  (to  ufe  your  Words)  for  the  Pre^ 
fervation  of  his  Majefty^s  Perfon  cmd  Dignity ^  and  the  Proteftant  Religion  now 
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by  Law  eftablifked.  Bqt  for  your  (o  juftly  Mcrnd  J/fociatioHt  which  you 
would  infinuate  was  to  have  had  the  Royal  Sump,  pray  tell  me  where  and 
when  thofe  audacious  Rmffiam  (who  would  not  allow  their  Kingt  in  the  Ma- 
nagement of  his  fettled  Revenues,  the  Privilege  which  the  meaneft  Owner  of 
a  Chattel-Leafe  hath,  in  the  Difpofal  of  it)  did  agree  and  confent,  more  than 
in  the  taking  the  Covenant  to  aflc  the  King's  Leave  and  Liking  i  Or  rather» 
tell  me  whether  you  would  not  firft  have  taken  it,  and  have  afterwards,  upon 
the  Point  of  a  Spear,  tendered  it  to  him  for  his  Approbation  and  Stamp,  at- 
Hoknby  Houfe,  the  IQe  of  ff^gbf,  or  Hurfi-Cafile  ? 

How  ftrangely  (you  fay)  it  looks,  that  the  Mayor  of  Gl^—^y  who  is  re- 
corded to  have  done  Service  ^%d\n^  Cbarks  Stuart  vx  ff^$rceftir^  (bould  now 
be  hugged  for  advancing  thefe  Addrefles !  From  a  Perfon  of  good  Credit  I  am 
affured,  that  this  Gentleman^  now  ♦  Mayor  of  G*/—,  was  in  thofe  Times,  with 
all  the  Family,  expelled  that  City,'  becaufe  Perfons  of  known  Loyalty.  But  if 
it  be  as  you  fay,  it  is  not  fo  ftronge  to  fee  deceived  Men  undeceived,  which 
happening,  none  are  wont  to  be  more  zealous  Maintainers  of  the  Caufe  which 
they  once  oppofed.  But  it  may  be,  you  reflet  oii  him,  and  the  eminent  Ma* 
giftrate  in  the  City  of  London^  by  reafon  of  the  Opinion  received  by  many. 
That  Rebellion  is  never  truly  repented  of:  But  'tis  a  Miftake ;  for  although  k 
be  rare,  yet  we  havefeen  divers  eminent  Perfons,  great  in  the  rebellious  Times, 
far  greater  in  the  Kin^s  j  as  Col.  7~~*  B— ,  and  D— — -  Z— i—  //—- — , 
one  of  the  five  Members,  yet  fince  a  Privy  Counfellor,  and  Ambaflador,  €n« 
xrufted  with  the  weightieft  Af&irs  of  the  Realm  >  and  above  all,  the  Earl  of 
^■'"— -,  whde  Riches,  Honours,  and  Trufts,  were  almoft  unaccountable :  Yet, 
to  fay  thefe  were  not  Aten  of  Principles  offing  uniformly  hut  fwayei  hj  Interefi^ 
and  ready  to  engage  with  the  fame  Heat  in  every  Thing  that  lietb  in  Subferviency 
to  tbeir  Gain^  what  is  this,  but  to  uf^raid  thofe  pious,  great,  and  wife  Mi- 
nifters  of  State  with  Infincerity,  which  muft  be  an  Inlet  to  all  Villainy  and  Cor* 
ruption ;  which,  for  you  to  think,  or  me  to  fay,  were  a  Crime  never  to  be 
expiated  ?  Therefore,  if  nothing  in  Men's  A6lions  and  Manners  doth  appear, 
but  what  fpeaks  them  obedient,  all  good  Men  will  rejoice  at  their  Converfion, 
notwithftanding  the  afFrightful  Blackneis  of  their  former  Tranfadtioni. 

As  for  your  Brethren  and  Fathers  of  your  Proteftant  Corporation  and  In- 
terefl-,  difcourfe  them  as  you  pleafe  at  your  own  Leifare :  But  while  your  Zeal 
to  the  former  Times  tranfportsyou,  no  Wonder  you  miftake  Men  and  Bufinefs, 
and  dream  all  Things  tranfaded  after  the  Ufurfer*^  MoAt^  as  if  the  Country 
Gentlemen,  Grand-Jurors,  and  chief  Burghers  of  Corporations  in  thefe  Days, 
are  like  your  Upftarts,  who  were  indeed  mere  Tools,  and  muft  be  managed 
like  Puppets,  'e're  they  could  fqueek  a  pitiful  Addre4  to  thofe  Babies  of  Au* 
thority.  And  then,  your  mentioning  the  different  Opinions  of  the  Papifts  in 
our  Days,  from  thofe  in  Queen  Elizaketb^s  Reign,  in  the  Caufe  of  Succdfion, 
makes  me  wonder  at  your  either  Error  or  impofing  Confidence,  if  you  either 
believe,  or  would  perfwade  others  to  believe^  the  whirling  Zealots  have  not  a 
Papiftical  Rule  and  Method  for  all  they  do  and  fay,  and  change  Senie  and  Lan* 
guage  as  they  are  taught  from  Rome.  You  now  all  along  fav  exprefsly  the 
fame  which  they  then  did ;  but  the  DoArine  introduced  under  the  Title  of 
tbe  wbole  Clergy^  Nobility^  Gentry^  and  Courtiers  Arguments^  concerning  the 
Succeflion  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots^  is  wholly  falfe :  For,  whereas  fome  of  the 
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Putilan  Gang  (which  then  began  to  be  (bmewhat  in  eftecm  with  religious 
Time-fervers)  did  preach  up,  and  throw  forth  fuch  Difcourfea  as  you  *men* 
tion,  yet  was  it  far  from  the  Senfe  of  the  Clergy  or  fincere  Statefman^  who  would 
not  alter  from  the  Pattern  of  Loyalty  fet  before  them,  and  fealed  with  che 
Blood  and  Sufferings  of  thofe  who  drew  it,  in  the  Cafe  of  Queen  Mairf^  and 
the  Lady  Jane  Grefs  Title  to  the  Crown,  Though  they  faw  the  Danger,  yet 
they  had  learned  to  believe  in,  and  rely  upon  the  Divine  Prmidenciy  which 
takes  care  for  the  Safety  of  the  Churchy  and  blefTeth  it  chiefly,  when  the  Go- 
vernors thereof  renounce  the  Refuge  of  indireii  Politicks. 

And  then,  what  a  Story  you  tell  of  /iffbciatiom  in  Q^een  Etizahetb*%  Time  ? 
Which,  had  they  been  entered  into  without  her  Confent,   and  of  fuch  a 
Draught  as  this  abhorred  one,  which  you  fo  much  dandle,  no  Ignoramus  Jury 
fhould  have  refcued  the  Abettors  and  Concealers  from  the  GaUows.     And  yet 
you  prefently  deftroy  your  own  rare  Tale  in  the  following  Paragraph,  by  prat- 
ling  where  the  King  Ibould  reign,  even  in  the  Hearts  of  bis  People^  which  you 
would  fuppofe  he  doth  only  of  thofe  who  fubfcribe  thefe  AddrefTes,  an  inconfi^ 
derahJe  Parcel  of  Men  (you  fay)  if  compared  with  the  Bulk  of  the  Nation.     Pray, 
my  Lord,  tell  me,  whether  the  Subfcribers  in  Queen  Elizabeth*^  Time  were  a 
tenth  Part  of  the  Number?  Yet  were  they  a  joyful  Guard  to  her,  who,  having 
their  Hands,  was  afTured  of  the  reft  of  inferior  Ranks,  who  were  under  the 
Subfcribers  Command.     And  whereas  you  pretend  thefe  Addreffes  do  proclaim 
the  Weaknefs  of  the  Government,  you  are  out  in  that  Note  upon  the  Text, 
for  they  moft  certainly  magnify  it,  rendering  it  glorious  abroad  and  at  home, 
in  the  Eyes  of  all  who  wiih  the  Profperity  of  it  \  being  alfb  a  Di(heartening  to 
its  Enemies,  whether  Foreign  or  Domeftick«.    Nothing  can  be  imagined  more 
to  increafe  the  Honours  of  Efteem  towards  htm  in  our  Neighbours  AfieAions, 
than  to  fee  the  Readinefs  of  the  King  of  Great-Britain^s  Subjeds,  throughout 
the  whole  Kingdom,  to  aflert  the  Royal  Prerogatives,  and  give  fuch  hearty 
Engagements  to  defend  his  Majefty^s  Sacred  Perfon^  Crown^  and  Dignities^  the 
Religion  by  Law  eftablilh'd,  and  the  Right  of  SucceJJion  \  which  laft  is  no  left 
Reputation  abroad  and  at  home  than  the  former,  becaufe  all  Difputes  and 
Heart-burnings  concerning  his  Succeflor,  diilurbing  his  People's  Affedlions, 
make  him  uneafy,  and  frequently  proves  of  as  ill  Confequence  to  any  Prince, 
as  if  his  own  Title  were  in  Controverfy  j    but  that,  fettled  and  indubitable,. 
ftrengthens  his  Power,  and  blunts  the  fharpeft  Edge  of  Malice  againft  that 
Prince  that  hath  fuch  a  Revenger  of  any  his  Reproaches  or  Injuries.     And 
when  the  Heads  and  principal  Members  of  all  Counties,  Cities,  Towns,  and 
other  Corporations,,  do  with  fo  filial  a  Refpeft  purge  thcmfelves  of  all  finifter 
Defigns  or  Intentions  towards  the  Crown,  either  in  the  prefent  Fruition,  or 
future  Inheritance,  and  out  of  the  Ardency  of  honeft  AfFeftions  abhor  all  fuch 
vitiated  and  rotten  Members  as  you  and  others,  who  are,  and  have  been  verfcd 
in  indircft  and  difloyal  Pradices,  not  only  foreign  Malignity,  but  your's  is 
hereby  fliattered  in  Pieces,  and  you,  who  pretend  you  tremble  at  others,  are 
in  an  Agony  with  the  Thoughts  of  this,  and  the  co-operating  Stings  of  Con- 
fcience. 

What^your  Lordfliip  mentions  concerning  the  Portugal  King  is  foreign  to 
the  Matter  difcourfed,  and  more  ridiculoufly  introduced,  than  I  (hould  a  Peti- 
tion that  your  Honour,  as  a  Reward  for  your  Oratory  and  MannerSy  (hould  be 
feat  to  the  Houfe  of  Correftion. 
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.  To  conclude,  feting  yoqr  LOrd&ip  fo  great  a  CounfcJIor  and  fortunate 
Statefman,  as  never  to  be  believed  or  loved,  never  to  attain  to  what  you  feck, 
becaofe  your  Mind  is  more  changling  than  your  unfightly  Body  gives  us  to  fupr 
pofej  and  alway  knpwing^  tha»t  ypu.nevier  fpeak  Truth  but  as  the  Devil  did 
$criptufe,  to  corrupt  the  Holy  to  Apoftacy  (our  own  Searchings  having  cauliod 
us  ftrongly  to  confide  in  the  Duke  of  Tork*s  Loyalty,  and  unparalleled  Love  of 
his  Prince^  his  untainted  Candor  and  Sincerity  tow^ds  all  who  faithfully  refpcft 
their  Duty  and  Allegiance)  your  forming  fuch  terrible  Dangers  to  the  King 
and  Kingdom  by  his  Authority  and  S\jcceflion,  doth  fufficiently  fecurc  us  froth 
Fear:  For,  were  there  any  real  Danger  imminent,  you  would  never  difcover 
it^  it  being  impoffible  but  you  Ihotild  have  art  Hand  in  it.  And  this  Giant 
Popery^  as  it  is  m^^ified  by  your  Opticksto  u3,  is  but  a  Dwarf:  How  muck 
properer  he  may  appear  to  fome,  when  (hewn  from  off  your  Monkey  Shoulders^ 
I  cannot  tell,  and  leave  you  to  the  Trial  •,  whom  I  dcfire  to  pardon  for  any 
Thing  harlhly  expreffed,  becaufe  I  hope  it  may  prove  beneficial  to  your  Ho- 
nour,  and  if  lb,  it  is  the  fame  to

A  REPLY  to  tKe  SEC OhJD  RETURN.  i6Zi. 

I  Received  your's  in  Print  by  the  Penny- Poft,  and  expeded  the  Date  from 
Ruff,  Abbey,  and  not  from  New-Market,  but  I  underftand  your  Lordfiiip 
hath  given  your  Agents  in  this  Town  the  Lye,  and  not  retired  to  your 
Country-houfe  upon  the  Duke's  Coming,  but  have  rather  polled  d^wn  to  New^ 
market^  with  the  new  Ho/anna  of  O  Duke  live  for  ever^  which  was  fome 
Years  fince  O  King  live  for  ever.  I  find  your  Lordlhip  is  no  good  Judge  of 
Stile,  for  I  can  affure  you  the  letter  was  not  the  Earl  of  S »s,  and  there- 
fore you  do  ill  to  take  this  OccaQon  of  railing  at  him,  unlefs  you  are  refolved 
to  fave  Charges,  and  do  that  in  your  own  Perfon,  which  others  are  fo  unfuc- 
cefsfully  hired  to  do.  It  is  a  notorious  falfe  Teftimony  to  fay  that  Earl  was  railed 
from  a  mean  Fortune,  when  *as  well  known  his  Father  in  1630,  long  before 
the  Troubles,  had  a  Revenue  of  between  8  and  oooo/.  per  Jnnum:  And  I 
have  heard  him  often  fay.

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tTPkrliamenC  can  be;  and  I  mtift  coil  your  Lordfliip^  and  your  t^riends  the 
n|$kb,  chat  if  you  confider  what  Pkiomifes,  Declaraclons,  and  Engagements 
iflVieidfflrcnring  Proteftahts  had,  both  of  bis  Majefty,  his  Lords,  and  his  Biftops, 
dt Idle  Time  of  his  coming  over,  and  how  they  have  been  fince  ufed,  and' with 
4l4fet  Sobmiflion  and  Loyalty  they  hwt  carried  themfelves,  you  wilf  tiot  find  a 
^Mllel  Inftance. 

^' But  your  Lordfliip's  Bufinefs  b,  to  keep  your  Hounds  in  full  Cry  againft  the 
tfrMended  Aflbciation ;  for  (ince  you  cannot  find  one  really  in  being,  a  Red- 
mfrrbg  from  your  own  Kitchen  mud  be  bunted,  and  trailed  through  the  King* 
dMfi,  to  make  a  Noife. 

''The  Malice  is  more  than  the  Wit  in  the  Matter.  You  have  braken  down 
yoOr  Gates  in  the  Qiace,  and  made  ifo  many— Gaps  in  your  own  Hedges, 
that  your  Cattle  are  broke  out  and  come  to  the  Pound  \  and  what  Sort  of 
Beafts  you  trade  in  will  be  difcovered.  'Tis  an  Impudence  beyond  the  Jefuics, 
t6  fay  that  nothing  was  more  exaAly  proved,  nothing  more  unqueftionable 
and  free  from  Difputes,  than  that  the  Aflbciation  was  feized  in  the  Earl's  Clo* 
fee;  Gtpjr»  himfelt  neither  does  nor  dare  pofitively  fvear  it,  and 'tis  judged  in 
that  great  Cafe  of  Monfieur  Fouquet^  that  a  Man  is  not  anfwerable  for  Papers 
fefzod,  when  he  is  refufed  to  deliver  them  upon  Inventory.  Fhuquet*%  Enemies 
were  not  more  bloody  and  inveterate  than  the  Earl's,  nor  the  Concern  of  State 
againft  him  higher  \  and  yet  the  Law  of  Nature  and  Reafon  can  never  fubjeft 
a  Man  to  fo  unreafonable  a  Dangen  Befides,  was  it  ever  heard  that  any  Man 
was  queftioned  for  a  loofe  Paper  without  any  Hand  to  it,  found  in  his  Study, 
that  cannot  be  proved  to  this  Day,  nor  ever  will,  that  he  ever  faw,  read,  or 
conferred  with  any  about  it ;  neither  is  it  to  be  proved,  notwithftanding  ail 
this  Popifli  Clamour  and  Abhorrors,  that  ever  any  one  Man  did  ever  fign,  or 
aft  upon  k,  or  any  thing  like  it.  But  your  Lord(hip  is  very  plain  in  the  Mat- 
ter, and  would  have  the  Parliament-men  in  the  Houfe  of  Cbmmons,  who  pro- 
moted the  Aflbciation,  have  their  Heads  advanced  to  the  Houfe-Top,  I  do 
not  -doubt  but  your  Lordlhlpand  your  Friends  the  Papifts  {wbofe  Religion  you 
have  lately  taken  up^  and  mean  to  ufe  v}hile  it  is  convenient)  are  of  that  Mind  -, 
but  "tis  for  fome  other  Votes  they  then  made  of  declaring  Enemies  to  the  King 
and  Kmgdom,  for  oiherwife  your  Lordlhip,  and  feme  of  your  Friends,  are  as 
much  guilty,  as  any  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  of  the  Aflbciation  •,  it  being 
to  be  proved  that  the  Aflbciation,  and  the  banifliing  the  Duke  for  ever,  was 
your  Lordfhip^s  Propofition  in  the  Lords  Houfe  in  the  laft  Weftminfter  Parlia- 
ment. The  firft  utterly  difliked  by  the  Earl  of  Sbaftjbury^  as  no  Expedient 
•they  could  truft  in,  fince  your  Lordlhip,  and  others  of  your  Make,  could  not 
be  kept  from  being  in  the  Head  of  it.  But  thofe  eminent  and  worthy  Perfons 
of  the  Earl  of  Sbaftsiury^s  Jury  muft  be  railed  at,  at  any  rate :  Yet  where  your 
Lordlhip  found  that  two  of  the  Jury  ftiould  fay.  This  is  the  fame  with  that 
which  we  faw  produced  and  promoted  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons^  I  cannot  tell;  I 
am  fure  there  is  no  fuch  Expreflions  in  the  Proceedings  at  the  Old-Baify^  pub- 
lilhed  by  Authority :  But,  between  the  Veracity  of  a  condemned  Jefuit  in  New- 
gate^ andthatofaStatefman  mark'd  out  by  a  Vote  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons for  an  Enemy  to  the  King  and  Kingdom,  I  fee  there  is  no  great  Odds. 
Your  Lordlhip  hath  great  Reafon  to  be  angry,  for  I  confefs  they  fpoiled  the 
beft  Defign  that  was  ever  laid,  by  a  damned  Popilh  Party.    The  Government 
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according^  to  lAWt  with  tbft  IMp.  of  IrifiYfimtttes^  aad  well-chofco  Jqii^ 
Aould  have  delivered  you  from  all  the  hoaeftt  worthy^  and  confidcrablc  BitH 
teftants  of  Enf^land^  for  it  is  plainly  coafefled  by  your  Lordfliip  how  far  yoi^ 
meant  to  go  \  ^t^.a  thoufand  Pities  that  the  City  Charter  were  not  eone«  an^ 
that  your  Ix>rdJ9iip  and  your  Fellows  might  not  have  the  naming  of  SheriSs  J^ 
London  zndMsddlefe9(^  ^s  well  as  the  .reft  of  the  Kingdom»  and  then  'tis  pUvi 
what  Juffice  we  fbould  have  for  our  Lives  and  Fortunes^  the  Mji(^rs  of  ghc 
Companies  would  then  be  hanged  with,  the  Journeymen,  and  Sheriflf  PiVfeVflu** 
confcientious  Surry  Jury  would  be  found  at  every  AfliMS ;  eight  Hundred' 
Pound  Damages  given^  to  a  Fellow,  that  proved  not  a  Penpy  Damage  ^ 
ceived,  orpoffible  to  be  received  by,  it.  But  fince  your  Iu>rdfliip  and  yaw 
Friends  have  had  lo  good  a  Defign  J|)oi]cdt  I  cannot  blaoic  you  tp  be  angrf  i^ 
but  r  would'  very  fain  guefs  what  you  woi^d  next  be  at,  or  whether  your  rati<r* 
ence  will  hold  out  till  the  City  Charter  be  taken  away,  which  I  affuic  myfclf 
will  be  long  before  it  be  done.  I  fear  you  will  refort  to  back  the  Pattern  in  th^ 
Mount,  and  follow  the  Precedent  of  your  bloody  Predecellbrs,  the  Gui/es  in 
France^  cut  our  Throats  and  condemn  us  after^  fiiKCiWe  will  not.  quietly  be  con^ 
demned  fird  and  hanged  after  •,  I  am  fure  thjs  is  xbt  next  Step  can  reafonahljr 
be  cxpefbed  from  Men  of  your  Confcifnce,,^4  frpm.thc  Principles  and  h^

•  And  what  doth  your  Lordlhip  mean  by  the  certain  ftrift  Tc&  for  the  Dikwcrj 
of  Popery,  oppofcd'  by  that  Lord  in  ParliaAxent  ?  The  ,Teft  "^tJiaii  was  paffed 
againft  Popery  (which  every  Officer  is  obliged  to  take)  is  notoriqufly  knowij. 
was  principally  prpmotcij  by  h'irt) :.  If  your  Lordlhip  mean  the  other  B^ll  of  tjw 
Teft  which  he  oppofed,  'tis  the  fame  with  what  the  Duke  of  Tori  hath  paflfed 
lately  in  Scotland^zn^  is  ^  gr,eat  Step  to  the  Deftruftion  of  the  Proieftant  Re- 
ligion. The, Truth  if,,  there  are  [o  many  of  thefe  downright  Popifc Touche^ 
in  ypur  Paper,  tliat  libn^etimes  ^ubt  whe^he^  it  be  your  Lprdmip*s  ,or  no^ 
)fnce  you  are  lul  a  Pafifi  of  two  Tears  ftandif^^,  and  yet  jthey  lay  young  Profcf*' 
lytes  are  the  fierceft ;  b^t  this  Paper  muft  come  fi-om  a  Papift,  or  voted  Encr 
my  to  the  King  an^  Kingdom,  fince  you  tell  us»  that  you  would  have  the  Daya 
of  Diflblving  the  two  lafl:  Parliaments  kept  Feftival,  Anniver&rily,  in  Com« 
mcmoration  of  your  Deliverance  from  thofe  great  and  apparent  Dangers,  where- 
with you  were  encompafled,  whilft  they  were  in  Seffion :  None  but  fuch  Fellows 
and  their  Faftion  being  then  b  Danger.

the  Nation  ?  We  never  doubt  but  you  have  Choicq  of  Gentlemen  to  make  Sheriffs! 
fit  for  your  Turn,  arfd  they  ha^e  Roguj^  to  trnke  Undcr-Shcriff^  in  every! 
County  ;  neither  is  it  doubted  that  Seventeen  Cr  Eighteen  Mferx' may  be  found' 
ftr  moft  Counties,  for  your 'J'urn  (altho*  in*  fdtne,  arid,  fhofe  great  Counties," 
you  could  not  find  above  Thirteen,  and* in'ftveralother  Countries  you  have 
ifailed  abfolutely^  and  yet  all  this  wHl  not /peak  your  Party  the  hundredth  Part 
of  the  Nation,  Hath  your  Lordfhip  found  out  another  Way  to  make  a 
Diftmftion  between  theScnfe  of  the  Nation  and  that  of  a  dangerous  Party,' 
Aan  that  of  the  Houfe  of  Comaions  ?'Will  you  fell  me  that  a  Parliament, 
chofen  agaihft  all  the  Opfofition,  Ihduftry,  Power,  ahd  Money  of  the  Court,  is  not 
fhc  Senfeojfthe  greateft  Parti  of  xhe  Nation  ?'  Will  your-Lordfhip  affirm  that 
this  is  a  Paftion,  and  your  Lordftiip,  ^hcPapiCfs,  the  Duke  of  Torkj  and  his 
Cre^Uires,  are  the  only  Loyal  Subjefts  to  *thc*King  and  Government?  And 
what  iSort  of  People  thefe  make  up,  may  be  guefs^d  by  what  you  profeft  your- 
felyes'for  :  A  iGovemmcht  inflnftely  worfe  than  that  in  Turkey  j  wherein  the 
JLdi^'ttiaM  be  df  BO  othcrtlfd,  bur  as  a  Malk  lo'the  Prinqe*s  worft  Aftions  and 
Tyranny  ;  anjrfour.Rdligibn,fiftafeSj  Lives  and  Liberties, Tubjcftcd  to  the  rnqlf 
jAirbrrrary  Will  of  the/ Prince,  who,  being*  a  lClan,M^as  capable  and  liable' tb'be 
tartremely  ill  as  any  other:  (Befides,wh:ft  ta'wyou  allow  to  this  King,  wTioisan 
excellent  Prmce,  as  your  King,  muft  be  allowed  to  the  next,  though" he  be  the 
worft  in  Nature  t)  And  Wt  you  wilffind^dut  a  Way,  that  by  naming  Judge$^ 
SheriflFs  and  Juries;  ^llthiiigs  Ihall  certainly  go  as  the  Court  and  Great  Men 
order  ^  ^tis  already  focompleatia  iJr^/^i,  where  tl^c  Proverb. is  Sbetip  me  the 
'^f^M'dn^'l'tvttl')etljiout1)e^M^^  This. is  a  Way  tljat'no  fober  pr  honeft 
Men  were  ever'for  in  ally  Country.  The  Zeaf  of  your  ;Lord(hip  to  prcfervc 
your  Greatnefs,  of  your  ©ukc  to  get  a  CroVn,  aiicl  of  thp  Papifts  to  introduce 
fherr  RcKgibn;  hath  ourgohe,  by  many  Steps,  all  that  cvfcr!  went  before  yoii» 

!  acknowledge  it  the  King's  Prerogative  to  call  ParftaWents,  but  EdwardUl] 
tells  us  hfr  was  Tworii',  by  his  Coronation  C|ath,i9^  ptoVide  Remedy  in  Parlia-f 
liament'upon  great  EmeK^encies.  And  our  Laws  have* bWh  Very  careful  to  Bx 
.  the  Frequency  of  therVi  :  And  'tis  that  only  Court  that  can  keep  all  the  reifl  ufe- 
fnl  to  the  King  and  People.  They  arc  Brave  Spirits  indeed,  and  blefled  with  a 
Popifh  Torifli  Humility,  or  rather  ftupid  tColly,  if  not  wicked*  villainous  De- 
figns,  that  are  unconcerned  when  a  Parliament  fhould  be  t^led,  'and  leave  it.t9 
the  Prince, '  whether  he  'pleafe  to  have  any  or  no.  The  Law  hath  gWen  •  us  a 
Right  (nay  'tis  our  chiefeft  Birthright,  and  without  which  we  have  nothing 
left  us,  but  are  mere  Slaves)  to  Parliaments  within  fuch  a  Diftance  of  Time  : 
The  Prince  hath  the  Prerogative  of  appointing  the  Day,  and  diffolving  when 
the  Bufinefs  is  done-,  but  the  Prince  is  obliged  that  we  have  Parliaments  within 
our  Time,  and  continued  fo  as  may  bcof  Effcft  to  provide  Remedies  for  the 
emergent  Evils.  His*  Prerogative  of  appointing  the  Day  ought  not  to  deprive 
us  of  our  Right  of  having  them  in  fuch  a  Time,  neither  ought  his  Power  to 
diffolve  them,  to  render  them  ufelefs  to  us. 

I  am  heartily  forry  your  Lordfhip  is  fo  ill  inftfudled  in  the  Proteftant  Reli- 
gion, that  you  alk  what  it  is  ;  but  you  profefs  that  yourfelf,  and  your  Fellow 
Addreffors,  Abhorrors,  are  zealous  for  the  Religion  by  Law  cftabliChed  in  the 
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Church  6\ England ;  fo  then  you  do  not  know  the  Proteftant  ReK^n,  but  the 
Religion  by  'Law  cftabHIhed  you  are  well  acquainted  with.  What  Security 
vrill  your  Lordfliip  ^ve,  that  when  your  Army  is  compleated,  and  your  Milir 
tia  Abhorrorsand  AddrdOTors  mufter'd,  that  you  will  not  tell  us,  that  theReligi- 
on  eftabliihed  by  Law  in  the  Church  of  England  is  the  Oid  PopiOi  Religioii 
fettled  by  Magna  Cbarta^  which  is  not  repealable  by  any  future  A<5t.  For  this 
good  Old  Caufe,  your  Lordihip  and  Friends  at  Court  have  nurfed  up  the  King 
of  France  to  the  height  he  is  now  in  Chriftendom,  and  all  Europe  is  abundant* 
ly  in  your  Debt  for  it :  Quantum  Religio  potuit  Juadere  malorum  J 

I  own  myfelf  a  Friend  to  the  Di^nting  Proteftants,  untill  your  Lordfliip 
can  find  out  an  infallible  Decider  of  Points  of  Faith.— I  can  give  Men  Leave  to 
<3iSer  from  me  in  Opinion,  whilft  they  live  foberly  and  honeftly  by  me.  > 
There  are  none  I  know  fo  inconfiftent  with  Government  as  the  Papifl:  ;  who 
owns  a  Foreign  Jurifdidion,  and  diflblves  all  Natural  Religion  to  introduce  his 
own.— And  chough  your  Lord(hip  is  pleafed  to  add  the  Word  Reiel  to  the 
Name  Proteftant^  yet  it  will  agree  much  better  with  the  Papifts,  whofe  Reli- 
.gion  is  Rebellion  %  and  'tis  impoflible  to  find  one  true  Subjed  of  them  in  the 
World  (to«ny  but  the  Pope^  if  they  believe  their  own  Religion. 

I  find  your  Lordihip  is  very  kind  to  Court  Converts,  and  would  pals  over 
the  Biacknefs  of  all  their  former  Traniadions  ;  and  you  have  great  Realbn, 
fince  you  are  fo  lately  one  yourlelf :  But,  be  not  deluded,  the  Papifts  think 
iK>t  as  you  think  ;  they  never  forgive  paftOfiences.-*-^|;yAr  cannot  be  forgiven 
the  bdi^  his  Father's  Son. — Nor  the  Duke  of  Lauderdale  will  not  be  forgiven 
<he  having  brought  the  Covenant  into  England. — TweedaU  will  find  hereafter, 
that  'twill  be  reQiember'd  he  fac  in  Oliver*s  Parliaments.  And  I  (hould  tell 
your  Lordihip,  that  you  will  fuffer  hereafter  by  a  Halter  of  the  Duke  of  Tbrk*s 
providing,  but  that  my  Skill  in  Aftrology  hath  told  me,  a  Garter  of  your  own 
ufing  (hall  prevent  it.  The  Jealous  Churchmen  that  govern  the  Popifh  In- 
tereft  never  forgive,  efpecially  Men  capable  of  thinking  and  judging  other 
things  than  they  would  have  them. 

Your  iiordfliip  is  eactreamly  out,  when  you  tell  us  the  AiTociations  in  Queen 
Elizabeti*s  Time  were  entered  into  with  her  Confent  and  Privity  s  when  the 
X^een  herfelf,  in  her  Speech  «o  the  Parliament,  in  the  twenty-eighth  Year  of^ 
her  Reign,  did  protefi  before  God^  thatjbe  never  beard  or  thought  ^fucb  Matter^ 
being  wholly  ignorant  ofitj  till  a  great  Number  of  Hands^  with  numf  Obligations^ 
werejhewn  her  at  Hampton-Court,.^^^  and  fubfcribed  with  the  Hands  and  Seals ' 
of  the  greatefl  in  this  Land^-^^-^Boi  you  arc  pleafed  to  call  feveral  Parliaments, 
that  about  that  Time  fo  extremely  oppofed  the  Succeifion  of  Mary  Queen  of 
Sms^  a  Puritan  Gang,  and  have  found  out  a  Clei^y,  Nobility,  and  Gentry  in 
the  Clouds,  that  were  of  another  Opinion..  No  Queftion  there  were  fome  and 
great  Store  of  Papifts  in  thofe  Days,  but  I  am  fure  the  Parliament  were  violent- 
ly againft  her  Succeifion,  as  appears  in  the  Rolls  \  nay,  and  againft  her  Life 
too,  for  it  was  then  daily  experienced,  that  the  Queen  was  not  (afe,  whilft  the 
Head  of  fo  defperate  and  bloody  a  Religion  as  the  Papifts  was  in  being. 

Pray,  My  Lord,  let  me  a(k  you  freely  if  this  is  not  the  very  Cafe  now  ?  'Twas 
the  Opinion  of  our  Parliaments,  and  the  Truth  appears  every  Day  more  and 
more*  Can  your  Lordihip  make  a  Difib'ence  between  the  C^fe  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth and  her  Popifi  Succejjlor^  Mary  Queen  of  Seots  (which  yoyrfelf  have  fo 
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wifely  inftinced  in^  and  brought  opon  the  Stage)  and  the  prefent  Cafe  of  our 
King^  and  the  Duke  of  Tork.   Have  the  Pi^s  offusttd  Ufs  Upodf  tn  their  De«* 
figns  fince  chat  Time  ?  Have  they  le&  Paflion  for  introdadng  their  Reli^on  f 
Did  the  Queen  of  Sccis  diicover  moie  Ambition  for  the  Ciown  oSEi^and  tboM 
€ur  Duke  baib  ?  She  was  a  Priibner  in  the  Queen's  Hands  and  in  Cuftody^  and 
had  not  the  tenth  Pan  of  the  Opportunity  the  Duke  hath^  whofe  Friends  and 
Creatures  poflels  all  the  Gavenunents  and  Commandcries  both  by  Sea  and 
Land,  fill  the  Coura  and  Councils,  Jo  eafy  tmi  mwsaj  (fardon  wu  if  Ija  fay) 
hath  our  King  been.    But  the  Duke  of  22rii:*s  Loyalty  is  not  to  be  difputed  ( 
Though  I  remember  the  Time  when  he  got  the  Fleet  from  his  Brother  the 
Prince,  and  fwore  it  to  himlelf  :    And  I  appeal  to  the  King,  whether  he  knowa 
not  of  feveral  Attempts  that  were  made,  to  fet  up  the  Duke  of  Tofk  before  his 
coming  over  ^  and  tl^  Tranfadions  in  the  Duke's  Name  of  the  Duke  oXB^—m 
and  Colonel  Ban/kUy  for  the  reftoring  the  Duke  co  the  Crown,  and  not  the  Elder 
Brother,  are  fufficiently  to  be  proved.    We  are  all  Wicnefies  of  the  King's  Mar* 
riage,  by  the  Duke^  Father-in-Law,  to  a  Lady  of  great  Birch,  but  fuch  aa  the 
Spanijb  Embaflador  then  undertook  to  prove  could  have  no  Children  :  And 
immediately  upon  this  Marriage,  the  Duke  (as  if  fure  of  the  Matter)  fets  up 
with  Guards,  the  Prince's  Lodgings  at  Court  and  Seat  in  PsrUament,  and  all 
the  EftabJifhment  of  his  Hpufe  eaa^y  fuitable  to  the  Prince  oifVaUs,    His 
unparallel'd  Lx>ve  to  his  Prince  appears  in  all  this,  and  in  nothing  more  than 
the  Civil  Treatment  the  King  at  this  Hour  receives  from  him  and  his  Party  % 
the  Throngs  that  attend  the  one,  whilft  the  Kii^  walks  the  Streets  with  two 
or  three  Pages  of  his  Back*ftairs.    Our  King  is  the  firft  Inftance  thai  was  fat 
willing  to  fettle  indubitabif  the  Jttle  of  bis  Prefumftive  Heir^  and  to  firengtben 
his  Power  giva  it  all  up  ta  bis  Smxefforz  But  he  goe»  Su  that  never  turns,  efpe- 
cially  in  fuch  perUous  and  unfafe  Ways.   Our  King  is  not  only  an  excellent 
well-bred  Gentleman^  but  a  Man  of  great  Abilities  and  Courage,  tbree  things 
Us  Brother  wants.    Whenever  the  King  will  think  of  his  own  Inceieft,  he  will 
not  want  hundreds  of  thouiands  to  die  at  his  Feet :   Multitudes  woukl  ador& 
him,  that  hate  and  fear  the  Religion  aiid  Temper  of  his  Brother.    Pray  God 
blefs  the  King,  and  give  him  yet  wore  and  more  the  Spirit  of  difceming  his 
^  Intereft  and  Friends,  and  the  Courage  to  deliver  himfelf .  from  the  Hands  of 
^  iuch  unworthy  bafe  Traitors,  as  we  have  Realbn  to  fiear  he  is  now  encompafled 
with  i  which  Audi  ever  be  the  hearty  Prayers  of,

A  Seafonable  ADDRESS  to  both  Houfes  of  Parlia- 
ment concerning  the  Succeilion^  the  Fears  of  Popery, 
and  Arbitrary  Government.  By  the  Earl  of  Hal- 
LI  FAX.     1681. 

IT  was  the  Egyptians  Praaice,  before  Phyfick  was  reduced  into  Art  or  I^- 
feffion,  to  carry  forth  into  the  Roads  and  Highways  the  Difeafed,  and  to 
inquire  of  all  Paflengers  concerning  the  Caufes  andRemedies  of  their  Difteni- 
pers  i  out  of  whofe  Prefcriptions  their  Friends  fekAcdand  applied  what  they 
judged  moft  piopen 
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What  was  then  done  for  the  Natural  is  now  as  neceflary  for  the  Body  PoIi« 
tick  of  this  CbQntrVt  fick,  almoft  onto  Deaths  of  Fears  and  Jealoujfes^  the 
Plots  and  Devices  of  the  Wicked  and  Anafoitious  ;  expofed  to  atl  Travellers, 
among  whom  Good-nature  and  Self-prefervation  have  at  length,  after  two 
Years  filent  Compaffion,  preyaiPd  upon  me  to  give  my  Opinion  of  the  Caufes 
and  Cures  of  our  Evils^  which  I  will  offer  without  Fear  or  Favour  of  Party  or 
Faftion,  of  Court  or  City  i  inquiring  how  far  our  Apprehenfions  of  Papery  and 
Arbitrary  Government^  that  have  fo  long  difcompofed  us  at  home,  and  made 
us  contemptible  abroad,  are  juft  and  rcafonable. 

Tho*  I  confefi  •tis  faid,  ffhere  never  was  Smoak  without  fime  Ftre^  yet  at  firft 
Sight  it  feems  hard  to  believe  diat  fober  Men  (hould  ever  attempt  Innovations, 
feJdom  or  never  advantageous,  always  hurtful,  becaufe  neceiiarity  attended  with 
the  fad  Efie£fcs  of  Gvil  War  \  a  Calamity  tha^  has  fo  lately  proved  fatal  to  the 
Kingdom  in  general,  to  the  Prince  and  to  the  Subjeft.  Whence  it  may  be 
reafonably  prefumed,  when  our  Pkflion  is  over,  and  we  have  fully  confider'd 
the  Rife,  Prc^reis  and  Event  of  the  bft  Rebellion,  we  fiiall  grow  calm  and 
wife,  permit  the  King  to  enjoy  his  own  Frerc^tives,  and  content  ourielves 
with  our  juft  Rights  and  Privil^s,  'Twill  be  Time  enough  (when  thcfe  are 
invaded,  if  Religion  even  then  will  allow  it)  to  oppofe,  or  ftand  upon  our 
Defence ;  and  to  ofier  at  it  fooner  is  Madnefi  and  Folly,  Rebellion  and  Impiety. 

For  the  better  coming  to  our  Point,  'tis  neceflSuy  we  take  a  Review  of  the 
Times  preceding  Forty-One^  when  from  the  End  of  King  Jameses  Reign  the 
People  were,  as  now,  fbll  of  Murmurings,  Repinings  and  Diftrufts  againft  the 
Government.  At  laft  the  fmother^d  Embers  burft  forth  into  a  Flame  ;  and 
after  ten  Years  Violence,  War  and  CbnfuGon,  and  near  as  many  more  of  Ufur- 
pation  and  Tyranny,  the  CoAimon wealth  was  fo  far  from  being  becter'd,  by 
any  of  the  many  Changes  and  Expedients,  that  the  Re-calling  our  King  from  his 
unjuft  Exile  was  found  and  unanimoufly  agreed  to  be  the  only  Way  to  prevent 
it^s  utter  Ruin.  Our  gracious  Sovereign,  mercifol  beyond  Example,  pardoner 
his  rebdlioos  Subjeds,  the  Murderers  of  his  Royal  Father,  and  the  Ufurpers 
of  his  own  Crown  and  Dignity  •,  loads,  even  among  diem,  with  Offices  and 
Honour,  fuch  as  feem'd  penitent,  and  wbre  capable.  He  then  proceeds,  firft 
to  the  Re-fettfement  of  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  England^  like  Virtue  feat- 
ed  in  the  Middle,  and  equally  endanger*^d  by  the  two  Extremes  of  Popery  and 
Prejbytery  \  and  after,  to  that  of  the  State  in  Peace  and  Quiet,  which  we  en- 
joyed to  the  Envy  of  our  Neighbours.  This  Happinefi  occafioned  a  War  with 
HolUmd^  France^  and  Denmark^  to  their  great  Lois,  and  the  Renown  of  Eng- 
land^ ending  in  a  League  of  Friendfhip  and  Amity,  for  the  general  Good  of 
EMfope.  Not  long  amr  the  King  was  advifed  to  grant  a  Toleration  for:  the 
Eafe  of  tender  Confctences,  and  the  Advancement  of  Traffick  and  Manufafture. 
This  was  prefs'd  with  Arguments,  That  the  Want  of  it  occafioned  Venner\  In- 
iumDftion  ;  the  Plot  in  1662,  for  which  feveral  foflfered  at  fybnm  \  that  in 
1663,  b^un  in  Ireland  nnd  carried  on  in  Etigiandi  for  which,  in  1664,  divers 
were  executed  in  Torkfinre^  as  were  others  afterwards  in  London,  April  1666,  who 
confeflcd  at  Tytum  a  Defign  of  fubverting  the  Government,  feizing  the  Tower, 
and  firing  of  London  the  SeptenAer  following  ;  and  vnthal  declaring,  there  were 
diofe  behind  of  their  Party,  that  would  ftilt  eflfeft  that  Defign,  which  (as  to  that 
Part)  was  too  evident.  This  b  notorious  from  the  Hiftorical  Account  publifh'd  in 
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Otim>0^  tad  cofifinnMby  the  GmsMi  %  and  therefore  I  cannot  but  wonder  tt  the 
C^MimoosVote  of  laft  Jmuurj  the  i  oth,  ^  **  That  it  isdieOinnioa  of  this  Hoofe, 
that  the  City  of  LmJm  was  burnt  in  the  Tear  1666,  by  the  Papifls,  de6gning 
theicby  to  introduce  Arbitrary  Power  and  Popery  into  thu  Kingdom."  It  wiould 
be  a  greatSatisfaAion  to  theWorld  to  puUifli  theGrounda  of  thisOpinion^becauie 
that  otherwife  confidering  tbey  did  not  purfue  it,  nor  any  Reafen  affign'd  what 
ihoold  have  hioderedt  it  will  hardly  gain  more  Credit  than  the  Philolbpher*s 
Paradox,  that  Snow  was  black.  I  have  read  of  fbme,  who  never  wanted 
Opinions,  could  they  but  find  Arguments  to  make  them  probable,  for  which 
their  beiru^  at  a  loft  made  them  ridiculous  with  the  (bber  But  of  Mankind. 

The  ICng  confeots^  and  at  the  fiune  time  declares  War  againft  HoUatid^ 
whofe  Iniblenoe  and  Injuftice  in  Point  of  Trade  and  Honour  was  become  in- 
fupportable.  Soon  after  the  Parliament  convened,  and  apprehending  the  In- 
dulgence might  in  Time  prove  deftnj£tive  to  the  eftablifh*d  Religion,  prayed 
it  might  be  revoked  y  the  King,  contrary  to  the  then  Minifters  Advice,  anfwer*d 
their  Defires.  Hereupon  tbey  grow  peevifli,  and  thenceforward  vow  and  ftudy 
all  the  Methods  of  Revenge  and  Confofion,  tho'  with  the  Hazard  of  the  Ptob* 
lick.  Ever  fince  we  have  been  continually  alarmed  with  Libels  againft  the 
Government ;  and  at  laft  a  Difcovery  is  made  of  a  Popifh  Contrivance,  fifted  tt% 
hx  as  poffible  by  the  King  in  Council,  and  after  eameftly  recommended  to  the 
Parliament's  fortber  Confideration.  This  is  purfued,  but  fome  Men  laying  hold 
00  it,  defign  to  drive  it  to  further  Ptarpbfes,  and  under  Pretence  of  defending  ^ 
King's  Perfon,.  and  expelling  Popery,  fet  up  Preftiytery,  and  pull  down  die 
Monarchy.  But  there  being  too  find  a  Bond  of  mutual  Love  and  Loyalty  be* 
tween  the  King  and  that  Parliament,  Nfeans  are  ik>w  ufed,  upon  a  grctt  Mini* 
fter's  being  impeachd^  to  have  it  diflblved  :  An  K€l  that  anfwer'd  not  his  lEx^ 
peftations.  A  new  one  is  called,,  who  exceeding  the  Bounds  of  Prudence  and 
Moderation  are  quickly  fent  home.  A  third  is  fummon'd,  and  the  King  having 
to  this,  as  to  the  former,  over  and  over  prefsM  the  impartial  Examination  of 
the  Plot,  the  Trial  of  the  Lords,  and  the  Care  of  the  eftablifli'd  Religion, 
wherein  by  all  juft  and  lawful  Ways  he  often  declared  he  would  not  folk>w^  but 
heartily  go  along  with  them.  But  alas  i  they  intended  no  fuch  thing.  The 
Plot  muft  be  kept  on  Foot,  elfe  they  would  be  defeated.  The  King  perceive- 
ing  they  ftiU  negleded  the  Good  of  the  Publick,  breaks  them,  and  fummons 
a  fourth  at  Oxford  \  where  L  wi(h  they  may  be  infpired  with  Softnefs  and 
Prudence,anfwenible  to  theDefigns  of  thePhce  and  the  Needs  of  the  Kingdom., 

After  this  flK>rt  Account,  is  it  poffible  to  believe  thofe  who  infinuate  the 
King  himfelf  is  in  the  Plot,  is  a  Papiftv  and  intends  Arbitrary  Government  f 
Oh  I  rklicutous,  nonfenfical  Fancjr !  If  the  Plot  be  ag^unft  his  Perfon  and  Go* 
verament,  and  contrived  by  Papifts,  and  annong^  them  (as  Bidkw  has  fwom): 
none  in  Englandh^M  have  received  the  Sacrament  upon  it,  and  he  be  of  the 
Number,  he  muft  join  with  others  to  cut  his  own  Throat,  fiab,  flioot,  or 
poifon  himfelf.  But  there's  fome  Myftery  in  this  pretty  Ihventk>n,  Charles 
Stuari  confpires  againft  the  King  ^  this  imitating  the  Long  Parliament  in  his 
Father's  Time,  who  fought  for  the  King,  for  his  Politick  Capacity^  againft 
himfelf,  his  Natural,  his  Perfon.  But  if  he  were  a  Papift,  would  he  have  pais'd 
into  Laws  every  Bill  tendered  him  by  bothHoufes,  as  well  beftm  as  fince  this

*  Anno  i68i. 
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Plot,  i»  thdr  DtsfiivoQr  ?  And  yee:we  know  one  of  the  godly  Party  was  lately 
fined  500  L  for  faying^  the  Duke  of  Titrk  was  a  Papift,  and  the  King  httle  bet*' 
ter ;  a  &iying  no  longer  minced  nor  whifper'd,  but  now  k>udly  and  plainly 
Spoken  every  Day.  Could  he  have  been  wrought  to  a  Change  of  Religion,  in  the 
Time  of  his  B^niihment,  he  had  not  withftood  the  Offers  of  Foreign  Princes, 
and  the  Solicitations  of  a  fond  Mother,  to  re*inftate  him  in  his  own  Dominions 
with  abfoluce  Arbitrary  Power.  But  he  waji  too  much  a  Chriftian,  and  too 
good  a  King,  iiot  to  prefer  Continuance  in  Exile,  to  the  Defigns  of  enflaving 
his  Subjeds,  either  in  their  Souls  or  cheir  Bodies.  Muft  he  now,  in  an  Age 
defirous  of  Reft  and  Quiet,  be  upbraided  with  fucb  Purpofes,  that  had  reiblved 
againft  them*  in  the. Heat  of  his  Youth,  the  great  Spur  of  Ambition  ?.Now 
when  to  compafs  this  wicked  and  ridiculous  Projeet  is  as  impoffible,  as  before  it 
was  the  contrary }  when  after  his  Reftocacion^  befides  Foreig^  Adifbnce,  ofTer'd 
at  any  Rate,  and  to  any  Purpofe,  he  hpd  an  obfixjuious  General,  a  vi^onooa 
Fleet  and  Army,  and  a  Parliament  whole  Zealand  Devotion  feem'd  in  nothing 
to  be  bounded  but  by  the  Limits  of  his  own  Pleafure  ;  when  to  the  immenfe 
Treafufe  h6  was  peOefs'd  of,  bcftowed  among  his  People  with  equal  Bounty  as  it 
waa  gben*.  he  might  have  added  vaftiy  by  the  Confiications  of  more  than  half 
the  Eftatcs  and  Wealth  of  the  Throe  Kingdoms.  But  iaftcad  of  this  he  often 
pfafs*d  Im  ParUamcnt  to  expedite  the  Aft  of  Oblivion,  di(banded  his  Army,  and 
enlarged  the  Fieet,r  by  oMking  one  Squadron  of  more  Value  than  all  three  in 
the  Time  of  Q^tcnEUziikiiJ^  and  difahleJ,in  ali  hi&Dominions,  without  Excep*^ 
lion,  all  Paptfts,  from  bearing  any  Office  Civil  ot  Military.  Has  be  not  pa6*d 
she  Bill^CKkiding  for  ever  all  Popiflilxnls  out  o£  the  Houfe,  to  which  his  Father 
could  norer  be  pesiiaded  ?  Hat  Jie  noc  likewlfe  curtailed  the  Royal  Bower  hf 
two  other  Ada,  that  of  the  Hdius  Carpus^  and  againft  Quartering  of  Soldiers  ? 
Three  Stacu»,  for  which  he  m^ht  have  had  as  many  Millk>ns»  had  he  infift-- 
ad  on  a  Bargain^  or  known  how  to  diftinguifli  between  his  own  private  Intereft 
and  that  of  dieSub)ed,or.the  tnickiii^  way  of  Bartering^  when  the  Oood  of  his 
Peo^e  was  concerned.  Why  did  he,  but  for  the  Sake  of  the  Pfoteftant  Reli^ 
gion,  ttisft  the  elder  Daoghcer  of  the  Crown  to  the  Dauphin  of  Frmict^  and' 
marry  her  to  the  Prince  of  QfNMg€  4  And  this  without  putting  his  Parliament  to 
the  Charge  of  a  Portion^^  or  a  much  greater  Sum,  which  they  would  have  gUdly 
given,,  had  he  made  the  Peopoiition.  And  no  other  could  be  the  Motives  of 
recalling  his  Troops  ftom  France^  railing  an  Army  for  the  Defence  of  the  iW- 
tberkmdsj  zt  the  Expence  of  above  ^00,000  L  more  than  was  given,  and  his 
prohibiting  Trade  with  that  Crown,  The(e  things  put  a  Stop  to  the  Progre(s 
of  that  vidorious  King's  Arms,  occafioned  his  quitting  A^m^  and  clapping 
up  a  General  Peace,^  when  he  was  juft  zt  the  point  of  his  propofed'  Conquefts. 
l/our  Prince  intended  an  Arbitrary  Govemroent,why,  befides  his  former  negled- 
ing  the  Opportunity,,  would  he  difable  himfelf  for  the  foture,  by  parting  with 
one  of  the  greateft  Inftniments  for  that  Purpofe^  the-Court  of  Ward^  and  Live* 
ries.  Tenures  in  CapiU  and  Knight-Service,  Purveyance,  &r.  Amd  what  did 
he  receive  for  this  Excefs  of  Bounty,,  for  the  chiefeft  and  moft  ufeful  Flower  of 
the  Crown,  but  a  Trifle,  a  Feather,  half  the  Excife,  not  above  a  Fourth  of  the 
other's  Yearly  Value.  And  after  aU  this,  Knaves  invent,  and  Fools  believe,  he 
IS  now  feuing  up  for  Tyranny  and  Popery,  when  his  Yean  are  paft  the  Heat 
of  Ambition,  his  Co&rs  empty,  France  difobliged,  and  his  own  People  alarmt^, 
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and;  bent  agunft  it  wkh  all  ima^oaUe  ReMutidkis  of  OpfiofiuGfn.  Oin  any 
Man  imagine  that  a  Perfon,  who  dtfanm  hknielf,  intendt  to  ^ht  i 
'  Befides,  what  one  ili^al  arbitnHry  Aft  has  he  done  in  his  cwnqr  Years 
Ilei^i  ?  Whom  has  he  defrauded  (^  an  Oa  or  an  Als,  of  Life  or  BsSktRtm  f 
yfhact  has  he  in  any  one  Inftance  invaded  MagM  Ctaris^  our  Rfghia,  Pro* 
perdes*  or  liberties  i  What  Bill  tendered  by  Parliament,  for  the  Security  of 
our  lives  or  Fortunes,  has  he  rgefted  ?  He  paflfed  all  without  Exception. 
As  for  the  Bill  for  entrufting  the  Parliament  with  the  Militia  for  a  limited 
Time^  Reafon  then,  and  Experience  fmce^  has  pcoved  it  was  a  needleis  En- 
croachment on  the  Royal  Prerogative,  without  the  leaft  Pnifpeft  of  publick 
Good;  and  to  have  parted  withthatPower  but  (at  a  Moment^  was  for  fo  long 
to  unldi^aod  diveft  himfelf  of  a  Power  he  could  not  be  oercain  would  be  ever 
reftored  As  he  has  fieely  pafied  ail  Laws,  has  he  not  as  cheariiilly  ofibred  lo 
enaft  any  Thing  that  w»  agreeable  to  juftice  and  Reafeo,  for  our  fordier  Se* 
curity  in  Religpon,  Liberty,  and  Property  ? 

From  thefe  ConGderations,  nothi^  will  appear  more  vain  and  idle  than  oo^ 
Fears  zadjeahiffia^  our  fadious  and  fedidous  RcOedions  on  the  Government. 
I  will  not  lay,  without  great  Caution,  but  we  nuy  run  tnco  thofe  very  Things 
we  fo  much  dread,,  and  would  avoid.  Popery  znd  Prentif  Gmxmmem^  dr  (which 
is  equally  deftru&ive  of  our  Birch-rights  ar^  Ha(^pine6)  Presiyury  ^nd  a  Com* 
moiMPealtb.  This  will  be  no  gioundlefs  Surmife,  if  we  look  back  and  obferve^ 
that  the  Leaven  againft  the  eftaUiftied  ConftitutioAv  both  b  Church  and  State, 
haa  fowerM  almoft  the  whole  Lun^>;  the  Poifon  of  Presbyetry^  formeiiy 
known  by  the  Name  of  Pwiiamfm^  hatohM  at  Frmekfart  and  GeM^Or  grown 
to  a  Head  in  Scesland  with  the  Reformation,  has  infedied  she  Generally  of  the 
Kingdom,  the  common  Traders  and  Dwellers  in  Cities  and  CocporaOMsv  and 
the  unthinking  and  iliitei»te  Part  of  the  Gentry,  wich  Hatred  $ffd§iA  Monar- 
chy and  the  Church  of  Engismd.  This  was  oertabdy  the  Inventaoii  ofRemeto 
overthrow  us,  by  thus  fowing  Divifions ;  they  well  forelaw  our  Kingdom  and 
Church,,  in  itfeif  divided,  oould  not  long  ftand.  AH  the  Antimonarchkal 
Frincipks  are  the  fame  in  both,  the  one  as  well  as  the  other  deny  Supremacy  in 
the  King;  the  Je/uH  will  have  the  Pepe^.  and  the  Presiyeer  Jefuf  his  Head. 
King-killing  and  depofing  Dodtrine  is  downed  by  all  honcft  Pnfifts^  as  the 
Author  even  of  PUuo  RMWons  does  confefs,  thoi^  two  or  three  Jefmts  have 
privately  aflerted  the  Opiniim  as  pioblematical,  for  which  themfelves  and 
Writings  were  cenfured  and  condemned  as  falfe  and  damnable ;  but  'tis  jufti* 
fied  both  by  Books  and  Praftice  of  the  whole  Predyteriem  Party )  *tis  fo  plain 
and  frefli  in  our  Memories,  I  need  not  inftance  in  the  Authors.  St.  Peier*s 
Chair  is  not  more  infallible  than  that  of  an  Aflembly  of  Presk^ers  in  a  National 
Clailis  or  Synod.  Men  of  thefe  Antichriftian  Principles  ftirred  up  the  Uue  Re- 
hellion^  and  being  active  and  diligent,  drew  in  many  unwary  honeft  Men  beyond 
the  Power  of  retreating.  Did  not  the  Faction  hcfc  tamper  in  Scoikmd^  where 
the  Promoters  of  the  Covenant,  ^baf  gvdfy  In^rumeni^  applied  to  the  Crown  of 
France  for  ProtedUoiw  as  appears  by  the  Letter  found  with  the  Lord  Lawdem^ 
therefore  fcnt  to  the  Tower  ? 

But  what  was  the  Iflue  of  this  Contrivance,  but  Confufion  and  Mifery  through 
the  three  Kingdoms »  the  Presbyterian  Party  overpower^  by  the  Independents^ 
and  thefe  a^in  by  the  Arwy  %  a  ComoKinwealtb  fet  up^  and-foon  c  after  turned 
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into  s  pttFcSt  Tptmny  under  QBver  Cr§mmilt^  after  more  Money  had  been  iite«] 
gaily  fqueezed  nx>in  die  SubjeSs  by  Oidtnanoes  and  Loam,  Sequeftrations  and 
Decioiajioos,  EaccHe«  and  other  Impofitiom,  than  w)as  ever  known  before  or 
fince  f  The  Poople  (weary)  cailhome  their  Prince,  who  by  an  Excefs  of  Mercy, 
and  Clemency,  /paring  to  root  up  Men  of  thefe  Principles,  gave  Way  to  their 
mfediag  ochers  with  the  fame  Humour  of  Difcontent.  'Tis  to  be  obferved, 
that  the  Year  15^5  is  remarkable  for  the  Geneva  Refmrtnathn^  and  the  fpawning 
of  che  fefuia  Order,  and  that  our  unlucky  home-bred  Divifions  were  foment- 
ed,  if  not  firft  fet  on  foot,  uader-hand»  by  Direftibns  from  the  Court  of 
FrMce^  as  well  as  foom  iRowe,  the  lotereft  of  that  State  as  well  as  of  the 
Church  depending  en.  our  DUtradions;  to  whk:h  End  Ricbtieu^  that  great 
Minifter,  empbyod  many  Pcftlkmers  in  Scoitani^  as  did  alfo  his  Suctellbr  Ma^ 
zarine  in  Englmd:  And  therefore  there  is  nothing  more  incbnfiderate  than  to 
think  we  ^re  not  now  a^ng  and  promoting  French  Defigns ;  *tis  their  Butinefs 
to  divide  us,  and  yet  fo  to  manage  the  Ballance,  that  they  let  neither  the  King 
nor  Parliament,  have  the  better,  or  ever  tome  10  a  right  Underftanding :  They 
can.  no  otbemfe  obtain  the  Weftem  Empire,  and  'tis  dire<Sb1y  againft  their  In« 
tcreft  ever  to  fo&r  EngUmd  to  be  either  a  perfedt  Monarchy,  or  an  abfolute 
CorncBOQwealtfa.  Thofe  chat  roar  moft  againft  French  Counfels  and  Meafures^ 
under-hand  Bargtinsand  Agreements  between  both  the  Kings,  know  they  belye 
their  own  Con^ence,  and  that  the  French  have  us  in  the  la(V  Degree  of  Con- 
tempt,. This  the  E.  ofD printed  in  his  own  Vindicatu>n,  perhaps  not  igno- 
rant thaifomeoftheirMtntftersdkl,  in  the  Yean  1677  land  iSj^y  before  thefareak^ 
iqg  out  of  the*  Plot,  declare,  ^*  That  Monfieur  Z    ■  «   had  greater  Intereft  an<S 

more  Friends  in  Engiand  than  the  D—  of  T :  That  the  K—  had 

nef  d  be  on  his  Guard,  for  he  was  in  great  Danger  of  running  the  fame  Rifque 
with  hii  Fatlier.''  When  it  was  likewiie  inquired,  *'  What  Intereft  among 
the  Pcq)]otwo  ^eat  Peers  had,  who  have  fince  the  Plot  been  the  great  Pillars 
of  ^e  Froseftanc  Religpbn,  thdu^  neither  was  ever  reputed  to  have  any,  were 
Miniftcrsand  Advifers  in  1 6  7a  and  1671 »  very  good  Friends  to  France  and  Po* 
pery.  Enemies  io  the  Triple  Alliance,  and  to  Holland^  &c,**  It  was  aHb  faid, 
*^  That  300,000/.  a.  Year,  beftowed  m  Scotland  and  England  anMng  the 
Factious  iad  Difeontented,  would  better  ferve  the  Intereft  ot  France^  than  any 
Baigain  they  could  drive  with  the  Minifters/'  'Tis  too  well  known,  that  the 
greatoft  of  thefe  two  Nobleoien  made  a  fecret  Journey  into  France  fome  Weeks 
before  the  Pkty  aftQr  IbAt  private  Tranfadions  here  with  others,  among  whom 

were  Sir  E^-^^-r-  L       ■,  faoied  for  Rdigkm  and  Morality,  Major  Jf^ ,  and 

ff——  iST— — ,.  88  notorious  for  the  fame  Plerfedbns,  and  their  Love  of  Mo-» 
narchy  and  Hatred  of  a  Commonwealth ;  nor  did  ^-— —  5——"  want  his 
Share  in  the  Coofultation,  a  ftout  Aflfercer  of  Prerogative,  witnefled  by  his  and 
others  living  out  of  this  Kingdom  ever  fince  the  King^s  Reftoration,  until 
they 'law  fome  Liketihoodof  a  Change^  the  one  returning  about  the  Time  the 
D—  of  5—^  and  the  ocfaer  hards  were  in  the  Tower,  and  the  other  a  few 
Months  before  the  bieaking  forth  of  the  Pepifib  Qmfpiracj ;  which  no  fooner 
cameibefore  the  ParlianteDt,  than  foneie  of  the  great  Lords  of  the  Committee, 
for  the  Examination  of  the  Plot,  kept  their  Confultations,  and  mani^ed  much 
of  that  Afl^r  at  Waltingfari-Hmfe^  Mayor  ^~—  their  Secretary,  where  they 
coBchvlcd  10  tadc«  hold  of  thb  Opporfiincty  for  the  carrying  on  fame  k>ng- 
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tetchM  Defigns  of  tkeir  own.  Nor  ts  it  to  be  forgotctt  ^t  in  Jtme^:^fe\ 
a  Letter- was  wrote  bj  an  eminent  Perfim  of  die  FaflSon^  and*  can  be  itow  pto'^ 
duced,  ^*  That  irery  fliordy  fomewbat  would  be  dtftefveied,  chat  woald  pre^ 
,  ¥ent  our  nnuch  longer  walking  in  the  dark;  and  that  one^f  rtie  greaceft  Lords 
feat  to  an  Aftrok>ger»  to  know  whether  he  was  not  m  » (hortTtme  robe  at  the 
Head  of  60,000  Men."  The  Methods  agreed  «pon  m  Btwm^  and  palliied 
here,  were  to  make  a  Court  and  Country  Pftrty,  to  few  and  di^perfe  Jnihiiftes 
between  both,  and  widen  the  Gap  with  ail  poflBbte  Devkses ;  whkdi  Refefntt^ 
ons  feme  here  were  the  foonfcr  induced  to  ^embrace,  upon  this  Coiilideration, 
nat  thtffii9uli  not  hve  to  fee  the  I£ke^  and  foero  unconcerned  for  wbatflfould 
come  after:  But  yet  I  am  fo  charitable  to  thmk,  if  we  faaire  any  French  Agents 
at  home,  they  are  impofed  upon  by  their  own  Uawameft,  and  the  others  Cun- 
ning, to  a6^,  rather  againft  than  with  their  Knowledge,  a  Part  fo  much  con- 
trary to  the  Incereft  of  England  and  the  Duty  of  a  Chriftiaa.  Sot  however  it 
be,  I  an  morally  aflfured  we  are  doing  their  Work ;  and  if  we  are  not  Knaves 
and  Pcnfionen,  we  are  Blockheads  and  Fools,  that  are  loiiod  and  befotted  like 
Men  prepared  for  Deftrudion :  ^uos  Jupiter  perdere  nmlt^  ^  Jementat.  If  any 
one  talks  thus,  he  is  prelently  called  a  Fafift  and  a  Tory  %  every^tree  Son  of 
the  Church  of  England^  and  loyal  Subject,  is  branded  with  Nick-names,  and 
run  down  by  Noife  and  Faction  -,  and  he  that  oppofes  Popery^  if  he  defends 
not  Prabyterfy  is  but  a  Proteftant  in  Ma/querade\  if  he  conunends  Mmareiy 
and  our  legal  Conftitotions,  to  the  Diferedit  of  a  Commonwealtby  he  h^  Rdjkaiy 
a.  ViUain^  and  a  dangerous  Perfon^  not  conlidering  that  we  are  made  Tools  and 
Inftruments  fer  French  PuFpofes,  betrayed  by  their  Cunning  and  Addrefs  to 
forward  and  aft  with  our  own  Hands  our  Slavery  and  Ruin.  ShaN  we  be  ftitl 
blind  and  deaf  to  Reafon  and  Demonftratbn^  Can  we  not  lefleft  upon  the 
trench  Double-dealing  in  our  late  civil  DiftraAions,  and  remember  what  the 
Lord  Keeper  Puckering  tells  the  Parliament  in  Queen  EUzahti^s  Days,  TW/ 
ihe  Puritans^  even  at  the  Time  of  the  Spanife  Preparations  for  Iwoafion^  ^ere 
urging  and  pr^ngintefiine  Commotions  *y  where  he  largeh*  fets  forth  their  being 
as  dangerous  to  the  Crown  and  Mitre  4s  the  others,  and  therefore  that  both 
were  to  be  equally  fupprefled,  Papifts  and  Puritans.  I  cannot  find  that  either 
have  fince  altered  their  Principles,  and  confequently  cannot  but  wonder  why 
the  Papifts  Ihould  be  perfecuted  and  the  other  countenanced,  even  agairtft  Law 
and  former  Statutes.  'Tis  forely  very  imprudent  to  expeft  your  HoofewHI  be 
warm  by  fliutting  a  Window,  and  fetting  open  the  Doors ;  and  therefore,  be- 
ciufe  in  this  I  can  freely  agree  with  Piato  RedrviHrnSy  that  the  Fear  of  Popery  is 
not  the  Caufe  of  our  prefent  Difturbances,  I  (hall,  witholit  Regard  to  ReKgion, 
confider  the  Papi(Vs  and  Preibyterians  as  two  Faftions  in  the  State,  like  the 
Arminian  znd  Lovaftein  Parties  in  HoUand^  and  as  fuch  pronounce  that  both  are 
to  be  fupprefiftd,  or  neither ;  becaufej  by  emptying  only  one  of  the  Scales  the 
Ballance  is  broken^  and  the  Couft  or  Monarchical  Patty  K-firft  weakened  and 
deftroyed,  and  after,  the  whole  Form  of  Government'  altered -into  thatT>f*a 
Cbmmonwealth ;  and  I  am  fidly  convinced,  if  that  had  not  been  that  Author's 
Defign,  as  to  an  ordinary  Reader  is  pad  doubt;  he  would  haV«  fet  doWn  thisfts 
one  of  the  Remedies  of  our  prefent  Evils.  But  the  contrary  Vra^  Ms  Purpole, 
and  in  order  to  do  it,  he  cunningly,  -to  preferve  the  Monarchy,  would  fet  up  a 
{>lain  Democracy^  and  for  an  Englijb  King  obtrude  upon  w  ^  Doge  of  Venice  \ 
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ferlie  teHsymt  atUigr,  tbit  the  ancieiit  Power  ef  die  King  is  AHen  into  ^ 
Hands  (tf  the  Commons,  luid  therefore  to  keep  op  the  former  illuftriotis  Splen** 
dtor  of  the  Coown,  he  would  have  all  its  Jewels  taken  oot,  and  fee  about  the 
Speaker^s  Chair^  the  King  mttde  a  Cypher,  and  divefted  of  all  Power  but  the 
Name,  oo  keep  up  the  uiree  federal  and  diftki£t  Shares  in  the  Government^ 
JCiog)  Lords,  and  Commons.  *Tis  an  ingenious  Way  of  arguing,  but  we  are 
not  yet,  I  hope,  fuch  Fools  to  have  it  pals,  to  venture  at  Play,  and  not  know 
how  to  drftingutfb  falfc  Dice. 

Oh!  but  fays  a/offrMJ  Petitioners  that  takes  the  Houfe  ci  Conunons  (fulk- 
^iently  proved  by  the  learned  AnlWer  to  Petyf^  Book,  to  have  had  no  Share 
in  the  Legiflative  Power)  to  be  the  Parliament ;  all  their  Votes,  how  wild  and 
unreafonable  foevcr,  as  we  have  lately,  m  well  as  formcrly,^  fccn  in  Print,  to 
be  the  Senfe  of  the  Nation,  and  have  the  Force  of  Laws,  and  yet  deny  any 
Authority  to  the  King's  Proclamation :  This  Scribler  (fays  he)  i^PopiJhly  af- 
iefted,  a  French  Defigner,  a  mere  Tory  ;  not  conltdering  that  there  is  not  lefe 
Hazard  in  fplitting  upon  a  Rock,  than  upon  a  Sand-bank ;  that  if  I  muft  be 
a  Slave,  and  forfeit  my  Liberty,  'twere  at  leaft  as  good  to  do  fo  under  a  iingle 
Perfon  as  more  5  the  Tyranny  of  many  is  much  more  intolerable  than  that  of 
one.     *Tis  equally  deftru&ive  of  my  Liberty,  whether  the  King  or  the  Houfe 
of  Commons  take  away  Magna  Cbarta\  I  am  ftill  againft  arbitrary  Government, 
jiiltng  according  to  Pleafure,  not  the  Laws  and  known  Conftitutions  of  the 
Land,  whether  afibmcd  by  King  or  Commons*,  if  there, be  any  Choice,  the 
Odds  is  againft  the  latter :  And  to  fpeak  Truth,  by  what  has  pa(&d  iiace  the 
Plot,  any  one  m  his  Y^its  would  believe  the  King  is  invaded,  not  an  Invader.; 
that  his  frequent  Prorogations  and  Diffolutions  have  been  his  legal  defenfive 
Weapons,  ufed  as  much  for  his  Subgefbs  Security  as  his  own  Honour^  that 
ari)itrary  Power  is  a  delicious  Thing,  and  therefore  aimed  at  by  our  Dema- 
gogues and  Tribunes  of  the  People,  bad  and  to  be  decry'd  only  While  in  thp 
Sovereign.     *Tis  very  convenient  to  cry  Whore  firft :  Salomon  tells  us,  He  that 
4tppearetb  firji  in  bis  own  Caufe  feemetb  juft^  but  bis  Neigbbour  eometb  after  anfl 
provetb  bim.    If  the  People  in  an  lOand  are  alarnied  that  an  Invafion  is  defign- 
ed,  and  that  only  at  one  Port,  and  they  become  fo  foolilh  as  for  die  Guard  of 
that  to,  negled  and  expofe  all  others,  they  do  but  make  the  eafier  Way  for  their 
Enemies  to  land  and  overcome.     Thofe  who  are  rhe  Watchmen,  theCentineh 
of  our  Safety,  ought  with  Jamu  to  have  two  Faces,  one  behind  and  the  other 
before,  and  many  Eyes  like  Argus^  there  being  otherwKe  no  Security  againft 
Surprife.  I  remember  In  Tbucydides^  that  the  Grecians  befieging  a  ftron^  City, 
found  no  Means  but  Stratagem  to  become  Mailers,  whkh  they  thus  contrived—^ 
After  they  had  purchafed  fome  Penfioncrs  within,  they  kept  the  ,Befieged 
awake,  and  put  them  into  great  Diftrefs  by  continual  faHe  Alarms,  and^  as  de- 
signed, prepared  to  believe  nothing  more  was  intended  than  Amufement  and 
Diftraftion.     The  falfe  Citizens  within,  taking  this  Advantage,  affirmed  they 
ought  for  the  future  to  make  it  Death  for  any  Watchman  to  give  the  Alarm. 
This  decreed  Notice  was  ^ven  to  the  Enemy,  and  without  the  leaft  Re- 
fiftance  the  Befieged  were  taken  and  undone,  when  and  where  they  leaft  fuf-« 
-  peftcd;  whereupon  this  Proverb  was  taken  up,  Anr/clas  perdidit  JUefittum.     I 
wifh  we  may  never  run  the  iame  Fate }  the  Application  is  too  eafy  and  natural 
to  be  dwek  upon.

Fd{)erf.  If  thefe  be  not  odd  and  arbicmry*  PitK:eediligs»  I  know  not  what 'are,,nor 
why  chac  (hould  be  tx>ierabk  or  law^l  for  them,  wliich  is  not  for  any,  no  not  for 
QKX^  Soveneigp.  Confidering  Men  are  airaid  the  Abettors  of  iuch  Pradfcices  are 
not  Friends  to  Peace  and  Quiet,  but  rather  factious  and  dai^erous,.  willing  to 
ehflave  us  to  foreign  Invafions  or  domeftick  Encroachments )  whatever  tmf 
be  laid  to  the  contrary,  thefe  A^ng3  are  bat  too  good  Grounds  for  fuch  Ap« 
prefaenfiom.  The  cunningeO:  Whores  ieem  mod  devout,  and  inveigh  very  bit- 
terly  aginft  the  Lewdnefs  they  daily  ftody  and  commit.  Your  rooking  Game* 
fters  abhor,  if  you  wiil  believe  their  Shams  and  Oaths,  the  life  of  falfeDice  and 
tJie:Qn-gendeman4ikeTrick  of  Cheating.  However,  none  but  Cullies,  who  want 
Witx>r Years  to  makeObfervation,can  be  wheedled  and  drawn  in  by  fuchPretences. 
Sefoie  the  jQiicoveiy  of  the  Plot,  our  Minifters  were  reflefted  on,  as  de«^ 
ijgnmg  Pbpery  and  ArbitraryGovcrnment,  by  maay  fcandalous  Pamphlets,  and 
one  ip  particular  called  Jin  Account  nf  tbi  Growth  ofFopery^Sic.  as  if  the  Peo^' 
pie  were  to  be  prepared  to  beKeve  the  whole  Court  were  Popifli ;.  that  while 
thcjr  wen  ^larm'd  againft  that  Parfy^  the]p  might  be  unprovided,  to  defend 
tfacflifeives  agpmft  the  otiher.  The  Prisbyterinn  true  Blue,  who,  like  Mfop\ 
Gat,  tho^  ts-ansformM  into  the  beautiful  Shapes  of  Court- Employments  and 
nonours^wili  ftiU  be  hankering  after  the  old  Sport  of  Moufing  -,  they  will  dver 
be  Lovers  of  a  Com|iionwea)d)„  and  Enemies  to  Monarchy.  This  is  plain 
fiom  fornaer  as  well  as  later  Proceedings,  fince  the  Diicovery  of  the  Popifli 
Plot,wben  they  began  to  fliewthem&lves.in  their  proper  Colours,,  when  they 
ciyM  not  only  the  Court  but  the  Church  was  Popifli,.  and  all  that  are  for  the 
efbbiUhe4  Govvrnment.  You  cannot  now  be  ioi^al,  unlefs  you  are  faflious^ 
nor  a  Pr6te£^aiii^ifnoPeri^imi?;f.

Embaffador  Abroad,  and  made  Lord-Lieiuenant  of  Ireland^  to  get  which  Gom^; 
mand  he  defpifed  not  the  Courtfliip  and  AlTiflrance  of  Col.  T*—— r,  tho*  a  Rcmatr 
Catholtck,  and  a  Creature  pf  his.  Royal  High  nefs  tor  whom  he.  made  ooflender': 
Fro&0ioQs :   Nop  being  faci^fied  with  ^iniisg  vaftly  in  diat  Stationfiife  Years^' 
he  grows  peeviCh,  in  bppes  of  being  &xA  the  fecond  tin>e \  nay,  tathertfa^ 
&il,  be  is  content  ^  be  Commifliorter  of  the  Trcafury,  in  ho|Jea4hat  by  the. 
Courtship  and  Int^reft  of  Ibme  Women^  no  matter  what  Rdtgion  tfa^jr  ArC't3|il 
he  may  come  to  be  Lord  Treafurer :  But  oot  like  to  gain^he  White  St^^f  sidi 
perhaps  not  caring  to  govern  an  empty  Exchequer,  he  bent  his  Thoughts  i^asfa{ 
towards  Ireland  i  then  flighting  the  Tmafury  ht  is  outed,  ^nd  grows  more  ^ftr 
qontemed,v  and  at  laft  turn'd  out  of  the  Council ;  the  next  Day  he  tepi^at»  af 
4pfipch  of  the  E-— of  5— — 's  makingi  and  .unafk'd  prefents.  a  fikce  dR 
Counfel  and  Advice  to  bis  Sovereign,  pretending  as  a  Peer  it  was  hia  Duty.   ^ 
a0i  forry  his  Zeal  made  him  forget,  that  Peefs  have  no  Right  "of  advifing  thef 
l^ing,  but  when  he  makea  them  of  his  Council,  or  by. Writ  fummom  thcm.to^ 
Parliament.     And  what  is  very  odd,  he  advifes  jU(t  fiheicontrary  to  what  hd' 
and  the  other  noble  Earl  had  done  the  Year  befbns,  when  Couctifirs. ..  This  No-V 
bleman^s  Life  would  make  a  comical  Hiftory.^  hcYknowsv  faorar-  to  potlKDn^U: 
Shapes,  and  in  the  lateTimes  was  not  ignorant  how  to  oliikean  Ji^pis^t^  fupfi 
plyahePlaceof  a  Pulpit;  he  knew  how  to  Terve  hinafirff  in  afl  J^ums  and}' 
Changei,  and  has  not  failed,  fince  1640,  to  have  been  ofren.dutand  an  with  the' 
ftveral  Higher  Powers.     To  give  him  his  Due,  he  is  a  Man  of  fc»tr«w(diDaty: 
]^r(s;  but,  if  one  of  thefe  Lords  £iid  true,  wben  he  wiast  a  Gourtkc^  and  the' 
atber  neMfly  removed,they  are  all  fitted  and  turn'd  for  oonfoUodtng jahd  amuiStlg,) 
hm  not  for  extricating  put  of  Difficulties.

The  Duke' 
will  ftUl  find  a  Party,  at  leaft  if  he  out-liw^tbe  Ki^,  ih  the  thfee  ^ngdoms  ro ' 
fight  his  Quarrel ;  and  if  he  comes  in  by  Force,  he  flitiy^weil  trfe  os  !tke  a  ton^ 
quer^d  Nation^  break  our  oM,  and  give  us  what  £jaws  and  ReKgion  he  pleafes ; 
whereas,  if  we  attempt  x\%  fuch  Tlwig,  we  fltoU  not  run  the  Hazard  of  a  Civil 
Jf^ar^  the  King  being  ^  likely  to  ou&^iive,  a»^ai)eout-lf<red  by  hi^  Brother. 
If  he  (hould  chance  to  fucceed  peaceably,  he  cannot  be  prefumed  to6fi%!r  any' 
Al|eratiQn  in  Religion  fo  nHjdliagdnft  his  Intereft;  and  who  never  ibrwarded  . 
siny  10  bis  own  Family,  fuffcrs  hia  Childreo  to  cofirinoe  in  HieChurdr  9F  England^'^ ' 
knowing  that  Cbriftianity  forbids  Compulfion  for  its  Propagation.     To  fay  he 
would  be  Prieft -ridden,  is  ridiculous ;  why  he  more  than  tire  French  King/ who 
xipenly  oppofes  the  Pope's  Uiiiipation^^ind  dTunnes  to  himfelf  the  Cognizance' 
Qven  of  Courch  AlFairs.?   This. is  but  a  Pretence  to  tmpofcDpon  the  Ignorant , 
and  the  Credukms :  If  there  be  not  Laws  enough  already,  new  ones  may  ht  \ 
made  to  prevent  any  fuch  Ixitendoa  -  When  all  Oflfces  and  Power  are  in  the'  \ 
Hands  of  Anci-papifts,  I  oaimot  fee  whepe  can  be  our  Danger. 
,  JBut  this,  if  graniod^  would  not  be  all|  the  Monarchy  is  hereby  made  elefbive, ' 
and.the  Poflei£>r  may  as  well  be  removed  as  the  Succeflbr  debarred.     In  order 
to  this,  i3  there  notaHiftory  of  the-SucceflSon  publifhed,  fhewing  that  the 
Monarchy  is  rather  elective  than  hereditary  ?

Prince  of  incomparable  Virtues^and  EiidowmenOy  leaving  no  room  for  enjoy-' 
ing  his  Right,  in  cafe  he  become  Proteftaot.    Do  they  fuppofe  an  Alteration  of 
Opinion  impoflible?.  That*s  ialfe  and  fooltlh^.    There  are  Inftances  of  Men^ 
that  have  changed  often,  and  to  mention  no  more,  the  Dukeli  Grandfather 
tieij^  ly.  twice  altered  his  Opinion*    Qefidts,  it  is  unjuft,  and  contrary  to 
their  own  Practice  \  for  L-— ^  J5—  was  an  iix^ifoned  Plottier,  but  as  fooh 
as  he  became  a  Convert,  without  further  PixKeis  or  Trial,  he  was  innocent  ahd^  ' 
acquitted.    We  do  in  this  exceed  the  Papifts  ofFraadr  ^nd  condemn  our  Pro-* 
teftant  Anceftors,  and  all  others  abroad,  who  accufed  them'  as  Antichriftiatv 
and  Rebellious,  for  oppofing  their  lawful  King  Hemy  Vf,  on  the  Score  of  Re-  . 
ligion  V  for  the  Parijians  loved  his  Perfon^  and  ftocd  upon  no  other  Condition 
tlun  his  turning  Papift,  to  receive  him  for  their  Sovei^ign;  as  all  the  other 

R C of  that  Kingdom  had  done  before*      And  therefore'  1^  Very 

much  fufped  we  are  grown  weary  of  Monarchy,  and  with  an  IntoniVahcy  na"- 
tural  to  IJkmders  aifeft  a  Change,  though  for  the  worfe.

Speeches  as  ferve  thetr  Purpofet  witnefi  one  my  Lord  Vaugban  fpoke  at  his

f  to  230,  and  by  an  exaft  Calculation  in  die  three  Kingdoms,  the  whole  Number 
lid  P^/is  is  but  as  i  to  105  Nof§-Papifis^  and  their  Wealth  and  Pofleffions  is  not 
A  10  300.    If  their  Power  had  been  fo  terrible,  they  wanted  not  Bnce  the  Plot 
Provocations  to  make  us  feel  as  well  as  hear  of  it.    But  thefe  Noifes  are  like 
Armies  inDifguife  at  /&»i^i?/^-^i4s^,andRegiments  of  Horfe  hid  in  Cellars  under 
Ground,.and  blowing  up  the  Tbatnes  to  drown  Lofubn ;  Artifices  formerly  ufed  to 
draw  in  the  Eafy  a[nd  die  Credulous.     But  it  is  to  be  prefumed,  the  fame  Trick 
•will  not  pais  twice  upon  us  in  one  and  the  fame  Age,  while  the  bleeding  Wounds 
«f  the  laft  are  ftill  fo  Irefh  in  our  Memories.  To  remedy  and  compofe  our  prefent 
Madnefs  and  Diftradions,  and  prevent  future  Evils,  muft  without  Doubt  be  the 
heartyEndeavour  of  all  honeft  Men,  who  expeft  this  will  be  a  healingParliament 
that  will  make  up  all  our  Breaches,  and  unite  our  Divifions  by  the  Methods  of 
Prudence  and  Difcretion ;  weighing  the  true  Caufes,  and  applying  fit  Remedies, 
without  Regard  to  Fa£l4on  or  Intereft,  Heat  or  Paffion  •,  refleaing  how  unrea- 
'fonable  it  is,  to  fufpeft  in  the  King  or  bis  Minifters  any  Defign  of  introducing 
Popery  and  arbitrary  Government;  a  malicious  and  idle  Invention,  fet  on  foot 
with  Purpofe  to  enflame  the  Kingdom,  by  Men  who  are  outed,  or  defirous  of 
Cbuit* Employments,  difobliged  Perfoos,  or  French  Penfioners :  That  the  Bill 
of  Exclufion  is  not  like  to  pais  either  the  Lords  Houfeor  the  King,  becauft 
tn  itfelf  ^njuftv  impolitick,  imd  dangerous,  not  only  to  the  Prince  bat  to  the 
£ulgeft :  That  all  other  legal  Wayi  for  preventing  Popery  and  Preft>ytery  are

groundlefs,  and  at  beft  founded  upon  Accidents  that  may  never  happen :  That

Evils :  That  Innovations  of  this  Sort  would  be  againft  the  Prince's  Intereft, 
vho^  having  not  a  fourth  Part  of  the  Revenue  neceilary  for  the  Support  of  the 
Crown,  muft  be  uncjer  a  Neccffity  of  complying  with  his  People  in  Parliament  i 
and  that  his  Tcrtiper,  PraAi^p  and  Declarations,  fecurc  us  againft  Impolitions.. 
of  this  Nature :  Thatjt  be  confidered,  whether  the  unquiet  Apprehenfions  from 
the  Plot  nuy  not  be  laid  by  a  fpeedy  and  itnpartlal  Trial  and  Execution  of  alt 
tjieAccufedaod  Convifted,  and  the  King's  afterwards  granting  a  General  Pardon,, 
with  fuch  Exceptions  as  havp  been  ufual.     The  doing  this  will  beget  a  right 
Underftanding  between  the  King  and  his  People,  defeat  the  Contrivances  of 
our  Adverfaries,  rcftore  us   to   Peace  and  Quiet  at  home,    refcue  us  from 
Contempt  and  Danger  abroad,  and  make  the  Name  of  Parliament  as  famous 
and  renown'd,  as  fome  Libellers  endeavour  to  make  it  bafe  and  odious.

bitrary  Power,  fetting  up, Popery,  invading  Liberty  and  Property,  and  eatit- 
patiqg;  (if  polfible)  the  Proteftant  Religion  eftablifhed  by  Law. 

I  Sail  with  Sincerity^r^count  to  you  my  Judgment,  and  offbr  fuch  Reafbns 
as  I  hope  will  convince  all  fober  and  unbiafled  Readers  to  be  of  Opinion,  that 
chefe  Ibeports  are  all  falfe  and  malicious,  having  nothing  of  Truth  in  them,  but 
occalkined  as  foUoweth :

Thefe  make  it  their  whole  Bufinefs  to  create  in  the  Minds  of  the  King's 
Subjects,  Fears  and  Jealoufies  of  his  Majefty's  defigning  to  govern  arbitrari^, 
introduce  Popery,  extirpate  the  Proteftaqc  Religion,  and  invade  Property,  bf 
fetting  up  Abbeys  and  Monafteries,  and  reftoriog  xo  them  their  andenti  iIiimIb 
and  Revenues,  now  difperfed  into  the  Hands  of  mod  of  the  Nobiltfy  and  Gen- 
try of  the  Kingdom. 

In  Procefs  of  Time,  by  thefe  (and  fuch  like)  evil  Pradtces,  the  ignorant 
and  unthinking  Mens  Minds  (whofe  Capacities  will  never  give  them  Leave  to 
examine  whether  thefe  Reports  be  true  or  falfe,  reafonabk  or  unreafonable  to 
be  believed,  pofliible  or  impoflible  to  be  accompliihcd)  are  become  greatly  dif- 
turbed,  and  fuch  Jealoufies  are  rifen  in  them  concerning  the  King,  as  hath 
abated  the  Fervency  of  their  former  Affedtion  to  his  royal  Perfon,  and  theii 
Zeal  for  his  Service  and  Government ;  occafioned  fuch  Divifions,  Antmofities 
and  Contentions  between  Subjeft  and  Subjeft,  put  their  Spirits  upon  fuch  Fer- 
mentations, divided  and  fub-divided  them  into  lb  many  feveral  Parties,  Fadions 
arid  Interefts  (each  diametrically  oppofite  to  the  other)  that  unlefs  Almighty 
God  in  his  infinite  Mercy,  Goodneis  and  Wifdom,  pleafe  to  direft  a  fpocdy 
Way  for  the  uniting  them  in  Love  together,  I  fear  the  Confequence  may 
in  a  fbort  Time  prove  pernicious  (if  not  fatal)  both  to  King  and  People^ 
which  it  is  dreadful  to  confider  fhould  be  the  ESed  and  Confequence  of  fomc 
Mens  Credulity  on  the  one  hand»  and  others  impudent  Falfity  on  the  other. 

Pardon  me  Sir,  I  befeech  you,  if  I  happen  to  differ  from  you  in  Opinion,, 
when  I  pofittvely  aiErm,  that  by  all  my  own  Obfervations,  and  the  Scrtttinyl 
have  made  by  inquiring  of  and  converling  with  others,  I  never  yet  found  the 
ieaft  Ground  to  believe  bis  Majefty  had  ever  really  any  Defign  (as  isfalfly  fugf 
gefted)  to  fet  up  arbitrary  Power  or  introduce  Popery,  nor  is  there  any  Shadow 
or  Colour  for  the  Fears  and  Jealou&s  ol  this  Nature  with  which  Mens  Minds 
are  JTo  ftrangely  pofleffed. 

If  his  Majefty  had  ever  defigned  fo  to  govern,  fure  it  would  have  been  (hewn 
at  his  Brft  Return  into  England  to  uke  poffeQion  of  his  royal  Crown  and 
Government  5  for  having  lived  moft  Fart  of  the  Time  of  his  horrid  Siifierin^ 
tmckr  an  illegal  and  unjuft  Banifhment,  in  thofe  Countries  where  the  Gbvern* 
menf  was  abfolute,  or  neareft  to  abfolute  (their  Laws  being  enervated  and  de- 

Erefled  by  their  Princes)  it  might  have  been  reafonably  expefted  he  would  then 
aye  brought  over  (confidering  how  barbaroufly  his  Royal  Father  had  been 
murdered,  and  Bimfelf  and  the  whole  Royal  Family  had  been  dealt  with  in 
their  Exile)  a  Scheme  of  fuch  Government  with  him,  the  which  if  he  bad  done, 
no^  prince  in  Chriftendom  ever  had  fuch  an  Opportunity  to  have  acoom* 
plifhed  the  fame,. as  our  King  then  bad. 

Was  he  not,  upon  his  Return  to  his  Kingdoms,  abfolute  Lord  and  Matter 
of  alfhls  Subjefts  Lives  and  Eftates  by  the  Law  of  the  Land,  occafioned  by 
th^pwri  Forfeitures,  either  by  open  adling,  or  filent  acquielcing  under  the 
latfe'^ebenion,.  Services  done  for,  or  Taxes  paid  to  the  late  Ufurpersi  whereb]^ 
they  were  all  guilty  of  High-Treafon»  and  ftood  in  need  of  his  A^jefty^s  Royai 
Pafdori?  '     ■    '    '      ' 
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Mgkt  int  his  Maiefty,*  after  his  Reftauration  (when  all  his  SqbjeiSls  either 
adoDcd  or  feared  hitn)  being  brought  in  with  the  Hearts  and  mod  zealous' Af-* 
feflioBs:  of  his  Piiople,  have  had  at  that  Time  iany  Thirtg  from  his  ParKamene 
that  he  could  have  demanded  ? 

If  then^forehe  had  then  had  a  Defign  ever  to  govern  arbitrarily,  there  never 
was  fuch  an  Opportunity  for  accompfiihing  thereof^  as  when  he  firft  came  over;' 
when  he  could  not  have  a(ked  that  Sum  of  Money  for  his  prefent  Supply,  or 
annaal  Revenue  for  the  future  Support  of  his  Royal  Prerogative  and  iuch  his 
intended  Government,  but  it  would  have  been  granted  by  his  Friend  in  hopes  ^ 
of  Reward,  and  durft  not  have  been  oppofed  by  his  Enemies  (though  never  (o 
unreafonable)  for  fear  of  being  called  to  account  for  their  Treafons,  no  A61  of 
Oblivion  being  then  pafl^,  of  which  the  meaneft  Subjedt  flood  in  need,  and 
could  not  have  been  long  fafe  without. 

So  that  if  his  Majefty  had  any  Intenrion  ever  (though  not  at  that  Time)  to 
fet  up  for  arbitrary  Government,  he  loft  it  for  want  of  afking,  for  his  Majelly 
well  knew,  that  the  Intereft  he  then  had  in  his  People  was  fuch,  that  he  need 
but  to  have  demanded,  and  it  would  certainly  have  been  given  to  him ;  not- 
withftanding  all  which,  to  (hew  his  Subjeds  that  he  valued  reigning  in  their 
Hearts  and  AflS^lions,  much  more  than  to  be  Mailer  of  their  Lives  and  For- 
tunes, forfeited  to  him  as  aforefaid,  he  was  gracioufly  pleafed  himfelf  toprefs' 
his  two  firft  Parliaments  to  pafs' a  general  A£t  of  Indemnity  (which  they  did 
with  great  Regnet)  and  threw  himfelf  upon  his  Parliaments  for  fuch  Sup« ' 
plies  as  they  then'  thought  neceflary  for  the  prefent  Support  of  the  Go- 
vernment, without  making  any  Bargain,  or  entering  into  any  Capitulation' 
with  them,  as  he  might  have  done,  for  a  conftant  and  certain  Revenue  for 
the  future* 

Nor  did  his  Majelly  (if  he  had  any  fuch  Defign)  deny  himfelf  in  this  Re- 
fped  only,  but  in  many  others  that  were  in  his  Power,  whereby  he  might  have 
enriched  himfelf,  and  brought  immenfe  Sums  of  Money  into  his  Coffers,  to 
have  been  kept  in  readinefs  (whenever  he  had  been  pleafed  to  fet  up  for  fuch  a 
Government)  wherewith  to  have  defrayed  the  nece0ary  Charges  thereof.  As 
for  Inftance : 

His  Majefty  might  have  taken  all  the  Church  Lands  into  his  own  PofTeflion^ 
where  the  Incumbents  were  dead  (and  there  were  very  few  living  when  he  came. 
firft  in)  all  the  Rents  belonged  by  Law  to  him  till  he  filled  up  the  Vacancies, 
and  he  might  have  renewed  all  their  Leafes,  and  taken  the  Fines  to  himfelf, 
(without  doing  any  Wrong)  and  was  offered  850,000/.  for  fo  doing,  as  alfo 
that  the  yearly  Revenue  of  the  Church  (hould  be  doubled,  and  every  Purchafer 
in  Englmd  fatis6ed  (which  would  have  been  a  great  Security  to  his  Govern- 
ment) notwithftanding  all  which,  he  could  not  be  prevailed  with  to  accept  of, 
or  clofe  with  that  Offer. 

Again,  if  his  Majefty  ever  had  any  fuch  DeGgn,  how  eafy  had  it  been  for 
him  to  have  taken  the  fame  Courfe  that  Henry  yli.  and  other  Princes  formerly 
did  ;  and  if  he  had  fo  done  ^when  the  Parliament,  in  a  few  Years  after  his  Re* 
ftauradon^  had  given  him  above  five  Millions  of  Money  to  carry  on  aWar  with 
HoUimdy  how  edfy  had  it  been  for  his  Majefty  to  have  clofed  a  Peace,  got  vaft 
Sums  of  Money  for  fo  doing,  and  put  up  that,  and  the  greateft  Part  of  what 
the  Parliament  had  ^ven  him,  into  his  own  Coffers  •,  whereby,  and  by  Means 

afoie- 
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afarebehtiqned  (had  b^e  boea  parciiMiiiouib  ud  defig^  MifcUef  a»  hii  Sub- 
jcfU>  ieit  tUs  Pay  would  haiw  M  all  the  Com  of  the  Kii^doo  in  hii£x« 
chequer^  and  therewith  o^gj^t  haw»BMreriMi  \i\  Fcopb^i.  ^  oonumoded  their 
Liberties  and  Properties  at  his  Pleafure. 

.  But  our  King's  DeGga  and  Pr^^ice  haih  ^o  hithcflo  (b  far  from  uldng 
this  Cdorle,  that  bis  Subje^  bav^  takan  Occafion  rather  taeMdcaiR  him  lor 
ezpeodinjg  fo  great  a  Treaiurc  as  hadi  been  given  hiR)«  and  yet  ai  the  £uiia 
Tune  rejoice  and  ple^fe  theoifdves  with  tht  Coftfidenitioii  that  )x  is  gjoocv 
accounting  nothing  agreater  Securi^agwl^  arbitrary  Power*  than  their  Pi^oc^ 
being  under  a  Neceflity  to  fly  to  his  People  in  Parhaaocnt  for  Supplies^  opoia 
the  lead  extraordinary  Acxident  or  Emergency  of  State  \  and  though  they  kooWf 
and  are  well  afiured,  this  is  the  King's  prefent  Conditiw^  yet  mod  nuiiciouQy 
would  they  impofe  upon  his  Subjeds,  and  force  thenis  cootraiy  t»  Realpn,  id 
believe  that  he  defigns  to  govern  arbitrarily,  when  at  the  iaise  Time  they  are 
well  afliffed  it  is  impoffible  for  hio)  fo  to  do* 

For  no  Prince  can  govern  arbitrarily  without  a  Force,  nor  raife.and  maiiitm 
fuch  Force  without  Money,  nor  come  at  that  Money  without  Credits  nor  can 
our  King,  if  he  would  fo  govern,  raiie  fuch  Force,  and  get  Money  to  psgF 
them  with,  but  by  the  Confent  of  his  Peo^e  in  Parliament^  neither  can  li^ 
chan^  our  Government  here,  but  by  a  long  Traft  of  Time. 

Wherefore,  no  wife  or  confideriog  Perfon  ou|;ht  or  can  ei^er  believe  (what- 
ever they  fay)  that  his  Majefty  (who  hath  never  attempted  any  fuch  Thing  fioco 
his  Reftauration,  notwithftaoding  the  many  Opportunities  before  meniionod^ 
which  be  had  to  have  facaUtatad  the  Work)  ei|>ectaUy  comiop;  in  after  the 
l^eatcil  Tyrant  that  ever  reigined»  finding  an  Army  ratfed,  which  would  aos 
only  have  ferved  him,  but  made  his  Government  more  tolerable  (being 
agreeable  to  the  Pattern  left  by  Olmtr^  who  raifed  and  kept  them  on  foot),  if 
his  M^yefty,  I  fay,  has  n^leAod  fuch  Opportunities  as  thefe  of  fecting  up  »fai- 
tfs^ry  Government,  in  the  Vigpur  of  his  Youth,  when  newly  married,  in  Height 
of  Reputation,  beloved  and  feared  of  all  both  abroad  and  at  home,  in  EipeAa* 
tfon  of  Ilfue  of  his  own  to  fucceed  him,  and  having  a  Pariiamfioc  to  aflift  him, 
fuch  as  never  any  King  of  England  before  had  (aTarliament  that  would  have 
deny'd  him  nothing  be  Ibould  ever  bavedefired  of  them)  how  can  any  rational 
ftilan  think  or  imagine  he  will  attempt  it  now,  when  his  Excheouer  is  empty, 
his  keputadon  (by  the  horrid,  falfe  and  fcandalous  Mifreprefentactons  aforefakl) 
low,  and  himfelf  grown  in  Years,  and  without  Iffue  of  his  own  to  inherit, 
cfpecialiy  at  this  Time,,  when  his  Kingdoms  are  awakened  and  on  their  Guaid 
too{^feit? 

.  The  rather  ought  we  not  to  brieve  this,  if  we  ferioufly  confider  what  moft 
IVf en,  certainly  know  to  be  truCy  which  is,  that  our  King  is  a  Prince  of  a  moft 
peaceable  Difpofltion,  merciful  in  his  Nature,  hating  Cruelty,  Oppreffion  and 
Trouble  i  a  Prince  min  whom  (as  the  Author  of  that  Saying  moft  truly  faid, 
and  by  Experience  hath  fince  foiUKl)  thi  Unfortunaie  fall  gentfy  \  if  fo,  then 
ought  no  Man  eaiUy  to  believe  that  he  Aiould  now  diveft  himfelf  of  his.Glory, 
by  chan^ng  his  Nature  and  DifpoGtion,  to  live  the  Reoiainder  of  his  Time  in 
Gonfufion  and  Trouble,  and  pafs  from  that  Eftateof  Happinefs  and  Sacuritjj 
which  he  now  ei^ys  in  the  Affections  of  his  People,  to  a  Neceffity  of  being^ 
afraid  of  all  Mankind^  a»d  beholden  to  the  Affiftanee  of  an  Amy  for  his  futive 
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Security  (which  is  the  Height  of  Shvcry)  a  Prince  under  their  6uird  md 
Protection  being  as  unfecure  as  his  People,  and  as  much  at  their  Mercy  a^  dbe 
MomoH  and  Ottoman  Princes  ever  were. 

Neither  can  fuch  vain  Fancy  enter  into  any  Man*s  Mind  that  hath  conf- 
mon  Senfe,  fo  as  to  create  in  him  a  Belief  thereof,  when  he  (hall  conJGder 
iR^hat  Laws  his  Majefty  hath  paffed  for  fecuring  the  Liberty  of  the  Sub- 
jeft  again*  the  Bugbear  of  arbitrary  Power,  which  fo  many  pretend  to  be 
afraid  of. 

I.  To  wit,  The  Petition  of  Right  againft  quartci^ing  Sfoldiers,  by  which  all 
Right  of  marching  with  an  Arniy,  without  Money  wherewith  conftantly  to  de- 
fray their  Quarters,  is  taken  away,  and  without  an  Army  there  is  no  Danger  of 
arbitrary  Government. 

II.  The  Aft  for  taking  away  the  Courts  of  Wards  and  Liveries,  and  that  far 
the  Sale  of  Fee  Farm  Rents,  before  which  moft  Subjefts  hdd  their  Lands  of  the 
King,  and  were  obliged  to  do  him  Suit  and  Service,  and  their  Children,  during 
their  Minority,  liable  to  be  his  Wards,  from  all  which  they  are  now  di? 
charged. 

III.  The  Habeas  Corpus  Bill,  in  pafling  whereof  his  Majefty  hath  in  a  Mannc< 
at  once  difcharged  all  his  menial  Servants  froxti  his  Royal  Proteftion,  and  put 
it  out  of  his  own  Power  to  imprrfon  any  fu%efted  Perion,  fo  as  to*  hoW  him 
long,  though  for  Treafon  itfelr. 

Thefe  were  the  Afts  the  Wiflfcmr  of  our  Parfiaments  conceived  beft  for  the 
Security  of  the  Subjefts  againff  arbitrary  Power  and  Government,  and  thefii 
Afts  dieKtng  moft  readily  condefcended  to  pafs  ;  and  now  to  imagine  he  ihoulil 
defign  a  Change  of  Govemmenc,  were  to  conclude,  he  follows  Counfels  and 
takes  Meafures  unknown  to  all  Ages  before,  and  contrary  to  all  former  Elxam- 
ploa ;  2snA  itaigues  great  Ptxffllanimity  m  his  Subuefts,  to  be  afraid  of  that  which 
(morally  ipeakmg>  is  in  it's  own  Mature  impolliblfe. 

The  rather  for  that  his  Majefty  might  (as  I  faid'  before^  have  carved 
but  a  ftanding  Revenue  at  his  firft  Reftauration,fufRcient  to  have  fupported  fuch 
»  Government  as  we  fear;  but  to  (hew  he  had  no  fuch  Intention  he  contented 
himfelf  with  a  Revenue,  the  greatefli'  Part  whereof  is  only  for  his  Life  fas  the 
Cuftoms^  and  accepted  of  the  Hereditary  Part  of  Excife,  amounting  but  tp 
joo,ooo  /.  ptrAmum^  in  lieu  of  his  Court  of  Wards  and  Liveries  (which  waa 
of  twice  that  yearly  Value)  befides  the  Intereft  he  had  thereby  in  almoft  all  his 
Stibjefts  Eftatcs. 

If  then  his  Majefty  hath  hitherto  done  nothing  tending  to  the  fctting  up  the 
Government  pretended  to  be  feared  (for  it  can  be  but  a  Pretence)  tho*  he 
hath  fometimes  had  twdM!iIlions,and  never  till  of  late  lefs  than  about  1,500^00  /. 
per  Annnms  certainly  having  now  not  much  above  a  Million  per  jinnum  (and  no 
Power  to  raife  any  but  by  Atfl  of  Parliament,  and  his  Parliament  of  late  "^cars 
been  fo  unkind  as  to  give  him  nothing)  it*s  Nonfenfe  and  malidous  for  any  Maa 
to  talk  (and  as  great  Polly  to  believe;  that. there  Ihould  now  be  a  Defigp  on 
foot  tofetup  or  introduce  a  new  Method  of  Government. 

In  my  Opinion  it  is  fo  far  from  it,  that  the  aforefaid  A6ts  have  taken  away 
all  P6flftbility  thereof,  turned  things'  to  another  Extreme,  and  fo  limited  the 
Civxl^Magiftrates  Power,  that  in  many  Cafes  they  will  find  it  difficult  to  main^ 
tain  die  Government  in  fo  headftrong  aad'ftubborn  an  Age  as  ours  now  is.

^  This  tkat  hath  been  faid,  being  ferioufly  conGdered,  I  hope  will  leave  room 
fti  no  A&n^  for  fo  much  as  a  Sufpicion  or  Jealoufy  of  any  Defign  In  the  King 
IBo  lotrDdiice  arbitrary  (joremment^  without  which  it  is  i9{>oflible  to  fet  up 
Pepiery,  or  bfade  Liberty  and  Property. 

.  *  Not  but  I  muft  acknowledge  and  oonfefs  there  hath^  fince  his  Majefty*s  happ| 
Keftauration,  been  fome  things  done  which  feemed  to  have  a  Tendency  to  ail 
thefe  MifchieFs  ;  thefe  I  (hall  briefly  give  Account  of,  (hew  how  they  came 
aboift5  the  evil  El&ft  they  have  had^  what  Inconveniencies  they  have  occaG- 
looedy  who  advifed  thofe  Oounfels  and  fince  have,  endeavoured  to  bring  his 
Msjefty,  his  Ministers  and  Government  in  Contempt  with  his  People,  for  the 
Miichiefs  that  have  happened  as  the  Events  and  HlCbnANpiences  of  fuch  their 
own  pernicious  Machinations. 

And  when  I  have  done  with  this  Pointi  I  ihall  endeavour  to  fliew  how  little 
Danger  there  is  of  Popery  coming  into  England^  tho'  a  Popifh  Succeflbr  (hould 
happen,  and  that  all  the  Noife  made  atx>ut  it»  is  only  a  DeGgn  let  on  foot 
by  the  French  King,  and  managed  by  hisPenfioners,  in  fecretConjundion  with 
our  Male-contents,  and  Men  of  Common* wealth  Principles,  on  purpofe  to  create 
Jealoufies,  Fears,  and  Troubles  amongft  us,  and  hinder  our  King  and  his 
People  from  uniting,  till  the  FrtncbKxt^  hath  made  his  Game  fure,  finifh'dhis 
Conquefts,  deftrc^ed  the  Proteftants  and  their  Religion  abroad,  chat  with  the 
more  Eafe  he  may  deftroy  us  and  it  together  in  Engkmd\  and  I  will  endeavour 
to  denx>nftrate  that  nothing  elfe  can  be  defigned  by  moft  of  the  hot-headed 
Gentlemen  (whatever  Pretence  they  make  to  the  contrary)  who  fpend  their  whde 
Time  in  keeping  feveral  Companies  purpofely  to  exdaimagainft  his  Majefty,  his 
Minifters  and  Government^  but  to  promote  Pc^ry  (which  they  fo  cry  out  s^ainft ) 
and  to  advance  the  Popifli  Intereft  (which  they  fo  much  pretend  to  fear)  and  fliew 
that  they  are  ruining  the  Proteftants  and  their  Religion,  even  when  they  fo  highly 
inveigh  againft  Popery  andJhpifts,  and  therefore  by  true  Proteftants  ought 
to  be  avoided  as  Wolves  and  Bears  defigning  to  devour  them. 

The  moft  remarkable  Flaffages  that  have  happened,  and  which  Grft  occaGon* 
ed  thefe  JealouGes  and  Feais,  of  introducing  arbitrary  Power  and  Popery, 
were  traniafted  aly>ut  lo  Years  fince;  I  will  mention  them  briefly,  and  leave 
the  Reader  to  rec^llofi:  who  ftaer'd  then  at  the  Helm»  in  whofe  Cabals  thofe 
Refolutions  were  not  only  odcen,  but  by  whom  alfo  they  afterwards  were  put  in 
Execution. 

Firft,  his  Majefty's  gracious  Declaration  for  fulpending  all  penal  Laws,  and 
granting  Indulgence  to  Diflenters,  the  only  Thing,  to  my  remembrance,  done^ 
fince  the  King's  Reftauration,that  had  the  leaftTendency  to  the  fetting  up  arbitrary 
Power  or  Popeiy  ;  and  this  I  mvi^coTiitb  prima  facie  feemed  to  aim  at  both, 
tho*  neither  of  them  was,  as  I  believe,  defigned  by  the  King,  who  granted  the 
fame  on  no  other  Account,  than  fcH*  the  Eafe  of  Proteftant  Diflenters,  and  upon 
their  Soliciution  ;  therefore  ought  rather  to  have  been  with  all  Humility  and 
Thankfulnefs  accepted  and  acknowledged  as  his  Majefty  *s  great  Grace  and  Fa- 
vour, than  with  fuch  high  Ingratitude  turned  upon  the  King  to  his  Prejudice, 
and  the  Difadvantage  and  Diflionour  of  his  Government. 

It  is  undoubtedly  in  the  Power  of  the  King  by  his  Royal  Prerogative  to  dtf* 
penfe  with  the  Penalty  of  any  Statute  whatfoeverpr^  bacvice^  updn  any  Emev- 
gency  of  State  ('where  the  Matter  difpenfed  with  is  not  nu^im  infe^  but  only

Biic'to  fufpend  a  Law  it  i&  the  Nature  of  an  Olmgatioa,  atid  he  that*  eta 
dteogatp  may  as  weU  affiime  the  B:>wer*of  making  Laws  i  and  chat  fmcA  who 
hath  Power  to  make  one^  may  make  any  Law  i  if  any  Law5  a  Law  to  ratftf 
Money  and  Forces  $  and  that  i^ince  tfau  hath  foch  Authority  (hail  nevef  nieed 
call  a  Piarliament,  he  himfelf  having  Power  to  raife  what  Money  and  Force 
he  fiiall  think  ik^  njpa  may  gorem  his  SubjeAs  arbi&arily  at  his'  Royal 
Pleafure. 

This  was  the  chief  Reafoo  why  the  next  fiicceding  Parlianiimr  afEer  this  De-    ^ 
claration  was  iflued  (tho^  they  were  willing  Difleni^  Proteftants  (boiikl  have 
had  Eafe)  addie&*d  his  Mflgefty  for  the  cancelling  that  DeclaratioiK  to  which 
Addrefi  his  Majefty  waa  moft  gracioufly  plea&d  to  ^ve  hisRoyal  Cohoeflion  i 
i>ut  a  fecond  Ground  of  fuch  Addrefs  appeared  t?o  be  ■  ■ 

The  Confideration  the  Parliament  had,  that  the  faid  Declaration  fuTpended 
^all  Sanguinary  and  Pecuniary  Laws  s^ainft  Priefts,  Jeftiits  and  ^apifta,  which, 
if  condnued  long,  might  filently  and  by  Decrees  haM  introduced  Popery,  and 
4:aufed  it's  Growth  amongft  us ;  this  they  had  great  Reafon  to  fufped  might  be 
defignedby  fome  c^thofe  whoadvifed  the  King  thereto,  who  now  endeavour 
to  throw  the  Odium  Cdue  to  themfelves  for  fuch  pernicious  Counrek)-  uj^n  the 
King  (whoour  Law  fays  can  do  no  Wrong.) 

Again,  wha  was  it  that  about  the  (ame  Time  adtrifed  the  fluitting  up  the  Ex- 
chequer^ when  fo  many  thoufands  of  his  Majefty*s  Loyal  Sub^ds  whole 
Efl-ates  and  Fortunes  were  lodged  thercnn  for  Security  ;  than  which  no  Security 
in  England  was  better,  till  this  Stop  of  Payments  was  prevailed  for  ? 

Who  was  it  that  when  they  had  given  this  Advice  (and  the  fame  was  agreed 
imto)  ftopt  the  Deckriftg  thereof  for  feveral  Days,  dll  they  had  drawn  their 
own  Money  Out  of  ihe  Bankers  Hands,  well-knowing  fuch  Stop muft  ruin 
them,  aBd  refodving  they  would  not  lofe  any  thing  themfelves  by  w4Mit  they 
had  advifed  the  King  to  do,  to  the  utter  Ruin  of  fo  many  of  their  Fellow* 
Tobjefts? 

Was  there  ever  fo  high  a  Violation  of  Property  committed  inany  Age,  as  this^ 
•or  any  thing  done  befides  this,  fince  his  Majefty*s  Reftauradon,  teriding  in  the 
Jeaft  to  invade  the  feme  f 

When  this  Was  pur  in  Execution,  and  the  Creditors  of  the  Biankers  began  to 
ikeifor  their  Moneys  and  they  flew  into  Chancery  for  Injunftions,  which  were 
denied  by  the  Lord  Keeper  BtklgHmni  as  beii^  conbary  to  Law,  who  wasf 
it"  advifed  his  M^efty  to  remove  his  Lordlhlp  from  the  Seal  for  his 
Tiffnidky  f  Who  wasic  tiut  afterwards  fucceeding  him  in  that  Offikre  granted 
the  If^u^'k)ns  btffoite)  denied,  aildc&ndnued  tHem  till  he  khew  the  Seal  was 
Itte  to^Jtetaftoenffom-hlmf)  when  to  ingratiate!  hiaMf^  n^ifh  the  P&pulace  he 
diflblved  the  fame  ?

This  hath  occafioned  the  Lofs  of  fome  hundred  thl^uiands  of  Chriftian  Lives;, 
exhaufted  the  Treafure  o(  England^  as  well  as  aU  Em^i  befides,  wakened  the 
Froteftant  Interefl:  throughout  the  World,  and  ftrangely  advanced  the.  Growths 
and  Power  of  France^  help'd  htm  in  all  his  late  Conquefts,  and  made  hire  ac 
this  Day  (whoi^tbjQpommon  and  gr^d  Eoemy  to^he  Prpteftant  Religion), 
a  Terror  to^all  Nations  about  him;  as  well  as  a  moft  cruel  Perfecutorof  alijiis.

and  advance  it  to  the  Height)  the  better  to.  im|irove  the  (ame  to  their  owiit 
Advantage.

wbcrem  tht<y  reprefcnted,  hpw  dangerous  a  Conclition  they  were  In  by  reafon 
ofchejncrtafc  of  that  King's  Power,  with'  whonj  they  feemingly  prefss*d  his 
Mwcfty  ta  Aake  War;  tho*  certainly  they  oever  intended  he  Ihould  fo  dp  >  for 
if  they  had,  they  would  have  endeavoured  to  have  gotten  him  the  Sinews^ 
thereof,  to  wit.

poffibk.  tO'  jsndtceive  them,  and  ihew  how  they  have  been  impofed  upon  to 
thdr  Br^udiee,  and  that  all  Repom  of  bis  Majefty's  Defign  to  invade  JUberty 
fMMi^lVapenDy,  and  introduce  Popery  and  arbitrary  Power,  were  faUe,  then  would 
tlieiOng^haVe  their  Hearts  entire  coc  himfelf,  confequently  their  Puffes,  and 
could neveirfaiil  of  fufficient  Subfidies  for  Support  of  his  Prerogative  and

arbitrary  Power  from  being  fet  up  over  iis^  and  that  ail  the  World  ooay  fee' 
that  their  Adtions  (when  laid  open)  have  no  Tendency  to  the  Advancement' 
ef  the  Proteftant  fctereft,  or  fecuring  us  againft'  the  Growth  of  Popery,  tw* 
so  deliver  'U9  iVom'the  Grievances  they  pretend  the  Kingdom  groans  fo  mudtr 
under,  give  me  L^ave  cb  ofier  to  your  ferious  CboBderations  theie  few^  foliow««r 
ing*  Particulars:

and  that  would  beget  fuch  Pity  and  Ccmpaffion  towards  thofe,  as  would  put 
them  upon  petitioning  his  Majefty  for  Mercy  to  the  few  PapiAst  inEn^hud^ 
and  to  ftop  their  Conviftions^  upon  their  prcfent  Profecutions  for  fomo  Time,/ 
rather  than  to  fuffer  Multitudes  of  Proteftants,  and  that  Reli^ony^to  be  de^' 
ftroyed  abroad;  merely  to  enrich  themfdves,  by  receiving  Shares  of  the^ 
Eftates  of  Papifts  convided  here  •,  fuch  Pity  would  be  more  acceptable  to  Qod^ 
more  agreeable  to  the  Spirit  of  a  true  Ptoteftant,  more  for  the  HomMirof 
that  Religion,  and  in  the  End  prove  as  advantageous  to  their  privaoc  Inteitfta^^ 
in  this  World.  —J 

Did  thefe  bufy  Gentlemen  I  fpeak  of  defign  Good  to  EngUmdi  ddlre  its.^fo<-^ 
^rity,  or  promote  the  Proteftant  Intereft,  and  had  believed  the  Kingdenil^iD> 
fuch  Danger  of  Popery  and  arbitrary  Power,  or  that  the  Subjefts  had  foAmd^ 
under  fuch  Grievances,  as  they  endeavour  to  reprefent  to  the  Pei^c^'^ 
then  certainly,  ever  fince  their  Apprehenfion  of  fuch  Danger,  they  upon  sites 
opening  of  every  Parliament,  or  SdSon  of  Parliament^  would  hav«  put  thcr^ 
itvenil  Members  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  (as  well  as  the  Lords)  upon  a

(ttrti^gto:  JPerfi>n$  ta  whom  they  owed  Piqudke^  aa  being  his  Majefty  *a  Servantt 
and  SUbnifteiB. 

'  Tfaeie  upon  common  Famey  before  heaidt  or  Witntflaa  txamined  agatnft 
tlicm»  m\jQi  ba  rcnyoved  from  the  King's  Pitfence  and  Ctoncik  for  ever,  on 
Addrciie^from  thq  Houfe  of  Commons,  no  Bedy  knew  for  what»  fkre  Pandea 
^d  Imaginations. 

9ut  fome  of  them  bebg  too  great,  and  their  Integrities  and  Abilities  for  his 
Msuffty's  Service  better  knpwn  to  him  than  them,  his  Majefty  didnot  think  fit 
to  remove  th/Qm. 

>  Thereupon  Ibme  of  thefe  worthy  Patriots  of  their  Country,  for  feveral  SeA 
fions  of  Parliament,  made  it  their  Bufinefs  to  do  nothing  (ave  to  contrive  Bif- 
fesMces  between  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  \  for  which  PurpoTe  they  quef- 
tioned  the  Lords  Jurifdidion  in  Matten  of  Appeals,  particularly  in  the  Cafes 
fiSberlj  and  Fag^  and  others,  which  Controverfy  they  carried  fo  high  that  Sir 
Jebn  Fagy  and  feveral  Lawyers,  were  committed  by  the  Hoofe  of  Commons 
to  the  Tower,  for  only  appearing  before  the  Lords  at  their  Bar,  and  owning 
their  Judicature  in  Cafes  of  Appeals  from  Courts  of  Equity;  this  fingle 
^oint  caufed  feveral  Prorogations,  and  rendered  feveral  Seflknis  fruitlefst 
though  the  fame  was  never  before  called  in  Queftion  fince  his  Majefty's  Re- 
i^uration. 

Now  if  thofe  Gentlemen,  who  fo  Mghly  concerned  themfelves  in  thefe  Mat« 
terS|  had  been  of  fuch  publick  Spirits  as  to  fpend  their  Time  in  laying  open 
the  Dangfsrs  they  apprehended  we  were  in,  Md  the  Grievances  we  fufoed 
under,  with  Delign  to  have  prevented  thofe  Dangers,  and  ledreffed  tbQffe 
Qrie^ances,  they  would  certainly  have  applied  to*  the  feveral  Members  of  Parlu- 
ment,  prefled  for  Moderation,  deGred  them  to  avoid  all  Ifeats  and  Paffion% 
and  to  Ip^  into  the  Plot,  fearch  it  to  the  BottosH  try  the  Lords  in  the 
TWver,  examine  the  Truth  of  the  feveral  Grievances  complained  of^  find 
Means  to  prevent  the  0anger  of  the  former,  and  fecure  us  for  the  future: 
isgainft^  the  latter ;  in  doing  wh^eof  they  muft  neceflarily  have  found  who  had 
Qccafioned  both :  And  after  fecuring  the  Subjedts^  then.to  have  fallen  on  the  Per- 
fons  guilty,  would  have  been  more  proper ;  for  if  then  thefe  Perfons  had  beeft 
too  gfea(  for  the  Pariiamenr,  and  procured  Prorogations  and  Diflbhittons,  yeC 
had  the  Parlmment  dKcharged  their  Confciencea,  done  their  Duty,  pre» 
ferved  iheir  tountry,  and  deferved  Thanks  and  Honour  from  thofe  they  x;^ 
prefented. 

Bat  to  fall  Upon  forticidar  Peribna  firft,  and  to  do  nothing  for  our  Security 
becaufe  they  could  not  hare  their  Ends  againft  thofe  Perfons  they  had  Prejudjc^ 
t^  \  give  mi  LeaM  to  %  for  them,  to  be  perfuaded  to  this  Method  ofPtor. 
c^^iMh  if  my  Af^prfhenfiofi^  did  not  arguethat.either  they  themfelves,.  or: 
i^it.ptr^miih^  in^med  them  of  the  Grievwcss  and  Dangers*  the  Nation, 
iilid'i^  ttei«^ci^,beMeTed,t|ie  Truth  of  etth^rr.  and  if  fo^  then  was  it  a.

If  really  there  were  at^  tbofe  Timer  filch  Grievante  and  Dangers  iM  teph^ 
fented,  how  could  the  Parliament  hahre  anfwered  it  to  God  and  their  CdkMxj^ 
if  through  their  private  Heats  and  Anhnofities  the  Mifchiefe  threacenfid  (and 
which  the  Nation  feared)  had  fallen  upon  us  ?  If  they  had  then  befieredt  our 
Das^  to  be  fo  grtaf^aa  titty idiifibwled  it  t^  and  hadnotknown  that  more 
Noiie  and  Qainour  waslmiu)QKhknlheii;e  was  j^  Occafion  fbr^  I  am  of  Opinioiit 
they  would)  for.thairdwn-|16ifMi  at  well  as  the  publick  Good,  have  firilicbr 
deavoured  to  have  fecured  our  future  Happinefs,  rather  than  has^mied  theialKier 
out  of  Tome  prtv^Piquetheyihad  to  pM-ticular  Perfbns.  ^ 

Again,  if  theie  Gendcmeh»by  the  &ideavours'theyufed  to  have  obtained  an- 
Aft  for  fecluding  Iiis  Royal  Highnefs  from  the  Imperial  Crown  of  £^Aiff^  had: 
defigned  tofecure  the  Prcit^nt  Relig^n  from  a  Popifli  Succeflbr,  lud  that  (I 
fay)  been  their  fingle  Intention^  certainly  they  would  have  made  theAftgene-*^: 
ral,  to  bar  for  the  future  all  Perfons  of  the  PopiQi  Religion  from  inheriting  or 
wearing  the  Imperial  Crown  bi  England  %  but  to  bring  in  a  Bill  againft  James 
Duke  of  Tork  alone  by  N4me,  and  that  whether  he  be  Papift  or  Proteftant  at 
the  Time  of  the  King's  Death  (provided  he  (hould  happen  to  furvive  him) 
this  Kind  of  Procedure  feems  rather  to  be  the  Effedt  of  the  Malice  and  Revenge 
of  fome  particular  Perfons  againft  the  Duke's  Perfon  (who  have  gone  lb  hx 
that  they  judge  they  cannot  be  (afe  if  ever  he  reigns)  than  a  Defign  to  fecure^ 
the  Proteftant  Religion  againft  a  Popifti  Succellbr. 

For  firft.  If  fuch  a  Bill  was  pafled,  and  his  Royal  Highnefs  (hould  die  before 
the  King,  that  Aft  dies  with  him. 

Secondly,  If  the  Duke  furvive  the  King,  he  being  near  as  old,  it  cannot 
foe  expefted  he  (hould  live  lon^  after  him,  fo  it  would  do  little  Good ;  nor  will  it 
be  any  great  Security  to  the  Kingdom,  to  have  him  bar'd  and  no  Body  elfe. 

Befides,  the  Offering  of  fuch  Bill  Was  unmannerlv,  and  put  a  Hard(hip^ 
upon  the  King,  to  exclude  by  a  Law  his  only  Brother  from  inheriting  the 
Crown  of  England  though  he  (hould  be  a  Proteftant,  and  at  the  feme  Time 
(out  of  Zeal  to  the  Promotion  and  Prefervation  of  the  Proteftapt  Religion) 
leave  Room  for  the  King  of  Spain  (or  any  other  Popifli  Succeflbr,  except  the 
Duke  of  Tork)  to  fucceed  our  prefent  Kingt  and  bring  in  the  Span\/k  Inquifi- 
tion  with  him. 

What  favours  this  of,  or  looks  it  like,  but  a  malicious  Defigp  of  particular 
Perfons  againft  the  Duke  of  Tork  f  I  am  certain  I  can  Bnd  nothing  of  a  real 
Del^n  in  it  to  fecure  the  Proteftant  Religion  and  Intereft. 

Whereas,  if  the  Bill  had  been  made  general,  to  have  barred  a)l  Popi(h  Suc-^, 
ceflbrs,  it  would  have  been  more  excufable,'  and  might  perhaps  have  bem  judged 
the  EffeA  of  the  Parliament's  Care  of  the  Proteftant  Intereft,  |md  it  may  be 
would  not  have  appeared  fo  difficult  for  the  King  to  have  paflbdt  if  he  had  found  : 
Reafen  to  believe  it  for  his  Subjedts  Good,  and  with  Tendency  to  the  Security 
and  Happinels  of  his  Kingdoms. 

Becaufe,  in  fuch  Cafe  his  Majefty  had  done  his  Royal  Broth«r  110  ^raf«^  ^^ 
had  only  by  Advice  of  Pariiament  pafs*d  a  general  Law  for  the  publick  Good  jand 
Security  of  his  Kingdoms,  that  could  neither  hurt  the  Duke  or  bar  him  the 
Succelfion,  without  his  own  Confent  by  declaring  himfelf  a  Pkpift.

.  ]^fid9».  if  this  fiill  had  pafled  into  an  AA,  what  would  it  have  %uficdlf 
Have  noi  many  of  the  Ake  Nature  been  pais'd  againft  feireral  forxner  Princes,  wbci^ 
notwithftanding  thereof,  afterwards  lived  to  fway  the  Scepter  in  thia  Kingdom  P 

Ikmw  thai  tbiy  ^ili  ieiljou  iiey  denned  So  bavificonded  ibis  Bill  wi$ba»^ 
otUr  f9r  an  Jff^ciaiioH^  wberely  to  baw  enabUd  tbe  People  to  keep  the  Duh  outl 
ty  Forci^  md  perhaps  tbey  would  boot  been  as  angry  and  unea^  too  if  that  bad  noi 
pafedy  wbicb  tf  it  bad^  tben  migbt  tbey  baue  prefently  dethroned  bis  M^efiy^  the 
prefent  Poffejfor  of  tbe  Crown^  and  that  with  as  much  Eafe  and  Jufiice  as  tbey  can 
binder  bis  Royal  Brother  from  Jiueeeding  bim^  and  thereby  entail  a  War  dme^icht 
and  foreign  upon  tbe  Kingdom. 

Pray  confider  whoever  fets  up  againft  his  Royal  Highnefs's  Title  muft  hav< 
at  lead  50,000  Horfe  and  Foot  conftantly  in  Arms  to  defend  himfeif,  and 
keep  the  Crown  on  his  Head  \  for  the  Duke  is  an  excellent  Soldier,  a  Gentle- 
man of  perfonal  Valour  and  Refolution^  a  Prince  of  great  Condu^  and  Intereft 
(beloved  both  abroad  and  at  home)  therefore  cannot  want  Supplies  from  his 
Friends  here,  or  the  Aid  of  foreign  Princes  (at  lead  of  thofe  who  are  allied 
to  him)  to  affift  him  in  recovering  his  Right,  which  perhaps  may  entail 
upon  us  another  War  for  fifty  Years,  and  the  Miferies  attending  the  iame^ 
fuch  as  that  formerly  between  tbe  two  Houfes  of  ^ork  znd  Lancafier  i  and 
if  fuch  an  Army  muft  be  raifed  (though  no  War  happen)  muft  not  the  Peo* 
pie  of  England pzy  them?  and  what  that  will  coft,  or  what  arbitrary  Pow^r 
that  Prince  may  fet  up  that  hath  fuch  an  Army  at  his  Devotion,  I  leave  to 
Judgment. 

•  Confider  whether  thofe  that  advife  to  this  Courfe  of  Procedure  be  Friends,  to 
their  Country  and  the  Proteftant  Religion,  take  care  to  preferve  tbe  Liberty  and 
Property  of  the  Subjefb,  or  rather,  whether  they  are  not  fuch  as  put  us  upon 
Methods  to  deftroy  them  all,  lay  us  open  to  arbitrary  Power  (as  we  were  in 
the  Time  of  the  late  horrid  Rebellion)  and  to  all  the  Piunderings,  Free-quar*" 
ters  (Taxes  of  60,000  /.  per  Month,  as  was  raifed  by  Oliver  and  his  Council 
without  a  Parliament)  Sequeftrations,  Decimations,  Imprifonments,  Banilh* 
ments,  &r.  God  knows  how  many  Mifchiefs  more  may  enfue  upon  fuch  Force 
being  raifed,  and  maintained  as  a  (landing  Army  amongft  us»  as  is  abfolutely 
neceflary  to  be  kept  on  foot  if  the  Succeflion  be  altered. 

I  cannot  believe  any  honed  Man,  who  is  really  a  Proteftant,  loyal  to  the 
King,  loves  his  Country,  and  defires  its  Intereft,  Happinefs  and  Peace,  ef« 
pecially  if  he  lived  in  the  Times  of  the  late  inteftine  War,  and  beheld  the  Mi- 
leries  the  Nation  then  groaned  under,  can  or  will,  if  he  has  any  Eftate  orTradCi 
ever  deflre  a  Change  of  Government  in  England^  or  a  Neceifity  of  having  a 
ftanding  Army  to  fupport  that  (Sovernmenf  (which  neceflarily  this  Bill  defired, 
for  altering  the  Succeflion,  muft  have)  therefore  none  but  fome  few  Male^ 
contents,  or  fuch  as  defire  the  Deftrudlion  of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  will  purfue 
the  &me  any  further. 

Having  dope  with  thjs  Point,  and  (hewn  how  ridiculous  it  is  for  Men  to 
diftra£l  their  Minds  with  the  Fear  or  Apprehenfion  of  his,  Majefty's  governing 
ti$>itrai;iiy,  I  proceed  to  tbefecond  Thi|igpropofed,  and  hope  to  demonftrate  by 
Reaibn^  that  we  are  in  as  little  JPaog^r  of  Popery,  prevailing,  howbeit  a  Popilh 
Siicceffixr  hereafter  ihould.  happen  to  inherit  Uie  Imperial  Crown  of , this  Reainu

\  Before  I  enter  apon  this,  give  tne  ]>ave  (for  my  own  Juftificadon,  and  to 
prevent  being  cenfured  by  the  Reader)  folcmnly  to  dtelare,  in  the  Pi-cfence  of 
Almighty  God  and  the  whole  World,  That  I  am  a  Proteftant,  and  have  been 
bred  xip  in  that  Religion  from  my  Youth;  I  am  fo  far  from  Being  a  Papift, 
that  to  my  Remembrance  I  never  was  in  any  Church,  Chappel,  or  other 
place  where  Mafs  was  faid,  or  the  Popifh  Religion  cxercifed^  during  fuch  Ser- 
vice being  performed ;  I  have  an  equal  Love  and  Efteem  for  all  ProteftantSj 
though  of  difierent  Perfuafions,  fo  that  they  be  confcientious  and  religious,  and 
iubmit  to  Government  y  and  I  would  have  them  allowed  all  Liberty,  fo  long 
as  they  ufe  it  not  to  the  Difturbance  of  publick  Peace,  or  the  Government  of 
Church  and  State ;  therefore  1  hope  a  charitable  Interpretation  will  be  made  of 
what  is  here  oiFered  to  Confideration,  fince  I  argue  (not  out  of  any  Approbation 
of  the  Fbpiffa  Religion,  or  Defirc  of  its  being  eftablifli'd  here,  or  to  live  to  fee 
a  Popifh  King  reign  over  us,  nof  out  of  any  Prejudice  to  any  Proteftant  DiC- 
fenter,  but^  merely  to  quiet  the  Minds  of  thofe  who  diftradl  thcmfelves  withjea- 
Joufies  of  Popery  over-running  the  Kingdom,  if  ever  a  Popifli  Succeffor  (hould 
reign  over  us,  knowing  how  dangerous  it  may  be  to  the  Proteftant  Religion 
for  Protcftants  to  be  mifled  by  fuch  idle  Perfuafions. 

Suppoie  fuch  a  Popifh  Succeftbr  fhould  happen,  the  Queftion  then  will  "be^ 
Whether  that  Prince  or  his  Subjefts  will  fuflPcr  moft  ? 

I  am  of  Opinion  that  a  Prince  of  that  Religion  will  find  hfmfelf  very  uneafy, 
and  reign  with  great  DifiBculty  over  the  Englijh  and  Scotch  Nations,  whatevejp 
he  may  do  over  Irekmdy  there  being  in  the  two  former  one  hundred  rroteftai^ 
for  one  Papift,  though  in  Ireland  wxhzp&  there  are  ten  Papifts  for  one  Protpftknt  i 
and  yet  even  in  that  Kingdom  will  it  not  be  in  his  Power  to  eftablifh  die  Komti 
Heligion,  or  invade  his  Subjefts  Liberty  and  Property,  much  lefs'to  nurt  u^  in 
England  in  cither  of  thefe  Particulars, 

It  hath  been  6bfcrvcd  in  Hrftory,  that  Princes  of  the  weakeft  Titles  havp 
always  yieUed  to  the  beft  Laws,  complying  with  their  Pdbple,  and  compoun^^ 
ing  with  them  for  the  Government.  , 

If  a  Popifh  Prince  ever  happen  to  reign  iri  England^  though  he  be  right  anil 
lawful  Heir  both  by  Birth  and  Succeflion,  yet  will  his  Religion  render  him  fuf- 
pcfted^by  his  People  of  having  a  Defign  to  change  theirs^  and  invade  their  Pro* 
perties  (confifting  much  in  Abbey  and  Monaftery  Lands),  fo  they  will  always 
keep  him  as  uneafy  as  they  can,  and  never  give  him  Revenue  fufficient  toolaipr 
tain  fuch  Power  arid  Force  as  fliall  endanger  them.  -  ^ 

And  when  the  King  (to  whom  I  befeech  Almighty' God  to  grant  a  long 
Life  and  happy  Reign)  fhall  happen  to  die,  his  whole  Revenue  excepting  about 
450,000/.  per  Annum  determines  with  him;  fo  that  if  his  Royal  Ktighnefs  furr 
vive  him  and  be  King,  he  will  «ot  (with  all  his  own  prefent  Revenue  joined  to 
that  of  the  Crown  j  have  above  550,000/.  per  Annum.  . 

How  can  any  rational  Man  then  believe,  that  with  that  Revenue  he  will  be 
able  to  raife  and  maintain  fuch  Force  as  muft  neceffarily  be  kept  on  foot  for  his 
own  Security,  if  he  goes  about  to  change  the  Government,  or  alter  the  ][leIi^on 
<)f  the  Kingdom  eftabliftied  by  Law? 

Oui»prefent  King,  though  he  hath  had  a  Revenue  of  two  Millions,  or  a  MII7 
lion  and  a  Half  yearly,  and  now  has  above  a  'MxXYion.per  Awumy^^^ 
attempted  fuch  Alterations  and  ftall  the  puke  of  Tork'X^xi^^tin^  he* had  a

'  Object.  I  allow  the  Duke  witbfucb  a  Revenue  cannoi  ^/  us^  Ht  iirFTtach 
Kiffg  having  at  haft  200^000  Men  in  ySrms^  and  4  Revmme  Jiffii^m  /v  pe^Jbem^ 
and  being  obliged  to  keep  tbofe\Armies  employed  abroad^  to  fr^nt  their  reieiling  ai 
iome^  be  is  fo  zealous  for  eftablijbing  Popery,  throughout^  Cfniftendm^  mi  rooting

\  \Anfiiver.lt  is  great  Folly  to  imagine  that  the  Fif^n^  King*  who  kmyn-  hit 
cwnlntereft  (though  it  be  true  he  neither  waofi^  Mei»  oc  Money  to  cairy  on 
any  Defign  he  undertakes)  Ibould  afllft  oye  :King  wi^  either,  lor  the  uniting 
hini  and  his  Subjeds  under  arbitrary  Powor,^  or  any  one  Religion  eWhatfoevet 
(though  Popery  itfelf;  both  b^ing  de^fudive  tp  his  loterefts*  and  a  pactmg 
Power  in  the  Hand  of  oqr  King  to  b)3^ak  all  tlm.King'3  MeaTwcs,  and  prevent 
his  making  himfelf  univerfal  Monarch  (than  which,  aolbiog  is  mote  by  him 
defired  and  endeavoured.)

Fkrejunice,  than  which  nothing  in  the  World  can  be  a  greater  than  to  have  the 
King  and  his  SubjeAs  united. 

What  Hurt  then  can  his  Royal  Highnefs  do  his  Subje£b  if  he  fucceed  his 
Brother,  fince  there  "will  not  be  left  when  the  King  dies  Revenue  fufficient  t» 
fupport  the  neceflary  Expence  of  his  Royal  Family  and  Government,  without 
Supplies  from  abroad  or  at  home ;  and  if  no  foreign  Prince  but  the  French 
Xing  can;  and  that  King  will  not  fupply  him,  niuft  he  not  then  immediately 
tall  a  P^iament,  ihuft  not  the  People  chufe  that  Parliament,  will  the  I^opie 
f)f  England  (awakened.^  they  now  are,  and  then  will  be,  with  Fears  and  Jea« 
lotrfi^  of  the  Danger  of  Popery  coming  in  upon  them,  and  lofipg  their  Eftates^ 
(confiftin^of  Abby  and  Mbnaftery  Lands)  chufe  any  Members  to  ferve  in  thofii 
radiaments,'butfuch.as  they  can  trufl;  and  depend  upon  to  provide  for  the 
Security  of  thdr  Lives,  ,Liberties,  Rqligion  and  Properties  \  or  will  .thodGi 
f^rliaments  when  met  (being  equally  concerned  in  Jntereft  with  theirv  ^eft* 
ors)  ever  give  fuch  Popilh  ouccefTor^y  Revenue  to  hurt  or  deftroy  theirs  ovnt 
Intcreftf  • 

^  It  is'^onferife  to  beHeve  they  will  give  him  a  Groat,  till  they  have  prosided 
lor  their  own  and  the  Kingdom's  Security  in  ^  thefe  Particobrs  %  and  thev 
kn^w  not  his  Koyal  Highnefs,  that  have  lo  ill  an  Opiniooof  him»  as  to  bdie^e

^Thaf  having  hft  ^rX^burcb\  andtberehy  declared  bimfeifa  Papift^  ht  cannot  betritS'^, 
ed  with  the  Dijpqfing  of  any  EccUfia^ical  Promotions^  or  witb  any  Sum  of  Money  tlidt 
m^miaager  (be  Kingdom^  if  ajf^ing  the  Papiftsynor  willtbeyfuferPerfons  oftbat  Re^ 
Ugion  to  come  near  bim  or  bis  Court ^  to  influence  bit  Councils^  as  we  vainly  imagine.  ' 

So  that  in  my  poor  Opinioa  the  Kingdom  under  fuch  a  Prince  nnay  obtaii^ 
fuch  Lawst  and  other  Condftions,  for  fecuring  their  Religion^  Liberties  anct 
Pfopertics  (before  they  give  any  Money)  as  they  would  never  dare  to  proppfc, 
or  coold  ever  hope  for  or  expeft  from  a  King  of  our  own  Religion. 
-  Befides,  no  Man  that  hath  common  Senfe  ( whatfoever  he  fays  to  the  con* 
trary)  can  believe  that  ever  his  Royal  Highnefs  (if  he  be  of  another  Reli^n 
than  that  profefled  in  this  Kingdom)  can,  if  he  fliould  live  to  wear  the  Impe>r 
rial  Crown  of  thb  Realm,  ever  hurt  us,  though  he  (hould  defi^n  i:>  to  do. 

For  being  of  a  Religion,  to  which  the  Generality  of  hisSuhje6b  have  a  great 
Averfion  and  Antipathy,  and  having  but  a  fmall  Revenue,  an  ihconlidefat)^ 
Party,  and  chat  Party  fettered  with  Laws,  and  the  whole  Kingdom  alarme^ 
and  for  their  own  Security  armed,  and  in  a  Poftureto  defend  themfe|yes*^  ^ 
will  be  iiDpoffible  for  him  to  fubdue  fuch  a  Nation,  in  fuch  a  Cpndif  ion|  and 
under  ftich  Jealoufies  and  Circumftances.  \    \  /    V 

Norwiil  he  beable  to  break  through  the  Laws  made  for  the  Defence  of  PH^ 
Rtltffon,  nK>re  than  he  will  to  violate  tlrofe  made  for  the  Security  of  our  Libe^ 
tats  atid  Pioperties.  '  ^ 

If  after  all  this  we  (hall  perfifl.  in  our  Folly,  and  clbfe  with  nothing  offsce^ 
except  an  AA  for  Excluding  his  Royal  jHighnefs  go  along  with  it,  then  of  all 
Nations  on  the  Face  of  the  Earth  is  ours  (in  my  Opinion)  like  to.  be  the 
molt  miferable.  ,    , 

For  fuch  Alteration  of  the  Succefiion  (as  it  is  faid  before)  muf^  be  mai^tain^ 
cd  by  Force  and  a  (landing  Army  (a  Crown  being  always  efteemed  yitxih 
fighting  for)  which  Force  we  tranfmit  to  Pofterity,  with  a  difputable  Titfey 
for  a  new  Trial  of  Skill,  like  that  anciently  between  the  Houfes  df  Tork  and 
LoMcafi^ry  which  every  good  Man  muft  certainly  dread  the  Thoughts  of>  wheii 
he  .ferioufly  confiders,  that  War  lafted  about  fixty  Tears,  coft  the  Kingdom 
h^s  whole  Treafure,  beQdes  the  Devaftation  and  Deftruftion  made  tkrougho&ik 
the  fame  (cfpecially  in  the  Nortb)  and  the  many  Hundred  Thou(and  Mcna 
Lives  were  loft  therein  ;  and  yet  that  War  was  occa(ion6d  bnly  by  varying  the 
Hand  from  the  Children  of  the  Duke  oS  Clarence^  third  Son  to  the  Iflue  of 
JobnofGaimt^  the  fourth  legitimate  Son  of  Henry  the  Fourth,  andnoJBa(liardy 

in  the  Cafe.  

V  I  do  not  (tnd  in  all  my  Reading,  that  any  Government  c/irougboi\t  the 
WorW,  fince  the  Reformation  from  Rome^  ever  made  a  tiaw  to  ]pt*oh^bk  a  Sue* 
— ^->  6f  that  Religion  from  reigning  over  thcm^  Henry  Xhi  Thitd  of  Frince^ 

though 
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dm^h  earneftly  importuned  by  the  Holy  League,  to  exclude  the  King  of 
Navarri^  refufed  fo  to  do,  though  that  King  was  a  Huguenot. 

In  Edward  the  Sixth's  Time,  no  Statute  was  made  to  bar  a  Po^ifli  Succeilbr, 
then  in  Profpe£t,  though  the  Reformation  was  in  it's  In&ncy,  and  enoft  SiibjefU 
were  P^fts  ;  fo  that  Sttv  his  Deceafe  Queen  Mary  was  admitted  to  the  Crown, 
(from  whom  the  Kingdom  had  little  Reafon  to  expefi:  any  great  Happineis) 
rather  than  the  Lady  Jane  Gray^  who  was  a  Proteftant  \  and  this  done,  becaufe 
they  would  not  bring  a  difputable  Title  of  the  Crown  upon  themfelves  and 
Pofterity. 

In  Queen  EUzahetV^  Reign,  which  was  after  the  fevere  Perfecution  of  Queen 
Mary  (a  Perfecution  fufficicnt  to  have  begot  an  eternal  Hatred  in  the  Natioo 
of  any  future  Fbpifb  Succeflbr,  and  to  have  juftified  that  Queen  in  paffing  a 
Law  for  preventing  the  fame)  yet  was  there  no  pofitive  Law  made  in  her 
Reign  to  bar  Mary  Queen  of  Scofs^  then  alive,  who  was  a  Papift,  and  her  Ma- 
jefiy*s  lawful  Succeflbr  ;all  that  was  then  done,  was  by  an  Aft  of  the  igth  of  her 
Reign,  which  made  it  Treafon  to  fay  the  Queen  and  Parliament  could  not  dif* 
pofe  of  the  Crown,  but  they  never  aftually  difpofed  thereof. 

And  give  me  Leave  to  fay,  that  fuch  a  Precedent  would  moft  certainly  be  as 
dangerous  to  our  King  now,  as  that  wife  Queen  thought  it  might  have  been  to 
her  then  ;  for  that  Prince  that  ibews  his  People  a  Method  of  difpofing  the  Suc^ 
ceffion,  at  the  fame  Time  fhakes  the  Title  of  his  own  Pofleflion. 
'  All  the  Inftances  of  former  Parliaments  fettling  the  Crown  upon  Henry  the 
Fourth,  Edward  the  Fourth,  Hemj  the  Seventh,  and  then*  Ifliies^  comes  not  tb 
our  Point  at  all,  not  being  done  upon  account  of  Religion,  but  before  the  Re» 
formation,  when  all  were  of  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome. 

Thofe  A&s  therefore  were  made  to  quiet  the  Sticcelfion,  which  Force  had  un- 
fettled  (not  to  difcompofe  a  rightful  Succeffion  undiftorbed)  and  to  prevent 
that  War  and  fiiood-fhed,  that  was  rational  enough  to  believe  would  have  fol« 
lowed,  and  been  the  Confequence  of  diilurbing  the  lawful  Succeflion  (not  to 
break  in  Pieces  an  adoio^Iedged  and  peacefol  Succei&oii,  and  involve  the  Na* 
tion  in  Blood,  for  many  Generations  tb  come)  they  were  fo  far  from  doing  that, 
that  rather  than  the  Kingdom  (hould  be  diftradked  with  uncertain  Titles,  an 
AA  was  pais'd  in  Henry  the  Vllth's  Reign,  to  command  Obedience  from  the 
Sui^efl  to  the  King  De  Paffa ;  afterwards  the  Kingdom,  though  fecure,  was 
never  fatisfied,  till  Henry  the  Vllth  married  the  Priitcefs  Elizabetb^  Daqghoer 
of  King  Edward  the  IVth. 

.  Agam,  if  Matter  of  Opinion  in  Points  of  Religion  (hall  be  efteemed  a 
Reafon  of  State  fufficient  to  exclude  a  lawful  SucceflSir  from  his  Crown, 
then  has  a  Prince  harder  Meafure  than  the  meanefl:  of  his  Subjeds,  by  any 
Law  yet  made  ;  and  the  Peace  and  Happinefs  of  thefe  Kingdoms  hangs  upon 
a  very  flender  Thread,  for  then  if  the  People  ftould  defign  a  Rebellion,  they 
need  only  pretend  a  Diflike  of  their  Prince's  Religion,  tq  bar  him  from  his 
Crown  and  Government. 

.  I  hope  the  Wifdom  of  our  Parliaments  will  give  no  fuch  Advantage  agalnft 
Protcftants  to  their  Adverfaries  of  Rome^  as  that  Rome  (hall  ever  have  Occafion 
to  fay  with  Truth,  we  Proteflants  in  England  have  by  a  Law  made  bur 
jPrihce  incapable  of  reigning,  becaufc  a  Heretick  from  the  Proteftant  Reli- 
gbn.  whilit  we  oarfelrcs  arc  ftriving  to  make  Rmt  look  black  and  odious  for 
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that  moft  damnable  Doftrioe  of  theirs,  that  Prkiees  iwy  be  exoop^numqate^ 
a3  Hereticks,  afterwards  deppfed  by  the  Pope  %  Up  deteftable  a  Doctrine,  that 
we  make  all  Perfons,  that  take  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  re^iyMnce  and  forfwear 
it  i  let  U3  therefore  have  a  Cuc^  we  do  npt.  imitate  them  ip  thgt  Do^dne  wf  fo 
much  condemn. 

Confider  feriouQy,  whither  fuqti  a  Courfe  will  lead  nh  And  then  judge  wbc** 
ther  fit  to  be  takep,  efpe^i^Uy  upon  Aich  a  Contingency  ^  this  (of  thcDuke^s 
furviving  his  Brother)  vf hich  perhaps  may  never  happen  %  hixt  if  it  lhpuld»  hQ 
13  of  too  great  an  Age  now  to  begin  fuch  Changie  of  Government  and  Reli** 
^on,  as  is  fufpeAed,  with  any  Hopes  pf  accompliKhing  c^e  famf »  in  his  own 
Time  ^  if  fo,  and  it  be  alfo  trye  (as  it  is)  that  he  is  without  Hopes  pf  a  $uc- 
ceiTor  of  his  own  Religion,  to  carry,  on  fuch  Att<;inpt  bv  him  begun  (chQ 
Prince  and  Princefs  of  Orange^  and  the  Lady  Jnne^hft'mg  all  Proteftant^)  why 
t^en  fhould  any  M^n  believe  his  Hoyal  Higbhefs  fo  weak  a  Prince,  as  to  at* 
tempt  iuch  Change,  with  fb  fmall  a  Number  of  Men  as  his  Religion  (hall  have 
left  him,  which  wiU^appearfo  very  fmall.  Is  not  to  be  feared  by  E^gfijbmcn^ 
when  Roms  fhall  afiault  their  Religion  and  Properties,  and  pbjige  thpoi  tp  fighf: 
for  the  fame  ? 

That  Prince,  be  he  who  he  «(ill,  that  (hsall  at.any  Tim^  <;ome  into  En^lani 
with  Popery,  will  come  in  with  Weakne&  and  Inability  to  hurt  his  Subjedt^ 
by  any  Force^of  his  own,  j3or  wijl  any  neighbouring  Pripce  (qnlefs  he  and  aU 
his  Subjects  be  Lunaticks)  help  to  make  him  abfolute,  that  being  to  endanger 
themf^lves, 

.  What  Prince  ^ill  be  at  Charges,  exhauft  his  Treafqre,  weaken  hitnfelf,  tp 
ilrengthen  his  Neighbour  ?  nor.  is  that  Princp  much  lefs  then  mad,  thatfliould 
in  fuch  a  Cafe  rely  on  oc  truft  to  fpch  neighbouring  Prince  for  Aflift- 
ance. 

And  for  his  own  Subje<5ts,  they  will  be  more  dangerous  and  uneafy  to  him^ 
than  he  can  be  to  chem,  for  fuch  Prince  being  without  Reputation,  Tru(i:  pr 
Money  at  home,  will  be  without  Afliftance  from  abroad  \  and  his  own  Subjei^ 
will  never  aflift  him  to  break  their  own  Laws,  well  knowing,  no  Prinpe  evpf 
attempted  the  fame,  but  he  hazarded  his  Crown  by  making  the  Eflay,  nor  did 
ever  any  Prince  adlually  break  through  the  Laws,  but  he  was  ruined,  and  loft 
his  Crown  thereby. 

Nor  is  it  in  the  Power  of  the  Duke  of  2>r/t,  if  he  fucceed  his  Brother,  tp 
break  our  Laws,  in  either  o^the  Rcfpefts  feared  5  but  if  ever  they  be  broken, 
it  muft  be  with  mutual  Aflent  of  both  Prince  and  People  affemblcd  in  Parlia- 
ment ;  for  as  our  Law  now  (lands,  no  Magiftrate  can  do  any  legal  or  judicial 
Adt  in  any  inferior  Court  of  Jullice,  nor  bear  any  publick .  Office,  Civil  or 
Military,  nor  accept  of  or  be  admitted  into  any  Ecclefiaftical  Promotion,  or 
meet  to  vote  in  either  Houfe  of  Parliament,  till  they  flvill  have  firft  renounced 
Popery,  by  uking  the  Oaths  and  Tefts,  and  making,  the  Subfcriptions  by 
Law  required. 

If  therefore  a  Popilh  Succeflbr  fliould  hereafter  happen  tp  reign  over  u^,  h<^ 
will  find  it  very  difficult  to  repeal  thofe  Laws  that  eftablifh  our  Religion  »  the*^^ 
Confideration  that  the  Subjefts  will  always  have  (being  frelh  in  their  Memories) 
of  the  Fire  and  F^got  Queen  Mary  eitercifed  in  her  Reign  for  the  refcuing 
the  Popiih  Rel^ion,  will  oblige  them  to  a  fitadfaft  Refolution  never  to  depart 
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fi^dm  diat  of  their  own,  I  omui  the  citie  Proteftant  Religion ;  and  until  tboio 
laws  be  abk^ted  by  Parliament,  it  will  be  abfirfutcly  impoi&ble  for  any  Popifh 
Stioceflbr  tbeftablUh  Popery  here. 

If  then  what  I  have  offered  to  Confideration  be  Cruc,  and  it  (hall  appear 
tmpoflible  to  fettle  a  Government  in  this  Kingdom  out  of  the  Royal  Family 
that  Ihall  continue  (as  the  late  R^Uion  hath  denKMiftrated)  or  to  hinder  the 
Crown  from  defcending  in  its  due  Courfe,  without  endangering  all  our  Ruins« 
and  the  Deftruftion  of  the  three  Kingdoms,  then  urn  I  fure  every  true  Protef- 
tant; that  either  loves  God  or  the  King  and  Government;  or  wi(hes  Happi- 
1Mb  to  himfdf  and  Pofterity,  and  the  true  Proteftant  Religion,  muft  furceafe 
all  further  Attempts  for  altering  the  fame,  fince  nothing  imaginable  can  have 
A  gieater  Tendency  to  the  entailing  Confufion  and  Mifery  upon  us,  and  the 
Generations  to  come  after  us. 

And  the  better  to  perfuade  to  this  Method  of  Procedure,  conlider,  that  the 
King  cannot  but  have  the  Refentments  of  Human  Nature,  as  he  is  a  Man, 
though  (returning  to  his  Kingdom  after  the  horrid  and  barbarous  Murder  of 
his  Royal  Father,  and  the  ill^l  Banifliment  and  long  and  miferable  Exile 
of  his  own,  with  divers  Proclamations  after  him,  fetting  Prices  on  his  Head 
to  have  betrayed  him)  he  hath  fliewn  and  exercifed  the  Mercy  of  a  mod 
excellent  Chriftian  and  gracious  Sovereign  i  for  who  can  fay  with  Truth, 
that  hb  life.  Liberty,  or  Property  hath  been  taken  away,  or  invaded  by  him 
contrary  to  Law,  or  without  le^gal  Trials  by  their  Peers,  fince  his  Reftauration? 

Blame  not  therefore  his  Majefty  (the  Impreffions  of  thefe  former  Ufages 
being  freih  in  his  Mind)  if  he  (taking  notice  of  the  late  violent  and  unwar- 
rant2>le  Proceedings  againft  him,  and  apprehending  from  thence  the  fame 
Mifchiefa  now  defigned  as  heretofore)  feem  tenacious  in  fome  Points  of  his. 
Royal  Prerogative,  left  the  Government  (by  the  wicked  Pradiccs  and  reftlefi 
Endeavours  of  fome  afpiriog  Subjeds,  uneafy  in  obeying  any  Government  in 
which  they  have  not  a  Share,  and  accounting  it  Ufurpation  to  be  deprived  of 
that  Part  thereof  which  they  heretofore  too  long  enjoyed)  fhould  once  more 
revert  and  ftart  back. 

This  will  appear  at  laft  (if  I  be  not  greatly  miftaken)  the  chief  Occafion  of 
ail  our  prefent  unhappy  (and  highly  to  be  lamented)  Divifions,  and  of  the  Dif* 
truft  created  between  the  King  and  his  People,  each  fearing  to  be  bound,  both 
ftriving  to  be  free;  thofe  who  contrive  to  bind  the  King  fafter,  believe  he 
iJefigns  himfelf  to  be  loofe,  judging  of  the  King's  ASions  by  the  Meafurcs  of 
their  own  wicked  and  fallacious  Intentions,  and  thereupon  ftrive  to  break  all 
his  Meafures,  and  difappoint  him  in  all  his  Undertakings. 

And  if  thefe  be  the  Occafions  of  our  prefent  Mifery,  every  loyal  Subjeft  and 
true  Proteftant  in  England^  that  k>ves  the  King,  his  Country  and  Religion, 
ought  to  make  it  his  Bufinefe  to  prevent  thefe  Mifunderftandings  for  the  future  ; 
which  if  he  would  ferioufly,  and  with  Sincerity  and  Truth  endeavour,  I  am 
of  Opinion  the  Work  would  not  be  fo  difficult  as  our  Jefuitical  Incendiaries  and 
Frmri  Penfioners  reprefent  it  to  be,  and  perfuade  thofe  among  whom  they 
converfe  it  is. 

That  Almighty  God,  of  his  infinite  Goodnefs  and  Mercy,  may  be  prevailed 
with  graeioufly  to  beftow  fo  great  a  Blefling  as  tht«  upon  thefe  poor  diftraaed 
Kingi^ms,  give  me  Leave  to  propofe  to  t;7tTY  Man^s  confideration  the  Pnu^ke 
4»f  ttefe  following  Pixedions~- 
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fiiriV,  be  av^iy  humbled  for,,  «qd  yafetgDedlf  Kpent -of  all  your  formwSf  na;  bir 
iAkh  you  Have  provpked  God  C0^^nger9  ^nd  t^ro  From  alt  ybiir  lQj4J^tie$  fc|r 
the  Time  to  come,  that  his  Wratli  may  be  appcafed^  aadlie  titty  repent  him 
of  the  Evil  intended  againftsi^,  •  <i 

Love  God  with  all  your  H^art,  lerve  him  with  all  your  Strength,  make*  hia 
Holy  Word  the  Rule  of  your  life,  and  the  Meafure  of  all  your  future  Afti^ns, 
daring  to  dp  nothing  contrary  .thereunto,  or  derogatory  to  his  Ho)y  Com- 
iijandi.  '    .  •    ,^     .  •   ?• 

Live  bv  Faith  not  by  Sight,,  w^fk  with  God  and  be  upright,  do  your  Duty 
in  your  rlace,  to  God,  the*  Kit)g,  your  Country,  your  Neighbour,  your  Fa- 
mily, and  to  your  own  Soul. 

Make  it  your  bufinefs  to  be  holy  and  humble,  value  the  Love  and  Favour 
of  God,  and  an  Intereft  in  the  Merits  of  his  dear  Son  your  Redeemer,  abovd  all 
things  whatfover,  and  ende^woar  Do  obtain  to  yourfelf  a  well  grounded  Aflure- 
«nce  thereof. 

Die  daily  to  Sin,  Self,  the  World,  and  all  things  therein,  and  live  to  that  God 
by  whom  you  live,  giving  him  the  Glory  of  all  bis  Goodnefs  and  Mercy  ex- 
tended towards  you. 

Set  not  your  A ffeftion  inordinately  upon  Things  below,  which  are  all  vain, 
momr ntary  and  uncertain,  but  on  Things  above,  that  are  etemah 

Be  contented  in  every  Condition,  thankful  and  fruitful  under  every  various 
Difpenfation  of  God's  Providence,  fubmit  to  his  Will,  acquiefce  in  his  Pleafuret 
blefi  him  for  what  you  have,  and  murmur  nor  repine  not,  becaufe  you  have 
no  more* 

Envy  not  thofe  who  are  above  you,  and  poflefs  more  of  the  Riches  and 
Hortours  of  this  Life  than  you  enjoy,  but  behold  with  Pity,  and  Chriftiati 
Coropaffion,  how  many  there  are  better  and  more  defending  (perhaos)  than 
you,  who  yet  want  what  you  enjoy,  and  (it  may  be)  fmfully  wafte  i  help  and 
relieve  fuch  with  a  Part  of  what  you  have. 

Truft  God  with  the  Government  of  the  Work!,  and  fiibmit  to  the  Powers 
that  are  over  you,  as  being  of  him  i  believe  he  is  a  Jeatous  God,  will  take  care 
of  his  Glory,  vindicate  his  Honour,  advance  his  Kingdom  and  the  Intereft  of 
Chrift,  and  propagate  bis  Gofpel,  maugre  all  the  OppoGtion  of  Men  and 
Devils ;  and  that  this  he  will  do  in  his  own  Way,  and  at  his  own  Time,  with-

Where  the  Peofirie  fet  U]^  ft*  Reformers. 

-  By  this  Way  of  ^Proteedhig*  the  King  (who  is  of  a  moft  excellent  Temp* 
and  Difpofition,  ready  to  pafs  by  and  forgive  whatever  has  been  amift^  fo 
Amendment  be '  madfe  for  the  fiitdre)  would  qnickly  be  gained  by  his  People  ; 
fand  as  he  is  our  Sovereign^  give  mt  Leave  to  fay,  he  ought  to  be  thus  treated,) 
Herd^y  the  Kingdom  may  •obtain  reasonable  Laws  for  their  Security  againft  all 
their  prefent  Fears  and  Jealoufies,and  future  Dangers  (ib  as  fuch  Laws  be  purfued 
with  beeomtng  Humility  and  Duty,  and  without  Heats  andPaflions.)  However, 
if  by  this  Merhod  of  Preceding,  thePariiament  fliould  not  arrive  at  thofc  (both 
reafonable  and  perhaps  neceflkry)  Laws,  they  fo  parfue,  yet  will  they  have 
peace  and  SatisraAion  in  their  own  Mind,  femain  quiet  in  their  Confcience^^ 
a^  be  juftified  before  God  and  Man,  for  having  done  their  Doty  both  to  dxeiti 
King  and  Country. 

On  the  other  hand,  devife  what  good  Laws  you  can  for  the  Nation's  Secu- 
rity ;  though  you  (hould  get  them  paft,  yet  if  they  b^  purfued  in  Parliament 
wkh  Heat,  Vjolence,  or  any  unhandfome  or  unmannerly  Way  of  Proceedings 
(tich  Procedure  I  am  fure  cannot  be  jollified  either  before  God  or  Man,  let  the 
Pretences  for  fo  doing  be  ever  fo  fpeciom  %  and  give  me  Leave  to  fay,  that 
the  m<^  juft  and  realbnable  things  in  the  World  may  juftly  be  denied,  if  de- 
oianded  or  purfued  in  a  Method  that  is  unjuftifiable. 

Nor  does  it  become  ib  Great  and  Venerable  an  AflSsmUy,  as  the  Parliament 
of  England^  when  met  tc^ther  to  advife  the  making  Laws  fbr  the*  PreltfvanOn 
of  the  Nation  in  Peace  and  Tranqtrillity,  to  be  fhemfelves''  fit>Warc},  leftlefs 
or  peevifli  ;  wherefi>re  I  (hall  comfort  rnyfelf  at  preTene-  with  the  Hopes  of 
fteing  our  next  Parliament  come  together  with  all  the  Qit^HflcaCions^r  Wtfdom, 
becoming  the  greateft  and  freeft  Aflembly  in  the  Uillveife,  and  proceeding 
with  Temper,  Moderation  and  Prudence  (of  which  there  nevct  was  more  Need 
than  how)  and  if  they  fo  do,  I  doubt  notbcif  that  th^  may  ieSk&  that  Good 
djey^-hope  for,  feem  todefire,  andou^t  to  purfue,  fonthtw'  Cc?untry,'af  the* 
db' their  Duty,  and  perform  the  Truftrepofcd  in  them/         -    ^  /

SINCE,  in  renewingtlie  Correfj^deMe  between  u$;wUch  has  ib  long  a 
Time  been  interrupted,  you  arc  fallen  upon'  the  Sdbjeft  of  the  Afiaits  of 
Europe^  and  particularly  toochir^g  the  Snare  than  the  Kins  of  Gnoi^Bri* 
tain  has  had  therein  for  (bme  hte  Years,  whkh  has  given  yon  Occafion  to  cake 
fome  Freedonf)  in  making  Refleftions  upon  the  CbnduA  of  that  Prmee^  I  do 
not  d^ubt  but  you  now  reciprocally  expefl  my  Sentiments  upon  this  Matter^ 
'  Which  by  Confequence  I  will  give  you  with  the  fame  liberty,  bat  alio  with  ail 
the  Impartiality  that  an  honeft  Man  can  have  in  judging  of  the  Adions  of 
others,  and  much  more  of  thofe  of  great  Princes.  You  may  eafily  imagine  I 
know  nothing*of  the  Articles  of  that  Treaty  of  Alliance  you  fpeak  of  between 
.  the  faid  King  and  Sptun^  and  I  muft  confer  to  you,  that  the  Author  of  tiie 
^  Refleftions  upon  that  Treaity  feenn  to  hov^  found  a  fine  Matter  for  the  ner* 
'  cifingof  hisPen.  But,  as  amongft  all  the  Sportings  of  his  Wit,  the  ftvereft 
*  Remark  he  makes  feems  to  me  to  be  in  the  Paragraph  where  he  blames  that 
King  for  not  having  endeavoured  to  put  a  Stop  to  the  Courfe  of  the  ViAories 
of  France  when  it  lay  in  his  I^wer,  and  for  having  contributed  more  than  any 
other  to  the  Greiitneii  of  Prance:  It  does  likewife  concern  us  Allies,  for  the 
Mealbres  we  are  to  take,  to  judge  foberly.  If  this  Imputation  can  be  juftly 
eharged  upon  that  PHnce,  it  is  then  very  true,  that  to  uke  the  Thing  in  ge* 
neml,  ^tis  difficult  not  to  lay  the  Blame  at  bis  Door,  for  not  having  taken  the 
Piirt  of  the  Allies  before  the  Peace,  and  that  this  feems  to  juftify  our  Refent* 
ttients  a^ihfl:  htm.  Howe^^,  to  give  them  fo  much  the  more  Ground,  if 
they  are  juft,  let  tu  eohdder  what  Time  in  the  Courfe  of  Afiairs  could  beaffign- 
cd  to  hitn  for  the  entering  into  War ;  and  to  decide  that  Queftion  in  general. 
It  feems  it  dujght  to  have  been  either  when  the  Intereft  of  his  Nation,  or  his 
own  Honour,  or  the  Neceffity  of  the  Allies  began  to  exaft  it.  Now,  as  for  the 
Intereft  of  his  Nation,  and  principally  of  his  great  City  cf  London^  methinks 
that  King  could  not  have  chofen  a  better  Pblicy,  than  after  being  got  oiit  of  the 
War  wherem  he  had  left  his  Neighbours  engaged,  to  keep  his  People  as  long 
as  he  could  in  Peace,  and  rna  State  of  enjoying  alone  the  Commerce  oiEstrope^ 
an  Advantage  which  we  know  was  envied  them  with  Anguifli  by  you  Hot^ 
landers^  and  which  made  you'  fo 'in-patient  to  engage  Englami  in  a  War  ai  well 
as  yourfetves,  even  before  the  Honour  of  that  King  obliged  him  to  it^  or  he 
was  preflfed  to  it  by  the  Neceffity  of  the  Allies.  As  for  the  Honour  of  his 
'Majefty,  what  could  he  defire  more  glorious  than  to  fee  himfelf  the  fok  Medi- 
zibTy  and  when  he  pleafed  the  Arbitr^or  of  the  Affairs  of  £lm^^  toroodve 
the  Deferences  and  Addrefles  of  all  other  Princes,'  and,  in  ftiOrt,  to  havd  ia  m 
hU  Powder  to  te-tfltablilh  a  fure  and  honourable  FelK»  when  he  thought  coove* 

nicnt. 
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fttent,  etcher  by  his  ^  oira    fbfe  Authority,  er  by  joining  hiii  wm  Fditdi,^ 
when  it  flsould  be  neceflary  to  en^ploy  them  for  that  Parpofe :  'Thh  Cdc  of

^hatTIfne  irbej^ni  "whealic  wasfpriiBoe»  and  how  far  we  m^  imptiiCefe  dA 
.^Prince  we  foeak  ofi  the  having  faM^  in  what  all  theft  Confiderations  t^ethef 
counfclled  him  to  do.  We  (hallealily  agree,  that  White  oor  For'ces  were  fiiffi- 
cient,  not  only  to  defend  us,  but  even  to  attempt  upon  J&Mie^  it  WOtdtf  not 
have  been  handlbme  for  us  to  have  propofed  to  that  King  to  have  engaged 
himfelf  contrary  to  the  Intereft  of  his  Nation.  Now  it  is  manifeft,  that  daring 
the  three  firft  Gafnpargns,v^<  leaft-  after  the  Peace  between  his  Majefty  «nd 
H^Uamt;  we  wtie  in  rhat  PoflHjre,  which  may  be  eafily  made  appear  by  lookiiig 
back  upon  the  Evfents  of  thoTe  Campaigns,  Certain  it  is,  that  at  and  aftdlr  th^ 
Battle  of  Sfntffi  mthe  Year  1674,  the  Forces  of  Fw^re  were  worfted  and  con- 
tinued *in  the  wetkeft  Condition,  the  Prinee  of  Ccnde  was  obliged  to  retird 
beyond  the  SanAr^^  end  the  Army  of  the  Confederates  was  then  in  a  Pofturt 
of  laying  Siege  to  OmdeHat^de^i  and  though  the  Prince  of  Conde  made  an  MjSott 
to  comefuddenly  toits  Relief,  he  would  in  all  Probability  have  been  repulftd, 
if  the  Count  de  Sombesi  General  of  the  Imperial  Army^  would  have  com*  tip 
in  Time  according  to  the  Atlvieeof  the  Brinoe  of  0»ii(fr,  of  which  his  High- 
nefs  made  great  Complaints  to  the  Emperor,  and  feveral  of  the  principal  OfB^^ 
eers  of  the  Arcity  refufed  to  ferve  any  longer  under  this  Count,  which  obligied 
the  Emperor  to  take  away  bis  Conuntfllon.  The  ArrAies  of  (he  Allies  were 
Itkewife  much  the  flronger  upon  the  Rhine  that  fame  Ompmgn ;  the  Ele^or  oF 
Brdndenhurg  took  his  Winter* Qijarters  in  Alfathj  from  whence  Monfieur  t^ 
fureme  was  obliged  to  retire  and  go  to  P^ris  \  and  though  by  an  admirable 
Diligence  andCondu<%  he  returned  the  fame  Winter^  and  conftrained  the  Forces 
of  the  Eleftor  to  repa(&  the  Rbiney  whicli  he  likewife  pafled  himfelf,  make  ^o 
the  Campaign  of  1675.  (this  bovipever  having  been  his  laft  and  fatal  Year) 
General  Monteeucuti  repulfed  and  purfoed  l^s  Army,  dimiiMlked  by  above 
half,  to  the  other  Side  of  the  faid  Riv«r,  and  laid  Siege  to  Saverne :  And  tho* 
when  the  Prince  of  Conde  (who  was  fent  to  i^  the  Huins  of  that  Army,^  and^ 
give  Reparation  to  the  Affairs  of  France)  approached  him,  he  raifed  the  Siege, 
yet  indeed  it  was  only  to  triumph  over  that  Prince,  ana  to  drive  him  before 
him  as  far  as  he  pleafed  ;  4fter  which,  when  it  ieemed  he  ^igbt  h^ve  -made 
Tome  good  Ufc  of  bis  Advantage,  he'  attempted  natjbbg  farther  before  their 
going  into  Wintcr-Qtiarters.  On  the  other  Side,  the  Jx)tal -Rout  of  iihc  Mar- 
ftal  De  Crequi  by  the  Forces  of  the  Dukes  of  Lnnenhtrgj  and  the  Recovcrjr 
thereupon  of  the  City  of  Tr^es  out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Frtncb^  had  reduced 
their  ASairs  into  that  Condition,  that  his  mod  ChHftian  Majefty  found  not  a 
Aore  prefent  ^Remedy  than  to  have  Recourfe  to  his  Arricreban,  which  was 
likewife  beaten  by  the  Etoke  of  L^rram^  the  Eleftor  of  BrandinbBOrg  having 
befides  fo  glorioufly  freed  his  Country  from  the  Swedes^  and  the  Duke  of  Lu-^ 
^enl^erg  ntvi  Bifhop  of  Munfier  having  ftr^pcd  jhem  of  all  they  poflcffed  in 
the  Duarfiy  of  Bremen^  except  the  City  of  Sladeni  Dtnmark  likewife  having 
'tilken  Part  in  the  War,  whereby  the  Sw^es  remained  altogether  tjnable  to 
;  defentf  themfclves,  and  muchfefe  to  afiift  Frmce^  the  F^fces  of  the  Allies  began 
to  be  fiatntdaUe  to^  andlbund  themfelves  capable,  inthf  Campaign  of*  iby6^ 
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to  attempt  at  the  fame  "Time  the  two  Sieges  o^  Maeftricbt '  and  PbiSfi/bonri: 
9ut^aa  x9iaSi  ^of  theivi  Um  themletves  in  a  (hkfit^cf  ^f  malting  Xonqueifsi; 
Jcalbify'  begin  U>  rife  -upaiMiig  tlMm^  eabtl  ^^Farty  fearing  chat  bis  Neigiv^ 
faoui^WmklJitfie  ipd'gMd  a  Share  tliereki ;  the  EMTpuf es  for  thtfDi^ideod  havt-^' 
iag  delayed  thoulmg^of  j/n^n,  as  well  astheSiliccours  whtch%ere  tohavecotM 
CD  <hc  Prince  of  Orafi^0^  of  the  Troops-'whith  Hocked  up  that  Place,  were 
th&CaQ&s  that  this  Prince  was  obliged  to  mfe  the  Siege  ox  Maeftricbt^  during 
which  xhe  f^^/HAi^  had  Time  t0  take  >f«r^  from  the  ^^ii«iV^.  Hitherto  w^ 
«Uv.tkoQght}otirfehra6  vppermbft  in  our  fiflf^i^s',  wtiich  •!  might  bafily  denEi6n4 
fbat&by  ThH^gl  that  {^ffcd  openly  In  the  Gongrefaf  of  Nimegnen^  wher^it  wa* 
cjfearly  to  be  ieen  by  alt  tlie  Woi^ldi  thae  the  mpflrChriftian  King  aimed  at 
nothing  but*  fecuring  his  Honour  by  a  Peace  that  might  liave  given  us  Satif- 
fjiAion.  But  after  the  Misfortune  of  Maejtricbt^  the  HoUanders  began  to  iear 
w]t{i  fiQore  Apprchenlion  what  afterwards  happened,  namely^  That  the  Remifs* 
neisand  different  Interefts  of  the  G^nrntif  Princes,  the  Weakftefi  of  Sfain^  and 
ihr  Dfl^fcnce  of  the  Fnnch:^  the  Spamfbtum  Countries  would  be  fwalbwed  up 
Uk  Spiglitof  all  the  Forces  of  the  Confederates:  Yet,  as  by  the  taking  of 
VkiUfj^aurg  the  Power  of  the  Empeiw  was  augmented,  by  that  of  Staden  the 
Pdacciof  ijmHi^irr^afid  of  Afttiiy?^  had  their  Hands  free,  that  they  promifed 
agood^ttid  fiiKeve  Correfpondence,  and  as  there  were  great  Hopes  conceived 
frnn  th|S  2^1  and  good  Conduft  of  the  Duke  of  Lorraift^  who  commanded 
the  imperial  Army,  the  IVywer  of  the  Allies  ieemed  ftill  vigourous  and  formic 
dablc  But  as  the  noft  Chriftian  King,  by  his  ufual  Diligence,  began  the 
Caaipaign  of  1677  with  the -Sieges  of  St.  Omer^s  and  of  Camkra^  at  the  fame 
Tdnaey  befi>re  any  Army  of  the  Allies  could  or  would  appear,  except  that  of 
ti»SW^  \  and  the  Prince  of  Orange  being  nettled  with  the  Reproaches  of  the 
Sfomardsi  that  he  did  but  eat  up  their  good  Land  ofPTaes  while  he  faw  two  of 
ttmrTown&befieged^outof  aGenerofitywhich  filled  them  with  Admiration,  he 
faaEarded  both  his  Army  and  Perfon  for  the  Relief  of  Si.

FroHce,  But  it  was  very  difpleafing  to  the  King»  as  may  be  fcen  by  the  Anftmi 
he  Ria^e  thereto,  which  was  found  very  rational,  and  wherein,  after  his  Arwor* 
ments,  he  profles  ^bem  again  to  haften  tbqir  Affidance  of  Money  as  the  TiiiM% 
required  :  But  there;  flill  palled  a  Month  or  more,  before  dieyvcontploised^itfae: 
H^jblutipn  for  .Money  to  raife  Forces^    By  that  Time  ^^Fraub  had  made'^ 
tbemfelvff^  Matters .  of  Gbepiy  and  werp  in  a.C!Qaditim>  of  proGcediag  muds- 
further,  before  the  Succours  that  were  peparing  in£;i;fJWcsniIdkintlerthem»^ 
The  fioUanJerx,  feeing  none  c^  their  Allies  ready*  fome  refij&ig  to.maidi,:  cbeir 
own  Forces  b^ing  for  tbegreateft  Part  in  the  Sfiani/h  Towns,  fronE'uv^hpnoi 
thciy  coutd  not  withdraw  them,  and  the  reft  bein^  uncapablc  to  ^defend  theoi^  ^ 
w^  in  4  gfpeat  Confternatiop.    The  moft  Chriftian  Kit\g  did  il<tt  ^rl'tistalw^ 
Adrant^ge  of  this  JunAure,  and  having  m^de  them  PtopQfijtians  x£m  ffsnm!^ 
JPetKC,  which  he  caufed  to  be  printed,  they  eafily  difpofed  themielves  to  accept 
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them,  and  to  perfiiade  their  AlRcs  to  do  the  Hke.  *thtj  fent  for  that  Purpofe  tv 
the  Ekike  of  f^Ua  Htrm^fo^  whooppofed  it  a  loftg  Time  %  but  the  Parliament  in 
EngUndy  feeing  by  the  Difpofition  of  the  Hottmier$  that  it  would  be  almoft 
impoflible  to  present  the  Peace,  ahd  not  beii^  willing  to  leave  the  King  armedt 
turned  all  their  Thoughta  from  War^  and  took  the  Reiblution  to  fpeak  no  more 
of  Money  until  thev  had  obtained  their  Demands  in  AflFairs  of  Religion ;  that 
Duke  dkl  likewife  then  accept  of  the  Peace^  feeing  there  was  no  timely  Succour 
to  be  expedked  from  England. 

This  Sir,  X  take  to  be  the  true  Draught  of  Things,  from  whenco^Ve  ||-e 
to  Judge  if  the  King  of  England  is  the  only  Caufe  of  the  Grcatnefi  of^France. 
Vfe  may  ceruinly  fay,  the  Jealoulies  that  arofc  betwixt  him  and  his  Parlia- 
ments were  the  true  Occafion  of  them«  It  was  to  be  wtflied,  both  for  him  and 
us^  that  either  one  Party  or  other  had  yielded  fooner.  I  am  not  well  enough 
acquainted  with  the  Maxims  of  their  Country  to  decide  pofitively  which  ought 
CO  have  done  it.  The  King  not  only  thought  his  Prerogatives  were  ufurped 
upon,  but  feemed  to  havejuft  Apprehenfions  of  engaging  in  a  War,  which  it 
was  in  the  Power  of  his  People  to^put  an  End  to  by  ihutring  their  Purfcs.  If 
they  had  iurnilhed  him  with  the  S^ittn  of  600,000/.  when  he  demanded  it,  he 
might  either  have  engaged  himfeif  in  a  War,  or  been  in  a  Pofture  of  making 
Faace,  as  he  thought  convenient;  but  thofe  Gentlemen  dreaded  to  put  Arms 
into  the  Hands  of  his  Majefty,  for  fear  he  (hould  make  ufe  of  them  to  render 
himfeif  abfoiute :  However,  fince  they  found  it  neccffary  to  do  it  afterwards, 
bad  it  not  been  better  they  had  done  it  in  Time  ?  To  fpeak  the  Truth, 
met^inka  that  great  Body,  though  compofed  of  fo  many  wife^  Heads,  did  not 
fullIdeBtly  forefee  what  might  happen,  or  thofe  Gentlemen  did  fecrecly  aim  at 
F^ace  while  they  openly  declared  for  War ;  and  they  hoped  the  Heat  and 
Reiblotion  which  they  Aewed  for  itie  latter,  would  produce  the  formerwithout 
ftriking  a  Mow,  and  fuch  an  one  too  as  they  deftred.  We  muft  however  lay, 
that  they  (hewed  a  great  deal  of  Wifdom  in  not  continuing  inflexibly  bent  to 
fh^  !a(l,  10  haard  rather  the  Ruin  oi  Europe  than  to  confide  an  Army  in  the 
King.  The  Confideration  they  had  for  the  publick  Good  has  likewife  appeared; 
in  that  they  made  no  Difficulty  of  paying  that  Army,  though  the  King  kept  it 
en  foot  much  longer  than  they  ordered,  for  the  obliging  the  French  to  renor^ 
the  Towns  of  the  Spamjb  Netherlands  before  the  Reftitution  of  the  Swedes. 
The  King  likewife,  on  his  Side,  had  manifoftly  made  appear  the  little  Ground 
there  was  to  fufpeft  him  of  a  Defign  to  render  himfelt  abfolute ;  fince  having 
that  Army  fo  long  at  his  Difpofat,  he  made  not  the  leaft  Ufe  of  it  to  that 
Purpofe:  Methinks  then  that  his  Subjects  may  be  in  Repofe  on  that  Side ;  and 
would  to  God  for  our  fnterefts,  that  the  future  Parliaments  may  be  iti  the 
fame  Difjpofition  as  was  that  we  fpeak  of,  of  yiekling  rather  to  his  Majefty, 
than  fuflfer  F^nce  to  draw  the  fatal  Advantages  from  their  Diflention,  which 
jin  all  Likelihood  it  will  endeavour  to  do.

He  owns  the  King  to  be  the  Head  of  the  Churchy  as  it  is 
perfonalt  and  hath  fworn  him  Go^s  Deputy  in  Government,  and  trufled  with 
the  Sword,  which  he  muft  not  bear  in  vain .  He  dares  not  queftian  his  Autho- 
rity, who  is  only  anfwerable  to  God ;  but  in  his  Heart  honours  him,  as  God's 
Vicegerent ;  and  knows,  that  to  refift  bis  Ppwer,  is  to  refift  him  that  gave  it*;

Aream  from  the  Spring  of  Original  Purity,  not  to  the  Neceffity  of  Doflrine 
but  of  Difcipline.  He  dcteftcth  Parity  in  Church  or  Comn\on-weaIth,  ^tend- 
ing to  Anarchy.

I  Gave  your  Honour  laft  Friday  the  Trouble  of  a  few  J/ir.es,  in  which  I 
told  you,  that  I  had  Bufinefs  of  Importance  with  the  King  and  Council  •, 
your  Anfwer  was,  T'hat  I  muft  apply  myfelf  to  a  Juflice  of  Peace^  or  Courts  of 
Juftice :  The  Bufinefs  I  had  with  the  Council  is  a  Complaint  againft  Rogir 
VEftrange^  Efqj  who  in  feveral  Libels  of  his  called  the  Obfervatory  and  other 
feditious  Pamphlets,  hath  (as  I  humbly  conceive)  vilified  and ,  ridiculed'  the 
Evidence  of  the  Popifl:>  Plot^  and  arraigned  the  Proceedings  of  the  Govern-^

That  his  faid  Grace  was  met  by  feveral  Companies  of  People  on  the 
Way  as  iie  pafled  along,  to  the  Number  of  fome  Thoufands,  and  moft  highly 
brpke  the  Peace  in  crying^  G9i  bkfs  tbi  Kufg^  the  Proteftapt  .Religion^  ^and  il^ 
ftoteftant  Duke. 

^.  IV.  That,  he  had  viHingiy  afleoted  to  be  moft  iplendidly  treated  by  a!t  the 
truly  loyal  Gentlemen  of  the  Country,  to  the  great  Grief  and  Sorrow  of  Heart 
among  all  the  Tories. 

V.  That  on  the  fame  Day  his  Grace  won  the  Plate  at  Walejie^  feveral  Per- 
ibns  made  Bonfires  at  Cbeftery  and  drank  the  King's  Health  with  great  Joy  and 
Acclamations,  though  ibme  of  the  diiafie&ed  Tories  flung  Chamber- Pots  oa 
their  Heads,  for  which  the  others  returned  a  Volley  of  Stoftes  at  their  Windows 
in  Requital  of  their  Rudenefs. 

VI.  That  divers  Gentlemen  met  together  to  dine  without  any  Braces  of 
Bucks  fent  them  by  Mr.  C— hfr  s  and  did  highly  derogate  from  the  Principles 
of  the  tcriesy  in  drinking  the  King's  Health  before  the  Duke  of  Tcrk^s.

His  Grace  found  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen  enough  to  be  his  Bail  vexf 
readily,  and  accordingly  his  Grace  gave  fufficient  Bail,  whofe  Names  are  here 
inferted»  viz.

rwry  H  E  Popiih  PJot»  as  delivered  by  Titus  Oata^  ^and  the  reft  of  bis  Zaniiu 
^J^     Bedlow^  Dt^gdaUr  Prance^  &c*  is  wholly  founded  on  thefc  two  Bafes : 
'  Firft^  That  the  Papifts  had  a  D^fign  Co  murder  the  late  King.. 

And  next,  to  malTacre  us  \  Popery  being  only  to  be  introduced  by  thefe 
two  defperate  and  bloody  Undertaking?. 

The  leveral  Axtempts  and  Defigns^of  murdering  the  King  are  a&.  follow : 

Tht  Jlrfi  bloody  Refolve  of  the  Papifts  for  that  Purpofc,  was  on  the  24th 
cS  April  in  the  Year  1678,  whilft  Oates^  upon  the  Holy  Evangelifts  affures  us, 
that  the  Principal  of  the  Jefiats  and  other  great  Popilh  Agents,  to  the  Num- 
ber of  above  Fifty,  from  feveral  Parts  of  the  World,  met  together  on  that  Day, 
arid  came  to  this  Refolve ;  That  Pickering  and  Groses  fliould  go  on  with  their 
Attempt  of  murdering  the  King,  for  which  the  one  Oiould  have  1500 1,  and 
the  other  30,000  MafTes :  To  which  Refolve  and  Promife  they  all  at  feveral 
Places  fubfcribed  their  feveral  Hands. 

•  Now  we^re  to  kliow  like  wife  who  thofe  two  Perfoh$  were  that  were  thus  fet 
%o  work,  viz.  Two  poor  Servants  and  Retainers  to  the  Rfimijb  Priefts,  and  two 
Peribns  who  had  been  before  engaged  in  the  fame  DejGgn,  and  had  dog'd  the 
King  (by  Oates^s  own  Oath)  from  the  Year  Scvcncy  to  that  very  Day,  with: 
icrewed  Guns  and. Silver  Bullets  to  do  the  feme  Execution,  and  were  two  fu^h 
wretched  Fools  at:fo  defperate  a  Piece  of  Service,  that  one  Time  (he«r  Flint 
was  kx>fe,  another  Time  their  Gun  was  chaiged  with  all  Bullets  and  no  Powdert: 
another  Tiqie  with  no  Powder  in  the  Pan,  and  another  Time  with  all  Powder  and 
no  Bullets :  Yet  neverthejefi,  after  -they  had  always  mifcarried  at  this  egregious 
ienielefsRate,  and  had  been,  difciplrned  feverety  for  it,  here  meets  a  Coofuk 
Qijefiiits  from  all  Quartern  of  Europe  i  and  aft^a  full  Debate  upon  fo  impQr-. 
tant  a  Point  Co  their  grand  Defign,  as  the  immediate  Murder  .of  the  King,  they 
come  to  no  other  Refulc  than  that  thefe  two  poor  Cuddens,  after  above  feven, 
Years  fumbling  b^bre,  (hoixid  go  on  *with  the  Atten>pt,  without  fo  much  as 
en^ging  00^  H^d  befide  in  the  Cbnfpiracy  (for  all  the  other  Ai^fTinatesi 
were  not  embarked  jia.the  Defign  till  Augufi  following 0  fothat  had  Qatesbeen 
able  to  have  proved  hinafelf  here  in  Town  at  the  /^il  Confult,  nevetthelefsi 
bis  great  ^//PJotmuft  ftili  have  fallen  to  the  Ground,  and  confequentiy,  all 
the  Blood  of  the  ipxecuted  Papifts  have  cried  for  Vengeance  from  lb  pequrcd  a 
Murderer  (  unkft  we  can  imagine  that  (b  many  Popifli  Emiflaries,  the 
greateft  of  all  the  Ramijfb  Politicians^  could  be  guilty  of  fo  ridiculous  a  Mar 
nagement. 

Befides,  as  the  Sequel  of  this  King-killing-Blow,  Oates  particularly  fwears^ 
That  no  fooner  was  the  King  to  have  fallen,  but  both  the  Spani^  Pilgrims^ 
30,000  ftrong,  and  a  Fren^b  Army  befides,  were  prepared  to  land,  and  follow: 
the  Blow  by  joining  with  the  Englifi  Papifts  already  lifted  for  that  Purpofe, 
and  qutting  the  Proteftants  Throats  ^  fo  that  upon  the  up-fhot  of  the  wh^le 
Matter,  unlefs  we  can  fuppofe  that  tht  Frencb  wd  Spanifi  Kings  had  their -1 
Pilgrims  and  Armies  and  a  Fleiet  ready  to  lapd  them,  all  prepai;ed  for  fevea 
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Affile  T\6fS^5ethcr/Witite^  w  hammer;  to  "ftep  over  the"W^,\to  nicife 
tfrt  Bufintfi,  and  profecuttf  tlhcf  MaflScfe  upon  tfrtf  drifis  of  the  Kiri^s  Murder^ 
the  whole  Confpiracy  comes  C6  nothing.  !        . 

Befides,  we  muft  pardon  Mr,  Oj/w*s  Forgetfulncft  in  feveral  mainVaflagcs 
of  Pirifcm/ff *s  Atchicvcnr^ent  i  firft.  That  in  his  Narrative  he  exprefsly  upoa 
Oath  alSgns  the  Time  of  Fickerinj^s  Ffint  being  loofe,  and  his  being  lalhcd 
for  it,  to  be  in  January  1677,  but  at  hi^  Trial  he  pofitively  fwears  it  was  done 
•in  April  1678".  Secondly,  we  muft  not  be  ftagger^d  to  imagine  how  a  Fellow 
in  fo  open  a  Place  as  St.  James^s-Park  could  prefent  a  Gun  againft  the  King; 
and  flalh  in  the  very  Pan  (as  another  Time  he  fwears  for  Pickering)  and  yet 
neither  the  King  nor  any  one  of  his  Attendants  dtfcover  him.  Neither  are  we  to 
refleft,  how  it  is  utterly  impoflible  to  (hoot  a  Silver  Bullet  out  of  a  fcrewed 
Gun,  Silver  being  too  hard  a  Metal  ever  to  be  difcharged  without  tearmg  the 
Gun  all  to  Pieces. 

For  the  Hiftory  of  his  other  Popilh  Rufiians,  his  Conyers  with  his  Dagger, 
his  four  Iriflf  Ruffians  (by  the  bye,  all  Gentlemen  of  Quality  and  Fortune,  and 
yet  all  hired  for  fo  bold  an  Attempt  as  fhooting  the  King  for  but  poor  fourfcore 
'Founds  between  them,  when  the  Kttle  inconrfiderable  Wretch  Groves  was  to  ht 
rewarded  with  no  lefs  than  1500/.)  ^or  the  Hiftory,  I  fay,  of  thefe  Afl&ffinatcs 
iind  Sir  George  IVakemati^s  Affair,  they  were  altogether  a  Mafs  of  Nonfcnfe  fo 
naufeoufly  fulfome,  that  even  the  all-believing  fflfigs  themfelves,  in  the  very 
hotteft  Dog-days  of  true  Proteftant  Zeal  and  Enthufiafm,  turned  Stomach  at^ 
infomuch  that  the  terrible  Poifoner  Sir  George  himfdf  was  acquitted  even  by  a 
fFbig  Jury,  in  Defiance  of  all  the  Popiffi  Fears  and  Jealoufies,  which  in  that 
Time  of  the  World  were  no  lefe  than  Mountain  high. 

But  to  mufter  the  Strength  of  afl  thefe  laft'  Undertakers,  and  indeed  the 
whole  Force  of  his  Plot  itfelf,  in  his  Piefacc  to  his  Narrative  he  tells  the  World, 
that  he  difcovercd  his  Plot  firft  to  his  Majcfty,  by  the  Introduftion  of  Mr. 
CbrtfiopberKerby^  on  the  13th  o^Augufiy  1678  ;  at  which  Time  you  muft  note, 
he  brought  no  other  Credentials  to  fupport  his  Plot,  but  Words  and  Forehead, 
Oath  and  Impudence,  being  utterly  unable  t6  produce  the  leaft  Scrap  of  one 
of  all  his  numberlefs  pretended  treasonable  Papers,  Letters  or  Commiffions,  to 
corroborate  his  Evidence;  notwithftanding  his  Narrative  affures  us,  that  the, 
Jefuits  had  long  before  wrought  the  King  almoft  to  an  utter  Dcafnefi  and  Infi- 
delity againft  all  Informations  whatever  againft  them,  and  confequchriy,  his 
pTcfcrving  fome  of  thofe  undeniable  Records  againft  them,  all  entrufted  in  hia 
Hands,  was  the  onlyneceffary  Introduftion  to  the  Credit  and  Support  of  his 
whole  Dlfcovery. 

But  however,  not  one  Syllable  of  any  Thing  of  that  Ipnd  was  ever 
feen  or  brought  forth  from  that  Day  to  this,  and  the  only  lame  Excufe  that 
can  help  him  is,  to  fay.  Truly  whilft  he  plotted  with  them  he  wa§  one  of  them, 
and  therefore  did  not  feek  to  preferve  any  fuch  convincing  Papers  or  Commif- 
■lions :  Though,  by  the  bye,  it  tooks  a  little  odd  in  one  of  his  Trials,  wHere  he 
dt^nright  fwears  he  was  a  Proteftant  all  along,  and  difguifed  himftlf  a  Papift 
only  to  herd  with  them  and  betray  them.     But  let  that  pafs.* 

The  prodigious  Over-fight  and  Negligence  of  our  Difcovcrcr  in  this  Point  * 
being  forgiven  him  for  once,  how  came  it  to  pafs  neverthefefs,  that  after  that 
very  13  th  Day  k^  Angufi^  when  he  returned  again  to  the  Jefmts^  and  plotted 
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mkhtiitmxft^mot^  An|j  as  z Spy  jwd  Jillxmn i;cr ra];e  w  Qmiai^Qr «r 
bctrayuigibefn  ;  nrhqn  after  that  rery  Day*  lie  dc^veredtQut  icver^4>ew  Coo^ 
xnifiions,  met  alfo  at  a  Confult  of  the  BMsdiffinej^  and  £arried  their  4rubfcril^ 
Refelve  of  MurderiAg  the  Kiog  ro  a  {bcood  .CooTHlt  of  tht  CArmdins^  for  to 
fign  itf  met  Hkewile  another  Time  Ofi^smwi}x}s^  hxo^  D^tgger  ta  Qr^ir 
IfMi^Walks.

in^  <he  very  liotteft  Partxif  his  whole  Plot*  were  all  TnmfafLions  ^fter  thi^  &ft 
Pdco^eiy  lo  the  Kii^  :  How  comes  it  to  pa0,  i  lay,  after  iiis  coid  RecepdtH^ 
At  Courts  andxheJCing^s  foiobducate  Increidutity*  that  our  Adventurer  ihq^d 
jfet  out  a  Trea(bn-hunting  once  more,  for  no  other  Defign  but  for  Proof  and 
Demonftrations,  and  Ocular  Tefiimonials  ;  and  yet  after  all  theie  offered  J^ 
vanQg9Sjof  both  Confptrators  and  Coafptracie^,  Traitois  and  Treafonable  Re* 
cords  in  his  Power*  he  Ibould  ^11  con^  to  Sir  £tdmundlmy  Geffrey ^  the  $^ 
ttmhcr  following,  with  his  full  and  coa\pleat  PopUh  Manifeftq,  -and  yetiwithoxt 
Mie.Scrap  of  Commilfioos,  Papers,  Refolves,  &c.  and  with  only  his  old  Jargn^ 
Breathand  Wocd^  Ncdfc  and  Oaths  for  the  Support  of  his  pretended  OraculoHS 
Pifcorery.  Good  Heaven  1  How  wide  was  the  £ngiyb  .Swallow,  when  fud» 
idle  ridiculous  Stuflf  could  go  down  ! 

But  to  leave  theiCing-killing  Part  of  his  Plot,  and  take  a  little  Viow.of  ius 
ProceHant  Xhroat-cuuing,  viz.  The  fecond  Act  of  his  Pufiijb  Tc^edy* 

Here  we  muft  return ito  hi&.SpoMtJk PUBrim^,  ihis  Muk^BH^^  apd  his  Er^iKk 
jlrmifs  before-mentioned,  Jtogether  wilh  the  Armies  of  ^j^^Papiiftstde(}gn«d 
lobe  laiied,  xo  join  with  them.  And  to.b^n^at  Home,  here  wf^rthe  iCord 
BeUqfij^  andtheXord.P^nr,  >andia.^rcat  many  other  of  the  greateft .  i^MiNP 
GiAfrd^^/^  had  (Cbmmifik>ns  (deliver Mt^  to^be  Generals,  Xieutenant^Gone^ 
cals,  and.fo.dowawardsto;CoIonels  and  Captains,  £^r.  over .fcveral  Pc^iii  Ar^ 
mies  intended  to  be'raifed  toXubdue  Ef^glandio  the  RomifhYokt. 

Now  hene  are  a^eat  aiany  very  odd  thitigs.in  this  Prqedlion.  i^,''T« 
wondixms,  that  the  Jefiiilis  and  the  Head  Plotters  of  the  Papyts  were  fo  coc{c- 
fure^f  the.Fidelity  of  (heir  whole  Party,  that  they  durft  hope  to  lift  (b  many 
Thouiands  of  R^mM  Catbolkhs  (nay  had  lifted  them,  if  Bedlsw  may  be  be* 
lieved,  beipgall  rcad^  to  rife  at  four  and  twenty  Hours  warning)  and  not  have 
jOne  faife  Brother  aniongftlhem  all,  to  betray  fo  barbarous  and  fo  rebellioua 
an  Undertaking.  There  mus  a  Time  when  Thoufands  of  that  Jleligion  venturr4 
both  Lives  and  Fortunes  to  recover  the  King's  Right  againft  ufurpiqg  Trai- 
tors, with  fcarce  one  J>iflenteramo()gft  the  whole  Party  againft  fo  loyal  a  Caufe  i 
and  'tis  a  very  ftrange  Chatige,  that  in  a  matter  of  thirty-odd  Years  they  ihould 
all  be  fo  univerfally  perverted  to  the  DepoGng  and  Murdering  hin),  as  not  to 
cheet  fo  much  as  one  Pendril  or  one  HuddUfton  amongft  fo  many  thoufands  (ay 
this  Army  wastoconGft  of)  that  niigfat  probably  have  told  Tales  beforehand!, 
and  Jbetrayed  fo  wicked  and  fo  helli(h  a  Purpofe,  and  thereby  .not  only  have 
ruinM  the  whole  Plot,  but  the  whole  Party  befides. 

Stcmilg^  We  are  to  uke  notice,  it  was  in  May^  jMMt,^  Jufy  and  Juptfi^ 
1678,  that^Oa/^j.attefts  his  Delivery  of  Commiflioos  for  the  pretended  Popifli 
Araues:  4ndoikthe.Su^e|sof.t]peifi  Aani^>.aflUted^l^  PopiAi 
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TRACTS  OH  all  Subjects.  '409 

Auxiliaries  beforemcntioncd,  depended  the  whole  Fortune  of  the  RamijbCBU^. 
Popery  being  wholly  to  be  eftablilhed  by  Military  Execution.  And  yet,  as  the 
Devil  and  the  Doftor  would  have  it,  Pickering  and  GraveSy  as  you  have  been 
told  before,  had  been  feven  Years  together  at  the  King's  very  Throat ;  nay  and  the 
great  Rewards  of  1500/.  and  30,000  Mafles,  together  with  Picierihi*%  fcverc 
Backfide  Caftigation,  were  Motives  and  Spurs  to  haftcn  and  expedite  the  fu- 
ture Performance  of  thcfe  two  terrible  fcrewed  Gunners.  And  yet  here  was  the 
King  to  have  been  fhot  the  very  next  Moment  (if  poffible)  and  all  the  while 
the  very  Commiflions  were  not  given  out  till  fome  Months  after,  for  the 
Raifing  the  Army  fo  immediately  neceffary  to  profecute  the  Blow  after  the 
King's  Difpatch  :  Now  in  the  Name  of  Dulnefs  where  were  our  Wits  when  all 
this  hideous  Piece  of  Apocrypha  was  current  Gofpel  amongft  tis? 

And  Laftly^  To  bring  the  Fpreign  Heroes  into  Play  too,  Oates  fwears  that 
upon  fubduing  of  England  in  Manner  aforefaid,  the  French  were  to  be  Lords  of 
the  Afcendant,  the  Government  of  England  being  dcfigned  to  have  devolved 
into  their  Hands.  And  pray  mgrk  the  Riddle  of  the  Bufincfs — Here  was  the 
Spanijh  King,  in  the  Year  1678,  lending  no  Icfs  a  Body  of  Men  than  Thirty- 
thoufand  fighting  Pilgrims,  to  help  to  eftablifli  x^tFrencb  King  in  the  Monarchy 
of  Englandy  at  the  very  fame  Time  that  he  was  in  a^ual  War  againft  him, 
and  an  utter  Enemy  to  France^  and  fo  harrefs'd  by  the  French^  that  he  was  court- 
ing almoft  all  Chriftendom  againft  him,  and  imploring  all  Foreign  Aids  and  Al* 
•  liances  to  oppofc  him ;  yes,  tho*  he  had  already  loft  fo  large  and  fo  important 
a  Part  of  his  own  Country  to  him,  and  was  not  over  able  with  his  beft  Strength 
to  defend  the  reft  from  him  -,  yet  is  th\%  Spanijh  King  forfooth  (if  Oates*s  Evi- 
dence will  hold  water)  aiding  and  aflifting  the  French  King  with  fo  vaft  a 
Succour,  for  the  Enlarging  the  vcryViftoriesof  his  moft  hated  Enemy  by,(b  pro- 
digious an  Acquifition  as  the  Imperial  Diadem  of  England.  Oh  !  the  Miracles 
of  a  Romijh  Plot,  and  the  more  Miraculous  Enzlijh  Stomachs  to  digeft  it  ! 

This,  Reader,  is  the  great  and  dreadful  Popijb  Bug-bear,  that  once  had  Po^cr 
to  fright  three  Kingdoms  out  of  their  Senfes,  and  this  the  Saviour  of  the  Na- 
tion, that  fo  many  almoft  proftrate  Knees,  and  up-lifted  Hands,  entertained 
and  faluted  with  no  lefs  than  Palm-Branches  and  Hofannahs.  The  Particularifing 
of  all  the  Nonfenfical  Incongruities  and  Contradiftions  thro*  the  whole 
Legend  of  his  Difcovery,  fuch  as  his  fwearing  at  one  Trial  he  was  perverted  to 
the  Romijh  Religion,  and  at  another  that  he  was  ftill  a  Protejianty  and  only 
play*d  the  Hypocrite  amongft  the  Papijis,  to  learn  their  Secrets,  and  to  deteifl 
their  Plots  :  And  then  his  fwearing  before  the  Council,  that  he  knew  not 
Coleman^  when  brought  Face  to  Face  before  him,  and  yet  at  his  Trial  to 
fwear  he  was  his  moft  intimate  Acquaintance,  and  Co-plotter  in  the  wh^le 
Bufinefsof  the  four  Irijh  Ruffians  ;  and  confcquently  was  the  main-  Evidence 
that  hanged  him  :  But  moft  qf  all,  this  his  moft  egregious  Perjury,  in  fwear- 
ing before  the  Houfe  of  Lords ^  that  he  had  difcovered  the  whole  Plot,  and  had 
not  one  Perfon  more  to  accufe,  than  what  he  had  named  and  impeached  be- 
fore -,  and  yet,  after  all  this,  to  bring  the  very  Queen  into  the  Confpiracy  to" 
poifon  the  King  5  a  Princcfs  of  that  immaculate  Virtue,  and  unexampled  Rcty, 
into  fo  damnable  and  hellifh  a  Defign  ;  that  moft  arrogant  of  Impoftures  and 
Villainies,  as  far  from  the  very  Shadow  of  Truth,  as  the  Monjier  that  utterfcd  it 
is  from  Heaven  :  The  Particulariling,  I  fay,  of  all  the  egrcgiousilnd  impudent 
Vol.  hi.  G  S  g  Falfities, 
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JFaliitics,  thro*  his  whole  Fardle  of  Narratives,  is  a  Work  too  long  and  tedious. 
Befides,  theMyftery  of  Iniquity  (Thanks  be  to  Heaven)  is  already  made  fo  tranf- 
parent  almoll  to  all  Eyes  and  Underftanding?,  that  it  is  almofl:  impoffible  that 
any  thing  but  willful  and  hardned  Biindne(s  itfelf  cannot  plainly  fee  through  it. 

The  only  and  laft,  tho*  feeble  Argument  that  his  Defenders  (if  it*s  pdfible 
he  can  have  any  left)  can  make  for  him,  is  to  fay  :  How  is  it  poflible  that  all 
his  Difcovery  (hould  be  fuch  errant  Forgery  and  Impofture,  and  yet  be  fo  uni- 
verfally  believed,  even  by  the  mod  unanimous  and  fo  long  AfTent  of  the 
greateft  and  moft  fenfible  Men  of  the  whole  Kingdom  ?  Why  truly,  were  not 
an  Engliflman^%  Belief  one  of  the  greateft  Prodigies  (ince  the  Flood,  this  might 
be  much  wondered  at.  And  truly  it  would  appear  almofl:  ftupendous,  how 
almoft  a  whole  Nation  fhould  be  fo  befottcd,  had  not  woeful  Experience  con- 
vinced, that  this  is  the  fecond  notorious  Blot  in  our  EngUJh  Scutcheon. 
For  let  us  look  back  mto  the  difmal  Fears  and  Jealoufies  in  the  Reign  of  King 
Charles  I.  and  we  Ihall  find  the  felf-fame  Phantom  governed  then  too  ;  for 
juft  fuch  another  as  fenfelefs  and  as  ridiculous  imaginary  Plot  of  fetting  up  Po- 
pery and  arbitrary  Power,  O  mtrnftrum  borrendum  !  blew  Three  Kingdoms  into 
a  Flame  ;  and  from  the  difmal  EiTefts  of  that  Epidemical  Lunacy  has  left  that 
Stain  upon  the  Englijb  Name  and  Reputation  abroad  in  the  World,  that  not 
whole  Ages  will  wafli  off.  And  truly  we  have  no  Excufe  left,  why  we  fliouid 
be  fo  grofly.  impofed  upon  again,  and  run  into  a  (econd  as  damnable  an  Error 
as  the  firft,  but  frankly  confeffing,  that  the  Frenzy  of  our  Fathers  is  Heredi* 
taryy  and  nothing  but  their  Madnefs  running  in  our  Blood  has  been  the  Caufe  of 
fo  enormous  a  Folly  ;  the  extravagant  Apprehenfions  of  the  Danger  of  Popery 
being  that  riatural  Imperfeflion,  that  the  Generality  of  Englijbmen  ztt  as  much 
born  to,  as  Men  are  to  a  Club-foot,  or  a  Hunch-back,  or  any  other  De- 
formity, and  (really)  which  they  are  almoft  as  hardly  to  be  cured  of. 

And  therefore  to  draw  to  an  End  with  our  Swcaring-Mafter  Tifus^  that 
hellifh  Incendiary,  and  chief  i^^^/r  Onginal  of  our  fo  many  Years  Diftrafti- 
"ons,  his  Sentence,  though  it  fecm  fevcre,  is  much  lefs  than  he  deferves  ; 
our  EngVJh  Law-makers,  as  never  imagining  the  Poflibility  of  fo  unexampled 
an  Offender^  having  provided  no  Punishment  equal  to  the  Demerits  of  fuch  un- 
precedented Villainy. 


BRIEF  REFLECTIONS  upon  the  Incoir- 
vehiencies  attending  willful  and  malicious  Forgery  and 
Perjury  ;  With  ibme  Reafbns  why  fuch  Crimes  ought  to 
be  made  Felony.     1685* 

THESE  two  pernicious  and  infeparabte  Companions^  Forgery  and 
Perjury^  like  poifonous  Vermine,  have  often  fucked  out  and  deftroyed 
the  very  Juice  and  Beauty  of  many  flourifhing  Flowers  \  nor  hath  the 
Royal  Oak  efcaped  being  encompafled  about  with  the-  malignant  Ivy  of  thofe 
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horrid  Crimes,  even  to  that  dangeroiu  Degree  of  Rebels  gaining  a  Point  almoft 
fit  for  laying  their  htzX  Axes  to  die  Root  of  that  Sacred  Tree. 

To  difcourie  of  the  late  grand  Impoftors  of  State,  or  their  flagitious  PraAices^ 
would  be  a  Talk  too  tedious  for  me»  or  my  prefent  Purpofe  \  and  only  fit  for 
an  Age  more  ftupid,  and  lefi  capable  of  Obfenration  and  rational  Sentiments 
than  this. 

Their  unparallelM  Villanies  are  now  become  too  apparent  to  every  dlfccrn- 
ing  Eye,  either  to  be  queftioned  or  doubted  ;  for  'tis  mod  certain,  that  the 
extravagant  Pranks  and  Projefts  of  thofe  Monfters  ftill  beat  very  convincingly 
intenfe  upon  the  Nerves  and  intelledlual  Parts  of  all  truly  loyal  and  unpreju- 
diced Subjeds,  who  now  perhaps  cannot  but  reckon  it  a  very  great  Blemifh  to 
the  Englijb  Air,  that  ever  fuch  Mifcreants  fliould  have  the  Happinefs  of  breath- 
ing in  it. 

And  if  there  be  any  Reafon  to  find  fault  with  the  Impeifeftion  or  Defici- 
ency of  the  Statute-Laws  of  this  Realm  in  Criminal  Cafes  ('which  undoubtedly 
are  othcrwife  the  bcft  and  moft  rational  Laws  in  the  World)  *tis  principally  be- 
caufe  there  are  none  yet  fevere  enough  againft  the  pernicious  and  dangerous 
Crimes  of  willful  Forgery  and  Perjury. 

For  if  a  Theif  Ileal  a  Horfe  or  a  Mare,  or  but  the  Value  of  two  or  three 
Shillings,  it  is  Felony,  and  by  the  Law  he  ought  to  die  for  that  Offence ;  but  if  a 
Pack  of  Rogues  join  together,  and  by  Forgery  and  Perjury  ruin  Men  in  (heir 
Reputations  and  Eftates,  they  are  ufually  only  exalted  to  ftand  in  the  Pillory^ 
or  fined,  or  imprifoned  for  it  ;  which  minute  Punifliment  feldom  produces 
any  other  EfieA  than  barely  to  make  the  Criminal  the  more  incorrigible,  and 
proves  many  times  but  as  Sauce  to  craving  Stomachs,  preparing  them  the 
better  to  devour  and  confume  the  next  Dainties  they  can  meet  with,  never 
fcrupiing  to  make  a  Prey  of  Mens  Lives  and  Fortunes,  though  the  ungodly 
and  illegal  Difinheriting  of  Kings,  the  Unhinging  of  Monarchy,  and  the  utter 
Devaftatbn  and  Deftruftion  of  Kingdoms,  Societies,  and  Families,  (hould  in- 
evitably fall  into  the  Bargain;  and  therefore  if  an  Argument  drawn  ab  incomje- 
niintt  (which  is  generally  held  to  be  very  forceablc)  ought  to  have  any  Power 
in  any  Cafe,  certainly  it  ought  to  have  fo  in  this,  to  make  willful  and  malici- 
ous Forgery  and  Perjury,  Felony  :  For  it*s  almoft  inipoffiblc  to  prove  (fuppofc 
what  you  will)  that  greater  Inconveniencies  will  attend  the  making  of  fuch' 
Crimes  Felony,  than  have  attended,  and  may  be  feared  will  attend,  the  not 
making  of  them  fo. 

That  many  particular  Perfons  have  feverely  fmarted  in  their  Reputations 
and  Eftates,  as  well  as  the  Kingdom  in  general,  by  Forgery  and  Perjury,  'tis 
prefumed  will  not  be  denied  by  any  judicious,  obferving,  and  thoughtful  Man  : 
Nor  durft  I  prefume  any  Man  fo  totally  unacquainted  with  the  Affairs  of  this 
World,  but  either  he  knows  or  hath  heard  what  Havock  and  Mifchief  thofe 
two  abominable  and  deftrudlive  Sins  have  made-amongft  the  Widows  and  Or- 
phans of  this  Age. 

However,  that  you  may  be  furniflied  with  fome  few  frefli  Inftances  of  that  kind 
(for  to  give  you  all,  asit'isimpoflible,fo  it  were  fitter  for  a  large  Volume  than 
the  narrow  Compafs  of  a  Sheet  of  Paper)  I  am  obliged  to  aff.ire  you  (particu- 
lar Inftances  of  Matter  of  Fad  being  the  moft  cogent  and  prevailing  Argu- 
ments) that  two  Perfons  of  good  Quality  and  Reputation  have  been  lately 
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damnified  and  prejudiced  in  their  Eftstes,  to  the  Value  of  at  leaft  jcoo  /.  in 
difl^ent  Cafes,  bj  the  Male-contrivance  and  falfe  Oadis  of  common  Hacknej-* 
fwearcisand  Knights  of  the  Poft,  who  with  their  Coafedentes  and  Abettors  {t£^ 
ter  many  Years  Profecution,  in  forma  pauperis  of  the  Perfons  and  Executors 
whqm  they  have  fo  grofly  abufed  and  opprefled^  are  at  laft  found  out  and  dc« 
tested  )  and  now  it  appears,  that  the  Deeds  and  Inftroments  in  Writing  by  them 
fet  up  (and  wliereon  Verdidsand  Judgments  at  Law  for  great  Sums  of  Money  were 
obtained)  were  adually  forged  fevenil  Months  after  the  Deaths  of  the  Perfero  and 
Teftators,  whofe  Deeds  they  were  pretended  to  be,  though  io  cunningly  and 
artificially  contrived,  as  to  bear  Date  many  Years  before  their  Deceafe.     And 
CMie  of  the  principal  Forgers  (being  fcrved  with  Procefs  to  appear  andanfwer  to 
an  Information  of  Forgery  and  Perjury  lately  exhibited  againft  him)  foon  after, 
and  before  JuRice  could  come  to  bellow  upon  him  his  due  Reward,  died  :  But 
one  of  his  Champions  and  Brother  Confederates  in  that  horrid  Iniquity,  have* 
ing  furvived  him,  is  now  under  Profecution  for  the  fame  Crimes,  which  un* 
doubtedly  will  be  fo  fully  and  plainly  proved,  that  'twill  be  almoft  impoflible 
any  thing  (hould  be  wanting  to  do  him  Right,  fave  only  feverer  Laws  for  his 
Punifhment  ;  for  fuch  hath  been  his  Confidence  (as  though  inexpreflible  Im^ 
pudence  were  one  of  the  leaft  Ingredients  in  the  Compodtion  of  his  Rogueries) 
that  he  hath  confeOed  that  he  hath  been  hired  and  fuborned  to  fwear  falfly 
for  Money,  and  even  (ince  the  Information  exhibited  againft  him  hath  boldly 
affirmed,  that  he  neither  regarded  nor  valued  a  Pillory,  declaring  that  better 
Men  than  himfelf  were  daily  brought  thither,  and  that  'twas  but  to  have  a  little 
Patience  for  an  Hour  or  two,  and  the  whole  Bufinefs  would  foon  receive  a  De- 
termination, and  be  over,  with  as  much  Eafe  and  little  Trouble  as  a  nine  Days 
Wonder  ;  which  Language,  without  Queftion,  is  very  agreeable  to  the  reft  of 
his  wicked  Crew  :  So  that  'tis  plain  the  Pettinefs  of  the  Punifhment,  ufually  in- 
flided  upon  fuch  Offenders,  makes  them  perfift  the  more  obftinately  in  the 
Pradice  of  their  black  and  hellifh  Crimes.     And  therefore  'tis  conceived,  that 
the  moft  probable  Way  to  abate  their  Confidence  and  affwage  their  Courage,  is 
to  make  and  execute  more  IhiA  Laws  againft  them,  than  there  are  yet  in  being. 

Befides,  'tis  credibly  reported,  that  this  famous  Artift  (for  all  Sorts  of  notorious 
Contrivances  in  Mifchiefs)  hath  as  great  Reputation  for  his  Wit  and  Cunning  in 
Forgery,  amongft  all  the  Rogues  and  Knights  of  the  Poft  about  this  Town, 
as  ever  any  Criminal  had  that  was  hanged  at  Tyburn^  boafting  that  he  could  fo 
exaftly  counterfeit  the  Hand- writing  of  Mens  N^mes,  that  it  was  impofllble  to 
find  out  the  Cheat,  unlefs  the  Perfons  whofe  Names  were  fo  counterfeited  (he 
ufually  dealing  with  the  Names  of  dead  Men)  (hould  arife  out  of  their  Graves, 
and  fwear  that  'twas  none  of  their  own  Hand-writing.  And  that  he  formerly 
got  by  his  fubtile  Tricks  at  leaft  loo/.  per  Annum  from  the  Catholicks;  it 
being  his  Praftice  (about  fix  or  feven  Years  fince)  to  forge  Writs  againft  feveral 
Catholicks  of  gpod  Quality,  privately  pretending  that  the  fame  Writs  wereregu* 
larly  iftued  againft  them  upon  Penal  Statutes  out  of  the  Courts  of  Wefimin^er* 
HaU^  and  thereby  aSrigfated  them  (he  being  then  a  common  Informer)  into 
lecret  Agreements  to  pay  him  feveral  Sums  of  Money  ;  whereas  in  Truth  there 
were  never  any  fuch  Writs  or  Procefs  granted  out  againft  thofe  Perfons  from 
whom  he  thus  vexatioufly  extorted  Moaey» 

But 
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But  to  refiune,  and  give  you  one  or  two  Inftances  nK>re  for  all  the  reft  oi 
die  great  laconveDiencies  aaending  the  Famtnefe  and  Deficiency  of  our  Statute 
laws  (in  pobit  of  Puiitiunent)  againft  wirilful  and  malictous  Foigery  and 
Pequry. 

If  any  Perfon  Uein  Wait  to  woood  or  deface  another,  or  if  a  Highway  «nia» 
wb  you  (though  only  of  your  travelling  Coin)  he  becomes  thereby  guilty  of 
Felony,  and  according  to  Statute  Law  he  ought  to  be  hang'd  for  it ;  befides, 
you  have  your  Rboiedy  by  the  Statute  (in  the  laft  Cafe  made  and  provided)  to^ 
secover  of  the  Hundred  wherein  you  were  rob'd,  the  Value  of  all  that  was 
fi>  taken  from  you  r  And  this  is  concluded  (as  indeed  it  is)  to  be  both  reaibnabb- 
and}uft.  But  if  a  Knight  of  the  Poll  (by  premeditated  and  malicious  Forgery 
and  Perjury)  ruin  and  undo  honeft  Men  and  their  Families,  by  taking  ail^ay 
and  deftroying  both  their  Lives  and  Fortunes  at  once  (as  too  often  by  fad 
and  lamentable  Experience  it  hath  happened^  yet  in  this  Cafe  (by  the  Statute 
Laws,  as  now  they  are^  there  is  no  Provifion  made^  either  to  punilh  the  nulici« 
ous  perjured  Perfon  with  Death,  as  a  juft  Recompence  and  Sarisfa£tibn  to  the 
Law  of  God,  for  (hedding  innocent  Blood,  or  to  fubjed  his  Eftate  (if  he  have 
'  any^  to  make  Rcftitution  to  the  injured  Pcrfon's  Family,  for  the  Lofs  and  Ruin 
of  his  ;  which  {prima  facie ^  befides  the  ill  Confcquences  of  it)  feems  to  be  a 
very  fevereand  hard  Cafe.  And  wherein,  in  this  Cafe,  doth  that  juft  Proportion 
lie  (which  ought  to  be)  between  the  Punifhment  and  the  Crime  ?  Or,  how  is 
the  Punifliment  proportionable  to  the  Offences,  in  the  Cafes  of  willful  Forgery 
and  Perjury  ?  when,  after  a  Man  (hall  be  thereby  utterly  ruined  and  undone,  he 
Ihall  have  no  other  Remedy  or  Satisf^dion  left,  but  (at  the  rate  of  great 
Trouble  and  Expence)  the  empty  Shouts  and  Laughter  of  the  Mobile  and  Rab« 
ble,  with  (it  may  be)  the  unwarrantable  Difcharge  of  a  fewVoUies  of  rotten  Oran- 
ges and  Eggs  to  the  profligate  and  incorrigible  Villain  that  ftands  in  the  Pillory.  ' 

*Tis  therefore  (and  for  other  weighty  Reafons,  too  tedious  here  to  be  ex-^ 
prefled)  high  Time  (with  Submilfion  to  better  Judgments)  both  with  refpeft  to 
his  Majcfty's  Intereft,  and  the  Safety  and  Security  of  his  Kingdoms  and  People, 
that  fuch  Inconveniences  (hould  be  remedyM  and  redrefs'd,  and  ftridber  Laws 
made  (with  greater  Puniihments  than  yet  there  are)  againft  fuch  OflTenders  ; 
for  if  it  be  contrary  to  Principles  of  Juftice  and  Reafon,  that  fuch  Tranfgreilbcs 
fhould  be  exempt  from  Punifhments  adequate  to  their  Crimes,  then  'tis  both 
reafonable  and  juft  that  a  Law  ihould  be  made,  to  punifh  them  according  to* 
their  Demerits ;  for  Ratio  eft  Anima  Legis. 

.  And  in  regard  the  grand  Council  of  this  Nation  (by  his  Majefty^s  fpecial 
Grace  and  Favour)  are  now  alTembled  in  Parliament,  'tis  humbly  offered  to» 
the  (erious  Confideration  of  his  moft  Sacred  Majefty,  and  his  great  Council  af- 
fembled,  that  fuch  a  Statute  Law  may  be  made  this  SeiTion  of  Parliament,, 
againft  willful  Forgery  and  Perjury,  as  may  not  only  tend  todeftroy  that  wicked* 
Herd  of  perjured  Satanrfts  in  this  Kingdom,  but  to  relieve  and  difcharge  thofi^ 
that  have  been  opprefled  by  their  malicious  Contrivances,  from  the  Judgments 
at  Law  obtained  thereby  \  and  curb  their  unbridled  Infolences  for  the  Time  to- 
come,  with  enabling  that  fuch  Crimes  fhall  be  made  Felony,  which  certainly 
(notwithftanding  what  can  be  rationally  objeded  againft  it,  after  ferious  Con^ 
fultalion^  and  advifing  with  the  learned  in  the  Law  concerning  the  due  qualify  ing^ 
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limicting,  tndweil  penning  of  foch  an  Ad)  will  not  at  all  (as  fome  fancy) 
diicourage  hmeft  and  good  Men  from  a  chearful  fwearing  the  Truth  in  C^rta 
of  Law  and  Juftice,  for  the  Determination  of  CooooTerfies  (their  own  Incerefi:, 
and  that  moft  excellent  Rule  of  doing  for  others,  as  they  would  that  they  ihould 
do  for  them,  indifpenfiUy  requiring  it)  but  on  the  oontrary,  for  the  future  will 
certainly  affright  and  deter  all  Knif^tsof  the  Poft,  and  hackney  Swearers,  from 
offering  any  more  to  attempt  the  Ruin  either  of  Kings,  Kingdoms,  Societies 
or  Families,  by  fuch  their  moft  deftrudive  Praftices  and  Diabolical  Crimes. 


A  Short  Difcourfe  upon  the  Reaibnableneis  of  Mens  having 
a  Religion,  or  Worlhip  of  God.  By  his  Grace  George 
Duke  of  Buckingham.     1685. 

To  the  R  E  A  D  E  R. 

fJT^H  E  N  I  began  to  write  upon  this  Subje0^  it  was  out  of  a  Curiofity  I 

^fr      had  to  try  what  I  could  fay  in  Reajon^  againfi  the  bold  AJJertio?u  of  tbofe 

Men^  who  think  it  a  witty  Thing  to  defame  Religion  j  and  I  have  feen  fo 

few  Writings  of  late  which  are  not  very  tedious^  that  I  was  dejirous  at  leqfi  to 

avoid  that  Fault  in  thisj  by  making  it  assort  as  I  could 

The  Reafon  why  Ihave  fuffered  it  to  be  printed  is  indeed  becaufe  I  could  not 
help  it  %  Copies  having  been  taken  ofit^  andfent  0  the  Irtfs^  by  the  Negligence  of 
fome  to  whom  I  lent  it  to  read.  I  was  as  much  ajhamed  to  forbid  the  Printing  of 
it  as  I  fhould  have  been  to  haw  ordered  it^  or  as  IJhould  be^  now  it  is  printed^  to 
difown  what  I  have  written  \  and  therefore  I  home  here  Jet  my  Name  to  it. 

By  the  Nature  of  this  Difcourfe^  I  was  forced  to  conclude  with  an  Opinion^  which 
I  have  been  long  convinced  of ^  That  nothing  can  be  more  Antichriftian,  nor  more 
contrary  coSenfeand  Reafon,  than  to  trouble  and  moled  our  Fellow-Chriftians, 
becaufe  they  cannot  be  exadtly  of  our  Minds,  in  all  the  Things  relating  to  the 
Worlhip  of  God. 

And' who  will  but  examine  what  Multitudes  of  Men  there  are  now  amongji  us^  of 
different  Ferfuafiom  in  Religion^  and  how  inconjider able  aty  one  Part  of  them  isy 
compared  to  the  refty  muft^  I  am  confident^  be  convinced^  that  the  PraHice  of  it^  at 
this  Time^  would  be  of  no  Advantage  to  the  Publick. 

Ifaferious  Conjideration  of  the  Prefent  State  of  this  Kingdom  can  Jink  deep 
enough  into  Mens  Hearts^  to  make  them  endeavour  now  to  promote  a  true  Liberty  of 
ConfciencCy  IJhallyet  hope  to  enjoy  happy  Days  in  England.  But  otherwife^  with- 
out pretending  to  be  a  Prophet y  I  can  eajily  forefee^  that  the  contrary  muft  of  Ne^ 
ceffity  terminate  in  this :  A  general  Difcontcnt  j  the  Difpcopling  of  our  poor  . 
Country  ;  and  the  Expofing  us  to  the  Conqucft  of  a  Foreign  Nation. 

BUCKINGHAM. 

THERE  is  nothing  that  gives  Men  a  greater  Diflatisfa&ion,  than  to  find 
themfelves  diiappoinred  in  their.  Expectations,  efpecially  of  tbofe  Things 
in  which  they  think  themfelves  moft  concerned  5  and  therefore  all,  who  go 
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tbout  to  give  Demonflratkms  in  ftfetters  of  Religion,  and  &il  in  the  Attempe, 
do  not  only  leave  Men  h&  devout  than  they  were  before,  but  alio  with  great 
Fains  and  Induftry  lay  in  their  Minds  the  very  Grounds  and  Foundations  of 
Atheifm  :  For  the  Generality  of  Mankind,  either  out  of  Lazineis,  or  a  Diffi- 
dence of  their  being  Mt  to  judge  aright  in  Pdnts  that  are  not  very  clear,  are  apt 
rather  tx>  take  Things  upon  Truft  than  to  give  tbenifelves  the  Trouble  to  examine 
whether  they  be  true  or  no.  But  when  they  find,  that  what  a  Man  undertakes 
to  give  them  for  a  Demonftration  is  really  none  at  all,  they  do  not  only  con- 
dude  they  are  deceived  by  him,  but  begin  aHb  to  fufpeft,  they  have  been  ill 
ufed  by  thofe,  who  firft  impofed  upon  them  a  Notion,  for  which  no  Demon- 
ftration  can  be  given  ;  and  from  that  Sufpicion  proceed  to  this  other  of  a  more 
dangerous  Confequence,  That  what  is  not  demonftrable  may  perhaps  too  not 
be  true. 

I  (hall  therefore,  in  this  Difcourfe,  make  ufe  of  another  Method,  and  content 
myfelF  with  endeavouring  to  Ihew  what,  in  my  Opinion,  is  mod  probable ;  De* 
monftration  being,  as  to  Matters  of  Faith,  abfolutely  unneceflary :  Becaufe,  if 
I  can  convince  a  Man,  that  the  Notions  I  nnaintain  are  more  likely  to  be  true 
than  falfe,  it  is  not  in  his  Power  not  to  believe  them ;  no  Man  believing  any  Thing 
becaufe  he  has  a  Mind  to  believe  it,  but  becauie  his  Judgment  is  convinced, 
and  he  cannot  choofe  but  believe  it,  whetho-  he  will  or  no ;  and  Belief  k  all 
that  is  required  of  us  in  the  Speculative  Part  of  Religion. 

Befides,  Demonftration  being  fuch  an  Evidence  of  a  Thing,  as  Ibews  the 
Contrary  of  it  to  be  impofTible  ;  it  is,  if  you  mark  it,  a  whimiical  kind  of  Ex- 
predion  to  fay,  that  a  Man  does  but  believe  a  Thing  to  be  fo,  which  he  is  Jure 
icannot  poflibly  be  otherwife.  It  is  juft  as  ingenious  as  if  one  fhould  profels^ 
that  he  hopes  he  fhall  but  begin  to  have  a  Thing  to-morrow,  which  he  is  al- 
ready this  Day  in  PofTeffion  of:  Belief  and  Faith  being  as  intirely  fwallowed  up 
in  Demonftration,  as  Hope  is  in  Fruition. 

My  Defign  in  this  Paper  is  to  induce  Men  to  a  Belief  of  Religion,  by  the 
Strength  of  Reafon  ;  and  therefore  I  am  forced  to  lay  afide  all  Arguments 
which  have  any  Dependence  upon  the  Authority  of  Scripture,  and  muft  faOiion 
my  Difcourfe  as  if  I  had  to  do  with  thofe  diat  have  no  Religion  at  all. 

The  firft  main  Queftion,  upon  the  clearing  of  which  I  (hall  endeavour  to 
ground  the  Reafonablenefs  hf  Mens  having  a  Religion^  or  Worjhip  ofGod^  is  this. 
Whether  it  is  more  probable  that  the  fVorUhas  ordered  itfelfto  be  in  the  Form  it 
now  is  J  or  was  contrived  to  befo  byfome  other  Being  of  a  more  perfeS  and  more 
defigning  Nature  ?  For  whether  or  no  the  World  has  been  created  out  of  No- 
thing, 4S  not  material  to  our  Purpofe  ;  becaufe  if  a  Supreme  Intelligent  Agent 
has  framed  the  World  to  be  what  it  is,  and  has  made  us  to  be  what  we  are,  we 
ought  as  much  to  ftand  in  awe  of  it,  as  if  it  had  made  boffi  us  and  the  World 
out  of  nothing.  Yet  becaufe  this  latter  Queftion  ought  not  to  be  totally  pafs^d 
by,  I  (hall  take  the  Liberty  to  offer  fome  Conceptions  of  mine  upon  it. 

The  chief  Argument  ufed  againft  God  Almighty's  having  reated  the 
World,  is,  that  no  Man  can  imagine  how  a  Thing  ihould  be  made  out  of 
nothing  ;  and  that,  therefore,  it  is  impo(rible,  he  fhould  have  made  the  Worlds 
becaufe  there  is  nothing  elfe  out  of  which  it  could  be  made. 

Firft  then,  I  cannot  choofe  but  obferve,  that  to  fay,  Becaufe  we  are  not  able 
to  imagine  how  a  Thing  fhould  be^  therefore  the  Being  of  that  Thing  muft  be 
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unpoffible,  is  in  idelf  a  difingenuous  Way  of  Argumentadon  ;  efpecially  in 
thofe,  who  at  the  fame  Time  declare  they  believe  this  World  to  be  eternal,  and 
yet  are  as  little  able  to  comprehend  how  it  fhould  be  eternal,  as  how  it  (hould 
be  made  out  of  nothing. 

In  the  next  Place,  I  conceive  that  nothing  can  be  properly  faid  to  endure, 
any  longer  thati  it  remains  juft  the  fame  ;  for  in  the  Inftant  any  Part  of  it  is 
changed,  that  Thing,  as  it  was  before,  is  no  more  in  Being. 

In  the  third  Place,  that  every  Part  of  this  World  we  live  in  is  changed  every 
Moment ;  and  by  Confequence,  that  this  whole  World  is  fo  too,  becaufe  the 
Whole  is  nothing  elfe  but  what  is  compofed  of  every  Part ;  and  that  therefore 
we  cannot  properly  fay,  this  World  has  continued  for  many  Ages,  but  only 
that  all  Things  in  this  World  have  been  changed  for  feveral  Years  together. 

To  evade  which  Opinion,  thofe  who  maintain  the  Eternity  of  the  World 
are  forced  to  fay,  that  the  Matter  of  it  is  not  changed,  but  the  Accidents  only, 
though  this  be  a  Sort  of  Argument  which  they  will  not  allow  of  in  others :  For 
when  it  is  by  the  Romanifts  urged,  in  Defence  of  Tranfubjiantialion  in  the  Sa- 
crament, nat  the  Auidents  of  the  Wafer  remain^  though  the  Suiftance  of  it  be 
changed^  they  rejedb  that  as  a  ridiculous  Notion  ;  and  yet  it  is  not  one  jot  more 
abfurd  to  fay.  That  the  Accidents  remain  when  the  Matter  is  changed,  than  that 
the  Matter  remains  when  the  Accidents  are  changed  \  nay,  of  the  two,  the  Affer- 
tors  of  this  latter  Opinion  are  the  leaft  excufable,  becaufe  they  boldly  attribute 
it  to  a  Natural  Caule,  whereas  the  Romanifts  have  the  Modefty  at  leaft  to  own 
it  for  a  Myfterious  Miracle. 

But  that  the  Weaknefs  of  this  Imagination,  of  feparating  Accidents  from  Bo- 
dies, may  the  plainer  appear,  let  us  examine  a  little  what  the  Meaning  of  the 
word  Accident  is.  Accident  then  does  not  fignify  a  Being  diftind  from  Body 
or  Matter,  but  is  only  a  Word  whereby  we  exprcfs  the  feveral  Ways  we  con- 
fider  of  what  is  in  a  Body  or  Matter  that  is  before  us.  For  Example  :  If  wc 
perceive  a  Body  to  have  Length,  then  we  confider  of  that  Length  as  an  Accident 
of  that  Body  -,  and  when  we  perceive  a  Body  to  have  a  Smell,  or  Tafte,  then 
we  confider  of  that  Smell,  and  that  Tafte,  as  Accidents  of  that  Body  :  But  in 
none  of  thefe  Confiderations  we  mean  that  any  thing  can  have  Length,  or 
Smell,  or  Tafte,  but  what  really  is  Body  ;  and  when  any  Thing,  that  had  a 
Smell  or  Tafte,  has  left  off  to  have  a  Smell  or  Tafte,  it  is  becaufe  that  Part 
of  it,  which  had  a  Smell  or  Tafte,  is  no  more  in  it.  So  that,  upon  an  Exami- 
nation of  the  whole  Matter,  I  am  apt  to  believe,  that  there  can  be  naturally  no 
Change  of  Accidents,  but  where  there  is  a  real  Change  of  Bodies. 

But  to  proceed  a  little  further,  the  Queftion  being,  (Vbetber  it  be  more  pro" 
hable,  ihat  the  World  or  that  God  Almighty  has  been  from  all  Eternity  ?  I  think, 
I  may  venture  to  affirm,  that  of  two  Propofitions,  the  leaft  probable  is  that 
which  comes  neareft  to  a  Contradiction  :  Now  nothing  can  come  nearer  to  a 
Con  trad  iftion,  than  Eternity,  or  abiding  the  fame  for  ever,  and  a  continued 
changing,  or  not  abiding  the  fame  one  Moment  :  And  therefore  I  conclude, 
it  is  lefs  probable,  that  this  changeable  World  Ihould  have  been  from  all 
.Eternity,  than  that  fome  other  Being  of  more  Excellence,  and  greater  Pcr- 
feftion,  (hould  be  fo,  whofe  very  Nature  is  incapable  of  Change. 

That  Being,  of  more  Excellence,  and  greater  Perfedtion,  I  call  God ;  and 
thofe,  who  out  of  a  foolilh  Averfion  they  have  for  the  Name  of  God,  will  call  it 
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Natun^  do  not  in  any  kind  differ  fi-om  this  Notion  of  that  Being,  but  only 
change  it*s  Name,  and  rather  (hew  they  have  a  vain  miftaken  Ambition  of 
being  thought  Atheids,  than  that  they  have  any  Reafon  ftrong  enough  to  con- 
vince them  to  be  fo. 

The  next  Queftion  I  (hall  take  into  Confideration  is  thist  Whether^  fbougb 
tbere  be  a  God,  it  is  probable y  that  Hejhould  take  a  mere  particular  Care  of  Man- 
kindy  than  be  does  of  Beafis  and  otber  Animals  ?  To  which  I  have  this  to  ofit^r, 
that  though  there  are  feveral  Sorts  of  Animals,  which  give  us  Occafion  to  ima- 
gine they  have  fome  kind  of  Reafon  in  them,  though  not  to  fo  great  a  Per-* 
fedion  as  Men  have  ;  yet  fince  no  other  Anitpal  did  ever  any  one  Thing,  that 
could  give  us  the  leaft  Caufe  to  believe  they  have  a  Conception  of  another 
World,  or  of  a  Deity  ;  and  that  no  Man  was  ever  yet  born,  but  had  a  Concep- 
tion, or  at  leaft,  a  Suspicion  of  it,  more  or  lefs:  I  fay,  for  this  Reafon,  it  is 
probable,  in  my  Opinion,that  there  is  fomething  nearer  a-kin  to  the  Nature  of  God 
in  Men,  than  there  is  in  any  other  Animals  whatfoever ;  and  for  that  Reafon,  that 
God  Almighty  does  take  a  more  particular  Care  of  us,  than  he  does  of  them. 

If  then  God  be  Eternal,  and  it  is  probable  there  is  fomething  in  our  Na- 
ture which  is  a-kin  to  the  Nature  of  God,  it  is  alfo  probable,  that  that  Part 
of  us  never  dies. 

It  is  alfo  probable,  that  what  by  it  we  are  prompted  moft  to  value  and 
efteem,  as  the  higheft  Perfedions,  good  Qualities^  and  Virtues,  are  Parts  of 
the  Effence  and  Nature  of  God. 

Now,  of  all  good  Qualities,  or  Virtues,  it  is  Juftice  which  all  Men  do 
moft  highly  efteem  and  value  in  others,  though  they  have  not  all  the 
good  Fortune  to  praftife  it  themfelves.  For  Juftice  is  that  good  Quality,  or 
'  Virtue,  which  caules  all  other  good  Qualities  or  Virtues  to  be  efteemed  ;  nay, 
it  is  that  Virtue,  without  which  all  other  Virtues  become  as  Vices  i  that  is, 
they  all  come  to  be  abhorred. 

For  he  who  wants  Juftice,  and  has  Wit,  Judgment,  or  Valour,  will  for  the 
having  Wit,  Judgment,  or  Valour,  be  the  more  abhorred ;  becaufe  the  more 
Wit,  Judgment,  or  Valour  he  has,  if  he  wants  Juftice,  the  more  he  will  cer- 
tainly become  a  wicked  Man  :  And  he  who  wants  Juftice,  and  has  Power,  will, 
for  the  havmg  that  Power,  be  the  more  abhorred  \  becaufe  the  more  Power 
he  has,  if  he  wants  Juftice,  the  more  he  will  certainly  become  a  wicked  Man  : 
And  therefore,  in  my  Opinion,  it  is  a  very  unreafonable  thing  for  Men, 
out  of  a  Defign  of  extolling  God  Almighty's  Power,  to  rob  him  of 
Juftice  }  the  Quality  without  which  even  Power  itfelf  muft  neceffafily  be  ab- 
horred. And  pray  what  can  be  more  difrefpedful  to  God  Almighty,  than  to 
fancy  that  he  fli^l  punifh  us  for  doing  that,  which  he  has  from  all  Eternity 
predeftinatcd,  that  is,  compelled  us  to  do  ?  It  is  an  Aft  that  I  can  hardly  be- 
lieve there  ever  was  yet  born  a  Man  cruel  enough  to  be  guilty  of,  even  in  the 
Depth  of  his  Revenge  •,  and  (hall  we  make  that  an  Attribute  of  the  moft  perfeft, 
and  the  moft  high  God,  which  is  beneath  the  Effcdl  of  the  meaneft  of  Paffions 
in  the  worft  of  Men  ?  It  is,  in  my  Opinion,  more  reafonable  to  believe,  that 
God  Almighty,  out  of  his  Love  to  Mankind,  has  given  us  an  Eternal  Soul  •, 
that  an  Eternal  Being,  and  Free-will,  are  Things  in  their  Nature  infeparable 
one  from  the  other  ;  and  that  therefore,  according  to  our  Actions,  proceeding 
from  our  Wills,   God  Almighty,  in  Juftice,  will  reward  and  punifh  us  in 
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another  World,  for  the  good  and  ill  Deeds  we  perform  In  this.  I  do  not  fay^ 
that  the  beft  of  our  Actions  here  are  good  enough  to  nuke  us  deferve  the  utr 
moft  Joys  of  Heaven  \  we  muft  owe  them  to  God  Jlmigbfy*$  Grace  and  Favour, 
as  indeed  we  owe  all  Things  elfe. 

Neither  will  I  take  upon  me  to  euels  at  the  feveral  Degrees  of  Joys  there  arc 
in  Heaven  :  Our  dull  Se(ifes  making  it  as  impoflible  for  us  to  difcourfe  well 
of  thofe  Things,  as  it  is  impoflible  for  a  Man  born  blind  to  talk  'well  of 
Colours.  Nor  will  I  pretend  to  judge  how  long,  or  how  much  God  Almigbtf 
will  punifh  us  hereafter ;  becaufe,  for  the  fame  Reafon  that  we  think  him  to 
be  a  God  of  Juflice,  we  muft  alfo  conclude  him  to  be  a  God  of  Mercy. 

This  only  I  do  verily  believe,  thai  the  tnore  we  love  bim^  the  more  be  will  lave 
us  ;  and  tbe  lefs  we  love  bim^  the  worfe  it  will  he  for  us. 

Again,  if  this  Inftind,  or  Conception,  we  have  of  a  Deity,  be  the  Ground 
of  our  Religion,  it  ought  alfo  to  be  the  Guide  of  our  Religion ;  that  is,  if  the 
flrongeft  Reafon  we  have  to  believe,  that  God  Mmigbty  does  take  a  more 
.particular  Care  of  us,  than  he  does  of  other  Anfmals,  is,  becaufe  there  is 
ibmething  in  our  Nature  nearer  a-kin  to  the  Nature  of  God^  than  any  thing 
that  is  in  any  other  Animal ;  I  fay,  in  all  Reafon,  that  Part  of  us,  which 
is  neareft  a-kin  to  the  Nature  of  God,  ought  to  be  our  Guide  and  Director,  in 
chufing  the  beft  Way  for  our  religious  Worfliip  of  God. 

There  is  alfo  this  other  Confcquence,  which,  in  my  Opinion,  does  naturally 
depend  upon  what  has  been  fak).  That,  one  of  the  greateft  Crimes  a  Man  can 
be  guilty  of  is,  to  force  us  to  a<5):  or  fin  againft  that  Inftind  of  Roligion  which 
God  Mtnigbty  has  placed  in  our  Hearts ;  for,  if  that  Inftind  be  fomewhat  a-kin 
to  the  Nature  of  God^  the  finning  againft  it  muft  be  fomewhat  a-kin  to  the  Sio' 
againft  the  Holy  Gboji. 

If  then  it  be  probable,  that  there  is  zGod^  and  that  this  God  will  reward  and 
puniih  us  hereafter,  for  all  the  good  and  ill  Things  we  ad  in  this  Life,  it  does 
highly  concern  every  Man  to  ejtamine  ferioufly,  which  is   the  beft  Way  of 
.  worihiping  and  ferving  this  God  ;  that  is,  which  is  the  beft  Religion. 

Now,  if  it  be  probable,  that  the  Inftindl  which  we  have  within  us,  of  a 
Deity,  be  a-kin  to  the  Nature  of  God^  that  Religion  is  probably  the  beft,, 
whofe  Doftrine  docs  moft  recommend  to  us  thofe  Things,  which,  by  that  In-^ 
ftinft,  we  are  pronripted  to  believe  are  Virtues,  and  good  Qualities :  And  that, 
I  think,  without  exceeding  the  Bounds  of  Modefty,  I  may  take  upon  me  to 
affirm  is  the  Chriftian  Religion. 

And  for  the  fame  Realon  it  does  alfo  follow,  that  the  Religion  amongft 
Cbriftians^  which  does  moft  recommend  to  us  Virtue  and  a  good  Life,  is,  in  all. 
Probability,  the  beft  Religion. 

And  here  I  muft  leave  every  Man  to  take  pain$,  in  feckingout,  and  chufing 
for  himfelf  5  he  only  being  anfwerable  to  God  Almighty  for  his  own  Soul. 

I  began  this  Difcourfe^  as  if  I  had  to  do  with  thofe  who  have  no  Religion  at 
all :  And  now,  addreffing  myfelfto  Cbrijians^  I  hope,,  they  will  not  be  oaended 
at  me  for  ending  it  with  the  Words  of  our  Saviour--^ 

JJk^  and  it  Jhall  be  given  you  \  feeky  and  you  Jhall  fin4  \  knocks  and  it  Jball  be 
§penedunto^ou.  *   . 

I  fliall  beg  Leave  farther,  only  to  propofe  a  few  Queftions  to  all  thofe  in 
general,  who  are  pleafed  to  call  themfelves  Cbrijiians. 
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Firfi^  Whether,  there  be  any  diing  more  dircftly  oppofitc  ta  the  Doftrinc  and 
PraAice  of  Jefus  Cbrifl^  thaii  to  ufe  any  kind  of  Force  upon  Men,  in  Matters 
of  Religion  ?  And  confequently,  whether  all  thofe  that  praftife  it  (let  them 
be  of  what  Church  or  Se&  they  pleafe)  ought  not  juftly  to  be  called  ^/i- 
cbriftians? 

Secondly^  Whether  there  can  be  any  thing  more  unmanly,  more  barbarous, 
or  more  ridiculous,  than  to  go  about  to  convince  a  Man's  Judgment  by  any 
thing  but  by  Reafbn  ?  It  is  fo  ridiculous,  that  Boys  at  School  are  whipped  for 
It ;  who,  inftead  of  anfwering  an  Argument  with  Reafon,  are  Loggerheads 
enough  to  go  to  Cuflfs. 

And,  Tbirdfyf  Whether  the  Prafticeof  it  has  not  always  been  ruinous  and 
deftruAive  to  thofe  Countries,  where  it  has  been  ufed,  either  in  Monarchies,  or 
O)mmon- wealths  ?  And,  whether  the  contrary  Praftice  has  not  alvyays  been 
fuccefsful  to  thofe  Countries,  where  it  has  been  ufed,  either  in  Monarchies,  or 
Common-wealths  ? 

I  (hall  conclude  with  giving  them  this  friendly  Advice —  If  they  would  be 
thought  Men  of  Reafon,  or  of  a  good  Confcience,  let  them  endeavour  by 
their  good  Counfel,  and  good  Eicample,  to  perfuade  others  to  lead  fuch  Lives  as 
may  fave  their  Souls  -,  and  not  be  perpetually  quarrelling  amongft  themfelves, 
and  cutting  one  another's  Throats,  about  thofe  Things  which  they  all  fgree  are 
not  abfolutely  neceflary  to  Salvation. 


A   true  and  exadi   Relation  of   the  Prince   of  Orange  s^ 
publick  Entrance  into  Exeter. 

SINCE  the  Foundation  of  Monarchy,  Imperial  Orations,  or  the  Triumphs 
of  the  CafarS^  in  the  Manner,  Grandeur  and  Magnificence  of  their  moft 
Sumptuous  Cavalcades,  there  was  never  any  that  exceeded  this  of  the 
moft  illuftrious  Hero  the  Prince  of  Orange  his  Entrance  into  Exeter^  which 
was  in  Manner  and  Form  following : 

t  The  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Macclesfield  with  Two  Hundred 
Horfe,  the  moft  Part  of  which  were  EngUfh  Gentlemen,  richly  mounted  on 
Ftanders  Steeds,  managed  and  ufed  to  War,  in  Headpieces,  Back  and  Breaft^ 
bright  Armour. 

II.  Two  Hundred  Blacks  brought  From  the  Plantations  of  the  Netherlands  in 
America^  with  embroidered  Caps  lined  with  white  Fur,  and  Plumes  of  white  Fea- 
thers, to  attend  the  Horfe. 

III.  Two  Hundred  FinlanderSj  or  Laplanders^  in  Bear-Skins,  taken  from  the 
wild  Beafts  they  had  flain,  the  common  Habit  of  that  cold  Climate,  with 
black  Armour  and  broad  flaming  Swords. 

IV.  Fifty  Gentlemen,  and  as  many  Pages  to  attend  and  fupport  the  Prince's 
Banner,  bearing  this  Infcription,  God  and  the  Proteftani  Religion. 

V.  Fifty  Led  Horfes,  all  managed  and  brought  up  to  the  Wars,  with  Two 
Grooms  to  each  Horfe. 

H  h  h  2  VI.  After 
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VI.  After  thefe  rode  the  Prince  on  a  milk-white  Palfrcf,  armed  cap-a-pee,  a 
Plume  of  white  Feathers  on  his  Head,  in  bright  Armour,  and  Forty-two 
Footmen  running  by  him. 

VII.  After  his  Highnefs  followed  likewife  on  Horfeback  Two  Hundred 
Gentlemen  and  Pages. 

VIII.  Three  Hundred  Swi/zers  with  Fuzees. 

IX.  Five  Hundred  Voluntiers^  each  two  led  Horfes. 

X.  His  Captain  and  Guards  Six  Hundred,  armed  cap-a-pee. 

The  reft  of  the  Army  in  the  Rear,  his  Highnefs  with  fome  principal  Offi- 
cers cntei'd  the  Town,  where  they  were  not  only  received,  but  entertained  with 
loud  Huzza^  Ringing  of  Bells,  Banfires,  and  fuch  Acclanutions  of  Joy,  as  the 
Convenience  of  the  Place  and  their  Abilities  could  aflFord. 


Now  is  the  Time  :     A  Scheme  for  a  Commofi^wealth. 

THPE  Thing  that  offers  itfelf  in  this  great  Conjunffun  is,  xohr^cz  Grand 
Committee  of  Lords  and  Commons  (Forty  at  lead  from  each  Houfe)  to  be 
as  a  Privy  Council^  or  Council  oi  State^  or  governing  Senate. 

It  were  to  be  wifhed,  that  Twenty  of  each  Forty  might  be  for  Life  ;  and  the 
other  Twenty  Biennial,  Ten  going  off  every  Year.  Or  Half  might  be  changed 
annually.  • 

Fach  Senator  or  CounfeUor  to  have  for  his  Salary  Maintainance  one  thoufand 
Pounds  a  Year.  This  would  be  fuch  an  Advancement  to  the  Nobility  and  Gen^ 
/ry,  as  England  never  faw.  And  the  Charge  is  a  Trifle.  There  is  more  fpent  in 
fome  Monarchies  upon  Hawks,  Hounds,  and  Whores. 

The  Prince  to  prefidc  in  this  Councilor  Senate  (or  fuch  Perfon  as  he  fiiall  ap- 
point in  his  Stead)  and  to  have  Ten  Votes  at  leaft.  He  muft  alfo  be  General  and 
Admiral  \  and  muft  have  fuch  further  Powers,  and  fuch  a  Maintainance  or  Re- 
venue, as  his  infinite  Merits  require  ;  but  withall,  fuch  as  are  confiftent  with 
the  Government  he  defigns  for  us.  The  Princess  Maintainance  fliould  equal,  or 
exceed,  that  of  all  the  Senators  put  together. 

All  that  are  of  this  Council^  and  all  that  hope  to  be  (that  is,  all  the  confider- 
able  Men  of  the  Nation)  will  by  this  Means  be  firm  to  the  Prince.  And  fo 
will  thofe  others  who  have  the  great  Privilege  of  chufing  them,,  whereby  they 
may  have  Confidence  in  their  Adminiftration.  And  this  one  Thing  will  give 
the  f'rince  fo  ftrong  an  Intereft,  that  he  needs  fear  no  Pretenfion  that  can  be 
againft  him.  It  will  be  better  than  a  Standing  Army  i  The  NecelEty  whereof 
nothing  can  prevent,  but  luch  a  Standing  Council. 

The  Parliament  to  be  chofen  Tricnnially,  and  to  meet  Annually. 

It  is  believed  that  fuch  a  Conftitution  as  this  would  effedually  fecure  us 
(according  to  the  Princess  good  Intentions)  from  Popery  and  Tyranny.  And  the 
Prince  will  be  the  glorious  Auihox  o(  iht  Brit annick  Liberty,  as  his  great  Grand- 
Father  was  of  the  Belgick.  The  Genoefe  to  this  Day  adore  the  Memory  of 
Andrew  Doria^  who  chofe  rather  to  make  them  a  Free  Stait^  than  to  be  their 

Frinct^ 
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Prince.    Barely  to  change  our  Mafter^  would  but  reirive  the  Feuds  of  Tork  and 
Lofuajier^  and  involve  us  in  the  like  Calamities. 

Thefe  Things  to  continue  but  during  the  Life  of  the  King^  and  not  to  preiju* 
dice  a  Proteftant  Succeflbn

I  Have  endeavoured,  to  the  utmoft  of  my  Power,  to  perform  what  was 
defired  from  me,  in  order  to  the  publick  Peace  and  Safety ;  and  I  do  not 
know  that  any  thing  hath    been   omitted  which  might  tend  to  the  Pre* 
fcrvation  of  them,  fince  the  Adminiftration  of  Affairs  was  put  into  my  Hands:  > 

It  now  licth  upon  you  to  lay  the  Foundations  of  a  firm  Security  for  your  Reli- 
gion, your  Laws,  and  your  Liberties. 

I  do  not  doubt  but  that  by  fuch  a  full  and  free  Reprefentative  of  the  Nation 
as  is  now  met,  the  Ends  of  my  Declaration  will  be  attained :  And  fince  it  hath    '  ^ 

pleafed  God  hitherto  to  blefs  my  good  Intentions  with  fo  great  Succefs,  I  truft  & 

in  him  that  he  will  complete  his  own  Work,  by  fending  a  Spirit  of  Peace  and  ' 

Union  to  influence  your  Counfels,  that  no  interruption  may  bd  given  to  an- 
happy  and  lafting  Settlement. 

The  dangerous  Condition  of  the  Proteftant  Intereft  in  Ireland  requiring  a 
large  and  fpeedy  Succour,  and  the  prefent  State  of  Things  abroad,  oblige  me  to 
tell  you.  That  next  to  the  Danger  of  unfeafonable  Divifions  amongft  yourfelves, 
nothing  can  be  fo  fatal  as  too  great  Delay  in  your  Confultations  :  The  States,, 
by  whom  I  have  been  enabled  to  rcfcue  this  Nation,  may  fuddenly  feel  the 
ill  EflTefts  of  it,  both  by  being  too  long  deprived  of  the  Service  of  their  Troof)s 
which  are  now  here,  and  of  your  early  Affiftance  againft  a  powerful  Enemy 
who  hath  declared  War  againft  them :  And  as  England  is  by  Treaty  already 
engaged  to  help  them  upon  any  fuch  Exigencies,  fo  I  am  confident  that  their 
ehearful  Concurrence  to  preferve  this  Kingdom,  with  fo  much  Hazard  to  them- 
felves,  will  meet  with  all  the  Returns  of  Friendfhipand  Afliftance  which  may 
be  expefted  from  you  as  Proteftants  and  Englijhmen^  whenever  their  Condition^ 
ihall  require  it.

Jl\^  beloved  Cofins^  and  trufy  and  rigbt  weU-beloved^  We  greet  yw  well:  We 
cannot  have  better  Reafon  to  promife  Ourfcif  an  End  of  Our  common 
Snfferings  Md- Calamities^  and  that  Our  own  juft  Power  and  Authority  will 
(with  God^s  Blcfling)  be  refiored  to  Us,  than  that  We  hear  you  are  again  ac- 
knowledged to  have  that  Authority  and  Jurifdidion  which  hath  always  be* 
longed  to  you  by  your  Birth  and  the  Fnndamental  Laws  of  the  Land ;  and  We 
hare  thought  it  very  fit  and  fafe  for  Us  to  call  to  you  for  your  Help^  in  the 
compofing  the  confounding  Difiempers  and  DifiraSions  of  the  Kingdom^  on  which 
your  Sumringi  are  next  to  thofe  We  have  undergone  Ourfelf }  therefore  you 
cannot  but  be  the  moft  proper  CounfellcMrs  for  removing  tbe/e  Mifcbiefs^  and 
ioT  preventing  the  like  for  the  future.  How  great  a  Trufi  We  repofe  in  you  for 
the  procuring  and  eftablifbing  a  blejfed  Peace  and  Security  for  the  Kingdom^  will 
appear  to  you  by  Our  inclofed  Declaration i  which  Truft  We  are  moft  confident 
you  will  difcharge  with  that  Jujlice  and  Wifdam  that  becomes  you,  and  muft  al- 
ways be  expefted  from  you ;  and  that  upon  your  Experience,  how  one  Violation 
fucceeds  another.

you ;  and  We  pray  God  blefs  your  joint  Endeavours  for.  the  Good  of  us  all.

A  Speech  of  a  Commoner  of  Englandy  to  his  Fellow  G>m- 
moner  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  SPEAKER, 

TH  E  prefent  Providence  deferves  our  moft  fcrious  Thoughts ;  and  truly 
Sir,  I  cannot  but  fay  that  we  are  extreamly  obliged  to  the  great  Goodnefs 
and  Valour  of  the  Prince  of  Orange,  who  with  mch  Hazard  and  Expcnce 
has  brought  us  fo  feafonable  and  eminent  a  Deliverance  from  Popery,  and  (I 
hope)  from  Arbitrary  Power  alfo :  Sir,  we  cannot  give  him  too  much,  unic^* 
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we  give  him  more  than  our  own,  the  Crown  I  mean.  We  have  been  of  a  long 
time  caught,  that  it  is  not  the  Gift  or  Work  of  Subjcds.  Soveraign  Princes  have 
made  bold  with  one  another,  but  I  am  of  Opinion,  whatever  Malice  may  fug- 
geft  againft  his  Highnefs,  he  has  too  nobie  a  Soul  to  be  guilty  of  fuch  an  At- 
tempt ;  he  came  not  hither  for  Greatnefs,  he  has  it  of  his  own,  and  brought  it 
with  him,  and  values  being  Optimus  more  than  Maximusi  which  is  the  beft 
way  of  joining  that  imperial  Stile  together,  Optimus  Adaximus :  I  fay,  I  am 
confident  it  is  more  than  he  will  judge  proper  to  receive,  and  that  he  will  think 
it  more  for  hi&  Glory  to  reduce  the  Monarchy  to  its  juft  and  legal  Efiablijhment^ 
than  to  be  ^ng  himfelf ;  and  to  fecure  us  againft  Popery^  than  to  lead  us  into 
the  Errors  of  it,  of  which  the  mod  peftilent  are  the  depqfing  Princes^  and  breaks 
ing  Faith  with  Hereticks.  The  Prince  is  too  great  a  Difciple  both  of  Religion 
and  Honour,  not  to  be  fatisfied  with  our  doing  what  is  agreeable  to  them,  and 
let  not  us  prefs  him  out  of  his  own  Sentiments,  which  have  been  the  greatefl: 
and  moft  heroick  that  have  appeared  in  this  latter  Age  of  the  World  ;  left 
wbilft  we  have  taken  Arms  to  redrefs  Grievances,  we  draw  greater  upon 
ourfelves,  and  that  as  well  from  abroad  as  at  home  ;  for.  Sir,  when  webelieve 
Catholick  Princes  to  have  a  Zeal  fo  unreafonably  fierceand  unfafeto  other  People, 
we  cannot  at  the  fame  time  think  they  will  tamely  fuflPer  a  Catholick  King  to  be 
kept  out  of  his  Kingdoms^  for  little  more  than  being  fo ;  and  I  am  afraid  that 
this  Procedure  may  precipitate  Ireland  into  Extremities,  and  if  it  (hould  follow 
the  King  to  France^  ail  fober  fcnfible  Men  know  of  what  ill  Confcquence  a  Re- 
volt to  that  Crown  may  be  to  this  Kingdom :  We  fhall  then,  inftead  of  invading 
France^  find  Difficulties  to  prefcrve  our  own  ;  nor  for  what  I  fee  arc  we  fure  of 
being  at  Peace  here:  The  7ide  has  mightily  abated  Jince  the  King's  going  from 
Rocbefter.  Thofe  that  wilhed  his  Humiliation  in  the  Government  will  by  no 
Means  hear  of  his  Exclu/ton  and  Perdition  from  the  Crown  i  they  either  believe  the 
Fault  none  of  his,  or  not  of  Weight  enough  to  juflify  fo  extraordinary  an  Ex- 
ample. Kings  muft  fee  and  hear  by  the  Eyes  and  Ears  of  others^  which  makes 
it  their  Misfortune  rather  than  their  Crime  that  they  do  amifs.  We  are  alfo  of 
a  Church  that  has  been  fingular  for  her  Honour  and  Deference  to  Kings,  and  if 
we  have  any  for  her,  I  think  we  ought  to  tread  tenderly  on  this  Point ;  and  that 
we  may  be  juft,  two  Things  compel  us  to  it  for  our  own  fake  :  The  firft  is, 
that  moft  of  the  Things  that  made  the  King's  Government  fo  obnoxious 
have  already  been  done  in  this  ;  we  have  had  a  difpenfing  Power  exercifed  both 
at  Exeter  and  London ;  we  have  had  Free  garters  conftrained  in  almoft  all 
Places  where  the  Dutch  Army  has  marched  ;  we  have  in  great  Part  a  Popijb 
jirmy  too,  tho*  that  was  one  of  the  moft  crying  Offences  we  objeftcd  to  the 
King,  and  from  which  we  drew  the  moft  popular  Notions  of  our  Infecurity  : 
The  very  Money  that  is  now  receiving  was  aflced  with  7wo  Armies  on  foet^ 
and  all  Men  will  conclude  it  was  ill  refufing  a  Propofal  fo  feconded  ;  and  how 
far  our  famous  P^////(?«  of  Right  maybe  concerned  in  this,  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Law  muft  determine  •,  but  I  dare  fayi  this  very  Loan  could  not  efcape  it  under 
a  lawful  Prince,  and  under  our  prefent  Circumftances  we  cannot  reafonably 
think  the  Cafe  better.  Noi;,  Mr.  Speaker^  is  this  all  ;  the  fecond  Reafon  for 
our  Temper  is,  the  little  Truth  that  at  laft  appears  in  thofe  many  Stories  that 
above  any  thing  feemed  to  alienate  the  Hearts  of  the  Subjects  from  his  Majefty, 
and.  to  diffolve  that  Tie  of  Affedion  and  Duty  they  had  to  him,  as  his  Subjefts : 
Vol.  III.  I  i  i  Such 
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Such  as  the  Alarms  we  bad  here  of  a  French  Invafion  \  the  JGng^s  felUng  the  Kiftg- 
i9m  for  five  Milliens  fterling  ;  the  IriQi  killing  Man,  Woman  and  Child  upon  the 
Roads  \  the  French  embarked  for  the  fVeft^  but  mei  and  funk  by  the  Dutch  5  the 
forty  tboufand  new  fafhioned  Knives  of  Slaughter  \  the  ^een*s  Sack-Door  for 
bringing  to  Bed  afalfe  Child  -,  her  cuffing  the  Earl  of  Craven  and  the  Pri'ncefs Ann  \ 
whh  forty  more  of  rh^t  Stamp,  that  Time  has  proved  as  malicious  as  falfe  : 
How  much  they  have  influenced  to  this  prefent  great  Change,  is  not  unworthy 
of  our  ]iril  Thoughts  and  Cenfure  ;  and,  in  my  Opinion,  that  calls  upon  us  as 
loudly  for  a  fpeedy  Reparation,  Mr.  Speaker^  thefe  are  the  things  that  have 
driven  the  King  out  of  England^  and  if  it  can  be  proved  that  the  Prince  of 
H^ales  is  an  Impoftor^  and  that  there  was  a  League  with  France  to  cut  off  Pro- 
ti^antSj  I  think  nothing  that  has  befallen  him  too  hard  Meafure  for  him  ;  but, 
Mr,  Speaker^  it  is  upon  no  other  Terms  that  the  People  of  England  will  part 
with  their  King,  or  with  any  Patience  think  of  the  Ufage  he  has  had  upon 
that  Suppofition.  But  it  is  obje6led,  that  fome  of  thofe  that  were  in  Arms 
are  under  Apprehenjion  left  their  Eftates  and  Lives  Jhould  be  at  the  Mercy  of  the 
Kingy  if  he  returns.  I  think  the  King  will  be  fo  far  from  expefting,  and  the 
Nation  from  yielding  to  it,  that  they  muft  not  only  be  all  pardoned,  but  thofe 
Lords  and  Gentlemen,  that  have  been  the  noble  Affertors  of  our  Englifh  Liber- 
tics  at  this  Jundare,  muft  be  pofted  in  the  greateft  Places  of  Honour  and  Truft. 
I  hope  the  King  himfelf  will  fee  it  his  Intereft  to  leave  off  little  and  parafitical 
Favourites,  and  be  willing  that  fuch  be  employed  in  all  his  Affairs  as  his  People 
can  confide  in,  and  as  will  ufe  their  Preferment  for  the  Honour  of  their  Prince^ 
and  the  Good  of  the  Sobjedls. 

The  ObjcAion  againft  the  King's  Return,  upon  the  Account  of  having  de« 
ferted  his  Kingdoms  by  going  into  France^  I  am  aftoniflied  at  *,  for  if  that 
Kingdom  be  not  his  Right,  why  is  it  a  Fart  of  his  Title  ;  and  if  it  be,  he  may 
vifit  that  as  well  as  any  other  of  his  Territories,  if  he  has  Reafon  to  apprehend 
himfelf  in  Danger,  without  making  a  Demife^  Forfeiture^  Surrender  or  Abdica- 
tion of  the  Crown  of  England.  Mr.  Speaker^  I  ftrar  that  if  I  have  not  tired 
your  Patience,  I  have  been  at  leaft  over  long  for  fome  Members  of  a  contrary 
judgment,  who  fit  in  this  Convention,  and  therefore  I  ftiall  only  add  this 
humble  Caution,  that  our  Convent'on  confidcr  well  their  Power,  which  I  hum- 
bly conceive  is  too  fcanty  to  be  able  to  make  a  new  King,  tho*  it  may  call  home 
that  to  whom  we  have  moft,  if  not  all  of  us,  fworn  Allegiance  \  nay,  let  me  fay 
further,  th&t  if  our  Cafe  was  fo  dcfperate,  that  no  Remedy  would  ferve  but 
creating  a  new  King,  our  Convention  has  not  enough  of  our  Fellow  Subjetis  for 
the  reft  to  be  concluded  by.  When  Things  are  tranfafted  according  to  the 
known  Laws  and  ancient  Cuftoms,  iht^fual  Deputies  may  deliver  and  ftate  the 
Intentions  of  the  People,  but  when  fo  many  and  great  Alterations  muft  be 
made  in  the  Building,  that  is  to  be  for  the  comhion  Conveniency,  every  Man 
thinks  himfelf  worthy  to  be  confulted  as  well  as  the  greateft  Architeft,  when 
he  is  to  dwell  in  theHoufe  :  Parliaments,-  that  are  called  by  Kings,  cannot  make 
Kings,  and  a  Convention  not  called  by  a  King,  and  as  narrow  bottom'd  as  a 
Parliament,  is  yet  lefs  than  a  Parliament,  bccaufe  it  wants  the  Sanftion  that  a 
Parliament  has.  '  If  then  it  feems  a  Solecifm,  that  a  Meeting  lefs  than  a  Par- 
liament can  make  a  King,  without  whom  a  Parliament  cannot  be ;  what  (hall 
we  think  of  this  Convention  making  a   King  of  him  that  makes  the  Con* 
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▼entioft?  Can  tbey  aft  lawfully  upon  an  unlawful  CsAl^  or  an  unlawful  Con* 
vention  make  bim  a  lawful  King  ?  We  are  taught  by  an  Englijb  Proverb,  that 
no  Stream  rifts  bigbtr  than  its  Fountain  ;  how  is  it  then  poflTible  for  them  to 
give  him  Authority  to  g&vern  ibat  boot  none  but  what  ibey  receive  from  bim^ 
who  by  ovr  Law  can  have  none  to  give.  Sir,  this  is  neither  more  nor  le(s 
than  for  his  Highnefs  to  make  himfelf  King,  by  a  Medium  of  his  own  \  a 
Thing  as  much  below  him  to  do,  as  it  is  above  us  to  think  of  it.  Therefore  if 
we  muft  go  to  that  Work,  let  us  call  in  more  Heads  to  our  Affiftance  ;  but  I 
rather  advife,  and  humbly  move,  that  wc  pray  the  Prince,  who  has  been  our 
Deliverer^  to  be  our  JrbitreUor^  to  give  due  Umits  to  tbe  Prerogative  and  our 
Liberty^  to  fecure  us,  that  are  the  Proteftant  Subjeds,  in  our  Religion,  and  to 
(hew  the  King  what  Sort  of  Liberty  be  only  ought  to  expeft  for  his  Roman 
Catholick  Subjeds.  I  fay,  let  us  befeech  him  to  coil  back  tbe  Kingfpr  tbofe 
great  Ends^  the  accompli(hing  of  which  will  make  both  King  and  Kingdom 
happy,  and  the  great  Prince  of  Orange  renowned  in  all  the  H^ories  of  Eur^ 
as  well  as  in  our  Annals. 


Some  REFLECTIONS  upon  the  hamble 
P  E  T  I  T  I  O  N  to  the  King  s  moft  excellent  Majefty, 
of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  who  fublcribed  the 
fame;  prefented  N^z^^^^^^r  17,  i688. 

THAT  the  Peace-makers  are  bkjfed^  is  a  Truth  our  Saviour  hath  left  re- 
corded in  the  holy  Scriptures,  and  thofe  are  truly  to  be  honoured  who  can 
contribute  any  thing  to  fo  happy  a  Work :  But  that  either  this  Way  of 
Petitioning,  or  the  Matter  in  it  defired,  is  likely  to  produce  fo  great  a  Bleifing, 
is  a  Queftion  worthy  ferious  Confideration. 

I  ihall  firft  therefore  take  Notice  of  fome  of  the  dubious  Expreflions  in  the 
Petition,  and  then  lay  down  fome  few  Reafons,  why  I  judge  the  Petition  in  it- 
felf  unfeafonable ;  and  laftly  endeavour  to  ihew  how  unpradicable  the  fum- 
moning  of  a  Parliament  is  at  this  prefent» 

The  Expreffion,  tbat  a  War  is  now  breaking  forth  in  tbe  Bowels  of  tbe  King-- 
dom^  fhcws  that  their  Lordihips  either  know  or  forefee,  that  a  civil  War  is 
fomenting ;  and  I  pray  God  this  Pe^tion  do  not,  more  than  any  thing  elfe, 
occafion  it  •,  or  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  intends  to  carry  on  the  War  through 
the  Bowels  of  the  Kingdom,  whereas  thofe  that  wi(h  well  to  the  King  hope  it 
will  be  kept  in  and  about  the  Parts  where  he  landed. 

Secondly^  As  to  tbe  DiJtraSion  of  tbe  People  under  their prefent  Grievances  ;  it 
feems  to  many  true  Members  of  the  Church  of  England^  that  it  had  been  every 
whit  as  agreeable  to  your  Lordihips  Chara<5ler,  to  have  rather  thank'd  his  Ma- 
jefty for  his  late  extraordinary  and  gracious  Favours,  than  to  haveamufcd  the 
Subjeds  at  this  Tinae  with  the  Apprehenfions  of  Grievances^  without  any  In-.

timatioh  what  they  were }  for  it  is  moft  manifcft^  that  by  fuch  remonftrating  of 
Grievances  the  People  were  inftigated  to  that  bloody  Rebellion  in  1641. 

As  to  the  Exprelfion,  That  your  Lordfhips  think yourfelves  boundy  in  Confiience 
of  the  Duty  you  owe  to  God  and  our  holy  Religion^  and  to  His  Majefty  and 
our  Country,  moft  humbly  to  offer  to  His  Majejiyy  That  in  your  Opinion  the  OiilaY 
vij^k  Way  to  preferve  His  Majefty  and  his  Kingdom^  would  be  the  calling  of  a 
Parliament  regular  and  free  in  allits  Circumftances — I  hope  to  n)akc  out,  that  the 
fummoning  of  a  Parliament  now  is  fo  far  from  being  the  Only  Way  to  eflFcft 
thefc  Things,  that  it  will  be  one  of  the  principal  Caufes  of  much  Mifery  to  the 
Kingdom  ;  and  I  am  fure  both  our  Duty  to  God  and  our  holy  Religion^  as  well  as 
to  His  Majefty  and  our  Country^  doth  plainly  enjoin  us  to  ufe  one  other  effec- 
tual Means  to  obviate  the  Mifcrics  of  a  civil  or  invafive  War  5  which  is,  the 
keeping  inviolably  our  Allegiance  to  our  Sovereign,  and  effeftually  joining  with 
him  to  refift  all  his  Enemies,  whether  foreign  Aggreffors,  or  native  Rebels : 
And  it  is  much  to  be  wondered  at,  that  this  Duty,  fo  well  known  to  your 
Lordfhips,  fhould  never  be  mentionM. 

As  to  the  Regular  and  Pree  Parliament  in  all  its  Circumftances^  I  fhall  now 
proceed  to  prove,  that  at  this  Seafon  all  our  Wiihes  for  fuch  an  one  are  impotent, 
and  muft  be  ineflfedual. 

Pirftf  It  is  a  known  Truth,  and  fadly  experienced,  that  whenever  the  People 
are  in  a  great  Ferment,  and  contrary  Parties  are  bandying  one  againfl  another, 
the  giving  Liberty  to  the  People  to  meet  in  great  Bodies  is  dangerous  to  the 
Government;  and  you  yourfelves  .not  long  fincc  were,  when  you  oppofed 
the  vehement  Addreflcs  to  King  Charles  II.  for  fummoning  a  Parliament,  when 
he  judged  it  would  flrengthen  the  Fa£lion  againfl  him  -,  and  you  very  well  know, 
when  great  Heats  were  among  the  Members,  and  unreafonable  Votes  were  pafsM 
againft  the  lineal  Succeflion,  and  other  Matters  endangering  the  Government, 
the  King  was  obliged  to  prorogue  fome  Parliaments  from  Time  to  Time,  that 
fuch  Separation  might  produce  more  fober  Counfels  :  And  then  the  great  Cry 
was,  that  for  the  Prefervatibn  of  the  King's  Perfon  and  our  Religion,  they 
were  fo  earncfl  to  have  a  Parliament  meet. 

Secondly y  It  is  impolliblc  there  can  be  a  regular  and  free  Eleftion,  while  the 
Elcftors  are  fo  violently  divided  5  one  Part  of  them  being  fo  vehement  Wifhers 
of  the  Succels  of  the  Prince  of  Orange^  that  they  flight  all  the  Mifcries  that  un- 
avoidably'will  fall  on  the  Country  thereby,  upon  the  bare  Hope  that  he  will  pre- 
ferve Religion  and  Property.  Now,  in  fuch  a  Time  as  this,  when  (if  we  will 
give  Credit  to  the  Prince's  Declaration)  there  are  fo  many  that  have  invited  him, 
can  it  be  fafc  for  the  King  to  grant  a  CommifTion,  even  to  the  People,  to 
aflemble  in  fuch  great  ConHuxcs,  as  m^  afK)rd  them  Opportunity  of  lifting 
themfelves  againft  him  ? 

Thirdly^  If  we  yield  that  Eledions  can  be  without  outragous  Routs  ;  yet 
when  the  Parliament  is  met,  it  is  requifite,  by  the  very  Conflicution,  that  every 
Part  of  that  auguft  AfTembly  fhould  be  free  in  their  AfTent  or  DifTent  to  what 
is  to  be  debated  ;  and  that  Freedom  is  as  fundamentally  neceflary  in  the  Perfon 
of  the  King,  as  in  the  Members  of  either  Houfe  5  and  that  one  of  the  proper 
and  neceflary  Circumftances  of  that  Convention  ought  to  be,  that  all  the 
Members  fhall  be  prefent.  I  fhall  therefore  fhew,  that  at  this  Time  none  of  thefe 
can  be  praflicable. 

Firft, 
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Firfi^  As  to  the  King  :  While  fuch  powerful  Enemies  are  in  the  Country,  and 
fo  m^ny  ready  to  catch  any  Opportunity  to  join  with  them,  bow  can  the  King 
be  abfent  frofn  his  Army  ?  The  providing  for,  cheriftiing,  animating  and  order- 
ing of  which,  will  fufficiently  employ  the  moft  indefatigable  of  Princes.  And 
none  can  think  that  any  Prince  can  watch  the  Motions  of  fuch  an  Enemy,  and 
time  his  Opportunities  of  Affaulting  them,  or  Defending  himfelf,  and  at  the 
fame  time  be  cmbarrafs*d  with  a  Party  in  the  Houfes,  chat  may  as  danger- 
oufly  be  levelling  their  Votes  againft  him,  as  the  Invaders  are  their  Artillery. 
However,  here  can  be  no  Freedom  to  the  King,  how  undaunted  foever*,  becaufe 
the  impending  Storm  may  fo  affright  his  Council,  that  they  may  advifc  to  the 
yielding  of  fome  Things  that  may  be  of  ill  Confcquence  to  the  Government  ^ 
for  whatever  leffens  the  King's  juft  Prerogative,  as  this  may  do,  in  depriving 
him  of  exercifing  his  Negative  Voice,  is  at  one  Time  or  other  prejudicial  to  his 
Subjeds. 

Secondly^  As  to  the  Lords  :  There  can  be  no  free  Convention  of  them,  fince 
feveral  of  them  have  fo  far  forgot  their  Allegiance,  that  they  are  aftualiy  in  the 
Prince  of  Grangers  Army,  and  many  other  Lords  are  attending  the  King,  and 
their  Charges  ;  fo  that  while  thcfe  Armies  are  in  being,  they  cannot  meet  in 
theirHoufe  but  by  their  Proxies ;  which  I  fuppofe  none  can  expcft  will  be  allowed 
to  the  Peers  that  are  in  Rebellion,  if  we  may  be  allowed  to  call  that  fuch  which 
all  our  Laws  fo  adjudge. 

TbirJfyy  The  like  may  be  faid  for  the  Houfe  of  Commons  :  All  the  Gentlemen 
of  Intereft  in  their  Country  by  their  Allegiance  are  bound  to  fervc  the  King  in  his 
Wars  at  his  Command,  and  will  be  few  enough  to  keep  their  refpedive  Coun- 
ties in  Peace.  And  I  am  confident  none  will  think  that  a  Parliament,  as  this 
ought  to  be  that  is  defired,  fhould  confift  of  fuch  who  have  been  little  conver- 
fant  in  publick  Affairs,  or  have  fmall  Interefts  in  their  Counties. 

So  that,  upon  the  whole,  I  cannot  fee  how  any  Free  Parliament  can  meet, 
unlefs  it  be  fuch  a  Convention  as  the  Saxons  obtained  of  the  Britons  on  Salijbury 
Plains  ;  where  the  moft  eminent  of  both  People  were  to  meet  unarmed,  and  there 
amicably-  adjufl  Matters  in  Difference  \  but  it  is  well  known,  that  the  Saxons 
under  their  long  Coats  had  their  Weapons,  wherewith  they  flew  the  Flower  of 
the  Britilb  Nobility,  and  thereby  rendered  their  Conqueft  more  cafy. 

It  is  true,  fuch  a  Stratagem  is  not  now  like  to  take  EffetfV)  but  the  King  and 
thofe  that  wi(h  well  to  the  SuccefTion  of  the  Monarchy,  and  the  Prefervation  of 
their  Country,  muft  needs  fear,  that  there  will  be  as  dangerous  Contefts  with- 
in the  Houfes  as  may  be  in  the  open  Fields  ;  and  thereby  little  can  be  expe£led 
from  fuch  a  Parliament,  which  can  redound  to  the  publick  Good  of  the  King- 
dom. ^ 

Fourthly^  Thofe  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Lords,  that  have  figned  this  Petiti- 
on, either  have  not,  or  they  have  confulted  the  Prince  of  Orange^  before  they 
propofed  this  Advice. 

If  they  have  not  confulted  him,  they  ought  to  fatisfy  the  King  how  they  can 
warrant  a  Ceflation  of  Arms  on  the  Prince's  Side,  or  how  they  can  hinder  him 
from  advancing  further  to  awe  Debates  in  the  Houfes,  or  what  AiTurance  they 
can  give,  that  he  will  acquiefce  in  the  free  Decifion  of  the  Matters  propofed, 
or  that,  he  will  peaceably  depart  out  of  the  Land,  when  Things  are  fettled,  and 
will  not  pretend  to  ftay  here,  till  the  vaft  Sums  be  pay'd  him,  that  he  hath 
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expended  cm  this  0cca6on  ;  or  laftly,  chat  he  will  not  find  new  OccaQons  of 
queftionmg  the  Security  of  the  Performance  of  any  Agreement  to  be  made. 

If  they  have  confulted  the  Pnnce,  they  ought  to  fhew  his  Commtffion,  au- 
thoriflng  them  to  make  Propofals,  or  ftew  the  Heads  of  thofe  Grievances  he 
demands  to  be  redreflcd  5  for  fome  they  urge  in  their  Petitbn  there  are,  fvhich 
diftraft  the  People,  but  I  fuppole  they  are  more  careful  of  their  Heads  than 
to  own  any  fuch  Correlpondcnce, 

f  f  thcfe  noble  Perfons  would  have  effeftually  favcd  Effufion  of  Bloody  they 
Iherald  rather  have  ufcd  all  their  Interefl:  to  have  kept  the  Prince  of  Orm^t  in 
his  own  Country,  tho*  with  his  Army  and  Fleet  in  Readinefs,  and  have  obtain- 
ed his  fending  his  Demands,  and  have  waiced  like  dutiful  Subjefts  till  the  King 
had  convened  his  Parliament,  and  have  tried  how  gracious  the  King  would 
have  been  in  redrefiing  Grievances  and  fecuring  Religion  and  Property  ;  and 
after  the  King's  Refufal  there  might  have  been  fome  Colour  for  his  Invafion,  but 
none  upon  any  Pretence  whatfoever  to  have  invited  him  to  it. 

Fifthly^  Thofe  who  will  not  openly  and  with  a  bare  Face  juftify  the  Prince 
oi  Orange* %  Pretenfions,  cannot  think  it  conGftent  with  the  Honour  of  the  King 
to  (loop  fo  low-as  to  fummon  a  Parliament  at  the  Diredion  of  an  Invader,  who 
can  never  be  conceived  to  defire  it  with  that  Eagemefs,  if  he  did  not  judge  it 
very  much  conducive  to  his  Intereft  3  for  which  very  Reafon  the  King  ought  to 
be  jealous  of  fuch  Councils. 

And  I  humbly  conceive  thofe  Peers  have  not  fiifficiently  confidered  how  pre- 
judicial this  Sort  of  Addrefs  may  be  to  the  King's  Affairs,  and  how  much  it  will 
c6nduce  to  the  further  alienating  of  the  Afiedions  of  the  Subje<6b  from  the 
King,  when  they  fhall  hear  of  his  Denial  to  comply  at  pre(ent  with  this  Expe- 
dient, and  never  hear  the  Reafons  thereof ;  fince  they  have  not  divulged  his 
Majefty*s  Gracious  Anfwer,  together  with  their  Petition ;  and  I  am  fure,  at  this 
Time  the  puting  the  King  upon  fuch  a  Dilemma  is  the  greateft  Dif-fervice  can 
be  done  him,  and  very  little  inferior  to  joining  with  his  Enemies. 

I  might  add  muny  more  Arguments  to  prove,  that  the  King  cannot  in 
Honour  yield  to  this  Advice,  without  quitting  that  undeniable  Prerogative  the 
Laws  give  him,  of  making  War  or  concluding  Peace,  if  thofe  Matters  (hould  be 
fubmitted  to  the  Arbitrement  of  the  two  Houles ;  or  owning  that  the  Allegiance 
of  his  Subjefts  did  not  bind  them  to  affift  him  in  the  Ekfence  of  his  Crown  and 
Dominions  without  the  Votes  of  a  Parliament.  But  I  Ihall  conclude  with  fome  few 
Confiderations  I  humbly  offer  to  thofe  right  reverend  and  noble  Lords,-  and  all 
thofe  who  are  of  the  fame  Judgment  with  them,  to  reflcft  upon. 

i^iV^then,  I  defire  them  to  confider^  whether  it  will  not  be  more  glorious, 
and  agreeable  to  the  Principles  of  our  Religion,  efFeAually  to  afllft  our  undoubted 
lawful  Sovereign,  than  to  fuffer  him  to  be  dethroned  folcly  becaufe  he  is  a  Rb* 
man  CathoUck  ;  fince  the  Papifts  themfelves,  tho*  they  neither  take  the  Oath  of 
Allegiance  or  Supremacy,  yet  do,  and  ever  have  declared,  that  if  any  Roman 
Catbolick  FrmcCy  yea  the  Pope  himfelf  in  Perfon,  (hoiild  invade  any  King  of 
England^  tho*  a  Protcftant,  they  are  bound  to  defend  fuch  a  King,  againft 
them,  as  much  as  if  they  were  ^urks. 

Secofidfyf  Whether  the  true  and  original  Caufe  of  this  Invafion,  and  con- 
fequently  of  all  the  Blood-flied  thefe  Lords  fo  earncftJy  defire  to  prevent,  hath 
not  been  the  denying  to  concur  with  the  King  in  edablkhing  of  Liberty  of  Con- 
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fcfcnce,  even  with  fuch  Security  to  the  Pi-oteftant  Religion  and  Chorch  of  Etig^ 
land  as  could  be  defired ;  and  whether  in  all  human  Probabinty  that  would  not 
be  niore  conduceable  to  eftabJilh  the  pqblick  Tranquillity  of  the  Kingdom,  and 
its  Increafe  in  Wealth  and  People,  and  confcquently  the  moft  efficacious 
Means  to  reduce  the  Dutch  to  be  juft  and  tradable  Allies  and  Neighbours^ 
rather  than  any  Thing  can  be  efFefted  by  this  InvaBon,  or  the  truckling  to 
fuch  avowed  Enemies  to  our  Country,  our  Religion^  and  our  Kir^. 

Thirdly^  Whether  the  King's  entire  Truft  in  the  Fidelity  of  his  own  Subjcftfr 
for  his  Defence,  and  not  admitting  of  foreign  Aids  that  were  unfought  for  prof- 
fer'd,  do  not  oblige  all  that  have  any  Senfe  of  Gratitude  or  Duty,  to  aid  him 
to  the  very  utmoft  againft  fuch  Foreigners  as  fo  unnaturally  and  lb  unjuftly  in- 
vade him;  and  when  it  hath  pleafcd  God  to  give  Succefs  to  the  King's  juft 
Arms,  we  are  not  to  doubt  but  the  King,  according  to  his  folemn  Promife  in 
his  late  Royal  Declaration,  will  fpeedily  call  a  Parliament,  and  in  it  redrefs  all 
fuch  Grievances  as  his  People  can  juftly  complain  of,  with  a  full  and  ample 
Security  to  the  Church  oi England  and  all  his  Proteftant  SubjcAs*,  which  it  will 
much  more  be  our  Intcreft  to  have  in  a  truly  harmonious  and  frtt  Parliamenta- 
ry Way  at  that  Time  eftablifhed,  than  at  this  prefent  in  a  tumultuary  and 
precipitate  Hafte,  fo  patched  upas  will  not  be  durable ;  and  the  moreeameftly 
we  defire  to  fee  this  good  Work  to  be  fct  upon,  the  more  Hafte  the  Nobility 
and  Gentry  (hould  make  to  expel  thofe  who  hindered  the  Convention  of  that 
Parliament,  which  was  much  more  likely  to  have  fettled  Matters  to  the  Con- 
tent of  the  King  and  his  People,  than  this  Invafion  can  ever  hope  to  effeft.

THOUGH  Men  are  fo  tranfported,  yet  neverthelefs  I  will  at  this 
Jundlure  endeavour  to  fhew  every  Party  what  infinite  Hazards  they 
have  run,  what  great  Lojfes  they  have  fuftained  by  partial  Notions, 
tmreafonable  Averfions  and  Bigotries ;  and  becaufe  I  would  yet  heal  and  com- 
pofeall  OUT  Differences^  I  rtiall  avoid  all  Sarcafm  and  Levity  of  Expreffion,  and 
likewife  becaufe  I  rather  confider  the  Difpute  between  the  King  and  his  People^ 
than  between  bim  and  the  Prince  of  Orange ;  for  I  believe  no  unbiafled  wife 
Man  can,  even  now,  in  his  Confcicnce,  think  the  Prince  has  dealt  honourably 
or  religioufly  by  his  Wife's  Father,  and  his  own  Uncle,  unlefs  the  Cameronian 
Refleder,  where  he  talks  of  the  Difference  betwixt  Kingdoms  and  Families, 
had  proved  it  more  lawful .  to  fteal  Crowns  than  Trifles,  or  rob  fo  near  Rela- 
tions than  other  Men.  The  King  and  Mankind  muft  forgive  me,  if  Juftice 
command  infandum  renovare  dolorem^  to  look  a  little  into  the  Caufes  of  the  late 
Civil  IVars.  I  am  the  fartheft  Man  alive  from  juftifying  the  execrable  Murder 
of  King  Charles  the  Firft,  but  on  the  other  Hand"  I  cannot  fay  the  People  began 
that  War  without  great  Provocations  from  the  Minifters  of  thofe  Days.  I  be- 
lieve the  Laws  of  England  make  the  Kings  of  it  unaccountable  in  their  own 
Perfons :  But  the  Monopolies^  the  Loans^  the  Ship-money^  and  illegal  Impri/on- 
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menu,  ^c.^^trt  real  Grievances :  How  fatal  that  War  was,  both  to  the  K$ng*% 
and  Parliament's  Party ;  how  horrid  in  the  Iflue  of  it,^  in  Relation  to  the  Rcyal 
Bloody  may  be  read  in  our  Hifiaries^  and  is  felt  in  our  Conftitution.  But  whence 
originally  came  all  thofe  Misfortunes  ?  If  any  Man  tells  me  long  Stories  of  the 
Religious  Contentions^  I  mud  confefs  I  blame  them,  and  I  allow  they  had  their 
Weight:  but  I  take  the  Root  of  thofe  great  Evils  to  proceed  from  Defeds  in 
our  Civil  Conftitution :  I  will  point  out*  the  Defers,  but  I  neither  have  Autho- 
rity  nor  Genius  to  propofe  the  Remedies.  Ever  fincc  King  Henry  the  Seventh's 
Time,  the  Nature  and  Element  of  the  Engli/h  Government  have  been  altered.  • 
All  regular  Governments  (call  them,  and  let  the  Titles  of  their  Magiftracy  be 
what  you  pleafe)  partake  of  all  the  three  feveral  Sorts,  but  there  are  in  all  Cli- 
mates Ebbings  and  Flowings  of  the  Monarchical,  Ariftocratical,  and  Democratical 
Particles  of  the  Compofure,  and  all  the  Councils  of  State  mull  be  proportioned 
to  thofe  Alterations.  Take  a  View  of  our  Government  before  Henry  the 
Seventh's  Time,  and  you  find  a  Monarch  whofe  Bafis  is  Ariftocracy,  but  if  you 
will  refleA  folidly  how  he  has  flood  fmce,  it  is  upon  the  Foot  of  the  People  : 
Queen  Elizabeth  underftood  this,  and  governed  happily,  and  her  Minitlers 
Ocilj  EJfex,  Ralegh,  Walfingbamy  Sec.  were  lefs  her  Minions  than  they  were 
the  Favourites  of  the  People :  Though  her  Title  was  difputable,  Proteftancy 
but  ntw,  Spain  powerful  and  ambitious,  yet  by  purfuing  large  Meafures,  and  take- 
ing  beloved  Men  into  her  Councils,  and  by  fufiering  chem  to  advife  honeftly, 
Ihe  was  too  hard  for  all  the  Difficulties  (he  met  with,  and  after  a  long  Reign 
laid  down  her  Head  in  Peaie :  I  think  Princes  may  learn  Leflfons  out  of  her 
Life,  yet  I  will  not  be  her  Panegyrift,  for  I  think  Ihe  was  fomctimes  arbitrary^ 
but  herein  I  think  (he  excelled,  to  wit.  That  when  any  Thing  began  to  be 
generally  mifliked,  (he  foon  heard  the  Voice  of  the  People,  and  gave  Way  to 
the  Impetuofity  of  National  Dlfcontents,  and  fo  was  a  greater  Miftrefsof  Cr^te;»- 
Craft  than  moft  of  her  PredeceflTors,  or  thofe  that  fucceeded  her.  King  Charles  I. 
though  a  Prince  of  many  Royal  Virtues,  was  a  little  too  tenacious  of  his 
Purpofcs,  and  thought  himfelf  a  greater  Judge  of  National  Exigencies  than  a 
Houfe  of  Commons  ihink  any  King  ought  to  be ;  and  after  all  the  Schemes  of 
the  Schools,  and  the  Advices  of  Flatterers,  no  King  of  thefc  Kingdoms  can 
fit  fure  that  is  not  well  with  Parliaments.  There  are  Propcnfities  to  which  all 
Conftitutions  of  State  muft  be  adjufted,  and  the  Bodies  of  Men  will  every  where 
be  too  hard  for  all  Speculations.  A  Thirft  after  Liberty  expelled  the  Kings  of 
Rome,  and  there  were  Indications  of  almoft  abfolute  Monarchical  Difpofitions 
in  the  Faftions  of  Marius,  Scylla,  and  Catiline,  before  C^tfar's  perpetual  Difla- 
torfliip;  the  Revolt  of  the  Low-Countries  from  the  Spanijh  Government,  when 
in  all  its  Height  and  Strength,  fliews  no  Armies  can  be  too  hard  for  univerfal 
Rcfolution,  and  is  a  Memento  to  all  crowned  Heads,  that  where  a  Monarch  will 
fl^rain  the  Bonds  of  Government  in  defpite  of  the  People,  they  will  break  them. 
When  the  Barons  were  able  to  make  war  upon  flight  Pretences,  if  the  Kings 
kept  fair  with  the  Barons  they  were  /afe,  but  the  Crown,  the  Barons,  and  the 
greater  Gentry  Cnce  rhe  Barons,  could  fell  their  Lands,  and  the  Court  of  Wards 
has  been  taken  away,  and  the  Crown  has  difpofed  of  its  Lands,  fo  can  govern  no 
longer  fecurely  than  they  have  Reputation  with  the  People.  Government  muft 
follow,  in  a  great  Meafure,  the  Nature  of  the  Tenures,  and  there  muft  be  an 
Agrarian  Law  for  Power,  where  the  Lands  are  fo  diftributcd.     You  fee  I  have 
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Aarted  many  bold  Hints,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  draw  them  out  at  lengths 
nor  to  write  over  dofcly  where  I  may  endanger  the  good  Opinion  of  all  Sides ; 
but  I  will  conclude  upon  this  Point,  that  fmce  the  Princes  have  had  an  Incli- 
nation to  greater  Power  than  the  People  will  comply  with,  and  the  People  a 
ftrongcr  iMfi  after  Liberty  than  our  Kings  were  willing  to  fatisfy,  that  the  one 
has  miftaken  Prerogative,  and  the  other  as  much  their  Privileges,  it  would  be 
well  if  a  new  Magna  Cbarta  was  madp,  to  explain  and  aflfert  each ;  this  would 
be  a  happy  Conclufion  of  our  Troubles,  this  would  turn  our  Swords  into  Plow- 
fliares,  and  has  been  heretofore  the  moft  warrantable  Produft  of  thofe  Stirs  that 
Male-adminiftration  occafioned :  Thus  our  Parliaments  could  not  be  corrupted, 
nor  our  judicial  Proceedings  be  precarious.  Englijhmen  have  now  an  Opportunity 
to  fecure  thefe  good  Things,  for  fince  Providence  has  itfeU'  been  pleafed  fo  to 
.  order  it,  that  the  King  has  been  defeated  in  Ireland^  and  the  French  have  received 
fo  great  a  Lofs  at  Sea,  we  have  no  longer  Reafon  to  dread  a  French  or  an  Irifi 
Conquefti  and  the  Ai>ar^  cannot  but  now  know,  that  he  can  never  come  to  wear 
the  Crown  of  thefe  Nations,  unleis  he  will  make  fuch  Condefcenfions  as  are  pro- 
per for  our  Circumftanccs,  and  are  neceffary  to  fecure  both  our  Religion  and  our 
Property.  I  have  been  with  him  fince  his  ExiUy  and  the  laft  Words  he  faid  to 
me  were.  Thai  he  fent  me  home  to  make  a  Bargain  with  his  People ;  but  I  did 
not  meet  with  People  whofe  Minds  were  prepared  to  propofe  juft  and  equitable 
Expedients.  He  knows  I  would  not  make  ill  Conditions  for  my  Country.  I 
have  been  fufpeded  of  being  over  nice  and  zealous  for  it.  I  confefs  I  am  more 
concerned  for  its  Welfare  than  for  all  my  own  neareft  and  deareft  Interefts,  yet 
I  can  very  well  comply  with  the  equal  and  hereditary  Monarchy  of  England. 
I  never  was  an  Enemy  to  the  Word  Monarchy^  nor  defigned  to  interrupt  the 
Succeffion  of  the  Crown  j  nor  do  I  think  it  the  Intereft  of  any  Man,  that  loves 
Peace,  and  thefe  Nations,  to  do  it :  On  the  contrary,  I  at  this  Day  affirm, 
though  we  ought  always  to  have  expedled  Terms  from  King  James^  or  have 
fent  them  to  him,  we  ought  not  (though  I  would  have  good  ones)  even  now 
to  make  fuch  as  would  make  him  juftly  uneafy,  fo  unreafonable  ones  as  would 
be  unfit  for  him  to  grant.  We  muft  deal  impartially  if  we  would  ever  com- 
pofe  Things ;  we  ought  to  (hew  our  Claim,  or  at  leaft  our  Neceflity,  and  we 
ought  to  couch  Things  in  fuch  Words,  as  though  they  fpeak  plainly  our  Senfe, 
may  have  a  due  Regard  to  his  Dignity.  Forgvuenejs  and  Righteoufnefs  have 
been  preached  to  him,  as  the  certain  Eftablifhment  (Jf  his  Throne  j  he  has  been 
humbled  by  Afflictions ;  he  has  heard  of  his  Miilakes,  arid  has  hearkened  to 
free  Advice ;  he  has  Reafon  to  have  it,  and  he  has  Temper,  and  perhaps  both 
he  and  we  may  be  the  better  for  our  Tribulations,  if  we  once  accommodate 
our  Difputes.  I  never  flattered  the  King.  I  have  fpoken  plainer  to  him  than 
I  write  now,  and  I  believe  I  am  not  the  lefs  acceptable  to  him  for  my  Plainnefs'; 
and  as  to  any  Objeflion  and  Scruple  that  may  be  raifed  by  a  Declaration  that  is 
publifiied  in  his  Name,  I  muft  fay  I  know  no  more  than  he  that  reflefts  upon 
it,  whether  it  be  King  Jameses  Declaration  or  no  ;  for  about  three  .Years  fince 
there  was  a  Declaration  publiflicd  in  his  Name,  for  the  Spreading  of  which 
feveral  People  were  imprifoned,  that  I  was  afterwards  told  (by  the  Author)  King 
James  knew  nothing  of.  And  I  muft  fay  further,  that  that  Declaration  which 
has  been  lately  publifiied  does  not  anfwcr  to  the  Spirit  I  left  him  in  many 
Vol.  IIL  K  k,k  Months 
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Months  ago ;  ibft  as  I  faid,  he  told  me  he  fenc  one  to  make  a  Rgrgain^  ^  to 
know  what  it  was  hts  People  would  have.  I  cannot  anfwer  for  wluit  Accounts 
other  People  fent  him,  but  I  am  Aire  he  will  fo  ^  juftify  me  as  to  fay;  I  have 
been  ever  againft  excepting  Mens  Lives  or  Fcrinnes.  I  have  been  ever  for 
being  very  explanative  about  the  Liberties  of  my  Country  ;  and  if  aay  Body 
with  him^  or  any  here,  have  led  him  into  Meaiures  that  are  difguftful  to  the 
People,  I  think  I  may  boldly  aver  it  is  Mifinformation,  and  not  Malice,  that 
makes  him  liable  to  Mifconftrudion.  Thofe  that  wi(b  for  the  beft  Things  are 
the  (hyeft,  have  ever  been  too  (hy  towards  him  ^  and  ic  is  not  impoflible  that 
this  Government  may  bribe  fomebody  to  give  too  plaufible  Names  and  Rea- 
fons  for  thofe  Things  that  may  turn  to  the  King^^  Prejudice,  as  ibme  did  here 
before  the  Prince  of  Orange  came ;  but  the  Day  that  he  really  refufes  from  any 
Sort  of  Men,  that  can  (hew  a  Probability  of  bringing  him  home,  any  Pmpofals 
that  have  Tendency  to  univerfal  Good,  he  gives  Leave  to  his  Subjeds  to  have 
Recourfe  to  the  Laws  of  Self-prefervation ;  then,  and  not  till  then,  he  abdicates 
his  Crown.  This  is  fpeaking  plain  Englijb  5  you  fee  I  fpeak  plainly  concerning 
what  the  King  muft  do,  therefore  let  me  alfo  fpeak  fome  plain  Truths,  and 
rchearfe  fome  Matters  of  Fadk  to  my  Countrymen  5  and  here  I  will  begin  with 
aflerting,  that  if  the  People  would  be  true  to  themfelves  at  the  Reftauration, 
and  careful  in  the  Eleftions  of  Members  to  Parliament,  we  need  no  otherTreaty 
but  what  the  King  will  be  forced  to  make  good  in  the  firft  Seffifms.  We  need 
not  fear  French  or  Papifts^  we  are  too  lat^  and  too  brave  a  Country  to  be  a 
Plantation  \  France  cannot  fpare  from  off  the  Continent  Men  enough  to  govern 
us  contrary  to  our  Inclinations  *,  and  though  our  Hiftorians  talk  of  our  being 
conquer'd,  any  Man  of  Scnfe  fees  it  was  by  Compofition ;  it  was  from  Parties 
within,  and  not  from  Force  without  us.  As  for  the  Roman  Catholicks,  their 
Numbers  are  inconliderable,  and  though  they  have  good  Eftates,  and  fome 
Men  of  great  natural  Sagacity  amongft  them,  yet  their  having  been  out  of 
Bufinefs  keeps  them  from  underftanding  the  Knack  and  Turns  ofit ;  and,  what- 
ever weak  People  think,  a  King  of  that  Perfuafion,  in  a  Proteftanr  Country,  is, 
more  properly  than  any  other  Laws  can  make  him,  a  de  bene  placito  King.  Sir 
William  Templets  Obfervations  upon  the  TJetberlandSj  and  his  Eflay  upon  Go- 
vernments, can  never  be  too  often  read  by  Prince  or  People ;  the  one  may  be 
taught  by  it  how  to  govern,  and  the  other  cured  of  unreafonable  Fears.  Stand- 
ing Armies  are  the  jufteft  Dread  to  civil  Liberties,  but  they  are  many  ways  as 
dangerous  to  Kings  as  they  can  be  to  their  People,  A  beloved  General  may 
turn  their  Competitor,  and  every  Mutiny  (hakes  their  Thrones  j  and  the  King, 
that  will  make  his  Subjeds  Slaves  by  their  Hands,  muft  be  as  much  and  more 
a  Slave  to  them :  If  the  Troops  are  foreign,  he  muft  be  the  Tributary  and 
Vaffal  of  that  Prince  who  lends  them ;  and  if  they  are  home-bred  Forces,  the 
DifpoGtions  of  the  Populace  will  infed  the  Army.  But  befides  all  this,  no 
Country,  though  they  may  maintain  Forces  enough  to  fupprefs  a  fudden  Infur- 
redtion,  can  poffibly  maintain  enough  to  govern  contrary  to  the  general  Genius 
of  the  Nation.  The  People  of  Turkey  hold  all  their  Lands  of  the  Crown,  and 
like  their  Government :  And  as  for  the  Peafants  of  France^  they  talk  daily  of 
their  grand  Monarch.  A>^  ill-concerted  Confpiracy  may  mifcarry ;  hot-headed 
Men  may  expeft  too  (bon  to  fire  their  Country-men,  but  general  Diflatlsfa<5tions 
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are  no  more  to  be  wiehftbod  than  genera]  Conflagrations :  When  Necef&cy  and 
Self -prefervation  arm  Men,  let  their  Weapons  be  what  they  will,  they  will  cut 
their  Way  chrovtgh  aU  Oppofition.  Indeed  if  a  People  are  divided,  as  we  are, 
the  Danger  muft  be  common,  or  very  notorious,  befcwe  they  make  ufe  of  their 
iturinfick  Power :  But  if  ibme  Laws  were  ena£ted  to  keep  Ecclefiaftick  Contro* 
veriies  out  of  the  Pulpit,  and  the  People  were  not  taught  to  believe  what  in 
Cafes  of  Extremity  human  Nature  will  never  pra£life ;  if  Divines  are  not  fufiered 
to  difpofe  of  the  Kingdoms  of  this  World,  civil  Crimes  and  Rights  will  be  foon 
called  by  their  proper  Names,  and  we  fliall  recover  our  Liberties  in  a  Parlia* 
mentary  Way  before  Things  grow  defperate  5  it  is  dangerous,  and  ought  to  be 
criminal,  for  them  to  pretend  to  fet  up  the  Boundaries  of  Government ;  diey 
may  preach  in  general  SubmiQion  to  Authority,  but  they  are  not  to  bring  Texts 
of  Scripture,  and  much  lefs  Ariftotle^s  IdeaSj  or  Xcnopbon*s  Cyrus j  to  overthrow 
•our  S/aluU  Boaks^  and  depretiate  the  Laws  oi  England.  By  an  A&,  of  .Parlia- 
ment in  the  Time  of  King  James  L  no  Man,  who  was  not  Batchelor  in  Divi- 
nity, was  to  preach  about  Predeftination,  or  Free-will,  becaufe  that  Controverfy 
then  troubled  the  Church;  and  fure  I  am,  that  the  Clergy  of  no  Degree  ought 
to  preach  about  the  Prerogative  and  our  Privileges :  Their  State  is  not  generally 
great  enough  to  keep  them  from  Flattery  and  finifter  Interpretations,  by  which 
coo  many  of  their  Predeceflbrs  have  been  raifed  to  Church  Dignities.  They 
underftand  not  our  Laws,  nor  have  they  much  Credit  for  thefe  Reafons  with 
the  People ;  and  they  ought  now  to  have  lefs,  fince  fo  many  of  their  Coat  have 
prevaricated.  In  a  Word,  they  ought  by  their  FunAion  to  underftand  the 
My fteries  of  Religion,  and  leave  the  Arcana  Imperii  to  the  Lay- men.  They 
ought  to  he  punifhed  if  they  call  Men  Idolaters,  Schifmaticks,  Fanaticks,  Rebels, 
Traitors,  fcditious  Perfons,  with  the  iSc.  of  their  Billingfgate  Rhetorick.*  Li- 
berty of  Confcience  will  make  one  Part  ill  Manners,  and  Crimes  againft  the 
State  are  proper  for  the  Cognizance  of  the  Civil  Power  \  nor  do  I  believe  it 
was  ever  bettered  by  the  Interpofition  of  any  Sort  of  Priefts  -,  nor  indeed  is 
Religion  itfelf  the  better  for  the  AfFeftion  of  the  Gentlemen  of  that  Robe  to 
intermeddle  with  Matters  merely  Temporal-,  but  God  knows  they  are  too 
often  buzzing  that  this  and  that  Thing  is  Republican,  and  they  have  needlefs 
Apprehenfions  for  their  Church.  As  for  the  Common*wealth  Principles,  fcarce 
anybody  carries  them  fo  far  as  to  be  againft  having  a  fingle  Perfon  at  the 
Head  of  our  AfFairs  1  and  as  for  chopping  and  changing  Kings,  or  rebelling 
when  there  is  Occafion,  I  do  not  find  the  Church  of  England  is  fo  much 
behind-hand  with  any  other  Se£t }  ihe  caq  lead  the  Dance,  and  though  (he  may 
pretend  Wearincfs  before  it  is  at  an  end,  yet  (he  can  comply  for  Company. 
But  after  all  this  is  faid<i  I  think  her  of  all  the  feveral  Churches  the  beft  for  this 
Nation,  and  fo  do  almoft  all  Englijhmen^  which  leads  me,  as  the  Farfons  phrafe 
it,  to  ihew  the  Unreafonablenefs  of  her  Fears.  As  much  as  the  Church  of 
England  Men  have  careffed  and  wrote  for  an  arbitrary  Power,  nothing  elfe  can 
pull  down  their  Church  \  and  flie  might  fee,  by  what  followed  the  two  Tolera- 
tions fmce  the  Royal  Blood  was-reftored,  that  however  (he  has  treated  the 
DiflTenters,  they  will  never  join  to  pull  down  the  Church  of  England  and  let  in 
Popery  5  nor  will  (he  ever  again  be  wormed  out  of  her  Difcipline,  if  (he  never 
yields  to  Comprehenfion,  or  is  not  too  plainly  an  Enemy  to  Civil  Securities.  But 
I  have  made  too  long  a  Digre(r]on,  an(i  perhaps  fonie  may  uncharitably  think 
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I  like  too  much  the  Subjeft  Matter  of  it  ^  but  I  only  defign  the  Good  of  the 
Clergy,  and  the  general  Peace  of  England.    No  Man  can  have  a  greater  Value 
than  myfelf  for  all  thofe  of  that  Order  who  are  ferious  Chriftians  and  Sufferers 
for  their  Principles  j  but  if  they  will  conlider  how  many  of  thofe  that  were  in 
the  late  Civil  Wars^  and  in  this  Revolution^  went  conftantly  to  the  Church  of 
England^  they  will  not  think  it  very  advifeable  for  Princes  to  govern  themfelves, 
by  fuppofing  that  Men  will  live  up  to  DoArines  that  (I  (hall  not  fay)  are  mif- 
taken  in  Idea,  but  only  aflcrt  that  they  are  too  fclf-denying  to  be  expedted  in 
Praftice  from  our  profligate  Age.     I  make  Profeffion  of  great  Plainnefs,  but  I 
beg  a  candid  Interpretation  from  the  Church  of  England  for  what  I  have  faid, 
and  from  the  IVhigs  of  all  Sorts  for  what  I  am.  about  to  fa;  to  them  :  I  think 
they  have  not  made  the  wifeft  Ufe  of  the  Kings  they  have  quarrelled  with,  and 
that  they  are  too  frentickly  apprchcnfive  of  Slavery.     There  are  great  Lengths 
that  all  Mankind  will  go  with  them  5  many  of  the  Church  of  England  joined 
with  their  Principles  at  the  Beginning  of  the  late  Civil  fVars^  and  their  Con- 
fciences  did  not  mifgive  them,  till  they  had  humbled  that  unfortunate  Prince 
into  fuch  Concefftons^  as  would  have  efFedkually  fecured  the  Rights  of  Englijbmen. 
Let  anybody  look  over  the  Offers  that  King  made,  and  efpecially   at  the  Tjfe  0/ 
Wight  Treaty,  and  then  tell  me  whether  there  was  any  Reafon  to  bring  the 
Reproach  of  King  Charleses  Murder  upon  thefe  Nations,    I  am  not  juft  if  I  do 
not  fay  the  fVhigs  are  too  foon  difpleafed  and  carry  their  Points  too  far,  and 
that  they  over-rate  their  Numbers ;  the  Men  of  the  beft  Quality  and  Ellates 
have  generally  a  Mind  to  Peace,  and  are  not  fo  eager  for  critical  Reformations^ 
Some  of  the  fFhigs  therefore  ftart  Grievances  before  others  feel  them,  and  are 
hazarding  our  very  Fundamentals  for  the  Chimera*s  of  a  warm  Imagination  and  a 
funSilious  Nicety y  which  jollier  Heads  and  fwecter  Natures  can  never  compre- 
hend ;  and  at  laft  they  weaken  themfelves  by  Subdivijions^  tor  they  fpin  their 
Thread  too  fine,  their  Speculations  are  fcarce  praftical,  and  end  in  Vijion  •,  tho* 
they  are  for  Liberty  in  Religion^  they  are  for  Perfecution^  for  Fire  and  Faggot, 
for  Extremity  in  Politicks.     The  Bulk  of  Freeholders  will  (lick  by  Effcntials, 
but  the  Whigs  almoft  nick-name  their  own  Notions,  and  then  it  is  no  Wonder 
if  the  Tories  take  them  for  Scarecrows  and  Bullbeggcrs,  and  that  the  Propagators 
of  fuch  Doftrines  are  reprefcnted  unreafonable  Men,  rather  Beautefeux  than  Pa^ 
triots ;  you  out-word  your  own  Opinions,  and  you  talk  Hyperbole^s  and  Cata- 
chrefes^  and  the  Tories  think  you  Lunaticks  becaufe  they  do  not  underftand 
your  Language,     You  ought  ferioufly  to  confider  your  Numbers,  and  you  will 
not  find  Difproportion  enough  between  you  and  thofe  Tories^  to  make  it  reafon- 
able  that  they  (hould  wholly  fubfcribe  your  State  Creed  \  and  perhaps  there  will 
be  lefs  Reafon,  if  you  look  back  and  find  that  though  feme  //erce  Men  of  that 
Party  (and  God  knows  there  are  fuch  Men  in  all  Parties)  may  have  been  for 
fcrewing  up  Monarchy  too  high,  yet  many,  that  are  for  fupporting  the  Church 
of  England  and  limited fuccejfive  Monarchy^  have  always  joined  in  all  honeft  and 
moderate  Things.  Indeed  when  K.  Charles  11.  rtturntd;  ikisfirfi  ParSament  gave 
him  more  Power  than  they  were  afterwards  willing  he  Ibould  keep;  but  were 
not  the  Whigs  as  mad  at  the  Inauguration  of  the  Prince  of  Orange  ?  If  the 
Church  of  England  in  the  Reign  of  that  Prince  did  not  hunt  fo  hard  when  the 
Popijh  Plot  was  on  foot,  I  fuppofe  many  of  you  are  at  this  Day  convinced  you 
were  too  kcen^  and  that  the  Bufinefs  was  a  little  ^er-Jwore.    They  oppofed 
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the  Bin  of  Exclufion^  without  peradventure  being  in  the  right  of  it;  for  it 
was  purely  perfinal  in  its  Regards,  loving  one  Man  more  than  Liberty^  and 
hating  another  more  than  Slavery  \  and  miferable  is  that  People  whofe  Security 
is  more  from  the  temper  or  Religion  itfelf  of  the  Magiftrate  than  the  Conjiituiion 
of  the  Government.  I  cannot  but  bemoan  what  we  loft  hy  your  Heat  at  that 
Time.  If  you  fay  the  Church  of  England  ^o  JFarranto'd  Corporations^  they 
did  it  no  mor«  than  the  Fanaticks  regulated  xhtm.  I  think  it  unjuft  to  charge 
Parties  with  the  Faults  of  particular  Perfons :  There  was  but  a  few  of  either 
Party  concerned  in  either  of  thofe  evil  Steps^  and  *tis  as  unjuft  to  take  away  the 
Reputation  of  either  Party  for  the  Mifcarriages  of  thofe  few,  as  to  take  away 
Charters  for  perfonal  Male-adminijirations ;  and  I  am  confident,  that  even  all 
the  Non-Swearers  of  the  Church  oi  England  would  have  been  willing  to  hav€ 
afcertained  our  Confiitution^  and  fecured  our  Adminiftration  when  the  Prince  of 
Orange  came  ;  they  were  weary  of  pretended  unlimited  Prerogative^  to  fay  no 
more,  and  I  think  I  ought  not,  if  I  would  pleafe  them  or  you.  But  pray  what 
Harm  bad  it  been,  if  we  had  not  changed  the  Name  of  onr  King,  if  we  had 
altered  the  Complexion  of  Affairs?  Is  it  not  a  Shame  that  Sir  Thomas  Cfarges 
and  Sir  Cbriftopber  Mufgrave^  &c.  fliould  have  confulted  Amendment  more 
than  thofe  that  have  taken  the  Degree  of  Dodors  at  the  King^s-head  Club  and 
at  Richard's  Coffee- houfe?  Is  it  not  a  Shame  that  you  would  not  make  the 
Embrios  of  necefTary  Infurreftions  lefs  liable  to  Profecution  in  the  laft  Seflion, 
and  that  you  could  in  the  Convention  fufpend  the  Habeas  Corpus^  tho*  when 
you  gave  the  Crown  you  declared  it  a  fundamental  Right  ?  If  you  have  Liberty 
to  eleft  Kings,  why  are  you  fo  angry  at  thofe  that  will  chufe  their  old  one 
again,  and  perhaps  upon  more  honeft  Limitations  than  you  created  your's?  The 
Word  Limitation  puts  me  in  mind,  that  I  promifed  to  fhew  that  you  are  too 
violently  apprehenfive  of  Slavery,  and  therefore  I  will  once  again  fay  you  did 
not  make  the  beft  Ufe  of  your  Viftorics  over  King  Charles  I.  becaufe  you 
brought  them  to  a  Point  wherein  the  Confciences  of  moft  rebuked  them,  and 
wherein  the  Generality  were  not  likely  to  fuccumb ;  and  you  were  as  indiicreet 
in  the  Management  of  King  Charles  the  Second's  timorous  Nature,  who  would 
have  denied  fcarce  any  Thing  bu^t  the  Bill  o^  Exclufton  at  the  Time  that  That 
was  firft  on  foot,  and  indeed  would  have  found  no  Party  to  buoy  him  up  in  the 
Denial  of  any  Thing  elfe.  To  obviate  your  unreafonable  Fears  of  Slavery,  I 
befeech  you  to  confider  whether  Hiftory  gives  an  Account  of  any  People  that 
have  been  made  Slaves  but  by  their  Ovvn  Inclinations  to  be  fo,  unlefs  by  an 
entire  Conqueft  •,  and  I  once  again  affirm,  it  is  not  in  the  Power  of  France  to 
conquer  England^  unlefs  by  our  own  Divifions,  and  thofe  Divifions  would  foon 
ceafe  if  we  did  not  oppofe  the  bringing  home  King  James  upon  civirSecurities. 
The  Prince  of  Orange  hates  the  Perfons  of  the  fVhigSy  and  more  their  Princi- 
ples, and  makes  all  thofe  of  them  he  employs  change  them,  or  at  leaft  zGt 
againft  them  j  yet  their  implacable  Hate  to  King  James  will  not  let  them, 
though  they  have  fo  much  punilhed  him  and  themfelves,  forgive  Errors  in 
him  which  they  commend  in  this  Man  5  and  if  King  James  is  ever  rcftored,  it 
will  be  eafy  to  mifreprefent  their  Notions*  by  reafon  of  the -Men  that  profefs 
them :  Whereas,  would  they  plead  for  their  Liberties  under  a  Reftaurktion,  and 
not  talk  in  Prejudice  of  the  eftablilhed  Worftiip  of  the  Church  (to  pull  down 
which,  is  neither  the  Bufinefs  nor  the  Dcfirc  even  of  any  wife  Diflfenter)  the 
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Church  of  England  will  join  to  aflc  and  expe£t  all  Things  that  can  m^ke  our 
Conftiturion  happy  a-nd  (table,  not  oply  under  any  Popi(h  but  under  dU  Kings. 
Refleft  ferioufly  whether  the  Body  of  the  Nation,  which  13  moftly  cooipofed  of  ' 
the  Church  of  England,  has  not  been  ftruggling  thefe  laft  fifty  Years  ior  more 
Liberty  j  this  may  inftruft  the  fFbigs  that  they  need  not  fear  the  Lofs  of  it, 
and  King  James  that  he  mufl:  give  it.     The  Nature  ot  our  Situatiop,  of  our 
Tenures,  of  our  Inclofures,  and  efpecially  of  our  People,  is  a  full  Security  that. 
we  (hall  never  lofe  our  beloved  Liberty  and  Property^  unlefs  the  ff^ig  Party  are 
fo  unrcafonable  that  they  chufe  to  embroil  us  in  Civil  Wars  rather  than  to 
hearken  tp  any  Propofals  from  King  James^  or  join  with  others  to  fend  Pro- 
pofals  to  him..     The    Reduftipn  of  Ireland  and  the  CefTation  of  the  High- 
Zanders  have  not  ended  the  Jacobite  Quarrel,  and  though  this  Defeat  of  the 
iFrencb  by  Sea  damps %e  wild  and  vifiOnary  Jacobite^  yet  it  will  not  put  an 
End  to  our  Miferies:  Were  King  James  dead,  the  Prince  of  Wales  would  be 
thought  on,  and  thofe  that  believe  fucceflivc  Monarchy  are  very  much  (what- 
ever you  think)  fatisfied  of  his  Legitimacy  \  but  were  he,  and  the  Child  of 
which  the  Queen  is  lately  delivered,  and  King  James  alfo  dead,  if  the  Princefs 
of  Orange  (hould  die,  the  Princefs  of  Denmark  mult  be  a  mpft  refigned  Woman* 
if  (he  did  not  a(k  for  her  Right  :  Whatever  otl^s  can,  I  can  yet  fee  nothing 
but  Confufion  and  Calamity,  intolerable  and  eternal  Taxes,  tc^ether  with  rhe 
Lofs  of  Trade  and  Honour  on  the  one  Hand,  and  00  the  other  Hand  our  . 
Ancient  Plenty,   and  our  Ancient  Government  \  vfithquvSunderland  bcinff  re-. 
made  Secretary  of  State,  or  a  general  Excife  eftablilh'd,  which  ane  the  rdolv- 
cd-on  Methods  of  King  IVilUam :  Rut  I  mud  yet  give  an  Account  of  the  mpft 
dreadful  Hobgoblin  pf  all,  Popery,  I  believe  as  little  of  it's  Creed,  and  as  ill  of  it's 
PraAices,  as  any  body  ;  but  I  would  take  a  new  Method  to  civijize  thofe 
wild  Men  that  you  think  Beads  of  Prey.     I  would  treat  them  better  ;  I  would 
enfranchife  them,    I  bUme  neither  Papifi  not  Fana/ick  for  being  in  a  Plot,  till 
tjiey  are  impartially  dealt  with  :  And.  yet  I  can,  and  do,  and  ever  did,  and  I. 
am  confident  ever  fhall,  comply  with  the  Church  of  England  ;  fo  that  it  is  not 
perfonal  Concern  makes  me  fay  this,  but  a  firm  Perfuafion,  which  I  have  had 
thefe  twelve  Years,  that  where  a  Nation  is  divided  into  Sefts,  Church  dxidi  State 
Matters  ought  to  be  diflinft.     As  we  manage  the  Point,  the  Papifts  will  be 
VafTals  for  the  Court  of  Rpmc^   and  Spies  for  every  Catholick  Monarchy  from 
whence  they  may  hope  aDeliverance,  as  well  as  Flatterers  of  Prerogative  j  but  if 
you  would  blend  them  with  all  the  other  Se£ls,  they  would  not  be  tafted  in  the 
Compofition,  nor  would  they  be  looking  for  Succours  from  abroad.     But  when 
I  have  faid  all  this,  let  the  Roman  Catholicks  at  their  Peril  endeavour  to  be  in- 
vidioufly  preferred,  or  engrofs  the  King,  we  can  put  a  Bcar-fkin  upon  them, 
when  we  pleafe  :  And  if  a  King  of  their  Perfwafion  will  be  the  King  of  their 
Party,  the  next  Revolution  will  extirpate  Papijl^  and  the  Rjcyal  Line  to  boot ; 
and  now  we  can  cut  off  and  abdicate  Kings  in  the  Face  of  the  World  :  We 
(hall  learn  Maflfacres,  and  turn  into  a  perfect  Common-wealth.     I  will  allow 
you  Gentlemen  to  believe  Tranfubftantiation,  but  I  advife  you  as  a  Friend  not 
to  tnift  to  Miracles ;  but  tp  allow  that  natural  Weight  will  be  too  hard  for  all . 
your  fupine  Projedions :    So  that*  tho*  -I  am  for  ygur  having  utmoft  Liberty, 
and  tho'  I  am  as  much  an  Elnemy  to  Civil  Inquifitions  here,  as  to  your  Religi- 
ous, or  rather  Irreligipus  one  in  Spain^  yet  I  would  have  you  remember  that  I 
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fay  you  are  to  have  that  Liberty  only  upon  your  good  Behaviour.  If  King 
Jamis  comk  in,  if  you  will  not  as  induftrioofly  as  any  other  Party  promote  the 
•  general  Good  :  If  you  will  not  be  as  zealous  for  it  as  your  Fredecefibrs  when 
they  got  Magna  Cbartaj  you  will  be  a  hated  Faftion  ftill,  and  find  ihe  too  true 
a  Prophet  at  laft.  I  think  the  French  never  were,  but  I  believe  every  body 
will  aHow  that  ihcy  have  now  no  Reafon  to  be  fo  vifionary  as  to  expeft  to 
make  us  a  Colony  5  and  if  any  CathoUcks  or  mad  fories  ftill  expeft  Force 
from  abroad  (hall  fet  King  James  upon  the  Throne,  thev  arc  madder  than 
any  Set  of  Men  but  thofe  Whigs  that  fear  a  French  Conqueft,  and  from  thence 
Fopery  and  Slavery. 

I  have  treated  upon  odd  Things,  and  in  an  unufual  Manner,  and^  perhaps 
Ihall  have  tired  the  Perufer,  but  to  fpeak  in  a  few  Words  the  Drift  of  the  Whole- 
It  is  to  invite  all  my  Countrymen  to  be  r^dy  to  receive  the  King  upon  fuclv 
large  and  comprehenfive  Meafufes,  as  ought  to  fatisfyall  Parries;  it  is  to  incline 
all  Parties  to  be  reafonable  in  their  Demands,  and  to  petfijade  King  James  to 
give  fuch  Terms  as  the  People  will  thank  him  for  now,  and  will  have,  or  eter- 
nally be  refty  and  uneafy  5  it  is  to  perfuade  all  Englishmen  to  confider  Church 
and  Civil  Maimers  apart ;  it  is  to  incorporate  all  our  Softs  into*  one  National  In- 
tereft ;  it  does  allow  Government  from  God,  but  the  Specification  from  Men ; 
it  is  not  to  quarrel  with  Herediiary  Monarchy^  but  defires  we  ttiay  be  fafe  in  our  ^ 
Lives  and  Fortunes^  and  that  we  (hould  facrifice  tbera  for  the  Publick  agaiiift 
Enemies  abroad,  rather  than  hy  inteftine  Jars:  In  a  wopd,  all  this  Ramble  is 
to  perfuade  to  a  new  Magna  Charta ;  to  Peace  and  Juftice^  which  God  giiant 
may  be  the  Conclulion  of  all  our  difmal  Appearances.  I  wifh  Men  would  ra- 
ther caft  about  in  their  Thoughts  how  to  draw  fuch  a  Magna  Char*ta  than  to 
make  Oppofition,  which  can  never  determine  the  Controverfy,  as;  lot)g  as  any 
one  Branch  of  the  Right  Line  is  alive.  I  wifh  they  would  rather  think  ^Uo 
ihould  reprefent  them,   than  who  fhould  Bght  fot  them. 

To  conclude,  I  expeft  to  pleafe  no  one  Party,  becaufe  I  appear  to  be  of  nonle 
bigotly,  but  write  for  the  general  Good.  Tho*  I  think  what  I  have  fet  down  arc 
Truths,  yet  I  fear  they  are  too  ftrong  to  be  digefted,  they  do  not  clofe  with 
the  Partialities  of  any  Sort  of  Men;  however,  they  are  well  meant,  atid  Heave 
the  Iffuc  to  the  great  Difpofer  of  all  Things,  and  Men  to  jumble  and  cutj  and 
be  unfortunate,  till  they  find  by  Experience,  according  to  the  Title  of  thk  Dif^ 
courfe.  That 

Honefty^  after  all,  is  the  beft  Policy.

YOUR  moft  loyal  and  dutiful  Subjedb,  the  Commons  of  England  aflem- 
bled  in  this  prefent  Parliament,  having  to  their  unfpeakable Joy  feen  your 
Majefties  placed  upon  the  Imperial  TJuone  of  this  Kingdom,  they  have 
^fired  Accefs  at  this  Time  to  your  Royal  Prefence,  humbly  to  congratulate  your 
Majefties  upon  this  Occafion,  and  to  wifh  your  Majefties  a  long  and  profper- 
ous  Reign,  with  all  the  Bleflings  that  ever  did  attend  a  Crown. 

We  are  all  fenGble,  that  your  Majefties  Greatnefs  is  the  Security  of  your  Sub* 
jcdls.  It  is  from  your  Power  that  we  derive  to  ourfelves  an  Affurance  of  being 
defended  from  our  Enemies,  and  from  your  Jiiftice  that  we  expeft  a  full  En- 
joyment of  our  Laws  and  Liberties  i  But  that  which  compleats  our  Happinefs 
is  the  Experience  we  have  of  your  Majefties  continual  Care  to  maintain  the  Pro- 
teftant  Religion  ;  fo  that  we  can  no  longer  apprehend  any  Danger  of  being  de- 
prived of  that  ineftimable  Bleifing,  either  by  fccrct  Praftices,  or  by  open 
Violence. 

M^  the  fame  Divine  Providence  which  hath  hitherto  preferved  your  Mdjefty  • 
in  the  greateft  Dangers^  and  Jb  often  given  you  Vi0ory  over  your  Enemies ^  fiiU 
crown  your  Undertakings  with  Succefs. 

And  may  tbofe  unparalUVd  Virtues^  which  adorn  Tour  Majefiy^s  f  Royal  P^r- 
fon^  be  the  Admiration  of  the  prefent  Age^  and  an  Example  to  the  future. 

And  may  the  Luftre  of  both  your  Names  fo  far  out-ftiine  the  Glory  of  your 
Predeceflbrs,  that  the  Memory  of  their  greateft  Actions  may  be  forgotten,  and 
your  People  no  longer  date  the  Eftablifhment  of  their  Laws  and  Liberties  from 
St.  Edwar^^  Days,  but  from  the  moft  Aufpicious  Reign  of  King  WILLIAM 
and  Queen  MARY.

MY  Lords,  your  appointing  the  Confidcration  of  the  State  o^  England  to 
be  taken  up  in  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  fome  time  next  Week, 
I  do  not  know  how  what  I  have  to  fay  may  be  received  ;  for  I  never 
ftudy  to  make  my  Court  welt,  or  to  be  popular :  I  always  fpcak  what  I  am  com* 
tnanded  by  the  Diftates  of  the  Spirit  within  me.     There  are  fome  Confiderati- 
ons  that  concern  England  fo  near,  that  without  them  you  will  come  far  fhort  of 
Safety  at  Home.     [We  have  a  little  Sifter  and/he  hatb  no  Breafls^  what  will  be- 
came  of  cur  Sifter  in  the  Day  when /he  fl)all  be  fpoken  of  all :  Iffhe  be  aWalU  we  will 
build  upon  her  a  Palace  ofSiher :  Iffhe  be  a  Door^  we  will  clofe  her  with  Boards  of 
Cedar.]     We  have  feveral  little  Sifters  without  Breafts  ;  the  French  Proteftane 
Churchy  and  the  two  Kingdoms  of  Scotland  znd  Ireland:  The  Foreign  Proteftants 
are  the  only  Wall  of  Defence  to  England^  on  which  you  may  build  glorious 
Palaces  of  Silver  ;  the  Proteftion  of  the  Proteftants  abroad  are  the  greateft  Power 
and  Security  the  Crovi noi  England  czn  attain  unto,  and  which  can  only  help  us  to 
give  a  Check  to  the^  growing  Greatnefs  of  France.    Scotland  and  Ireland  are  two 
Doors  that  let  in  either  Good  or  Mifchief  upon  us,  they  are  much  weakened  by  the 
Artifice  ofour  cunning  Enemies,  and  we  ought  to  inclofe  them  with  Boards  of 
Cedar.  Popery  and  Slavery  like  two  Sifters  go  Hand  in  Hand,  fometimes  one  goes 
firft,  fometimes  the  other  in-a-doors,  but  the  other  is  always  following  clofe  at 
hand.  In  £;ff /j^^Popery  was  to  have  brought  in  Slavery,  in  Scotland Shvery  went 
before,  and  Popery  was  to  follow.     I  do  not  think  your  Lordfhips  or  the  Par- 
liament have  any  Jurifdiftion  there  :   Ic  is  a  Noble  and  Ancient  Kingdom,  they 
have  an  Illuftrious  Nobility,  a  gallant  Gentry,  a  learned  Clergy,  and  an  un- 
derftanding  worthy  People ;  but  yet  we  can't  think  of  England  SiS  we  ought,  with- 
out the  reflecting  on  the  Condition  they  are  in.    They  are  under  the  fame 
Prince,  the  fame  Favourites  and   Councils  ;  they  are  hardly  dealt  with,  can 
we  that  are  richer  expeft  better  Ufage  ?  For  'tis  certain,  that  in  all  abfolute 
Governments  the  pooreft  Countries  are  moft  favourably  dealt  with.  When  the 
Ancient  Nobility  and  Gentry  there  cannot  enjoy  their  Royalties,  SherilEFdoms 
and  Stuarties,  which  they  and  their  Anceftors  have  poffeffed  for  feveral  hun- 
dred Years,  but  that  they  are  now  enjoined  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  to 
make  Deputation  of  their  Authority  to  luch  as  are  their  known  Enemies,  can 
we  expcd  to  enjoy  our  Magna  Charta  long  under  the  fame  Perfons  and  Admi- 
nirtration  of  Affairs?  If  the  Council  Table  there  can  imprifon  any  Nobleman 
and  Gentleman  for  feveral  Years  without  bringing  them  to  a  Trial,  or  giving 
the  leaft  Rcafon  for  what  they  do,  can  we  cxpeft  the  fame  Men  will  refpcft 
the  fame  Liberty  of  the  Subjeft  here  ?  I  will  acknowledge  I  am  not  well  ver- 
fed  in  the  Laws  of  Scotland^  but  thb  I  know,  that  all  the  Northern  Countries 
have  by  their  Laws  an  undoubted  and  inviolable  Right  to*  their  Liberties  and 
Properties  :    Yet  Scotland  hath  outdone  all  theEaftern  and  Southern  Countries, 
in  having  their  Laws,  Liberties  and  Eftates  fubjefted  to  the  arbitrary  Will 
Vol.  IIL  L  1  1  and 
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and  Plcafurc  of  thofe  that  govern.    They  have  lately  plundered  and  harralFed 
the  richeft  and  wcalthieft  Counties  in  that  Kingdom,  and  brought  down  the 
barbarous  Highlanders  to  devour  them  ;  s^id  all  this. without  almoft  a  colour-  . 
able  Pretence  fiado  it :  Nor  can  there  be  found  any  Eleafein  of  Seate  fo)r  what 
they  have  done,  but  that  thofe  wicked  Minifters  defigned  to  procure  a  Rebellion 
at  any  Rate,  which  as  they  managed  it  was  only  prevented  by  the  miraculous 
Hand  of  God,  or  otherwife  the  Papifts  in  England  would  have  been  armed,  and 
the  fairefit  Opportunity  given  in  the  juft  Time  for  the  Execution  of  tlmt  bloody 
and.  wicked  Defigfi  the  PapiO^  had  \  and  it  is  not  pofllble  for  any  Man  that 
duly  conliders  to  think  it  other^  but  that  thofe  Minifters  that  a£led  that,  are  as 
guilty  of  the  Plots  as  any  of  the  Lords  d^at  are  in  queftion  for  it :  My  Lords;  I 
am  forced  to  fpeak  this  the  plainer,  becaule  till  the  Preflure  be  fully  and  clearly 
taken  off  from  Scotland^  'cis  not  poffible  for  me  or  any  thinking  Man  to  bdieve 
that  Good  is  meant  us  here^  we  mud  ftill  beupon  our  guard,  apprehending 
that  the  Principle  is  not  changed  at  Court,  and  thofe  Men  are  (till  in  Place  and 
Authority,  and  have  the  Influence  and  Mind  of  our  excellent  Prince,  who  is  not 
nor  cannot,  be  that  to  us»  which  his  own  Nature  and  Goodnefs  would  incline 
him  to.    I  know  your  Lordfhips  can  order  nothing  in  this,  but  there  are  thofe 
that  hear  me  can  put  a  perfe6l  Cure  to  it,  and  till  that  be  done  this  Scokb, 
Weed  is  like  Mors  in  Olla  j  but  there  is  fome thing  too  (now  I  confider)  more 
immediately  concerns  us,  their  Ad  for  two  hundred  and  twenty  thoufand  Men 
to  be  ready  to  invade  us  on  ail  Occafions  ;  this  I  hear  the  Lords  of  the  Council 
~  there  have  enaded  as  they  do  all  other  Laws,  and  expound  it  a  (landing  Army 
of  6000  Men,    I  anfwer,  we  have  Reafon  and  Right  to  befeech  the  King,  that 
that  Ad  may  be  better  confidered  in  the  next  Parliament  there.    I  (hall  lay  no 
more  for  Scotland  2X  this  Time,  I  am  afraid  your  Lordlhips  will  think  I  have  faid 
too  much,  having  no  Concern  there  :   But  if  a  FrencbHohltnmi  (houid  come  to 
dwell  in  my  Houfe  and  my  Family,  I  think  it  (hould  concern  me  to  a(k  what  he 
did  in  France ;  for  if  he  were  there  a  Febn^.  Rogue  or  Plunderer,  I  (hould  defire 
him  to  live  elfewhere.  I  hope  your  Lordfhips  will  think  fit  to  do  the  fame  Thing 
for  the  Nation,  if  you  find  the  fame  Caufe. 

My  Lords,  give  me  Leave  to  fpeak  a  Word  or  two  concerning  our  other  Sifter 
Ireland.  Thither  I  hear  is  knlDouglas's  Regiment  to  fecurc us  againft  the hrencby 
befides,  I  am  credibly  informed  that  Papifts  have  theif  Arms  reftored,  and  the 
Protcftants  are  not  many  of  them  yet  recovered  from  being  the  fufpedcd  Party, 
and  the  Sea  Towns  as  well  as  Inlands  are  full  of  Papifts;  fo  that  Kingdom  cannot 
long  continue  in  Englijh  Hands,  if  fome  better  Care  be  not  taken  of  it.  This  is  in 
your  Power,  and  there  is  nothing  there  but  what  is  under  your  Laws  •,  therefore  I 
beg  this  Kingdom  at  leaft  may  be  taken  into  Confideration,  together  with  the 
State  of  England^  for  I  am  fure  there  can  be  no  Safety  here,  if  thefe  Doors  are  not 
fhut  up  and  fafe. 
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A  LETTER  from  a  Lawyer  in  the  Coutttry  to  aMem-; 
ber  of  Parliament :  Or,  Indemnity  the  hStOi  of  Vacancy. 

SIR, 

I  Remember,  in  one  of  your  former  Letters,  you  were  pleafcd  to  defire  me  to 
fend  you  the  general  Opinion  of  the  Country  concerning  the  Vacancy  of 
the  Throne,  and  how  they  feeihed  to  ftand  affefted  upon  it :  And  I  then 
returned  you  in  Anfwcr,  that  your  Proceedings  therein  were  very  well  approved 
of  5  for  it  could  not  be  imagined,  that  fo  many  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry 
would  have  been  fo  ready  to  have  hazarded  their  Lives  and  Fortunes  as  they 
did,  without  a  juft  and  reafonable  Caufe  ;  nor  that  fo  many  Gentlemen  ox 
Eftate  and  Quality  would  have  appeared  in  this  Parliament,  if  they  had  not 
been  entirely  convinced  of  the  Safety  and  Innocency  .of  their  Appearance;  nci-r 
ther  the  People  o( England  who  chofe  them,  nor  the  Perfons  elefted,  could  be 
imagined  to  admit  themfelves  guilty  of  High-Treafon,  the  greateft  Crime  of 
the  Law:  And  if  there  had  not  been  a  Vacancy  of  the  Throne,  by  the  late 
King's  Abdication  of  the  Government,  no  lefs  a  Crime  than  High-Trcafon 
qould  have  been  imputed  to  them.  But  RnCt  that  Point  hath  been  fo  folemnly 
determined,  the  Nation  is  intirely  fatisSed,  that  the  Parliament  have  thereby 
fet  forth  a  Declaration  of  Indemnity  to  themfelves  and  all  others  ;  and  there* 
fere  it  was,  that  by  the  univerfal  Confent  of  all  People  their  Majef^ies  King^ 
WURam  and  Queeti  Mary  were  proclaimed  in  all  Places  with  fo  much  Joy  and 


SatisfaAion  :  There  was  fomething  in  that  Vote,  that 


pleafed  aU  Manner  of 


Perfons,  as  foonas  they  had  a  right  Notion  of  it  \  they  lookM  upon  the  Nation  as 
newly  baptized  from  all  its  Sins  and  Corruptions,  and  that  every  Man  was  td 
begin  the  Courfe  of  his  Life  upon  a  new  Bafis  and  Foundation ;  when  they  faw 
no  publlck  Accufation  was  like  to  happen,  every  Man  began  to  condemn  him- 
fclf  J  fame  their  Ambition,  Vanity  and  Pride,  that  caft  a  Mift  before  then"  Eyes  j 
others  their  miflaken  Intereft  and  Fears  ^  fome  began  to  review  the  Principles 
ojf  Loyalfy  and  Government,  which  they  had  imbibed  from  their  Infancy,  under 
the  Dofftrine  of  paffive  Obedience ;  others  condemned  their  unfcwtunate  Com- 
pliance of  doing.  Evil  that  Good  might  come  of  it :  Bur  all  looked  back  with 
Safety,  as  well  as  Refolution  of  Amendment,  upon  their  paft  Errors.  Thofe 
w.hQ  aever  faw  any  Changes  of  Government,  and  had  little  Experience  in  fuch 
Affairs,  thought  themfelves  fufficiently  provided  with  a  Stock  of  bought  Wit, 
to  maki;  them  ,gQod  Slibjedts  for  thePublickj  as  well  ascautious>  and  pru^ 
dpnt  as  to.  themfelves.  Thus  whjlfl  every  body  reflefted  upon  their  own 
Mifcarriages,  they  could  not  but  fee  that  a  few  evil  MinifVers  at  Helm  had 
been  the  Caufe  of  all  this  Mifery,  both  to  Themfehes  in  particular,  as  well  as 
tlje.  Nation  in  general ;  and  therefore  iovc^  extraordinary  A(Et  of  Attainder 
againft  thofe  evil  Counfellors  was  all  that.  waSiexpcftedi  or  can  be  approved  of 
by  the  Generality  of  the  Pcpple  of  England:  And  the  rather,  becaufe  it  is  fb 
pyblickly  known  with  what  Zeal  His. Maj^fty  hath  recQn)mendcd  a  moft  gene-^ 
ra,l  ^nd  exprefs  All  of  Oblivion  for  all  his  Subjcfts,  with  Exceptions  only  of  fuch 
evil  Counfellors,  as  you  in  your  great  Prudence  and  Mercy  fhould  think  fit. 

L  1 1  2  Matters 
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Matters  being  in  this  Pofture  with  us  in  the  Country,  and  fuch  being  the  com- 
xtion  Expedations  of  all  Men,  I  muft  confefs  I  found  that  general  Vote,  againfl: 
thofe  that  omitted  to  take  the  Oaths,  did  not  only  a£Fe6b  the  Perfons  concerned, 
who,  I'll  affure  you,  are  very  numerous,  and  have  many  Friends  and  Relations 
that  pity  their  Cafe,  but  I  perceived  all  Sorts  of  People  concerned  at  it ;  for 
they  looked  upon  it  as  a  leading  Card  to  their  own  Mifcarriages,  tho'  of  ano- 
ther Nature  :  All  thofe  that  were  concerned  fo  much  in  Jddrejfes  and  Jb^ 
borrences  in  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  who  arc  a  great  Part  of 
tlie  Church  of  England  ;  and  all  thofe  that  figned  Addrejjes^  or  other  Papers 
for  taking  away  the  ^tfts  and  Penal  Laws^  who  are  a  great  Part  of  the  Dijfen'- 
ters  (not  to  mention  a  Multitude  of  greater  Offenders,  who  cannot  expedt  to 
fare  better)  are  terribly  afraid  of  thcfe  Proceedings  \  and  where  there  is  Fear^ 
there  you  will  always  find  Hatred  and  Averfion.  So  that  I  may  fafely  fay,  that 
the  Confcqucnces  of  thefe  Things  are  dangerous  at  fuch  a  critical  JunAureof  Time  \ 
and  tho'  the  evil  EfFefts  thereof  may  not  be  fo  vifible  to  the  World,  yet  I  fear  this 
Nation  may  too  foon  be  fenfible  of  them.  Therefore  it  is  that  1  have  thought  fit  to 
put  you  in  Mind  of  that  Abdication  and  Vacancy^  which  being  voted  by  you  as  a 
Matter  ncceflary  both  for  your  own  particular  Indemnity,  as  well  as  the  general 
Intereft  of  the  Nation,  the  Benefit  thereof  cannot  without  fome  Inequality 
(not  to  fay  more)  be  denied  to  the  more  general  Mifcarriages  and  Ofiences  erf" 
the  Nation.  But  there  are  fome  zealous  Men  in  the  World,  who  being  lately 
freed  from  fevcre  Ufage  themfelves,  are  not  contented  with  Revenge  againft 
their  particular  Adverfaries,  unlefs  they  can  involve  ail  Mankind  (Friends  as 
well  as  Foes)  in  Troubles  and  Afflidions.  And  from  fuch  Men  as  thefe,  who 
are  neither  willing  to  admit  of  this,  nor  any  other  Ad  of  Indemnity,  I  meet 
with  feveral  Objeftions,  which  I  thought  fit  to  give  a  fudden  Anfwerto,  for 
your  private  Satisfadion  ;  and  that  with  all  the  Submiflfion  and  Deference  ima- 
ginable to  the  Wifdom  of  our  Superiors  at  this  Time  aflembled  in  Parlia- 
ment. 

Objeft.  I.  l^hat  nothing  is  more  common  in  our  Lazv- Books ^  than  to  find  Offen^ 
ces^  committed  in  one  King*s  Reign^  to  be  called  in  ^t^efiion  andpunijhed  in  the 
Reign  of  his  Succejforsy  and  that  their  pre/ent  Majefties  (wham  God  longpre-^ 
ferve)  being  crowned  King  and  ^een  of  England,  (^c.  there  is  the  fame 
Reafon  in  this^  as  in  all  other  Cafes. 

Rejp.  There  are  indeed  many  Cafes  and  Inftances  of  that  Kind ;  but  the 
Reafon  why  there  may  lie  a  Rctrofpeft  in  fuch  Cafes,  \^  a  clear  Illuftration  why 
there  may  not  be  in  this.  There  is  as  much  Difference  between  the  two  Cafes, 
as  there  is  between  a  Dcfcent  and  Purchafe  at  Common-Law  :  The  Heir  by 
Defcent  may  diftrain  upon  the  Tenant  for  Rent,  partly  incurred  in  the  Life  of 
the  Anceftor;  but  a  Perlbn  that  comes  in  by  Purchafe  cannot.  The  lUwcafts 
a  Freehold  upon  the  Heir  by  Defcent,  before  Entry;  upon  a  Purchafer  it  doth 
not.  Btit  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Crown,  there  feems  a  much  greater  Difference  in 
the  Cafe  of  a  Defcent  to  the  Crown,  the  fame  politick  Capacity  remains  in  ejfe^ 
tho'  in  another  Perfon  ;  and  therefore  it  is  faid  in  fuch  a  Cafe,  That  the  King 

never 
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never  £esy  but  he  is  faid  only  dimtteri  Corenam  upon  the  next  Heir ;  for  in 
fuch  a  Cafe  the  Law  allows  of  no  Interval^  or  Inter-Rtgnum^  but  the  Regal 
Power  is  immediately  devolved  upon  the  next  Heir  by  Conftruftion  of  Law. 
And  fmce  the  politick  Capacity  remains  without  Interruption,  and  the  Execution 
(or  punilhing  Power)  of  the  Law  is  lodged  in  the  King,  by  reafon  of  the  poli- 
tick Capacity,  and  fince  all  Offences  are  committed  contra  Coronam  &  Dignita* 
temfuamj  againft  the  King,  by  reafon  of  his  politick  Capacity  and  not  by 
reafon  of  his  natural ;  that  is,  againft  him  quatenus  Rex^  and  not  quatenus 
Homo :  Where  the  regal  Power  continues  without  Interruption,  and  therein  the 
executive  Power  of  the  Law  ;  there  Offences  againft  that  Power  do  continue 
alfo,  and  may  be  puniflied. 

But  in  this  prefent  Cafe,  where  there  is  a  tot^l  Vacancy  of  the  Throne  by 
the  late  King's  Abdication  of  the  Government,  both  the  natural  and  politick 
Capacity,  and  therein  the  entire  Subjedl  of  the  executive  (or  punifhing)  Power 
of  the  Law,  is  in  Judgment  and  ConftruAion  of  Law  totally  merged  and  ex- 
tinft  by  Leflbr  and  Devolution  of  the  Government  upon  the  People  ;  and 
where  there  is  a  total  Failure  both  of  the  politick  Capacity  and  of  the  execu- 
tive (or  punilhing)  Power,  there  muft,  by  Confcquence,  be  an  Indemnity  to 
all  Offenders. 

Where  there  is  a  total  Vacancy  of  the  Throne,  or  regal  Power,  there  muft 
be  a  Vacarrcy  of  Offences  againft  that  Power. 

And  the  late  King  James  could  not  abdicate  the  Government,  but  he  muft 
alfo  abdicate  that  which  was  infeparably  annexed  to  it,  viz.  The  executive  Pow- 
er of  the  Law,  unlefs  you  will  iupport  as  great  a  Miracle  as  Tranfuhjfantiation^ 
by  preferving  an  Accident,  or  abftrafted  Power,  without  its  Subjedt. 

Objeft.  II.  nere  are  fome  Offences  which  are  not  onfy  againft  the  Kingy  hut  he^ 
ing  againft  the  fundamental  Conftitution  of  the  Government ^  are  Offences 
againfi  the  People  alfo  ;  and  thofe  Offences  may  remain^  notwitbftanding  an 
Abdication  of  the  regal  and  punifhing  Power. 

Refp.  What  thefe  Offences  againft  the  People  are,  we  do  not  find  determined 
in  our  Books  of  the  Law  ;  but  this  I  have  often  read.  That  the  King  may 
pardon  all  Offences  wbatfocver  :  And  where  the  King  may  abdicate  the  Govern- 
ment from  his  Heirs,  tho'  he  could  not  difpofe  of  it  from  them  ifortiori^  he 
may  abdicate  the  Punifliment  of  all  Offences,  where  he  had  a  Right  to  pardon 
them. 

But  fecondly^  Let  the  Offences  be  of  what  Nature  they  will,  if  they  muft  be 
puniflied  at  this  Day,  the  Indictment  muft  run  in  this  Manner,  for  Inftance, 
m  the  Cafe  of  Treafon  :

The  like  form,  mutatis  mutandis^  is  to  be  obferved  io  all  IpfTer  Offepces, 
-Now,  if  rio  fach  OflRnce  can  be  punilhcd  but  by  Indiftment  of  this  Form,  for 
committing  ftich  a  Faft  againft  the  Peace  of  the  late.  King  Jamesy  his  Crown 
Md  Dignity,  fince  his  Crown  and  Dignity  are  totally  vacated  andextinft,  how 
tan  any  Offisnces  remain  ? 

Objeft.  IIL  nat  iy  a  late  AS  of  Parliament  for  reviving  of  ASions  and  Pro-: 
cejfesy  and  for  fnfpbfing  other  Defers  relating  to  Proceedings  at  Law^  it  is 
provided^  that  in  InMSments^  Informations  or  A^ions^  wherein  Conclufions 
ufed  to  be  [contra  pacem  Domini  Regis]  to  conclude  [contra  pacem  Regni] 
md  the  Indiffments  Jball  he  goody  th(f  thePTords  [Domini  Regis  Coronam  & 
Dignitatem  fuam]  he  omitted. 

Rejp.  That  this  Statute  extends  only  to  Offences  committed  between  the  1 1  tk 
of  Djtcemberj  Anno  1688,  and  before  the  13th  Da/ of  February  following,  and 
not  to  any  Offences  committed  before  the  late  King's  Departure,  nor  after  the 
proclaiming  of  their  prefent  Majefties  :  So  that  this  Statute  can  be  no  real  Obi- 
je&ion,  but  on  the  contrary,  may  rather  feem  to  enforce  the  precedent  Argu- 
gument.  Nay,  here  feems  an  Authority  of  this  prefent  PaHiament  in  this 
Pointy  for  they  agree,  and  have  thereby  determined,  that  after  the  Abdication 
of  the  Government,  all  Indidments  contra  pacem  Domini  Regisy  Coronam^ 
Dignitatem  fuam^  are  void :  But  at  this  Day  no  Offences  committed  before  thfc 
late  King's  Departure  can  be  punifhed,  but  by  fuch  an  Indidment  of  laforoa^* 
tion  5  therefore  they  cannot  be  puriilbed  at  all 

Obged.  IV.  7%at  this  Opinion  is  of  thefirfl  Imprefjiony  and  only  prompted  hy 
fome  guilty  Lawyer^  one  of  the  Ringleaders  of  ail  our  late  Miferies ;  and  that 
it  would  be  inconvenient  that  thoji  evil  Counfellors,  who  by  their  A4^ice  had 
almoft  facrijiced  the  Nation  to  Popcrf  and  ShyevYf  fioutd  reap  the  Benefit  of 
fUcb  an  Indemnity. 

Refp,  It  is  not  defired  that  they  fhould ;  but  fuch  as  the  Parliament  in  their 
great  Wifdom  (hall  think  fit,  are  by  all  People  freely  fubmitted  to  a  Bill  of 
Attainder,  The  Reprefentatives  of  the  Nation  may,  if  they  pleafe,  fupply 
the  Defeft  of  a  jury  ;  andi  after  hearing  the  Parties  in  their  own  Defence,  in- 
fiift  what  Punlfliment  feems  juft  and  equitable  in  their  great  Judgments  upon 
particular  Perfons. 

This  is  a  Lawyer,  you  well  know,  intends  nothing  but  the  publick  Good, 
and  humbly  colicelve^tbis  Opinion  is  *as  ancient  as  the  other  upon  which  it's 
grounded  j  But  having  for  fome  Years  withdrawn  himfelf  from  Praftice,  hum- 
bly begs  a  favourable  GonftroAibn  of  fiich  an  hafty  Letter, 

'As  to  all  thofe  worthv  Members  of  your  Acquaintance,  that  negleft  their 
own 'Concerns  for  the  publick' Service  of  the  Nation,  you  may  aflure  them. 
that  nothing  is  fo  much  waAtihg  imongn;,  us  in  the  Country;  a^  an  exprefs  hA 
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df  Ihdcttirittyi  ^hicK  the  People  do  humbly,  hope  that  their  Majel^ics  in  thchr 
great  jGoodnefs  and  Clemency  will  not  permit  to  be  any  longer  delayed,  cfpeci- 
ally  fince  your  own  Proceedings  give  them  fuch  a  Title  to  it.     When  that  \% 

6'ifl:,  you  will  find  England  will  be  united,  the  Throne  eftablilhed,  ana  no 
6pes  left  for  France.

A  keprefentation  of  the  threatening  Dangers  impending 
over  Proteftants  in  Greai^Britainy  before  the  Coming 
of  his  Highneis  the  Prince  of  Orange.  By  Mr.  Fergujon. 
1689- 

THEY  are  great  Strangers  to  the  Tranfaftions  of  the  Worjd^  who  know 
not  how  many  and  various  the  Attempts  of  the  Papifts  have  been»  both 
to  hinder  all  Endeavours  towards  a  Reformation,  and  to  overthrow  and. 
fubvert  it  where  it  hath  prevailed.  For  befide  the  innumerable  Executions  $(nd. 
Murders,  committed  by  means  of  the  Inquifition,  to  crufti  and  ftifle  the  Reform-- 
ed  Religion  in  it's  Rife  and  Birth^  and  to  prevent  it's  Succeeding  and  Settle- 
ment in  Spain^  Italy^  and  many  other  Territories  %  there  is  no  Kingdom  or. 
State,  where  it  hath  fo  far  prevailed  as  to  come  to  be  univerfally  received  and 
legally  eftablifhed,  but  it  hath  been  through  ftrange  and  wonderful  Conflids 
with  the  Rage  and  Malice  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  The  Perfecutions  which 
the  Primitive  Chriftians  underwent  by  virtue  of  the  Edifts  of  the  Pagan  Em- 
perors were  not  more  fanguinary  and  cruel,  than  what  through  the  Laws  and  Or- 
dinances of  Popifh  Princes  have  been  inflided  upon  thofe^  who  have  teftified 
againft  the  Herefies,  Superftitions,  and  Idolatries,  and  have  withdrawn  from  the 
Communion  of  the  Papal  Church.  Nor  were  the  Martyrs,  that  fuffered  for  the 
Teftimony  of  Jefus  againft  Heathenilhi,  either  more  numerous,  or  more  worthy 
of  Efteem  for  Virtue,  Juftice  and  Piety,  than  they  who  have  been  flaughterM 
upon  no  other  Pretence,  but  for  endeavouring  to  reftore  the  Chriftian  Religi- 
on to  the  Sittplicity  and  Purity  of  it's.  Divine  and  firft  Inftitution,  and  to  re- 
.  cover  it  from  the  Corruptions,  wherewith  it  was  become  univerfally  tainted  in 
Doftrine,  Worfliip  and  Difcipline.  How  have  all  the  Nations  in  Europe  been 
foak'd  with  the  Blood  of  Saints,  through  the  barbarous  RageK)f  Popifh  Rulers, 
whom  the  Romifh  Bifhops  and  Clergy  ftirred  up  and  inftigated,  in  order  to 
fupport  themfelves  in  their  Secular  Grandeur,  and  in  their  Tyranny  over  the 
Confcicnces  of  Men,  and  to  keep  the  World  in^  Slavery  under  Ignorance,  Errors, 
Superftition,  and  Idolatry  ;  which  the  reducing  Chriftianity  again  to  the  Rule 
of  the  Gofpel  would  have  redeemed  Mankind  from,  and  been  an  efieftual 
Means  to  have  diffipated  and  fubverted  ?  They  of  the  Roman  Communion, 
having  ftrangely  corrupted  the  Chriftian  Religion  in  it's  Faith,  Worlhip,  and 
Difcipline,  and  having  prodigioufly  altered  it  from  what  it  was  in  the  Doftrines 
and    Inftitutions   of  our  Saviour  and  his  i^poftles,  found  no  other  Way 
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whereby  to  fuftain  their  Errors  and  Corruptions,  and  to  preferve  themfelves  in 
the  Pofleifion  of  that  Empire  which  they  had  ufurped  over  Confcience,  and 
in  the  Enjoyment  of  the  Wealth  and  Secular  Greatnefs,  which  by  working  upon 
the  Ignorance,  Superftition,  Lufts  and  Prophanenefs  of  the  People,  they  had 
flcrewed  and  wound  themfelves  into,  but  by  adjudging  all  who  durft  deteffc  or 
oppofe  them  to  Fire  and  Sword,  or  to  Miferies,  to  which  Death  in  it's  word 
Shape  were  preferable.     Nor  have  they,  for  the  better  obftrufting  the  Growth, 
and  comparing  the  Extirpation  of  the  Reformed  Religion,  omitted  either  the 
Arts  and  Subtilties  of  Julian^  or  the  Fury  and  Violence  of  Galerius  and  Diode* 
Jian.     Whofoever  hath  not  obferved  the  Craft  and  Rage  that  have  been  employ- 
ed and  exerted  againft  Proteftants  for  thefe  170  Years,  mud  have  been  very  lit- 
tle converfant  in  Hiftory,  and  ftrangely  overlook^  the  Conduft  of  Aflfairs  in 
the  World,  and  the  Tranfa£fcions  in  Church   and    State    during    their  own 
Time.     And  tho'  the  Papifts  do  not  think  it  Bt,  to  put  their  Maxims  for  pre- 
ferving  the  Catholick  Religion,  and  converting  Hereticks,  in  Execution  at  all 
Times,  and  in  every  Place,  yet  fome  of  their  Writers  are  fo  ingenuous  as  to  tell 
us  the  Reafon  of  it,  and  that  they  do  not  forbear  it  upon  Principles  of  Chrifti- 
anity  or  Good-Nature,  but  upon  Morives  of  Policy  and  Fear,  left  the  cutting 
one  of  our  Throats  might  endanger  two  of  their  own.     However,  they  have 
been  careful  not  to  fufier  a  Period  of  Twenty  Years  to  elapfe,  fmce  the  Begin- 
ing  of  the  Reformation,  without  affording  us,  in  fome  Place  or  another,  renew- 
ed Evidences  of  Papal  Charity,  and  of  the  Roman  Method  of  hindering  the 
Growth  of  Herefy,  either  by  a  Maflacre,  War,  or  Perfccution,   begun  and 
executed  upon  no  other  Account  or  Provocation,  but  merely  that  of  our  Reli- 
gion, and  becaufe  we  cannot  believe  and  piaftife,  in  the  Matters  of  God,  as  they 
do.     And  having  obuined  of  late  great  Advantages  for  the  purfuing  their  Ma- 
lice againft  us,  more  boldly  and  avowedly  than  at  another  Seafon,  and  that  not 
only  through  a  ftrange  Concurrence  and  Conjun&ion  of  Princes  in  the  Papal 
Communion,  who  are  more  intoxicated  with  their  Superftitions  and  Idolatries, 
or  lets  wife,  merciful,  and  humane,  than  fome  of  their  Predeceflbrs  of  that 
Fellow(hip  were,  but  through  having  obtained  a  Prince  intirely  devoted  unto 
them,  and  under  the  implicit  Guidance  of  their  Priefts  to  be  advanced  unto  a 
Throne,  where  fuch  fometime  ufed  to  fit  as  were  the  Terror  of  Rome^  the 
Safeguard  of  the  Reformed  Religion,  and  the  Sanduary  of  oppreffed  Proteftants  5 
they  have  thereupon  both  aflumed  a  Courage  of  ftirring  up  new  and  unpre- 
cedented Perfecutions  in  divers  Places,  againft  the  moft  ufeful,  beft  and  moft  loyal 
of  SubjcAs,  upon  no  other  Charge  or  Allegation,   but  for  diflcnting  from  the 
Tridentine  Faith,  and  denying  SubjSaion  to  the  Triple  Crown,  and  are  raifed 
into  a  Confidence  of  wholly  extirpating  Proteftancy,  and  of  re-eftablifhing  the 
Papal  Tyranny  and  Superftition,  in  thefeveral  Countries  whence  they  had  been 
expelled,  or  ftood  fo  preffed  and  difcountenanced,  as  that  the  Votaries  and  Par- 
tizans  of  their  Church  had  not  the  Sway  and  Domination.     Nor  need  we  any 
other  Conviftion,  both  of  their  Defign,  and  of  their  Confidence  of  Succeeding  in 
ir,  than  what  they  have  already  done,  and  conrinue  to  purfue  in  France^  Hun- 
gary^  and  Piedmont^  where  their  profpering  to  fuch  a  Degree  in  their  cruel  and 
barbarous  Attempts,  not  only  gives  them  Boldnefsof  entertaining  Thoughts  of 
taking  the  like  Methods,  and  afting  by  the  fame  Meafures,  in  all  Places  where 
they  find  Rulers  at  their  Beck,  and  under  their  Infiuence,  but  to  unite  and  pro- 
voke 
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voice  all  Popilh  Monarchs  to  enter  into  a  Holy  War  againft  Proteftants  every 
where,  chat  by  Conquering  and  Subduing  thofe  States  and  Kingdoms,  where 
the  Refortned  Rcligioo  is  received  and  eftablifhed,  they  may  extirpate  it  out  of 
the  World,  under  the  Notion  of  the  Northern  Herefy.  If  Principles  of  Hu^ 
manity,  Maxims  of  Intereft,  Ruies  of  Policy,  Obligations  of  Gratitude,  Ties 
of  Royal  and  Princely  Faith,  or  the  repeated  Promifes,  Oaths,  Edids,  and  De- 
clarations of  Sovereigns,  could  have  been  a  Security  to  Proteftants,  for  the  Pro- 
feflion  of  their  Faith,  and  Exercifc  of  their  Worfhip,  in  the  aforementioned 
Territories  and  Dominions,  they  had  all  that  could  be  rationally  defired,  for 
their  Safety  and  Proteftion,  in  the  free  and  open  Profeffion  and  Praftice  of  their 
Religion  ;  whereas  by  a  Violation  of  all  that  is  facred  amongft  Men,  of  a 
binding  Virtue  unto  Princes  (except  Chains  and  Fetters)  or  that  confer  a  Right, 
Claim,  and  Security  unto  Subjefts,  the  Poor  Proteftants  in  thofe  Places  have 
been,  and  ftill  are,  perfecuted  with  a  Rage  and  Barbarity,  which  no  i\ge  can 
parallel,  and  for  which  it  is  difficult  to  find  Words  proper  and  fevere  enough, 
whereby  to  ftamp  a  Chara6ter  of  Infamy  upon  the  Treacherous,  Cruel,  and 
Savage  Authors,  Promoters,  and  Inftruments  of  it.  Nor  does  it  proceed  from 
a  Malignancy  of  Nature  peculiar  to  the  Emperor^  the  French  King,  and  the 
Duke  of  Sanjoy^  above  what  is  in  other  Princes'  of  the  fame  Communion,  or 
that  they  are  more  regardlefs  of  Fame,  and  lefs  concerned  how  future  Genera* 
tions  will  brand  their  Memories,  than  other  Papal  Monarchs  feem  Co  be,  that 
they  have  fuflfered  themfelves  to  be  prevailed  upon  to  violate  the  Promifes  and 
Oaths  they  were  bound  by  to  their  Proteftant  SubjeAs ;  feeing  the  Emperor  is 
charaderifed  for  a  Perfon  of  a  meek  and  gentle  Temper,  and  of  the  Goodnefs 
of  whofe  Nature  there  remain  fome  Shadows,  interwoven  with  the  bloody 
Streaks  of  the  Hungarian  Perfecution.  And  the  French  King,  tho'  he  ftands  not 
much  commended  for  Sweetnefs  and  Benignity  of  Difpofition,  is  known  to  be 
unmeafurably  ambitious  of  having  his  Name  tranfmitted  to  Pofterity  in  Letters 
of  Greatnefs  and  Honour,  which  his  Behaviour  towards  his  Subjects  of  the  Re- 
formed Religion  is  no  ways  adapted  unto,  but  calculated  to  make  him  here- 
after lifted  with  Nero  and  Julian.  As  to  the  Duke  of  Sauirf^  there  feems,  by 
the  whole  Courfe  of  his  other  Anions,  to  be  a  certain  Greatnefs  of  Mind  in 
him,  not  eafily  confifting  with  that  favage  and  brutal  Temper,  which  the 
Cruelties  he  hath  exercifed  upon  the  Proteftants  in  Piedmont  would  intimate 
and  denote.  But  it  arifeth  from  the  Mifchievoufnefs  and  Peftilency  of  their 
Religion,  their  Bigotry  in  it,  and  their  having  put  themfelves  fo  entirely  under 
the  Conduft  of  the  Clergy,  particularly  of  the  Jefuits,  who  are  for  the  moft 
part  a  Set  of  Men  (efpeciilly  the  latter)  that  through  afting  in  the  Profpedt 
of  no  other  Ends  but  the  Grandeur,  Wealth,  and  Domination  of  the  Church 
of  Rome^  dp  with  an  unlimited  Rage,  and  a  peculiar  Kind  of  Malice,  perfecute 
all  that  have  renounced  Fellowfliip  with  it,  and  care  not  if  they  facrifice  the 
Honour,  Glory  and  Safety  of  Monarchs^  and  bring  their  Kingdoms  into  Con- 
tempt and  Defolation,  by  rendering  them  weak,  poor,  and  difpeopled,  pro- 
vided they  may  wreck  their  Spleen  and  Revenge  upon  thofe,  whofe  Religion 
is  not  only  dilTonant  from  theirs,  but  fliould  it  prevail  to  be  the  Religion  of 
the  Legijlators  and  Rulers  of  Nations,  thofe  Springs  of  Wealth  would  be  im- 
mediately dried  up,  by  which  their  fuperior  Clergy  and  all  their  religious  Or- 
ders are  enriched  and  fed  up  in  Idlenefs.  And  (hould  the  People  concie  to 
Vol.  III.  M  m  m  be 
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be  generaMy  imbued  with  Principles  of  the  Gofpel,  Light  artd  Liberty,  they  woufd 
immediately  (hake  off  a  blind  and  flavifli  Dependency  upon  Pope  and  Pricfts, 
and  thereby  fubvert  the  Foundation  upon  which  the  Monarchic  Grandeur  of 
the  Romifh  Church  and  their  whole  Religion  is  foperftruAed,  and  deftroy  the 
Engine  by  which  they  are  enabled  to  lord  it  over  the  Bodies,  Eftates,  and  Cofn- 
Iciences  of  Men.  And  if  Proteftants  every  where,  clpccially  under  Pbpifli  Ru- 
lers, were  not  under  a  ftrange  Infatuation,  they  would  look  for  no  fairer  Qaar- 
tcr  from  Paptfts,  than  what  their  Brethren  have  met  with  in  France  and  Pitd- 
ikont,  nor  would  they  rely  upon  the  Faith  of  any  King  th)it  ftiles  himfdf  a 
Roman  CatMitk^  feeing  facred  Promifcs,  tremendous  Oaths,  tad  the  moft  au- 
thentic Declarations,  are  but  P/iptf/ Arts  and  Tricks  finjftificd  at /J^«^,  where- 
by to  lull  Subjeds  into  a  Security,  and  delude  them  Jnto  a  Negleft  of  all 
Means  for  preferving  themfelves  and  their  Religion,  till  then-  Rulers  can  te 
in  a  Condition  of  obeying  the  Decrees  of  the  fonrfb  Lateran  Council^  that  en- 
joins KiHj;s  to  deftroy  and  extirpate  Htretitks^  under  Pain  of  Excommunication^  and 
of  having  both  their  Subjecis  ahfohtd  from  Allegiance  to  tbem^  and  their  Ter-^ 

•  Htiries  given  away  to  others  \  and  till,  without  running  any  Hazard,  they  may 
'  comply  with  the  Ordinance  of  the  Cotlncil  of  Conftance^  which  not  only  re- 
'  lealeth  them  frorti  all  Obligation  of  keeping  Faiib  to  Hereticks^  iut  requires  ibtm 
'  to  Holate  it^  and   accordingly  made  SigifmUnd  break  his  Paith  to  John  Hus^ 

whom,  in  Defiance  of  the  Security  given  him  by  that  King,  they  caufed  to  be 
condemned  and  butnt.     Nor  is   the  Practice  and  late  Example  of  the  Great 

•  LbUis  defigned  for  tefs  than  a  Pittcrn,  by  which  all  Popiflb  Princes  arc  to  4A, 
and  his  Proceedings  are  to  be  the  Copy  and  Model,  which  they  Who  wouFd  merit 
the  Name  of  iealous  Catholicks^  and  be  eftcemed  dutiful  Sons  of  the  Churth, 
&re  to  tranfcribe  and  Ktun  out  in  Lines  of  Force,  Violence,  and  Blood,  attd 
for  the  better  corfefponding  with  the  Original,to  employ  Dragoorisfel"  Nfiffid* 
naries. 

And  though  I  will  not  fey,  bqt  that  there  may  be.  fome  ?^yft  Princes,  who 
■  through  an  extraordinary  Mcafufe  of  Good-nature,  arid  from  Principles  of 
Compahion  woVcn  into  their  Conftitutibn,  previoufty  to  all  Notfces  of  Reve- 
larion,  whether  real  or  pretended,  and  >Vho  through  Senriments  ithbibed  ftota 
a  generous  Education,  and  their  coniing  afterwards  to  be  under  the  Influence 
and  Management  of  wife  and  difcreet  CounfeHors,  may  be  able  to  refift  the 
malignant  Imprcffions  of  their  Religion,  and  fo  be  preferved  from  the  Inhu- 
htahitics,  towards  thofe  of  different  Perfuafiorts  from  them  in  the  Things  of 
God,  Whjch  their  Priefts  would  lay  them  under  Obligations  unto,  by  the  Dot- 
trines  of  the  Romiffj  Faith  ;  yet  there  appears  no  Reafon  why  an  underftanding 
Man*(hould  be  induced  to  believe,  that  rhe  King  of  England  is  likely  to  prove 
a  Prince  of  tlcat  gfeat  and  noble  Temper,  there  being  more  than  enough,  both 
to  raife  a  Jealoufy  and  beget  a  Perfuafion,  that  there  is  not  a  Monarch  atnong 
all  thofc  who  are  commonly  ft i led  Catholicks^  from  whorti  Proteftants  may  juftly 
dread  greater  Severities,  than  from  him,  or  look  for  worfe  and  more  barbarous 
Treatment,  I  am  not  ignorant,  with  what  Candor  we  ought,  by  the  Rules 
of  Charity  and  good  Manners,  to  fpeak  of  all  Men,  whatfoevcr  their  Religion 
is  5  nor  am  I  unacquainted  with  what  Venerarion  and  Deference  we  are  to 
difcourfc  of  crowned  Heads ;,  but  as  I  dare  not  give  thofe  flattering  Titles  unto 
any,  of  which  thete  arc  rrot  a  few  in  fotfie  of  the  lale  Addreffes  prefented  ta 
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t)iie  KiQg,  (>y  aoiBcanCtdanble  v4  fooiito  Sort  of  Dijpniing  Prtachmi  fo  I 
ihould  Q0(  Iwow  bow  to  be  ac^puntabie  to  God,  my  own  Confcience,  or  the 
World,   flipuld  I  np(  ill   my  Station  a$  a  Proie/iant^  and  as  a  Lover  of  the 
Law^andr liberties. of  my  Country,  offer  fomething wheneby  both  to  undeceive  . 
that  weak  and  ibprt-fighoed  People,  whom  their  own  being  accommodated  for 
a  .Seafoh  by  the  I)Gclai:anQn  of  Indulgeoce,  hath  deluded  into  ^  Opinion,  th^ 
his  Majefty  cher^flieth  ik>  Thoughts  of  fubverting  our  Religion,  and  alfo  fur- 
ther to  enlighten  and  cofiSrin  othen  in  the  juft  Apprehenlions  they  are  pofleffed 
wich»  of  the  DeGgn  ca^ciying  on  in  Guas-Britain  and  Ireknd^  for  the  Extirpa- 
tion of  Pr^tefiMcy^  and  tba^  th^  late  Dtolaraiiim  far  Liberty  vf  Confciencs  is  . 
emitted  IP  ^bferviency  thereunto,  and  calculated  by  the  Court  toward  the 
paving  ^d  prepviog  the  Way  for  the  more  facile  Accomplifhment  of  it.    And 
while  mercen^y  Sycapbants  by  their  Flatteries  infeA  and  corrupt  Princes,  and 
by  theii:  repcefenting  them  to  the  World  in  Colours  dtfagreeable  from  their 
Tempera  and  DifpoQcions,  and  in  milder  and  fairer  CharaAers  than  any  thing  • 
obfervaJ^Je  in  them  either  deferveth  or  correfpondeth  with,  do  delude  Subjefls  * 
into  fuch  Opinions  of  them,  as  begec  a  Negled  of  Means  for  preferving  them-  - 
felvesi  'tia  become  a  nece0ary  Puty,  and  an  iodifpeniahle  Service  to  Mankind* 
to  dea^  pbinly  aAd  above*board,  that  ib  by  ddcribing  Kings  as  they  are,'  and 
fetting^  thetn  in  a  true  and  juft;  Light,  we  may  prevent  the  People  being  fur- 
ther impofed  upon ;  or  if^  through  fuffering  them&lves  to  be  ftill  deceived,  they 
come   to  fal]   ui^der  Miferies    and  Perfecutions,  they  may  lay  all  their  Dif^ 
tre^Tes  wd  Defolationa  at  the  door  of  their  own  Folly,  in  not  having  taken  • 
cace  how  ta  avoid,  what  they  were  not  only  threatned  with,  but  whereof  they  \ 
were  >^rned  and  advertifed.  For  as  I  am  hot  of  Sir  Roger  UEfirangt^^  Mind,* 
72^/  if  vt^  cannfif  Moid  being  diftruftful  of  our  Safety^  yet  it  is  extreamly  vain^ 
foolifb^  and  extravifgmt  to  talk  of  it  ^  fo  I  am  very.fenfible  that  many  of 
the  French  Minifters^  by  painting  forth  their  King  more  like  a  God  than  a  Man, 
and  by  poffeffing  their  People  with  a  Belief  of  Wifdom,  Juftice,  Grace,  and 
Mst^y  in  him,  of  which  they  knew  him  deftitute,  have  both  emboldened  him 
to  attempt,  what  he  hath  perpetrated,  and  laid  them  under  Snares  which   they 
knew  not  ho¥i(  to  difentangle  themfelves  from,  in  order  to  efcape  it.     Nor 
would  the  King  of  England  have  afted  wjth  that  N^iedt  of  the  future  Safety 
ot  the  Papijis^  nor   have    expofed   them    to  the  Refentment,  and  hereafter 
Revenge,  of  .three  Nations,  by  the  arbitrary  and  illegal  Steps  he  hath  made  in 
their  Favour,  if  he  intended  any  thing  lefs  than  the  putting  Proteftants  for 
ever  out  of  a  Capacity  and  Condition,  of  calling  them  to  a  Reckoning,  and  ex- 
a^ing  an  Account  of  them,  which  neither  h^,  nor  they  about  him,  can  have 
the  Weakoefs  to  think  they  have  fufEciently  provided  againft,  without  compell- 
ing us  by  an  Order  of  a  la  mode  France  Miffionaries  to  turn  Catbolicks^  or  by  ad- 
judging us  to  Mines  and  Galleys,  according  to  the  Verfailles  Precedent,  for  our 
heretical  Saibbornefs,  or  (which  is  the  more  expeditious  Way  of  converting  tbre& 
King4(ms)  to  caufe  to  be  murdered  the  Proteftant  Inhabitants,  according  to  the 
Pattern,  wiiich  \ii^  Ija^zX  Irifb  Catbolich  endeavoured  to  have  fetJnno  1641. 
for  the  Converfion  of  that  Nation.     Had  his  Majefty  been  contented  with  the 
bare  avowing,  and  pubUfhing  himfelf  to  be  of  the  Communion  of  the  Cburdr 
ef  Rom$  aj\dof  challenging  a  Liberty,  tho*  againftLaw,  for  the  Exercife  of 
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ills  Religion*  it  might  have  awakened  our  Pity  and  Compalfion,  to  fee  hisn 
embrace  a  Religion,  where  there  are  fo  many  Impediments  of  Salvation,  and 
in  doing  whereof  he  was  become  obnoxious  unto  the  Imprecatbn  of  his  Grand- 
father y  who  wijbed  the  Curfe  of  God  lo  fall  uponjucb  of  bis  Pofierity  as  fbould 
at  any  Tim$  turn  Papiji\  but  it  would  naveraifed  no  intemperate  Heats  in  the 
Minds  of  any.againft  him,  much  lefs  have  alienated  them  from  the  Subjec- 
tion and  Obedience,  which  are  due  unto  their  Sovereign  by  the  Laws  of  the 
fdveral  Kingdoms,  and  the  fundamental  Rules  of  the  refpcAive  Conftitutions. 
Or  could  he  have  been  contented  with  waving  the  rigorous  Execution  of  the 
Laws  againft  Papifis^  of  whatfoevcr  Quality,  Rank,  or  Order  they  were,  and 
with  the  beftowing  pcrfonal  and  private  Favours  upon  thofe  of  his  Religion, 
it  would  have  been  fo  far  from  begetting  Rancor  or  Difcontent  in  his  Proteftant 
SutjeSiSy  that  they  would  not  only  have  connived  at,  and  approved  fuch  a  Pro^ 
cedure,  and  thofe  little  Benignities  and  Kindnefles,  but  h^d  the  Papifts  quietly 
acquiefced  in  them,  and  modeftiy  improved  them,  it  might  have  been  a  Means 
of  reconciling  the  Nation  to  more  Lenity  towards  them  for  the  future,  and 
might  have  influenced  our  Legiflators,  when  God  (hall  vouchfafe  us  a  Pro^ 
t^anton  the  Throne,  to  moderate  the  Severities,  to  which  by  the  Laws  in  being 
they  are  obnoxious,  and  to  render  their  Condition  as  eafy  and  fafe  as  that  of 
other  SubjeAs,  and  only  to  take  care  for  precluding  them  fuch  Places  of  Power 
and  Tnift,  as  (hould  prevent  their  being  able  to  hurt  us,  but  could   bring  no 
Damage  or  Inconvenience  upon  themfelves.     But  the  King,  inftead  of  termi- 
nating here,  and  allowing  only  fuch  Graces  and  Immunities  to  the  Papifts^  as 
would  have  been  enough  for  the  placing  them  in  the  private  Exercife  of  their 
Religion,  with  Security  to  them,  and  without  any  threatning  Danger  to  us, 
hath  not  only  fufpeoded  all  the  penal  Laws  againft  Roman  CatboUcks^   but  he 
hath,  by  an  ufurped  Prerogative,  that  is  paramount  to  the  Rules  of  the  Con- 
ftitution,    and  to  all  Ads  of  Parliament,  difpenfed   with  and  difabled   the 
Laws  that  enjoin  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  and  which  appoint 
and  prcfcribe  the  Tefts,  that  were  the  Fences  which  the  Wifdom  of  the  Na- 
tbn  had  ereSed,  for  preferving  the  LegiQativc  Authority,  fecuring  the  Govern- 
ment, and  keeping  Places  of  Power,  Magiftracy  and  Office  in  the  Hands  of 
ProtefiantSy  and  thereby  of  continuing  the  Protcjiant  Religion^  and  Englijb  Li- 
berties, to  ourfelves,  and  the  Generations  that  fhall  come  after  us.     And  as  if 
.  this  were  not  fufficient  to  awaken  us  to  a  Confideration  of  the  Danger  we  are  in, 
of  having  our  Religion  fupplanted  and  overthrown,  he  hath   not  only  ad- 
.  vanced  the  moft  violent  Papifts  unto  all  Places  of  military  Command,  by  Sea 
and  Land,  but  hath  eftablithed  many  of  them  in  the  chief  Trufts  and  Offices 
of  Magiftracy  and  civil  Judicature  ;  fo  that  there  are  fcarce  any  continued  in 
Power  and  Empk>yment,  fave  they  who  have  either  promifed  to  turn  Roman 
Catboiicksy  or  who  have  engaged  to  concur  and  affift  to  the  fubverting  our 
Liberties  and  Religion,  under  the  Maflc  and  Difguifc  of'  Proteftants.     •-Tis 
already  evident,  that  it  is  beyond  the  Help  and  Relief  of  all  peaceable  and  civil 
;  Means,  to  preferve  and  uphold  the  Proteftant  Religion  in  Ireland^  and  that  no- 
thing but  Force  and  an  inteftineWar  can  retrieve  it  unto,  and  re-eftablilh  it  there 
.  in  any  Degree  of  Safety.     Nor  is  it  lefs  apparent,  from  the  arbitrary  and  tyran- 
nicalOath, ordained  to  be  rtc^mtdi  oih\%iAd^]t^y*sProteftant  SubjeSs'm Scotlandy 
whereby  they  are  to  fwear  Obedience  to  him  without  Referve^  that  our  Religion 
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is  held  only  precarioufly  in  that  Kingdom  ;  and  that  whenfoever  he  fhall  pleafe 
to  command  the  Eftablilbmcnt  of  Popery ^  and  to  enjoin  the  People  to  enter  into 
the  Communion  of  the  Church  of  Rome^  he  cxpedts  to  have  his  Will  immedi- 
ately conformed  unto,  and  not  to  be  difputed  or  controlled.  But  left  what  we 
are  to  expeft  from  the  King,  as  to  the  Extirpation  of  the  reformed  Religion, 
and  the  inflifting  the  utmoft  Severities  upon  his  Proteftant  SubjeSs  that  papal 
Rage  (armed  with  Power)  can  enable  him  unto,  may  not  fo  fully  appear,  from 
what  hath  been  already  intimated,  as  either  to  awaken  the  Difjenters  out  of  the 
Lethargy,  into  which  the  late  Declaration  has  caft  them,  or  to  quicken  thofe  of 
the  Church  of  England  to  that  zealous  Care,  Vigilancy,  and  Ufe  of  all  lawful 
Means^  for  preferving  themfelves  and  the  Protffiant  Religion^  that  the  impend- 
ing Danger,  wherewith  they  are  threatned,  requires  at  their  Hands ;  I  (hall 
give  that  farther  Confirmation  of  it,  from  Topicks  and  Motives  of  Credibility, 
Moral,  Political  and  Hiftorical,  as  may  fcrve  to  place  it  in  the  brighteft  Light 
and  fulleft  Evidence,  that  a  Matter  future  and  yet  to  come,  which  is  only  the 
Objeft  of  our  Profpe<Sl  and  Dread,  and  not  of  our  Feeling  and  Experience,  is  ,^ 
capable  of.  * ' 

It  ought  to  be  of  Weight  upon  the  Minds  of  all  Englifh  Protejiants^  that  the 
King  of  Great-Britain  is  not  only  an  open  and  avowed  Papift^  bur,  as  moft 
Apofiates  ufe  to  be,  a  fiery  Bigot  in  the  Romijb  Religion^  and  who,  as  the  Uege 
Letter  from  a  Jefuit  to  a  Brother  of  the  Order  tells  us,  is  refohed  either  to  con-- 
vert  England  to  Popery^  or  to  die  a  Martyr.  Nor  were  the  Jewijb  Zealots,  of 
whofc  rageful  Tranfports  Jofephus  gives  us  fo  ample  an  Account,  nor  the  Ber-^- 
vifes  among  the  T'urks  and  Indians^  of  whofe  mad  Attempts  fo  many  Hifiorief 
tMkt  mention,  more  brutal  in  their  fanatical  Heats^  than  a  Popijh  Bigot  ufeth  to 
be  when  favoured  with  Advantages  of  exerting  his  Animofity  againft  thofe  who 
differ  from  him,  'if  he  be  not  carefully  watched  againft  and  reftrained.  Befide 
the  innumerable  Inftances  of  the  Tragical  Eflfedls  of  Romijb  Bigotry  that  arc  to 
be  met  with  in  Books  of  all  Kinds,  we  need  go  no  further  for  an  Evidence  of 
it,  than  to  confult  the  Life  of  Dominick,  the  great  Inftigator  and  Promoter  of 
the  Maffacre  of  the  JValdenfes^  and  the  Founder  of  that  Order  which  hath 
the  Management  of  the  bloody  Inquifitio%  together  with  the  Life  of  Henry  III. 
of  FfW!fre,who  contrary'to  the  Advice  oi Maximilian  the  Emperor^  and  the  repeated 
Intreatiesof  the  wifeft  of  his  own  Counfellors,  the  Chancellor  del^Hofpital,  and  the 
Preftdent  de  Thou,  not  only  revived  the  War  and  Perfccution  againft  his  reformed 
Subje^Sj  after  he  had  fecn  what  Judgments  the  like  Proceedings  had  derived 
upon  his  Prcdeccffors,  and  how  prejudicial  they  had  proved  to  the  Strength, 
Glory  and  Intereft  of  his  Crown  and  Kingdom^  but  he  entered  into  a  League 
with  thofe  that  fought  to  deprefs,  abdicate  and  depofe  him,  and  became  the 
Head  of  a  Faftion  for  the  deftroying  that  Part  of  his  Subjefts  upon  whom 
alone  he  could  rely  for  the  Defence  of  his  Perfon  and  Support  of  his  Dignity. 
Nor  were  the  Furies  of  the  Duke  d*Jlva  heretofore,  or  the-  prefent  Barbarities 
of  Louis  XIV.  fo  much  the  Effefts  of  their  haughty  and  furious  Tempers,  as 
of  their  Bigotry  in  their  inhumane  and  fanguinary  Religion.  That  the  King  of 
England  is  fecond  to  none,  in  a  blind  and  rageful  Popifh  Zeal,"  his  Behaviour 
both  while  a  Subjeft,  and  fince  he  arrived  at  the  Crown^  doth  not  only  place  it 
beyond  the  Limits  of  a  bare  Sufpicion,  but  affords  us  fuch  Evidences  of  it  as 
that  none,  in  Confiftcncy  with  Principles  of  Wiftiom  and  Difcrction,  can  cither 
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queftion  or  contradid  it.  To  what  clic  can  wp  afcribe  iti^  but  to.  aq  cj^celTi^a 
jB^4/^s  that  when  the  Frigate^  wherein  he  was  faili^to  Scoflandj  Anno  168Z9. 
ftruck  upon  the  Sands,  apd  was  ready  to  fink,  he  (hould  pcefer  the  Lives,  of. 
ope  ,or  two  pitiful  Priefts,  to  thofe  of  Men  of  the  greacefl  Quality,  aqd  re- 
ceive thofe  Muflirooips  lAto  the  Boat  in  which  himfcif  efcaped,  while  at  the , 
i^me  time  he  refufed  to  admit,  not  only  his  own .  Brother-in-law,  bv^  divers 
Noblemen  of  the  fupremeft  Rank  and  Charafter,  to  the.  Benefit  of  the  fame. 
Means  of  Deliverance,  and  fuffcred  them  to  perifh,  though  they  ha4  under-, 
I^Jcen  the  Voyage  out  of  pore  Refpedl  to  his  Pcrfon,  and  to  put  an  Honour 
upon  htm,  at  a  Seafon  when  he  wanted  not  Enemies.  Nor  can  it  proceed- 
from  any.  thing  but  a  violent  and  furious  Bigptry,  that  he  Ihould  not  only 
difg^ligc  and  difguft  the  two  Univerfities,  of  whofe  Zeal  to  his  Service  he 
ha^h  received  fo  many  feafonable  and  effcdual  TeCtimonies,  but  (to  the  Viola*, 
tion  Off  the  Laws  of  God  and  the  Kingdom)  o6fer  Force  to  their  Confciences,  as 
well  as  to  their  Rights  and  Franchifes,  and  all  this  in  Favour  of  Father  Francis^ 
w^hom  h^  would  illegally  thruft  into  a  Fellowfhip  at  Cambridge^  and  of  Mr.  Far^^ 
mer^  whom  he  would  arbitrarily  obtrude  into  the  Head(hip  of  a  College  at, 
O^fard^  who  as  they  are  too  defpicabi^  to  be  owned,  and  ftopd  for  in  Compe- 
tition againft  two  famous  Univerfities,  whofe  greateQ;  Crime  hath  bp^n  aii^ 
ExceTs  of  Zeal  for  his  Perfon  apd  Intereft,  when  he  waji  Puke  of  JT^i,  and., 
a  Meafure  of  Loyalty  and  Obe^iqice  to  him,  fmce  he  came  to  the  Crowi^  be- 
Y^nd  what  either  the  Rjojes  of  Chri^^ia^ity,  or  the  I^ws  of  thr  1Qngd9m%  ey-. 
a^f^om  them  ;  fo  he  Ivith  Ways  eippugh  of  expreffing  Kindnefe  ahd  BomaQF/ 
tp  thofe  two  Uttl/e  concemp^bl?  Creatuiesi,  and  tba(  in  Me^hpds  a9  bene^^al  t«b 
th|COV  ^  the  Jpiaces,  into  which  hewpuld  thruii[  them,  can  be  fypp^t^e^.  tO; 
amount  unto ;  and  I  am  fure  with  lefs  Scapdal  to  himfelf,  and  leis  Qfl^nce  tOi 
any  Brotefianu^  as  w^U  a$  without  oaring  Injury  to  the  Rights  of  chjqi  Univer*) 
^xg^  or  Qi  compelling  tJ|o^  learned,  grave,  a^ncj  vcnerahtQ  Men,  tq  pprjui;?; 
tj^nifelves,  and  ^  againf^  their  Du;ief  aod  CoAfdence9.,  The  latfs  Ifi-9cq«4- 
ing^  towards  Dr.  Burnet^^  are  not  onjy  C9ntr4ry.  to  all  the  Meafoiffs  of  }u^k:?»; 
Law,  and  Honour,  but  argue  a  ftr^^Qge  a,nd  furious  B^otry  inr  his  M^efty* 
for  Popery,  there  being,  nothing  eUe,  into  which  a  Man  caix  refolv^  the  wholes 
Tenor  of  hts  preieat  A(^ing^  againft  hin> :  Seeing,  f<^tting  afide  the  Po(f);(v'S) 
being  a  Protefiani^  ai^  a  Minifl;er  of  the  Church  of  Ef^g/afHi*  and  his  having 
vindicated  the  Reform^^tion  ip  F^glattd  from  thf  CaJbumnies,  and  Silandei^ 
wh^^rewith  it  was  afperfed  by  Sand^fs^  and  others  of  the  Roman  ComiBuniop,. 
ami  the  approving  hipiitelf  in  fom^  other  Writings  woiithy  of  the  C^ra/fler  of 
a  Reformed  Divine,^  and  of  that  E^eem  which  the  World  entertains  of  him^ 
fpjT  Knowledge  in  Hiftory,  and  all  other  Parts  of  gdod  Learning,  there 
hw.^h  pothing  occurred  in  the  whole  Twor  and  Trace  of  his  Life,  but  what,  in-i 
il^  of  Rebulf;^  apd  Cepiure,  hath  merited  Acknowledgments,  and  the  R^trl- 
ti^ona  of  Favour  and  Preferment  from  thf;Cov£t,  Whpfoevec  confidcrs  hit 
c^fUnt  Preaching  up  Pa^ve  Obedience- to  fuch  a  Degree  and  Height  as  bf^ 
h^hdone,  may  very  well  be  furprifed  at  the  whole  Method  of  their  prefeno 
Agings  towards  him,  apd  at  the  fame  time  that  they  find  Caqfe  to  juftify^  th& 
Kjighteoufnefe  of  God,  in  n^iaking  them  the  Inflruments  of  his  Perfecutioo> 
\^]^Qm  ip  ici  manj|(  ways  h^  had  fbt^ht  to.  oblige,  they  may  juftly  conclude 
t^np9ieraveabie9|ediP^cwM  b«th#  AuthoT'  of  fo  unCuit«ble«  as  wcU 
/':•■•-  *  *  as 
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as  illegal  and  unrighteous  Rtcums.    For,  as  to  'all  whereof  be  fs  itecofed.  In 
the  aiminal  Letters  agaihft  him,  bearing  Dite  t!hc  19th  of  AprS^  1^87,    I 
'  tnyfelf  am  both  able  to  aflcrt  his  Innocence,  and  dareaffure  the  World,  tlfet 
none  of  the  Perfons,  with  whom  he  is  charged  to  have  coniphed  agahift  Wie  Kir^, 
would  have  been  fo  far  void  of  Difcretion  (knowing  his  ftinciples)  ^iomYe 
tranfafted  with  him  in  Matters  of  chat  Kind  ;  bu,t  whether  his  -Letters  fihcc 
that  to  the  Earl  of  MiddJefon^  with  the  Paper  inclofdd  in  one  of  theni,  h^c 
adminiftred  any  IcgalGround  for  their  fecond  Citation,  I  ihall  not  take  lipon 
me  to  determine,  and  will  only  fay,  as  I  heartily  wi(h  he  had  not  in  thofe  Letters 
afforded  them  any  probable  Pretence  for  proceeding  againft  him,  .fo  there  ate 
Excefles  of  loyalty  in  them,  to  atone  for  the  utmoft  Indifcretions  his  Words 
are  capable  of  being  wrefted  unto ;  nor  cart  any  Thing  but  Papal  Malice,  ahd 
Romijh  Chicanery,  conftrue  and  pervert  jhem  fo   far  contrary  to  his  InteAlS- 
ons,  as  to  make  Crimes,  and  much  Icls  to  make  Treafbns  of  them.   Now  as  fto- 
thing  can  be  of  more  portentous  Omen  to  BriHJbznd  Irijh  Protejtants^  th^hto 
have  a  Pbpifh  Bigot  exalted  to  rule  over  them  5  fo  through  a  Concurrence  of 
Ill-Nature,  and  a  Ueficictacy  of  IntellcAuals,  met  in  him  with  bis  ftjrious  Zcil 
and  Bigotry,  xhey  are  the  hiore  to  expeft,  whatever  his  Power  enables  him  to 
iTiftiA  mat  is  ifevere  and  dreadful.     'Tis  pdfllble,  that  a  Ruler  may  be  pbflfcffed 
with  a  Fondncfs  and  Valuation  of  Popery ^  as  the  only  Religion  wherein  5m- 
vati<Jn  is  to  be  obtained,  and  thereupon,  m  his  private  Judgment  aiid  Opinior^ 
fentence^ll  to  eternM  Flames,  who  cahnot  herd  with  him  in  the  fanie  Socirty;  attd 
yet  he  may,  through  a  great  ^&ifurfe  of  Humanity,  and  from  an  extritordinary 
Ptoportron  of 'Cortpaflion  and  Meeknefs  woven  into  his  Katurr,  hite  rhfe  iri&- 
bniing  his  rtands  in  their  Blood,  w  treating  thofe  with  any  Harftinefs  Mrhofefutt- 
pofed  Mifbelief  is  their  only  Crime  5  and  that  finding  them  in  all  oth|cr*Rc!foj^* 
vhtuoiis,  peaceable  and  induftrious,  he  nray  leave  them  to  the  decte'tive  Sen- 
tence 61  the  Sovereign  and  Infallible  judge,  without  difturbing  or  meddlif^ 
%ith  them  himfelf.     Nor  is  it  impoflible,  but  that  there  may  be  a  Prince  fo  fkr 
bigoted  iri  'Popery^  'a3  to  have  Indinadoji  and  Propenfity  to  force  all  under  his 
Authority  fo'  be  6f  his  "Religion,  or  elfe  to  deft'r6y  and  feictirpare  them  ;  |^t  thr6* 
being  of  that  Lirgenafebf  Underft^nding  and  Political  'Wif^oih,  as  t6  bfeableta 
penetrate  rnrd'the  ttaiai-Bs  of  attempting  it,  and  to  forefee  the  ConftqutfhcJes 
that  may  enfae  uport  it,  in  reference  to  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  hife  Gov^ernmerft, 
as  Well  as  the  Wealth  and  Po\;^  er  of  his  bottiinionjr,  he  may  coxtk  to  check  arfd 
ftifle  his  furious  Inclinations,  and  chufe  rather  to  leave   his  SubjeAs  at  quiet, 
than  to  impoVerifh,  V^eaken,  and  difpeople   his  Country,    either  by  deftrdy- 
ing  them,  or  by  driving  them  to  abandon  his  Territories,  in  order  t6  find  a  Shel- 
ter and  S^httuary  in  other  Places.     6iit  where  (as  in  the  tCirtg  6i England).*^ 
fmall  Meafure  of  Underfrandirtg,  accompanied  with  a  large  Share  of  a  iitorofe, 
fierce,  and  ill  Kature,  arid  thefe  attended  with  Infolency  and  Pride,  as  they  ufi- 
ally  are  in  weak  and  froward  People,  come  to  have  a  Bigotry  in  fuch  a  Reli- 
gion as  Popery  fu|)eradded  to  them,  whofe  Doftrines  and.  Principles  inftigatc  . 
and  oblige  to  Cruelty,  towards  all   of  other    PerfuaGons,    there    Prot^Oriu 
find  nothing  that  may  entourage  to  hope  for  Security  and  Prot(?ft ion,  under  a 
Prince  of  that  Temper  and  Complexion  •,  but  all  that  does  affedt  and  imprefi 
their  ^41nds,  bids  them  prepare  tOr  PerfecTutiOn,  and  to  k)ok  For  the  utmoft 
Rigour's  and  Sevtf  hies,  that  Pride,  Malice,  brutal  Zeal,  backM  and  fupported 
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with  Force  aqd  Power,  ian  execute  and  inflift.  And  how  much  fuch  a  Princess 
Itef^ion  proves  too  weak  to  reftrain  him  from  tJncleannefles^  and  other 
Itnmoraltties,  byfo  much  the  more  is  he  to  bedreaded^  in  that*  he  tHihks  to 
compound  for  and  expiate"  Crimes  of  that  Nature  by  his  Crodty  to  Hcrctltks; 
and  his  offering  them  up  in  Sacrifices  of  Atonement  to   the  Triple  Grown. 

,  Nor  are  the  Priefts  either  difpleafed  with,  or  careful  to  dlffuade  Princes  from 
pffences  of  that  Kind,  tho'  they  know  them  to  be  grealt  Provocations  to  God, 
and  of  mifchicvous  Exainple  to  Subjefts,  feeing  they  areMafters  of  the  Art  of 
improving  them  to  the  Service  of  Holy  Church,  and  the  Advantage  of  the 
Catholick  Faith :  For  inftead  of  impofing  upon  thofe  royal  Tranfgreflbrs  the 
little  and  flavi(h  Penances  of  Pilgrimages,  Whippings,  and  going  bare  foot, 
they  require  them  to  make  Satistadion  for  thofe  and  the  like  Crimes,  by  the 
oious  and  meritorious  Afts  of  murdering  ProteftantSy  and  of  extirpating  the 
rforthern  Herefy,  And  as  one  of  the  French  Whores  of  State  is  reported 
to  have  been  a  Perfon  that  hath  principally  inftigated'to  all  the  Cruelties  againft 
the  Reformed  in  France^  fo  no  doubt  but  as  fhe  did  it  under  the  Influence  and 
Conduft  of  her  Confeffors,  to  compenfate  for  her  Adulteries,  flic  advifed 
and  perfuadcd  Louis  to  it  upon  Motives  of  the  fame  Nature.  Nor  do 
they  who  have  the  Guidance  of  Confcicnccs  at  PFbinlall  want  Matter  of  the 
iame  Kind  to  improve  and  work  upon  ;  and  as  there  are  of  the  licenrious  Fe- 
males that  will  be  glad  of  atoning  for  their  filthy  Pollutions  by  Adls  fo  agree- 
able to  the  Articles  of  their  Religion,  fo  there  are  fome  who,  as  they  have  In- 
fluence enough  upon  the  King  to  counfei  him  to  the  like  Methods,  fo  they 
will  find  him  fufiiciently  difpofed  to  compound  for  his  loathfome  and  promifou- 
ous  Scattering?,  at  a  Rate  fo  fuitable  to  his  Temper,  as  well  as  to  the  DoArines 
of  the  P<//tf/ Faith. 

If  any  be  deluded  into  a  good  Opinion  of  his  Majefty,  and  brought  to  flatter 
themfelves  with  Expedations  of  their  being  protected  in  the  Profefllon  of  the 
•Proteftant  Religion,  they  may  be  eafily  undeceived,  and  prevailed  upon  to  change 
their  Sentiments,  if  they  will  but  confider  his  Behaviour  towards  Proteftanu  in. 

.  the  Poft  wherein  he  formerly  flood,  and  what  his  Carriage  was  to  them,  while 
he  was  fixed  in  a  meaner  and  more  fubordinate  Station  than  now  he  ts. 
Though  there  have  been  many  whofe  Behaviour  in.  their  private' Condition 
would  have  rendered  them  thought  worthy  to  rule,  if  their  Aftions,  after  their 
Advancement  to  governing  Power,  had  not  confuted  the  Opinion  entertained 
concerning  them  j  yet  there  have  been  very  few  that  have  approved  themfelves 
juft  and  merciful  after  their  attaining  to  Sovereignty,  whofe  Carriage  in  an  in- 

.ferior  Station  had  been  to  the  Damage  and  general  Hurt  of  Mankind,  as  far 
as  their  narrow  Power  and  Interefl:  would  extend.  It  ought  therefore  to  lay  us  un- 
der a  Conviftion,  what  we  are  to  expeft  from  his  Majefty  on  the  Throne,  when 
we  find  the  whole  Thread  and  Series  of  his  Condud,  while  a  Subjeft,  to  have 
been  a  continued  Defign  againft  our  Religion,  and  an  uninterrupted  Plot  for 
the  Subverfion  of  our  Laws  and  Liberties.  'Tis  fufiiciently  known  how  aftive 
he  always  was  to  keep  up  and  inflame  the  Differences  among  Proieftants^  and 
how  he  was  both  a  great  Promoter  of  alf  the  fevere  Laws  made  againfl:  Diffen- 
ters^  and  a  continuallnftigator  to  the  rigorous  Execution  of  them  :  So  that  his 
affirming  it  to  have  been  ever  bis  Judgment  that  none  ought  to  he  oppreffed  and 
perfecutedfor  Matters  of  Religion^  nor  to  be  hindred  in  worfliipping  God  ac- 
cording

LeCtfcr  fioi  Nfr.  ^^H^fSj^ :  And  to  otnic  nkanjf 
other  Inftances  of  bis  iCind<i«fs  and  Semgnitjr  to  the  pMiHicksy  whom  be  ao# 
lb  much  hugs  and  cmtSts^  it  oaj^y.-not  be  amits  to  rertmnber  them,  and  .aU 
other  Pr^f0Mis^  of  that  barbarow  and  HtffA  Commiflion  iillied  forth  by  the 
Council  of  ScolhmK  "^hxlt^  he.  as  the  kte  King's  High  Corn'mtflionei'^  had  tht 
Maaagjement  of  the  Affairs  of  that  Kingdom  ;  by  wluch  every  Military  Officer^ 
that  had  Command  over  twelve  Men,  Was  ittpowered  to  impannet  Jttriesti 
^,  condemn,  and  cau/e  to  be  put  to  Deaths  not  only  thofe  who  fliould  bkt 
Sgiimd  to  difclaim  the  King*^  Authority,  but  fiich  as  (hould  tefUfe  to  acknow^ 
ledge  the  King^s  new  modelled  Supremacy  t>ver  that  Church  i  in  the  Fbrfuancfe 
and  ExecutioA  c^  which  Comititffion,  fdme  were  (hot  to  BJeatb,  othdrs  were 
hang'd  or  drowned,  and  this  not  only  during  the  Continuance  of  the  Rdgii  o£ 
his  kktc  Majefty,  but  for  above  a  Tear  and  a  half  after  the  prefeikt  Kihg  camtf 
Xo  the  Crown.  But  what  need  js  there  of  infixing  upon  fucfa  little  Particabi^ 
wherein  be  Kms  at  aU  Times  ready  to  expre^  his  Malice  to  Prot^MtSi  foi^nff 
we  have  nOt  bniy  Dr.  O^/ft's  Teftiitiony,  and  thkt  of  differs  oihe^',  but  xoxM 
i|ikheiltic  Piroofs  from  Mr.  O/mMi's  Letters,  of  his  having  been  in  a  CoAfpi** 
racy  fever^l  Years  for  the  Subverfioh  of  our  Religion,  Upon  the  lneritor]i9iai 
aikl  fiinftified  MotiYci  of  extirpadng  the  Nmbern  Htrtfy  I  Of  which,  befide  all 
the  Evklence  that  four  fuecefiiVe  rarliaments  Arrived  a£^  'I  know  feveral  whcl 
(Gnce  theDttke  of  Tork  afcended  the  Tllrone)  have  had  it  tionfirmed  unto  tfaent 
4y  divers  io^iysL  P^^i^  thiC  Were  M$  refehred,  ol-  mbre  ingenuous  than  maiiy< 
of  that  Communion  ufe  to  be.  To  queftion  the  Eiiftence  of  that  Plot»  and 
his  prefent  Majefty's  having  been  accdfivy  unto,  and  at  the  Heftdof  it,  afguca 
4  ilrange  Effrontery  and  Impudence,  in  cafting  an  Afperfion  of  Weaknefi, 
Folly  and  Injuftice,  not  only  upon  thoft  three  Parliaments  that  feem'd  ta  havio 
letained  fome  Zeal  for  EngU/h  Liberties^  but  by  fattening  the  &me  Imputaticm 
vpoQ  the  Long  Parliament,  which  had  fliewM  itfelf  at  all  Times  more  obfe* 
<|Uious  to  the  Wjll  of  the  Court,  tlUiii  was  either  for  (heir  own  Honour^  or  the 
Safety  and  Intereft  of  the  Kingdom,  and  who  had  expreiled  a  Veneration  for  the 
Royal  Family,  that  approached  too  ttiuch  unto  a  Degree  of  Idolatry.  Who* 
fbever  confiders  that  Train  of  Counfels  wherein  the  King  was  many  Years  en* 
oaged,  and  whereof  we  felt  the  woeful  Efiefts  in  the  Burning  of  London^  the^ 
mquent  Prorogation  and  Diffolution  of  Parliaments,  the  widening  and  ezaf" 
perating  Differences  anloi^  ProUfimUy  the  ftirring  up  and  provoking  Civil 
Magiftrates  and  Eccleflaftical  Courts  to  perfecute  Diffenttrsj  and  die  main- 
taining Correfpondencies  with  the  Pope  and  Caikolick  Princes  dDroad^  to  the  Dif« 
honour  of  the  Nation  and  Danger  of  our  Laws  and  Religbn,  cannot  avoid  b^ 
ing  apprehenfive  what  we  are  now  to  look  for  at  hii  Hands  ;  nor  can  wfc  efcape 
thinking,  that  he  efteems  his  Advancement  to  the  Crown,  both  a  Reward  from 
Heaven  for  what  he  hath  done  and  plotted  i^nft  thefe  three  Kingdoms,  and 
an  Opportunity  and  Advant^e  adminiftred  unto  him  for  the  Perfedting  and 
Accdmpliihment  ik  all  tbofe  Defigns  with  which  he  hath  been  To  long  bigi  and 
Vol.  III.

lurioMs  to  Paoifts  in  tbeic  Periooa  and  Eftates,  fuch  as  the  Laws  which  make 
ihofeft  who  0iaU  be  found  to  have,  taken  Orders  in  the  Chureh  of  Roffte^  ob- 
iibxipui  to  Death,  or  thofe  other  Statutes^  by  which  the  King  hath  Power  and

||.ecufaacy  ;  but  by  an  ufurped  Pren^ttre,  and  an  abtbhitc  Pbwer,  he  is  pleafed

fA  ftaodiog  precluded  from  Places  of  Power  and  Truft  in  the  Governmenr. 
§o^  tlofi  the  ff holo  Sfourity  we  htve  io  Time  to  come  for  our  Religion,  depend 
/^^9pn  tho  tpmpei^cc  PUpoOiion  and  €ood>«inture  oi^  thofb  Rimdn  Catholicks 
4b^  n^all  be  advanoed  to  OfSea  and  Empbyments,  and  does  no  longbr  bear 
ajj^n  the  JProfeAkMi  ami  Suppoit  of  the  Law;  and  I  think  we  have  not  hafl 
4hat  EiEpaneoGe  of  Grace  and  Favour  from  Papifts,  i6  may  give  us  juft  Con^ 
iideof  0  of  fair  .and  caadfd  Treaimerft  from  them  for  die  future.    Now  that  wt 
DBfv  be  the  b(Mer  convinced,  how  liccle  Security  we  have  fram  his  Majefl^'s  Prd- 
fpi&in  hit  Dechurattoo,  of  his  pmco6Ung  the  JnUiJb^i^  Bi/hM^  and  Ckrgjy 
4mi  ojO^^tim  kU  S^iOMBf  the  Ontrchof  Enghind,  in  the  fra  Emreiji  oftbHr 
RiUimn  as  iy  I^mfi  ^Mifikd^  and  in  ibi  quia  and  fult  Enjoymeni   of  thefr 
JRi^^M't  m^h^ni  atrf  AMi/Uiian  or  Diftnrhanu  wbauwr^  which  is  al(  the  Td- 
BDurthatisleitusi  it  is^nor  unworthy  of  Obfeivacion,  how  that,  befide  the 
luJ^di^g  die  Bi^op  of  LMdm  A  Ofida^  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  Cam- 
h^f  ipofh  at  Qff^ifi^  and  Ban^o^  Md  this  not  only  fer  AAions  which  the 
La^ws  of  God  ood  the  Kingdom  make  their  Duty,  but  by  a  Sentence  inBiOed 
upon  them  by  no  legal  Court  of  Judicature,  but  of  five  or  fix  mercenary  Per- 
loB%  fupported  by  a,  tyrannous  and  j»i>itrary  Commiffion,  his  Nfajefty  in  his 
Pfpcl^matton  for  Toleiation  in  Seatkmd^  bearing  Date  the  12th  dt  February^ 
doth*  among  many  other  Laws,  cafs,  difabie,  and  difpenfe  with  the  Law  en- 
j<Hning  the  Ar^i  Teft^  tho*  it  was  not  only  enaAed  by  himfelf  while  he  re- 
ppe^emed  hja  SiMhar  aa  his  High  CommiflioDa')  but  hath  been  confirmed  by 
%Xxsk  in  ParliaineftC  fince  he  came  to  the  Citiwn.    Surely  it  is  as  eafy  to  depart 
lroa»  a  Promife  made  in  a  Declaration,  as  it  is  tx>  abfolve  and  difcharge  himfelf 
from  the  Obljgfition  of  a  Law,  which  he  firft  concurred  to  the  ena&ing  of,  and 
gavf  the  creating  Fiat  unio^  as  the  late  King's  Commiffloner,  and  h^th  fince 
ratified  in  Parliament,  after  he  came  to  the  Throne.    As  there  is  no  more  In- 
fidelity Dillioimirt  and  Injuftice,  fo  there  is  ie6  of  abfolute  Power  and  Ille- 
I^Uty,  .in  doing  die  one  tlnm  tfe  other* .  Nor  is4t  pofllble  for  a  rational  Man 
jM^  place  a  Confidence  in  his  Majefty's  royal  Word,  for  the  Proteftion  of  our  Re* 
ligion^  and  thofe  of  the  Church  of  England  enjoying  their  Pofleflions,  fedng  he 
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hath  not  oriiy  deprted  froiQ^it.^ii^  dm^omAM  TitifM»t8iit^  aiftfr 

his  Broclier^s  Death,  but  hac\.ittokted  ht$  Fdith  ghren-  to^the  PStt-ihuMnt'of 
EngiMd  at  their  fir^bSefTion^which  we  mi^  bwc  thought  woQld  hftvebeen  tht 
more  facred  and  binding,  by  reafoaoifthp  Grandeur,  State,  and  Quality  of  the 
AiTembiy  to  which  it  was  ^dg^. 

If  wc  conGder  how  much  Proteftants  fuflfered,  what  Numbers  of  them  were 
burnt  at  the  Stake,  as  well  asmitrderod  in  Gaok,  befide  the  vaft  Multitudes 
who,  to  avoid  the  Rage  and  Power  of  tbeir  Etiemies,  were  forced  to  abandon 
their  Country,  and  fefek  for  Shelter  in  foreign  Parts,  and  what  Endeavours  df 
all  Kinds  were  ufed  for  the  Extirpation  of  our  Religion  under  Queen  Muy ;  we 
may  gather  and  learn  from  thence  what  is  to  be  dreaded  from  James  II.  whoris 
the  next  Fopiih  Prince  to  her  that  lince  the  Reformation  hath  fat  on  the  Throne 
of  England.  For  though  there  be  many  Things  that  adminiftcr  Grounds  of  Hope^ 
that  the  Papifts  will  not  find  it  fo  eafy  a  Matter  to  bring  us  in  Shoals  to  the 
Scake,  nor  of  that  quick  and  eafy  Difpatch  to  fupprefs  the  Proteftant  Religion, 
and  fet  up  Popery,  at  this  Time  as  they  found  it  then  i  yet  every  thing  that 
occurs  to  our  Thoughts,  or  that  can  affed  our  Underftandings,  ferves  not  only 
CO  perfuade  us  into  a  Belief  that  they  will  fet  upon  and  endeavour  it,  but  to 
work  us  up  to  an  Afllirance  that  his  Majefty  would  takeitfoi*!  Diminution  of 
his  Glory,  as  well  as  Reflexion  upon  his  Zeal  for  the  Church  of  Rome^  not  to 
attempt  what  a  Woman  had  both  the  Coinage  to  undertake^  and  the  Fortune 
CO  go  thro*  with.  And  there  is  withal  a  Concurrence  of  ib  many  Things  both 
abroad  and  at  home  at  this  Jun<^ure,  which,  if  laid  in  the  Ballance  with  the 
Motives  to  our  Hope  of  the  Papifts  mifcarrying,  may  juftly  ttlife  our  Fean  6f 
their  profpering  to  a  very  fad  uncomfortable  Height.  Whofoever  Ihafi  com*: 
pare  thefe  two  Princes  together  will  find,  that  there  was  lefs  Danger  to  be  ap* 
prehended  from  Miry  (and  that  not  only  upon  the  Scwe  of  her  Sex,  tiut  tiy 
reafon  of  a  certain  Gentlenefs  and  Goodnels  of  Nature,  which  ail  Hiftorians  6f 
Judgment  and  Credit  afcribe  unto  her)  than  is  to  be  expefted  ffom  the  prefent 
king,  in  whom  a  Sournefs  of  Temper,  Fiercenefs  of  Difpofidon,  and  Pride,' 
joined  with  a  Peeviihnefs  of  Humour  not  to  bear  the  having  his  Will  difputed 
or  controlled,  are  the  principal  Ingredients  in  his  Conllitution,'and  Which  are 
all  ftrangely  beightned  and  enflamed  by  contra&ed  Diftempen  of  Body,  and 
by  furious  Principles  of  Mind,  which  he  hath  imbibed  from  the  JifiiitSj  who 
of  all  Men  carry  the  Obligations  arifing  from  the  Dodrincs  of  tte  Pop^fh  Re- 
ligion, to  the  moil  outrageous  and  inhumane  Excefles.  Nor  cai4  I  forbear  to 
acki,  that  whereas  the  Cruelty  whic|i  that  Prince^  .was  hurried  into;  even  to 
the  making  her  Cities  common  Shambles,  and  her  ScrecCJ  Th^^trcs  of  Murder 
for  innocent  Perfons  (for  which  (he  became  hated  whilo>flie'fived,  and  her  Men 
mory  is  rendered  infamous  to  all  Generations  that  come  rafter)  N^^'  wKpJIy  an^^ 
entirely  owing  to  her  Religion,  which  not  oaly  proclaims -it'laWfUl;  but  a' ne-^ 
ceffary  Duty  of  Chriftianity,  and  an  Aft  meriting  a  pcculterQpown  ofGforlr 
in  Heaven,  to  deftroy  Hercticks  >  it  is  to  be  feared  there  will^'be  found  in  the 
prefent  King  aSpice  of  Revenge  againft  us  as  wc  are  Eiigliflmsn;^,^  'well as  a  Mea- 
fure  heap'd  up  and  running  over  of  furious  Papal  Zeal  againft  <M  aVwe  ai*e  Pro- 
tcftants.  Befide  the  Wrath  he  bears  unto  us  for  our  Departtrre  fVom  the  Com- 
munion of  the  Romijh  Churrh,  and  our  Rebellion  againft  the  Triple  Cruwn ; 
the  War  wherein  many  of  the  Kingdom  were  engaged  againft  his  Father,  and

ing  fy  far  abroad  as  they  have  fince  done*  nor  for  the  pcrfe&ing  thcu^eira  to 
^at  l7egree  in  the  Metluxis  of  Butchery,  and  ia  the  Topicks  whereby  to  de* 
lude  N^narchs  to  ferve  and  promote  their  fanguinaiy  Paffiono,  at  they  hare 
in  Procefs  of  Time  attained  unto.  Nor  have  the  Proieftants  now  any  Socarity 
for  their  Religion,  whereby  it  or  themfelves  may  be  preferved  from  the  At* 
tethp^  of  his  Majedy  for  the  £xtirpaci(»n  of  both,  btfi  what  our  Predeceflbn  in 
thbiaoie  Faith  had  in  the  like  Kind,  though  dot  to  the  fame  Meafuft  and 
Digree.  when  Quoqn  Mary  arrived  ^t  the  Thiont :  For  though  o«r  Rel^io» 
w^  of  late  fenced  atx>ut  with  more  Laws,  and  we  had  royal  Piomifb  ofteatf 
repeated  for  the  having  it  preferved,  and  ourfelves  potedlbed  in- the  Profefflon 
of  it ;  yet  it  is  certain^  that  it  had  not  only  received  o  legal  EftaUiibmcnt 
under  King  Edward  the  Ylthy  but  had  the  rgpal  Faiih  of  Queen  JUby  hikt 
to  pledge  in  a  Promife  made  to  the  Meo  oi.&ughlh^  that  notkiog  Aiould  be 
4one  towards  its  Subverfion,  or  whereby  they  might  be  hindered  m  the  free 
pxercife  of  it.  But  as  neither  L^aw  nor  Promife  coold  jpicf^  Reftratms  upon 
Muryf  to  hinder  her  from,  fubverting  tUligloii,  and  burning.  ProteftaaB  ^,  fb 
the  Obligation  of  Gratitude  that  (he  was  under  to  the  Mto  of  S^fpikf  fof 
their  coming  in  To  feafonably  to  her  Affiftaoce  againll  the  Duke  of  N^shmkit' 
Tand^  who  was  in  the  Fiek}  with  an  Army  in  the  Name  of  the  Lady  Jmi  Grey^ 
whom  the  Council  had  proclaimed  Queen,  could  not  ezcuTe  them  from  fliaring 
in  the  Severity  chat  others  met  with,  it  being  obferved  that  more  of  that 
County  were  burnt  for  Religion, .  than  of  any  other  Shire  in  EngkmL  And 
it  is  greatly  to  be  feared,  that  this  Piece  of  her  Example  will  noc  efeape  being 
conformed  unto  by  che  King,  in  his  Carriage  towards  thofe  that  eminently 
feived  him,  as  well  as  all  the  reft  of  it  in  his  Behaviour  towards  Proteftants 
in  general.  Nor  is  it  poffible  to  conceive,  that  the  Papifts,  living  at  that  Eafo 
and  Quietnefs  which  they  did  under  his  late  Majefty,  of  whofe  being  of  their 
Re  igion  they  were  not  ignorant,  as  appears  by  the  Proofs  they  have  vouch- 
fafcd  the  World  of  it  fince  his  Death,  would  have  be.en  in  fo  many  Plots  for 
dedroying  him,  and  at  laft  have  hallened  him  to  his  Fathers,  as  can  be  de*- 
monftrated  whenfoever  it  is  feafonable,  had  they  not  been  afilired  of  more  to 
be  attempted  by  his  Succefibr  for  the  Extkpation  of  Proteftants,  than  Cimrief

than  the  other.    And  us  the  King,  being  confcious  of  that  Parricide  committed 
upcm  his  Brother,  plainly  tell  us,  that  there  b  nothing  fo  abominable  and  barf^ 
boraiw^  whioh  hd  hach  not  a  Confeience  that  will  fWatiow  and  digefl:  ^  fp  the: 
Pfpmocion  of  the  Catholick  Caufe  being  the  Motive  to  that  horrid  Crime». 
W€  noay  be  fure^  that  what  is  hidierto  done  in  Favour  of  Papifts  falls  much* 
ihort  of  what  is  intended,  there  bemg  fomething  more  meritorious  than  alj[ 
this  afnounSB  unto,  needful  to  atone  for  fO  barbarous  a  Villainy,  which  caa 
be  nothing  fife  but  the  extirpating  the  Proteftant  Religion  out  of  the  Thrpc). 
SLingdocns :  Nat  ta  ic  probafa4e  that  the  prefent  King,  who  is  jepreientcd  toii 
a  P^rfon  ambitlDos  of  Gtory,  vtoutd  lofe  the  Optortunlties,  wheiewuh  tho, 
prefent  PoAure  of  Affairs  m  the  World  presents  mm«  of  being  thp  tfippiic;. 
^  Arbioer  of  Cbri^embmj  and  of  giving  chtek'  to  the  Grandetjr  apd  VGwt^ 
fpcionsof  a  neighbouring  Monardi,  to  whom  all' ^ure;^^  is  in  Danger  iof  bcri 
coming  enflai^ed;  if  he  were  not  fwaltowed  up  in  the  Thoughts  of  a  iyoq*. 

5|iif  ft  oirer  the  Conlciences,  Laws,  and  Liberties  of  his  own  jPeopIe,^  and  of 
iibjvgatinff  his  Donniaions  to  the  See  of  Rome^  and  had  he  not  Hopes  and  A&t 
furances  cf^Aid  and  Afliftance  therein  ftom  that  Monarch,  as  he  k  emboldon'dir 
and  encouraged  thereunto  by  his  Pattern  and  Example. 

What  the  Pafxfts  have  all  along  been  endeavouring  for  the  Subveriion  at 
our  Religion,  during  and  under  the  Reigns  of  Proteftant  Princes^  may  y9| 
£irthcr  inform  and  confirm  us,  what  they  will  infallibly  attempt  upon  thei& 
having  gotten .  one  into  the  Thorone,  who  b  not  only  in  all  Things  of  theit\ 
own  FaMu  but  of  an  Humour  agreeable  unto  their  Defires,  and  of  a  Temper 
every  way  fuited  and  adapted  to  their  Defigns.  Though  the  Proteftant  Re*, 
ligjon  had  obtained  fome  Entrance  into  feveral  States  and  Kingdorn$v  ^^  ^ad 
made  fome  confiderable  Spread  in  Europe^  before  it  came  to  be  generally. 
received  and  eftabliflied  upon  Foundations  of  Law  in  England ;  yet  theV  of, 
other  Countries  were  little  able  to  defend  themfclves  from  the  Power  and  Mar 
lice  of  the  Church  of  Romej  and  of  Popilh  Princes,  and  many  of  them  were 
very  unfocceisful  in  Endeavours  of  that  Nature,  til}  England  in  Qyeen  Elizof 
tide's  Time,  by  efpoufing  their  Caufe,  and  undertaking  their  Quarrel^  not 
ooiy  Tiqpughtout  their  Sleety,  but  made  them  flourifli.  This  the  Court  of 
Rmt  and  the  Priefts  grew  immediisitftly  fenfible  of,  and  have  therefore  moulded 
all  tReii-  Counfek  ever  fince  againft  England^  as  being  both  the  Bulwark 
of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  the  BaNance  of  Europe,  All  the  late  Attempt!^ 
fi^  the  E^ivpagon  of  the  PPOteftant  Religion  in  France^  and  elfewhere,  are

Their  many  Conjurations  ^unft  <^eea  ElimiHh^^  Fdrfeoy  afid 
their  repeated  Endeavours  of  bringing  in  Fwmgners^  and. of  betraying  the 
Nation   to  the  Spoffiards,  who  ware  to  convert'  the  Kingdom  as  they  had

'Hereticks,  are  Things  fo  modern,  am}  which  Wc  have  had  fi>  many  tiioes 
related  t6  us  by  our  Fathers,  that  it  is  enough  barely  to  intimate  theno^  .The 
Irijb  Maflacre,  in  which  abovetwo  ^ndr^  thouftnd  were  mivder^d  in  cekl 
Blood,  and  to  which  there  was-  oo  Provocation  butthatof  Hatred  .to  our 
Religion,  and  furious  Zeal  to  extirpatic  Hereticks,  ought  at  this. Time  to-  be 
more  particularly  refle^d  upoDi  as  «Iiat  which  gives  us  a  true  Scheme  of  the 
Manner  of  the  Church  of  /i^^N's, converting  P^oieftant  Kingdoms,  and  being 
the-  Copv  tlyiy  havea  ^ind  tOfw^ite  ^fter,  and  that  in.  fuch  Chavafkecs  and 
Lines  of  Btoodj  as  tzjuy  be  fgre^toAnfwer  the-Ortginak  At  the  Seafon  when 
they  both  enter-d  upon  and  e^eCQt^  diat  bellifli  Coivjuratian,  they  were  in 
fi  quiet  and  peaceable  Enjoyment  of  th^  private  Exercife  of  their  Religion, 
yea  had  many  p^iblick  t  Meeting-places,  through  the  Means  of  the  Qaeen 
aad  ;{nany  great  Ffiends  which  they  had  at  Court,  and  were  neither  difturbed 
for  npt/cotping  tg  C^prch,  near  fuffcred  any  Severities  upon  the  Account  ^f 
their^  l?rofeffiop  5  but  that  woiJd  not  fatis^^  nor  will  any  thing  eke  unlefs 
they,  njqy  be  aJ lowed  to  cut  the  Throats  or  make  BonBies  of  all  that  will 
not  join  with  them  in  a  blind  Obedience  to  the  See  of  R0fH^  and  of  wor- 
i&pping  St.  Pairick.  The  little  harfh  Ufo^  which  the  Papifts  at  any 
Time  meet  with  there  or  in  Eftgland^  they  derived  upon  themfelves  by  their 
Crimes  againft  the  State,  and  for  theic  Confpiraciea  againft  our  Princes  and 
their  Proteftant  Subjeds.  For  till  the  Pope  had  taken  upon  him  to  depofe 
•Queeit  Eliz^bubj  and  abfolve  her  Subje^  frdm  their  Allegiance,  and  till*

pealed, yet  it  was  only  as  a  Hedge  about  lis '  for  our  Pmteftion,  and  as  Bbndi 
of  Obligation  upon  them  to  their  good  Behaviour ;  to  which  may  be  addeS, 
that  more  Proteftsints  have  fufiered  in  one  Year,  by  the  Laws ,  made  againft 
Diffenters,  and  to  the  uttfibft  Height  of  the  Penalties  which  the  Violafidn 
of  them  imported  (and  that  by  the  Ihftigatien  of  Papifts;  and  tKeir  Inflderfite 
over  the  late  King,  and  his  prefent  Miyefty)  thin  therfc '  have  Paplfts  from. 
the  Beginning  of.Qwcen  Biizahtb^t^ti^n  to  this  very  Day,  though  tH^^*^ 
was  a  Dffierence  in  the  Poniftiments  they  underwent.  However,  we  ift^y,.' 
from  their  many  and  repeated  Atteihpts  againft*  us,  while  we  had  Princd^ 
that  both  would  and  could  *  chaftert  their  Ihfokricres,  and  infliA  upon  tHen» 
what  the  Law  made  them  d>no]tioUS  tirito  for  their'  Outrages,  gather  and 
conclude  what  we  ar<  how  to  expeft,'upoh  theh-  having  obtained  a  i^Ing  iirt- 
bued  with  all*  the  pcrfecuting  and' bloody  Prindptes  of  Po|x:rv/and  pwffe^lly 
baptised  into  all  the  Doftrines  of  the  Council  ofLattranj  MdCon/tatue.'  And  It 
may  ftfengthen  our  Filith  as  well  as  inereafe  our  Fear,  of  What  k  purpofed  a^^It 
and  impends  over  usi,  in  that  they  cannot  but  thirik,^  that  the  fuffering  diir  Re- 
ligion to  remain  in  a  Condition  to  be  at  any  Time  hereafter  tlie^Ri^igldh  of  the 
State,  and  of  the  Univerfality  of  the  Ptop^le,  rtiay  nOt  dhf^  ^ve'i  i^leiirft  of  re- 
trieving Protcftants  in  France^  and  of  affifting]  to  'revenue  the^^rbarities  per-' 
petrated  there  upon  a  great  and  innocent  People,  but  may' leave  the  i?^?^?^;!^. 
Catholicks  in  England  expofed  to  the  Rcfcntment  of  the  Kingdom,  for  what 
they  have  fo  fooliftly  and  impudendy  afted,  both  againft  our  Civil'  "Rights 
and  Eftablithed  Religion,  fince  James  the  Second  came  to  thfe  Crown-,  and 
may  alfo,  upon  the  Government  falling  into  good  Hands,  artti  Magift rates 
coming  to  underftand  their  true  Iirtereft,  which  is  for  an  Er^li/h  Prmcc  to 
make  himfelf  the  Head  of  the  Proteftant  Caufe,  and  to  efpoufe  their  Quarrel 
in  all  Places,  give  fuch  a  Revolution  in  Europe^  as  will  not  only  check  the.' 
prefent  Career  of  Remej  but  caufe  them  to  repent  the  Methods  in  which  they 
have  been  engaged.  Thefe  Things  we  may  be  fure  the  Papifts  are  aware  of, 
and  that  having  proceeded  fo  far,  they  have  nothing  left  for  their  Security 
from  Pumlhments*  becai/fe  of  Crimes  committed,  but  to  put  bs  out  of  all

Fttrf ,  ^fiat  tto'^bdth  that  Parliatnent  addreffed  for  iotM  Fnrour  to  be  (hewed 
thtm,  and  another  votdd  it  a  bctrkying  of  the  PiMeftant  Rciigtani  to  continue 
the  Execution  of  the  Penal  Laws  upon  them,  yet  inftead  of  their  having  any 
Mercy  or  Moderation  exercifed  towards  then^,  they  were  thrown  into  a  Furnace 
made  feven  times  hotter  than  that  wherein  they  had  been  fcotchedbcfi^re,. 
And  without  pretending  to  be  a  Prophet  I  dare  prc^nofticate  and  forecell,  that 
whcnfoevcr  the  prefent  King  hath  compafled  the  Ends*»  unto  which  thia  Decla*. 
ration  is  defigned  to  be  fubfervient,  namefy  the  piacingthe  Papifta  b^ch  in  the. 
open  Exercife  of  their  Religion,  and  in  all  publick  Offices  and  Trufls,  and  the 
getting  a  Power  to  be  acknowledged  vetted  in  him  over  the  Laws  4  that  then, 
inftead  of  the  ftill  Voice  calmly  whifpered  from  PFbiiehall^  they  will  both  hear 
and  feci  the  Blafts  of  a  mighty  mfhine  Wind,  and  that  upon  preoended  Oc- 
cafions  arifing  from  the  Abufe  of  thfs  Indulgence,  or  for  Tome  alledged  Crimes 
wherein  they  and  all  other  Proteftants  are  to  be  involved  (though  their  Supine- 
nefs  and  Excefs  of  Lx>yalty  continue  to  be  their  greateft  0£Fences)  this  Liberty 
will  not  only  be  withdrawn,  and  the  old  Church  of  England  Severities  revived, 
but  fome  of  the  new  a  la  mode  a  France  Treatments  come  upon  the  Stage,  and 
be  purfued,  againfl:  them  and  ail  other  pcrverfe  and  obftic^iAe  BrUifi  Herc- 
ticks.  • 

The  Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Confcience  being  injurious  to  the  Church  of 
tenglandy  and  not  proceeding  from  any  inward  and  real  Good* will  to  the  Diffen- 
ters,.  it  will  be  Worth  our  Pains  to  inquire  into,  and  make  a  more  ample  De- 
duoton  of  the  Reafons  upon  which  it  was  granted,  that  the  Grounds  of  emit* 
ihg  it  being  laid  under  every  Man*s  View,  they  who  have  addrefled  may  como; 
to  be  alhamed  of  their  Simplicity  and  Folly,  they  who  have  not  may  be  far«/ 
ther  confirmed  both  of  the  Unfawfulnefs  and  Inconvcniency  of  doing  it,  and- 
that  ajl  who  preferve  any  Regard  to  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  the  Laiys  of 
England^  may  be.  quickened  to  the  Ufe  of  all  legal  and  due  Means  for  prevent* 
ing  the  milchievous  Efffefts  which  it  is  fliapen  for,  and  which  the  Papifts  do 
promife  themfclves  from  It.     The  Motives  upon  which  his  Majefty  publifhed 
the  Declaration  may  be  reduced  to  three,  of  which  as  I  have  already  made  fome 
mention,  fo  I  Ihall  now  place  every  one  of  them  in  its  feveral  and  proper  Light, 
and  give  fucTi   Proofs  and  Evidence  of  their  being  the  great  and  fole  Induce- 
ments for  the  emitting  of  it,  that  no  rational  Man  fliall  be  able  henceforth  to  make, 
a  Doubt  of  it.     The  firft  is,  the  King's  winding,  himfelf  into  a  Supremacy  and 
Abfoluteneis  over  the  Law,  and  the  getting  it  acknowledged,  and  calmly  fiib- 
mitted  unto  and  acquiefced  in  by  the  Subjefts.     For  the  Monarchy's  being  legal 
and  not  defpotical,  bounded   and  regulated  by  Laws,  and  not  to  be  exercifed 
according  to  mere  Will  and  Reafure,  was  that  which  he  could  not  d^eft  the 
Thoughts  of  when  a  Subjeft,  and  had  been  heard  to  fay.  That  be  bad  rather  * 
reign  a  Bay  in  that  Ahfoluttntfi  that  the  French  King  doth,  than  an  Jge  .tiedup 
and  reftrained  ly' Rules  as  his  Brother  did ;  And  therefore  to  pcrfuadc  the  Prince 
of  Orange  to  approve  what  he  had  done  in  difpenfing  with  the  L^ws,  and  to 
obtain  him  and  the  Princefs  to  join  with  his  Majefty,  and. to  pfliptoy  their  In- 
tereft  in  the  Kingdom  for  the  repeafing  the  Teft  Adts,  and  thp  n>any  other 
Statures  made  ag^inft  Roman  Catholtcks  *,  he  ufed  this  Argument  in  ^  Mefiage 
he  fent  to  their  Royal  HigneiTes  upon  that  Errand,  that  the  gettingicdpqe  wouic^  be 
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greatly  to  the  AdyMtaf^K^  aad  fw  .the  iocreaTe  of  (he  Prerogathre;  but  this 
thefe  two  aoble tPripfics,  oi  irin^fe  Aicent  to  the  Throne  all  Proteftants  have  ib  * 
near  and  f  ooifi^tiible  AProipe&»were  too  generous  as  well  as  wife  to  be  wheedled 
with,  as  knowing  chat  the  Authority  of  the  Kings  and  Queens  of  England  is  great  > 
enough  by  the  Rules  of  the  Confticution^  without  grafping  at  a  new  Prerogative 
Power,  which  as  the  J^awsiiave  not  vefted  in  them,  fo  it  would  be  of  no  Ufe* 
but  to  enable  them  to  do  Hurt.     And  indeed  it  is  moreneceOary  both  for  the 
Honojir  and  Safety  of  the  Mooarch,.  and  for  the  Freedom  and  Security  of  thb 
People,  that  the  Prerogative  Ihould  be  confined  within  its  ancient  and  legal 
Channels,  than  be  left  to  that  iUimited  and  unbounded  Latitude,  which  the  late  * 
King  and  his  prefent  Majefty  hsve  endeavoured  to  advance  and  fcrew  it  up  un- 
to.    That  both  the  Declamtbn  for  Liberty  of  Confcience  in  England^  and  the^ 
Proclamation   for  a  Toleration  in  Scallaudj  are  calculated  for  raifing  the  So-» 
veraign  Authority  to  a  tranfcendent  Power  over  the  Laws  of  the  two  King- 
doms, may  be  demonftrated  from  the  Papers  themfelves,  which  lay  the  dif^ 
penling  Power  before  us  in  Terms  that  import  no  lefs  than  his  Majefty's  (land- 
ing free  and.abfolved  from  ail  Ties  and  Reftraiots,  and  his  being  cloathed  with^ 
a  Right  of  doing  whatfoevcr  he  will :  For  if  the  Stile  of  Royal  Pleafure  to  fufpend 
the  Execution  of  fuch  and  fuch  Laws,  and  to  forbid  fucn  and  fuch  Oaths  to  be 
required  to  :be  takeo^  and  this  in  the  Virtue  of  no  Authority  declared  by  the 
Laws  to  be  refidcnt  ia  his  Majefty,  but  in  the  Virtue  of  a  certain  vagrant  and 
indeterminate  Thing  caljcd  Royal  Prerogative^  as  the  Power  exeicifed  in  the 
Englijb  Declaration   is  worded  and  exprefied,  be  not  enoqgh  to  enlightea  us. 
fufficicntly  in  the  Matter  before  us  ;  the  Stile  of  AbfohUe  Power  which  all  the 
Subjei5ts  are  to  obey  without  Referve,  whereby  the  King  is  pleafed  to  chalk  be«« 
fore  us  the  Authority  exerted  in  the  Scots  Proclamation,  for  the  (topping,  dif^ 
abling,  and  difpenfing  with  fuch  and  fuch  Laws  as  are  there  referred  unto,  and 
for   the  granting  the  Toleration,   with  the  other  Liberties,  Immunities,  and 
Rights  there  mentioned,    is  more  than  fufficient  to  fet  the  Point  we  are  dif* 
courfing  beyond  all  Poflibility  of  rational  ControuK     As  it  is  one  and  the  fame 
Kind  or  Authority  that  is  claimed  over  the  Laws  and  the  SubjefU  of  both  King* 
doms,  tho*  for  fome  certain  Reafons  it  be  more  modeftly  defigned  and  exprefled 
m  the  Declaration  for  a  Liberty  in  England^  than  it  is  in  the  Proclamation  for  a 
Toleration  in  Scotland ;  fo  the  utmoft  that  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy^  the  Great 
Mogul,  or  the  Turkijb  Sultan,  ever  challenged  over  their  refpefiivc  Domi- 
nions, amounts  only  to  an  abfolute  Power,  which  the  King  both  owns  the  Exer« 
tion  of,  and  makes  it  the  Fountain  of  all  the  Royal  AAs  exercifed  in  the  fore- 
mentioned  Papers.     And  as  the  improving  this  challenged  abfolute  Power  into' 
an  Obligation  upon  the  SubjeAs  to  obey  his  Majefty  without  Referve,  is  a  Para* 
phrafe  upon  defpotical  Dominion,  and  an  advancing  it  to  a  Pitch  above  what 
any  of  the  ancient  or  modern  Tyrants  ever  dreamt  of,  and  beyond  whsit  the 
moft  fervile  Part  of  Mankind  was  ever  acquainted  with,  till  the  prefent  French' 
King  gave  an  Inftance  of  it,  in  making  his  mere  Will  and  Pleafure  to  be  the 
Ground  and  Argument  upon  which  his  reformed  Subjedts  were  to  renounce  their 
Religion,  and  to  turn  Roman  Catholicks  ;  fo  it  is  worth  confidering  whether  his 
Majefty,  who  glories  to  imitate  that  foreign  Monarch,  may  not  in  a  little 
Time  make  t|;iejike  Application  of  his  abfolute  Power,  which  hisSutge&s  are* 
bounc^  to  obey  without  Referve ;  and  whether  in  that  cafe,   they  who  have 
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addi^fled  to  tUvk  him  for  bis  Dedaradoii»  and  iherdbytjoftifisd  ihe  Claun  ^ 
tU^  abfi>]utc- Ppweiy  heiag  chat  upM  ¥rUch  itit  Dec laittin  is  ibperftifded^ 
^fA  fiom  wbid>  U  w^eigecby  can  avoid  paytiog  the  Obedinoc  abac  is  66- 
naanded  a»  a  Puty  in  ehe  Subjeft  iaTepafafaljr  aotieied  cfaeremuKX'    Tbac 
which  iDpfi  confirms  iib»  thitf  tbe  ijisf£i|lb  DedamuoD^  and  the  Sipt$  R'ock-

erted  in  reference  unto,  in  Papers  ftiled  by  the  aforenicntioBed  Names.         * 
All  confefs  a  royal  Prerogative  fettled  on  eke  Crowrv  and  appertsaining  \x% 
the  royal  Office  ;  nor  can  the  fupreme  Magiftratore  be  executed  and  diicbarged 
t»  the  Advantage  and  Safety  of  the  Cotmniiinityt  without  a  Power  affined  unto 
i^of  fuperfeding  the  Execution  of  fome  Ijuvs  at  certain  JunAt^res,  nor  without 
having  an  Authority  over  the  Rights  of  par ticoiar  Men  in  fome  incident  Cafes  ^ 
but  then  the  received  Cuftoms  of  the  reipefttve  Nations,  and  the  univerfal . 
Qocd,  Prefervation,  and  Safety  of  the  People  \t  generait  are  the  Meafures  bv 
which  this  Prerogative  in  the  Crown  is  to  be  regubsed^  and  beyond  which 
to  apply  or  exert  it,  is  an  Ufurpation  smd  Tyranny  in  the  Ruler.     Ali  the 
Power  belocigifig  to   the  Kings  and  Queens  oi  England  and  Siotiand  arifeth 
ftofla  an  Agreecaent  and  Gonceffion  di  the  People,  wherein  it  is  ftipulated 
what  Rights,  Liberties,  and  Privileges  they  referved  unto  themlelVes,  and 
wha^  Authority  and^  Jurifdi^on  they  delegated  and  made  over  unto  the  So- 
wereig0,.  in  older  to  Ins  being  in  a  Cbedition  to  proteft  and  defend  chem, 
aod  thai. they  niay  the  better  live  in  Peace,  Freedom,  and  Safety,  which  are 
the  Endafor  which  tbey  have  chofen  Kings  to  be  ova*  thenn  and  for  the  com* 
j^ffii^nhereof  they  originally  fubsiitted  unto,  and  fUtchdU  upon  foch  a  Form 
of  Civil  AdminiftFation.    Nor  are  the  Opinions  of  panicular  Men,  of  what 
Rank  or  Ordcar  foi^rer  they  be^  to  be  adirattcd  as  an  ExpoHtion  of  the  Extent 
of  this  Pmragfttive^  feeing  they  through  theh"  Dependencies  upon  the  King,, 
and  theit^  01»)oxiou(he&  to  be  xafhienced  by  felfiQi  and  perfonal  Ends^  may 
enlarge  it  beyond  what  is  ibr  the  BesieBt  of  the  Community  \  bat  the  imme^ 
asorial  Courfe  of  Adminiftration,  with  the  StOik  of  the  whole  Society,  figni^^ 
6ed  by  their  Reprefentatives  in  Parliament,  upon  emergent  Occaiions,  are 
to  be  takaafor  the  Senfe,  Paraphrafe,  and  Declaration  of  the  Limits  of  this 
Royal  and  Pseragative  Power  \  and  for  any  to  determine  the  Bbunds  of  it  fmm 
the  Teftiaaonjea  of  narrcenaiy  Lawyers,  or  fycophanc  Clergymen,  in  Cafes 
whorein  ilie  Parliatoent  itfSft  by  their  Votes  and  Refolutions  fettled  its  Botm- 
daries,  is  a  Crime  that  deferves  the  fevereft  Animadverfion,  and  which  it  is 
to  be  hoped  a  truf^  Emglijb  Parliaoaent  will  not  lee  pa&  unpunifhed.     Nov 
ft  Bower  arific^fronekirc^al  Prerogative  to  Aifpend  aiul  difable  a  great  Num^ 
hst  of  Laws  at  once,  and  tbey  of  &ich  a  Nature  and  Tendency,  that  the  great 
Security  of  the  People  confifts  in  their  being  maintaiaed,  and  which  the  whole 
CoflUmmiigr'  reprefeosad  in  ParliattRnts  have  ofeen  difallowod  and  made  vkM

So 
careful  were  our  Ancsftors^  both  in  England  and  ScoiUuid^  to  preferve  our 
Laws  from  bebg  invaded  and  ii^terfeded  b}^  their  Kings^  i^t  ihey  htve  Mit 
oaly  by  diven  pariiaoncntary  Votes  and  RetolucioaS)  and  by  ^eral  StatuR^ 
^dedared  all  Difpeniauoiis  b^  ihe  iCing)  irom  Laws  and  enjoined  Oaths^  ^ 
tie  niidJl  and  void,  and  not  admiuable  by  <be  Judges  or  other  Esncmircs  oJP 
JUiw  .and  Juftioe  ^  buc  tbcy  have  ofteo  impeached,  airai^ied^  aad  eondMGlnod 
thixfe  to  ORc  Penalty  or  ajnocben  chit  have  been  found  t0  have  counfeUed  an4 
ftdi^^ifed  £ing3  to  van  Uibrpation  of  Power  over  tfae  Laws,  and  10  a  Violaciofc 
of  c0:ablifhed  Md  enafted  Rules^  It  wotdd  draw  thiB  d^cMffe  to  a  l4k»gfll 
j>e^nd  what  is  intended,  ftouid  I  (neotion  the  feveml  Laws  apinft  fiafSftl 
as  wdlas  agamft  Difflbnccrs,  that  are  Jufpendod,  ftojK,  ^hiabled»  anddifpen^ 
fed  whh,  ki  the  two  Ibrementioned  royftl  Pipan  ;  and  it  would  be  an  wmA^ 
«ng  it  ittuch  more,  ^louid  I. make  t^e  feveaU  ReAe&ions  that  the  Macter  li 
capable  of,  ahd  which  a  Peafon  of  a  very  ordiMiry  Uiiderftan(ttng<:annot  bf 
greatly  to  feek  for ;  I  (ball  therefore  only  uk/t  notice  of  two  or  th«ee  Efibrti 
which  occur  there,  of  this  royal  Pscrogative  and  abfoiutle  P«fWer,  which  ts  thtf 
^re  very  bold  and  annple  Exertions  of  them  for  the  firft  Timf,  fo  ((hould  the 
<mc£  £xerci&s  of  them  be  proportionaUej  there  will  be  nochiag  teft^us  cdT 
the  Proteftant  Religk>n,  or  of  Engl^  Liberties,  aiid  we  nmOr  be  contented  tt 
be  Paptfts  and  Slaves,  or  elfe  so  ftand  adjudged  io  Tyb^-  and  SmUbJhU. 
One  is  the  fufpending  the  Laws  whkh  enjoin  she  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and 
Supremacy*  and  the  prohibiting  that  tbefe  Oaths  be  at  any  cime  her^ajftdr 
required  tx>  be  taken ;  by  which  fitigle  Exercife  of  royal  Prarogative  amlf  abf6^ 
luce  Power,  the  two  Kingdoms  are  not  only  again  iabje£bed  -  tba-fordign  Jutill 
dt6lion,  the  Miferies  whereof  they  groaned  under  ^r  iieverflt' Agesi  bat  iite 
the  King  is  hereby  <ieprived  of  the  greateft  Security  he  ilad  from  ^his^^ufa^ 
je^  botii  to  hitnfeif  aiid  the  Government,  fi>  th^  Crown  'is  rpb^d  of  <KieicC 
il$  chiefeft  Jewek^  namely  an  Authority  over  <aU  the  Sui9e6l^  which  Wtt 
(hdight  fo  eflential  to  Sovereignty  and  royal  Dignity,  thac  it  waft  ,ahn»M 
to^the  Imperial  Csown  ofSngLmd^  and  a^udged  inherent  in  ihfiiiam^

tb  he  dutiful  Subjeds,  be  enough  for  their  Rbyal  Highheflfirs  to  refy  upon*, 
«heir  Rdigion  obliging  them  to  th&  contrary  towards  Princes,  whom  the 
Church  of  Rome  hath  adjudged  to  be  Heretrcks.  A  (econd  Inftance  wherein 
this  pretended  royal  Pk^erogative  is  exercifed  paramount  to  all  Laws,  and  which 
nottring'tot  a  Claim  of  Hbfolote  Power  m  his  Majeffy  can  fupporr,  and  an 
A)3klt6wltidMlnent  of  ir  by  thcSubjefls  n>ake  them  approve  the  Declara- 
fbn' for  liittertybf  Cbnfeience,  and  the  Proclamation  for  Toleration,  is  the 
llHf pirig,  *<Rfa(flin^,  and  fufpending  the  Statutes  whereby  the  Tefts  were 
Madtefl, '  Md  thereby  letting  the  P^pifts  in  to  all  Benefices^  Offices,  and 
#laces  of  Truftv '«^be<her  Civil,  Military,  or  Ecclefiaftic.  I  do  not  fpeak  of 
iu^eddhig  the  Eaecutioo  of  -thofe  Laws^  whereby  the  beirtg  Priefts,  ^or  taking 
CMfm  in'^e  Chwch  of  78^*^  or  the  being  reconciled  to  that  Chunch,  or 
then  l^>i(h  Meeting  to  celebrate  Mafs,  were  in  one  Degree  or  another  in^t 
MinU^iible' (though  the  IQng^s  difpenting  with  them  by  a  challenged  Cfaihi 
10  flhe  Otfwhbe  a4«4gfcther  illegal)  for  as  divers  of  ihefe  Laws  were  never  ap<> 
J^ovetf  by  rtl!a«»y'  Proteftants,  fo  nothing  would  have  juftified  the  nrwking  of 
thetiiy  bot'  the  many  Treafotis  and  Confpiracies  that  they  were  from  Time  to 
Time  found  ^(iFIty  of  againft  th«  State.  And  as  the  Papifts  of  all  Men  hava 
tbrf^lcaft  'Cmfi  t6  <lo*»plifn  of  the  Injuftice,  Rigour,  and  Severity  of  thert, 
40flfidbH!i^^  the^mkny  Laws  more  cruel  and  Tanguinary  that  arc  in  Force  in 
moft^opopiHi;  jGountMes  kgaSrrfl  P^oreftants,  and  thefe  enafted  and  executed 
tttbrefyifof^titeh^.Oplhibh^and  Praftices  in  the  Matters  of  GOD,  without 
their  btiftg-^^^htffgttaMo'Virilh  Crimes  and  (Mfences  againft  the  Civil  Governi^ 
ituffttibnaep  1«A(eh^4tht?y  liVe;  fo  were  it  neceflary,  from  Princi'ples  of  Rdi* 
ngrofi^  und  iPblteiyV  tty  t^ieD^e  thfe  /?£?Mim  Catholicks  fl-om  the  aforementioned 
]L2w«;jyi"t  ftfovjgift  ritft  ^  bfc^  done  but  by  the  LegiOarive  Authority  of  the  ICing^ 
domi  ttndl:fer  thelCwg:  to  aflRime  a  Power  of  doing  it  m  the  Virtue  of  a  pne* 
tended:  Pftrdigat^  is  b^th  a  high  Ufurpation  over  the  Laws,  and  a  VTol*«

Fidel iiyt  of  its  Subje<^Sf  and  by  which  they,  in  whom  it  could 
not  confide,  were  mwly  A^^  ^^t  fronj  Places  of  Power  and  Truft,  aad 
were  o^^dc  Uable^  to  very  fmall- Pamages  themfelves,  and  only  hindered  frooD 
getting^  into  Coodyi^  of  4oii^  Mifi:hi^f  to  us.  All  Governments  have:  a 
Right  to  bfe  Means  for*  their  own  Prefervatipn,  provided  rhey  be  not  fuch  9^ 
are  inconfiftent  with  the  £ads  of  Government,  and  repugnant  to  the  WiU 
and  Pieafure  of  the  fupreme  Sovereign  of  Mankind  ;  and  it  is  in  the  Power 
of  every  Legiflative  Afliimbly  to  declare,  who  of  the  Community  (hall  be 
capable  or  incapable  of  publick  Employs,  and  of  poflelling  Offices,  upoa 
which '  |he  Pe9$;c,  Wel&re^  and  Security  of  the  whole  political  Body  does  d0- 
deod.  Without  I  tlfis  no  Qovernment  could  fubfift^  npr  the  People  be  in 
Safety  under  it  1  but  tbeConftitutioo  would  be  in  conftant  Danger  of  bang 
fubverted,  and  the  Privileges,  Libertiei^,  and  Religion  <^  the  Subjefts  lai<l 
opea  to  be  overdirown.  And  fliould  fuch  a  Power  in  Legiflators  be,  upon 
weak  Su(picions  and  iil-g^XHinded  JcalouGes,  carried  at  any  Time  toQ  fkr,  and 
<^me  prpvf  t9  be  debarred  from  Trufts,  wbofe  being  employed  would  import 
i>p  Haaapd  %  yet  the  word  of  that  would,  be  only  a  Difrefpe^  (hewn  to  indi* 
vidual  Perfons,  who  might  de&rve  more  Favour  and  Efteem,  but  could  be 
of  no  Prejudice  to  the  Society,  there  being  always  a  fufficicnt  Number  of 
others,  fit  for  the  Difcharge  of  all  Offices,  in  whom  ^n  entire  Confidence  may 
be  ref'ofed.  And  it  is  remarkable,  that  ,the  Staces^Geoerai^  of  the  United 
provinces,  who  afford  the  greatefl:  Liberty  to  all  Religions  that  any  known 
State-  in  Europe  giveth,  fuffer  no  Papijh  to  cpnne .  ipto  Places  of  Au* 
thority  and  Judicature,  nor  to  bear  any  Office  in  fhe  Hfpijbiic  that  may 
pther  put  them  into  a  Condition,  or  lay  t^em  undec  a  Tottipt^tiorriof  at«- 
tempting  any  thing  to  the  Prejudice  of  Religion,  or  for  the  betwying  the 
Liberty  of  th^  Provinces.  And  as  it  is  lawful  for  any  Qovemtpenc  to  pre« 
ciude  all  iuch  .Perfbns  fnxn  public  Trufts,.  of  who(^  ^Efinnity  aad  Ilb-witl 
tojhQ  ^OablUhmenc  in  Church  or  Sute,  they  hay«  «Jth^  a/^k^lt  Gertaimty, 
p^ .jijit  Grinds  of  Sufpicion  5  fo  it  is  no  tefe.  Ja«^fu>l  ifo^  pf^i^prkte  Tcfta/fof 
th^i,r .  Difcovery^  and  DeteAion,  that  they  may  ffpt  beaJble  iq  ooaflbt^r  vizoc 
t^^emfclves  in  order  to  getting  into  OffijCes,  and  ther^upoftr  ofprfcmoting 
and:  accomplishing  .their  miichievogs  and. malicious  Intentj<Hi«.  ^  Noit  is.  it 
ppflible  ,in  fych-  a  Cafe,  but  that,  tbe,  Tefts  .they,  are  w  \ff:M^^  :by..tQfi«ft 
cel?W  tpfquiepf  thpfi?

0ce  :  Neither  are  they  required  to  declare*  much  ieis  to  fweac,  rthat  the  Dodmie 
of  Tranfubftantiation  i^  falfe,  or  that  there  as  no  fuch  thing  as  Tranfubftamiatian 
fas  is  afErmed  in  a  fcurriious  Paper  written  againft  the  Loyaky  of  the  Church  of 
£flglafkJ)  but  all  that  is  enjoined  in  the  Teft  Adts  is*  that  I  A.  B.  da  dichn^ 
7bai  J  do  believe  thai  there  is  not  My  "TranfuhftantuUion  m  the  Setcrument  of  ike 
Lord^S'Supper^  or  the  Elements  of  Bread  and  Wim^  at  or  after  the  Ccmfuratim  there- 
of  hy  arty  Perfon  whatfoever,  Tho*  the  Parliament  was  wjdling  to  ufe  ail  the 
Care  they  could  for  the  difcovering  Papifts,  that  the  Provifion  for  our  Seairity» 
unto  which  thofe  A6ts  were  deligned,  might  be  the  more  effedbiai^  yet  they 
were  not  (b  void  of  Underftanding,  as  to  pr^cribe  a  Merhod  for  it,  which  would 
have  expofed  them  co  the  World  fox  their  Fol)y :  *Tis  much  difiisrdnt  to  fiiy, 
(wear,  or  declare,  that  I  do  bdieve  there  is  not  anj  T'ranjid^fiantistion^  and  the4ay*- 
ing  or  declaring  that  there  is  not  a  TranfubfiauUation^  ihe  former  being  only  «r« 
prelTive  of  what  my  Sentiment  or  Opinion  is»  and  not  at  all  affe^ing  the  Dodrine 
itfelf,  to  make  or  unmake  it,  other  than  what  it  is  independently  upon  «iy 
Judgment  of  it  \  whereas  the  latter  does  primarily  afied  che  Oli^ed,  and  the 
Determination  of  it's  Exiftence  to  fuch  a  Mode,  as  I  conceive  it  i  and  tlKne  aie 
a  thoufand  Things  which  I  can  fay  that  I  do  not  believe^  but  I  dare  not  fay  that 
diey  are  not.  Now  as  'tis  the  Difpenfing  with  thefe  Laws  that  argues  the  Kie^s 
a^uming  an  abfolute  Power,  fo  the  Addrefling  by  way  of  Thanks  for  the  Doda* 
ration  whprein  this  Power  is  exeroed,  is  no  lefs  than  an  owning  and  acknowledging 
of  it,  and .  that  it  rightfully  belongs  to  him.  There  is  a  third  Thing  which 
Shame  or  Fear  would  not  fu0er  them  to  put  into  the  Declaration  for  Libirty  of 
Confcience  in  Engldnd^  bgti^hich  they  have  had  the  Impudence  to  infert  into  the 
Proclamation/or  a  Toleration,  in  Scptland^  which  as  it  carries  abfolute  Power  writDen 
in  the  Forehead  of  it,  (b  it  is  fuch  an  unprecedented  Elxercifeof  Defppticknefs,  as 
hardly  any  of  the  Oriental  Tyrants,  or  even  the  French  Leviathan^  would  have 
ventured  upon  :  Foriiaving  ftopt,  difabled  and  fufpended  ail  Laws  enjoining 
any  Oaths  whereby  opr  Religion  was  fecured,  and  the  Prefervatioo  of  it  to  us 
and  our|  ^pfterity  was  provided  for,  he  impofeth  a  new  Oath  upon  his  Scots 
Subjefb,  whereby  they  are  to  be  bound  to  defend  and  maintain  him^  his  Heirj  and 
l^wfulS^cceffors^in  tbeJExercife  (ff  their  abfolute  Power  andyiuthorityagahtfi.  alldeadfy. 
Theimpoling  an  Oath  upon  SubjeAs  hath  been  always  looked  upon  as  the  high^ 
A6t  of  Legiflative  Authority,  in  that  it  affeds  their  Coniciences,  and  requires  the 
Approbation  or  Difapprobation  of  their  Minds  and  Judgments,  in  reference  to 
whatfoever  it  IS  enjoined  for  i  whereas  a  Law  that  afFe<5tsonly  Men*s  Eftaoes  mstf 
be  fubmitted  unto,  tho'  in  the  mean  time  they  think  that  which  isexadedof  them 
to  be  unreafona^le  and  unjuft  :  And  as  it  concerns  both  the  Wifdom  aod  juftice 
of  |!^awgiivers  to  be  very  tender  in  ordaining  Oaths  tba^  art  to  be  taken  by  Sob^ 
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jofis  (iid'riihf  IW  Giriy  firom  a  <*l^cithat.tWy  may  not  ptoftit^ 
God  to  PlrepfcHnitlbh,  When  tht  Matter  about  which  tt^  are 
iigfak  and  mvial,  or  dubiotwf  ahd'imticrtiin,  butbecauftitl 
Juriiili^ion  ovei*  the  Souls  of  Men,  which  Is  niore  than  if  h  w 
•rcr  their  Goods^  Bodies  and  Privikgcsr)  fo  never  any  of  our 
to  a  Rij^e  bf  cnjohving  and  requtfinff  an  Oath  that  was  not 
fbecifkd  ki  fome  Law  y.  ahdit  would  have  been  heretofpr?  a 
Picjia  f«r  refbfitig  fuchbr  ftch  an-Oath,  to  fav  there  was  no  $t 
paired  it.     It  was  one  of  the  Articles  of  H5gh-TreafoA  (arid  tl 
chatiged  upon  the*  Earl  of  Strafford,  that  being  Lord  Deputy  c 
quired  an  Oath  of  the  Stats  who  inhabited  there,  which  no  L 
or  prefcribcd  ;  which  may  make  tbofe  Counfellors  who  have 
to  impofe  this  new  Oath,  as  well  as  a H  others  that  (hall  require  it  to  be  takei^ 
upon  his  Majefty^s  bare  Authority,  to  be  a  fittle  apprchenfive  whether  it  may 
not  at  fome  time  rife  in  Judgment  againft  them,  and  prove  a  Forfeiture  of  their 
Lives  to  Jufticc.     And  as  the  impofing  an  Oath  not  warranted  by  Law  is  an 
high  Aft  of  Abfolute  Power,  and  in  the  Kmg  an  altering  of  the  Conftitution,  fb- 
if  we  look  into  the  Oath  iefelf,,  we  (hall  find  this  Abfblote  Power  ftrangely  ma^ 
nifefted  and  difplayed  in'aH  the  Parts  and  Branches  of  it,  and  the  People  requirea 
te  fweai  themfdves  his  Majefly's  moft  obedient  Slaves  and  Vaflals.     By  one 
Ptragrapb  of  it,  they  arc  required  to /wear  that  it  is  unlawful  for  Subjeifs  on  any^ 
Prettnce^  0r  for  am  Cauft  wbatfoevery  to  rife  in  Arms  againft  him,  or  any  commif* 
Jmed  hy  him^  and  that  they  fboH never  refift  bis  Power  or  Authority  \  which  as 
k  may  be  intended  for  a  Foundatk)n  and  Means  of  keeping  Men  quiet  when  htf 
jBmUI  break  in  upon  their  Eftates  and  overthrow  their  Religion,  fo  it  may  be  de- 
figned   as  an  Encouragement  to  his  Catholic  Subjefts,  to  fet  upon  the  cutting  of 
I^eftants  Throatf,  when  by  this  Oath  their  Hands  are  tied  up  from  hindering 
ihem.     It  is  but  for  the  Papifts  to  come  aiithorifed  with  his  Majefty's  Commif- 
fion,  which  will  not  be  denied  them  for  fo  meritorious  a  Work,  and  then  there 
16  no  Help  nor  Remedy,  but  we  muft  ftretch  out  our  Necks,  and  open  our- 
Breafts,  to  their  confecrated  Swords  and  fanftified  Daggers      ""'       ""  ' 
fliould  transfer  the  Succeffion  to  the  Crown  from  the  Rig 
zealous  Romanift,  or  alienate  and  difpofe  his  Kingdoms  : 
ttd  Gift  to  the  Pope,  or  to  the  Society  of  the  JeJuiUy  and 
ing  diem  in  the  Poflfeflion  hereafter,  fhould  inveft  and  plac 
ment  of  them  while  he  lives  ;  the  Scots  are  bound  in  the  ' 
tamely  to  look  on,  and  calmly  to  acquiefce  in  it.     Or  fl 
advife  him  to  a  nfghtly  Variety  of  Matrons  and  Maid$,  ; 
againft  his  malignant  and  venomous  Heats  \  all  of  that  KJi 
furi«nder  their  Wives  and  Daughters  to  him,  with  a  dutifi 
found  Veneration.     And  if  by  this  Oath  he  cart  fecurci  Hin 
fttion  of  his  Diilenring  Subje6h,  in  cafe  through  Recovery  of 
ancient  Zeal  fhould  furprife  them,  he  is  orherways  fecured 
nefe  in  his  prelatrcal  Pleop!e,  by  a  Principle  which  they  hav 
neither  learnied  from  their  Bibles  nor  the  Statutes  of  the  La  ^ 

upon  thinking  that  th^  Wind  would  always  blow  out  of  bn< 
refolved  to  make  Aat  a  Duty  by  their  Learning,  ifrhicfi 
Seafon  made  convenient^   have  preached  up  the  DoArine  of  Paflive  Obedience 
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to  fuch  a  boandlefs  Height,  that  tliey  hare  done  what  in  diem  lies,  to  g^ve 
up  themfelves,  and  all  that  had  the  Weakncfs  to  believe  them,  fetter'd  and 
b6und  for  Sacrifices  to  Popifli  Rage  and  Defpotical  Tyranny.  But  for  myfelf 
(and  I  hope  the  Hke  of  many  others)  I  thank  God,  I  am  not  tainted  with  that 
Slaviih  and  Adulatory  Do6trine,  as  having  always  thought  that  the  firfl  Duty 
of  every  Member  of  a  Body  Politic,  is  to  the  Community,  for  whofe  Safety 
good  Governors  are  inftituted,  and  that  it  is  only  to  Rulers  as  they  are  found  to 
anfwer  the  main  Ends  they  are  appointed  for,  and  to  ail  by  the  legal  Rules 
that  are  chalk'd  out  unto  them.  Whether  it  be  from  my  Dulncfs,  or  that  my 
Underftanding  is  of  a  pcrvcrfer  Make  than  other  Mens,  I  cannot  tell  ;  but  I 
could  never  yet  be  otherways  minded,  than  that  the  Rules  of  the  Conilitutiont 
and  the  Laws  of  the  Republic  or  Kingdom,  are  to  be  the  Meafures  both  of  the 
Sovereign's  Commands,  and  of  the  Subjeds  Obedience,  and  that  as  we  are  hoc 
to  invade  what  by  Concefllons  and  Stipulations  belongs  unto  the  Ruler,  fo  we 
not  only  lawfully  may,  but  we  ought  to  defend  what  is  referved  to  ourfelves, 
if  it  be  invaded  and  broken  in  upon.  And  as  without  fuch  a  Right  in  the 
Subjeds,  all  legal  Governments,  and  mixM  Monarchies,  were  but  empty  Names 
and  ridiculous  Things  ;  fo  whercfoever  the  Conftitution  of  a  Nation  is  fuch, 
there  the  Prince  who  drives  to  fubvert  the  Laws  of  the  Society  is  the  Traitor  and 
Rebel,  and  not  the  People  who  endeavour  to  preferve  and  defend  them. 
There  is  yet  another  Branch  of  the  aforefaid  Oath,  that  is  of  a  much  more  un- 
reafonable  Strain  than  the  former,  which  is,  That  tbeyjhall  to  the  utmofi  of  their 
Tower  affifty  defend  and  maintain  bim  in  the  Exercife  of  this  Abfolute  Power  and 
Autbortty^  which  being  tack'd  to  our  Obeying  without  Referve  makes  us  the 
greateft  Slaves,  that  either  are,  or  ever  were  in  the  Univerfe.  Our  Kings  were 
heretofore  bound  to  govern  according  to  Law  (and  fo  is  his  prefent  Majefty,  if 
a  Coronation  Oath  and  Faith  to  Hereticks  were  not  weaker  than  Samfon*$ 
Cords  proved  to  be)  but  inftead  of  that,  here  is  a  new  Oath  impofed  upon  the 
Subjefts,  by  which  they  are  bound  to  protcd  and  defend  the  King  in  his  ruling 
arbitrarily.  It  had  been  more  than  enough  to  have  required  only  a  calm  fub* 
mi t ting  to  the  Exercife  of  Abfolute  Power  ;  but  to  be  enjoined  to  fwear  to 
aiTid  and  defend  his  Majefly  and  Succeflbrs  in  all  Things  wherein  they  (hall  ex- 
ert it,  is  a  plain  deftroying  of  all  Natural  as  well  as  Civil  Liberty,  and  a  robbing 
us  of  that  Freedom  that  belongs  unto  us,  both  as  we  are  Men  and  as  we  are  born 
under  a  free  and  legal  Government.  For  by  this  we  become  bound  to  drag  our 
Brethren  to  the  Stake,  to  cut  their  Throats,  plunder  their  Houfes,  embrue  our  , 
Hands  in  the  Blood  of  our  Wives  and  Children,  if  his  Majefty  pleafe  to  make 
thefe  tho  Inftances  wherein  be  will  exert  his  Abfolute  Power,  and  require  us  to 
alfift  him  in  the  Exercife  of  it.  As  it  was  neceflary  to  cancel  all  other  Oaths 
and  Teds,  as  being  direAly  inconfiftent  with  this  *,  fo  the  requiring  the  Scots  to 
fwear  this  Oath,  is  the  higheft  Revenge  he  could  take  for  their  Solemn  League 
and  Covenant,  and  for  all  other  Oaths,  that  Luft  after  Arbitrarincfs  and  Popifh 
Bigotry  will  pronounce  to  have  been  injurious  to  the  Crown.  Bjt  no  Words 
are  fufficient  to  exprefs  the  Mifchiefs  wrapt  up  in  that  new  Oath,  or  to  declare 
the  Abhorrency  that  all  who  value  the  Rights  and  Liberties  of  Mankind  ought 
to  entertain  for  it,  nor  to  proclaim  the  Villainy  of  thofe  who  (hall  by  Addrcfles 
give  Thanks  for  the  Proclamation.  There  may  a  fourth  Thing  be  added,  where- 
by it  will  appear  that  his  Majefty*s  afluming  Abfolute  Power  (lands  recorded  in 
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tapttal  Letters  in  his  Declaiation  {or  liberty  of  Confcieace.  Foi;.nQ(  beiog  coa*. 
tented  to  omit  the  requiring  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supren^gcy  and.  the 
Ted  Oaths  co  be  taken,  nor  being  fatisfied  to  fufpend  for  a  Seafon  the  eojoin- 
ing  any  to  be  demanded  to  take  thieniy  he  tells  us  that  it  is  his  Royal  Will  and 
jpleafure  that  the  aforefaid  Oaths  [hall  not  at  any  Time  bereafttr  be  required  to  be 
taken  \  which  is  a  full  and.dire<5l  Repealing  of  the  Laws  in  which  they  arc  en- 
i^td.  It  hath  hitherto  paf&d  for  an  undoubted  Maxim^  That  eorum  efi  iolleri 
quorum  efi  cinder ey  they  can  only  abrogate  Liaws  who  have  Power  and  Authority 
to  make  them  *,  and  we  hav&  heretofore  been  made  to  believe,  that  the  Legjfla- 
tive  Power  was  not  in  the  King  alone,  but  that  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament 
had  at  lead  a  Share  in  it  y  whereas  here,  by  difabling  and  fufpending  Laws  for 
ever,  the  whole  LegiQative  Powpr  is  challenged  to  be  vetted  in  the  King,  and 
at  one  dafh  the  Government  of  England  is  fubverted  and  changed.  Tho*  it 
hath  been  much  difputed  v/hether  the  King  had  a  Liberty  of  refufing  to  aflfent 
to  Bills  relating  to  the  Benefit  of  the  Publick  that  had  pafled  the  two  Houfes, 
(and  if  there  be  any  Scnfe  in  thofe  Words  of  the  Coronation  Oath,  of  his  being 
bound  to  govern  according  to  the  Laws  quas  vulgus  elegerit^  he  had  not)  yec 
none  till  now,  that  his  Majedy  doth  it,  had  the  Impudence  to  affirm  that  he 
might  abrogate  Laws,  without  the  Concurrence  and  A  ITent  of  the  Lords  and  Com- 
mons :  For  to  fay  that  Oaths  enjoined  by  Laws  to  be  required  to  be  taken,  fixUl 
not  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  required  to  be  taken^  is  a  plain  cancelling  and  repeal- 
ing of  thefe  Laws,  or  nothing  of  this  World  ever  was  or  is  5  nor  can  the  Wifdom 
of  the  Nation  in  Parliament  affemblcd  find  Words  more  cmphatical  to  declare 
their  Abrogation,  without  faying  fo,  which  at  this  Time  was  neceffary.  to  for- 
bear, for  fear  of  alarming  the  Kingdom  too  far,  before  his  Majetty  be  fufficiently 
provided  againft  it.  For  admitting  them  to  continue  ftill  in  Being  and  Force, 
though  the  King  may  promife  for  the  Non*execution  of  them,  during  his  own 
Time  (which  is  even  a  pretty  bold  Undertaking)  yet  he  cannot  aflure  us  tha^ 
the  Oaths  Jhall  not  be  required  to  be  taken  at  any  Time  hereafter^  unlefs  he  hath 
provided  for  an  eternal  Line  of  Popifli  Succeflbrs,  which  God  will  not  be  fo 
unmerciful  as  to  plague  us  with,  or  hath  gotten  a  Leafe  of  a  bnger  Life  than 
Afethufelah\  which  is  much  more  than  the  full  Century  of  Years  wifhed  him 
in  a  late  Dedication,  by  one  that  ftiles  himfelf  an  Irijbman\  a  thing  he  nrjght 
have  forborne  telling  us,  becaufc  the  Size  of  his  Underftanding  fully  declares  it. 
However,  here  is  fuch  a  Stroke  and  Exercife  of  Abfolute  Power  as  dilTolvcs  the 
Governmenr,  and  brings  us  all  into  a  State  of  Nature,  by  difcharging  us  from 
the  Ties  which,  by  virtue  of  Fundamental  Stipulations  and  Statute  Laws,  we 
formerly  lay  under  ;  forafmuch  as  we  know  no  Kipg  but  a  King  by  Law,  nor 
no  Power  he  has  but  a  Legal  Power  :  Which  thro*  difclaiming-bv  a  ChalleDge 
that  the  whole  Legiflative  Authority  does  refide  in  himfelf,  he  hath  thrown  thQ, 
Gauntlet  to  three  Kingdoms,  and  provokes  them  to  a  Trial,  whe*ther  he  be  ablefl 
to  maintain  his  Abfolutenefs,  or  they  to  juftify  their  being  a  Free  People,  And 
by  virtue  of  the  fame  Royal  Will  and  Pleafure  that  he  annuUs  (which  he  calls  fuf-^ 
pending)  the  Laws  enjoining  the  Tefts,  and  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supre- 
macy, and  commands  that  none  of  thefe  Oaths  and  Declarations  (hall  at  any 
Time  hereafter  be  required  to  be  taken,  he  may,  in  fome  following  Royal  Papers^ 
give  us  IVbiteball  or  Hampton-Court  Edids,  conformable  to  thofc  at  Fer/ailles^ 
ivbicjb  at  all  Times  hereafter  we  Ihall  be  bound  to  fubmlt  unto,  and  ftand  obliged 
Vol.  in.  Q^q  q  to 
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to  bt  ruled  by,  inft6ad  of  the  Cotnmotv-Law  and  Statute-Book.  Nor  is  the  taking 
vpon  him  to  ftamp  us  new  Laws,  exclufively  of  Parliomenfary  Concurrence,  m 
the  Tirtue  of  his  Royal  PrerogaciTe,  any  thing  more  uncouth  in  icfetf,  or  more 
difagreeable  to  the  Roles  of  the  Conftitucion,  and  what  we  have  been  conftancty 
Mcuftomed  unto,  than  the  caffing,  difabhng,  and  abrogating  fo  many  old  ones, 
which  that  obfolete,  out  of  date,  as  well  as  ill-favoured  thing  upon  Monarchs 
called  a  Parliament,  had  a  Share  in  the  enaAing  of.  I  will  not  fay  that  our  Ad«* 
dreflbrs  were  eonfcious,  that  the  getting  an  ^^bfolute  Power  in  his  Majefty  to 
be  owned  and  acknowledged,  was  one  of  the  Ends  for  which  the  Dec  aration 
Was  calculated  and  emitted,  but  I  think  I  have  fuftciently  demonftrated  both 
that  fuch  a  Power  it  ifkits  and  Sows  from,  and  that  fuch  a  Power  is  plainly  ex- 
^rcifed  i^  it:  Which  whether  their  coming  now  to  be  told,  and  made  acquainted 
with  it,  may  make  them  repent  what  they  have  done,  or  at  lead  prevent  their 
bemg  aecHTary  to  the  Support  of  this  Power  in  other  mifchievotis  EfFefts  that 
are  to  be  dreaded  from  it,  I  muft  leave  to  Time  to  make  the  Difcovery,  it  being 
impoflible  to  foretell  what  a  People  fallen  into  a  Frenfy  may  do  in  their  Paroxifms 
of  Diftra^yon  and  Madnefs. 

Nor  was  the  ferewing  himfelf  into  the  Poflfeflion  of  an  Abfolute  Power,  and 
the  getting  it  to  be  Owned  by  at  leaft  a  Part  of  the  People,  the  only  Motive  to 
the  publiftitig  the  Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Confcience  in  England^  and  the 
Proclamation  for  a  Toleration  in  Sct^tland  \  but  a  fecond  Inducement,  that  fway'd 
unto  it,  was  (he  undermining  and  fubverting  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  the 
Opening  a  Door  for  the  Introduftion  and  Eftabliflunent  of  Popery.  Nor  was  it 
mfki  any  Compaflion  to  Diffentert,  that  tbefe  two  Royal  Papers  were  emitted, 
but  from  his  Majefty^s  tender  Love  to  Papifts,  to  whom  as  there  arife  many  Ad- 
vantages for  the  pmfent,  fo  the  whole  Benefit  will  be  found  to  redound  to  them 
in  the  Iflue.  We  are  told  (as  I  have  already  mentioned)  That  the  King  is  refohed 
h  mMrt  Ei^land,  or  t^  die  a  Martyr  \  and  we  may  be  fure  that  if  he  did  not 
think  the  fufpMidlng  the  Penal  Laws,  and  the  difpenfing  with  requiring  of  the 
l^efts,  And  the  granting  Liberty  and  Toleration,  to  be  Means  admirably  adapted 
therfeunlo,  he  would  not  have  afted  fo  inconfiftentty  with  himfelf,  nor  in  that 
.  Oppofltion  to  his  own  Defigns,  as  to  have  difabled  thefe  Laws,  and  vouchfafed 
the  Freedom  that  refults  thereupon  :  Efpecialiy  when  we  are  told  by  the  Liege 
Jifnit^  That  the  King,  being  fcnfibre  of  his  growing  old,  finds  himfelf  thereby 
obliged  to  make  the  greater  Hade,  and  to  take  the  larger  Steps,  left  through 
not  living  long  enough  to  effeft  what  he  intends,  he  ikould  not  only  lofe  the 
Otory  of  txMiverting  three  Kingdoms,  hut  Jbould  leave  the  Papifls  in  a  worfe  Can- 
iKtioM  than  be  fdund  them.  His  Highnefe  the  Prince  of  Orange  very  juftly  con- 
tludes  this  to  be  the  Thing  aim*d  at  by  the  prefent  Indulgence,  and  therefore 
being  defired  to  approve  the  Sufpenfion  of  the  Teft  Adls,  and  to  co-operate 
i^ith  his  Majefty  for  the  obtaining  their  being  repealed,  was  plcafed  to  anfwer, 
tbd$  wWf  be  was^  as  well  as  prefejfetb  himfelf  a  Proteflant^  he  would  not 
cStJh  mfw&rtbify  as  to  betray  the  Prottfiant  Religion^  which  he  neceflarily  muft,  if 
lie  ihould  do  as  he  Was  defined.  Her  Royal  Highnefi  the  Princeft  of  Orange  has 
likewife  the  fame  Apprehenfion  of  the  Tendency  of  the  Toleration  and  InduK 
g^ce,  and  therefore  was  pleafed  to  fay  tp  fome  Scctcb  Minifters,  that  did  them- 
felves  the  Honour,  atad  performed  the  Duty  that  became  them,  in  going  to  wait 
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upon  her,  that  flie  greatly  commended  their  h^in^  iio  Accdfion  to  the  be* 
fraying  di  the  Proceftanc  Religion,  by  their  rettiming  home  to  take  the  Benc- 
llc  of  the  Toleration.  What  an  indelible  ileproach  wiM  it  be  to  a  Company  of 
NSen,  that  pretend  to  be  iet  for  the  Defence  of  the  GofpeU  and  who  ftile  them- 
fehses  Minifters  of  Jefus  Cbrifi^  to  be  found  betraying  Religion,  through  juftify* 
ing  the  Sufpenfion  of  fo  many  Laws  whereby  it  was  eftabli(hed  and  fupported, 
and  whereby  the  Kingdoms  were  fenced  aboat,  and  guarded  againft  Popery  ; 
while  thefc  two  noble  Princes,  to  the  Negleft  of  their  own  Intcreft  in  his  Maje- 
fty*5  Favour,  and  to  the  Provoking  him  to  do  them  all  the  Prejudice  he  can  in 
their  Right  of  Succeffion  to  the  Imperial  Crowns  of  Greai-BHiain^- do  fignify 
their  open  Diflike  of  that  AA  of  the  King,  and  that  not  only  upon  the  Account 
of  it's  Illegality  and  Arbitrarinefs,  but  by  rcafon  of  it*s  Tendency  to  iupplant  and 
undermine  the  Reformed  Religion  !  And  they  are  ftrangely  blind  that  do  not 
fee  how  powerfully  it  operates,  and  conduceth  to  the  effefting  of  this,  and 
that  in  more  Ways  and  Methods  than  are  eafy  to  be  accounted  :  For  thereby 
our  Divifions  arc  not  only  kept  up,  at  a  Tirtie  when  the  united  Councils  and 
Strength  of  all  Proceftants  is  too  little  againft  the  Craft  and  Power  of  Rome  j 
but  they  who  have  addreffed  to  thank  the  King  for  his  Royai  Papers,  are  be- 
come a  lifted  and  enrolled  Faflion,  to  abet  and  ftand  by  the  King  in  all  that  na- 
turally follows  to  be  done  for  the  maintaining  his  Declaratk)!!,  and  juftifying  of 
the  ufurped  Authority  from  whk:E  it  iffues.  'Tis  Matter  of  a  melancholy  Con- 
fideration,  and  turns  little  to  the  Credit  of  the  Diflenters,  that  when  ^ey  of 
the  Church  of  England^  who  had  with  fo  great  Indiferetion  promoted  Things 
to  that  pafs,  which  an  ealV  Improvement  of  would  produce  what  hath  fince  en- 
fued,  are  (through  being  at  laft  enlightened  in  the  Defignsof  the  Court)  come 
fo  far  to  recover  their  Wits,  as  that  they  can  no  longer  do  the  Service  they  were 
wont,  and  which  was  ftill  expeded  from  them  ;  there  (hould  be  a  new  Tribe  of 
Men  mufterM  up  to  ftand  in  their  Room,  and  who,  by  their  Vows  and  Promifcs 
made  to  the  King  in  their  Addrefies,  have  undertaken  to  perform  what  others 
have  the  Con(cience  and  Honefty,  as  well  as  the  Wifdom,  to  refufe  and  decline. 
Nor  are  the  Divifions  amoiig  Proteftants  only  hereby  ^ifsheld  and  maintained, 
but  our  Animofities  and  Rancours  are  both  continued  and  inflamed  :  For  while 
they  of  thd  eftabliftied  Way  are  provoked  and  exafperated  to  fee  all  the  Idghl 
Foundations  both  of  the  Proteftant  Religion  and  their  Church  fubvefted,  wie 
Addrefling  Diflenters  are  emboIdenM  to  revenge  themfelves  upon  the  Nationjj 
Clergy,  in  Terms  of  the  utmoft  Opprofery,  Virulence  and  Reproach,  for  their 
AccefikHi  to  the  Sufferings  which  they  had  endured. 

Surely  it  would  have  been  fiot  only  more  generous,  but  much  moreChriftian, 
and  becoming  good  as  well  as  wife  Mcii,  to  have  made  no  other  Retaliations 
but  thofe  of  Forgivcnefs  and  Pardon  for  the  Injuries  they  had  met  with,  and 
to  have  offered  all  the  Afliftances  they  couki  give  to  their  conformable  Bre- 
thren, for  the  Hemming  and  withftanding  the  Deluge  of  Popery  and  Tyranny 
that  is  impetuoufly  breaking  in  upon  the  Kingdoms.  And  as  this  would  have 
wnited  all  Proteftants  in  Bonds  of  Forbearance  and  Love,  not  to  be  diffolved 
through  yctty  Difierences  about  Difcipline,  Forms  of  Worflrip,  and  a  few  Rites 
and  Ceremonies ;  fo  it  would,  in  the  Senfe  and  Judgment  of  all  Men,  have 
given  them  a  more  trmmphant  Viftory  over  thofe  that  had  been  their  im- 
pfudent  md  peevifli  Enenues,  than  if  they  were  to  enjoy  the  Spoils  of  the 
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conformable  Clergy^  by  being  put  into  Pofloflion  of  their  Cures  and  Benefices^ 
The  Rehtion  I  have  ftood  in  to  the  Diflentiog  Party,  and  the  Kindne^  I  recaia 
for  them  above  all  other,  make  me  heartily  bewaii  their  Jofing  the  faappieft. 
Opportunity  that  was  ever  put  into  their  Hands,  not  only  of  improving  the 
Companion  which  their  Calamities  had  raifed  fi)r  them  in  the  Hearts  of  the  Ge* 
nerality  into  Friendfhip  and  Kindnefs,  but  of  acquiring  fych  a  Merit  upon 
the  Nation,  that  the  utmoft  Favours  which  a  Xfpc  EngUJb  P^oteftant  Parlia- 
ment could  hereafter  have  (hewed  them,  would  hjtve  been  aiscounted  but  flen« 
der  as  well  as  jufV  Recompences.  Nor  cao  I  fcM:bcar  to  £if ,  that  I  had  rather 
have  feen  the  Furnace  of  Afflidlions  made  houer  for  them,  though  it  (hould 
have  been  my  own  Lot  to  be  thrown  into  the  moft  fcorching  Flames, 
than  to  have  beheld  them  guilty  of  thofe  Exccflfes  of  Folly  towards  themfelves, 
and  of  Treachery   to  Religion  and   the  Laws  <A  their  Country,  which  their 

Erefent  Cafe  and  a  (hort  Opportunity  aiforded  tliem  of  acquiring  again,  have 
urried  and  tranfported  fb  many  of  them  into.  It  plainly  appears  with  what 
Afped  upon  our  Religion  the  Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Confcience  was  emitted, 
if  we  do  but  obferve  the  Advantages  the  Papifts  have  already  reaped  by  it. 
How  is  the  whole  Nation  thereupon  not  only  overflowed  with  Swarms  of 
Locufts,  and  all  Places  filled  with  rricfts  and  Jefuits^  but  the  whole  executive 
Power  of  the  Government,  and  all  Preferments  of  Honour,  Intereft  and  Profit, 
are  put  into  Roman  Catholick  Hands  ?  So  that  we  are  not  only  expofed  to  the 
unwearied  and  reftlefs  Importunities  of  Seducers,  but  through  the  Advance- 
ment of  Papifts  to  all  Offices  Civil  and  Military,  if  not  Eccleiiaftic,  the  Co- 
vetous become  bribed,  the  Timorous  tlireatened,  and  the  Prophane  are  baited 
with  Temputions  fuiuble  to  their  Lulls ;  and  they  that  (land  refolved  to  con* 
tlnue  honeft,  are  laid  open  not  only  to  the  bold  Affronts  of  Priefts  and  Friars, 
the  Infolencies  of  petulant  Popifli  Juftices,  the  Chicaneries  and  Oppreflions  of 
the  arbitrary  CommilTion-Court,  but  to  the  Rage  ofhisMajefty,  and  the  Dan* 
ger  of  being  attacked  by  his  armed  Squadrons  :  To  which  may  be  added, 
that  by  the  fame  Prerogative  and  abfolute  Power  that  bis  Majefty  hath  fuf- 
fpended  the  Laws  made  for  the  Proteftion  of  our  Reli^on,  he  may  difable 
and  difpenfe  with  all  the  Laws  by  which  it  is  fet  up  and  eftabliflied.  And  as 
it  will  not  be  more  illegal  and  arbitrary  to  make  void  the  Laws  for  Proteftancy, 
than  to  have  fufpcnded  thofe  againft  Popery ;  fo  I  do  not  fee  how  the  Addrefles, 
that  have  approved  the  one,  can  difaUow  or  condemn  the  other  :  For  the 
King  having  obtained  an  Acknowledgment  of  his  Abfolute  Power,  and  of  his 
Royal  Prerogative,  paramount  to  Laws  on  his  exercifing  it  in  one  Inftance,  it 
now  depends  merely  upon  his  own  Will  (for  any  thing  thefe  Thankfgiving 
Gentlemen  have  to  fay  againft  it)  whether  he  may  not  exert  in  another,  where- 
in they  are  not  likely  to  fifid  fo  much  of  their  Eafe  and  Gain. 

There  is  a  third  Inducement  to  the  emitting  thofe  royal  Papers,  which,  tho* 
ait  the  firft  View  it  may  feem  wholly  to  regard  Foreigners,  yet  ultimately 
terminates  in  the  SubverHon  of  our  Religion  at  home,  and  in  the  King's  putdng 
himfclf  into  a  Condition  of  exercifing  his  Abfolute  Power  in  whatfoever  Afts  he 
pleafeth  over  his  own  Subjeds ;  whether  after  the  French  Falhion,  in  command-* 
mg  them  to  turn  Catholicks,  becaufe  he  will  have  it  fo,  or  after  the  Manner  of 
the  Grand  Seignior,  to  require  them  to  fubmit  their  Necks  to  the  Bow-ftring^ 
becaufe  he  is  jealous  of  them,  or  wants  their  Eftates  to  pay  his  Janizaries.  The 
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ViAuA  Pravifues  are  they  whom  he  bore  a  particular  Spleen  and.  Indignation 
unto  when  he  wds  a  Subjeft,  and  upon  whom  (as  he  is  now  in  the  Throne)  he  re- 
fohm  not  only  to  wreak  all  his  old  Malice,  but  by  conquering  and  fubduing 
them  (if  he  can)  to  ftrengihen  his  Abfolutenefs  over  his  own  People,  and  to  pave 
his  Way  for  overthrowing  the  Proteftant  Religion  in  Great- Britain^  without 
}yii^  open  to  the'Hazardi  that  may  otherwife  attend  ^nd  enfue  upon  the  attempt- 
ing ir»    And  fAOiead  of  expefting  nothing  from  him,  but  what  may  become 
a  braM  and  genefbus  Enemy,  they  ought  to  remember  the  Encours^emehc 
that  he  gavt  herctdlbre  to  two  Variets,  to  burn  that  Part  of  their  Fleet  which 
belonged  to  Amfitridm ;  an  Aftion  as  ignominious  as  fraudulent,  and  that  might 
hare  been  fatal  to  all  the  Provinces,  if  thro'  a  happy  and  feafonable  Dete&ion, 
and  the  Apprchcnfion  of  one  of  the  Mifcreants,  it  had  not  been  prevented.     He 
knows  that  the  States- General  are  not  only  zealous  Aflerters  of  the  Proteftant 
Religion,  but  always  ready  to  afford  a  Sanduary  and  a  Place  of  Refuge  to  chofe 
who,  being  opprcffed  for  the  Profeffion  of  it  elfcwhere,  are   forced  to  forfake 
their^  own  Countries,  and  to  fcek  for  Shelter  and  Relief  in  other  Parts.     And 
as  he  is  not  infenfible,  how  eafy  the  Withdrawment  and  Flight  is  into  thefc 
Provinces,  for  fuch  as  are   perfccuted  in  his  Dominions  \  fo  he  is  aware,  that 
if  Multitudes,  and    efpecially  Men  of  Condition  and  Eftates,  fhould  for  the 
avoiding  his  Cruelty  betake  themfelves  thither,  that  they  would  not  be  un* 
thoughtful  of  all  Ways  and  Means,  whereby  they  might  redeem  their  Country 
from  Tyranny,  and  feftore  themfelves  to  the  quiet  Enjoyment  of  their  Eftates 
and  Liberties  at  home.     But  that  which  moft  enrages  him,  is- the  Figure  which 
the  two  Princes  make  in  that  State  (of  whofe  Succeffion  to  the   Crown  the 
Proteftancs  in  Britain  have  fo  near  a  Profpcft)  and  the  Poft  which  the  Prince 
fiUeth  in  that  Government,  fo  that  he  dare  neither  venture  to  difinherit  them^ 
nor  impofe  upon  them  fuch  Terms  and  Conditions,  as  their  Confciences  will 
not  fuffcr  them  to  comply  with,  while  either  thefc  States  remain  Free,  or  while 
fuch  EngUft)  and  Scots^  as  retain  a  Zeal  for  Religion  and  the  ancient  Laws  and 
Rights  of  their  rcfpeftive  Countries,  can  retreat  thither,  under  Hopes  of  Ad- 
miffion  and  ProteAion.     And  fo  clofely  are  the  Interefts  of  all  Proteftants  in 
England  and  Scotland  woven  and  inlaid  with  the  Intereft   of  tlie  United  Ne» 
Jberlandsj  tAd  fuch  is  the  lingular  Regard  that  both  the  one  and  the  other  bear  to 
the  reformed  Rel^on,  the  Liberty  of  Mankind,  and  their  feveral  Civil  Rights, 
that  it  is  impofllble  for  his  Majefty  to  embark  in  a  Defign  againft  the  one,with- 
out  refolving  at  the  fame  time  upon  the  Ruin  of  the  other.     Neither  will  the 
one  be  able  to  fubfift,  when  once  the  other  is  fubdued  and  enflaved.  As  Philip  11, 
of  Spain  faw  no  Way  fo  compendious  for  the  reftoring  himfelf  to  the  Sove- 
raignty  and  tyrannous  Rule  over  the  Dutcbj  as  the  fubjugating  of  England^  that 
helped  to  fupporr  and  affift  them,    which  was  the  Ground  of  rigging  out  his 
formidable  Armado,  and  of  his  Defign  againft  Engldndxn  1588,  fo  his  Britijb  Ma« 
jefty  thinks  no  Method  fo  expeditious  for  enftaving  his  own  People,  as  endeavouring 
firft  to  fubdue  the  Dutch.     And  as  on  the  one  hand  it  would  be  of  a  threatening 
Confequence  to  Holland^  could  the  King  fubjugate  his  own  People,  extirpate  the 
Proteftant  Religion  out  of  his  Dominions,  and  advance  himfelf  to  a  defpotical 
Power  I  fo  on  the  other  hand,  could  he  conquer  the  Dutch^  we  might  with  the 
greateft  Certainty  date  the  woeful  Fate  of  Britain^  and  the  Lofsof  all  that  is  valu- 
able to  them  as  Men  and  Chriftians,  from  the  fame  Period  of  Time.    They 
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are  like  the  Twins  we  read  of,  whofe  Deftmjr  was  to  live  and  cEe  tocether;  and 
which  ibever  of  the  two  is  deftroyed  firft,  all  the  Hope  and  Conntoit  that  the 
other  can  pretend  unto  is,  to  be  laft  devoared.  Now  after  the  Advances  which 
his  Majefty  hath  noade  towards  the  enHavmg  his  SubjeAs,  and  the  iiibverting 
the  reformed  Religion  in  his  Kingdoms,  he  finds  it  neceflary  before  he  ventures 
to  give  the  laft  and  fatal  Stit>ke  at  home,  and  to  enter  upon  the  plenary  Ezer- 
cife  of  his  Abiblute  Power,  in  laying  Parliaments  wholly  afide,  in  cancelling 
all  Laws,  to  make  way  for  royal  Edidts  or  Declarations  of  the  Complexion 
of  the  former,  and  in  commanding  us  to  tvm  Rmmin  CathoKcks,  or  to  be  dra<- 
gocm'd ;  I  fay,  he  thinks  it  needful  before  he  proceeds  to  thefe,  to  try  whether 
he  can  ftibdue  and  conquer  the  Dnicb^  and  thereby  remove  all  Hope  of  Shelter, 
Relief,  Comfort,  and  Af&ftance  from  his  own  People,  when  he  fliall  after- 
wands  fall  upon  them.  And  how  much  foever  the  Court  endeavours  Co  con- 
ceal itsDefign,  and  ftrives  to  compliment  the  States^eneral  into  a  Confi- 
dence that  all  Alliances  between  them  and  the  Crown  of  England  (hall  be 
maintained  and  prefcrved ;  yet  they  not  only  fpeak  their  Intentions  by  leve- 
tal  open  and  vifible  Anions,  but  fome  of  them  cannot  forbear  to  tell  it,  when 
their  Blood  is  heated,  and  their  Heads  warmed  with  a  liberal  Glafs,  and  a  lufty 
Proportion  of  Wine.  Thence  it  was  that  a  governing  Papift  lately  told  a 
Gentleman,  after  they  had  drank  hard  together,  ^boi  ibeyhadfime  Work  in  Eng- 
land that  would  employ  tbem  a  link  Ttnu^  but  when  tbat  uas  oifer  tbey  would 
makt  tb€  Dutch  fiy  to  tbe  End  of  tbe  Worlds  to  find  a  rejting  Place.  Delenda 
eft  Cartbago  is  engraven  upon  their  Hearts,  as  being  that  without  which  Rome 
cannot  arrive  at  the  univerfal  Monarchy  that  it  afpires  after.  It  was  upon  a 
formed  Defign  of  War  a^nft  the  United  Provinces^  that  the  Kii^  hath  for 
thefe  two  Years  ftirred  up  and  incited,  as  well  as  countenanced  and  pnoted* 
ed  the  Jlgerines  in  their  Pyracies,  that  through  dieir  weakening  and  fpoiiing 
the  Dutch  befove-hand,  it  may  be  the  more  eafy  Matter  for  fami  to  fubdue 
them,  when  he  (hall  think  fit  to  begin  his  Hoftilities.  'Tis  in  order  to  this, 
that  he  hath  entred  into  new  and  Secret  Alliances  with  other  Printxs,  the  Par- 
port  of  which  is  boldly  taUt'd  of  in  Lendon^  but  wliether  beltevied  at  the  Hague 
I  cannot  tell.  For  as  Monf.  Barrillon  and  Monf  Bonrepo^s  pre(eot  Traoiadiooa 
at  Whitehall  rthit  to  (bmething  el(e  than  merely  to  the  Affair  cf  Hndjim^s-Bayi 
fo  Prince  George^s  Errand  to  Denrnari  is  of  more  Importance  than  a  bare 
Vifit,  or  a  naked  Compliment  to  his  Brother.  'Tis  upon  this  Dcfign  that  all 
that  great  Marine  Preparation  hath  been  fo  long  making  in  the  fcvcral  Ports  of 
Englandy  but  to  the  hindering  the  Execution  whereof  fome  unexpefted  and  not 
forcfeen  Accidents  have  interpofed.  And  it  is  in  Subfcrviency  not  to  be 
diiquieted  at  home,  while  he  is  carrying  on  this  holy  War  abroad,  tbat  the 
Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Confcience  in  England,  and  the  Proclamation  for  a 
Toleration  in  Scotland,  are  granted  and  publifticd.  'Tis  well  enough  known 
that  after  the  French  King  had,  anwng  many  other  Severities  cxercifed 
againft  Protectants,  ms^c  them  mcapahk  of  Employments  and  Commands, 
yet  to  avoid  the  Coniequences  that  might  have  enfucd  thereupon,  while  he  was 
engaged  in  War  againft  the  Emperor,  the  King  of  Spain,  and  the  States  of 
Holland,  and  to  have  tbe  Aid  of  his  reformed  Subjeds,  he  not  only  intermitted 
and  d^ated  in  many  Rigours  towards  them,  hxxi'inAnno  1674.  leftored  them 
to  a  Capacity  of  being  employed  and  preferred.    Aad  that  J^is  did  not  tLtm

()om  any  Cbmpaffion^  Tendejrnefs^  or  Good-will  towards  them,  his  Carriage 
{ince  the  Iflue  of  that  War,  and  the  miferable  Condition  he  hath  reduced 
them  unto^  fufficiently  teftif^  and  declare.  Nor  can  we  forget,  that  the  late 
King,  after  a  rigorous  Execution  of  the  Penal  Laws  for  feveral  Years  againft 
Difienters,  being  to  enter  into  an  unjuft  War  againft  the  United  Provinces^ 
AnnB  1672,  not  only  forbore  all  Proceedings  of  that  Kind,  but  publiflied  a 
Declaration  for  fufpending  the  Execution  ef  all  thofe  Laws,  and  for  allowing 
them  Liberty  of  affembling  to  worftiip  God  in  their  fcparate  Meetings,  without 
being  hindered  or  difturbed.  What  Principle  that  proceeded  from,  and  to  what 
End  it  was  calculated,  appeared  in  his  Behaviour  to  them  afterwards,  when  nei- 
ther the  Danger  the  Nation  was  in  from  the  Papifts,  nor  the  Application  of  &• 
veral  Parliaments,  could  prevail  for  Lenity  towards  them,  much  lefs  for  a  legal 
Repeal  of  thofe  impolitic  and  unreafonable  Statutes.  Nor  does  the  prefent 
Indulgence  flow  from  any  Kindnefs  to  Fariaticks ;  but  it  is  only  an  Artifice  to 
ftiflc  their  Difcontents,  and  to  procure  their  Affiftance  for  the  deftroying  of 
a  foreign  Proteftant  State.  And  it  may  not  be  unworthy  of  Obfcrvation,  that 
as  the  Declaration  of  Indulgence,  Anno  1672,  bore  Date  much  about  the  fame 
Time  with  the  Declaration  of  War  againll  the  Dutch ;  fo  at  the  very  Seafoii 
that  his  prefent  Majefty  emitted  his  Declaration  for  Liberty  of  Confciencc, 
there  were  Commiflions  of  Reprifal  prepared  and  ready  to  be  granted  to  the 
EngUJb  Eafl 'India  Company  againft  tht  Hollanders^  but  which  were  fupprefled 
upon  the  Court's  finding  that  they  whom  the  fufpending  the  Execution  of  fo 
many  Laws,  and  the  granting  fuch  Liberties,  Rights  and  Immunities  to  the 
Papifts,  had  difgufted  and  provoked,  were  far  more  numerous,  and  their  Re- 
fentments  more  to  be  apprehended,  than  they  were,  whofe  Murmurings  and 
Difcontents  they  had  filenced  and  allayed  by  the  Liberty  that  was  granted^ 
Now  as  it  will  be  at  this  Conjundhire,  when  the  Proteftant  Intereft  is  fo  low 
in  the  World,  and  the  reformed  Religion  is  in  fo  great  Danger  of  being  de- 
ilroyed,  a  moft  wicked  as  well  as  an  imprudent  A£t,  to  contribute  Help  and 
Aid  to  the  fubjugating  a  People,  that  are  the  chief  Protedors  of  the  Pro- 
teftant  Religk>n  that  are  left,  and  almoft  the  only  Aflerters  of  the  Rights  and 
Liberties  of  Mankind  ^  fo  it  may  fill  the  Addreffers  with  Confufion  and  Shame» 
that  they  fhould  have  not  only  juftified  an  Aft  of  his  Majefty,  that  is  plainly 
defigned  to  fuch  a  mifchievous  End,  but  that  they  ftiould,  by  the  Promifes  and 
Vows  that  they  have  made  him,  have  embolden'd  his  Majefty  to  continue  his 
Purpofes  and  Refolutions  of  a  War  againft  the  Dutch  ;  which  as  it  muft  be 
funeftous  and  fatal  to  the  Proteftant  Caufe,  in  cafe  he  fhould  profper  and  fuc- 
eeed  5  fo  however  it  fhould  ifTue,  yet  the  AddrefTers,  who  have  done  what  in 
them  lies  to  give  Encouragement  unto  it,  will  be  held  Betrayers  of  the  Pro- 
teftant Religion  both  abroad  and  at  home,  and  judged  guilty  of  ail  the  Blood  of 
thofe  of  the  fame  Faith  with  them,  that  fhall  be  fhed  in  this  Quarrel. 

That  Liberty  ought  to  be  allowed  to  Men  inMatters  of  Religion,  is  noPlea  where- 
by the  King's  giving  it  in  an  illegal  and  arbitrary  Manner,  can  be  maintained  and 
juftified.  Since  ever  I  was  capable  of  exercifing  any  diftinft  and  coherent  Afts 
of  Reafon,  I  have  been  always  of  that  Mind,  that  none  ought  to  be  perfecuted 
for  their  Coniciences  towards  God  in  Matters  of  Faith  and  Worfhip :  Nor  is 
It  one  (tf  thofe  Things  that  lie  under  the  Power  of  the  Sovereign  and  Legifla- 
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tive  Authority,  to  grant  or  not  to  grant ;  but  it  is  a  Right  fettled  upon  Man- 
kind,  antecedent  to  all  civil  Conftitutions  and  human  Laws,  having  its  Foun- 
dation in  the  Law  of  Nature,  which  no  Prince  or  State  can  le^'timately  vio- 
late and  infringe.  The  Magiftrate,  as  a  civil  Officer,  can  pretend  or  claim  no 
Power  over  a  .People,  but  what  be  either  derives  from  the  Divine  Charter, 
wherein  God  the  fupreme  Inftitutor  of  Magiftracy  has  chalked  out  the  Duty 
of  Rulers  in  general,  or  what  the  People,  upon  the  Brft  and  original  Stipula- 
tion, are  foppofed  to  have  given  him  in  order  to  the  Proteftion,  Peace,  and 
Profperity  of  the  Society.  But  as  it  does  no  where  appear,  that  God  hath  given 
any  ftich  Power  to  GcvernorSj  feeing  all  the  Revelations  in  ihc  Scripture,  as  well 
as  all  the  Diftatcs  of  i^ature,  fpeak  a  contrary  Language,  fo  neither  can  the  Peo- 
ple, upon  their  chufing  fuch  a  one  to  be  their  Ruler,  be  imagined  to  transfer  and 
veft  fuch  a  Power  in  him,  for  as  much  as  they  cannot  diveft  thcmfelves  of  a 
Pbwer,  no  more  than  of  a  Right  of  believing  Things,  as  they  arrive  with  a  Cre- 
dibility to  their  feverai  and  refpedive  Underilanding^.  As  it  is  in  no  Man^s 
Power  to  believe  as  he  will,  but  only  as  he  fees  Caufe ;  fo  it  is  the  xno{t  irra- 
tional Imagination  in  the  World,  to  think  they  Ihould  transfer  a  Right  to  him 
whom  they  have  chofen  to  govern  them,  of  punilhing  them  for  what  it  is  not  in 
their  Power  to  help.  Nor  can  any  thing  be  plainer,  than  that  God  has  referved 
the  Empire  over  Confcience  to  himfelf,  and  that  he  hath  circumfcribed  the 
Power  of  all  human  Governors  to  Things  of  a  civil  and  inferior  Nature.  And 
Jiad  God  conveyed  a  Right  unto  Magiftrates  of  commanding  Men  to  be  of  this 
or  that  Religion,  and  that  becaufe  they  are  (b,  and  will  have  others  to  be  of 
their  Mind,  it  would  foIk)W  that  the  People  may  conform  to  whatfoever  they 
require,  tho*  by  all  the  Lights  of  Scnfc,  Reafon,  and  Revelation,  they  are  con- 
vinced of  the  Falfhoodof  it ;  feeing  whatfoever  the  Sovereign  rightfully  com- 
mands, the  Subjeds  may  lawfully  obey.  But  tho'  the  perfecuting  People  for 
Matters  of  mere  Religion  be  repugnant  to  the  Light  of  Nature,  inconfiftent  with 
the  fundamental  Maxims  of  Reaibn,  diredlly  contrary  to  the  Temper  and  Genius 
as  well  as  to  the  Rules  of  the  Gofpel,  and  not  only  againft  the  Safety  and  Inte- 
reft  of  Civil  Societies,  but  of  a  Tendency  to  fill  them  wich  Confution,  and  to 
arm  Subjefts  to  the  cutting  oneanother's  Throats  j  yet  Governors  may  both  deny 
Liberty  to  thofe  whofe  Principles  oblige  them  to  dcftroy  thofe  that  are  not  of 
their  Mind,  and  may  in  fome  meafure  regulate  the  Liberty  which  they  vouchfafe 
to  others,  whofe  Opinions,  tho'  they  do  not  think  them  dangerous  to  the  Peace  of 
the  Community,  yet  through  judging  thrm  erroneous  and  falfe,  they  conceive  to 
be  dangerous  to  the  Souls  of  Men.  As  there  is  a  vaft  Difference  betwixt  tole- 
rating a  Religion,  and  approving  the  Religion  that  is  tolerated  i  fo  what  a  Go- 
vernment doth  not  approve,  but  barely  permits  and  fuffers,  may  be  brought 
under  RcftriAions  as  to  Time,  Place  and  Number  of  thofe  profeffing  it,  that 
(hall  aflemble  in  one  Meeting  ;  which  it  were  an  Indecency  to  extend  to  thofe 
of  the  juftified  and  eftablifhed  Way.  Now  whatfoever  Reftridions  or  Regula- 
tions are  enaded  and  ordained  by  the  Legiflative  Authority,  in  reference  to  Re- 
ligion, or  Religious  Aflemblies,  they  are  nottobeftopt,  difabled,  or  fufpend- 
ed  but  by  the  fame  Authority  that  enaded  and  ordained  them.  The  King 
fays  very  truly,  thai  Conjcienct  ought  not  to  he  eonftraimd^  nor  People  forced  in 
Meters  of  mere  Religion  i  but  it  does  not  from  hence  follow  (unleis  by  the  Logic 
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tXffhitebdl)  that  without  the  Concurrence  of  a  Parlument  he  flibuld  fufpend  and 
difpenfe  with  the  Laws,  and  by  a  pretended  Prerogative  relieve  any  from  what 
they  are  obnoxious  unto  by  the  Statutes  of  the  Realm.    His  faying,  that  the 
forcing  People  in  Matters  of  Rejigion  fpoils  Trade^  depopulates  Couniriesj  di/- 
4ouragetb  Stranger s^  and  anfauers  not  the  End  of  bringing  all  to  an  Uniformity  for 
which  it  is  empUyed^  would  do  well  in  a  Speech  to  the  Houfes  of  Parliament, 
to  perfuade  them  to  repeal  fome  certain  Laws,  or  might  do  well  to  determioe 
hi§  Majefty  to  aflfent  to  fuch  Bills  as  a  Parliament  nwiy  prepare  and  offer,  for  re- 
Jieving  Perfons  in  Matters  of  Confcience  ;  but  it  does  not  ferve  for  what  it  is 
alledged,  nor  can  it  warrant  his  fufpending  the  Laws  by  his  fingle  Authority. 
And  by  the  way,  I  know  when  thefe  very  Arguments  were  not  only  defpifed 
by  his  Majefty,  and  ridiculed  by  thofe  who  took  their  Cue  from  Court,  and  had 
Wit  to  do  it,  as  by  the  prefent  Biihop  of  Oxford^  in  a  very  ill-natured  Book 
called  EccUJiaftical  Polity  ;  but  when  the  daring  to  have  mentioned  them,  would 
have  provoked  the  then  Duke  of  Tork^s  Indignation,  and  have  expofed  the  Party 
that  did  it  to  Difcountenance  and  Difgrace.     The  Queftion  is  not,  what  is  con- 
venient to  be  done  in  fome  Meafureand  Degree,  and  in  reference  to  thofe  whofe 
Religion  does  not  oblige  them  to  deftroy  all  that  differ  from  them,  when  they 
have  Opportunity  for  it ;  but  the  Point  in  Debate  is,  who  hath  the  legal  Power 
of  doing  it,  and  of  fixing  it's  Bounds  and  Limits.     It  was  never  pretended  that 
the  Kli%  jought  to  be  (but  out  from  a  Share  in  fufpending  and  repealing  Laws  ; 
but  that  the  foje  Right  of  doing  it  b^l9ngs  to  him,  is  what  cannot  be  allowed, 
without  changing  the  Conftitution,  and  placing  the  whole  Legiflative  Authority 
in  his  Majefty.     And  as  it  is  an  Ufurpation  in  the  King  to  challenge  .it,  and  a 
<  Treachery  in  Engli/b  Subjedls  to  acknowledge  it ;    fo  the  loconveniences,  that 
this  or  that  Party  are  ia  the  mean  time  expofed  unto,  through  the  Laws  re- 
.  Knatning  in  Forcc,are  rather  to  be  endured,  than  that  a  Power  of  giving  Eafe  and 
Relief  (farther  than  by  Connivance)  ibould  be  confefled  to  refide  in  any  one,  in 
whom  the  Laws  of  the  Community  have  not  placed  it.     'Tis  better  to  undergo 
Hardfhips  under  the  Execution  of  unjuft  Laws,  than  be  releafed  from  ourTroubks 
by  a  Power  ufurped  over  all  Laws  :  For  by  the  one,  the  Meafures  of  Govern- 
ment, as  well  as  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  a  Nation,  aredeftroyed  ;  where- 
as by  theother,  only  a  Part  of  the  People  are  afBidled  and  unduly  dealt  with* 
While  we  are  governed  by  Laws,  tho*  feveral  of  them  may  be  unjuft  and  in- 
convenient, yet  we  are  under  a  Security  as  to  all  other  Things  which  thofe  Laws 
have  not  made  liable  ^  but  when  we  fall  under  an  unlimited  Prerogative  and  Ab- 
.  foiute  Power,  we  have  no  longer  a  Title  uoto,  or  a  Hedge  about  any  thing, 
.  but  all  lies  open  to  the  Luft  and  Pleafureof  him  in  whom  we  have  owned  that 
Power  to  be  feated.     A  Liberty  is  what  Difienters  have  a  Right  to  claim,  and 
which  the  Legtflative  Authority  is  bound  by  the  Rules  of  Juftice  and  Duty,  as 
well  as  by  Principles  of  Wifdom  and  Difcretion,  to  grant :  And  I  am  furry,  that 
while  they  ftood  fo  fair  to  obtain  it  in  a  legal  and  parliamentary  way,  any  of 
them,  by  acknowledging  a  Right  in  another  to  give  it,  and  that  in  a  Manner  fo 
fubverfive  of  the  Authority  of  Parliament,  (hould  have  rendered  themfelves  un- 
worthy to  receive  it  from  them,  to  whom  the  Power  of  beftowing  it  does  belong. 
.Not  but  that  a  Toleration  will  be  always  due  to  their  Principles,  but  I  know 
jK)t  whether  the  particular  Men  of  thofe  Principles,  who  have  by  their  Addreffcs 
betrayed  the  Kingdom,  may  not  come  to  be  judged  to  have  forfeited  all  Share

Laws  rek^ing  to  the  Odths  of  AQegknoe  and  Supremacy,  und  ihc  Scatotes 
which  enjoin  the  Tefts,  of  whofc  Execution  we  never  moie  wanted  *thB  Be-

Aiid  all  that  the  Addrdlefs  woiifd^then  reap  by  theOcclanrtiony  wonkl 
1>c  to  Undergo  the  furious  Effcfts  of  brutal  *age  ^n  their "Perfeeutors,  tttii 
to  be  unpiticd  bjr  the  Kingdom,  and  unlamemed  by  their  FeHow  Ptoteftancs. 
nOr  Ibeuid  his  Majefty,  in  Favour  to  his  good  'Gatholfiks,  reTolve  againft  the 
meeting  of  a  Parlhmertt,  or  to  adjourn  and  prorogue  them,  whcnfoevcrhc 
fhail  *ftnd,  that  in  Read  of  confirming  what  he  hath  ^onc^  they  ^Biall  make 
null  his  Declaration,  vote  his  pretended  Prerogative  illegal  and  arbitrary,  and 

ITall  Upon  thofe  niercenaTy  and  perjured  Vaiafns,  who  have  ^allowed  hrma 
'Power  tranfcendcnt  to  Law  ;  yet  even  upon  that  Supp*fal,  •  which 'is  the  belt 
thatcAn  be  made  to  ^ppprt  Mens  Hopes  in  the  Contmuancc  t>f  the  prefent 
"Dberly,  The  ProteftantT)iflcnters  would  have  but  "flcnder  Security,  ^!1  *the 
Tenure  they  have  ^or  the  Duration  'of  their  Freedom  being  ortiy  precarious, 
and  dependinK^meitel^  upon  the  ^King's  Word  and  Promife,  ii4wcb  theref  ^is 
fmall  GrdUrtdttf  rely  upon.

preffeth)  but  in  order  to  fome  Defign.     But  what  need  other  Proof  of  the 
Fallacioufnefs  of  the  two  royal  Papers,  and  that  no  Proteftant  can  re^foMbly 
dei>end  upon  the  royal  Word  there  laid  to  pledge  for  the  Cootimwtioii  ef 
their  Liberty,  than  to  look  into  thefe  two  Papers  tbemfelves«  wl^re  we  ifaatt.

Sincerity,  and  awaken  us  to  a  juft  Jeabufy,  that  the  Liberty  and  Tolmnofi 
granted  by  them  are  intended  to  be  of  no  long  Standing  and  Duration.  «  Fot  : 
while  he  is  pleafed  to  tell  us.  That  the  granting  his  Subjeds  the  free  Uie  Of . 
their  Religion  for  the  Time  to  come,  is  an  Addition  to  the  perfeA  EnjoynMnt^ 
of  their  Property,  which  has  never  been  invaded  by  his  Majofty  flnee  his^ 
coming  to  the  Crown  \  he  doth  in  EfRwft  fay^  that  bis  Fidelity,  Truth,  and ' 
Integrity,  in  what  he  grants  in  reference  to  Religion,  is  to  be  meafurtd  and 
Judged,  by  the  Verity  that  i$  in  what  he  tells  us,  as  to  the  never  having  in- 
vaded our  Property.     And  that  I  may  borrow  an  Expreffion  from  Mr.  Alfip^ 
and  to'  no  lefs  a  PerfoRr  than  the  King  himfelf,  namely.  That  thpi^h  we  pre* 
tend  to  no  reined  Intelleftuals,  nor  prefume  tp  philoibphife  upon  Myfterlies 
of  Government,    yet  we, make  fome  Pretence  to  the  Senfe  of  feeling,  and  ; 
whatever  our  JJulnefs  be*  can  difccrn  between  what  is  exacted  of  us  accord- 
ing to  Law,  and  what  we  are  rob'd  of  by  an  Exercife  of  Arbitrary  Power. 
For  Apt  to  infill  upon  the  violent  Seizure  of  Mcn*s  Goods,  by  Officers  aswdi 
as^ Soldier^  in  all  Parts,  of  England^  which  looks  like  an  Invafion  upon  the 
Pfopeirtjes  b^  nor  to  dwell  upon  his  keeping  an  Army  on  faot*\ 

iii^ime  o^^Peace^^againll  the  Authority,  as  well  as  without  the  CouniJcnaiiceVV 
ot\A9^  whi£n  our  Anceftors  would  have  ftiled  an  Inva(ion  upon  the'wkofe^)

For  1^  circumlcribing  the  Toleration  in  Scotkud  to 
fiidi  ^refbyterians  as  hi  (tiles  moderate,  k  not  only  a  taking  it  ofif  from 
its  true  Bottom,  Matters  of  mere  Stelkion,  add  a  founding  it.  upon  an  inter- 
iial  Qwlity.of  the  iVlind  that  is  not  difceniable,  but  it  implies  the  telervinj;

arbitrary  and  prerogadve  Papers^    I  fl^U  not  enter  opopi  any  bng  Difcourie 
concerning  thtsnew'Prafticeof  addrefling  '\n  gentral,  it  laving  been  done  elfe- 
where  fome  Years  ago,  but  I  (hall  only  briefly  mcimate,  that  it  was  never  in 
fafliion,  unlefi  under  a  weak  and  {M-Qcarious  Government,     or  under  one 
that  fook  illegal  Courfes,  and  purfued  a .  difl^rent  lotcteft  from   that  of  the 
cPeople  and  Community.  ;  As  he  who  rujieth  according  to  the  ftanding  Laws 
of  a  Country  over  which  he  is  fet  needs  not  feck  for  an  Approbation  of  hia 
Actions  from  a  Part  of  his  Subjefts,  the  Legality  of  hiis  Proceedings  bcit%  the 
beft  Juftification  of  him  that  governs,  and  giving  the  trucft  Satisfaction  to  them 
liiat  are  mled ;  fo  he  who  enjoys  the  Love  of  all  his  People  needs  not  look 
ferPromifes  of  being  affifted,  ftood  by,  and  defended  by  any  one  Party  or  Faction 
among  them,  there  being  none  fi-om  whom  be  can  have  the  leaft  Apprehenfioq 
of  Oppofition  and  Danger.    It  was  the  Want  of  a  legal  Title  in  Olivn'  Cromwcl 
and  his  Son  Richard  to  the  Government,  that  Brft  begot  this  Device  of  Addrefs.* 
ing,  and  brought  it  upon  the  Stage  in  thefe  BrUiJb  Nations ;  and  it  was  the 
arbitrary  Proceedings  of  the  late  King,  as  it  is  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  and  their 
aAtng  upon  a  diftinfl  Bottom  from  that  of  the  Three  Kingdoms,  that  hath  re« 
▼tvbd  and  does  continue  it.    Nor  is  there  any  thing  that  hath  render*d  thofe 
two  Princes  more  contemptible  Abroad,  and  proclaimed  them  weaker  at  Home^ 
than  their  recurring  unto  add  foliciting  the  Flatteries  and  Aid  of  the  Mer- 
cenary, Timorous,  Servile,  and  for  low  and  perfonal  Ends  biafied  Fart  of  theii: 
jSubjeds,  and  thereby  telling  the  World,  that  neither  the  Generality  nor  the 
moft  Honourable,  of  their  People  have  been  united  in  their  Intereft,  nor  approve 
t>f  the  Counfek  that  have  been  ukm  an4  purCbed.     And  if  any  thing  did  ever 
caft  a  Difliondur  upon  the  Eng^ifi  Nation^  it  hath  been  thatloathfome  Flattery, 
and'flavifli  SyMpbancy,  wh^ewith  the  Addrtflers  both,  now,  and  for  fome 
Years  paft  have  ftuffed  their  Applications  to  the  two  royal  Brothers.    The 
ThitMie,  that  is  foftained  and  upheld  by  the  Pillars  of  Law  and  Juftice,  need  not 
to  hew  out  unto  icfel£ other  Supporters,  nor  lean  upon  the  crooked  and  weak  Stiles 
<tf  the  Infignificanr,  and  for  the  moft  Partdeceittul  as  well  as  bnbed  Vows  of  a 
Sort  of  Men,  wh6  will  be  as  ready,  upon  the  leaft  Difguft,  to  cry  Crucify  to- 
morrow, as  they  were,  for  bejng  gratified  (it  may  be  in  their  Lu(&,  Humours, 
and  Revenges,  and  at  the  beft  in  fome  feparate  Concern)  to  cry  Hofannd. 
I  fliall  decline  profecutiog  what  concerns  the  Honour  or  Difhonour  of  him 
CO  whom  the  Addrd&s  are  made,   or  how  politic  or  impolitic  the  counte- 
jumcing  and  encourage  them  is ;  and  (hall  apply  myfelf  to  this  new  Set  of 
Addreflers,   and  endeavour  to  fhew  how  fooUlhlyas  well  as  criminally  they 
have  a£ted.     Nor  is  it  an  Argument  either  of  their  Prudence  or  Honefty,  or 
of  their  aAing  with  any  Confiftency  to  themfelves,  that  having  fo  feverely  in- 
ireighed  agamft  the  Addreffes  that  were  in  Fafhion  a  few  Years  ago,   and 
having  fattened  all  the  Imputations  and  Reproaches  upon  thofe  that  were  ac- 
ceflary  to  chenv  whkh  that  Rank  of  Addreflers  could  be  fuppofed  to  have  de*. 
ierved,  they  now  efpoufe  the;  Practice  which  they  had  condemned,  and  in  re- 
ference to  as  arbisrary  and  an  uojuftifiable  an  Aft  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  as  the 
moft  illegal  one  the  hte  King  was  guilty  of,  <x  the  worft  Exercife  of  Prero- 

Stive,  for  which  aiw  heretdbre  either  commended  or  promifed  to  ftand  by 
n.    For  though  tne  Mhtter  and  Subjeft  of  the  arbitrary  A61t  of  him  Itow 
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jtoon  th^  Tiifone  be  iKtf »  ai  to  overy  Brattch  of  if,  fo  puUicIfJy  jCcaodalous  as 
(ome  <?<^^«  aifeiorary  Pmceedliaes  Qf.lJie.l«W  King  wcrc^  as  relatifig  to  a  Favour 
,A;:h  Mai^nd  hath  ajuft  Claim  uriCOkyec  il  is.every  y^ay.  as  illegal,  being  ia 
feference  tO:a  Privilc^  whiiph.hi3.M^ity  hath  no  Authority,  to  grant  and  be^* 
item  :  And  were  it  not  that  theie  are  oiany  Diifenters,  who  preferve  themiclves 
innocent  at  this  Juni^tire,  and  upon  whoQi  the  Temptation,  that  is  adofiinifler'd 
makes  no  Impr^on,  the  World  have  juft  Ground  to  fay  xhat  the  Fanatick/s 
are  not  governed  by  Brineiples,  but  that  the  Meafures  they  walk  by  are  what 
condtice  to  their  private  and  perfonal  ficnefitf  or  what  lie  in  a  Tendency  to 
their  Lofs  and  Prejudice  ;  and  that  it.  was  not  the  late  King's:  ufurping  and 
exerting  an  arbitrary  and  illegal  Power  that  offended  them,  but  that  they 
were  not  the  Objefts  01  whofe  Favour  it  was  exercifed,  'Tis  alfo  an  Aggrava* 
tion  of  their  Folly  as  well  as  their  Offence,  that  they  (hould  revive  a  Pradlice 
which  the  Nation  was  grown  afliamed  of,  and  whereof  they  who  .had  been  guilty 
began  to  repent,  thro'  having  fef;n  that  all  the  former  Declarations,  Afiurances, 
and  Promifes  of  the  Royal  Braither^,  ^^hi^h  tempted  to  Applications  of  that 
Kind,  were  but  fo  many  Juggles,  peculiar^to  the  late  Breed  of  the  Family,  for 
the  deceiving  of  Mankind  \  and  that  never  one  of  them  was  performed  and 
made  gpod.  But  the  Tranfgreflk>n  as  well  as  the  Imprudence  of  the  prefent 
Addreffers  is  yet  the  greater,  and  they  are  the  nriore  criminal  and  inexcufeable 
before  God  and  Men,  in  that  they  might  hay^.  enJQyed  all  the  Benefits  of  the 
King's  Declaration,  without  acknowledging  the  Juftice  of  the  Authority  by 
which  it  was  granted,  or  making  themfeives  thp  Scorn  and  Contempt  of  all  that 
are  truly  hpneft  and  wife,  by  their  fervile  Adulations  and  their  gratulatpry 
Scribbles,  unbecoming  Ehglijbmen  and  Proteftants. 

They  had  no  more  to  do  but  to  continue  their  Meeting9»  as  they  had  fome- 
time  heretofore  ufed  to  do,  without  taking  notice  that  the  prefent  Sufpenfion 
of  the  Laws  made  their  affembling  together  more  fafe,  and  freed  them  from  the 
Apprefaenfion  of  Fines  and  Imprifonments  :  Nor  could  the  King,  how  much  fo* 
ever  difpleafed  with  fuch  a  Condudt,  have  at  this  Time  .ventured  upon  the  ex^ 
prefling  Difpleafure  againft  them  i  feeing  as  that  would  have  been  both  to  have 
proclaimed  his  Hypocrify,  in  faying  thai  Confiience  ot^bi  Mi  to  be  confiramei^ 
nor  People  forced  in  Matters  of  mere  Religion^  and  a  Difcovering  the  vill»nouB 
Defign  in  Subferviency  to  which  the  Declaration  had  be«n  ^mitc^d  v  ib  it.wqrenoc 
poflible  for  him,  after  what  he  hath  publi(hed,^toifiBgle  out  the  Difleoters  frotti 
amongft  other  Proteflants :  And  to  fall  upon  all,  before  Matters lare  morp.ripe  for 
it,  might  be  a  Means  of  the  Abortion  of  all  his  Popiih  Pr(^e<3;ions,  and  of  laving 
the  whole  Reformed  Intereft  in  Great-Britain.  Neithc|-  would  the  Church  of 
England  Men  have  envied  their  Tranquillity,  or  have  blamed^  their  Carriage  ,5 
but  would  have  been  glad  that  their  Brethren  had  been  <;afQd  from .  Oppreffions, 
and  themfeives  delivered  ftx>m  the  griavous  and  di(bonoui^bI%  Taik  di-  prose- 
cuting them,  which  they  had  formerly  been  fcx-ced  unto  by  Court  InjunAions  and 
Commands.  And  as  they  would  have  by  a  Conduct  of  this  Nature  had  all  the 
Freedom  which  they  now  enjoy,  without  the  Guilt  and  Reproach  which  they 
have  derived  upon  themfeives  by  Addrefling-,  fo  fuch  a  Carriage. wo«kl  have 
wonderfully  recommended  them  to  the  Favour  of  a  trve  Engi^h  2ti^fMtM,% 
which  as  it  will  fee  Caufeto  condemn  the  King's  ufprping  a  Power  9f.fu(- 
pending  the  Laws,  and  to  make  void  his  Declar^i^o^  (q  jq  Gratitude  to  Dif-* 
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feiuers  fbr  fuch  a  Behaviour^  a»  weH  m  in  Pity  Md  CMipaiKoyi  to  tttcHi  43  g^^ 
lijb  Protcftams,  fuch  1  Parliament  wduld  AOt  fait  to  do^an  it  cM)d,  to  gi>^  ^^^ 
Relief  in  a  legal  Way :  Whereji  if  any  thing  iftfliif^  and  mrafperate  the  ^t^ 
don  to  revive  their  Sufferings,  it  will  arife  front  a  Refrntment  o9  the  unworthy 
and  treacherous  Carriage  of  fo  many  of  them,  in  thi»  trifiica)  and  dangerous 
Junfture.  But  the  Terms^  which  thr6*  their  Addreffing  they  have  owned  the 
receiving  their  Liberty  and  Indulgence  upon,  does  in  a  peculiar  Manner  enhance 
their  Guilt  againft  God  and  their  Couhcry^and  (Irangely  addii  to  the  Difguft  and 
vAnger,  which  the  Loven  of  Religion  and  ihe  Laws  df  die  Nation  have  conceived 
againft  them  :  For  it  is^  not  dnl^  upon  (he  AckrtovC^Iedgment  of  aPrerogatiib  iti 
the  King  over  the  Laws,  that  ihey  have  recdived  and  now  h*ld  their  Liberty  j 
but  it  is  upon  the  Condition,  that  nofbing  hi  ffiaebed  6r  kLUgbi  Offiongfi  tbem  that 
may  any  ways  tend  to  alienate  the  Hearts  of  tie  People  from  his  Majijty^s  Perfon 
mnd  Government.  He  mud  be  of  an  Underftamfing  very  near  alRed  unto  and 
approaching  to  that  of  an  Iriftman^  who  does  not  know  what  the  Court  Senfe  of 
that  Claofe  is;  and  that  his  Majefty  thereby  intends,  that  they  are  not  to  pteach 
againft  Pbpery,  nor  fet  forth  the  -Doftrines  of  the  Homtfh  Church  in  Terms 
that  may  prevent  the  People  being  infcifled  by  them,  much  lefs  in  Cblours  that 
may  render  them  hated  and  abhorred.  To  accufe  the  King's  Rerigion  of  Idolatry^ 
or  to  affirm  the  Church  of  Rome  to  be  the  Apocalyptic  Bahylon^  and  to  re- 
prefent  the  Articles  of  the  Tridentim  Faith  as  faithful  Minifters  of  Chrift  pogbt 
tt>  do,  would  be  accounted  alienating  the  Hearts  of  their  Hearers  from  the  King 
mud  his  Government  1  which  as  they  are  in  the  aibrefaid  Claufe  rec^oired  not  to 
dot,  fb  they  have  by  their  Addreffing  confeflfed  the  Juffice  of  tihe  Terms,  aild 
have  undertaken  to  hold  their  liberty  by  that  Tenor.  And  tb  give  th^m  their 
Due,  they  have  been  very  faithful  hitherto,  in  conforming  to  what  the  King  ex- 
adls,  and  in  obferving  what  themfeives  have  af&nted  to  the  Equity  of :  For  not- 
wichftanding  all  the  Dakiger  from  Popciy  that  the  Nation  i^  expofed  unto,  ancf 
all  the  Hazard  that  the  Souls  of  MetV  are  in  df  l^eing  pbifoned  with  ftomifh 
Principles  ;  yec  inftead  df  l^reaohibg  of  Writing  againft  any  df  theDoftrinesof 
the  Chuoch  of  Rome^  they  have  agre^  amohg  thertifelvc!?,  and  with  fuch  of 
their  Cbngregatiom^s  approve  their  Procedure,  not  fo  much  as  t^  mention  them, 
but  to  leave  the  Prdvtnce  of  defending  our  Religion,  and  of  dercfting  the  Faffe- 
hood  of  Papal  Teriett,  to  the  P&ftors  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Church  of  Ehglanit 
And  being  aflt'd  (2*  I  know  feme  of  them  have  beeiY)  why  they  do  not 
preach  againft  Antictirifb,  and  aonftite  the  Papal  Doiftrines,  they  very  gravely 
reply,  that  by  preaching  Chrift  they  preach  againft  Antichrlft,  and  that  by 
teaching  the  Gofpei  they  refute  Pbpery  ;  M^ich  is  fuch  a  Piece  of  fraudulent 
and  guileful  Subterfuge,  that  I  want  Words  to  exprefs  the  Knavery  and  Criminal- 
nefe  df  it.  What  a  R^ferve  and  Change  have  I  lived  to  fee  in  England^  from  what 
I  beheld  a  few  Years  ago !  Ic  was  but  the  other  Day  that  the  confofmabfe 
Clergy  were  reprefented  by  fome  of  the  Diflcnters,  not  only  as  Favourers  of  Po- 
pery, but  as  endeavouring  to  hale  it  in  upon  us  by  all  the  Methods  and  Ways  that 
lay  within  their  Circle,  and  yet  now  the  whole  Defence  of  the  Reformed  Religion 
muft  be  entirely  devolved  into  their  Hands  •,  and  when  all  the  Sluices  are  pull'ed  up,  ^ 
that  had  been  made  to  hinder  Popery  from  overflowing  the  Natibn,  they  muft 
be  left  alone  to  ftcm  the  Inundation,  and  prevent  the  Deluge.  iTiey  among 
tiie  Fanaticla  that  bdaited«Do  be  the  moft  avowed  and  ifreconcileabfe  Enemies  ot 
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the  OinkkvE  ^tmMi  air  iiKh  onBy  becoiM  akogetber  fiktit^  when  tlity  fee  the 
Kingidom  pefter'd  with  t  Swqrm  oFbofy  and  reducing  Emiffaries,  but  are  both 
fumed  Advocacna  for  that  Arbitrary  Paper,  whereby  we  are  furrendered  as  a 
Prey  unto  them,  and  do  niake  it  their  Bufinefs  to  detract  from  the  Reputation, 
and  difcour^fi  the  labours  of  the  National  Minifters,  who  with  ai  Zeai  become-* 
ing  their  Office,. and  a  Learning  which  deferves  to  be  admired,  have  fet  them-^ 
feives  in  Oppofition  to  that  croaking  Fry,  and  have  done  enough  by  their  excel- 
lent and  inimitable  Writings  to  fave  the  People  from  being  deluded  and  per- 
verted, if  either  unanfwerable  Confutations  of  Popery,  of  dcmonftrative  De- 
fences of  the  Articles  and  Do<5lrines  of  the  Reformed  Religion^  can  have  any 
Efficacy  upon  the  Minds  of  Men.  Among  other  fulfome  Flatteries  adorning  a 
Speech  made  to  his  Majeily  by  an  Addrefling  Diffenter,  I  find  this  hypocritical 
and  fliamefiil  Adulation,  namely,  that  if  there  Jhould  remain  any  Seeds  of  Dijloyaliy 
in  ofg  of  bis  SuhjeSls^  the  tranfcendent  Goodnefs  exerted  in  his  Declaration  would 
mortify  and  kill  them  \  to  which  he  might  have  added  with  more  Truth,  that  the 
fame  tranfcendent  Goodnefs  had  almod  deftroyed  all  the  Seeds  of  their  Honefty, 
and  mortified  their  Care  and  Concernment  for  the  Intereft  of  Jefus  Chrifi^  and 
for  the  Reformed  Religion.  Their  old  Strain  of  zealous  Preaching  againft  the 
Idolatry  of  Rome^  and  concerning  the  coming  out  <?/  Babylon  my  People^  are 
grown  out  of  Faftilon  with  them  in  England^  and  are  only  referved,  and  laid 
by,  to  recommend  them  to  the  Kindncfs  and  Acceptation  of  Foreign  Proteftantsi 
when  their  Occafions  and  Conveniences  draw  them  over  to  Amjierdam.  Who- 
foever  comes  into  their  Affemblies  would  think,  for  any  thbgthat  he  there  hears 
deUvered  from  their  Pulpits,  that  (he  which  was  the  Whore  of  Babylon  a  feW 
Years  ago  were  now  become  a  chafte  Spoufe,  and  that  what  were  heretofore 
the  damnable  Doctrines  of  Popery  wert  of  late  turned  innocent  and  harm- 
k6  Opinions.  The  King's  Declaration  would  feem  to  hiave  brought  fome  of 
them  to  a.  melius  inquirendum^  and  as  they  are  already  induced  to  believe  a 
Roman  Catholic  the  beft  King,  they  itiay  in  a  little  Timfe  fcome  to  eftecm 
Papiftfi  for  the  bell  Chriftians.  fbe  keying  back  nothing  that  is  profitable  to  fofo^ 
fiicb  as  bear  them f  and  the  declaring  the  whole  Counftl  of  God^  which  are  the  TermS 
upon  which  they  received  their  Commiffiori  from  Jejiis  Chrifi^  and  wherein  they 
have  PauN  Pfadlice  and  Exanfiple  for  a  Pattern,  would  feem  to  be  Things  un- 
der the  Power  of  the  Royal  Prerogative,  and  that  the  King  may  fuperfede  them 
by  the  fame  Authority  1^  which  he  difpenfes  with  the  Penal  Statutes :  Which 
as  it  is  very  agreeable  unto,  and  imported  in  his  Majefty^  Claim  of  being  obeyed 
without  Referve,  fo  the  owning  this  Abfolute  Power,  with  that  Annex  of  chal- 
lenged Obedience,  does  acquit  thoei  from  all  Obligations  to  the  Laws  of  Chrijf^ 
when  they  are  found  to  interfere  with  what  is  required  by  the  King.  But  whe- 
ther God's  Power  or  the  King's  be  fuperior,  and  which  of  the  two  can  cailate 
the  other's  Laws,  and  whofe  Wrath  is  moft  terrible,  the  Judgment  Day  will  be 
able  and  fure  to  inftruft  them,  if  all  Means  in  this  World  prove  infufficient  for  it. 
The  Addreflers  know  upon  what  Conditions  they  hold  their  Liberty  ;  and  they 
have  not  only  obferved  how  feveral  of  the  National  Clergy  have  been  treated  fdr 
preaching  againft  Popery,  but  they  have  heard  how  divers  of  the  Refornied  MT- 
nifters  in  France  (before  the  general  Suppreffion)  were  dealt  with,  for  fpeaking 
againft  their  Monarch's  Religion  \  and  therefore  they  muft  be  pardoned,  if  they 
carry  fo  as  not  to  provoke  his  Majefty,  tho'  in  the  mean  time,  thro*  their  Si^* 
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Icnce^  they  both  betray  the  Caufe  of  their  Lord  andMbfter,  and  are  unfaithful 
to  the  Souls  of  thofe,  of  whom  they  have  taken  upon  them  the  Spiritual  Guid* 
ance.  As  for  the  Papen  themfelves  that  are  ililed  by  the  Name  of  Addrejfis^  I 
ihall  not  meddle  with  them,  being,  as  to  the  greateft  Part  of  them,  fitter  to  be 
expofed  and  ridiculed  either  for  their  Dulnefs  and  Pedantry,  or  for  the  Adula<» 
tion  and  Sycophancy  with  which  they  are  fulfomly  ftuff^d,  than  to  deferve  any 
ferious  Confideration,  or  to  merit  ReJBedtions  that  may  prove  inftrudtive  to  Man- 
kind. Only  as  that  Addreis,  wherein  his  Majefty  is  thanked  for  Ijis  reftoring 
God  to  his  Empire  over  Confcience,  defer veth  a  Rebuke  for  its  Blafphemy,  fo 
that  other  which  commends  him  for  promifing  to  force  the  Parliament  to  ratify 
his  Declaration  (tho'  by  the  way  all  he  fays  is,  that  he  does  not  doubt  of  their 
Concurrence, which  yet  his  ill  Succefs  upon  the  clofetting  of  fo  many  Members,  and 
his  fince  diflblving  that  Parliament,  fhews  that  there  was  fomeCaufe  for  the  doubt- 
ing of  it)  I  fay,  that  other  Addrefs  merits  a  fevere  Cenfure  for  it's  Infolence  againfi: 
the  Legiflative  Authority  :  And  the  Authors  of  it  ought  to  be  puniflied  for 
their  Crime  committed  againft  the  Liberty  and  Freedom  of  the  Two  Houfes,  and 
for  encouraging  the  King  to  invade  and  fubvert  their  mofl:  eflential  and  funda- 
mental Privileges,  without  which  they  can  neither.be  a  Council,  Judicature, 
nor  Lawgivers. 

After  ail,  I  hope  the  Nation  will  be  fo  ingenuous  As  not  to  impute  the  Mif^ 
carriages  of  fome  of  the  Non*conformifts  to  the  whole  Party,  much  Icfs.to 
afcribe  them  to  the  Principles  of  Diffenters  :  For  as  the  Points  wherein  they  dif- 
fer from  the  Church  of  England  are  purely  of  another  Nature,  and  which  have 
no  Relation  to  Politicks,  fo  the  Influence  that  they  are  adapted  to  have  upon  Men,, 
as  Members  of  civil  Societies,  is  to  make  them  in  a  fpecial  Manner  regardful  of 
the  Right  and  Franchifes  of  the  Community.  But  if  fome  neither  underftand 
%]xt  Tendency  of  their  own  Principles,  nor  are  true  and  f;uthful  unto  (hem  \. 
thefe  Thin^  are  the  perfonal  Faults  of  thofe  Men,  and  are  to  be  attributed  ta 
their  Ignorance,  or  to  their  Difhonefty  ;  nor  are  their  Carriages  to  be  counted  the 
Efiefts  of  their  Religious  Tenets,  much  lefs  are  others  of  the  Party  to  be  in- 
volved under  the  Reproach  and  Guilt  of  their  imprudent  and  ill  Condudr 
Which  there  is  the  nK>re  Caufe  to  acknowledge,  becaufe  thq*  the  Church  of 
England  has  all  the  Reafon  in  the  World  tp  decline  AddrelTing,  in  that  all  her 
legal  Foundation,  as  well  as  )Sect>rity,  i^  IhakeA  by  the  Declaration,  yet  there 
are  fome  of  her  Dignitaries  and  Clergy,  as  well  as  divers  Members  of  her  Com- 
munion, who  upon  Motives  of  Ambition,  Covetoufnefs,  Fear,  orCourtftip,  have 
enrolled  themfelves  into  the  Lift  of  Addreffcrsi;  and  under  Pretence  ot  giving 
Thanks  to  the  King  for  hisPromife  of  protef^ng  the  Archbifhops,  Bifhops,  and 
Clergy,  and  all  others  of  the  Chjarchoi England^  in  |he  freeExercife  of  theirReligiotr 
as  by  Law  eftabli(h*d,  have  cut  the  Throat  of  their  Mother,  at  whofe  Breafts  they 
have  fuck'd  till  they  are  grown  fat,  both  by  acknowledging  the  ufurped  Prerogative 
upon  which  the  King  aflumes  the  Right  and  Authority  of  eEnitting  the  Declaration, 
and  by  exchanging  the  legal  Standingand  Security  of  their  Church  into  that  precari- 
ous one  of  the  Royal  Word,  which  they  fly  unto  as  theBottop  of  herSubfiftence, 
and  truft  to  as  the  Wall  of  her  Defence  :  And  as  moft  of  the  Members  of  the 
feparate  Societies  are  free  from  all  Acceffion  to  AddrefCng,  and  the  few  that 
concurred  were  merely  drawn  in  by  the  Wheedle  afid  Importunity  of  their 
Preachers  j  fo  they  who  are  of  the  chiefeft  Charadter,  and  greateft  Reputation  for

WHdom  and  Learning  among  the  Minifters,  have  preferved  themfelves  from  alt 
Folly  andTreachery  of  that  Kind.  The  Jpoftle  tells  us,  that  not  many  PTi/e^nofmany 
NobU  are  called  \  which  as  it  is  verified  in  many  of  the  DiflTenting  Addreflfers,  fo 
it  may  ferve  for  fome  kind  of  Apology  for  their  low  and  fneaking,  as  well  as  fo 
their  indifcreet  and  imprudent  Behaviour  in  this  Matter.  And  it  is  the  more 
venal  in  fome  of  them,  as  being  not  only  a  Means  of  ingratiating  themfelves 
(as  they  fanfy)  with  the  King,  who  heretofore  had  no  very  good  Opinion  of 
them,  but  as  being  both  an  eafy  and  compendious  Method  of  atoning  for 
Offences  againft  the  Crown,  of  which  they  wereftrongly  fufpefted,  and  a  cheap 
and  expercelefs  Way  of  purchafing  the  Pardon  of  their  Relations,  that  had  ftood 
aftualiy  accufedof  High-Treafon  :  Nor  is  it  to  be  doubted,  but  that  as  the  King 
will  retain  very  little  Favour  and  Mercy  fdv  Fanaticks,  when  once  he  has  ferved 
his  Ends  upon  them  ;  fo  they  will  prcferve  as  little  Kindnefs  for  the  Papifts,  if 
they  can  but  obtain  Relief  in  a  legal  Way.  And  as  there  is  not  a  People  in  the 
Kingdom  that  will  be  more  loyal  to  Princes,  while  they  continue  fo  to  govern,  as 
that  Fealty  by  the  Laws  of  God  or  Man  remain  due  to  them  •,  fo  there  are  none,  , 
of  what  Principles  or  Communion  foever,  upon  whom  the  Kingdom,  if  its  whole 
Intereft  come  to  lie  at  Stake,  may  more  affuredly  and  with  greater  Confidence 
depend,  thanlipon  the  Generality  of  Diffenting  Proteftants,  and  efpecially  upon 
thofe  that  are  not  of  the  Paftoral  Order.  The  Severities  that  the  Diflenters  lay 
under  before,  and  their  Deliverance  from  Oppreffion  and  Difturbance  now,  fe- 
conded  with  the  King's  £xpe£lation  and  Demands  of  thankfgiving  Addrefles, 
were  ftrong  Temptations  upon  Men  void  of  Generofity  and  Greatnefs  of  Spirit, 
and  who  are  withal  of  no  great  Political  Wifdom,  nor  of  Profpeft  into  the  Con- 
fequences  of  Counfels  ar\d  Tricks  of  State,  to  ad  as  illegally  in  their  Thanks  as 
his  Majefty  had  done  in  his  Bounty  :  So  that  whatfoever  Animadverfion  they 
may  defer ve,  fhould  they  be  proceeded  againft  according  to  their  Demerit  ^  yet 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  both  they,  and  the  Addreflers  of  the  former  Stamp,  may 
all  find  room  in  an  A6t  of  Indemnity,  and  that  the  Mercy  of  the  Nation  towards 
them  will  triumph  over  them,  and  get  the  better  of  its  Juftice.  As  it  woukt 
argue  a  ftrange  and  judaical  Infatuation,  fhould  they  proceed  to  farther  Excefics, 
and  think  to  efcape  the  Puni(hment  due  to  one  Crime,  by  committing  and  take-^ 
kig  Sanctuary  in  another,  thro*  improving  their  Compliments  into  Aiftions  of 
Treachery  ;  fo  all  their  Hopes  of  Pardon,  as  well  as  of  Lenity  and  Moderation, 
from  a  true  Proteftant  and  rightly  conftituted  Authority,  depend  upon  their 
ConduA  and  Behaviour  henceforward,  and  their  not  fufFering  themfelves  to  be 
hurried  and  deluded  into  a  Co-operation  with  the  Court  for  the  obtaining  of  a 
Popifii  Parliament  :  All  their  Endeavours  of  that  Kihd  would  but  more  clearly 
detcdt  and  manifeft  their  Treachery  to  Religion  and  the  Kingdom,  it  not  being 
in  their  Power  to  out-vote  the  honeft  EngliJhVzrt  of  the  People,  fo  as  to  help 
the  King  to  fuch  a  Houfe  of  Commons  as  he  defires  ;  and  were  it  poflible,  that 
thro*  their  Affiftance,  in  Conjunftion  wkh  Violence  and  Tricks  ulcd  in  Eleftions 
and  Returns  by  the  Court,  fuch  a  Houfe  of  Commcwis  might  be  obtained,  as 
would  be  feviceable  to  Arbitrary  and  Papal  Ends  ;  yet  neithef  the  King  nor  they 
would  be  nearer  the  compafling  what  is  aim'd  at,  it  being  demonftrable  that  the 
Majority  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords  are  never  to  be  wrought  over  to  juftify  this  ille- 
gal Declaration,  or  to  grant  the  King  a  Power  of  fufpending  Laws  at  his  Plea- 
fure  ;  nor  to  give  their  Affent  to  a  Bill  for  repealing  the  Teft  Afts^  and  the  Sta- 
tutes 
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tuce$  that  enjoin  tpd  require  i\^  Oathi  of  Allegianct  ^nd  Supreai;icy«    And  if 

they  flbpuld  be  fo  far  left  of  God,  and  betrayed  by  thofe  among  theniff^l^^  whoM 

the  Court  hath  gained^  9s  to  become  guilty  of  fo  enormous  an  Ad  o(  Folly  and 

Villainy  \  and  fliould  the  Ele&ion  of  the  next  Parliament  be  the  happy  Juncture 

they  wait  for,  and  the  improving  their  Intere(t,  as  well  as  giving  their  Votes  for  the 

Choice  of  Papifts  into  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  be  what  they  mean  *  ly  an  fJfiHtial 

Proof  of  their  Loyalty  and  of  the  Sincmly  ofthiir  bumkU  Jddrtffis^  i^nd  thai  thereby 

ihey  intend  to  demofiftratOf  that  tbegreatefi  thi»g  they  b%ve  pr^mijed  is  the  kefi  thing 

they  will  perform  for  bis  Majeftfs  Service  and  SatisfaSlion  \  as  in  that  Cafe  they 

will  deferve  to  forfeit  all  Hopes  of  being  forgiven,  fo  it  would  be  an  InBdelity. 

to  God  and  Men,  and  a  Cruelty  to  ourfelves  and  PoileriCy,  not  to  abandon  them 

as  Betravers  of  Religion,  eicpunge  them  out  of  the  Roll  of  Proteftants,  ftrip 

them  of  all  that  wherein  free  Subjedls  have  a  legal  Right,  and  condemn  them 

to  the  utmoft  Puni(hment$  which  the  Laws  of  the  Kingdom  adjudge  the  worft 

of  Tr^tors  and  Malefadors  unto.   There  are  fome  who,  thro*  hating  of  ihem* 

wi(h  their  mifcarrying  and  offending  to  fo  unpardonable  a  Degree,  that  they  may. 

hereafter  be  furnifhed  with  an  Advantage  both  of  ruining  them,  and  the  whole 

DilTenting  Party  for  their  Sakes :   But  as  the  Love  that  I  bear  unto  them, 

and  the  Perfuafion  and  Belief  I  have  of  the  Truth  of  their  religious  Principles, 

make  me  exceeding  folicitous    to    have    them    kept    and   prevented   from 

being  hurried  and  tranfported  into  fo  fatal   and  criminal  a  Behaviour  *,  fo  I 

defire  to  make  no  other  E^xcufe  for  my  plain  Dealing  towards  them,  but  that 

of  Solomon^  who  teli  us>  that  faithful  are  the  Words  of  a  Friend^  while  the  Kijfes 

of  an  Enemy  are  dueitful ;   and  that  be  who  rebukes  a  Man^  Jball  find  more 

Pawur  afterwards  than  be  who  flattereth  with  the  Tongue. 

POSTSCRIPT. 

Since  the  foregoing  Sheets  went  to  the  Prefs,  and  while  they  were  printing 
pfl^  there  is  come  to  my  Hands  a  new  Proclamation,  dated  at  Wind/or^  the  28  th 
of  June^  1687,  for  granting  further  Liberty  in  Sfoilani^  and  which  was  publifli- 
ed  there  by  an  Order. of  the  Prroy-Counci/  of  that  Kingdom,  bearing  Date 
at  EJinhtrgb  the  5th  of  July.  This  Superfcetation  of  one  Proclamation  af- 
ter another,  in  reference  to  the  iame  thing,  is  fo  apportioned  and  parallel 
to  tl^  late  French  Method  of  emitting  Edidls  in  relation  to  thofe  of  the  Re* 
formed  Religion  in  that  Kingdom^  that  they  feem  to  proceed  out  of  one  Mint, 
to  be  cakuktcd  for  the  fame  End,  and  to  be  defigned  for  the  compaifing  and 
obtaining  the  like  Effedts :  For  as  foon  as  an  Alarm  was  taken  at  the  publifh- 
ing  of  fome  unreafonable  and  rigorous  EdiA,  there  ufed  often  to  follow  ano- 
ther of  a  milder  Strain,  which  was  pretended  to  be  either  for  the  moderating 
the  Severities  of  the  former,  or  to  remove  and  reftify  what  they  were  pleafed 
to  call  Miiconftruflions  unduly  put  upon  it ;  but  the  true  End  whereof  was 
only  to  ftifle  and  extinguiih.  the  Jealoufies  and  Apprehenfions  that  the  other 
bad  begotten  and  excited,  and  which  had  they  not  been  calmed  and  allay'd, 
might  have  awakened  the  VroltkMts  there  to  provide  for  their  Safety  by  a 
timely  withdrawing  into  other  Countries,  if  they  had  not  been  provoked  to

to  effeft  it  ;  nor  yet  merely  irom  that  Agreeabtenefs  In  thcir^rcfceau*^*^, 
through  the  King  of  England'^  iniitating  that  foreign  Potenute,  and  making 
the  whole  Courfe  that  hath  been  taken  in  France  the  Pattern  of  all  his  AftiAgs 
in  Great-Britain  \  but  I  am  much  confirmed  in  my  Fears  ahd  Jealoulies,  by 
remembering  a  Paffkge  in  one  of  Mr.  Cclemaffs  Letters,  who  a^  he  very  weB 
knew  what  the  then  Duke  of  Tii^k  had  been  for  mariy  Yeats  engaged  ih 
^ainft  our  Religion  and  Civil  Liberties,  and  under  what  Vows  and  Prottiifes 
he  was,  not  to  deiift  from  profecoting  what  had  been  refoived  upon  and  un* 
dertaken,  fo  he  had  the  Confidence  to  fay,  that  his  MallerV  DeQgn  and 
that  of  the  King  of  France  was  one  and  the  fame  ;  and  that  thi?  Was  nO  lefs, 
as  he  farther  informs  us,  than  the  extirpating  the  northern  Herefy.  Had  the 
King  of  England  afted  with  Sinteriiy  from  that  noble  Principle,  "  that  Con- 
fcience  ought  not  to  be  conftAiined,  noi*  People  forced  in  Matters  of  mere 
Religion,"  as  he  would  delude  weak  and  eafy  reoplb  to  believe  j  ahd  had  tidt 
dll  his  arbitrary  and  illegal  Proceedings  in  granting  Liberty  to  I^lffenting  Pro- 
teftants  been  to  fubferve  and  promote  other  Defigns,  which  it  is  not  yet  fea« 
fonable  and  convenient  to  difcover  and  avow  ;  he  would  have  then  a(fted  witH 
that  Conformitv  to  the  Principle  he  profefleth  to  be  under  the  Influence  and' 
Government  or,  and  with  that  Confon^ncy  and  harmonious  Agreeablenefs  in 
a<l  che  Degrees  of  Indulgence,  vouchfafcd  to  thofe  of  the  Refornled  Religion 
in  Ef^land  and  Seattand^  that  differ  from  them  of  the  eftabliflicd  Way,  thatT. 
there  would  haVe  needed  no  fccond  ProclamaiSon  apporring  new  Mcafures  of 
Liberty  and  Favour  to  Sci)teb  Diffentersj  feeing  they  would  have  bad  it  granted 
them  at  Brd  in  the  fame  Latitude  and  lilimitednels,  that  it  wa^  beftowed  U|^n 
the  EngHJb  Nortcortformiftsi  But  when  Princes  carry  on  and  purfue  mifchie- 
vous  Defigns,  under  the  Palliations  of  Religion,  public  Good,  and  the  Right 
of  Mankind,  it  comes  often  to  pals,  through  adapting  their  Methods  to  what 
they  mean  and  intend^  and  not  to  what  they  pretend  and  give  Out,  that  their 
crafty  Projedibrts,  by  being  not  fufficiently  accommodated  to  their  Purpofes, 
prove  ineffedlual  to  the  compafling  what  Was  aimed  at ;  and  this  forceth  them 
to  a  new  Game  of  Falfhood  and  Subtlety,  but  ftill  under  the  old  Vartiifh  and 
Glofs,  and  obllgeth  them  to  have  rccourfe  to  Means  that  may  be  more  pro- 
portioned than  the  former  were,  for  their  reaching  the  End  that  they  uK 
timately  drive  at.  Thence  it  is  that  thofe  Rulers,  who  are  engaged  in  the 
Profecufion  of  wicked  and  unjuftifiable  Defigns,  are  neceflitated  not  only  to 
apply  chentfelvcs  to  OppOflte  Methods  towards  different  Parties,  and  thofe  fucb 
as  muft  be  fuired  and  apportioned  to  their  difcuepatit  Interefts,  without  the 
accommodating  of  which  th^  can  neither  hope  to  mould  them  to  that  tame 
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and  ftnrilc  Cbmpfiance,  nor  woik  1tem.4jp.10  cfcat  aawe  mdj^ng^ 
tag  Keir  malicious  and  crafty  Pn^cdiona,  ^^'.^^5^^^^ 
tlltn  fuccefsful;  but  they  arc  for«d  to  wy  ^^'{^^^^.  '"""^a^^, 
aSd  the  fame  Party,  and  that  as  weU  wh^  the  Ways  tl^y  have  ad^t 
towards  them  arc  found  inadequaip  lo  the  End  untt>.  which  they  were  atab 
latcd.  as  when  the  Mifchief  hid  under  thitm  corner  u^iifuifW^iJQc^tB^Mf  in- 
This  weak  and  fliort-figbted  Ptopje  fiM^^^.^^ofiftc^^^^ 
Princes  Counfels,  and>--  f^  Affa'rH  and  chat  confidcr.  Thmg" .  «*<>« 
but  tK-^'r*^^*"^  difccrn,  that  all  this  Yariation^JDiyerfity,  and  ihifttng  ot* 
^tetbods  in  Rulers  AAings^  proceeds  from.other  Cauics«  and  that  it  is  tbeilr. 
Stability  and  Perfeverance  in  an  illegal  and  wicked  Defign,  that  compels, 
them  to  thofe  crooked  and  contrary  Courfesi  either  for  the  gaining  the  un- 
wary and  ill-applied  Concurrence  of  their  Sat))ed35,  tg  the  baftening  Diftrefs 
and  Defolation  upon  themfelves,  or  for  the  throwing  them  into  that  Le^ 
thargy^  and  under  that  Supinenefs,  as  may  hinder  them  from  all  Endea- 
vours of  obftruifling  and  diverting  the  Evils,  that  their  Governors  are  feeking 
to  bring  upon  them.  Nor  is  there  a  more  certain  Indication  of  a  Prince's  being 
engaged  in  a  Defign  contrary  to  the  Good  and  Happinefs  of  the  Society, 
over  which  he  is  fee,  than  his  betaking  himfelf  to  illegal  AVaySt  upon  Pre-. 
tence  of  promoting  the  Eafe  and  Benefit  of  bis  People  1  or  accorcKng.as  he 
finds  his  Subjeds  to  diflfcr  in  their  particular  Inter^,  his  apply^mg  himfelf  10 
them  in  Methods,  whereof  the  Contrariety  of  the  one  u^  the  other  renders 
them  the  more  proper  and  adapted  to  enfnare  the  divided  FaiAioos,  through 
accofting  each  of  them  with  fomething  that  they  are  feverally  food  of.  Leg^l 
Means  are  always  fufEcient  to  the  purfuing  and  compafling  legal  Ends ;  and 
whatfoever  is  for  the  general  Good  of  the  Community  may  either  be  ob- 
tained by  Cour&s  wherein  the  Generality  find  their  united  Intereft  and  com* 
mon  Felicity^  or  elfe  by  Application  to  a  Parliament  freely  and  duly  chofen  ; 
which  as  it  reprefents  tne  whole  politic  Society,  fo  there  may  be  expeded  mofl: 
Companion  and  Tenderneisj  as  well  as  Wifdom  and  Prudence,  for  redrefling 
the  Grievances,  eafing  the  Troubles,  and  providing  for  the  Benefit  and 
Safety  of  all  that  are  wrapt  up  in  and  reprefented  by  them.  And  as  every 
Prince,  who  fincerely  feeks  and  purfues  the  Advantage  of  his  People,  will  fo 
adjuit  and  attemper  ^1  h^s  Aligns  towards  them,  that  his  whole  Carriage 
ihall  be  uniform,  and  all  the  Exercifes  of  his  governing  Power  meet  in  the 
Benefit  of  the  Community,  as  fo  many  Lines  from  a  Circumference  uniting  in 
their  Centre  ^  fo  there  needs  no  O^^her  Proof  that  thefe  two  or  three  late  Aftions 
of  his  Majefty,  which  a  foolKh  Sort  of  Men  are  apt  to  interpret  for  Favours, 
and  to  account  them  Efie^s  of  Compaflion  and  Kindnefs,  are  but  to  con- 
ceal his  JMalice,  and  to  fubferve  as  well  as  cover  fome  fatal  and  pernicious 
Defign^  that  he  is  carrying  on  againft  his  Proteftant  §ubjeds^  than  that  while 
he  is  gratifying  a  few  of  them  in  one  Thing,  he  is  at  the  fame  time  rob- 
ing all  of  them  of  many  ;  and  that  while  he  is  indulging  the  Dtfibnters  with 
a  Freedom  from  the  Penal  Laws  for  Matters  of  Religion,  he  is  invadiijg  the 
Properties,  and  fubverting  the  Civil  Rights  of  theThree  Natk>as,  and  changing 
the  whole  Conftitution  of  the  Government.  He  that  (irtps  us  of  what  be- 
longs unto  us,  as  we  are  Engli/bmn  and  Scotchmen^  cannot  mean  luxieftly  in  the 
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Vtfobn  lie  ^nttM  to  vouchlafe  U8»  as  ve  are  Cbripians\  nor  can  1^  that  is 
Mdei^ouring  to  erfbrre  oar  Perfon$»  and  to  fubjeft  our  Eftates  to  his  arbi* 
trary  Ldft  and  Ffeafbre,  intend  any  diing  elfe  by  this  Kindnefs  granted  to 
Fanaticks  in  Mitten  of-  Rd^ion,  than  the  cfividing  them  frotn  the  reft  of 
die  FMpIe,  in  irtiat  concerns  the  Civil  Intereft  and  external  Happinefi  of  the 
Community,  and  to  render  them  an  engaged  Faftion  to  aitTift  and  abet  him 
in  enduallir^  dke  Kingdoms.  Wholbevcr  conliders  the  whole  Tenor  of  his 
Mljefty's  other  Aftings,  in  t>mrogaing  and  dilTolving  Parliaments,  iit hen  he 
findi  theni  uncompliant  with  iiis  Pcpift  and  defpoticai  Ends  \  his  keeping  on 
foot  a  fermidable  Army  agamft  all  mt  Laws  of  the  Land,  and  upon  no  other 
Intention,  but  to  maintain  him  in  his  Ufurpattons  over  our  Rights,  and  to  awe 
OS  inM  a  tame  and  fervile '  Submiffion  to  his  Prerogative  Will ;  his  lillmg  all 
Pbcea  of  Judicature  with  wedc  as  well  as  treacherous  Perfons,  who  inftead 
of  adminiftriflg  Juftice  may  be  the  Inftruments  of  Tyranny  ;  his  robbing  Men 
of  their  Eftates,  by  judicial  Forms,  and  under  Pretence  that  mUum  fempns 
Kcwrrit  Rigi^  after  they  have  been  quietly  enjoyed  by  the  Subjedls  for  fcveral 
hundred  Tears  ;  his  advancing  none  to  Civil  and  Military  Employs,  but  whom 
he  hath  fome  Confidence  in,  as  to  the  finding  them  ready  to  execute  his  delpo- 
tical  Injunftions ;  and  his  efteeming  no  Perfbn  loyal  and  faithful  to  himielf, 
Ikvb  thofe  who  art  willing  to  betray  their  Country,  and  be  Rebels  and  Trai* 
ton  i^nft  the  legal  Conftitution:  I  lay,  whofoever  confiders  all  this,  and 
agreat  deal  OKMie  of  the  fame  Hue  and  Completion,  cannot  ima^ne  (un-. 
Ms  he*be  under  a  jndaical  Blindnefs  and  a  ftrangi^  Infatuation)  that  any  thins 
arriving  from  the  king,  though  it  may  be  a  Matter  wherein  they  may  find 
dieir  prefent  Eafe  and  Advantage,  fhoold  proceed  from  Compaflion  and  Good- 
will to  hb  Proteftant  SubjeAs,  but  that  it  muft  be  onlv  in  order  to  promote 
a  diftinft  Intereft  from  that  of  his  Ptoi>Ie,  and  for  the  octter  and  more  eafy 
accompliflring  of  Ibme  wicked  and  unjuftifiable  Defigns.  And  though  his 
Majefty  would  have  us  believe,  that  the  Reaibns  moving  him  to  the  Emiflion 
of  this  fecond  Proclamation  were  the  finifbxnis  Interpretations  wliich  either  have» 
or  may  be  made,  of  fome  ReftriAions  in  his  former  %  yet  it  is  not  difficult, 
even  without  being  of  his  Privy-Council,  to  aflign  a  truer  Motive,  and  a  more 
teal  and  eficAual  Caufe  of  it :  For  as  that  of  the  12th  of  Febntmy  came 
fcrth  attended  with  fo  many  Limitations,  not  eafy  to  be  digefted  by  Mcft  of 
Wildom  or  Honefty,  left  if  it  had  been  more  unconfined  and  extenftvc,  and 
ftould  have  opened  a  Door  for  all  Sa^tcb  Diflenters  to  have  gone  in  and  taken 
the  Benefit  ot  it,  the  'Generality  of  Proteftants  in  that  Kingdom,  abftradting 
fmm  the  Bifhops,  Curates,  and  a  few  others,  fliould  have  joined  in  the  fe« 
parate  Intereft,  and  diereby  have  become  an  united  Body  againft  Popery  \  but 
upon  finding  that  hardly  any  would  purchafe  their  Freedom  from  the  Penal 
Ilaws  at  fo  dear  a  Rate,  as  to  do  Things  fo  unbecoming  Men  and  Chriftians, 
as  the  conforming  to  the  Terms  therein  preicribed  obliged  them  unto  \  and 
that  as  they  of  the  National  Communion  were  alarmed  and  difgufted,  fo  few 
or  none  of  the  Diflenting  Fellowfhips  were  plealed,  and  that  both  were  not 
only  angry  at  the  many  ill^al  Favours,  and  threatening  Advantages,  beftowcd 
upon  the  Papifts,  but  were  grown  fo  fenfible  of  the  Defign  carrying  on  againft 
the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  the  Liberties  and  Privileges  of  the  Subjcft,  that 
(hough  they  could  not  renounce  their  refpeftive  Tenets  in  the  Matters  wherein
